How Pariſmus, Sonne and Heyre to the King of Bohe-- 
mia, arriued in Theſſah, how hee was entertained by 
Dianisius the King, who kept his Court at the Citie of 
Thebes,and of a ſtraunge aduenture that befell to O- 


. feris, one of Dioniſius Knights. 


3 N the moſt rich and famous Countrey of 
)| Theſſaly , raigned one Dioniſius, whoſe: 
| diſcretion in gouernment, and ſingular 
[RY j wiſedome in ruling ſo mightie a Kation, 
[> © masdethe ſplendant fame of his renowne 
to ſpꝛead it ſelſe to the vttermoſt confines 
: — ofthe wozld: and moſt Countries made 


continnall traffique thither, by reaſon of 
the 
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The fir ſt part 
the god and equitable law2s he had inffitufed fo2 the quiet of 
his Tountrey, Among the reſt of his externall blellings, w here⸗ 
of hæ enisped abundance, his Court was much renowned by 
the exceeding beautie, and vertuous gifts of Oliuia his QAucene, 
by whome ha had one onely daughter named Laurana, whoſe 
beautie ſo karre excelled all other Ladies, that ie was eſtemed 
(in thoſe partes of the wo2ld ) the onely Paragone foz beautie, 
aſides, the vertuous qualities, and pzectons giftes of nature, 
wherewith her minde was abundantly ado2ned , did fo much 
extoll yer high com mendations, that many Peinces offarte 
Countries, did trauell thither to attaine her leue. In ſo much 
that by continuall acgeſſe of many ſtrange Knights, the Court 
of Dioniſius daily increaſed in dignitie, who gaue moſt courte⸗ 
ous entertainment to all, as fitted to thet: honour, and accoꝛ-⸗ 
ded with his moſt bountuous wiſedome. Amonglt the rc of 
the Knightes that came to be epe-witneſſes of the beautie of 
Laurana, it foztuned the yong Pꝛince Pariſmus, Sonne and 
heire to the Ring of Bohemia, to arriue in the confines ot Theſ- 
ſaly, being accompanied with diuers Nobles of his Fathers 
Court. Who hauing befoze heard of the lame of Dioniſius, the 
co urteous entertainment hee gaue to ſkrangers, and the ex⸗ 
coding beautie of his daughter Laurana, determined to tra⸗ 
uelleither ts trie his foztune to winne her lone, as alſo to be 
parfaker ofhis bountie, being thereto dzawne by a vertuous 
inclination to imitate his hanoucable examples. And calling 
to him one ok his knightes named Oriſtus, willed hum to goe 
to Dioniſius Court, and fignifte vnto his Maieſtie, that he 
was deſirous to viſit him, ik it pleaſe him to accept him as a 
gueſt. 

Oriſtus making ſpede,ſwne arriued at the Cittie of Thebes, 
where the Ring then kept his Court, and being admitted his 
pꝛeſence, deliuered his melſage. Which when Dioniſius vnders 
od, he told Oriſtus that he would very wilingly gratulate the 
Painces kindnes , deſiring him to certifie bis Lo2d , that he 
thuld be moſt hartily welcome, wherewith Oriſtus Ly 

JlONIHUS 
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of Pariſmus. 

Dionifius willing his Noble men to be in readines the next 
day, foz hie purpoſed to mefe the Pyinco himſelſe. In the 
meane time he commaunded all pzeparafion that might be 
deniſed to be made, fo2 his moze hono2able entertainement. 
Early the next moꝛning, Dioniſius attended by his noble men, 
rode fozth to mete the Pzince , ſome thꝛe miles from the Ci⸗ 
tie, whome he moſt louingly imbzaced, and welcommed with 
erceeding courteſie. 

Pariſmus marutlling at this vnexpeced kindneſſe in him, 
ſaid: Moſt high and magnificent King , J being altogether 
bnwozthp of this your exceeding fauour, moſt humbly intreate 
your pardon fo my pzeſumption, defirifig you to impute my 
raſhneſſe to my yonth , which hath attempted this boldneſſe, 
without any hope in the leaſt degre how to deſerue ſuch kind⸗ 
neſſe. | 

Dioniſius taking him by the hand, deſiredhim to leave off 
thoſe ſpeeches , fo2 that he eſteemed his Court and Connfrey 
inſufftcent to enterta:ne him acco2ding as be deſired, telling 
him that hee was the moſt welcome gueſt to his Court, that 
might be: wherewith they topfully departed towardes tho 
Cittie, but as they roade, they heard a moſt grenous grone 
in the Thickst of a Mode hard by, Mhereupon Dioniſius 
commaunded his Knighfes to beſet the Mod on cuery fide, 
himſelfe, Pariſmus, and diners Noble men, entered the Thic⸗ 
kef, where they found an Armed Knight moſt grieuouſip 
wonnded: At which pittifull ſpectacle, Dioniſius alighted from 
his Hezſe, viewed his kate, and knew him to be his truſtie 
Knight Oſiris, whome her moſt dearely loued. Wherefoze 
he commaunded him to bee conneyed to the Court, that 
his owne Phiſitians might loke to him, and binde vp his 
wounds. | 

In the meane time the Ring, Pariſmus, and diners 
Lnightes, made diligent ſearche in the wad, but coulde 
finde no creature there, and thereby no cerfainfis how Oſiris 
ſhould be thus wounded , That doparting n the 
ing

King was certified that there was great hope ok his retouerp, 


who ſpeaking to Pariſmus, ſaid; Moſt noble Pzince, J hope 


this miſchaunce hath not diſquieted you , fo2 J would be ſo2te 
you ſhould conteiue any occaſion of ſadneſſe thereat, but A 
truſt by that time Ofiris be recouered, wee ſhaͤll eaſilp come to 
the knowledge hereof, 

Py Lo2d, replied Pariſmus, J haue no cauſe fo be grœued 
fo2 my part, but to ſee your Maieſtie hereby diſquieted. Jndev 
ſaid Dioniſius, it ſomewhat greueth me, becauſe Oſiris is one 
that J loue, being well wozthy thereof, foꝛ his vertues do karre 
erced many mens, of whoſe faith and fidelitie J haue had ſuf 
ficient triall, that amoze lopall knight cannot be found. By 
this time they were come to the Pallace gate, where was 
the Nucene with all her traine of Ladies, fo welcome Pariſ- 
mus, which was a molt pleaſing ſight to beholde , that the 
W2ince with the ſuddaine viewe of theyz beautie, was dꝛi⸗ 


uen into a dope ſkudie, from which her was reuiued by the 


Qutene, who moſt gratioufly weltommed him, ſaying; 
In all kindneſſe, 3 bid your honour welcome info Theſſaly, 
where we will indeuour to requite your friendſhip in com⸗ 
ming to vs. 

Moſt verfuons Qucene (quoth he) oz this vour honou⸗ 
rabls fauour, bath my ſelfe and all that is mine, ſhall be con⸗ 
kinuallp bound to do pou dufifuil ſeruice. The glozp ofthe 
Pallace made Pariſmus maruaile, this honourable enters 
tainment, the ſumptuous banquets, the rare Puſick, and gal⸗ 


lant owes, to tedious to rehearſe , made him thinke that 


Fame had altogether darkened the gloz2y of that place, that all 
his ſences were reolenicht with varietie of delight. 

At ſuch time as Dioniſius, and the Pzince,entered the Court, 
Laurana, heating of the Pꝛinces comming, ſtanding at her 
Chamber windowe , viewed them well, and knebb, oz at leaſt 
thought that to be Pariſmus, that came with her fatber,noting 
well his gallant 4 comely p2opoztion, ſaid to oneofher maides 


named Leda, Js not yonder Knight that accompaineth, my 


father,

father, the Pzinceof Bohemia; tes ( quoth Leda) J thinke ſo, 
fo2 a moze gallant Knight did 3 neuer bebcite. Wihercwith 
the crimzin cologr in Lauranacs cheke began to reutne ; which 
Leda petteiuing, ſaid, ii would beccme cur Count wel, to haue 
bis pzeſence continually , fo2 it cannot chuſe but a Bnight of lo 
faite parpoztion, muft nets be endued with as excellent gifts. 
Why quoth Laurana, this Ccurt cannot long conteine ſuch 
queſts ; wherewithall (Le went to dinner, feeling a kinde of al- 
teration in al her parts, Which ſerme d Urange to her, fo2 euen 
then lone began to kindle in her tender heart, which yet cha 
did not well vnderſtand, but afterwards grewe to a burning 
beate, as ſhall be declared. She vſed fildouie to come abzsad, 
but ſometimes pziuatelp foz recreation, foz ſich was her chaſte 
teſolue, that che delighted in nothing but vertuous meditati⸗ 
ons. 

To relats the conference the Ring and Pariſmus had, were 
tedious, and imperitinent to the Piſtozie. But the Pꝛinte mar⸗ 
nailed hs could not ſe Laurana, ſo famous foz her beautie, being 
hereby dzawne ints many deepe cogitations, by which thoughts, 
and remembzance ofthe long iourny he had paſſed , onely to bes 
hold her perſon, and now could not be aſured hœ had ſene the 
beautie hee erpected, mas d2awne into ſach a ſad ſtudie, that in a 
manner he neither heard what was ſpoken , no2 cegarded where 
he was. At laſt reniuing his ſences that were dulled with paſ⸗

Surely anſwered the King, ſome man by ſecret treatche p 
bath wzeught hum that harme , which at meze conuentent time 
we ſhall finde the truth thereof , which 3 would effect with all 
ſped, but that J hope to be aſcertained by himſeife, whom my 
Bbyſitions ſay is in good eſtate of amendment. With theſe and

many other ſpaͤches. Dinner being fully ended, Dionlſius, 
Pariſmus, ànd the Nuche , walked into a moſt pleaſant Garden, 
where after a while he was entertained with a moſt coſtly and rare 
banquet, pꝛouided in an Arbour oz banqueting Youſe, adiopning 
to a Groue fraught with many pleaſant Birds, whoſe ſwerte har- 
monie much augmented the pleaſure ot the plate, all things being 
moſt artificially contrined foz delight, which when Pariſmus be⸗ 
held, hee then began to thinke with himſelfe, how ſhall J ſe the 
Pꝛinteſſe Laurana, foʒ whoſe ſight J haue vndertaken this franell, 
whoſe delightfull pzeſence ſhall refreſh my tired ſences, and expell 
thoſe inward cares wherewith J am thus perplexed. But when he 
ſawe none but the Ring and Nucgne, bee was much troubled in 
his minde, fo thinke what might be the cauſe , that ſhi whoſe 
fame had long ſince come to his knowledge, was not to he ſœne, 
that by conſtrained mirth,h& palt away the time in ſuch Banquets 
ting and other paſtime, as the Ring entertained him withal, which 
were ſuch, as he much wondꝛed at. And night being come, with 
all ſcatelineſſe that might be, her was by them conducted to his 
Lodging, which was moſt ſumptuouſly adozned with molt pze- 
cions and rich hangings, that the place ſmed a nelo Paradice, 
foꝛ there wanfed nothing that might either delight the ears 02 eve. 
Lodgings foz his Noblemen, Knights and ſernanfs, were placed 
in ſuch manner, that they ſ@med by their ſcituation to be gardi⸗ 
*nts to their K oꝛds perſon; hauing then taken his leaus of the 
King and Qugne, he betwke himſelſe to his reit.

In the mozning 
D ioniſius being early vo, bled his actu emed maner fo viſtt 
his gueſts, and tõ ming to Pariſmus Chamber, he found him 
not there, but walking in a gallery thereto adiayning, and 
ſaluting him, ſaid; Noble Prince, if yon ars not weary of 
your lat? tourney, A would requeſt pour company to goe on 
hunting this day, foz that I haue appointed to mate a noble 
fciend of mine at the Fozreſt of rede Deere ( foz fo if was 
called , foz the abundance of thoſe beats that the Conntry 
bꝛædeth, ) where you (hall ſe what paſtims the Youndes can 
make. Which Pariſmus kindly accspted. Oriftus hs ſtaisd bes 
hinde, to the ende to bzng his purpoſe foeffet, and walking 
ints the Gardein, he chaunced accoꝛding to his dellre, to mts 
with Lozd Remus, who hauing ſaluted him, ſaid he was glad 
to finde him at leiſure, to haue ſome conference with him a- 
bout their acquaintance: ſo that walking into a ſolitary 
Arbour, talking ofdiuers matters, it chaunced the Pzinces 
Laurana thinking to recreateher ſelfein the Gardein, ſoꝛ that 
ſhe thought all the Robles had bene gone with the King her 
Father onhunting, to come accompanied with her mapden 

Leda, vnto þ ſolitary place, where Lo2d Remus and Oriſtus 
were then talking, 4eſpying Loꝛd Remus, Who lhe pzeſenly 
knew. Py Lo2d , quoth ſhe, J bad thought you had bene on 
bating this day, but I ſeeyour mind is buſied with ſome other

fo that J thought it my dutie to kepehim from beffer fudies, 
with my homely talke :fo ſhx kindly ſaluting them, told Oriſ- 
tus he was welcome to her fathers court, and therewith depar⸗ 
ted. Nnoth Oriſtus, Py Lo2d, ts this the Pzinces Laurana, of 
whome ] haue heard ſuch rarg commendations in Bohemia zit 
is ſaid her, the very ſame, and the moſt vertuons and courteous 
Lady that liueth this dap, who very ſeldome commeth abzoad, 
but continually giueth her mind to pꝛactiſe excellent qualities, 
amongſt other vertuous Ladies, During this there talke, thep 
had walked about the Place, fo the end that Oriſtus might be- 
hold the Cfatelyneſſe thereof, who hauing ſ&ne all things, and 
knowing which was Lauranas, lodging, was in ſome meaſure 
comloꝛted by that knowledge. Thus the day being ſpent, and 
the Kingreturned from hunting, Pariſmus came fo Oriſtus, 
and required of him if her had heard of Laurana,and what com - 
fozt there was loꝛ him.

Mer earl the next moꝛning, taking a 
boke in his hand, her went into the Garden that was vnder 
Lauranas Chamber window, where hauing walked a while, 
her ſpied her loking out, that her ſtod as one halſe amazed to 
behold her wonderfull beautie, fo2 though he had neuer ſerne 
her befoꝛe, pet his kancie perſwaded him it was ſhe, which 
perceining, flipping backe, called Leda vnder her, aſking hertf 
ſhe knewe the Knight that walked vader her windowe , who 
certified her it was the Pꝛince ol Bohemia: whereat Laurang 
bluſht ſo exceedingly, that her heart ſemed fo leape within her, 
then ſecretly loking out, ſh? viligently beheld him, taking ſuch

rana. y this time they were come to the King, who ſaluting 
Pariſmus, deſiied his company to goe viſit Oſiris, at their com⸗ 
ming they found him very cherfull, which retoyced Dioniſius 
to ſæ, and comming to him, tolde him, that her with the young 
Pꝛinte of Bohemia, was come to viſit him, and to be aſſured of 
the accaſion of his hurt. J yeld my humble thankes ſaid Oſiris 
to your highnefe., and to that noble Printe, loꝛ the care you 
haue of my welfare, being ſozie that by my miſaduenture pon 
haue bene all diſquicted. 
But to latiſũe pour highnelle herein, thus it was; The ſame 
day that pour excellency founde me ſo wounded, J being vp 
ſomewhat earciy walking at the nether ende of my D2chard,

Why ſaid ſhe, it was not my offence, noꝛ pꝛotured by 
my knowledge, he is a knight, e beareth armes, reuenge pour 
ſelfe on him, and do not attempt to diſhono2 me that am a mai⸗ 
den, but rather take my life, that thereby J may be rid from the 
ſhame vou intend fo my honoz. Nay pꝛoud damzel quoth he, if 
thou thinkeſt the vſage J infend a ſhame, 3 wil the rather doe 
it, to vexe ther. 3 liſtned ſo long as J could fo heare their talke, 
and marking which wap they toke, J went in, and with all 
ſpxd 3 could, armed my ſelfe and follower after them, but could 
not overtake them befoze they were gotten in þ wod, where 
by the erpolthe damzell., J ſound him ready to gccompliſh his 


villany , 
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villanp, thꝛeatning moſt greenouſly to fozment her, if ſhi did 
not pelde vato him. Traytoz, ſatd J, what moneth thee to vſe 
this Lady thus diſcurtcoufly ?3t ill beſæmeth agentleman and 
a knight as thou ſeemeſt to bee, to vie ſuch rygoꝛ to a diſtreſſed 
virgin.Dir begone, ſa id he againe, oʒ J will quickly ſend thee as 
gainſt thy will, and then tell the my reaſon. Wherewith the 
mapdẽ deſired me, J would pittie her eſtate; telling me that ſhe 
was daughter vnto a knight, belonging to the King of Salme- 
tia, and was by this knight violently taken ſo2th of her fathers 
garden, none being by to aide her, and bzought vnts that poꝛe 
eſtate, by the crueltie of that wicked homycide, who ment fo 
diſhonoz her, defiring me if a were a knight, and not bent to bg 
inhumane, that 3 would releaſe her from his tyzannie, Mher⸗ 
withall( his mind being puft with villany) he ran vpon me, and 
Adefended my ſelle, we has not continued long, but there ined 
fozth of the wad two other in armo2, being as it ſemed, of the 
firſts acquaintance, and violentlyrunning vpon me, not ſpea⸗ 
king one wo2d, left me in that eſtate you found me, but when 
the two laſt camefozth, the mayden fled away , and whether 
they found her againe o2 no J knowe not. This my ſoueraigne 
is the true occaſion of my miſchance. Pariſmus all this while 
fod very ſadly muſing, hauing his minde moze buſted on his 
Lone, then to liſten to Oſiris ſpeech, being far inthzalled to the 
beauty ot Laurana, on whom he placed all his ſelicitie, till that 
Dioniſius wakened him from his dumps wich this ſpeech. Þy 
Loꝛd ſaid he, how was it poſſible that theſe men ſhould eſcaps 
our hands, we comming ſo neere, and beſetting the-wod p2e- 
ſently vpon the noyſs ? and J maruel how the damoeze!l could 
eſcape vnſen, we hauing ſo nerely ſearched the wod th2ongh- 
out. My Lozd (quoth he) either they haue ſome pꝛiuie Caue 
wherein thep conuey themſelues, 82 cannot thinke how they 
thould ſo ſecretly depart, not knowing that thers was any at 
hand ſo reſcue Oſiris. Thus hauing conferred, and euery ones 
cenſure diuerlly ginen, Dioniſius ſaid; My heart earneſtly de- 
fireth to know how this is come to paſſe, and to find that poꝛe 
diſtrelisd mapden.

were diuerſe knights hunting in the Foreſt of red Deere, and 
intended that night to come to the Pallace, which made Dio- 
niſius, both admire what theſe newe come guefts ſhould ber, 
und ſtudie how to entertaine them on ſuch a ſuddaine. There- 
koꝛe leauing Pariſmus ta bee accompaned: with others ot his 
nobles, hes gaue2der fo2 the entertaining that company of 
ſtraungers.

Gallery, Where they were by the Nugene moſt ropallp enter⸗ 
tained , all in generall admiring. the exc&ding beautie, and 
comely ſtatelineſſe of the P2inceſſs Laurana , that almoſt they 
fed theſclues as much with her ſurpaſſing beautie, as with the 
dainties that were there pꝛepared. Laurana on the other ſide,

hen Laurana had read the Ketter, ſhee began to medi⸗ 
fate with her lelfe how ſhee ſhould accompliſh his requeſt, in 


ſuch ſoꝛt, that it might no way blemiſh her honour, noz ging 


him cauſe to ſuſpect that ſhe were light, to be ſo eaſily-perſwas 
ded, (92 ſhee eſteemed her credit moze then her life,and his lous 
moze then both, At laſt ſhes reſolued to anſwer his Letter, 


and giue directions to Leda how he ſhould tome fo talke with 


her, and no man pziuy thereto but themſelues : and calling 
Leda, told her that ſhee ſhould deliner the anſwer to the Pꝛin⸗ 
ces Letter, and withall this mefſage. That if hee would take 
the paines the next night, he ſhould finde her in the Arbourat 
the larther end ol the Garden, that was vnder the window, a⸗ 
bout midnight, vpon condition that her maide Leda might bs 
with her, and that hee ſhould bꝛing no man with him, koz that 
he might eaſily come thit her without danger. Leda being vp 
earelp, hyed her with all ſpeed to Pariſmus Chamber, where 
being come, ſhee delivered the meſſage Laurana gaue her in 
charge, Which retoiced Pariſmus to heare, and withall the ans 
ſwer to this Letter, which when hee had recetued, at the firſt 
he was vnwilling to teare the Seale that her ſweet hand had 
impꝛelled: oft viewing the ſuperſcription,but hoping the cons 
tents within would bzingmoze eaſe to his heart, then the out⸗ 
ward view, he opened the ſame, and read as followeth,

Pariſmus was ſo rauiſht with this carteons reply, that hee 
| eſteemed himſelf ths foꝛtunateſt man liuing, a thouſand times 
kiſſing g reading thoſe ſweet lines, that in his fency de neuer 
felt any top comparable to this his ſweet meditation, ſhewing 
| Oriſtus the ſacred lines $ſiveet meſſage Laurana had ſent, wil- 
ling him to be ready to go with him to the place appointed, but 
vnſeene, leſt that the Pꝛinteſſe ſhould blame him ſoz not fulfil- 
Ting her command, Thus ſpending the dap which he thought 

to be longer then thꝛee daies, he againe returned to his chavber, 
eſteeming the tims too long, and a thouſand times wiſhing the 
appꝛoach of the appointed houte. Laurana in the ineane time, 
being not vuminTfall of her pꝛemiſe, only with Leda was gon 
down into the gardẽ, by a doze that opened out of her lodging: 
where being come, Scinthias was p221id to giue light vnto her 
maieſticall pꝛeſente, and by the clec reneũe of herfplendo2, had 

any beheld her, ſhe might haue beene eſteemed to ſurpaſſe the 
comelinefſe of Diana, walking in her chaſte conceits.

Pariſmus ſomewhat befoze the houre, was likewiſe gone fozth 


in his night gowne, with his ſwoꝛd vnder his arme, and com⸗ 
ming to the gate hee was wont to goe in at into the Gardeine, 
found it ſhut, and hauing no others meanes, hee go tte ouer the 
wall, and was gotten into a ſecret place to entertaine lone with 
a ſurfetting delight: butwhen hee beheld his diuine Goddeſſe 
enter into the Arbour, his heart was ſs ſurpꝛiſed with iop, with 
her pꝛeſence, that at his comming to her, he could not utter a 
woꝛd, but with great reuerence taking her fenderly by the ſoft 
band, which he was afraid to touch without her leaue , at laſt 
be ſaid, Bolt vertuoys Lady, ſince it hath pleaſed you fo grant 
ms this exceedsng fauour, J here vowe, that J will not ſpeake a 


woꝛd, noz do any thing that ſhall not accoꝛd with your minde. 


Dy Lo2d,ſaid Laurana, had J not pzeſumed vpon your bertue, 
J would not thus haue come hither. Mhich kinde ſpech, ſo 
much imboldned Pariſmus, that he imbꝛaced her in his armes 
and kiſt her, and ſitting downe together, folded each in the 
others armes. Pariſmus began to recount bntfo her his lo ue, 
and how that his comming to Theſſaly, was onelp to do her 
ſeruite, vowing neuer to depart if ſhe would not accept him foz 
her po ſeruant: with many other kind pꝛoteſtations pzoces 
ding from his vnkained affection, that Laurana being wounded 
with his intreaties, could not chuſe but accept of his loue, vtte⸗ 
ring theſe ſpeeches, 6.4 
Wy Lo2d, fo2 that Jam perſwaded of the conſtancy of pon: 
loue, and fo2 that you vouchſafe fo pzofer ſuch kindneſſe to me 
that haue not deſerued the ſame, J will manifeft that which 
rather J ſhould conceale, fo2 that you may ſuppoſe my pelding 
ſo ſone, might pꝛoteed of light bzed affection : but my Lo2d,J 
aſſars you, that at ſuch time as J ſawe you comming firlt into 
this Court, my heart was then ſap2iſed,(p3zocured as J thinke 
by the Deſfinies) that euer ſince J haue vowed to reſt yours 
aſſured to co nmaund, fo that you way pzetend my w2ong 2 
and therefozecommitting all that is mine to gias info your 
handes, I here gino you affarancs oftruth , and true 1 
; oue, 
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lone. Thus they ſpent the night in kinde ſalufations and cur⸗ 
teous imbzacings,fs the vnſpeakeable ioꝝ and comfozt of them 
both. Leda all this while walking about the gardens, and cares 
fully looking about her, eſpied a light in Oliuiaes Chamber, 
whereol ſhee gaue thoſe two Loners intelligence. Pariſmus 
thought that newes vnwelcome, whereby beingcompelled to 
depart, ohich was done with much heauineſſe, Pariſmus de⸗ 
fired to know, when ſhee would vouchſafe him her pzeſence as 
gaine, which ſhee told him ſhould be at his appointment, foz 
that ſhe now was his to diſpoſe of: ſo with many a ſweet ems 
bꝛacing they parted, Laurana going into her chamber ſaid, in 
that ſhe had ſo ſoone loſt his companie,and could not tell what 
miſfoztune might befall him, and glad in heart to recount and 
think ol his paſſed pzomiſe.Pariſmus quickly got 8uer the wal, 
and was ſoone ſafely come to his chamber, where he recounted 
fo Oriſtus his happy ſucceſſetn lone, aſking his counſell how 
bee might pꝛocure Dioniſius god liking, to effect themariage 
betwirt them, which firft he thought to motion himſelfe, then 
he thought that Dioniſius would not like thereok, without the 
conſent of his father firſt had, and alſo might blame Laurana 
of vndatifulneſſe,if he knew it were with her pziuitp. Againe 
be thought it beſt fo ſend Oriſtus info Bohemia, fo giue his fa- 
ther knowledge thereof, and fo entreat him to ſend Embaſſas 
dozs fo that effect. Contrarily, he thought that in the meane 
time, ſome other of greater birth then himſelfe, might demand 
her in marriage-of the Ring, and ſo haue the firſt grant, though 
he were ſufficiently aſſured that Laurana ſhould neuer peelde 
her conſent. Being in this perplexity, he could not reſolue vp⸗ 
on any thing,but walking in the garden toeaſehis heart with 
ſome recreation, he met the Ring, with him were the King of 
Hungaria, the Pꝛince of Sparta, and Sicanus, ſonne to the Ring 
of Perſia, though vuknown. The king foz the moꝛe honoura- 
ble entertainment ok his gueſts, made one moſt ropall banquet 
foʒ all in general:the Q uten, t a gallant traine of beautikull La⸗ 
dn, were there likewiſe, which "eo not acuſtome f 
Ot 
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the relk: it fellſo out, that Pariſmus was ſeated right oppoſite 
to the Painteſſe Laurana, which agreed fs his hearts deſire, 
wherby he had meanes to latiſfe himſelfe with beholding that 
ineſtimable Jewell, which as farre excelled all the reſt of the 
Ladies as the Dunne doth the Bone, oz white his contrary ; 
who with ſuch comely modeſty behaued her ſelf, that her looke 
did rightly reſemble a countenance ful of mild, vertuous pittp, 
able to rauiſh a multitude, being alſo not a little glad, that ſhe 
had occaſion to beſtowe a kind loke on her Pariſmus. Sicanus 
moꝛe narrowly marked Lauranaes behantour then any other, 
becauſe his comming was onely fo requeſt her in marriage of 
her father,and though both the young P2tnces were very cir⸗ 
cumſpect : yet Sicanus curious eye, found, o2 at lelF ſuſpected, 
that there was ſome lous betwirt them, which thop fall little 
thought of, haning their hearts buſied with moze pleaſant me⸗ 
ditations: and euer after that, Sicanus tnwardly maliſed Pa- 
riſmus in his heart. ; 

Dinner being ended, the Knights ſpent ſome part of the 
afternoone in dauncing, when being ended,cuery man betoke 
himſelle to what exerciſe liked him beſt. Dioniſius and KLo2d 
Remus, accompanied the P2inceſſe Laurana, and the Lady 
Iſabella, to theirlodgings, which made Sicanus fo fret inward⸗ 
lp, to thinke that Pariſmus his onelyenemp as he thought, had 
goften ſuch poſſeſſion in Lauranaes loue, which might debarre 
him ok his wiſhed hope. 

Pariſmus ſœing Lozd Remus falking fo Iſabella, ſaluted 
Laurana with theſe ſpeeches : My deare Lady, although Y 
confeſſe my ſelfe farre vnwozthp that kindneſſe you haue al- 
ready granted me, yet J hambly requelt one farther fauour 
at your hands, which is, that you would vouchſale to meet me 
tomo2row night, in that happy place where 3 receined the 
firſt aſſurance of your comfoztable kindneſſe, foz my paſſions 
are ſo extreame, that my life would periſh, were it not onely 
maintained byenioyingyourloue, where J would impart a 
ſecret to you, that now J haue no time to vtter.

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By Lo2d ſaid Laurana, you need not vſe ſlich intreaties to 
her, that is not vnwilling, neither hath ſhe power to deny your 
requeſt. The Queen comming into the place where they were, 
cauſed Pariſmus with a heauy ſigh to depart, and Loz2d Remus 
with him, betwirt whom there began a firme league offriend⸗ 
ſhip, Now LozdRemus beare great affection to the Lady Iſa- 
bella, and had oftentimes ſolicited his ſuit vnto her, which che 
in a manner peelded onto, which made Pariſmus ths rather 
thuſe him koz his companion, by keeping him companp, ſo haue 
the oftner acceſſe vnto Laurana. The King of Hungaria, the 
Paince of Sparta, and Sicanus, were walked into the Garden, 
where they were encountred by the king, vnto whom the king 
of Hungaria began fo declare how that the Pꝛinte of Sparta 
and himſelfe had a matter fo treate with his Dateltie, if hee 
would vouchſafe them audience, from the mighty King of 
Perſia, who hauing a great deſire to be allyed to him, and has 
uing hard manifold repozts of the vertuous Laurana, had ſent 
them to intreat a marriage bstwixt her and Sicanus, his ſonne 
and heire of Perſia, who was there pꝛeſent with them, though 
vntill this time vnwilling to make him(ſelfe knolon.Dioniſius 
molt kindly embzaced him, telling him, that he thought him⸗ 
ſelfe much honoured with his company, and that ſince it plea- 
ſed his father to treat of alliance betwixt them, he would gine 
his conſent willingly, ſo that he would firſt get his daughters 
god will, whom he would not willingly match contrary to her 
liking, pꝛomiſing to vſe his commandement vnto her foz per- 
fozmance thereof. Foz Which Sicanus thanked him. Thus has 
uing ſpent the day in this and ſuch like talke, ſupper was rea⸗ 
dy: which being ended,they betwke themſelues to thelr lod⸗ 


gings.

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of Sicanus comming, which ſhe ſought occaſion to make 
knowne to Pariſinus, and how ſhe gaue him aſſurance of 
herloue,

Laurana, my chiefeſt care is, to ſ& theo married accoꝛding 
to thy ſtate, which hath made me ſend fo2 thee, to know whe⸗ 
ther that thon haſt already placed thy affection 02 no:otherwiſe 
there is come into this Country, a King of great eſtate and 
honourable parts, ſonne and he ire fo the Ring of Perſia, who 
concealed himſelf vntil yeſterninght,in whoſe behalfe the king 
of Hungaria, and the P2inceof Sparta, are come from his Fas 
ther to craue thee in marriage. Now if thou canſt fancy him, 
thou ſhalt highly honour thy ſelf, haue an honourable huſband 
and reioice my heart fo ſee thee ſo well matched befoze my 
death, which will come very ſhoztlp: 3 haue giuen my conſent, 
ſo it be with thy tiking:fo2 ſo dearely 3 lone thee, that J would 
as well haue thy fancy pleaſed,as mine owne minde ſatiſfied, 
therefozelet me know thy minde. 

Laurana anſnered, Mp deare Loꝛd and Father, J humbly 
thanke pou fo2 the manifold benefits recetued by pour fauour, 
being pet at libertie from all, knowing it my dutie to haue 
yaur conſent befoze J would pʒeſume to match iny ſelfe, tru⸗ 


cling 
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Sing that J ſhall ſo place my affections, as ſhall be agræable to 
pour pleaſure. Mell, do ſo then ſaid her father, and this was 
the cauſe J ſent foz peu. Laurana departed with a heauie 
hearf, wiſhing that the time of Pariſmus comming were at 
band, that ſhe might impart this newes vnto him, which grie- 
ned. her, and ſhe knews would not pleaſe him, reſoluing with 
her ſelle neuer to ging conſent. After dinner, Laurana by 
the commaundement of Oliuia the Mucene, accompanied the 
Ladie-Iſabella, by meanes whereof, Sicanus had occaſion to 
court her whome her found of ſo milde behamour , and yet ſo 
karre differing from his minde, that hee ſaw no likelihod of 
attaining herloue. Yisimpoztunate demaunds(Which he buil⸗ 
ded vpon herfathers pꝛomiſe, and his owne hope of aſſurance) 
he anſwered ſo wiſely and curteoufly,that his lone thereby en- 
treaſed, hut his hope was no whit augmented,that ſ&ing ſuch a

And fearing that he ould be 
kruſtrated of his expectation, began very narrowly to pꝛie into 
the behauiour of Laurana towards Pariſmus, that they coulde 
at no time talke, it. he were in companie, but would till be 
attentiue to their ſpches, no2 ſeldome were they at any time 
togither, but hu would be in their tompanie, dillembling a 
counrenance of great frindſhip to Pariſmus, hauing tha grea⸗ 
ter occaſton to croſſe their loues, becauſe of the motion hæ had 
made to Dioniſius, and of the kings ſptech to Laurana, In this 

ſoꝛt he continued his iealous behauiour,yet farre fromthe leaſt 
hope of pzocuring. Layranas-fanour. The withed time of

ting together vpon the beddes fide, Laurana taking Pariſmus 
by the hand, the teares ſtanding in her eies, told him all the 
ſpeeches her father had vſed vnto her, and of Sicanus loue, re- 
peating to him all that had paſſed betwirt them, which ex- 
treamely gretued Pariſmus fo heare, not that hee doubted her 
ch ange, but fo2 that hee was thereby diſappointed ofthe firſt 
grant from Dioniſius, whom he was fully perſwaded would 
haue ginen his conſent. DeareLady(ſaidPariſmus)fince'theſe 
miſchances are vnfoztunately happened, Jknow not how to 
remedy them:but it reſteth only in your power, either by gran=- 
ting him loue, and ſo to deſtroy me, oꝛ Mill continue your fauo- 
rable kindneſſe towards me, an d thereby purchaſe diſpleaſure 
of pour parents, which would be moꝛe greeuous vnto me then 
death. My Loꝛd, replied Laurana, you node not vſe theſe ſpee- 
ches, oʒ any way frofible your mind, ſoꝛ J pꝛomiſe and p2otelk, 
that the loſſe oꝛ diſpleaſure of my friends, noꝛ any other miſery 
oꝛ toʒment whatſoeuer, ſhall make me any way inkringe that 
pꝛomiſe q haue made to vou: foz pour loue is moꝛe dearer vn⸗ 
to me then my life: but J deſire ou to tell me how 3 may any 
way wo2ke pour tontent, and J will dee it? Moꝛze ſhee Would 
bane ſpoken, but the Chꝛiſtall teares that fell from her eies, 


aͤnd extreame hearts ſo2zrow, to ſ& Pariſmus ſo ſad, ffopt her 


ſpeech, who likewiſe was dzawn into ſuch admiratid to think 
of herkindneffe,that he could vſe ns woads to comfoꝛt her, but 
with his chæke wiped away the wet teares that bedeawed her 
face, and beſtowed ſweet kiſſes on herco2all couloured lips. At 
laſt he ſaid, Dears Laurana, deate Laurana,y would deſire you 
noe 
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not to thinke, that J any way cal your lopalty in queſtion, but 
vſed thoſe ſpeeches only to aſſure pou, that whatſoeuer pleaſeth 
pou, J count my greateſt bliſſe: but ſince you vonchſafe to 
grant me that fauour, fo be content to endure your Parents 
diſpleaſure foz my ſake, that am vnwozthy of that kindneſſe, 
will hereafter ſo fully reſt at your command to doe whatſo⸗ 
euer lieth in my (mallpower, that you ſhall (ay Pariſmus is 
not vawilling, though vnablg to be ſufficientlpt häkful. Thus 
thinking to much ol their ſfole time, ſpit about thoſe vnplea- 
ſant newes,they began to vſe wozds of moꝛe comfozt, which 
were ſuch as poꝛteeded from the kindeſt friendſhip that might 
be, Foz ſo pleaſantly (wert ware their louely ioies, and true 
hearted meanings, Mat it far ſurpalled the admirable kind ves 
of Lowers, but might be tearmed the true ſubſtante of perfect 
pleaſure: wherein theſe two harmeleſſe ſoules continued the 
greateſt part of the night with ſuch iop, that had Sicanus, who 
moſt enuied Pariſmus, fene and beheld them, he would neuer 
haue attempted fo part ſuch knide fciendſhip, Now the diſmall 
houre of their parting being appzoached, by reaſon of the light 
that the Sunne began to glue onto the Chamber,Pariſmus fas 
king Laurana in his armes, diawing lweete bzeath from her

And ſfudyinghvw to bzing that about, hee 
began to weigh how greatly Pariſmus was eſfemed ot Dioni- 
ſius, and that his vertues made him ſo well beloued of all, that 
to offer him abuſe openly, enery one would condemne him, 
and thereby his honour ſhculd the mozeencreaſe, and he him⸗ 
ſelle be euill thought of by Dioniſius, and contemned by Lau- 
rara, and pet nothing the nearer Vis purpoſed determination.

Theſe villaines being gre&die of gaſneany 
pzeferment, being poꝛe and needy, ware that they would per⸗ 
fozme whatſoeur hecommanded them, ſs they might know the 
man. Sicanus therefoze gining them the mony, told them that 
it was Pariſmus, who had late done him a monſtrous iniurie: 
(at whole name the villaines beganne to ſtare one vpon an- 
other, as though they had repented them of their pꝛomiſe) and 
that, when as tuſtome was, he rode fw2th on hawking, they 
might wait oppoztkunity vntill he was alone, and then accoms 
pliſh their intended murt her, without ſuſpition. Theſe vil- 
laines being fully bent vpon their intended miſchiefe, beeing 
beathens, therefoze the moze eaſily dzawn with the hope or re⸗ 
ward to any treachery, awaited their conuenient time, with 
bnmoneablereſolation.Pariſmus being all that day in cumpa⸗ 
ny of the king e other nobles, hauing giuen his mind to quiet 
neſſe, foz that bee was fully aſſured of Lauranas fanour,. no⸗ 
thing voubting the reaſon of Sicanus, fold Dioniſius, that her 
intended to go onhawking,defiring him to vonchſafe to ſie his 
Falcon flie, which Dioniſius pꝛomiſed to vo,fo2 that his hawk 
+ waseftemed the beſt of all other. Likewiſe Sicanus, the 
Aingſof Hungaria, and the Pꝛinte of Sparta, would beare him 

company. The next mozning very eately, King Dioniſius, 
Pariſmus, and the reſt of the company, addzeſſed them⸗ 
Glues to that paſtime, and hauing ſpent moſt part of the day, 
towards the Cuening, Pariſmus loſt his Hawke, which hee 
loued exceeing well, beeing p2ocured by a tempeſt that 
ſuddenly aroſe, and thereby beeingiwandzed from the rei 
of the company, chanced to heare the noiſe of her Belles, as 
be thought in the Mood heard by, where he could not ride, and 

therefoze alighted from his hozſe, and got in on fot : where hee 
was not entered ſarre, but thoſe villaines that Sicanus had 
hired, hauing followed him all that day, and now thinking 
c finding this the fikteſt oppoztunity to execute their purpoſe, 
were come into the wood, and hard at Pariſmus beles, who 


eſpping them, loking with gaſtlull coũ tenantes as he thought

pꝛante the late miſchance that Ofiris had received in the ſams

and with their Weapons about them, (the villaines indeede be- 


ing amazed with his very countenante, began to tal to remem⸗ 


place: but that thought was ſone extinct, foz that he knewe 
them to be Sicanus ſeruants: at laſt hc al ked them ik they had 
not {ene his hawke,they anſwered not a woꝛd: but one of them 
ffared about, as if h& heard her niere hand, which cauſed Pariſ- 
mus to iwke diligently the ſame wap. And in the meane time, 

one of them dzawing his (wozde, ſtroke Pariſmus ſo violently 
vpon the head, that her being bearc-headed, by reaſon oftho 
— the blow hauing nothing to mittigate the fozce thereof, ſo 
arteuouſly wounded him, that he fell to the earth: andbefoze he 
could recouer himkelfe, and withall being diſfurnithed of his 
weapon ( fo2 otherwiſe thoſe th2& could not haue withſfod his 


. fozce)they had giuen him two oz th2&@ moztall mounds;and ſe⸗ 


ing that he was now not able to reſiſt them, they began to cons 
ſuit what they ſhould doe with his body. In the meane time, 
Pariſmus hauing gotten bzeath,began to intreate them to ſpare 
bis life( fo2 thꝛeates in ſuch a caſe would not auaile )pzomiſing 
to reward them with great kindneſſe, if they would not mur⸗ 
ther him: perſwading them withall, that this their derde would 
be knowne, foz that ſuch wickedneſſe is commonly reuealed, 
and alwaies grieuouſly puniſhed ; and he that had ſet them a⸗ 
bout that villanie, would alwares hate them in his heart, al⸗ 
though ou: wardly her might pꝛetend a ſhew of friendlhip, tel⸗ 
ling them that hee was a Pzince,end able to pꝛeferre g pleaſure, 
them, pzomiſing them that they chould not nerde to feare Sica⸗ 


nus diſpleaſae, if they would ſane his life, and all men would 


hate them foꝛ deſtroping him, 4 on the otherſide all men would. 
commend them,foz being fo pitifull as to ſpare his life, that had 
neuer offended the. Al theſe perſwaſtons could nothing pzeuuil, 
but without making him any anlwer, thzuſt their ſwozds into 
his body in diuers places:that now thinking him dead, they to⸗ 
uered him with moile and leaues, thinking that ſome wild beaſt 
would come and denour him:his bozle they found tied withoug

the wood, but him they vnbꝛidled, and let go, to auopd ſuſpition: 
their own weapons they ſunke ta the bottome of a derpe pole of 
water that was by the wovs ſide, and ſo departed. While they 
were ſtriuing with Pariſmus in this ſozt,it chancedßt here was 
a knightas he ſemed in armour, that heard the noite, c haſling 
by guefle ſo well as he could to the place, at laſt he came to the 
place where Pariſmus lay conered , and loking about he could 
ſe no body,but might percetue the earth troden, gan lo beſmea⸗ 
red with blod, and the moſſe to2ne vp, and remoued from his 
naturall place, and loking attenfinely , he ſawe thelumpe of 
moſſe e leaues, where vnder Pariſmus lapconered, Which was 
the onely pꝛeſeruation oł his life:fo2 the moſſe lping cloſe about 
him, kept the apꝛe fro foth his woundes, otherwile he had pe⸗ 
riſhed. The knight remwuing the leaues, found the body of the 
gadlieft man that euer he beheld , moſt greeuonſly wonnded, 
and gaſping fwzth his lateſt bꝛeath of life, which molliſted the 
knights hart, that he vſed al y meanes he could fo recouer him: 
but labozing in vaine to bzing him to his ſenſes, pet he might 
percetne the bꝛeath to ſteal fozth by litle e litle out of his mouth, 
that he was perlwaded he was not paſt helpe,therefoze taking 
Pariſmus in his armes, he conueied him vnto the place of his a⸗ 
bode, which was within thoſe wods ;nolv you muſt vnderſtãd 
that this knight was one efthecompany of thoſe outlawes that 
kept in that wod, being d2inen to line in ſuch obſcure ſo2t foz 
feare of punichment, ſo2 diuers outrages they had committed: 
and taking felicitie in that kinde of life, continued a great fra⸗ 
ternitie amongſt them, being the very ſame that had wounded 
Oſiris, one of Dioniſius knights (as is befo2e rehearſed)amogſk 
whome we wil leaue Pariſmus, to declare what hapned to Dios 
niſius, who greatly marnelled that when the day was ended, 
Pariſmus was not returned, which made him e the reſt ( Sica- - 
nus extepted) dinerfly coniecture ; mott thinking that he ws 
gone aſtray, e being vnacquainted, might be gone to the palace 
not knowing which way to return to þ place where he left the. 


Sicanus likewiſe ſermed as careful as the ret, At laſt by tke 


nights 


l 
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nights app2oach, they all departed towards the Cittis: where 
wen they were arriued, Dioniſius enquiring very earneſtly 
fo2 Pariſmus returne, could heare no newes thereof. Chat ha» 
uing no other thought to be pacified withal, he was perſwaded 
that he migbt be gone ſo karre in ſearch of his hawke, that hes 
could not attaine to the C ittie that night, and therefoze might 
lodge by the way, and ſo tome home the next mozning. Thus 
with this hopefull perſwaſion, being perſwaded fo2 the time, 
they betoke theſelues to theirreſt. Sicanus being gladded with 
the newes of Periſmus want, kalled thoſe the aco2s of his 
moſt deſperate and wicked confederacie vnto him, and inqui⸗ 
rod what they had done, who certified him or all their villanous 
explopt, being no way ſuſpected ofany ſuch fact, to whome he 
veelded many diſhononrable thankes fo2 ſo impious a diede. 
Mhus all contiuned in god hope, vatill the nert Mozning, 
which being come, and molt of the day ſpent, there was no ſacs 
ceſfullnewes of Pariſmus returne, but all his men were come, 
and no man but himſelfe alone muſſing: that Dioniſius being 
therewith wonderfully greened, and vered in his minde, ſpee⸗ 
dilp cauſed a hundzed knights to make all diligent ſearch and 
inquirie that might be, to heare dt him, who were all moſt 
willing, bearing an inward loue to p pong Pzince aboue al the 
knights that euer arriued in Theſſaly. The Bohemian knights 
likewiſe made ſuch lamentation fo their Loꝛd, that it was ſnws. 
blazed to the hearing of all the Court, and Cittie, that Pariſmus 
was not returned from hawking 2 which at laſt came to the 
hearing of Laurana: who at the fir& newes thereof, was ſo to2- 
mented in her thoughts, that ſher could not containe her ſelle 
*frombeiv2aying her loue by extreame complaints, as alſo by 
tze manifolde queſtiones and enquiries thi made, with 
whame her went, how long they miſt him, and where, when 
and how they löſt his companp: chewing an extraozdinarie 
care of his welfare, that being dziuon into a thouſand ſundzie 
doubts of his welfare, as alſo fo thinke what ſhould become of 
him, ſhe toulo inioy no quiet nos content ut her greateſt cõtoꝛt 
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was, that ſhee (ill hoped ſhe ſhould heare ſome newes of his re- 
turne, by ſuch knights as were gone in ſearch of him: a ms aft 
whom were his owne knights: whoſe care ſhe thought would 
be greater then any others fo his pꝛeſeruation. 

Oriſtus likewiſe toke his want in ſuch beauineſſe, that hoe 
femed to bs out of his wits by extreams ſoz row. Sicanus has 
uing now-accompliſhed the thing he purpoſed, vſed oftentimes 
fo viſit Laurana , and earneſtly pzoſccuted his ſozmer ſute, 
wherewith Laurana was ſo much grieued (to remember any 
other lous then Pariſmus,o2 to thinke that any other ſhould of- 
fer Pariſmus that w2ong ) that ſhe ſhewed ber ſelfe ſo vertu⸗ 
oufly diſdainfull to the Perſians ſute, and ſ@med ſo little to 
regard his woꝛds and pꝛeteſtations, that hee began to diſpaire 
of obtaining her god will: pet he was ſtill comfozted in this, 
that he had her parents confent, which might be a mean to p20- 
ture herliking; beſides , he thought the greatneſſe of his birth 
might be a great helpe to his furt:erance. 

Dioniſius, Oliuia, and the reſt, were diuerſip gritued to 
thinke of Pariſmus lolle, whome they all deemed to be fallen in- 
to ſome diſaduenture, otherwiſe thep could not imagine what 
might be the occaſion of his ſtap: ſo that the whole court in ge⸗ 
nerall, was dzinen into ſuch ſadne e, that it ſeemed not like the 
ſame it was wont to be: eſpecially the Ring and Nugne toke 
it ſo heauilp, that their ivy was wholly turned to ſozrowe, and 
their pleaſant countenances into ſad lokes : but pet all contt- 
nued in hope to heare ſome newes of him, vy the returne of ſuch 
as were gone in ſearch of him, who moſt of them returned 
within ſome ther oz foure dapes. O: iſt s being vet behinde, af 
laſt returned, hauing by diligent enquiry found the ſterd wher- 
on Pariſmus rode, who was taken vp ſome twentie mites di⸗ 
frant from the place where theſe villaines had loft him: this 
augmented their griefe, when they (aw allthatwere 1a ſearch 
of him. returned with no god newes, and Ori tus, the laft of. 
their hope, in ſted of topfull tidings, bꝛinging farther cauſe of 
ſozrowe ,inthat they wore fully aſſared by finding the Vole 
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whereon he rode, and he by no meanes to be heard of, that hee 
was fallen into the hands of ſuch as had murthered him, oz by 
ſome miſaduenture might be deuoured by ſome wilde bealt, 
that had ſeized on him vnawares, that in generall, al made ſuch 
ſoꝛrow foz the loſſe of ſo vertuous a Pꝛintes, that it was to be 
wondꝛed at, that a man in ſo ſhozt a time ot acquaintante, could 
behaue himſelfe ſo vertu 2nfly , as to be ſo well beloued of all: 
Laurana erempting her ſelfe from all quiet, and baniſhing from 
her mind all mirth and iop: withall, hearing the newes Oriſtus 
had bꝛought, fell into ſuch an ertreame paſſton ofgriefe,foz that 
a god ſpace, (he continued as one wholly de pꝛiued of life, and 
notwithſtanding Leda and the ref of her mapdes, vſed all the 
ſkill they had, pet could by no meanes being her againe, that 
with wzinging their hands, tearing their haire, and with gre&s 
nous acclamation, they made ſuch an oufcrie, that the bzutfe 
thereof came to the hearing ofthe King and Qucene, and all 
the reſt, by which occasion a new ſozrow began, farre aboue 
compare: by that time the ing and Mucene were come into 
ber Chamber, the P2inceſſe began ſomewhat to come to 
ber ſelfe, when heauily lifting vp her eyes, with a grenous ſigh 
loking vpon her father and mother, with ſach a pittilull coun⸗ 
tenance (that they could not refraine from feares,) ſtill loking 
earneffly about her, fo ſe if Pariſmus were pet returned: at laſt 
being fully recouered, Dioniſius aſking her what might be the 
cauſe of this her ſuddaine ſickneſſe, and if it laye in his power 
to tomfoꝛt her, che might be fully aſſured he would not deny her 
any thing. Laurana knelingdowne, thinking to haue ſpoken 
ſomebohat, was ſo ouercome with the remembꝛance of her deare 
friends want, and extreame ſo2rowe ſs fully poſſeſt her hart, 
that her ſp&ch was turned into feares, which abundantly fell 
from her eyes, which dꝛaue the Ring and Qutene into ſuch 
ſozrom, that their hearts could not indure to ſ& her heauineſle, 
and therefo2e left her with the maides. When all were de- 


parted and ſhe alone with Leda, ſhe began to lament in this 
manner,

unhappie wꝛetch that 3 am, to what a miſerable ſtaie am 3 
bꝛought, that haue loſbmy greateſt comfozt. the onelp main⸗ 


tainer'sf my bliſſe, without whoſe comfoztable pꝛeſence, 1 


neither can, no2 will entoy my vnfoztunate life. Noble and 


molt vertuous Pꝛinte, what is becde of yon? what miſaduen⸗ 


ture hath befallen you? what tyzant coulde be ſobarbaroug 
as to do you iniurie: what creature ſo inhumaine, as to wiſh 
your harme 2-02 what minde ſo malicious, as not lo wich your 
god? Woe is me foz the loſſe of my Pariſmus, heauineſſe is 
my delight, care and ſozrowe ſhall be welcome to me, till my 
Pariſmus returne: O no, mp heart giues me, hee will neuer 
returne, hee is ſurely dead by ſome vntimely accident, 02 he 
would not thus long haue bene abſent from me. Pp deare 
Pariſmus, would J were with pou, whereſoeuer you are, then 
would my heart be at quiet, then ſhould J be happie, then 
thould J be rid from feare,from griefe,care, ſozrow, and paine, 


fo2 in you onely is my comfozt,ioy,pleaſure,quiet,and delight. 


In theſe and ſuch like plaints, ſh& would haue continued ſtill, 
but that Leda comfozted her withalftheperſwaſions that ſhe 
could deniſe, telling her that ſhe onght ot grieue ſo much, 
fo2 that he might ſafely retur ne againe, an 
ſenthimſelfe foz ſundꝛie and ſpeciall cauſes , nat pet knowne 
fo her: vſing many other dgaices, tod2awe ber from that ex⸗ 
tremitie of ſoꝛrowe, ino 10 * 
but yet ſomewhat ca Vith hope of his returne, being 
thereto pertwaded by the Neck of Leda, who vſed the ſame 
onely to aſſwage her miſtrefſe fozrowe,j though her ſelle had no 
hope at all euer to ſte him againe. 

Pariſmus being all this while mongſt the Duf-lawes, 
(who kept themſelues ina Caue, that they had ſecretly and ar 
tificiall made, vnder the ſide ola il in the middeſt of the 

od, where they coulde harbly b& founde by any, and 
therefoze there they thought themſelues very ſecure: (which 


were the lame that bad wounded the Knight Oſiris, and had

Kate ſhe continually remained: 


- 
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with them Dina the virgin, in whoſe reſcue Oſiris was hurt: 
vet by Oſiris meanes ſhe was pꝛeſerued from the ou trage that 
was intended to her: foz whoſe Dutlawes were without a cab⸗ 
taine, and therefoze thought themſelues equalles, which happe⸗ 
ned wel foz the virgin, foꝛ one ol them that came fozth with the 
noiſe of Oſiris and the others fight, toke ſuch liking of her, that 
her rev2oued the others cruelty, telling him, that it were a vil⸗ 
lainous ac to defloure a virgin that had not offended him: by 


whole peiſwaſions he ae, where further crueltie, and carri⸗ 


ed the maiden to their caue, where ſhe was appointed fo dꝛeſſe 
ſuch pꝛouiſion as they bzought in, which ſhe willingly did, to 
defend her ſelle fcom further iniurie. Pariſmus comely pꝛopoz⸗ 
kion made him ſo wel liked of all of them, who ſemed to them 
to bee a man of god account by his apparell, and in time they 
thought might do them many pleaſures :therefoze they com⸗ 
maunded this virgin to vſe all her ſkill and indenoures, to re⸗ 
coue:chim, and heale his woundes : who within two dates by 
her diligent indeuour, had bꝛought him to his ſences, that her 
began to ſpeake to them: which reiopced them to heare: who 
being thus well recouered, wondzed into what place hee was 
bꝛought, becauſe it was darke, and in a caue, hauing in his pꝛe⸗ 
ſenc2 a companp of rude and chag haired fellowes, and onelp 
one woman, could net fully perlwaide himſelfe, but tijat he was 
metamo2phoſed: but being of a manly courage, he boldly ves 
maunded of them, how he came to that place, and what they 
were that had thus pꝛeſerued his life? At laſt he that had bꝛoght 
him thither, told him, that walking into the wd, being direc⸗ 
ted by a nopſe that he heard, hee ound him couered with moſſe 
and leaues, almoſt paſt all hope of life, and pitping his diſtreſſe, 
hee had bꝛought him vnto that place, being all the habitafion 
they had, fo2 that they were ſuch as wanted wealth, and were 
daiuen to fake that courſe of life, to maintaine t hi ſelues with- 
all: and that hee was by the diligent paines ok that virgine, 
bꝛought vnto the god eſtate he was in, and that their purpoſe 
was, to elect him foz their Cavtaine,fo2 that they thought very 
; well 
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well ok him. 
Pariſmus thanked him, felling them withall, that hee was 
a Trauailer, and had loft his way in thoſe wods, and meeting 
with ſome of their company (as hee thought) was by them les 
in the caſe they found him, without anp cauſe of offence that 
he had done the. Thus ceaſing to commune any further with 
them, he began to meditate how foztunatelp God had ozdai⸗ 
ned him tobe pꝛeſerued by them, (that had deſlroied many) 
to liue in hope to be reuenged on Sicanus, that had ſo diſho⸗ 
nourab:y pꝛetended his ruine: that ſeeing himſelfe in goode⸗ 
ffatei f recouerp, he vſed all kinde meanes hee could to pur⸗ 
chaſe the good opinion of all thoſe Dutl-awes whom he durſt 
not truſt, becauſe their mindes were addicted fo villany, but 
moſt of all, he maruelled why ſo beautifull a Damoſell ſhould 
frequent their company. On a time when Pariſmus-ſaw all 
the Dat-lawes gone out of the Caue, and hee left alone with 
Dina, he enquired of her ot whence ſhee was, and why thee li- 
ned there, hauing alſo marked her behauiour towards them, 
he did wonder at her vertues, whereby ſherefelled the wicked 
behauiour of thoſe rude people. Shee told him that ſhee was 
daughter vnto a Knight of the Pꝛonince of Salmatia, whom 
one ofthoſe Outlaws had violently taken fozth of herfathers 
D2chard, in reuenge ofa wꝛong he ſaid her bzother had done 
him: withall ſhe told him the whole manner of her comming 
thither. Whereby Pariſmus vnderſtood, that ſhe was the very 
ſame, in whoſe reſcue Oſiris was hurt, | 
By this time the Dutlawes were come in, whereby the 
Uirgin left off her ſpeech, bzinging in with them good ſtoze of 
money which they had taken from honeſt paſſengers. Patiſ- 
mus lying very weake, yet marked wel their behauiour,whichy;.. 
made him maruell that men conldbe ſo inhumane, as by their 
owne repoꝛts they ſeemed to be, wiſhing himſelfe with Laura- 
na; whohe thought would accuſe him of difloialfy, o2 that hee 
made choiſe of ſome other: if ſhee did not ſo miſsoubt him, 
then the ſozrow he * foz his loſſe, wat 
mig 
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might ſome way come to her knowledge, fo galled him to the 
teart, that his inward yvaſtons would not ſuffer his outward 
phyſicke to doe him any good, and the continual care he was in 
did much hinder his health: being likewiſe as much tozmented 
with remembꝛante of the grant that Dioniſius had made ta 
Sicanus, centerning the marriage twirt him and Laurana, 
who he thought might now be infoꝛted to peelde her conſent, 
when the was out ok hope of reconering him: this griefe karre 
exceeded all the ref, that all the whole company began to note 
his ſo2row, ſo2 he was ſcarce able to conta ine himſelfe within 
the bounds okreaſon. In theſeperplex:ties tecontinued by the 
ſpace of th2ee months, in all which time, he could not fully res 
touer his health. Mhere we willleaue him, to ſpea ke of Dioni- 
ſius, who by tract of tine, hauing ſomewhat miktigated the re⸗ 
membꝛante of Pariſmus want, (moſt of his knights being de⸗ 
parted home into Bohemia, Oriſtus snely excepted, who by 

no meanes could bedzawne to leaue The ſſaly, becauſe there he 
bad loſt his Lozd) began to conferre about the marriage ok 
Laurana, being olten impoztuned by Sicanus, who tauſed the 
King of Hungaria, and the Meinte of Sparta, to be earneſt ſol⸗ 
liciters ta his behalle: at whoſe inſtante, Dioniſius pꝛomiſed 
fo giue them anſwere the next dap: therefo2e ſending fo: 
Laurana, he demanded of her how ſhee fancted Lo2d Sicanus, 
who was a moſt honourable Gentleman, and one euerp way 
Woꝛthy to be belonsd, telling her that he had giuen his ſul coy 
ſent, and thereloꝛe it ſtood not with her vertue to ſæme ſtrange 
02 ſhew her ſelfe vndutifull; Laurana hearing ber fathers ſpee⸗ 
ches, being much amazed; ſtod ſtill and gaue no anſwer a god 
ſpace; at laſt kneeling dewne, ſhee began in this ſoꝛt: moſt 
humbly intreat your Maieſty, to vouchſafe to heare my words 
with patience, and not to impute any: thing J ſhalldeſire at 
pour highnelſe hands, to vndutikulneſſe: J cannot as pet fans 
cy the Pꝛinte, though I conſeſſe my ſelfe karre buwo2thy the 
honour you pꝛoffer me, but haue pꝛeſumed (vpon your fauou⸗ 
rable pꝛomiſe, not to marry me to anp without mp liking,) on 
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faſe the sfferSicanus maketch,fo2 that my fancy perſwaded me, 
he ſhall bing ſame ſozrow to pour highneſſe, and al the reſt of 
this Court andCountfrey; as alſo fo2 that q am vnwilling fo 
this with my better, but would intreate your maiefty(if pour 
highneſle will needs haue me marrp) rather to beſtow mee on 
ſome honoutable Gentleman of my degree, but moſt ol all my 
deſire is to continue this my happy life, wherein J entend 
Awith pour gracious liking)to ſpend the length of my dates. 

Dioniſius wondzing to heare her anſwer, began to ware 
ſomewhat angry with her, and fold her, that it was his plea⸗ 
ſure ſhee ſhould marry with him, and he would haue it ſo. My 
Teare Loꝛd and Father, quoth he (becauſe 3 am yours whol⸗ 
ly to diſpoſe of) à humbl traue that y map haue a monthes 
reſpite to aduiſe m ſelle, and then 3 will accompliſh pour de⸗ 
mand: which he granted, and ſo left her. Laurana being a⸗ 
lone, began to weigh in what eſtate ſhe was, and how to anstd 
this iniurie the ſhould doe to her ſelie, foz her honourable pꝛo⸗ 
miſe paſt to Parifmus, and to him fo2 his lone, that (he deter- 
- mined, rather to deſtroy her ſelfe, then peeld to marry him, 
whom ſhe accounted her deare lones enemp:and with this re⸗ 
ſolution went to her lodging. 

Sicanus the next mozning attended Dion iſius anſwer, who 
told him, that his daughter had giuen her conſent, vpon con⸗ 
dition he would grant her a months reſpite to conſider of her 
duty therein: wherewithall he was highly contented, being 
now fully aſſured (as he thought) ofhis deſire, and began moꝛe 
boldly to viſit Laurana, who little eſteemed his friendſhip, 
though he vſed her kindly, but farre from any thew of lone, 
to the intent to bꝛeed no E in him, of that hee inten⸗ 
ded. 
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CHAP, P I 


How Sicanus treaſon was diſcouered, who ſuddainly fled in- 
to his Country, and how Diamſius departed towards Bohe- 
mia, vnknown to any, in the diſguiſe of a Palmer, and what 
ſorrow Oluuia the Queene made for his abſence: who cre- 
ated Lord Remus Regent in the Kings abſence. 


CESS E Vilel theſe things were acting, it happe- 
N ©\ CS//z/) ned (contrary to-Sicanus expectation, who 
{/{\ [now thought all things ſo buried in foz⸗ 

„ Igetfulneſſe, that his treachery could by no 
© ameanes be reuealed) that the Tarrrians 

[Ss which murthered Pariſmus, beganne to 

. » contend about the money Sicanus had 

ginen them, in ſo much, that one of them 
ſtroke the other ſuch a blow on the head, that he had wel- neere 
flaine him, and would haue ſkrucke him againe, but that by 
chance Oriſtus comming by, repꝛooued the other that had 
ſtroke his fellow, and defended him that was already woun⸗ 
ded from further harme: and diuers other of Dioniſius knights 

comming together, they conueteB him that was hurt into a 
Chamber, and the other was carried befo2e the king, to be exa⸗ 
mined vpon what occaſion hee did ſtrike him: who anſwered 
Diomſius, that he would not be examined of any but his owne 
Pꝛinte, which made Dioniſius the moze earneft to know the 
cauſe: therefoze willed Loꝛd Remus ko intreat Sicanus to come 
vnto him to end a doubt, which none but he could decide. Si- 
canus maruelling what the cauſe ſhonld be, immediatlp came, 

bat ſteing one or the Tartarians that he had hired to murther 

| Pariſmus, 
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Pariſmus, ſfanding befoze the King, began fo feare(actoꝛding 
to the guiltinefſe of his conſcie=ce) that his treaſon was he- 
w2ated : nolwithſtanding, he demanded why he had ſo woun⸗ 
ded his fellow: the villaine being amazed to lee his maſter (6 
ready to examine him, and not rather to excuſe him, could nat 
readily tell what fo ſay, but in that little reſpit of deliberation, 
ho anſwered, that he hed done him wong, e that was the cauſe 
he had ſtroke him: which wozds he vitered with great feare, 
ſtariug vpon Sicanus (as it he ſhould haue taftcucted him what 
to ſay.) Dioniſius noting Sicanus countenance, the villaines 
anſwer, whom Sicanus would examine no further, began to 
miſdoubt ſome fezmer miſchieſe had bꝛed this contention, com⸗ 
manded the other Tartarian t hat was wounded to be brought 
befoꝛe him, who feeling himſelfe almoſt paſt eſtate of life, cons 
felt the cauſe why thy fell out, and how that they had the mo⸗ 
ney of Sicanus, foz murthering Pariſmus, whoſe want was 
p2ocured by their meanes. Sicanus ſtanding by, and hearing 
his ſpeech, ſuddenly dꝛew his dagger and ffabbed him, befoze 
he could vtter any mozeof his treachery. Which ſo amazed 
all the company, that a god ſ pace they knew not what to ſay: 
At laſt Ori ſtus (being filled with furp)boldly ſtept to Sicanus, 

and challenged him as a villens fraito2,fs2 conſpiring his ma⸗ 
Cers death, who being likewiſe moued with rage, ſtroke af 
Oriſtus, to haue ſtabbed him likewiſe : but he ealilp auoided 
the blow, and with his fiſt ſtroke him with ſuch violence, that 
the blood ran absundantly from his mouth, which his knights 
perceiuing, began fo dzaw vpon Oriſtus, who had beene their 
flaine, but that manyof Dioniſius knights (dærely louing Pa- 
riſmus,and hearing the viilaines cõſeſſion) likewiſe dꝛew, and 
aſſailed the Perſian Auights, ſo fiercely, that many of them 
were wounded, and Sicanus himſelfe had there died, had bee 
not lle. And netwithfandine Dianiſius laboured all that hee 
could to paciſie this vpꝛoꝛe, pet befoze he could doe it, (h2ce of 
Sicanus Knights were flaine, and the reſt fled with their ma⸗ 
er. After the tumult was appesſed, Diomiſius began to ers⸗ 
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mine the matter moze narrowly, and fonnd by all circumſtan⸗ 
ces the Tartarian had ſaid true. Sicaaus with great hazard 
- ofhis life, hauing eicaped out of the Court, with ſome fozty 
in his co;npany, being aſhamed (as knowing himſelfe guil⸗ 
ty of the fact,) wit! all the haſte that hee could, got to the 
harbour whzis his Sippe lap, and with all ſpeeds hoiſed 
ſaile, not once taking his leaue of the King, which was a 
ſaffient perſwaſion to all, tzat Pariſmus by his meanes was 
murthered, the remembzance whereof began their ſozrow a 
frelh. 


The king of Hungaria, and Pꝛine of Sparta, beeing much 


aſhamed of Sicanus behauiour, in whoſe company they came, 
deſired Dioniſius not to impute his tmpiety any way ts their 
diſhonour , foz that they would fozener abhozre him fo2 that 
monſtrous act, and reſt ready fo defend him, ik euer he ſhould 
ſtand in need ol their aide, to reuenge this iniury : who de- 
termined to ſtap fill with Dioniſius, if they: could, to dziue 
out of his minde the remembꝛante of this miſchance. Dioni- 
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fius being molt exfreamely onercome with rage, and grieſe, be⸗ 
canne to take the murther of Pariſmus With ſuch ſozrow, 
that he delermined to ſpend the reſt ol his dates out ofthe com⸗ 
pany of ail men, and the next mozning (giaing delay no 
ſcope fo htader his. purpoſe) hauing diſguiſed himſelfe that 
he could not bee knowne, in Palmers weedes, hee depar- 
fed ſecretly from the Court: and firſt tooke his cour ſe to 
fraucil info Bohemia, to heare Whether Pariſmus Father 
bad knowledge of the death of his ſonne, oz no, Dinner 
time being come, Dioniſius was. wanting, which madethe 
Queene maruell, fo2 that he was not wont ts bee abſent, 
vut thinking hse was gone alone by himſelfe to meditate, 
made no great enquiry : but after Dinner, going her ſelle 
to ſeeke him, could by no meanes finde him, which made her 
make open eaquiry, yet none could heare of him, that vpon 
the ſudden there beganne ſuch an vy2oare (when they had 
ſearched all the. Place, Gardens, D2chardes, walkes, and 
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euery plate) ſuch acclamations , ſuch lamentation, and 

ſuch outcries, that all ſeemed comfoztlefſe, yea , rather 
madde and lunatike: ſome running this wap, ſome that 
way, enery one carefully to doe his beſt, pet all fo no effect, 7" 
which both made the Nucgne, the Jing of Hungaria, i 
P2ince of Sparta, and all the reſt, in that miſerable eſtate of 
miſdoubt, that they neither could tell what to doe, noz what to 
coniecture of his abſence, ſearing leaſt Sicanus had likewiſe 
by ſome villany, pzocured his death. Diucrs Knights went 
in ſearch of him, but could not finde him, and pet ſaw him, bnt 
knew him not: foz they often met with him in Palmers dil⸗ 
guiſe, and aſked him fo2 himſelfe, which made him oktentimes 
in minde fo returne, but pet his foꝛmer determination conti⸗ 
nued firme. 

Theſe newes of Sicanus departure, and of Dioniſius want 
happened in two dates, yet neither of them was come to the 
knowledge of Laurana, Who abſented her ſelfe from all come 
pany, by reaſon -of the extreame care ſhee endured foz Pariſ- 
mus: Sicanus treaſon, and Pariſmus murther was concealed 
from her by Leda, who loued her dearely, and therefoze would 
not ſuffer it to come to her hearing: but contrary to Lauranaes 
thought, and Ledaes cxpedtation, Oliuia the Nugne came to 
her lodging, wzinging her hands, and making a great lamen⸗ 
tation, and eſpping her, ſaid: O daughter, what ſhall betide 
vs ? that villaine Sicanus hauing murthered Pariſmus, hath 
likewiſe deffroyed thy Father. Lanrar.a hearing her mot hers 
ſpeeches, ſtood as one amazed, not onte ſitting, ſpeaking, 92 
mouing her eie: at laſt thinking it was ſtrange newes to bee 
true, ſaid: deere mother, truſt theſe vnwelcome newes cannot 
be true, noꝛ that pour grace ſpeaket h of pꝛoole: whereupon the 
Nucene told her all that had happened to Pariſmus, by Sicanus 
procurement, wherewith Laurana (not beeing able fa 
heare the reft that her Mother would haue vttered) im⸗ 
mediatelp fel downe amongſt the Ladies dead, who tndeauous 

xed to recouer her, but were not able to bzing her to life againe,

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by the ſpace of halle an houre, which began a new ſozrow as 
mungſt them, ſhee ſeeming to be paſt all hope of recouery : all 
being tired with extreane griefe, gave tgeir miudes no reſpite. 
to tonſiser of the adaerfity thep were in, but ſtil continued ma⸗ 
king ſuch lamentations, as t he place ſeemed a deſolate habita⸗ 
tion ef Drew. Laurana at length comming to her ſelſe, could 
rot get vtter a wozd, foz the extreamity oftare had ſuch full 
po ſeſliaa in her heart, that ſhe could neither eaſe it by lamen⸗ 
tation, noz tearss, that all the whole company were conſtrai⸗ 
ned to employ their belt endeauours to remedy this pꝛeſent 
euill, the laſt of there hope: fo2 if ſhre had periſhed, the heire 
of Theſſalie had been? loſt, Lozd Remus beeing a man of 
great wiſdome and gouernment, began ta weigh the fickle 
eſtateef the people and Countrep, who hauing beene a long 
time ſubieck vato pꝛace, therefoze were not able to endure the 
b2m:3t of warre, and fhat if was likely Sicanus would ſeeke 
to reu2nge himſelſe againſt them, and take, if he could, ont of 
their hands the 332incefſe Laurana, heire àapparant to ths 
Crowne, and thereby get the kingdome into his poſſeſſion, 
which the Theflalians could not endure: reuoluing theſe 
thoughts in his mind, he came to the Quten, and the reſt of the 
Novles,and requeſted her and them together, to haue ſome re⸗ 
gard to their Tountrep, and not to ſhew the:naſelues vnpꝛoui⸗ 
ded to defend themſelues from further miſchiefe; whoſe coan⸗ 
fell all liked well, eſpectally Oliuia, Who with the conſent of 
the reſt ofthe Peres, made himLo2d Regentofthe Country: 
vpon wich charge committed to him, hee pꝛeſently gaue 03s 
der foꝛ muſtring ok men, and koꝛtifping of Caſtles, and places 
of defence, appointing Captaines and Gouernours, vnder 
whoſe charge hee committed thoſe places of defence, and with⸗ 
in a ſhoꝛt ſpace bꝛought all things to ſuch perfection, that the 


Countrey was well foztifyed, and able to reſiſt a great e- 
nemie. 


Type Nuene being dinerfly tozmented in thought, now 
was (by returne ol ſuch as were gone in ſearch of the king) 


aſcertained 
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aſcertained that he was no whers within the bounds of Theſ- 
ſaly altue, and therefoze aſſuredl thought hee was dead, which 
ſo inwardip tozmented her, that the gaue her ſelfe onely to 
mourning, not giuing her minde one minutes reſpit ol quiet, 
in which elkate foz a time we will leaue her. 


CHAP, Y 117 


How Pariſinus in Palmers weedes found meanes to ſee the 
Princeſſe, vnto whom he would not diſcouer himſelfe, hea- 


ring of Donſus abſence, and what befell to Dioniſſus in 
Bohemia. 


—Fter that Pariſmus had well reconered 
I bimſeiſe, being able te walke vppe and 
e downe, her was deſirous to heafe ſome 
] newes from Dioniſius Court, bnt coulde 
not deuiſe how to bzing the ſame fo effect: 
& but thus foztunately it fell out, thoſe out ⸗ 
2 lawes were ſo farre in lone with him, that 
: they with one conſent intreated him, that 
hie would vouchſafe to continue among them, and be their 
capfaine, fo2 that they were without a guide, and thought ſo 
well of him, as that aboue all men they were deffrous he would 
be the man, which hee beganne to refaſe, alleaging, that 
be being a ſtranger in that countrey, and vnacquainted 
with their cuſtomes, was altogether vnfit, vſing many rea⸗ 
fons, as excuſes :but conſidering with himſelfe, that it might 
mach auaile him to his purpoſe, at their infreaties was 
confented, and ſo behaned himſelſe , that within a very ſhozt 
time, his wozde and connſaile was an Ozacle amongeſt 
them, and by his wiſedome her kept them from doing much 
harme , and pet ſæmed in their fancie to further them 
greatly. MY 
Diten 
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Oſtentimes ha was in mind to go z make himſelfeknowne 


at the court, and ſo enioy his miſtreſſe ſight, which grieued him 


ts want, but being diuerlly minded, at laſt this was his reſo⸗ 
lution: he fitted himſelſe on a day in Palmers werdes, and dil⸗ 
guiſed himſelfe ſo artificially, that (by hie diſguiſe and long 
fckneſſe, which had ſomewhat altered his complextion) none 
could any wap know him: telling the @ut-lawes that he was 
determined to ſ the Court, which he had heard was ſo fas 
mous, and that he would returne at night. 

When h& was ſomewhat nere the Cittie, he might ſ& 
vppon a plaine hard by, great pꝛeparation fo2 war, which made 
him much maruaile, at laſt comming lo the Kings Pallace, he 
got himſelfe vnto the place where Laurana enery mozning 
vſually at her comming from Chappell, gaue her almes, and 
put himſelfe amongſt the ret of the Palmers, and being taller 
then any of them, he was much noted of many: when the pꝛin⸗ 
cefie came to giue her almes, (being in mourning attire) cher 
called them all vnto her, and beganne to demaund of whence 
they were, what Countries they had trauailed, and whether 
they had heard any newes of Dioniſius the King, who was 
miſſing: oꝛ whether they heard an in their trauaile, ſpeake of 
the dead bodie af the P2ince, which by chance might be found, 
being murthered by Sicanus of Perſia ; which wozdes the vtte⸗ 
red with ſuch ſozrow, that the teares ran abundantly downe 
her che&kes. 15 

Pariſmus being rauiſhed with the ſight of his pꝛecious Je- 
well, and ſæing her weping foz his loſſe, and withall hearing 
from her mouth that heanie newes of Dioniſius want, could 
not (though he ſtriued to the vttermoſt ofhis power) refraine 
from letting fall a few teares, which Laurana perteiuing, and 
viewing him withall, began to fele a ſuddaine alteration in all 
ber parts, that ſhee was not in quiet t ill che had found meanes 
to commune with him: and giuing all the reſt their almes, they 
departed, but to him ſhe would giue nothing, to the intent bee 
Gould tay: bat hee ſeeing the reſt gone, was departing In 
them, 
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them, till Leda (being by her Miſtreſſe commaunded) called 
him backe, whom hee very well knewe, and being returned, 
Laurana demaunded ofhim what was thecauſe that he wept 
— hee heard her ſpeake of Dioniſius loſſe, and Pariſmus 
death. 

; Pariſmus, ſayde : Polt vertuous Ladie, J wept not to 
heare Pariſmus named, but to heare of Pioniſius loſſe, fo; 
Pariſmus J knowe is at this pzeſent lining, and in godeſtate 
of health, with whom J had ſome talks within theſe thzet 
weekes, in the Countrey of Salmatia: which was the cauſe of 
my comming hither, being ſent by him vnto aLadie in this 
Court, whom J know not how to ſpeake withall,noz will not 
name to any. 

Laurana hearing the Palmers wozds, bluſhed exteeding⸗ 
le, and withall, intreated him to tell out his newes, fo2 that it 
might be, ſhe was the partie Loꝛd Pariſmus meant: foz J am 
Laurana quoth ſhe, whom Pariſmus did thinke wellof, with 
that ſhe wept againe. 

Pariſmus kneling downe ſaide, then to your Pighneſle 3 
will do my meſſage, foz vnto you J was ſent. Lozd Pariſmus, 
growing into ſome god liking of me, and hauing recetued my 
oath to be his faithfull meſſenger: willed me to giue your highs 
neſle this Jewel, whereby vou ſhould be aſſured he was liuing, 
but conſtrained to abſent himſelfe, fo2 cauſes that hereafter het 
will let vou vnderſtand, bee deſired pou to let him (though vn- 
woꝛthy) enioy but the leaſt of your vertuous pꝛomiſes, and ho 
ſhal euer hereafter account himſelle to haue reteiued his life and 
libertie from you. 

Laurana ſœing the Jewell which ſhe well knews fo 
be the ſame ſhee had befoze giuen him, and hearing the 
Palmer credible repozt, that hee was in perfect health, 
and beeing kullp aſuved of the. truth ofthat meſſage , by 
the certaine and firme pꝛoteſtation of the moſt Noble Pariſ- 
mus. himſelfe , in the diſguiſe of a Palmer; ſhes was ſo 

ſurpꝛiſed 
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ſurpꝛiſed with ioy, that ſhe could not refraine from kifing the 
iewell, ſaying welcome [werte token from a faithfull friend; 
and calling Leda vnto her, told her the newes the Palmer had 
bꝛought, reiopcing with ſuch vertuons kindnelſe, that Pariſ- 
mus thought himlelfe the happpyeſt man liuing to eniop the 
loue of ſo vertuous a Lady . Laurana comming to him, tolde 
him, that ſhe was lo much bound vnto him foz bzinging her 
thoſe happie newes, that ſhe did not know which way ſutfici⸗ 
ently to recompence him foz his paines:and were it not (quot) 
the )but that x ſtand in ſome doubt hereof (as being to god 
to be true) I ſhould reſt in ſuch happy content by thy newes, 
that no aduerſit ie what ſoeuer ſhou!dcauſe my ſozrow , but ones 
ly his abſence, though my fathers loſe doth necerslp concerne 
my happineſſe. The Palmer vled ſuch pꝛos ſtations, that 
Laurana could not chuſe but belenc him, as alſo by reaſon of 
the Jewel which ſhe knew ſhe had giuen Pariſmus. Do taking 
a Jewell from fozth her boſome, the gane the ſame to him, 
which he willingly receiued, and kiſſing her hand departed. 
When he was out of fight, he began to meditate ofthe vers 
tues of Laurana, and therein toke (uchFeltcitie, that befo2e he 
was aware he met with Oriſtus, who had bene walking ſoli⸗ 
tarilp abꝛode, in ſuch heauineſſe, that it would haue cauſed a⸗ 
ny to pittie him, Pariſmus ſœing him, was in minde to haue re⸗ 
nealed himſelfe vnto him onelp: but being paſſed by him, her 
could not chuſe but turne and loke after him, his minde was 
touched with ſuch kindneſſe: but the remembꝛance ot Dioni- 
fius loſſe did ſo much grieue him, that waſting the time 
with thoſe thoughts, vnawares in a heauie dumpe, hee was 


ſuddenlp arriued at the Cane, where hee was kindly wel⸗ 


commed of the Dut-lawes,, who vſed ſuch commendation 
of the Court, as it liked them to heare, and telde vnto them 
how the king was mifing, and no man could tell what was 
become ofhim, and that he thought there was ſome pꝛepara⸗ 
tion foꝛ warres by the muſtring of ſouldiers that he ſaw befoze 
the Citie.

Of Parilmus. 
When hs was alone, he beganne to eondemne himſelfe of 
hard heartednelle, that ſæeing the moſt vertuous Lady lining 
to mourne fo2 his loſſe, yet he being ſafe and in her ſight, wauld 
not make himſelfe knowne to her, thereby to rid her from her 
griefe : but yet his comfozt was great on the other ſide, that he 
ſawe her loue ſo firme, being paſt all hope oſ ener ſeeing him 
againe, that hee accounted himſelfe farre vnwoꝛthy the favour 
ſhe ſhewed him, growing fo farre in admiration of her conſtan⸗ 
— no thought was pleaſant , but the remembzance of 
er loue. , 
Dioniſius às befoze is ſaide, hauing met with manp of his 
nnightes that went in ſearch of him, was almoſt th2ough res 
memb2ancs of the ſozrow he knew would ariſe by his abſence, 
altered from his fozmer determination, pet remembzing Pariſ⸗ 
mus murther, which he knew could not chuſe but come to the 
knowledge of his old friend the Ring of Bohemia, whereby his 
honour might be called in queſtion ( of which he was iealous) 
he therefoze reſolutelp determined to trauel thither, and hauing 
iourneped many dapes, he arriued in Bohemia, Where lighting 
into company with anancient Palmer of that Countrep, be 
enquired of him what were the newes at the Bohemian s tourt? 
who taking Dionilius fo be but a Balmer, tolde him that the 
newes was chteſely of the Pꝛinte Pariſmus, who being in the 
Court of Dioniſius King of Theffaly, was there murthered, 
oꝛ by ſome other treaſon deſtroped , lut ty wrom, o hew, 
it was not knowne: by meanes whereof there was ſuch hea⸗ 
up lamentation in that Countrep, and eſpectaily in the Court, 
that he thought the like had neuer bene heard of in any place. 
Which repozt cauſed Dioniſius to græue extedingly, and 
was ſo much tozmented in minde, that he reſoulued there 40 
bide vnknowne to any, vntill he ſawe how the Ring of Bohe s 
mia would digeſt this griefe;and alſo to heare the generallres 
pot would be giuen of him, fo2 that he did not revenge the 
death of the P2ince an Sicanus, when he had him in Theflaly : 
A alſo to ſe the cateutoftheſs ſtratagems: hauing gud ſtoze a 
| money 


intent, but ikit liked him to heare him pzinately, he would des 
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money and Jewels, he g ite him a lodging in an zuncient Bur⸗ 
gomaiters houſe, where fo2 his man2y he was kindly vſed. 
Vis wanted coſtome was, euerp day to goe to the Kings houſe, 
where he heard nothing ts coinfozt him withall, but lawe the 
N in his olde kriend in moſt heauy plight lo: his ſonnes death, 
all the io p hx had,w 3s that he heard all men notwithſtanding 
the death of th2irP2ince, regozt vers hanoQzably of him, that 
be continued (as hx thought) ſecure, being not knolone, oz of 
any ſuſpected, to be the man he was, but at the laſt, thus con⸗ 


trarilp it happened. The Burgomaſter hauing diligently mar- 


ked the behauiourok his gneſt, found him karre differing from 
all other Palmers, in perſaa and quallities, and beſides, ſœing 
the daply charge ha was at, began to ſaſpect him, haning ſuch 
ſtoze of copne to maintains that charge, that When DioniGus 
went to his lodging, he would liſten at his Chamber doe, to 
heare his ſpæches, aid marke his behauiour, where heeften⸗ 
times heard Dioniſius bewapling his eſtate in moſt heauie 


plaints, naming himſelfe, and oktentimes naming Pariſmus, 


and on a time declared the ſame to a Noble man of the Kings 
Court :who comming ſecretly to the Burgomaiſters houſe, 
and hauing marked the Palmers behauiour, did ſaſpect him to 
be ſome ſpys, appꝛehended him, and cauſed him ts be caft in 
pꝛiſon without any examination: which made Dioniſius to 
wonder, ſearing let he ſhould be known, but pet he thought th: 
could not be, therefoze with patience he endured this impꝛiſon⸗ 
ment: where he continued in the moſt vildef place amongſt 
roagues and raſcals, being exempt from the cleare light of ths 
Sunne to comfozt him withall, by the ſpace of ſome ſire daies, 
by reaſon that the nobleman which laide him there, was gone 
about affairs of his owne, but at his returne, he certified the 
Ning of ſuch a ſuſpicions perſoa that he had found. Wherefoze 
Dioniſius was ſent foz, who being examined, told the king, that 
the occaſton of his comming into that Countrey, was to no ill

clarevnto him the whole intent ol his comming. 
| hearing 
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hearing his ſpeeches, commannded all fo depart, ſvherevppon 
Dioniſius diſcloſed himſelfe. The King of Bohemia knowing 
him, being amazed at his ſtraunge diſguiſe, ſuddenly caught 
him in his armes and embzaced him with great kindneſſe,Dio- 
niſius diſconeted vnto him the heauie le ſſe of Parifmus, ant his 
owne ludden departure out of Theſlalie, requeſting him that

whereupon Dionifius hauing befoze pꝛomiſed him his daugh⸗ 
fer, both denied her vnto him, and alſo had he not eſcaped by 
flight, he had bene ſlaine in the pzeſence of Dioniſius, with the 
ol his Knights that were llaine in his reſcue: and kneltng 
downe, moſt humbly intreated his Father to grant him a 
bande ol Perſlans, to reuenge the diſgrace and weng her had 
teceiued. | h

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The Ring of Perſia, by his countenance bewzayed the inward 
ars of the heart, that without gluing any. conſideration ta the 
truth ok his ſonnes repozt, be pzeſently vowed to revzcſſe theſe 
w2ongs,o2 elſebzing perpetusll infamie to his poſteritte: and 
to that efſet,commannded a mightis armie to be made in areas 
dinelle, which was (0 innumetable (hauing called all his con⸗ 
tributozies together) that it was the mightielt hoſte that euer 
went ont of Perſia, and alſo pꝛouided a mightie nauie ot chips: 
which being {one in a readineſſe, thep with all the haſte that 
might be, hauing winde and weather at will, hepſed ſaile, and 
made foz the Countrey of Theflaly, A poꝛe Fithecman of 
Theſſaly, that was abꝛoad at ſea, hauing eſpied ſuch a mighlie 
nauie of ſhips ,wvith al ſped bzought woꝛd to the Court, to Oli- 
uiathe Qugne, who deſired Lozd Remus fo defend the Couns 
fry by his vttermoſt indeuours, becauſe the truſt thereof was 
wholy committed to his charge: who hauing ſome doubt (as 
befoze is rehearſed of lach a miſchie le) ofa (ſudden had gathe⸗ 
red together 60000, fatermmen, and twenty thouſand hozſe⸗ 
men, being all expert ſouldiers, and got them to the Hauen ſes 
cretly, where heknewe y Perſians would land, who thinking 
to findensrepulfe, whereby they might land without contra⸗ 
dict id, had leſt on ſhoze ſome twenty thouſand Perſtans, Which 
Loꝛd Remus and Oriſtus perteiuing, ſuddenly iſſued ont vp- 
on them, and llue the greateſt part of them being diſozdered, 
and therevy vnable to reſiſt the koꝛce okthe Theſſalians com- 
ming vnawares: which when the Ring ok Perſia ſawe, being 
full of rage and furie, violently thzuſt all his chips into the har⸗ 
bour, and with all (ped landed the whole armie, in which time 
pf landing, the Theſlalians had deſfroyed of the Perſians to 
the number ofthirtte thouſand: that the colour of the waters 
were turnen into purple, which ſo vered the Ring of Perſia, and 
his ſonne Sicanus, that canſing a trench to be made foz the foz- 
tifping the plates oftheir landing, Without any further great 
impeach, they landed their whole armie : which was ſo huge, 
that the Loꝛd Remus (though he were a man ol inuincible cons 
rage, 


knowledge of their comming. Where we wil leaue them with⸗ 
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rage, and the Thegalians being but a handkull in reſpect of fo 

mighty an hoſte) began ſomwh it fo diſcomfozt themſelues, 
and therefoze returred to the City of ihebes, to defend that 
from the foꝛce of thoſe Ye: tans that were ſuffictently pꝛono⸗ 


ked to anger, by the flaughter the Thefſaltans had alreadp 


made amongſt them, and foztified the ſame with all kinde of 
p2outſion, being inuincible, vnleſſe it were deſtroyed with fas 
mine. 

The Aueene ſering her ſelfe thus diſkreſſed, pet che wed ſuch 
magnanimious courage, that the like hath not beene ſa ne in a 
woman, which pꝛouoked the hearts ol all her ſubiects, to ſuch 
reſolution, that they reſolued neuer to peeld to the fozce of the 
Perftans, 

The Ring of Perſia hauing landed his Armp, beganne to 
march ints the Countreyp, where they could ſcarce find victu⸗ 
als to fuffice ſuch a multitude: the Ccainfry being large and 
full of deſarts, fozrefts, and wilderneſſes, but at laſt thep came 
fo the plaines of Pharſaly, where in times paſt were the thun⸗ 
dzing warres of Cæſar 4 Pompey, being of ſuch a huge length 
and bzeadth, that they are thought to exceed all platnes in the 
wozld fo2 largeneſſe and bigneſſe: on the one ſide whereof, run⸗ 
neth the Kiuer Peneus, which running downe from the foote 
of Olimpus, by meanes the hilles bowing gently on both ſides 
wit h woody bottomes, maketh the Theſſalians tent, where 
the Perſtans tncamped themſelues towards the farther end 
tdereot, being diſtant not about twelue miles from the Citie 
of Thebes,whither they might eaſily march, and ſone returne, 
and thereloꝛe (02tified that place fo2 their carriage. Immedi⸗ 
ately Sicanus, with a handzeth thouſand Perſians, made to⸗ 
wards the City, which the watchmen percetning, fired their 
Beacons. But Lozd Remus and Oriſtus, gaue pꝛeſent com⸗ 
mandement, that there ſhould be no ligne o2 ſhew made in 
the C:itte, whereby the enemp might know that they had any 


in * Citie, making all r e that might be to vic 
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fandthe enemy, and Sicanus at the walls begirting the ſame, 
to ſpeake of Pariſmus, who all this while being in the Cane 
amongſt the Dutlawes, ſtill deuiſed how he might haue fur- 
ther triall of Lauranaes conſtancy, and therefoze- determined 
ſtill to conceale himſelfe, vntill he might heare newes of Dio- 
niſius returne, and alſo to know wherefoze there was ſuch pze- 
paration fo2. warres. T_T | 
And on a day he could endure no longer from beholding his 
M iſtreſle, but diſguiſinghimſelſe in his Palmers wedes, hee 
wandꝛed from the Caue towards the citie, with intent to haue 
ſene her giuing her wontedalmes, whither he was no ſoner 
come, but he eſpied the band of Sicanus ſouldiers, which ſfrok 
ſuch an amazemẽt into his miade, that he ſtood like one with⸗ 
out ſenſe ; being inraged with fary to ſee the City begirt wher- 
in his deare Lady was, which ſtrooke him ſo nere vnto the 
heart, that ſitting de lone vpon a moſſy banke, he vttered theſe 
teauy plaints. Unhappy wꝛetch that J am, into what a diſtrel⸗ 
ſed eſtate am bꝛought, that by my mifdoutbful mind, haue ſo 
much wꝛonged p conſtanteſt virgin liuing, and therby haue de- 
pꝛiued my ſelle of her ſight, which I might haue eniored, but 
now by my owne folly am ſhut ſrom it bya multitude of ene⸗ 
mies y ſ&ke the deſtruction of my beloned: what ſufficient 
te:Hpence may I make her foz this my monſtrous ingratitude? 
o2 how may y without thamecal her my beloued, when J haue 
ſhowne my leife to ſtrange, being in her ſweet ſight,q hearing 
the plaints ſhe made fo2 my abſence, yet would not make my 
ſe.fe manifeſt vnto her, thereby to dꝛiue away ſuch paſſions, 
as I know ſheendureth foz my ſake wel, ſince.my vnincky 
ſtats haue allotted me this hard foztune, 3 will either retom⸗ 
pence this w2ong 3 haue done her, and purchaſe her liberty by 
chaſing away theſe enemies which beſtege my beloned, oz loſe 
my woꝛthleſſe life in her defence. In this ſoꝛt he cõplained, vn⸗ 
till that he was wearied with vttering ſuch heauy paſſions:at 
laſt ſtarting vp as one new raiſed from a trance, he ran with al 
phate towards the Caue, purpoſing to get ſome armoz 4 wea⸗ 
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Of Pariſmus. 
pon, wherewith to defend himſelfe, and by the way hee mot a 
knight al in black armoꝛ, being mounted vpon a gallant black 
Courſer, being a godly pꝛopoztioned man, with all furniture 
readity appointed fo2 warre, making ſpeede towards the City), 
whom Pariſmus, ſuppoſed to be one of their company that bes 
ſieged Thebes, and therefoze boldly comming to him hee ſaid: 

Dfay J p2ay vou ſir knight, and let a Palmer demand on que⸗ 

ſtion of thee. may chuſe ſaid the knight, and ſo ſcog:1fully rods 

on. Mherewith Pariſmus was ſo inraged with furie, that cat- 

ching at a great ſtone, with al his might he flung it at this dif 
curteous kinght, and hit him with ſuch violence on the backe, 
that it made the blood ſtart out at his noſe:the knight turning 
About, came backe towards Pariſmus, and alighting from his 
ſcerd, pulled foꝛth of his pocket a coꝛd, where with he thꝛeatned 
to bind him, and ſo dꝛag him at his hoꝛſe holes ; and laying 
hands on Pariſmus, (thinking eafilyfo haue bound him, fo2 
that he tooke him to be a Palmer) who contrary to the Perſi⸗ 
ans erpectatton,K:oke the knight ſuch a blow on the face with 
His fit; p he ſtaggered as one amazed, therwith catching hold 
on his ſwoꝛd, told him, that vnleſſe hee would declare vatd 
him of whencehe was, and what army that was that beſle- 
ged the City of Thebes, he ſhould there die with his own wea- 
pon: which woꝛds the Perſian toke ſo difdainfully, being a⸗ 
ſhamed to be ſo ouermatched by a Pilgrime, that with his foot 
he ckroke Pariſmus ſuch a violent blow on the belly, that hee 
with much paine could ſcarſe ſtand, which cauſed him to ſtrike 
the knight ſo vehemently with the pommel of his ſwozd, that 
he fell downe halfe dead, and ſ&ing himſelle in that eſtate, deſi⸗ 
red Pariſmus to be contented, and he would declare the whole 
truth vnto him. J am quoth he of Perſia, mꝝ name is Toledo, 
belonging ta the king of Perſia, t am now come in this country 
with my Lozd the Perllan king, and his ſonne Sicanus. ànd his 
contributarꝑ Rings, who are come hither to reuenge theſslues 
on king Dioniſius, who fafly. accuſed Sicanus foz murdering 
Pariſmus pzinceof Bohemia, who I think is ran away frõ his 
| E 3 Court 
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Court foz ſom? nof92ioas fact he hath commitfed,and ſince 
they han2z accuſed my 1,025 fo2 his death: as alſo hee is come 
to fetch fron hence, the kings daughter by ſoꝛcecf armes:and 
t herefoꝛe my Loꝛd is himſelſe now befo2e the walles of the Ci⸗ 
tie with a hundꝛed thonſand armed Perſians, and the reſt of 
his loꝛtes haue encamped theniſelaes heere hard by on the 
plai nes of Pharſalia. 

Pariſmus being moved info extreame choller, could not 
tontaine himſelfe, but his minde being ouercharged with fury, 
burſt fo2th into theſe ſperc hes: Traitoz that thou art (quoth 
he) though vnknowne to any but thy ſelfe. Behold Pariſmus 
whom thou halk ſo faifly beiped, and whom the Traitoz' Si- 
canus did intend to murther, though J was reſerued by the 
Almighty, to be the death of twenty thouſand Perſians : and 
fince iſee thy graceleſſe minde ſo farre from piety, that in this. 
extreame perill ofthy death, thou wilt ſcandalize that honoza⸗ 
ble Ring, of whom thy baſe tongue is not wozthy to ſpeake: 
thou art the firft that ſhalt die by the hand of Pariſmus,where- 
with dzawing out his \wo2d, heſwne ended his life, And pul⸗ 
ting the armour from his dead co2pes, armed himſelfe there- 


with, and mounting his Yozſe, ſethis ſpeare in his reſt, and 
made towards the City. 


Of Pariſmus. 


CHAP, X. 


How Pariſinus ſlew three of the Perſian Knights in three ſeue- 
rall Combats. And how the Perſians had taken him priſo- 
ner, if he had not beene reſcued by the Knights of Theſſa- 
5. All which was done in the fight of the Queene and the 

, CM - 


Men Pariſmus came fo Sicanus Campe, 
be waued his ſpeare about his head, there⸗ 
\ (by challenging the Knights in Sicanus 
company, wherewith one ſingling him⸗ 
© ſelte from the Armie, came with his ſpeare 
ready coucht againſt Pariſmus, Who ſef- 
ting ſpurres to his Bozle, ranne at him 
with ſuth fozce , that his ſpeare paſſed 


quite thꝛough the knights body, wherewith he lel down dead, 
and catching with ſuch nimbleneſſe (as it made the whole Ar- 
mie admire at him) the vanquiſhed knights ſpeate, he waned 
the ſame the ſecond time aboue his head, at the fight whereof, 
an other Perſian knight ranne at him, whom Pariſmus like⸗ 
wile ſo valiantlpencountred, that he ouerthꝛew both hozſe and 
man to the ground, in which fall, the knight burſt his legge, 
whereok he died. | 
Sicanus ſgting two okhis Knights thus foiled, comman⸗ 
ded one Bruſter, a mighty huge pzopozttoned man, and eſtæ- 
med to be one of the beſt knights in Perſia (except his two bꝛe⸗ 
thzen) to encounter that Knight, who comming ſoꝛth on a 
mighty hozſe, met Pariſmus with violence, that ſhiuering 
the ſpelles ol their Launces into the aire, Pariſmus left one of 
his ſtirrops, and Bruſter lay ſenſeleſſe backeward vpon his 
hozle rumpe, but with the ſpꝛinging of the hozſe, was raiſed ins 
fo his ſaddle; and by that time he came to himſelle, he ſaw Pa- 
riſmus flouriſhing his ſwozd, which made him dꝛaw alſo, and 
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betwixt them, began ſo bꝛaue a combate, that their Armour 
began to ſlie in pieces, and the bloud by reaſon of their wounds 
ilſued out ofmany places, eſpeciallpy from the Perſian knight, 
whom Pariſmus ſo firecely aſſailed, that he dzane him onelp to 
ward ſuch ſuch blowes as Pariſmus lent him: which Pariſmus 
eſpying, taking the aduantage, ſtrooke a lozcible blow at his 
arme, and parted the ſame quite from his body. | 

The Perſtan ſ&ing himſelfe bzought to that lowe eſtate, 
turned his Yozſe and fled towards Sicanus Camp, which ſo a⸗ 
mazed Sicanus, that he thought the blacke Initght (foz ſo they 
called him) to be ſome monſter tn the thape of a man, ſent to 
tozment them, who notwithſtanding theſe their combats, ſ- 
med to be as freth as he was in the beginning, ill attending 
ik any durſt make any further combate. 

The Nugne of Theſſaly, Laurana the young Queene of 
Hungaria, Lozd Remus, Oriſtus, and Oſiris, hauing know- 
ledge of the comming of theſe Perſians to the Citie, were gat⸗ 
ten to the toppe ofa tower to behold their Campe, and at their 
ſirſt comming they beheld the arrinall of Pariſmus in the black 
armour, and the th2& noble combats hee had fought with the 
Perſian knights, which made them maruell greatly who that 
knight might be, that had ſo valiantly ſlaine thꝛee of their ene⸗ 
mies. While they were in this meditation, Laurana hauing 
wel markt the black knight, began to ſuppoſe that it might be 
Pariſmus, but againe, the thought that was impoſſible, at laſt 
ſhee faw a great troupe of Knights aſſaile him all at once, 
which made her call and cry, helpe, helpe, her ſences being 

fo farre dzawne with feare and remembzance of Pariſmus, 
that ſhee neither thought of the place where ſhee was, noz 
in whoſe company. Lozd Remus and Oriſtus, ſeeing this 
b2ane and wwozthy knight in ſuch diſfrefſe, iſſned kozth of the 


City with twenty thouſand hozſemen, and commanded 
fo2ty thouſand of the beſt Souldiers to come out an other 
way on the backe of the Perſians, vnder the conduct of ano- 
ther bzaue Noble man: all this while the Wu 
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of Pariſmus. 
fo bzanely and conragiouſly defended himſelſe, that befoze 
the Theſſalians were come to his reſcue, hee had ſlaine abone 
fozty Perſians: but being vnable to ſtriue with ſo many, hee 
was conſtrained to loſe his weapon. Contrarilp, Loꝛd Remus 
ſudden iſſuing out, ſo amazed the Perſtans, and made ſych 
ſlaughter amongſt them, that they quickly ſet theblack knight 
at libertie: who hauing recouered his hozſe, being cheared with 
the comfoztable ſight of Loꝛd Remus, and his truſtp knight 
Oriſtus, with his (woz2d made ſuch hauocke amongſt the Per- 
tans, that none durſt abide his comming, but whereſoener 
oo went, hee made à large lane foz the reit fo follow 
m. 

The Perſians by this time hauing ioined all their fozces 
together, thzonged by ſuch multitudes vpon the Theſſaltans, 
that they were conſtrained ſomewhat to retire, but in their re⸗ 
treit, the blacke knight ſent the Shoſts of many Perſlans to 
hel, and behaned himſelfe with ſuch magnaniinity that all the 
whole army were amazed at his valour. By this time the 
Theſſalian fotmen aſſailed the Perſians on p other ſide, which 
dꝛaue them into ſuch a leare, that thouſands of them were de⸗ 
termined to flie: but ſeeing no hope of ſafety by flight, were ſo 
amazed, that their fo2ce was quite turned into cowardiſe: 
which the Theſſalians percetuing,aſſailed the with ſuch fury, 
that they had deſtroied in a ſhoꝛt ſpate, a great number of them 
that al the earth was ſtained with the blood. The black knight 
ſcill followed his enemies with ſuch furie, that (by the death of 
many Perſians)he was gotten into the middeſt of the whole 
armp, where he found Sicanus incouraging his Souldiers, 
and knowing him by the richneſſe of his armour, ran at him 
with ſuch fozce, that with a mighty blow hee beate him quite 
from his hoꝛſe, and had it not bin foz the two bzethzen of Bru- 
er, Who attended on him, he had beene froden ts death. The 
blacke knight itil ruſhing amongſt the thickeſt of the Perſians 
dame where Oriſtus was vnhozſed, ⁊ aſſailed grienoufly, who 

ſeeing him in that diſtrelle, laid 7 his blowes with ſuch mo 
nelle 
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The firſt part 
kurie, that happy was he that could get him farthelt from him: 
by which meanes Oriſtus reconered his hozſe. Thus all the 
dap the battell continued, to the terrour of thePerſſans, com⸗ 
fozt of the Theſlalians, and honour of the blacke knight; who 
behaued himſeife with ſuch magnanimify,that both the Per⸗ 
Mans, and Theſſalians admired his valoz.Likewiſe the quene 
and Laurana,(who all this while beheld the battell) could not 
otherwiſe iudge, but the blacke Knight to be the moſt valiant 
Bnight of the world. | 

Thus the day being ſpent, the Zheſſalians ſounded re- 
treit, which the Perſians were glad of,onely the black knight 
went away diſcontent,fo2 that he thought he had not yet ſuffi, 
ciently recompenced his kind loues fauours ; but ſecretly con⸗ 
ueped himſeife vnſeeneof any) vnto the wood wherein wag 
his Cane: Where we leane him to be entertained of the Dut- 
lawes, and to be cured of his woundes, by the virgin J ſpake 
of betoze. | 

Lozb Remus and Oriſtus(haning retired their men info the 
City) ſought foz the blacke Knight, but could not finde him, 
which made them maruell what ſhould become of him, whoſe 
behauiour had beene ſach, as it made him knobene to all the 
whole Army: but ſeeing themſelues kruſtrated of ſeeing him, 
they gaue oꝛder fo2 ſuch as weremaimed, and hauing viewed 
their whole troupes, found but a thouſand Theſſalians mils 
ſing, and with great iop went to the Pallace: where they were 
iopfullp receiued by the QNucene and Laurana, ànd relating the 
whole circumſtance of their exploit, their chiefeft talke was of 
the wozthy foztitude of the blacke knight. ; 

Sicanus on the other ſide, ſeeing himſelle ſo bꝛuſed with the 
fall he receiued, and alſo his Perſians ſo weakned, and ſuch a 
multitude of them llaine, departed towards the Tampe, on the 
plaines of Pharſalia, beeing not able to lodge befo2e the City 
walles, bp reaſen the ground was ſo wet with the blad of the 
Perſians; who lay bpon ſuch heapes, that had not the Theſ⸗ 

ſalians the next day conueied their bodies into a deepe * 
the

the tenchofthem would haue annoyed the whole Cittie.

foyled, and ſo ſoze hurt, and ſuch a number 
olf Perſians ſlaine, and by ſo ſmall a 
companp of Theſſalians, (his men beeng 
Ae thzè to one) was (6 inwardly vexed and 
Far. inraged, that he gaue commandement to 
Sy remoue all his fozce vnto the Citp, which 
was ſo innumerable, that within theer o2 
foure dates all the Citie was round begirt with ſouldiers. The 
Ring of Perſia himſelfe lay vpon a hill hard by the Citie, in a 
Tent moſt richly and rarely contriued: and all the Tentes of 
his contributoꝛies round about him; which made ſuch a ſhew, 
as though a whole multitude of nations had bene gathered to. 
gether to deſtroy the whole earth: which when the Thellali⸗ 
ans beheld, they coniecured; that vnles God ſhould raiſe ſome 
extraoꝛdinarp ſuccour to aide them, it were impoſſible fo2 them 
long to withſtand this mightie ſoꝛte: but yet ſome hope they 
had in the Ring of Hungaria, and Pzince of Sparta, who were 
| gone into their countries to pꝛepare ſouldiers to aid the Queen 
| and Laurana, and the time of their pzomiſed returns was al- 
molt come. 
The king of Bohemia likewiſe haning knowledge ofthe 
Perftans being in Theſſaly, being vzged with hope to re⸗ 
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uenge his ſons death, muſtered vp all his fozces, and gathered 
out of them a mighty band ofexpert ſouldiers: who were moſt 
deſirous to deale with the Perſtans, becauſe of all nations, 
they hated them moſt : the one halfe marched vnder the con- 
duct of Dioniſius : and the other fifty thouſand he led himſelfe: 
and hauing all things in a readineſle, within a ſhozt ſpace, 
they arriued on the coaſt of Theſlſalie. Dioniſius by his ſpies, 
hauing knowledge where the Perſian Campe lay, conueyed 
bis men ſecretly into the wod, where Pariſmus Caue was: 
and the King of Bohemia, with his fifties thouſand, mar- 
chedouer the Plaines of Pharſalia : and incamped themſelues 
neere vnto the Citie, and hard by the Perſians : but ſone 
the King of Perſia had knowledge of the Ring of Bohemia, 
The ſame dap the Pzince of Sparta had landed the ſcoze 
thouſand men at Armes, all vnder his owne conduct, and 
encamped on the other ſide of the Perſians, The King of 
Hungaria likewiſe, with fifty thouſand ſouldiers, had pitched 
his Campe on the backe ofthe Perſians: ſo that they were 
inuironed round with Bohemians, Hungarians, and Spar⸗ 
tans, and befoze them the City. Mhich much amazed the Per⸗ 
ſians, but pet by rea ſon of their multitudes, they thought 
themſelues ſecure, 

Oliuia, Laurana, and the TheſfalianLo2ds, ſeeing ſuch a 
multitude of Souldiersencamped ſo niere to the Perſians, 
thought them likewiſe to bee enemies: and beeing much 
diſquieted, ſent out a meſſenger fo enquire the truth thereof: - 
who returning with toy, certified them, that onely the blewe 
Tents, were Perſians, the red Tents, the Bohemians, the 
white Tents, the Spartans, and the greene Tents, the Yun 
garians fozces: Mhich newes ſocomfozted the Nuctene, that 
ſhe could not tell how fo containe her ſelfe from exceeding res ⸗ 
 toycing : had not Dioniſius bene wanting. Laurana eſpecial- 
ly hearing that Pariſmus Father was come fo defend her, and 
reuenge his ſonnes wzong, (whom all men thought to haue 
bene dead) continually pzaiſed God, and pꝛaped fo2 the pꝛe⸗

ſeruation of that wozthy King, and oftentimes, her pekitions 
pꝛotiꝛded from ſuch kind vertue, that together with the remem 
bꝛante of his great kindnefſe, her Fathers loſſe, and Pariſ- 
mus abſente, the Criſtall teares ranne with abundance downe 
her Crimſon cherkes, like dꝛoppes of Pearle: at laſt the Queene 
called one of her Gentlemen, to goe with a meſſage of thankes, 
vnto the Campes ok her friendes, but Oriſtus deſired that hee 
might be the Pelſenger, whom the Nu@newellliked o: who 
departed out ofthe Tittie vnto the King of Bohemia, being his 
Lozd, and kneling dobone did his meſſage from the Mucene: 
the Ring knowing him, and withall remembzing that he was 
the onely man, whome Pariſmus moſt effemed, moſt kindelp 
welcommed him, with teares foz griefe trickling downe his 
whitebeard, and not able to ſpeake one wozbe with extreame 
care fo2 the death of his Bonne. 

Oriſtus likewiſe was ſo moued to ſee his Ring ſo kinde, 
that he could vſe no woꝛds but ſozrowfull ſadneſſe, and hauing 
ſaluted the I ing of Hungaria, and the King of Sparta, returs 
ned vnto the Nueene, 

Dioniſiushad fo ſecretly lodged his Troups in the wods, 
that the Perſians had no knowledge of his beeing there, but 
wonld oftentimes diſguiſe himſelfe info the Palmers weedes, 
and fo behold the Cittie, how it was incompaſſed with Souls 
diers, which ſtroke ſuch ſozrowe to his heart, fo ſee his Coun- 
trep ready to be waſted, his Dubtectes in diſtrefſe, his Mueene 
and his faire Daughter, ready fo be ſurpꝛiſed and taken by the 
Enemies, and ſuch a multitude of blodie minded Perſians, 
vnto whome he neuer had done weong, readie to deſtrop all 
things, that he could not refraine from exclaming againſt Fo2- 
tune and his owne deſtines that had allotted him ſuch mil⸗ 
chaunce: and hauing diligently viewed the Campe, he eſpied 
the Tents ofthe Hungariã Ring, and of the Pztnce of Sparta, 
who had giuen him their faithfull pzomiſe fo ayde him againſt 


the Perſians: and therefoze be was ſome whatcomſozted with 
their pꝛeſence. 
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atlaſt he eſpied Oſiris comming towards the Cittie, who hay 
pꝛepared in a readineſſe twelue thouſand Theſſalian hozſemen, 
and had lodged them ſome twelue miles trom the Cittie, and 
knowing him to boa man of moſt rare curteſie, he (aide vnta 
him: Wozthy knight, might J be ſo bold as aſke this one ques 
ſtion, wherefoze ſuch a multitude of ſouldiers haue begirtthis 
cittie? 

Oſiris molt curteoullp anſwered, Father thoſe with the 
blewe Tents are the Perſtans, who without any iuſt quarrell 
are come to deſtroy this Countrep. Thoſe with the red Tents 
are vnder the Ring ol Bohemia, come in renenge of his ſonnes 
death againſt the Perſtans. The areneand white Tents are 
the Ring of Hungaria and Paince of Sparta, who are tome to 
aide the Thefſalians, Indeed we are but a handfull in reſpect of 
the Perſians, but the greateſt hope we haue is in God, and we 
are alſo much comfozted by the aide of a black knight (fo2 ſo we 
call him,foz that he is vnknowne ) whoſe valour is able to dil⸗ 
comfozt a multitude ok Perſians, who haue already taſted of 
his inuincible fo2ce;fo2 firſt he ſlewe the of the ſtouteſt Perſt- 
ans in thꝛe᷑ ſingle combattes, and at laſt, he defended himſelle 
againlt a multitude of them, that like cowardes came running 
vppon him, but at laſt her was ayded by Lozd Remus and Ori- 
ſtus , Who ſeeing his perſon indaungered by ſo vnequall a com⸗ 
panie, iſſued out of the Cittie with their power ( but befoze they 
could come to him, he had ſlaine foztie Perſians)at which time 
by the aſiſtance of that wozthy Knight, there died of Perſians 
almoſt fiftie thouſand; amongſt the reſt, this blackeknight ens - 
countered Sicanus of Perſia, and af one blowe, onerthzew both 
hozſe and man, that had he not bene taken vp, he had then bent 
froden to death: but this is our care, that we knowe not what 
is become of him, foz h& pꝛiuilꝝ got himſelſe from foꝛth of the 
field. While Obris was telling this newes vnto the Palmer, 
diuers were gathered about him to heare his talke, by which 
meanes the repoꝛt ot the blacke knight came to the knowledge 
of the King of Bohemia, the Ring ol Hungaria, and the Pzince

of Sparta, ſo that all the whole multiude were deſirous to f& 
that valiaunt Knight. Dioniſius hearing this newes, was ſo 
comfozted therewith, that he went vnto his Souldiers, & ſent 
a Meſſenger vnto the Bohemian King, that he would haue 
ſome conference with theKing ol Hungaria, and the Pzince of 
Sparta, to giue a ſuddaine onſet on the Perſtans,) who were 
mightily inraged, when they heard that the king ot Hungaria 
and Pꝛince of Sparta were come againſt them.) The pel⸗ 
ſenger returned anſwere, that they were determined to gine 
the onſet the next mozning, Pariſmus by this time had iully 
recouered his health: therefoze beeing ſtill deſirous to reuenge 
himſelfe on Sicanus, as alſo to be aſſured in what eſtate his be⸗ 
loued Laurana Was, thinking himſelfe toflacke in perfozming 
his pzomiled vowe, armed himſelfe in the blacke Armour, and 


haſted towardes the Cittie: where he was no ſoner come, but 


ſeeing ſuch an alteration, he was ſo perplered to ſe ſuch a mul - 
titude ol enomies, in compaſſing the perſon of his belou d that 
without any farther aduiſe, hee determined to aſfault the whole 
multitude, and ſo die amongſt his enemies. At laſt calling to 
minde the koꝛzmer paſſed Lone betwixt him and Laurana, h& 
thought it an vndutifull part to deſtroye himſelfe whome ſher 
fo tende rip loued: and faking to himſelfe a moꝛe ſtapde reſolu⸗ 
tion, het tame into the Perſtans Campe, and viewed the ſame, 


nert, he eſpyed the Greene Tents, and thither ha went: and 


commingto dnesk the Douldier:, demaunded whoſe Tent that 
was, who anſwered him that it was the Kings of Hungaria, 
and from theace hee went vnto the white Tents, and alked of 
a ſouldier whoſe that was, who told him, that it was the P2in- 
tes of Sparta: àt laſt he eſpped the Ned Tents, which he well 


knows to behis Fathers, Which cauſed an ertreame feare in 


him, leaſt his Father chould be alſo come againſt the Theſſas 
hans, and comming thither, h& met with one of his Fathers 
Knights, of who e he demannded the cauſeof the comming of 
the Bohemian King into Theſlalie? The Knight pzelently 
thought that he was the Blacke knight, ol whom ſuch generall 

kom- 
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t ommendation had bene ginen , and thorefozofoldehim the 
whole cauſe of their. comming, and withall, that the Hungari⸗ 
ans and Spartans, were on their ſive: which newes ſo reutged 
the blacke Knight, that his ioy exceeded. The Perfians all this 
while viewed the behauiour of the blacke knight, andlikewiſe 
the knowledge ofhis comming, was came to the hearing of the 
whole field, which cauſed many thouſads to fozlake their tents 
_ to behold him, which he no ſoner beheld, vut getting himſelle in⸗ 
to the midſt of the plaine, which was betwixi the campes, and 
wauing his ſpeare aboue his creſt, challenged the Perſtans, 
who beholding their ferro2 come again to tozmet the, ſtod fas 
ring on one another:atlaſt one Brant a mightie ſtrong knight, 
belonging to the Boſphoꝛe ot Thrace, one of thecontributozies, 
buckled on his Armour, and mounting himlelfe, came out to 
met the black knight, who no ſoner eſpied him, but ſetting his 
ſpurs to his hoꝛſe, inconatred the erſtan with ſuch furp, that 
with the blow of his ſpeare which hit him ful in the fight of his 
beuer, ⁊ ſhiuering into ſmall pcces, ſtroke into his bꝛain, wher⸗ 
with he tumbled fro his hoꝛſe dead: which the Perſians ſæing, 
none of them would come ſoꝛth at that time, ſo that the black 
Knight departed greatly diſcontented, that hee could make no 
further p2wfe of his valour, leauing thouſands pꝛapſing him, 
ſoms commending his perſon, ſome his comelineſſe, ſome his 
curteſie, æ all his poweꝛs: and as he was going towards y caue, 
he eſpied the troupe of ſouldiers that lay hidden in thoſe wods, 
which made him wonder greatly, but wold not inquire of anp, 
becauſe he knew the to be his ſubiects by their flags ; ſo pꝛiuilꝝ 
getting into the caue, he declared to the outlawes what a mul⸗ 
titude or ſouldiers were come into the country. Mhileſt he wag 
in this diſcourſe, one ofthe outlawes came in, and beganne 
to tell that there was an hoſt of men in the wd, and withall, 
affirming that Dioniſius the King was amongſt them, which 
be pꝛouoked by (6 many likelyhods, that Pariſmus tould not 
choſe but beleene him, being now firoken with ſuch an in⸗ 
ward ioy, that hee ſhewes himſelle ſo pleaſant and merrie, * 


of Pariſmus, 
the Outlawes wond2ed at this ſodain alferation,hauing neue 
befoze in al the time ot his being amongſt them, ſeen him mery 
Uery early y next moꝛn ing, the Bohemians, Pungarians, and 
Spartans, by the ſounte of a dzumme which thep heard with 
in the citie, had knowledge that all were in readines, therekoze 
they marched all at once to the Perfians, being halfe a mile a- 
ſunder,vpon a oewdly plain,where they were no {oner met with 
their armies, but there began the cruelleſt-fight that cuer was 
ſckne, but all their fozce did nothing pꝛeuaile againſthe Per⸗ 
ſians (though they aſſailed them in th2& ſcuerall places) who 
kept themſelues ſo ſtrongly together (being ũue to one) that 
the Spartans, and Yungartans, had the wozf, 
By this time the Theſſalians were iſſued out of tle Cittie: 
and ſo furiouſly inuaded the - Perſians , that thouſandes of 
ghoſts were ſent to Eliſtum: the fight continned fo2 the ſpace 
of tws houres, in all which time neyther partie hat aſuan⸗ 
tage ofother, but ſtill pPerftans kept with a head, that the ad⸗ 
uerſe partie could not bzeake theirraaks. Alſo by this time Di- 
oniſſus was tome nere the battell, which when the Perſians 
ſaw,they could not tel what to thinke:likewiſethe Theſſalians 
wondꝛed at the Hungariaias a Spartans, alſo fearing leſt they 
had bin Perfians: at laſt Dioniſius (being in his youth a moll 
bzaue t gallant ſou dier ſetting ſpures to his hoꝛſe, ran furiouſs 
ly againſt a Perſian knight, and with hisLaunce ſtroke him 
thzough the vody, wherewith his fozces ioyned with the Bo⸗ 
hemians, which ſome what diſcomfo2ted the Perſians, when 
began ſt:chthineringof. Lances, clatfering of armour, ſoun⸗ 
ding of Trumpets, nopſe of Dzu nes, neighing ok hozſes, that 
all the Titie was filled with the nopſe thereof: wherewith O- 
livia, Laurana, and the reſt ok the Theſſaltan Ladies, were 
come to thetopofa tower to behold them: at which very inſtät 
they eſpied the Dlackekn gut tomming with allſpede towards 
the Campe, who hearing the nopte ofthe battell, was come 
to ſatiate b imſelfe with the blod of the Perſians, ruſhing 


inamongeſt *. thickeſt, T Tye firit that he mette, her 
ranne 
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ranne quite thzough the body, anothers head cut off, that the 
Perſians began to thꝛong about him by mnltitudes, whoſe in⸗ 
inuincble foꝛte they were not able to withſtande: fo2 be laide 
ſuch blowes vpon them, that he that was next him, oz with⸗ 
in compaſſe of his ſwo2de, oped. The newes of his comming 
was ſone knowne, weich ſo encouraged ihoſe on the Theſſa⸗ 
lians partie, that euerp ons was reſolutelp determined to dye, 
o2 conquer. The blacke knight hauing continued an houre 
and moꝛe in this cruell fight, hauing llaughtered many of the 
Perſians, waued his ſwoꝛde abone his head: which the Theſ- 
ſalian hozſemen perte iuing, made a head after him, and by his 
valour diſranckt the Perfians, and was gotten intothe midſt 
of the Perũan battaile, and with him the Ring ol Hungaria, 
Oriſtus, and the Pzince of Sparta, whome he vory well knewe, 
where thouſands ofthe Perſians dyed, by the vnconquerable 
fozce of theſe wo2thy knights, At laſt they foure encountred 
With foure of the contriburaties, two of them being the bꝛe⸗ 
thꝛen of Bruſter, two ofthe valientſt knights that euer were 
in Perſia, exceding the ozdinary ſtature of men, the one na- 
med Brandor, the other named Ramon, The blacke knight 


encountred Brandor, the Kingof Hungaria encountred Ra- 


mon, and the P2ince of Sparta, and Oriſtus, the other two: 
bet werne whom began ſuch a cruell battell, that the earth was 


all ſtained with the blad that iſſued from them. In this cruell 


maner they continued by the ſpace ot halle an houre, where⸗ 
with the blacke knight was ſo inraged, ſeeing himſeffe reſiſted 
by one Perſian, that all his ſences were turned into furp, that 
taking his ſwoꝛde in both his hands, he ſtroke ſuch a blow at 
Brandor, that with the ſozce thereof his ſwozde bꝛaſt, and the 
leſler ende thereo in the rebound, ffroke his hozſe that he fell 
downe vnder him and Brandor: fell downe from his hozſe as 
one dead: which the blacke knight er aving, ſnatched his ſwoz2y 
from hun and mounted Brandors hoꝛſe, and girding his ſpurs 
into his üdes, ran at Ramon with ſuch furie, that had he not 
au9yded his blow, he had ſpilt him in pertes, and ſo he left K 
E 
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The p2ince of Sparta, the king of Hungaria, and Otiſtus, (fill 
keeping together. Mhziſe afterwardes did the blacke knight 
te ſcue Dioniſius from the Perſians : and thziſe did hee mount, 

his father hauing his hozle flatne vnder him:ſuch noble ads 
and valiant exploits did hee there perfozme, that my dulled 
penne is not able to expꝛeſle the ſame, that the Perſians lay 
Haughtered vpon heapes, and the earth was died into red with 
their bloud. Mhen it grew towards night, Oſiris came in 
with his twenty thouſand hozſes, which freſh ſupply made 
ſuch a ſlaughter amongſt the Perſians, that they were con⸗ 
ſtrained to vſe all their (kill how to defend, and not to offend, 
Which gaue ſuch enconragement to the Mheſſaltan' party, 
that they ſeemed no moze diſcomfozted,then at thebeginning. 
The blacke Ringht all this while ranged vp and powne a- 
mongit the Perſtans, being d2tuen hitber and thither with 
the thzongof theSonlvdiers ; at laſt he came vnto the plate 
where thePerſian king was. who ranne at the blacke knight 
with his Speare, and burſt the ſame, but the blacke knight 
would not ſtrike at him, but bowed his body in reuetence of 
him, which made him wonder: alſo he mette with Sicanus, 
with whom he could not meete befo2s, and beeing glad he had 
gotten a ũght of him, he determined now eit her to end his life, 
oꝛ die himſelfe-in purſuit thereof: therefo2e bzandiſhing his 
Swoꝛd, he ſtroke at Sicanus with ſuch lurp that he made the 
fire ſtart out of his epes.Sicanus likewiſe gaue ſuch a violent 
th2uſtat the blacke knight, that lighting neere the buckle of 
his Armour, it pearced into his ſide, wherewith the blacke 
Knight being cloſed with Sicanus, caught hold of his Beuer 


with his left hand, and with the pummell or hie Swo2d ſtrone 


him ſo violently, that the buckles bꝛaſt, and his Beuer and 
Helmet ſell from his head, and the blow: hauing paſſage bx 
the weakeneſſeof his Armour, bʒuſed his fate, thut he fell from 
his hoꝛſe. and had not Brander and Ramon beene bp, with o- 
ther ot the Contributaries, he had the ſetond time dyed by the 
viacks-Rnlghts: handes, a” inragesd the blacke * 
tha 
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that like a madde man hee furiovſly flung vp and downe, 
llaughtering infinite numbers ok Perſlans, deſtroping all that 
he mette, that his hozſe and armour was all to bee ſtained 
with the Perſians bloud, and would haue continued longer 
to the terrour of the Perſians, but that the day was ended, 
whereof the Perſians were glad, and ſounded retrait, hauing 
loft ſo many of their men that all the earth was conered with 
dead bodies, The Perſians hauing reconered their tents, in 
heauineſſe began to curſe the blacke knight, who had made 
ſuch llaughter, that all the army was almoſt diſcomfo2ted with 
the remembzance of him. Dioniſius becauſe it was night, con- 
neted his ſouldiers vnto the wod againe. The Bohemians, 
Mungarians, and Hparcaines, being gone to their tents, the 
Thefſaltans to the Titp, and Oſiris backe to the place from 
whence hecame: where z leaue them, to ſpeake of the Nugne 
and Laurana, who all this while had viewed the whole campe, 
being amazed to ſee the laughter that was made amongſt the 
Perſians, but eſpecially by the blacke knight: they alſo mar⸗ 
uelled what fozce that ſhould be that came from the wad, but 
moſt of al, they wondzed that theblacke knight concealed hims 
ſelfe: which made Laurana ſo deſirous to know, that ſhee ſent 
out a Page to marke his going from the Campe, to tell him 
that ſhce entreated him to lodge within the City, that the 
Queene and ſhe might peelde him ſome part of amends foꝛ his 
kindneſſe, foz comming to aide them. N 
The Page diligently attending his buſincfſe, eſpied the 
blacke knight hafting from the field, and calling vnto him, 
told him that the Pꝛinces Laurana had ſent vnto him, to ro⸗ 
queſt him to lodge within the City, that they might ſhew ſome 
fhankefulneſſe vnto him,foz the paines he had taken to defend 
them. The blacke knight willed him to tender all dutifull 
thankes vnto his Miſtris, whoſe requeſt he would moſt wil⸗ 
lingly fulfill, but that he was bound to the contratie by a ſo⸗ 
lemne vr we, but within a ſhoꝛt time he would moſt diligently 
atted her pleaſure; foz that he had dedicated his lice tobe ou 
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in her defence, which he would not veſilt fo hazard whilelf che 
had anenemy liuing: wyerewith, rewarding the Page very 
bouncifully he departed: and by the way he beganne fo cons 
ſider that if he ſhoulo not manifeſt himſelfe, all men would 
thinke that Sicanus had been wzongfully accuſed, and his own. 
honour catled in queſtion: therefoze yet againe, he once moꝛe 
reſolued not to manifeſt himſelfe.vnfill ſach time as Sicanus 
had conſeſt the fac that was laid to his charge, and with this 
reſolution went to the Caue.Laurana expected Þ returne of her 
Page, with ſuch an earneſt deſire, that ſhe could not be quiet 
vntill he was come, who deliuered his meſſage accozding as 
Pariſmus had willed him, which dꝛaue her into a thouſand ſun 
d2y imaginations: one while ſhe thought it was ſome ſtrange 
Knight that fought her lone by his valour, and an other while 
the thought it was Pariſmus, but that cogitation was ſwner- 
tinguiſhed by a thouſand doubts, that with extremity ofpaſſi- 
on, ſhee burſt fozth into theſe laments. What diſtreſle and 
ferro is this, that I endure by want of my deere Pariſmus : 
who J cannot ſuppoſe to beliuing, becauſe he is thus long ab- 
ſent, who J know would not be out of my Company, if hee 
might entoy the ſame: but my Deſtinies by his want doe in⸗ 
tend to wozke my ouerthꝛow, yet neuertheleſſe, were J but 
aſſured he were liuing, then ſhould my heart be at quiet, fo2 J 
know he would pꝛeſerue his life fo2 my ſake: 02 were J but 
allured that hee were dead, then would J ſone reſolue to fol⸗ 
low him, that my fainting Ghoft might enioy his compa⸗ 
nie: and knew he but how deerely J loued him, then J am 
ſute that he would ſone returne, but he hath heretofoze mette 
with ſome falſe Crefſed, and therefoze he only abſenteth him⸗ 
ſelle, to make triall of my Truth, were 5 but ſure that this 
were thecffecual cauſeof his abſence,then would q reT in qut- 
et, but my luckleſſe Stars bode me no ſuch good Foztune. And 
to my griefe, I feare me, he pe2s ſoule is deſtroyed by the tre⸗ 
Chery of that wicked homicide Sicanus, who is not contented 


with his tragedie, but alſo ſ@keth my deſtruction, Wel!, 
_—_— with 
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with what patiente J may, 7 will liue in hope once #gaine o 
fre my Ko), fo; J doe not doubt but the Palmers newes were 
true: 92 elſe how ſhould he come to paſſeſſe that Jewel, which 
my deare Pariſmus ſent me? In theſe, and ſuch like com- 
plaints ſhe ſpent all that night, xefuſing to be comfozted, that 
the pure Chꝛiſtall teares ranne from her eyes aboundantlp, 
that it would haue fozceda ſtony heart to relent at herdolefull 
lamentation, 


CHAP, XII. 


How Doniſius difcouered himſelfe to the Queene, and of the 
joy was made in the City: how Pariſmus determining to 
ice Laurana in his palmers diſguiſe, lighted vpon a pret- 
tie aduenture, at the firſt dangerous, but in the ende 


pleaſant: and what battels hee afterwards fou ght with the 
Perſiant. 


E Ionifius very earelp the next dap after the 
: I batfeil fought againſt the Perſians, came 

5\ 1] marching with his troupes (of whom ve- 
rr few were mifſing, towards the Citie, 
7 / [4| from whence hes found the Perſians res 

/ 2} moued further by halle a mile: foʒ thep has 
uing viewed their fozces, found them ſo 

much weakened, by the laſt dates infinife - 

flaughter, that they thought themſelues ſcarce able to reſiſt an 
other aſlault, and therefoze began to intrench themſelues : by 
which meanes thoſe of the Theſfalian party had free acceſſe fo. 
the Cify,and by the appointment of Dioniſius, al the louldiers 
were conueied into the ſame, euerp band lodged ſeuerally by 
themſelues, al things being oꝛdered fs2 a ſudden aſſault (it need 
ſhould require.) The Bohemian king requeſted the king of 
Hungaria, and Pzface of Sparta, to gs with him to the palace, 
to viſit the Nugne, amongſt whom was Dioniſius, 2 
pet 
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zt knotone to any bat the Bohemian King, they marched in 
heir armour with Dummes and Trumpets. The Quens 
ganing kaswledge of their comming, came to meete them in 
mourning attire, and with her Laurana, and the Thefſalian 
Ladies, the faire young Nueene of Huugaria, and the Kadie 
Iſabella, (who had all this while remained with Oliuia, ) and 
alltheheſſalian Lo2ds, ſhewing by their ontward habite, 
theirinward ſozrow,foz want of him that was amongſt them: 
bythiatime they were met, and moſt kindly ſaluted each other 
the MNutene giuing them moſt harty thankes fo2 their friend- 
chip, and they pꝛoteſting neuer to fozſake her in time of neede. 
Ohuia maruelled who that might be that concealed himſelke, 
which both Laurana and all ths reſt diligently marked, and be⸗ 
ing dꝛawne by that meanes into heaup cogitation of her loft 
Kozd, ſhe vttered theſe ſpeeches ; Moſt wozthy Ring of Bohe- 
mia, J àm ſozry that the R ing of Theſſalie is wanting, to giue 
honour to your ſimple entertainement, whole abſence is moſt 
greeuous vnto vs, being our onely defence 4 comfo2t,by which 
meanes wee cannot giue you ſuch a iopfull welcome, as wee 
ſgould, if our Sun were not darkned, but are compelled by our 
paints, to make yon pertakers of our woe: as alſo the death 
of that noble Pzince pour valiant ſonne, (being vafoztunately 
acted in our Court,) hath ſo onerwhelmed vs with care, that 
au cannot exped ought from vs but ſighs and mourning, that 
all the entertainement we can giue, is to bid vou welcome to a 
feaſt of ſozrow:wherwith ſhe and the vertuous Laurana,ſhews 
ing a countenance full of milde pittie, ſtood weeping e lamen⸗ 
ting, that all the whole companp were areeued to ſe their (02 - 
row, which ſfroke ſuch a derpe imp2eſſion of pitty into Dioni- 

ſius heart, that with the teares ſtanding in his eies, he vnbꝛa⸗ 


ted his helmet, and comming ſuddainly fo Oliuia, ſaid. Deare 


Queene, behold one ſalue to cure your ſozrow : the Nuten and 
Laurana were ſo amazed, that they could not tell whether they 
might gine credit to their eies 02 no, but at laſt with ſuch vn⸗ 
ſpeakable toy, Oliuia my him, that it delighted all to be⸗ 
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The fut part 


hold their kind reioycings. 

Laurana kneling downe did her humble dutie, and Dioni- 
fus ſcing her kneeling, & with blubbꝛed cheeks as he thought 
bewailing his abſence, moſt willinglp toke her bp and kiſſed 
her, which hee had neuer befoze done, ſince ſhee was a childe: 
which ſo rauiſhed Lauranaes paſſtonate heart, that her iop fo: 
hie returne, and griele koꝛ Pariſmus want, might be compared 
to two mighty fozces ſtriuing to oucr maſter each other. The 
Loꝛds of Theſſaly, were ſo renewed with the pzeſence of their 
king, that twenty thouſand hoſts of Perſians could not daunt 
their bndgunted hearts, ſuch mirth gretopcing was thzoughs 
eut the whole Citie, that fo2 euer after they continuallp kept 
that as a holy and ſeſtiuall dap: ſo erceding was the Citizens 
top, that the belles rung, the Dꝛumes and Trumpets ſoun⸗ 
ved, end they made boneſtres and trrumphes throughout the 
whole Citie: the noiſe whycreof made the Perſians wonder, 
and aſtoniſhed, to ſee them in ſuch mirth, & ſo little to regard 
their foꝛtes, Which doubts were ſone ended by ths newes of 
Dioniſius reurne, whom we leaue now in his owne Court in 
great iop, welcemming the frangers, and himſelle welco⸗ 
med bphis ſubiects. 

Pariſmus the ſame day was tome out of his Caue in Pal⸗ 


mers wxdes, becauſe he knew he ſhould not haue occaſion to 


vie his Armes, and comming to the Citp, he found the Perſts 
ans dillodged, and all thereft within the walles, and hearing 
the ioy that was made, he maruelled what ſhould be the cauſe, 
and eaſily got into the City, ( becauſe vnder that habite he was 
not miſtruſted,) and ſone had knowledge of Dioniſius his re⸗ 
turne, whith he hadheardofbefoze, He began then to thinke 
with himſelle in this loꝛt, how vnkind am J, that will nat ma⸗ 
nileſt my ſelfe vnto my deare and Arrtudus Laurana, whom 3 
know endureth much ſozrow fo2 my lake, ſher will kepe mee 
being aliue, ſecret from men, and why then may I not com⸗ 
foꝛt her and my ſelle, by hauing ſome pꝛiuate conferente with 
her And * this reſolulion, he went vnto the Pallace, my

there walked bp and downe, not bauing a fight of Laurana, 
noꝛ Leda her matdeall the day, noꝛ poſſibly * how to 
tome fo glue her knowledge ol his being there without ſuſpt- 
tion. Thus he ſtaped vntill it began to be darke, and hauing 
no other meanes, he lept ouera mighty high ſtone wall into the 
Garden, where diners times hee had en: oped the ſweet pꝛe⸗ 
ſence of his beloued: and there hid himſelfe in a little groue 
that was by Art made foz pleaſure, whereunto ſeldome any 
came, in which groue he was conſtrained to ſfay molt part of 
the night, by reaſon that the King of Bohemia, and the reff, 
lodged in the Pallace, it was very late befoꝛe all were at reſt. 
Pet neuertheleſſe when there was none to hinder him, he was 
without any hope to ſee his Miſtreſſe, and all things being ſi⸗ 
lent, he ſpied a light burning in her window, under which hee 
got himſelte ſo neare as hee could, and to his comfort heard 
Laurana ſing this ſang to her Lute,

Pariſmus heating the contents of this heauenly Harmony, 
and knowing the voice tobe the vertuous Laueranes, wagſg 
contentedly pleaſed with the lame, that his ſpirits were dzawn 


into a diuine contemplation of her perfections, wherein hee 


continned a great ſpace, at length, when hee heard that ſweet 
delighting Parmonp to ceaſe, he cait vp his eye to the win⸗ 
dowe, to ſee il hee could haue a light of his beloued thꝛongh the 
Glaſſe, weereofhe was diſappointed, by reaſon the candle was 
ſu>dainlyerting, which dzaue him into ſandzy cogitationg 
how hee might gine any inſtance vnto her ok his being there, 
but ſawe no poſſible meanes, being a thouſand times in minde 
fo knocke at the ſtaires doe that came into that garden, from 
which hee was diiconraged by as minp contrarp doubtes, 
leaſt hee ſhould putte her in (ome ſuddaine ſeare, by ſuch vn. 
wonted nopce: Againe, hee knewe not who might bee in her 
companie, which might be a meanes to bzing her name in 
queſtion, if hee ſhould be ſeene there. Mhileſt hee continued in 
theſe doubtfull thonghts, the night w 3s karre ſpent, the cleere 
day beganne to appeare, which dꝛaue him into another ſtudie 
which wap to get out of that place again, foꝛ he was loth to lin⸗ 
ger there all the next day, and ſo by miſfo2tune be diſcouered. 
At laſt being dziuen to take any ſhifte ſoz currant, he got 
to the top of the backe wall, which incompaſſed the Pallace, and 
thought that was the belt to zy to eſcape without ſuſpition, foz 
ifh& hadde attempted to haus gone backe by the ſame way her 
came in, he could by no meanes haue eſcaped vneſpped, ſo ad- 
nenturouſly leaping from the hight of the wall, by great miſ⸗ 
fo2tune (the ſame being farrheigher then he thonght,) he had a 
moſt grieuons fall, and by the noice thereofawaked two migh⸗ 
tie ficrce Paltoffes, which were vſually kepf fo2 to defend that 
place, wherein aRich Cittizen continnallp layed great ſtoze of 
Marre and Qarchandize, which no ſoner eſpped him fallen 
downe, but they ran vpon him with open mouth,(theDogges 
in ZTheſſalte being ſo ſlrong and fierce by Nature, that they 
fearenot to encounter with the nightielf Lyons,) hh aue 
arilmu, 
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Pariſmus fo his dttermoſi chifts, hauing no weapen fo defend 
himſelfe withall, but a little pocket dagger, dꝛewe backe vnto 
the coꝛner of the wall, by which meanes the Dogge could 
not come behinde him, that with eaſe he ſlewe them both, and 
hauing eſpied this daunger, beingj bitten in diners places be⸗ 
fo2e he could kill them, he knocked at the marchants doe, thin⸗ 
king to make ſome excuſe to paſſe by that wap, thꝛough Wiich 
hee muff ne des goe, loz there was no other way foz him to get 
out: the Marchants Daugbter hearing one knocke, loked out 
af the windolve, and taking Pariſmus fozanother, came run⸗ 
ning downe to the doe, and kindely taking him in, locked the 
doe againe, and being in the darke entrie, claſping her ken⸗ 
der armes about his necke: Swerke Friende (quoth ſhe) how 
could you oſcape the danger of the Dogges, that peu aduentu⸗ 
red to come in on this fide of the Youſe ? but as J wonder, ſa 
Jam gladde pouh e 2 them, and moſt louinglp kifſed 
him an hundzetht 

Pariſmus bid, 14 much at this great kindeneſſe, and 
willingly diſfembled, as if her had bene the man ſhe toke him 
to be: loꝛ het tende rand kinde empꝛacings were ſtifficient en⸗ 
ticements to pꝛocureſhis conſent. That night the had appoln⸗ 
ted a poung Gentleman (vnto whome the boꝛe affed ion, wit h⸗ 
out the conſent of her Parents) to tome vnto her, and with the 
top ok his comming, the made no doubt yow hee could come in 
on that ſide, Which cauſed him to vſe the like kinde Salut ation 
to her, relopcing in his minde, to ſee how ſuddainelp hee was 
fallen into ſuch a ſweete labyinths of Loue, hauing fo lately 
eſcaped amiſchiefe. 

The Marchaunts Daughter thinking verilie it had bene 
her accuſtomed Louing Friende; ved all courteous and mo® 
kinde welcomes that might be; with wonderküll pꝛoleſtations 
other Lone, being ſach indeed, as pꝛoteeded from deeps groun⸗ 
ded affection, which made Pariſmus vie the like courfeons im⸗ 
bꝛacings, and thankſall gratulations, finding by her ſpeeches, 


and . other likely hade, that chee was none Kauen 
It. 
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but might be of better parentage then · he toke her to be, which 
ſomewhat inticed his minde tu a wandꝛing delight in her kinds 
neſſe, that he determined with her to taſte what lone was. By 
that time they had continued their kindneſſe a gad ſpace, ſher 
deſired him to come vp into her Chamber, whether ſhes ledve 
him in the darke, the pwze ſoule hauing no other intent but 
chaſt and vertu pus, and nothing ſuſpecting him to be a trans 
ger, which Pariſmus well perceined by her behauiour. Aſſone 
as they were come thither, ſhe kindely deſtred him to ſit down 
on the beddes ſide, whileſt ſh&e went to light a candle, as well 
to be delighted with beholding his perſon, as otherwiſe. Sher 
was no ſoner gone, but Pariſmus ſecretly ſtepped to the doze, 
with purpuſe to behold ik her beautie and perſon were agrees 
able to her other conditions, and ſawe her to be a moſt gallant 


and beautifull Damoſell, which ſight ſo inticed his mind, that 
aſſone as ſhe was comming to him with the candle, her blewe 
the ſame out, and tolde her that a light fitted not atthat time, 
fo2 it might be a meanes tobew2ay their ſecret meeting, which 
ſhee allowed foꝛ a (nfficient excuſe: wherewith Pariſmus be⸗ 
ganne to entertaine her, with ſuch kinde dalliance as earſt hee 
neuer taſted, ſhe kindly repꝛouing his behauiour, vet had no po⸗ 
wer to reſiſt: at which time (to both their delights) he depꝛiued 
her of the Jewell che was vnwilling to loſſe, but with his pithy 
perſwaſions peelded vnto;he vſing ſuch a ſweete — vets: . 
tue, as was able to conquere the chaſteſt.Pariſmus reaped ſuch 
ſweets content from this Uirgins pure delightlull bodie, that 
he was altogether vawilling toleaue her pleaſant imbꝛacings, 
but at laſt remembꝛing his eſtate, told her that he would wozk 
ſuch meanes fo2 ſauegard of her honour, as ſhe ſhould wel like 
of: the poze ſoule with weeping eyes and heartie ſighes, badde 
him adige.-Kindly kiſſing at the parting, he gane her a rich Je- 
well, which he deſired her to were ſoz his ſake, and toke from 
her finger a Ring, which he pzomiſed he would euerlaſtingly 
weare as her fauour.Aſſoms as he was fozth of does, comes 
the appointed loner, who hauing ſtaied ſomewhat long, uw

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fome diſpleaſure, but yet knockt, which made Violetta ( foz fo 
was ſhe called open the doe againe, maruelling that he chould 


be ſo ſone returned: but he athis comming ſaluted her with 
a frech ſalutation, and kiſſed her, excuſing himſelle foz his long 


you ble ſuch excuſes, when you were lo lately with me ? Dear? 
Lone( quoth he,) account you it ſo lately, when (J pꝛoteſt) 3 
thought thele their dayes ſithente J ſaw pou, to be longer then 
th: peares: by which ſpeches ſhe perceiued that another had 
overheard. tteir appointment, and by that weanes deceiued 
her, which made her growe fo much in loathing ofher pzeſent 
ſuter, that euer after thee ſhunned his companie, andhent her 
mind wholly to meditate how to knowe him that had trapt 
her loue, vowing neuer to loue any but him, and reſoluing ne- 
uer to cnioy any quiet, vntill ſhe had knowledge what ha was. 
Pariſmus was no ſoner come fozth oftheMarchants does, 
reiopcing at his laſt pleaſant banquet, but pꝛeſentip her haſted 
to his Caue, where he found the Out. lawes, ſadlp reſpecting his 
returne, of whom being kindly welcomed, tg betoke himſclfe 
to his reſt, and the confented meditations ofthe Marchants 
daughter, had not p remembꝛante of Lauranas Uertues, ſoine- 
what reſtrained his affection, hee had fallen to a loſe and d iſſo⸗ 
tute conteit. But calling to minde her perfections,}and his vn⸗ 
tonſtant Acte, he tozmenled hiinſelfe with griefe, that hee had 
done her that wong: but pet it troubled his minde the leſſe, 
becauſe hee knewe it was not reuealed to any but to Himſ: lie 
onelp, and likewiſe ſomewhat it v2ged his minde ok ingrati⸗ 
tude, it he chould altogether fozfake Violetta, ftõ whom he hay 
taken the belt Jewell Che had: in which dinerſitie of thoughts 
he ſpent that moznings repoſe. The king of Perſia, calling his 
coatribytaries altogether, vp the aduiſe of all, concluded to fend 
into Perſia foʒ moe Foꝛtes, as alſo to roquet dtuers okhis alli⸗ 
ance to aide him, in revenge of ſuch iniurious wzongs,as he al⸗ 
ledged he this ſonne Sicanus had damen at Adonius hande.

This meſſage being ſo ſecetly diſpatched, that the The ſlali⸗ 
ans had no knowledge thereof,by which meanes they cõtinued 
in great ſecurity and ioꝑ fe the great victozie, they with the 
aide ol the blackeknight had made againf the Perflans : yea 
ſo ſecure would they haue bene (had not the remembꝛance of 
Pariſmus death ſomewhat calmed chdir exceeding top) that the 
Perſians might many times haue ſurpziſed them, but the 
blacke Knight was fill ſuch a lette vnto them, that theirene- 
mies could attempt nothing but he would diſcouer it, be which 
meanes, the Theſſalians had knowledge thereof. Manp 
dates continued the Perſians befoze the walles of Thebes, 
neuer giuing any aſſault, noz once comming foozth of their 

Trenches, which cauſed the TheCalians to count them halfe 
vanquiſhed. During Which time, Pariſmus (knowne by the 

name ofthe blacke knight) did fight many bzaue combats with 

the Perſians, by which meanes the Court of Dioniſius was 

filled with the reſounding ecchoes of exceeding pꝛaiſes made in 

.commendation of his pzowes and vnconquered chinalry, but 
molt ok all they wondzed at his ſtrangeneſle fo bee knowne, 
and the rather, fo2 that none could learne where hee made 

his abode, knowing that it could not bee farre from the Citie. 

The Perſian meſſenger made ſuch expedition in perfozming 

his meſſage, that in thozt ſpace there were gathered together 
of. ſundzie nations, another mighty Army : firſt came the king 
of Natolia, being nearely allied to the Perſtan, with a great 
army of Natolians, the King of Libia, with thirty thouſand 
Libians, and the King of Licia, with foztp thouſand men af 
armes, and of Phrigia fwentfy thouſand : and fo repaire the 
decayed campe of ho King of Perſia, came fifty thouſand. 
This laſt Armie ſoone landed in Theſſaly, and pitched their 
Tents on the plaine of Pharſalia, of Wboſe appꝛoach both 
the Perſlans and Theſſalians had knowledge, to the com⸗ 
foꝝt of the one, and to the diſcomfozt and terro2 of the other: 
by meanes whereof the Theſlalians being befoze in mirth, 
beganne fo ware carefull of their eſtate 3 and Rey o 
enty 
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twenty thouſ and hozſemen well armed out of the Citie,to this 
ende, that at al times they might ſuctour them with a frech ſup⸗ 
plie, fo2 that they knewe they ſhould nerde all the helpe they 
could poſſible make: who being abzoade, ſone toke ozder, 
that the Perſians in their Roades tould ſcarcely finde any cats 
tell oz other victualls, 

Theſe newe Foz2ces being all iopned together with the 
Perſians, beſette the Citie anewe with double Mrenches and 
Foztifications round about, ſo that there could none paſſe in 
02 out, which tauſed Dioniſius and the Bohemian King(hauing 
made ſuruep of their ſtoꝛe) to conſider that there was not pꝛo⸗ 
uiſion enough within the Citie.fo2 ſuch a number of Souldiers 
fo2 one moneth, making account that it was the onely conrſe, 
either vallantlp to dꝛiue backe the enemie, oꝛ ignominiouſſp to 
abide their mercy, and therfoze determined the next day to iſſue 
out vppon them, Which they in pollicie did, not with hope to 
vanquitſh ſuch an Armie, but to lette the Perſtans knowe, that 
they were not diſcouraged with their huge multitudes: which 
purpoſe of they2s was thus furthered by the blatke Knight, 
who early on the next moꝛning hadde buckled on his Armour, 
and was come befozethe Tentes of the Perſians, and eſpping 
ſuch a huge and mightie multitude of newe come Souldiours, 
that alreadie hadde vnited their Fozces with the Perſians, and 
by enqupꝛie, h& ſone learned who they were, and thereloze re⸗ 
ſolued fo vſe his wonted manner of challenge: which when the 
Perſian King beheld, hee made relation thereof vnto the Ring 
of Natolia, and alſo what valiant ades the Blacke knight had 
done, entering ſo farre in tommendation of him, that the Ring 
of Lycia ſtanding by, being ofa haughtie and pꝛoude diſpoli⸗ 
tion, beganne to dildaine to heare him ſo highly commended, 
thinking hiniſelfe able to conquere and ouertome anp, ſo: hes 
was eſtemed to be oneof thebeftKnightes in the Wigzlde : 
which made him replie vnto p king ol Perſia in this ſozt, that 
hee would ſone pꝛoue that there was no Knight in Theſſaly 
able to combatte the King of Lisia ; therefoze arming him mo, 

e 
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be went fo2th-to meete the blacke knight, who no ſonerſare 
him, but hee ſet ſpurres to his hozſe, and ran at him with ſuch 
foꝛte, that he:onerth2ew both hoꝛſe, and man to the ground: the 
King of Licia ſcing himſelſe thus foyled, ſone got vp and 
dꝛewe his ſwozde, but the lacke knight diſdaining to cope a⸗ 
ny further with him, whom hee had already conquered, turned 
bishoaſe,and rode from him, which ſo vexred the Ring of Licia, 
being enraged to ſee his owne ſhame, and with angnith of the 
bꝛuiſt hee reteiued in the fall; that he would haue mucthered 
bimſelfe, but that his knights hindered him. 


How Pariſmut met with Pollipus of Phrygia, and knowing 
the deuiſe in is Armour, refuſed to combate with him: and 
how a peace with certaine conditions was concluded be- 
twirt the kings of Perfia and Theſſatie..

{| counter,. there was in the Tente of Phri- 
8 gia two knights, eſtmed the onely men 

A inthe. wozld'foz vaiour, one whereofhad 
6 \ FLESH} befoze: time ſerued the Perſian king, in 
Are bis warres againſt Bohemia, whoſe 
name was Pollipus, the other named 


Zoylus, whole match oz equall in ar mes 
he had neuer met withaii, beeing withall ſo vnmercifull and 
tyꝛannous, that by his trecherp in fight he had ſubdued many: 
thouſand knights in his trauels. This Pollipus was deſirous: 
to trie his fozce againſt the Blacke knight, and ſone mounted 
himſelle, being a moſt gallant pꝛopoꝛtioned and comelp knight. 
The blacke knight being ill ready foz anpincounter, met Po- 
lipus with- ſuch fozce, that both their ſtaues were ſhinered in 
peetes, the blacke knight not once mwuing in Saddle, but 
Pollipus with the focze of his blow loſt one of his nn | 

lacks 
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blacke knight, not once moouing in his ſaddle, but Polippus 
with the fozce of the blow loſt one of his ſtirrops, the blacke 
Lnight hauing dzawne his ſwo2d, ready to combat Pollipus, 
eſpied vpon his Armour the deuiſe of thee Falcons, and ſud- 
dainly put vp his \wo2d againe, which when Pollipus per- 
ceiuing, he marnelled thereat, and aſkedhim the combate, the 
black knight ſaid, pardon me wozthy ſir, foꝛ J am bound not to 
combat any that weareth that Armoz, and without any moze 
wozds departed. Polippus wondzing thereat, at laſt remem⸗ 
bꝛed, that When he was with the Perſian king, befieging Bo- 
homia, he made a couenant with Pariſmns, neuer to combat as 
ny, that had the deniſe of the bzanch of roſes vpon his armour, 
which was Pariſmus armoz,e Pariſmus likewiſe pꝛomiſed him 
the like, therfoꝛe he thought that the blacke knight was either 
Pariſmus himſelfe,oz ſome knight whom Pariſmus had bound 
by the like oath. The occaſion of which vow paſſed betwixt Pa- 
riſmus and Pollipus, was growne thzough the excedigg lone 
and kindnes that had paſſed betwiyt them from their youth, 
being bꝛought vp together in the vniuerſitp. Wherefoze Pol- 
lippus ſtudying what he might be, and reioycing that hee had 
ſo wozthy a knight to his friend, rode backe to the Perfians 
tent, who ſtod gazing fo ſ& enent ofthis Combat, but maruel⸗ 
led that they parted ſo friendly, 

Piollipus beeing returned, fald the Rings of Perſia and 
Natolia, that hee refaſed the combat, the reaſon was as hee 
thought the blacke Knight knewe him, otherwiſe hee knewe 
not what might be the cauſe, Adonius, the Ring ol Bohemia, 
Oliuis, Laurana, and the reſt, all this while wondzed at the 
blacke knights behautour, but moſt of all to ſe him part ſo 
friendly with the Phzigtan Knight. Whilelt they were in 
this admixat ion, they beheld the moſt valiant Zoylus ready fo 
encounter the blacke knight, the Perſians now thinking fo 
ſs the blacke knights downefall, foz that Zoylus had yvow- 
ed neuer to depart vntill hee had deſtroied him: with whom 
the blacke i night mette with * aduantage, that my 
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the fozce of Zoylus he onerthzew him to the ground, and him⸗ 
ſelfe had loft both his ſtirtups. Zoylus ſone reconered his 
Yozſe, and with furious rage they, both mette with their 
ſwoꝛds dzawne, when beganne a moſt terrible and cruell bat⸗ 
tell, that all that behelde the ſame, were amazed at the va⸗ 
lour of both the knights, in which cruel manner they contined 
ſoʒ two houres ſpace, both being grteuouſly hurt, but neuer 
weary no; willing to leaue off : at laſt the blacke Knight ſer⸗ 
med weary, and only warded the furtous ſfrokes that Zoi- 
lus gaue him, Zoylus thinking indeede, that hee had fatned, 
laide on ſuch blowes with ſuch (wiftnefſs and fozce, that all 
the whole company of the beholders, deemed the black knight 
almoſt vanquiſhed. Zoylus ſtill purſued him with fu2cible 
blowes, and the blacke Knight fill warded: ſo long they 
continued in this manner, that the Phzygian boganne to 
ware wearie, and alſo to ſuſpect the blacke Knights pollicie, 
therefoꝛe taping his hande, he ſaid : Knight, J gine thee 
leaue to aſke pardon foz thy life , 02 elſe be ſure thou art but 
dead, 

The blacke Knight caſting his eies towards the Tower, 
where his beleued Laurana ſtoode beholding the combatte, 
and wauing his ſwozde moſt conragiouſly about his heave, 
anſwered : No daſtard Phzygian, (quoth hee) J ſcozne thy 
p:offgr : with which wozds, he ſo freſhly affaulted the Phzys 
gian, that in ſhozt ſpace he dzaue him to deniſe how to ſane 
his life: foz hee had mangled and cut his body in many plas 
tes, that his Steede was all ce loured with the bloud that 
ranne from his woundes , which cauſed the Ph2ygian te 
thzuſt at theblacke Knight, with ſuch fozce and furte, that 
bee wounded him moſt grieusvſly on the left ſide, which 
wound, and withall the remembzance the blacke Knight 
bad who beheld the combatte, cauſed him with both his 
handes fo ffrike ſuch a deadly blowe at the Phzygian, that 
lighting full on his Beauer, the fozce and vigour thereof,both 
vn⸗ 
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wounded him ſo ſoze in the face that he fell on his / Boꝛſe necks 
ſenſeleſſe, the blacke knight ſtroke another blow at him with 
ſuch a maine fo2ce, that had not thePh2ygians Yozſe ſtarted 
with the glimmering light of his ſwoꝛd comming, he had there 
parted his head from his ſhoulders, and the ozſe ranne loſe 
about the fields, at laſt the Ph2ygianbeganne to recouer him⸗ 


ſelfe, and looking about him, bee eſpied Pariſmus with his 


ſwoꝛd put vp, and himlelfe without a weapon, that what with 
ſhame and furie, he was almoſt madde. 

Theſe Combattants were no ſooner parted, but the Mheſſas 
lian hoꝛſemen by a pꝛiuie Watch-wozd, from ont the Citie, 
ruſhed ſuddenly vpon the Perſians at vnawares, who erpe- 
&ed no ſuch matter, and had their mindes otherwiſe buſied, ſo 
that befoꝛe they could be in Armes fo defende themſelues, the 
Lheſſalians had made a great ſlaughter amongſt them, which 
the black Knight perceiuing, though he were grauouſlp woun⸗ 
ded, made ſuch ha uock among the Perſians, that al men dæmed 
him rather to be a Diuell then a mozfall creature, with whom 
Pollipus met, but would not once offer to offend him. : 

Dioniſius, the Bohemian King, the King of Hungaria, 
tbe Pꝛinte of Sparta, Lozd Remus, Oſiris, and Oriſtus likes 


wiſe iſſued out vpon the Perſian fozces in ſeuerall Troupes, 


which ſo amazed the Aatolians, Phꝛigians, and the other Nas 
tions of the Army, that they maruelled whence the Thellali⸗ 
ans could haue ſuch aide, but theix comming amongſt them on 
ſuch a ſuddaine, made ſo cruell and mighty a ſlaughter, that by 

that time the day was ended, they hadſlaine of þ Perſtans fifty 
thouſand, which cauſed them euer alter to be mozecircumſpect 
and wary. All the Souldiers beeing retired into their places, 
the blacke Knight likewiſe withdzewe himſelfe towards the 
Md, Pollipus hauing al this day very diligetly followedhim 
being almoſt come fo the Mods ſide, ſet ſpurres to his hozſe 


andouerfoks theblacke night, whoeſpping him, ſtayed his 


comming, e knowing him to be the knight with whom he had 
: G 2 coms 


vnbuckled the ſame, and his ed woꝛd cut offhis righteare, any 
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combattcd that dap, by the thꝛee Faulcons on his Armoz moſt 
kindly ſaluted him, and demanded what might be the cauſe of 


his comming vnto him. Who replyed thus: Pol wozthy 


Knight (quoth hee) my humble ſuit vnto you is, that you 
would vouchſafe me ſo much faupur,. as to let me vnderſtand 
the cauſe yon refuſed the Combat with me this dap? Gentle 
Lnight (quoth Pariſmus) pou muft needs pardon me fo2 that, 
vntilly know whether you are the wozthy Pollipus of Phry- 
gia, whom 1 iudge you to be by thoſe Armes. 

Indeed (quoth hee) J am the ſame Pollipus, andthe chieſeſt 
canſe of my comming vnto you, is my earneſt deſire to bee ac⸗ 
quainted with you, though vnwozthy, foz that J know you 
could not come to the knowledge of mee, but by the vertuous 
Pariſmus, who is now dead, in whoſe defenceifyou beare 
armes, 3 will with you doe my endeudur to reuenge his death 
againſt mine owne Tountrep, foz J am thereunto bound, 
Woz2thy knight (quoth he)if yon will vouchſafe to take ſuch 
ſimple entertainement as my pose lodging doth affo2d,J will 
make knowne vnto you my whole deſire; which Pollipus wii⸗ 
lingly accepted, and being come to the Caue, Pollipus marueb 
led to ſe ſo wozthy à knight in ſuch an obſcure place, but being 
come in, he was ſone vnarmed, and then Pariſmus knew him 
to be his ſriend, and laking him by the hand, led him aſide, and 
then made himſelfe known vnto him: whereat Pollipas won⸗ 
dzed, and ſo with exc&eding iop, moſt loningly emb2aced him: 
and after ſupper was ended (which was pꝛouided by the Out⸗ 

lawes, t cleanly dꝛeſt by the Damſel,) Pariſmus declared vnto 
him the whole circumſtance of this tragedy, wherwithPollipus 
was ſo inwardly vered, to heare of Sicanus falſhod, p he vowed 
foz euer to remaine his pꝛoleſſed enemy, they continued in the 
cane al the night, the one recounting vnto y other their fozepaſ- 
ſed friendſhip, at laſt it was cõcluded betwirt them, that Polli- 
pus ſhould ſtill continue there, and therfoze pꝛouided him other 
Armour, that thereby he might not be knowne, It was ſome 
thax weekes ſpace befoze Pariſmus could recouer his wounds, 
during 
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during which time the Thellalians had receiued much dam⸗ 
mage by their enemies, growing into feare of Famine, foz that 
their victuals beganne to ware ſcant, their courage being likes 
wiſe ſomewhat abated, foꝛ that they ſaſw not the black knight 
in all that time come into the field, as his wonted manner 
was: therefoze they concluded by a generall conſent to Parley 
with the king of Perſia, and appointedLozdRemus to be the 
mellenger: who comming fo the Perſian king, told him that 
Dioniſius king of Theſſalie did defire to parley with his High- 
nes whom he knew not that he had any way offended, Whoſe 
mellage, the Perſian King kindely accepted, and vpon his 
Kingly pꝛomiſe pꝛoteſted to continue a truce foz that day, aps 
potniting the place ot meeting, to be on the Greene befoze the 
welt gate ol the City: whither he came with the Rings that 
were with him, and Sicanus his Sonne: whither alſo Dioni- 
ſius, and the Ring of Bohemia, with all the reſt of the Potens 
tates on the Theſſalian party likewiſe came. Many things 
being alleagedon both ſides,theone in accuſation of Sicanus, 
the other in defenceofhis innocency ,at laſt by conſent of all, a 
peace was concluded foz twenty daies, and on the twentieth 
day it was concluded that this Controuerſie ſhould be decided 
by battel, and the conditions were theſe: That if Dioniſius 
could not bꝛingthꝛe knights to combate with thꝛeꝛ ol the Per⸗ 
ſians, that then he ſhould acknowledge himſelfe ſubiec to the 
Perſtan king, and alls ſhould deliuer vnto Sicanus, his faire 
daughter Laurana, to be at his diſpoſition, and Sicanus to eniop 
the Crowns after his death: and il the Thefſalians ſhould 
tonquere the Perſian knights, thenimmediately; the Perſian 
ſhould-remooue his Fozces, and Sicanusſhouit: acknowledge 
tho truth of the Fact, ppon which conditions the peace was 
concluded, and firmeiy ratified;by the generall Dathes of both 
the kings of Perſia and Theſſalia. During which time of peace 
Pariſmus & Pollipus mould vſualiꝑ come abzogd, both acmed 
in white Armour, with Planes of white feathers, and white 
© teedes gallantly attired: ebebeld the Perſians and Theſſa- 
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liansconfinnally every dap combatting foz friall of their man⸗ 
hood, but ftil the Phaygtan Zoylus, and ptw9 Perſians, Bran- 
dor and Ramon, bo2e away the vidozp, that the Theſſaliang 
would no mo2e encounter with them: which dzaue Diomſius 
into ſuch a deep ſtudy What Knights to pꝛouide agatnlt the aps 
pointed day of combat, altogether diſpairing of the Blacke 
night, foz that he has not beene ſcene a tong time amongl(f 
them, and alſo fo2 that Oriſtus à Oſiris were ſo grenoufly hurt 
that it was impe ſſible foz them fo reconer their health by the 
time appointed. Pariſmus heating of this concluſion, told Pol- 
lipus, that if he would accompany him to be one of Lauranaes 
Champlons.he would be fo2 euer Found fo requite that curte⸗ 
fie : Which gentle requeſt Pollipus kindly accepted. The third 
that Pariſmus had appointed, was one of the Dut-lawes that 
perſerued his life, whoſe valour exceded moſt of the Kinghts in 
The ſſalie, though he endured ſome ſecret diſgraces. 

Laurana marnelle that during the time of thoſe warres(be- 
ing ſo famous as they could not choſe but bee ſpꝛead thzough 
moſt part of the wozid)ſhe could heareno newes of Pariſmus, 
indging him now foz acertaine truth to be dead, foz otherwiſe 
ſhe thought it could not be, foz ſhe knewe ik the leaſt repdet of 
thoſe wars were but come to his hearing, he would returne to 
aide her from Sicanus, whom ſhe ſo much abhozred,that it was 
a griefe to her to heare him named: withall, remembꝛing in 
what peril, both her Father, her Tountrey, and her ſelfe, were 
bought bp his tyzanny, and that this miſery exceeding all the 
reſt, was now fallen vpon her, that ſhee muſt finde Champt- 
ons to defend her, oz elſe ſhe mut be thꝛall to him, which was 
ioze græueus vnto her then ten thouſand deaths: the remem⸗ 
 bzance ot which extremities, cauſed her to bꝛuſt koꝛth into thele 
exclamations: Moſt vnhappy and accurſed welch that I 
am, how can J exclaime afficiently againſt my hard de- 
ſinies, that haue bzought me in danger of him whom J mozgo 
tally hate, whoſe very name is odious in my hearing, who by 
his freachery hath robbed me of my hearts delight, and conti⸗ 
nnally 
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nually wozkes my endleſſe toꝛment: had my vnlucky ffarres 
allotted me to ſome vatimety death, oz otherwiſe wꝛought my 
miſery, then could J haue endured this martirdome with pa⸗ 
tience, andquietly haue ſuffered theertreameſtcalamitie, but 
my euill deſtiny farre ereedeth all miſery, and hath ſhut mee 
from all hope ofcomfo2t in this my affliction, by the death of 
my vertuous Lozd, and deare friend Pariſmus, whoſe ghoſt 
is buſted with diuine confemplations, and not tozmented as 
JF am with fempozall verations. J would willingly follow 
him to Elizium, there to retaine the fruitionof his heanenly 
compaty, but my deſtinies likewiſe haue allotted mee a co- 
wards heart, not daring fo execute my will vpon my ſelfe: 
my ſoꝛward minde likewiſe dillwadeth mee by many impoſſi- 
ble perſwaſions, that in thisertreaniity, J know not whoſe 
aide to imploze: my Pariſmus ts dead, my Fathers Knights 
mangled fo2 my ſake, and all things ſo contrary to good ſuc⸗ 
ceſſe, that vnleſſe J bee deliuered from this tyꝛant Sicanus, by 
ſome admiravle and ſtrange meanes, J muſt of neceſſity fall 
into his loathſome power, whoſe ſerpentine bzeath doth infect 
my heart with deadly feare. Mith theſe and ſuch like exclama- 
tions, Laurana tozmented her ſelfe continually : At laft the 
appointed day of combat was come, againſt which time (by 
the appointment ot Dioniſius) there were [ately ſcaffolds ere⸗ 
cted foꝛ the beholders, one fo2 the King of Perſia, at the one 

end, and the other foꝛ Dioniſius and the Theſſalian Peres. - 
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CHAP, XIIII. 


How Pariſm: and Pollipus, and one of the Out-lawes, ſent 


Dina the Virgin to the Coutt at Thebes with a meſſage, and 

how they fought a battel againſt three of the Perſians, ac- 

cording to the peace concluded, And how Sicanus refuſed 

to performe the Condition of the peace, wherupon Pariſ 
mus vwnknowne, challenged him the Combat.

The damlell being inſtructed of Pariſmus what ſhe ſhould 
doe, made all haſte vnto the Pallace, where ſhe was no ſooner 
tome but the was conducted into the great Yall, where was 
Dionifius, Oliuia, the Ring of Bohemia, and the King of 
Hungaria, with his faire Quene Armida, the Pzince of Spar- 
ta, and the Lady Iſabella his ſiſter, with a number of other 
Lo2ds and gallant Ladies. ho beholding the damſell, mar⸗ 
uelled with what meſſage ſhee came, who beeing my 
the 
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the ning, humbly reuerencing her lelle vpon her knee, tolde 
him, that ſhee had a meſſags to deliuer vnto thePzinceſſe Lau- 
rana, who being ſentfoz, the Damoſell pꝛeſented vnto her a 
ſcutchion, wherein was poztrapteda Knight, woundedbytl 2x 
ſlaues, and a deſcription how they conered his body as dead, 
with poſſe, and vnderneath, how the ſame knight wag 
found by another Rnight, and carried toa Taue, which was 
done in moſterquiſite manner. Laurana hauing a while vew⸗ 
ed the ſame, and red the verſes wzitten vnderneath, deliuered 
the ſame vnto the Ring: who hauing likewiſe read the verſes, 
molt kindely thanking the Damoſell fo2 her paines, referring 
the anſwere to his zDaughter,who willed the damoſell fo ſigni⸗ 
fie vnto the Knight that ſent her, that ſhee did moſt willingly 
accept him foz her Champion, willing her fo deliuer vnto him 
a rich imbꝛopdered ſcareff, which ſhe requeſted he would weare 
foꝛ her ſake, The Damoſoll hauing receiued her meſlage, and 
rich reward, departed. 

Aſlone as the was gone, all the Court was comfo2fed bp 
this Mellage, and pꝛepared to attyze themſelues in tkeir 
ſcatelieſt robes the next dap, the moze to diſcourage the enes 
mie. This Damoſelt ſone returned to Pariſmus, and deliue⸗ 
red the meſſage Lauerana had ſent him, and the ſcarffe which 
thee requeſted him to weareas her fauour, which hee kiſt, and 
rekiſt, becauſe it came from the moſt vertuous Piltrefſe of his 
Affection. | 
The next dap, the Theſſalian King, the Ring of 
Bohemia, the Ring of Hungaria, and the reſt, ſeated 
themſelues on the Scaffolde, likewiſe Oliuia the Queene, 
the Nugne of Hungaria, and the beautifull Laurana, whoſe 
ſplendoz ſo darkened the beautie of the reſt, that ſhe ap⸗ 
peaxed like golden Scinthia, amongſt. the twinkling Starres, 
the crimſon colour ſhining ſo freſh in her Chꝛiſtall chækes, 
and as Claret wine and Milke mixte together, being ſo 
comely faite, ſo vertudus and chaſte, fo conrfeous and con⸗ 
ante, ſo milde and mercifall , as ſhe was no way to bee 
equalled, 


The firſt part 
equalled, and yet bearing a minde ſo farre from p2yde, that 
ſhee diſdained not the meaneſt perſon in Theflaly , whoſe 
Royail perſonage ſ&@med- an D2nament to all the whole aſ⸗ 
ſembly. The Ring of Perſia, the Natolan Bing, the King 
of Licia and Libia, were ſeated on the Scaffolde, and next vn- 
der them the Perſian contributozies, which when the Thel⸗ 
ſalians behelde, they ſuppoſed one parte of the wozlde was 
tome to deſtroye them. The Perſian Knighies came into 
the liſts, the firſt beeing the valiant Zoylus, atfyzed all in 
redde, with moſt riche capariſons of beaten Golde, with 
a plume of redde feathers beſpangled with Golde, nexte 
cainethe valiant Brandor, and Ramon, attired in moſt rich 
colours.ofblewe, nothing differing, becauſe they were Bze- 
then, who gallantlie mannaged their Steedes with ſach 
feature, that one would haue iudged ther comelier Knights 
coulde not haue bæne lounde, and ranging th2& oz loure 
times about the liſtes, but ſœing no enemie appzoaching, 
they fared and gazed as if they thought ſcozne to ſlay the 
Theſſalians comming: but tare, gaze, and ſtay they might, 
fo2 the Theſſalians Champions came not an houre after 
that, which dzaue Dioniſius info ſuch an agonie, that 
hee could haue tozne his haire from his head, fearing leaſt 
the meſſage the Damoſell brought, might bee deuiſed by the 
Perſians to delude him withall, that he and all the reſt were 
dziuen into ſuch an extaſte, that they ſate like men amazed, 
not knowing howe oz which way to ſaue themſelues from 
diſhondur. Laurana likewiſe, ſeeing her expectation croſſed, 
and doubting nowe the wozſt, wared fainte with inwarde 
griefe, and the linelie redde beganne fo fade out of her 
Chekes , that ſhee had fallen from the place where ſhee ſatte, 
hadve ſhee not bene reuiued with a ſadaine ſhowt the people 
made, who eſpyedthe tha Champions come galloping a- 
long the plaines, which ſo reuiued the rebated heartes ofthe 
Theſſalians, that they ſeemed like men newely raiſed from 
death to life. The ſodaine reiopcing ſomewhat daunted 
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the Perflans,becanſe they were befoze per [waded they Moni 
haue the conqueſt without battell, and alſo they fearedicaſt th 
Blacke knight might bee one of them that were the Combat 
tarts. 

By this time Pariſmus, Pollipus, and the Out- lawe were 
come to the Liſtes, their Armours being filnered all oner, thrir 
Apparell, Plumes and Stedesall white, their staues, Capa- 
riſons, and Furnitures all alike, nothing differing in all their 
1 · wrong but that Pariſmus Woze the Dcarffe Lauarana 
had ſent him, and Pollipus in his Creſt a freſte bzanche of blas 
med Palme,qhauing i in moſt gallant manner marched twice 02 
fh2ice about the Lifts, they came backe to the Races ende, and 
there attended to knowe Dioniſrus pleaſure; 

Pariſmus (fill hauing his eyes ſeated on the Uertuous Ladp 
Laui ana, at laſt Dioniſius came downe from the ſeate of State, 
and moſt kindelp ſaluted him, telling them, ſince it was theic 
pleaſure ſo much fo doe him Honour;as to become his Combat- 
tants, hee would (if it pleaſed God fo graunt them the Uicto- 
rie, ) not be vnmindelull of their Courtifie, noz vngratekull foz 
thekr paines. 

Ns foner was Dioniſius Seated againe, but the Trumpet 
(accozding to the wonted manner,) beganne to ſummon theſe 
Champions to the battell. Pariſmus loking backe vppon Leu- 
rana, ( as it from thence he had fetcht his being, ) waued his 
Launce about his heade, and the Champions mette with ſuch 
fury, that ſhinering their Launtes into a thouſandpeces,thep 
paſſed by without any harme at all, then dꝛawing their words 

Pariſmus encountred Zoylus, Pollipus Brandor, and the Out⸗ 
law Ramon, betweene whom began a moſt firce, terrible, and 
cruell bat teil, that in ſhozt ſpace the Armours flue in peeces, 
and the blod ran down aboundantly on either partp, in which 
molt cruell fight they continued by the ſpace of two houres, 
neither party ſeeming to peeld. At laſt Pariſmus being inra⸗ 


ged at the valour of his enemy, and knowing that it was now 
no 
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no time ot daliance, betauſe hee ſaw the Out⸗lalv beginne to 
faint; aſſailed the valiant Zoylus ſo fiercely, that hee could 
ſcarcely withſtand his furie, and ſone had died by the vn⸗ 
conquering arme of Pariſmus, but that the Dut-law had re- 
ceived ſuch a wound by the hand of Ramon, that he felldown 
dead vnder his ho2ſe, which ſomewhat refreſhed Zoylus, foz 
that Ramon taking the aduantage, alſo aſſailed Pariſmus, 
which dꝛaue him to his vttermoſt ſhifts, At laſt hee eſpied a 
peece of Armour bꝛoken from Ramons arme, in which place 
he gaue him ſuch a wound, that he let his Yozle raynes fall, 
and his S teede being at liberty beganne to wander diſo2derly 
about the liſts. Zoylus in the meane time, being well refreſhed 
with the aide of Ramon, ſtrooke ſuch a fozcible blow at Pariſ- 
mus, that it pierced his armour on his left arme, and lighted 
ſo full on his Thigh, that hee was grieuoullp wounded, which 
blow, turned Pariſmus ſenſes into that extreame fury, that 
with all his fo2ce, ſtriking with both his hands at Zoylus, he 
fmctchim on the head with ſuch furie, that he fell down from 


— 
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his hoꝛſe: at which blow all the field ſhowted, and Pariſmus 
{woz2ds burſt. | a 

During which time, the two other two Champions conti⸗ 
nued the Combat moſt bꝛauelp, e with much commendation, 
hut greatly to the diſaduantage ot Brandor, who was a mighty 
ffrong, and bigge boned Knight, and ffroke his blowes with 


ſuch foꝛte, that had not Pollipus nimbly auoided them, he could 
not haue endured his fight. At laſt Pollipus hauing eſpied his 
aduantage, thꝛuſt at Brandor with ſuch might, that the ſwoꝛd 
lighting full on a bꝛoken place of his armour, ranne quite tho⸗ 
row his bodp, and he fell downe ſtarke dead: by which time, 
Ramon had recouered his ſenſes, and ſaing Pariſmus to haue 
vanquiſhed Zoylus, allapled him (weaponleſſe as he was) and 
wounded him in two oz thzee places, but ſone Pariſmus gotte 
within him, claſped him in his armes, with maine foꝛte thzew 
him forth of his ſaddle, t in the fall, burſt his choulder, whereol 
he died: wherwith the whole aſſembly gaue ſuch another ſhout 
8 that 
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that the earth ſ@med to ſhake with the voyces, pzeſently the 
whole States on the Theſſalian partie, conducted the Combat- 
tans with all Solemnitie, vnto a molt riche Pauillion,ereced 
onely fo2 the ſame purpoſe : where they were no ſoner arriued, 
but Dioniſius moſt louingly embꝛaced them in his armes, and 
with infinite courteſies thanked them foz their paines, deflcing 
them to vnarme themſelues, that his Phyſitions might ſearch 
their woundes, which they refuſed to doe, vntill the conditions 
ecouenants of the combat were perfoꝛmed by the Bing of Per- 
ſia, Who hearing their iuſt 1 not in that honourable 
aſſemblie, fo mnch diſhonour himſelfe, as to bzeake his woꝛde) 
pzeſently gaue o2der that all his Foꝛces ſhould be diſmiſt. And 
alſo calling Sicanus vnto him, commaunded him vppon thedu- 
tie and reuerence he bare vnto him, to confeſſe the certainty in⸗ 
derde, whether her 02 any by his pꝛocurement, had faine Pa- 
riſmus. My Lo2d and Father (quoth he) by the reverence 3 
owe your Maieſtie, and the reſt of the Rings in this aſſemblie,, 
J am conſtrained to rekłraine from vttering what J would, but 
vnder pour honourable cozrections, J denounce him fo2 a vil⸗ 
taine and a Trayfo2 that accuſeth me fo2 Pariſmus murther. 

In the like teuerence, to this moſt honourable aſſemblie 
(quoth Pariſmus,)J teturne that Uillaine and Trayto2 to the 
ſelfe Sicanus;foz 3̊ thou lisſt, fo2 thou hyꝛedſt the of thy Tar⸗ 
tarians with pꝛomiſes of great pꝛeferment, who the ſame dap 
that Pariſmus was miſſing, martbered him moſt treacheroufly 
in the Mod hereby, my ſelfe found his bodie, and here J ſtand 
to pzoue againſt the, that like a Willante and a Trayfoz thou 
didſt this deede: In whoſe behalfe, J dare thee to the Combat, 
and fozaſmuch as thou thinkeſt Pariſmus had no fetends ſoz to 
to maintaine his iuſt quarell, 3 charge the as thou art a knight 
and honourelt Armes, not to refuſe this Combat: which chal⸗ 
lenge Sicanus in a great rage excepted.# p2eſently went fo arme 
himſelf, thinking that he might eaſily be ouercome, fo2 that he 
was alteadie grieuouſlie wounded. Did what Dioniſius, and 
the King of Bohemia could, Pariſmus ſtil demaunded the ow 
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bat, whoſe conftancie and reſolution they marnailed at, and 
the whole aſſembly were ſo deſirous of his conqueſt, that with 
applaudesand commendations, they extolled his honourable 
reſolution. Laurana ſeeing her Champion readie fo vnder⸗ 
take a freſh battell, came to him, and with hartie thankes 
fo2 his honourable paines taking in her behalfe, deſired him to 
deſiſt from the combat, foz that it might much endaunger his 
perſon, Pariſmus lighting from his hozſe, renerently kiſſed her 
hans, the very touch whereof, reniued his ſpirits with toye, 
and folde her, that if if were her pleaſare Pariſmus wzongs 
ſhould go vnreuenged, he would ſone defiſt: otherwiſe being 
vowed her poꝛe night, he would either at that inſtant make 
Sicanus confeſle his treaſon, oz ſpend his lateſt bꝛeath in pur⸗ 
ſuite of that quarrell:and therefoze hee moſt humbl craned her 
pardon. 

Laurana with a curious 2ye marked him whileſt that her 
talked with her, and though he were much altered, and chan⸗ 
ged his voice as cuningly as might be, yet the deemed it like 
the voyce of her deare Pariſmus, which ſh& was the rather 
induced vnto, foz that ſhe ſawe a Ring on his finger that ſhe 
bad befoze giuen fo Pariſmus, which dꝛaus her info ſuch an 
agonie betweene hope and diſpaire, that had not herfather 
and many others bene by, ſhee had there reſolued her ſelſe 
of that doubt: wherewith, and with the ſight of the blood that 
iaed out of his woundes, ſhee endured ſuch an inward af 
fliction and fozment of minde , that her ſences were oner- 
maiſtred with a pittikull regard of his eſtate. But pꝛeſently 
came Sicanus mounted on his Courſer, ſo Pariſmus humbly 
taking his leaue off Lauarana, mounted his ftede, and com⸗ 
ming toward Sicanus, beganne to vnbuckle his white ar⸗ 
mour, which was ſo artificially made, that it was but a caſe 
to his armour vnderneath, which was no ſoner off, but hee 
was pꝛeſently kno wne to be the blacke knight that had fought 


ſo valtantly in the behalfe of Theſſaly, and had Qlaine in ſe⸗ 
uerall Combats an incredible number of Perſians , which 
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of Pariſmus. 
ſo daunted the hearts of the Perſtans, that they alotted him the 
conqueſt, befo2eener that he beganne the Combat. | 


The blackeKnight at the firſt encounter, burſt two of the 
Combattants ribbes, and in thozt time, with fozcible blowes, 
beate him from his Pozle , and allighted to haue parted his 
head from his ſhoulders , but the Ring of Perſia ſeeing his 
ſonne in that perell, ranne to the place, and deſired the blacke 
knight to ſpare his liſe, which hee obtained: and vnlacing his 
Helmet to giue him bzeath, found that it was not Sicanus, but 
another Knight that hee had hyzed in his ſterde, fo2 that him⸗ 
felfedaurſt not meete fo valiant a knight hand to hand: which 
Pariſmus ſ&ing, in great rage would haue ſlaine him, but hee 
was diſſvaded by Pollipus. This cowardly Feſt was ſo odi⸗ 
ous, that euer alter Sicanus was accounted the moſt recreant 
knight liuing, but being ora ſhameleſle diſpoſition, he nothing 
regarded the ſame, 


CHAP, X. 


How Pariſinus and Pollipus, were conducted to the Court in 
tryumphant manner, and how Pariſmus diſcouered himſelfe. 
And of the ioy Laucrana made] for his returne. And how O- 
riſtus was the oceaſion of his owne death. | 


=D Yeblacke Knight haning ended this cont- 
vat to his vnſpeakeable - commendatio, 
e was with Pollipus in moſte bzaue and 
5 trpumphant manner conducted vnto the 
» L# | Pallace, with the nopſe of Dꝛummes, 
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- 8nd by the Perſian kings, who ſo well liked the blacke knighfs 
behautour, that they reſolued to ffay ſome dapes there, as well 
to be acquainted with this valiant knight, as alſo to do him al 
the hanour they could, thoughtby his valour they had loſt the 
victozie. The ſtrætes where they paſſed, whereby the Citizens 
ſkrowed with flowers, the windowes u dozes, and houſe tops, 
were filled with abundance of people, (that they ſeemed like 
ſtages) they came to behold theſe conquerours. Some pzeſen⸗ 
ted them with garlands of Bapes, in token of victozie, ſome 
with roſes, ſome with gifts, ſome with commendation, euerp 
one with excecing pzayſes of their valour, that it were a tedi⸗ 
ous foyle to rehearſe the manifolde honours that were done 
them as they paſſed along the ſfretes ; and as they paſſed by 
the Barchants houſe, Where Pariſmus had latelp eſcaped the 
danger of the dogs, he&elpyed Violetta ſtanding in her fathers 
| doze, attended by th:& 02 foure maides, very neatly appa- 
ö relled, bohd pꝛeſented Pariſmus with a moſt rich embꝛopdered 
; ſcarffe, ſoartificially w2onghf, that it excelled all the moſt cu⸗ 
rious woꝛkes in Theſſaly: wherein wee had moſt exquiſitelp 
d2a\vne out of the whole manner of Pariſmeis aduenture with 
her in her fathers houſe, which gilt hee moſt kindely accepted, 
being by that time her had vowed the ſame, come to the Pal- 
lace, where they were welcommed by the Qutene and her 
Daughter Laurana, with ſoundes of, uſicke, andexceding 
toy ; afterthe Nugzne had vſed ſome ſpeeches, Lauarana moſt 
beartily thanked him, that he vanchſafed fo be her Champion, 
but her countenance bewꝛaped her|inward care, and herſadde 
behautour, her mournfull thoughts, her minde being dꝛawne 
to the extreameſt limits of reſpite, and giuen ouer it ſelfe to the 
moſt bitter pangs of ſozrowfull meditation, that Pariſmus 
maruailed to ſee her conſtant reſolution, that could be altered 
by no meanes ok iop, noz once foꝛgette him that had bene ſs 
long miſſing. Dionifius likewiſe welcommed thither the Ring 
of Perſia, and the reſt of the kings in his companie, whole rop⸗ 
all entertainment was mKuailouſly liked, and commented 
| 0 
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of all. The Champions (accoꝛding as the cuſtoms was) were 
ſeated at a table ozdained fo2 the ſane purpoſe, with great ſtate 
and Dioniſius and the Ring of Bohemia came bnto them (as 
the manner was with them) to diſarme them fo2 their moze 
hondurable entertainement. But Pariſmus ſæing his Father 
comming to doe an office of dutte to him, roſe from his ſeate, 
and knerling downe requeſted a bone at his hands: the Ping 
of Bohemia, ſcing him knele, willed him to aſke what hee 
weuld. My Koꝛd, ſaid he, my ſute is, that you would fozgiue 
Pariſmus enemies: the King of Bohemia (little thinking that 
would haue beene his requeſt) wondꝛed what reaſon he had to 
aſke pardon foz his ſonnes enemies, and ſaid vnto him. Sir 
knight, J would gladly know why pou aſke pardon fo2 them 
that haue murdered my ſonne?£y Loꝛd, anſwered he, becauſe 
Pariſmus is liuing, wherewith he pu led off his Belmet, and 
the King his father knew him, and caught him in his armes 
with ſuch exceeding top, that the teares ran downe his white 
beard in aboundantce. i 

Dioniſius and Oliuia likewiſe eſpping him, embꝛacing him, 
with a thouſand hearty welcomes, andthe whole Tourt was 
filled with exceeding ioy foꝛ his returne. The king of Perſia and 
all the reſt of his parts likewiſe, came vnto him, and deſired 
him to remit all diſcontent, that had paſſed betwirt them, fo2 
that now they did repent them fo2 the intury th:p had done to 
him: the like honour was done to the Phꝛigtan Pollipus, al ad- 
miring the wonderfall vertues of Pariſmus: and recounting 
the famous acts he had done, ſeemed to be raniſhed in minde, 
with ioy that it was he, that had ſo honourably defended him⸗ 
ſeife againſt all knights that did combat with him. Þzeſently 
they were all ſeated at a moſt ropall feaſt. UWhere Pariſmus 
befoꝛe the Ring ol Perſia, and all the Kings pꝛeſent, rehearſed 
the whole truth of Sicanus conſpiracte againſt him, and how he 
was perſerued, and how that he had liued euer ſince in the caue 
amongſt the Dutlawes,and how he came by the blacke armoz 
which diſcourſe did ſo much diſgrace Sicanus, and extoll his 
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toy, fo2 3 know thep cannot bee true, fo2 ſull often thou haſt 


to Pollipus, and welcomed him, with {0 ſweet a kiſſe, that 
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owne commendations , that euerp one relopced af his good 
foztune, and contemned Sicanus falſhode, Pariſmus hauing 
ended his diſcourſe, marnelled that hee conld not ſee Laurana 
to welcome him, but ſhee being nothing delighted with any 
newes, but of his returne, and nothing at all thinking he had 
ben her companion all that while, abſented her ſelle from their 
company,fo2 that her fancies were otherwiſe baſied, and had 
withd2awne her ſelſe to her chamber, only accompanied with 
Leda her maide. Dioniſius ſ&ing that Laurana was not there, 
willed one of his gentlemen in the hearing of Pariſmus, to figs 
nifie vnto her, that her champion ſtaied \o2 her welcome. Pa- 
riſmus hearing his ſperches, deſired him the kaudur, that hee 
might goe and viſit her himſelf, wherwith Dioniſſus was well 
contented, and he, g Pollipus with him, being vnarmed, went 
fo Lauranaes lodging, which they found fall hut, but pariſ mus 
longing to behold her perfections, whereby his life was mains 
tained, knockt af the doꝛe, and Leda came 4g opered the ſame, 
who ſeeing him, was fo ſurpziſed with toy, that thee ran in as 
gaine without ſpeaking a wo29, and told her Miſtrelle that 
Pariſmus was at the doe: at Which word, Laurana ſtarted, 
ſaping: 3 pꝛap thee doe not tozment mee withtheſe newes of 


kindly deceiued my expectation, Deere Miſtris, ſaid ſhe,belene 
me it is molt true, and againe ran to the deze, telling Patiſmus 
that her Miſtris would be very glad fo fee him. 

Pariſmus entred the Chamber, and with ſuch ſeruency de- 
lighted himſelfe to behold her pꝛeſence, that his. wits were ra⸗ 
uiſhed with a heauen ofioy, and Laurana haning eſpied him, 
was ſo ſurp2izedwith vertuous amazement,to behold his pers 
ſon, that the teares fell from her cies, and her heart lept in her 
bꝛeaſt. Who being met, moſt louingly kiſt each other, ſo much 
ſurſetting with delight each of others pzeſence, that their 
ſpeech was turned info a delightfullembꝛacing of hearty con⸗ 
tent, not to be expꝛeſſed: which being ended, Laurana came

of Pariſmus. 
had he not beene the beloued of Pariſmus, he would haue voſy- 
ed himſelſe her tontinuall ſeruant. At laſt Laurana being raui- 
ſhed with beholding her deere Pariſmus, taking him by the 
hand, vtteted theſe wozds, Molt vertnous Pyzince, your pꝛe⸗ 
ſence and pꝛeſeruation, hath bzouaht vnto mee that content 
that JF am not able to expꝛeſſe:pour welcome, is amatbens hũü⸗ 
ble and hearty thankes foz pour paines taking in my behalſe, 
which is all the reward that J can make pou: Jacknowledge 
my ſelfe ſo farre bound vnto your vertues, as 3 ſhall endeauour 
during my life, lo requite pour kindneſſe to my power. J can 
count my ſelle to haue receiued m life at pour hands, the pze- - 
ſeruation of mp parents, and welfare of my Country, that all 
that may be aſcribed vnto happineſſe, is mine onely by pour 
vertuous power: that Ip2zoteff, wherein ſoeuer J may bee in 
any degree thankfuil vnto pou, 3 here offer to be ready at your 
diſpoſition. J had entertained ſozrow, but you haue baniſhed 
the lame from mp heart, and bꝛeught me that happp content, 
that acount mp ſelfe ſo karre indebted vnto you fo2 the ſame, 
as J hall neuer be able fo requite ; which wozds ſhe ſealed vp⸗ 
on his lips with many kiſſes, 

Pariſmus anſwered,my deere Lady, whatſouer J haue done 
J account as nothing, in reſpect of that my willing hart would 
haue attempted foꝛ your ſake,and my deſerts nothing wozthy 
the thankes pou render to me fo2 the ſame, being ſo far bound 
to you in the bonds of perfect duty, as J account my life, and 
al that J haue, bnwoꝛthy to be ſpent in recompence ofthe leaſt 
of your fauours, humbly thanking you fo2 reteining ſo good s⸗ 
pinion of my vnwoꝛthineſſe. Laurana knowing that her Fa- 
ther and thekingof Bohomia, ſtaied fo2 Pariſmus returne, 
with aiopfull countenance accompanied them down into the 
Ball: and being come fo the Jing, My Lozd and Father quoth 
ſhe, J defire your Maieſtp, that theſe wo2thy knights may be 
tommitted ta mycharge, to haus their wounds cared which 
they haue receiued in my behalſe. 
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Daughter ſaid Dioniſius, J commend the regard thou halt of 


their health, and commit them into thy hands, being a charge 


of an high account, paying it hee to vie them in the kindeſt 
ſozt, fo: thep haue wozthily deſerued to bee well eſteemed: 
And myloꝛd Pariſmus, (quoth hee) ſithence it is my Daugh⸗ 
ters requeſt, J hope you are contented to be her Gueſt, Mp 
102d, ſaid Pariſmus, elſe J ſhould ſhew my lelfe much ingrate- 
full. 

Laurana pꝛeſently conducted them vnto two molt rich as 
dozned chambers, which ſhee had moſt ſump tuoullp beautiſted 
with ie wels, and coffly furnitures, wought of the molt richeſt 
wozke in the wozld, all of greene and crimſon ſattin, bozdered 
wtth Gold and Azure, his bedde was framed moſt curiouſlie, 
ſtanding in maner ofaPauillion, the poſtes that bare it were 
of Juozp, beſet with Kubies, the coꝛds of greene ſilke, the couer 
of the rich Arabian ſilke, beſet with Pesrle, the curtaine of the 
ſame, the Chambers adozned with moſt beautifull Pictures 
to delight the eie, the ſta telineſſe of this lodging ſeemed in ri h⸗ 
neſſe nothing infertour to the monument of Manſolus, beeing 
one of the wozldg wonder, they had not there remained long, 
admiring the beauty of the place, but t heir eares were deligh⸗ 
ted with the ſound of molt pleaſant muſicke, vnto which has 
ning a while liſtned, Laurana deſited Pariſmus to accept of this 
foꝛ his lodging, telling him that Pollipus lodging was like⸗ 
wiſe adiopning vnto his, that at their pleaſures, they migh* 
eniop each others company, Whither Pollipus was honouras 
bly directed. 

Pariſmus moſt kindely thanked her, whoſe heart was ex 
ceedingly delighted with beholding her beautp, the Kings 
Phyſittons were by thts time come, which cauſed Laurana 


With a kind Facewell, fo bid Pariſmus Adieu foz that night, 


whaſe heart began to ware lad at her departure, the Phiſitians 
had ſoone dꝛeſt his wounds, which were manp, but none moz⸗ 
fall, and being wearied with his daies exerciſe, theſe two woz- 
thy Knights willingly gaue themſelues to reſt, where foz that 

night 
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night we leaue them. Oriſtus hearing that Pariſmus his Lo2b 
was returned, being then in the extreameſt danger of his life, 
by reaſon his wounds were then fcelh, could by no mea lies bee 
perſwaded but that he would goe to ſe him, and thervfoze the 
nert mo2ning very earely without the knowledge of any, ſtole 
down to goe to his maſters lodging, becing weake and [ceble, 
but be recctued a fall, which made a ruytare of his wounds in 
fachextreame ſozt, that they f.|lagaine to bleeding afieſh,but 
gauing a ſtrong heart he agatae recouered his feet, and with 
much adoe got to Pariſmus lodging,by which time the Phyſi- 
ans thar attended him, miſt him, and ſuſpecting the truth, 
following him by the tract of blood, to the Pꝛinces chamber, 
Where maugre the beſt ſkill of all the kings Phyſitians, his 
blood could not be ſtanched, that there hee dyed in his Lo2dg 
armes, whoſe death ſtrooke ſuch a paſſionate ſadneſſe to Pariſ- 
mus heart, that in many dates he could not vaniſh the remem⸗ 
b2ance thereof out of his minde. This newes was ſoone come 
to the knowledge of the Ring ol Bohemia, and all the reft,who 
generally tamented his death, fo2 that he was a Knight of 
god and honoꝛable qualities. Pariſmus continued many dates 
in this Heauenly Paradice, where he wanted nothing that 
"might bꝛing comfozt to his diſquiet heart, being ſo diligently 
tended by the vertuous Laurana, vntill that he had fully reco⸗ 
nered his health: During which time, hee often enioyed the 
Pꝛinceſſe pzeſence, and recounted vnto her the whole truth of 
that which hee had paſſed ſithence his departure from the 
Court, (only leauing out þ diſcourſe of the Merchãts Daugh⸗ 
ter,) retoycing much the Lady Laurana to hears the ſame : 
who with kinde and louing kiſſes, blamed him foz that bee 
would not makehimſelfe known to her in the Palmers wads, 
with many other kinde conferences» 
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CHAP, XVI. 


Of Sicanus death. How Pariſmns wedded the princeſſe 


Laurana, and of a generall triumph that was held for 
ſeuen daies, 


Any daies continned the Ring of Perſia, 
9 & with the reſt of the kings of his party, in 
&| DioniſfiusConrt,in Which time many were 
intrapped in the ſnares of Lauranaes beaus 
tie, which was ſuch as would dazle tho 
y eyes of the beholders, and aſtoniſh the 
hearts of no ſimple iudgements, with a dts 
nine conteite, that the king of Natolia wag 


determined to require and demand her in marriage of her Fas 


ther, had he not been kept backe by Sicanus, who cauſed his fa- 
ther the Perſian Ring, earneſtlp to ſollicite Dioniſius fo that 
effect: whoſe anſwer was, that his pꝛomiſe relyed vpon his 
Daughters choiſe, though indeede he neuer meant ſhe ſhould 
marrie the Perſian, foz that his behautour and frechery had 
made him hatev and odious in all mens ſight, 

Pariſmus now in like ſozt determined to wozke both his 
obone and Lauranaes tontentment: and to that purpoſe on s 
cerfaine time walking very ſolitarily in the Kings garden, ſtu 
dying how to moue his Fathers gad will to this match, in the 
middeſt of his dumps, hee was encountred by the P2incefſ: 
Laurana, who only attended by Leda, was come downe alſo 
into the Garden to take the ayze,who awaking Pariſmus fron: 
his dumps, with a courteous greeting, vttered theſe ſpeeches 
My deere Pariſmus (quoth ſhe) may 3 be ſo bold as beare you, 
company in this your ſolitarines, oʒ would you but vouchſale 
fo impart the cauſe of pour ſadnes vnts me, that J might bee 
partaker ofyour ſozrow, then ſhould yon ſone bats 
| afs 
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whatſoenercan p2ocure pour diſquiet, ſhall likewiſe purchaſe 
my diſcontent, Pariſmus moſt reuerentlp taking ber by the 
hand, ſatd : Moſt verfuons Lady, Jacknowledge my ſelfe ſo 
karre bound vnto you fo2 many wozthy fauoures vndeſerued⸗ 
ly beſtowed vpon mee, that I know not which way to peelde 
you ſufficient thankes fo2 the leaſt of them, much leſſe to re⸗ 
quite them: and if J ſhould deny to fulfill your requeſt heere⸗ 
in, vnts whom Jam perpefually bound, x ſhould ſhew my 
ſelle alfogether void of manners: Mherefoze know (moſt 
vertuous Lady)that my ſuppoſed diſcontentment, was a pleas 
ſant and delightfull meditation. And calling to remembzance 
your manifold vertaes, and vndeſerued fanourable aſſurance 
you haue giuen me of pour affection, that y was now deter⸗ 
mining fo ſpeake to the Ring my Father, to requeſt a conſum⸗ 
mation of our happineſſe, at the Ring you Fathers hands, ſo 
it ſtand with pour good liking. 

Dy Lo2d (ſaid Laurana) I wholly commit the matter fo 
pour wiſdome, whom J am bound to obey, by the choiſe J 
haue made ol vou to be my Lo2d and Yuſband, therefoze 1 
deſtre you to vſe that pꝛerogatiue ouer me, that by right belon⸗ 
geth vnto you, | 

In theſe and ſuch like kind conferences they continued 
talking in the Garden, to both their vnlpeakable ioies, being 
ſo vnited in the bondes of perfect amitie, that it was impoſſible 
to remoue their ſetled friendſhip. But Dinner time beeing 
come, they departed to their ſeuerall waies, being both highs 
ly contentented with the others faithfall pꝛomiſe. 

Pariſmus no ſooner found oppoztunity, but hee made his 
lone to Laurana knowne to his Father, who was glad of his 
ſonnes vertuous choiſe, and pꝛomiſed him to motion the ſame 
to Dioniſius, which he pꝛeſently did by this occaſion. As hee 
was walking alone, hee was encountred by Dioniſius, and 
Oliuia the Queene, not accompanied by any : and has 
uing kindely ſaluted each other, Dioniſius beganne to 
talke of the woꝛthineſſe of 1 and telling him 
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that he eſteemed bim the moſt foztunate man lining, to be the 
tather ol ſo vertuous a child, enting ſo farre into commenda⸗ 
tion ot him, that the Ring ol Bohemia thought he could haue 
no fitter time to motion the marriage then that, and therefoza 
anſwered; My Lo2d, à thanke you fo; entring into ſueh good 
liking of my Sonne, whom J cannot diſcommend, foz that he 
hath well deſerued honoꝛ, but A haue an humble ſute vnto you 
and the Nucene heere pꝛeſent, in his behalfe, which if you will 
vouchſafe to grant, both he and x ſhall be bound vnto you fog 
the ſame. Dioniſius and Oliuia earneſtly requeſted him to 
manifeſt the ſame. My Sonne (ſaith hee) intreated me to res 
queſt your honourable fauour, to contract a marriage betwixe 
him and your molt vertudus Daughter, vnto whom heehath 
wholly dedicated his affections, that J am now become an 
humble ſutozin his behalfe,Dioniſius,and the Nncene hearing 
his requef, were fo exceeding glad thereof (beeing the onely 
thing they deſired) that taking the King of Bohomia by the 
hand, they told him, they were highly contentedit ſhouldbe ſo, 
Thus al things falling out to their contentments, thep parted 
foz that time: Dioniſius the next day aſſembled al his counſell 
and noble men together, and there mẽtioned the contract vnto 
them, who moſt willingly conſented therto, by meanes wherg- 
of the newes of this marriage was ſone publiſhed, that it came 
to the hearing of Sicanus, who being inraged with griefe and 
ſhame, abandoned the company of all knights, and in ſhozt 
time grew to ſuch a deſperate conceit of his impaired honour, 
that with artete thereof hee died, which bzought ſome heaui⸗ 
neſſe to the King of Perſia, and the reſt:but his death was (one 
fozgotten, foz that his Father eſt&med him not wozthy the 
name and eſtimation ofa Ring, and had lately growne into 
great diflike ol him, and altogetherfanoured-the next Donne 
Lenvilus, who farre excelled his bzother Sicanus in vertuous 
qualitie. The ſolemnization df Pariſmus marriage was aps 
pointed to beginne within fozty dates, to the bnſpeakeable 
top of Theſſalie, but eſpecally, of the two pong mo, P 
| bic 
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which time Dioniſius ſent meſſengers to inuite thither many 
Kinges and Potentates, by meanes wherof,the Fame of theſe 
nuptialls was. ſpꝛed in molt places ofthe wozid, and many 
hundzeth Knights determined to miete there to doe honour to 
Dioniſius, whoſe vertues by repozt, had bene made knowne 
vnto them. To this marriage came the famous Cmperour of 
Conſtantinoble, with many other wozthy kuights. The 
Emperours ſonne of Greece, named Siches, with many vali- 
ant Knights, Prolomie the kings ſonne of Egypt, the Ring of 
Frize, famous fo2 Chiualrp, and the moſt famous Champion 
ol the wozld, Guido of Thrace ; with many. others to tedious 
to rehearſe, who all vpon the appointed dap, were ropallp en⸗ 
tertained by Dioniſius. | £ 

Pariſmus and: Laurana were with all ſolemnitie bzought 
vnto the Temple of Diana, where their rites were perfozmed 18 
with admirable pompe, the Bꝛidegrome being accompanied h 
with aboueeight Kings, and the Bꝛide being led by two Em⸗ 
perours, and attended by Outenes and many Ladies of great 
account ; the rites and ſolemnities being perfoꝛmed with ſuch 
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— that it excelled the ſtatelineſſe of Hecuba, Dugne of 
10. ä | 
Thus all things being ended fo2 that day, the night appꝛo : 9 


ched, moſt part whereof; was ſpent in Maſkes and many o⸗ 
ther courtlp paſtimes.ntedleſſe to rehearſe:and at laſt, the bꝛide 
was conducted fo her Bꝛide- chamber by the Nucne of Hun- 
garia, and the Nucene of Sparta. Where we leaue her to her 
exceding content, to entertaine her beloued Pariſmus: who be⸗ 
haued himſelfe ſo kindly thatnight, that Lauranaes foztreſſeof 
birginifie was battered rowne, and hie had the ſcaling of that 
warte Fozt,and ſpotleſſe puritie, and of a vertuous virgine ſhe 
became a chaſte wife and that night hee made her the happie lj 
mother ofa godly; bope, as ſhail hereafter be declared. 1 
Dioniſius foʒ the moze ropall entertainment of the States 
there aſſembled, cauſed a moſt ſtately Tilt to be erected on a 
godly greene befoze the Pallace gate, the ſtages being mot 
cunningly 
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| 
| cunningly made, by expert wozkemen, and pꝛoclaimed a Try s 
| umphe fo be made thers koꝛ ſeuen dayes, againſt all commers, 
| | The firſt dayes tryumph, the P2ince of Sparta and his knights 
; helde, as chiefe Challengers , who appeared befoze the whole 
| aſſembly of States, who were ſeated vpon the Scaffoldes, in 
| ſuch ropall manner, that the glozteofthem ſ&med to excell the 
ſtately pope of the migytie Monarch Alexander, Amongſt 
the reſt, Laurana was ſeated in a Chaire of ſkate , Crowned 
0 with an Emperiall Diademe, as Ladie ofthe Neuels: who 
1" had pꝛepared ſeuerall giftes fo2 the Conquerours, ſhining like 
I; golden Phxbxs, and her eyes twinkeling like two bzight thi- 
ning ſtarres, that her beautie made the whole aſſembly of 
F ſtraunge Anights admice her excellencie. The Pzince of 
af Sparta had his Tent pitcht at the firſt entring into the Liſtes, 
Wil ies as white as milke, ſhewing his ſingle eſtate, on the toppe 
whereof, was artificially framed a Golden Sunne, Which with 
lf his ſplendoz beautified the Liſtes. This dayes tryumphe 
i was perfozmed by the Pzince of Sparta, and his Knightes, 
with erceeding valour, himſelfe hauing vnhozſed aboue foztie 
| nights, of ſtraungs Countries, and had giuen to him by the

I Thus in great ropaltie, fo the exceeding pleaſure of the 
| | beholders, was the firſt day ſpent, till the darke euening cauſed 
| | the 8 to giue ouer, and betake themſelus to their nights 
| repoſe, 


Early the next mo2ning the kniohts were ſummoned to the 
Liftes, by the ſounde of Trumpefs, the :chiefe Champion fo: 
that daye, was Loꝛd Remus ofTheſlalte, richly mounted vp⸗ 
pon a Theſſalian de ot Aron grape, his Tente pitcht niere 

vnto the other, being of the colour of the Maine bowe: on the 

top whereof, was artificially tramed a ſwift running Part, 
whereby the counfrey of Theſſaly was famous: befsze him, | 
| went foure Pages richly attired, carrying ſome ſenerall'ſcut- | {| 
is chions; on the firlt, waspoztraited his Pilkrelle picture: 991 . 
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the ſecond, thꝛer ſiluerDones, ſignifiing his innocencie, farre 
from vains oſtentation: on the third, a bleeding hart: and on 
the laſf, a man ſming deſperate :who behaued himſelfe with 
no leſſe valour,then the Pꝛince of Sparta, to the great ioy of his 
Lady Iſabella. The third day the wozthy knight Pollipus was 
chiefe challenger, who had his tent richly picht oner againſt 
the Stage, being of the colour ofblod, on the top whereof ſtode 
a Lion Rampant, hisſtede furniſhed with coftly abilaments 
of beafen Gold, his armour after the Phzigian maner, whoſe 
matchleſſe chiualry vnhozſed that day an hundꝛed knights, and 
won the pꝛize from all the knights that encountred him. The 
fourth day Lozd Oſirus of Theſſaly, was chief challenger, who ſe 
tent was pitcht in maner of a hollow tre, from whence hee il⸗ 
ſued, ſo artificially ouerſpꝛed with moſſe, that hee ſeemed to be 
nothing but a lumpe thereof, running vp and downe the ficlte, 
but ſo honourabiy hee behaued himſelfe; that hee was allotted 
that dayes conqueſt. 

The fift day P2ince Lemulus, ſonne to the King of Per ſia, 
was chtefe challenger, whoſe tent was ofthe colour of the ſkie, 
his abilaments was of the colour of Azure, beſet with ſfarres 
of Gold, who behanedhimſelfe with great honour moſt part 
of that day: but at laſt he was encountredby the valiant King 
of Frize,by whome he was vnhozfed, by reaſon that his ſt&de- 
fumbled, x ſo the conqueſt returned to the aduerſe partie, The 
Ring of Frize, vnhozſed afterwardes many wozthy knightes, 
to his exceeding commendation, 

The ſixt day the King of Frize was challenged oner the 
adnerſe partie, who had not continued long, but hee was vn- 
bozfedby the Ring of Libia, who moſt part of that day bare 
away the Pꝛize, vntil he was encountred by Guido of Thrace, - 
and by him vnhozſed 3; Guido foz that day bare away the 
P2132,haning vnhozſed many hundzedKnights,and was likes 
lie to atchine the chiefeſt honour of the Turnament. The 
ſeuenth day Guido of Thrace came with great triumph into 


the Lites, hauing his Tent pitcht nfull view of the whole 
aſſetnblp, 
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affembly, being of the colour ofthe bzight gold, ſuppozfed by 
foure Elephants, hunſelfe mounted vpon a coloured lteede, 
moft richly behung with abiliments.of beaten gold, who be⸗ 
| haue d himſelfo moſt part of that dap, to the ſhame of the Theſ⸗ 
11 fatian and Perſian l nights, that the whole aſſembly admued 
1 his valiantneſſe. Mhich Pollipus ſæing, notwithſtanding his 
Mi dates trinumph was palt,yet hee armed himtelfe, and encoun⸗ 
5 tred Guido moſt bꝛauely. The firſt cariere they met and bꝛoke 
* their ſtaues onely: likewiis they had ſome five 02 ſixe courſes 
1% moꝛe, in which maugre all the foꝛte Guido vſed, he could not 
ll, once moue oz diſaduantage Pollipus. Pollipus likewiſe was 
| extreamely vered, that he could not vahozſe Guido, that each 
| of them being ſufficiently ſtirred to wꝛath, addzeſſed them⸗ 
I fl | ſelnes fo2 an other encaunter, when they met with ſuch furte, 
that they were both 'vnhozſed, which Guido ſeing, foꝛgetting 
| N where he was, and diſdaining to bee encountred by Pollipus 
| | any longer, dzew his ſwoꝛd, and Pollipus did the like, when 
| |, they began to combat, which Dioniſius eſpying, comman⸗ 
| jd bedhis Heralds to part them, and being both mounted againe, 
Bi) ready to make further triall fo2 the victozy: the Judges cons 
ſidering the miſchieſe that might ariſe (foz that there beganne 
Bit to be a tumult in the field) ſought to appeaſe the Champions, 
I and dillwaded them to giue ouer, and ſo let the honozs of thoſe 
triumphes reſt, to both of them, which Guido in great diſs 
— refuſed, without hearing what anſwer Pollipus would 
make. 
Laurana by the aduiſe of Pariſmus, ſent meſſengers to Pol- 
ö lipus, to requeſt him foz her ſake, to giue Guido leaue to ende 
I that daies challenge,foz that he himſelſe had ſuffittently ſhown 
| 


bis Rnightly chiuairie, withall ſhe ſent him one of her gloues. 
Whoſe command Pollipus pzeſently obeyed, being a unight 
of exceeding courteſie, whereby he wan moze honour then Gui- 
do could atchineby the conqueſt. The reſt of that day Guido 
bnhozfed many Knights and was like fo carrie away 
the honour of the Triumph, maugre all all Knights that 


alter, 
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afterwards encountred him, which greved Pariimus to be / 
hold. Withallnoting his pꝛide, he ſecretly ſtole from the ſtage, 
and pꝛeſently armed himſelfe in armoz which he had cauſed to 
be mave of purpoſe, ſæming to be olde, toꝛne c ruſtie, but pet of 
as god pꝛofe as might bee, being made of the pureſt Updian 
tele, his abiliments æ furniture, ſœmed to be ſuch as had lpen 
vp vnvſed ſeuen winters, and all to bee eaten with Moat hes, 
his T&de he made to trotte like a tountrey Cart hozſe; and his 
plume was ol ruſſet feathers : 4 accompanied with ſome thirty 
ofhis knights, attired like rude Countreyſellowes with battes 
and ſtaues on their necks, and in a manner in the midſt of the 
Thꝛacians vicozies, be entereth ſuddainly and rudelp into the 
Lifts, ſeeming indede to be a very naturall Countrep peaſant, 
elected by a companie-of rude fetlowes to make paſtime, and 
being eſpped ofthe prople, hee was welcomed with exceeding 
ſhowts and laughters, that now the eyes of all the behelders 
were bent vpon him: being come to the lift, he offered to run, 
but Guido diſdained to cope with one ſo baſe, fo whom Pariſ- 
mus Rnightes came and toide him, their Baiffer came to 
runne with onebut himlelke, and therefoze bo 1houldeither 
bꝛeake a Launce, ozelſe they would beate him ont cf the 
fieide, Wherewith Guido (with a ſcoznefull laughter) foke a 
ſtaffe and ranne at this rutick knight, who notwithſtanding 
his outward ſhowe, encountred Guido ſo valiantlp, that had 
hee not beene an appꝛoued god Knight, hee had meaſured his 
length on the ground, which ſo vered the Thzactan, that hee 
ranne the ſecond time, thinking then verily to enerth2owe 
him :but it fell out contrary to his expectation, fo: hee coulde 
not with all hispower mwoue this countrer Champion in his 
ſaddle: but ar the third courſe, he was himſelfe vnhoꝛſed with 
ſuch violence, that both hozſe and man lap tumbling on the 
grounde. Cuido hauing rececued this exteedin g fople, in a 


great rage departed the fielde, and nene of the contrary party = 


encountred this Knight, but ther were all fopled and oners 


th2owne, that at laſt there was none would runne ou 
im 
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him any moze: which hee perceining, lighted from his Yoſe, 
and went vp the Scaffolde, whereas the Bꝛide ſate, and rudely 
offered to haue killed her, buf che courteouſly repꝛoued his 
boldneſſe, with that all began to laugh at his rude behauiour, 
and ſo re beganne to th2uſt him backe: at laſt her diſcouered 
himſeife, and Laurara knowing bim, wondzed to ſee him ar⸗ 
med. Thus the whole Honour ofthe triumph redouned to Pa- 
riſmus, às moſt wozthie of the ſame, whoſe behauidur was ſo 
highly commended, that all men much applanded this his laſt 
deuiſe:and Guido knowing him, Was not greatly diſcontented 
to be fopied by ſo woꝛthp a Rnight. By this time the nightes 
blacke mantell began to ouerſpꝛead the whole earth, that Dio- 
niſius with the reſt of the Rings, conducting Laurana in trium⸗ 
phant manner, haſted to the Pallace, where after ſupper was 
ended, they continued a god parte of the night in Dauncing, 
ar. d other Courtly paſtimes, their entertainment being ſo ho⸗ 
nouritble, that they admired the exceeding Ropaltie of Dio- 
niſius Court, where they afterwardes continued many dayes, 
ſpending the time of many Partial exerciſes, 


CHAP, X VII. 


Howe Pariſmus rewarded the Outlawes that preſerued his 
life, Howe Pollipus was in loue with Violetta: and how 
Violetta forſooke her Fathers houſe, in the diſguiſe of a 
page, and was entertained of Pariſmus, & of the care Pol- 
lipus tooke for ner abſence. 


= Ong time the Out lawes continued in 
ga great penſiueneſſe, foz the want ofthey2 
Captaine, much maruelling what ſhould 

be become ok him, and the other two that 
went with him: but at the laſt they were 


being the benefite hee hadde my by. 
their 
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their meanes, deredDionifius to remitte their cfencs , who 
willingly graunted his requeſt, and therefoze Pariſmus, ſent 
foz them, who hauing knowledge that he was the man whom 
thep had pzeſerucd, willingly came, and at his handes receys 
ued their pardon, with large and bountifull rewardes. The 
Damoſell likewiſe tame amongſt them, whom Pariſmus tau⸗ 
ſed to be woꝛzthilp vſed, repozting very honcurably of her vers 
tues. The Emperonrs and Kings of Perſia and Natolia, 
being pꝛeſent at thecomming of theſe Dutlawes,greatly pꝛai⸗ 
(ed Pariſmus fo2 the honourabie care hce hadde of theſe pwze 
people. Amongſt the number ol knights there aſſembled, tte. 
Father of the Damoſell chancedto be pꝛeſent, who very dt- 
ligently beheld his Daughter, but knew her not, foz that Cee 
was mightp altered: but at laſt, hearing Dioniſius make re⸗ 
titall of her tragedy, and hob that Ofiris was hurt in her 
reſuce, by circumſtance, comparing the time of her depar⸗ 
ture with the ſame, kneue her to bee his owne Daughter, 
and in the pꝛeſence of them all, with weeping eies fo2 toy, 
embzaced her, and ſhee with great delight was glad of his pꝛe⸗ 
ſence, Pariſmus euer after vſed her father moft kindelp, and 
much eſtermed her fe 2 that ſhe had taken great paines to cure 
his woundes. | 
During the time of Pariſmus aboade in the Connfrey of 
Theſſaly (aſter that the two Emperours of Conſtantinople 
and Greece were departed, with the reſt of the Knights that 
came to the ſelemnization of the Wiedding, and likewiſe the 
King of Perſia, and the reſt ofthe famous Potentates, on his 
party, had ſolemnely taken their leave, (Pollipus excepted) 
the chiefe Gouernours of the City of Thebes, inuited their 
Ring and Nucene, the king of Bohemia, the two new married 
Pꝛinces, the Pꝛinte of Sparte, and the Bing of Hungaria and 
his Queene, the Lady Iſabe lla, Lloꝛd Remus, Pollipus, and mas 
ny other nights, vnto a ſelemene feaſt which they pzepared 
in their great Pal, called the Counſelhouſe: whoſe gentle cours 


teſie was kindely accepted, and at the öppointed day 942 
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went thither in great N paltie, where they were ſo heartilis 


welcommeb, and fo honourablie entertained by the Citizens, 
as it Were à fedtons topie to rehearſe. Such Pageants, ſuch 
delightfuil chewesſuch hulicke and ſuch generall triumphing 
and reiopcing, ſuch giktes and Tommendat ions, giuen to the 
two poong Pꝛinces, as the like was neuer pꝛeſented to any 
Pa inte by his ſubie ats b etoze in thoſe Regions, Amongſt the 
reſt of the Titizenst, he father of Violetta(the Damoſel whome 


Pariſmus had kindelie recepued, as befoze is mentioned) was 


one ok the chiefeſt that had ozdapned, this banket, with whome 


likewiſe was his daughter, whom aſſone as Pariſmus eſpied, 

ruddie bluche beganne to ouerlpꝛead his chekes, being kou⸗ 
ched with the remembzance of the iniurie hee hadde done her. 
The Damoſell Violetta, behaued. her ſelfe with ſuch modeſty in 
this Pꝛintelp aſſemblie, that ſhe was generally nored, and wel 
liked ol al. Inſomuch that Laurana hauing pzeciſely viewed her 
comelineſle, began greatlp to commende her vnto the Nugne 
her Pather, who eſpping occaſion, called Violetta vnto her, 


demaunding ok her whoſe daughter the was, who humbly re⸗ 
uerencing her ſelſe vpon her knees, anſwered that ſhe was the 


daughter of Signior Andrugio a Citizen. Mhileſt the kneeled 


befoze the Queene, Pollipus fwke ſuch view of her perfections, 
that hee was ſodatnly ſtroken with Cupids ftery dart ofLoue, 


and beganne vehemently to affect her beauty and perſon, that 


his heart was entangled in the infricate Labyzinth of her per⸗ 


kections, but ſeing her depart, he thought therewithall his vital 
ſpirits had begunne to decap, and with a heauie ſigh he bꝛea⸗ 
thed out his longing deſire to be acquainted with her. Pariſmus 
likewiſe ſtod in a ſtudie deuiſt 1g how he might make ſoms a- 
mends to Violetta, and theiefaze ſeœing her talke with the 
Quene and Lauarana, he came vnto them, and aſked what 
Damoſell that was that talked with them. My Lo2d (quoth 
Laurana) it is a Parchants Daughter, whoſe behaniour . 
ſo well pleaſeth mee, that 3 coulde wiſh her to ſpende her 
time in ſome honourable place to her pzeferment, Quoth hes if 


pon 
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vour leaſe. J will ſpeake to her Father, that hee might attend 
vols ſelfe: wherewith he came to Pollipus, who ſtood like ene 
with a lea in his eare, and deſited him to enquire which was 
the Father of that? Damſell, and that he would requeſt him ts 
come to ſpeake with him. Pollipus being glad ot luch an oppo2- 
tunit ,ſoone found cut Violetta, and greeting her With a kind 
hide, tolo her, that he was ſent vp the Pꝛinte Pariſmus, to ins 
treate her Father to come and ſpeake with him. bee fold 
him that her Fat her was hard by, and that ſhe would pzeſent⸗ 
Ip let him vnderſtand his pleaſure: who hauing knowledge 
thereof, immediately went vnto the Pꝛince, who vſed ſuch in- 
treaty, that (although very vnwillingly) he peelded to his re⸗ 
queſt, and comming backe, told his daughter to what effect he 
was ſent foꝛ, which thee was glad of, though ontwardly ſhee 
made a ſhew of vnwillingnefſe. Pollipus hauing vnderſtwd 
the cauſe why Pariſmus ſent fo her Father, (Pariſmus lowing 
him ſo dearely that he would not conceale any thing from him) 
reuealed onto Pariſmus the loue that he bare to Violetta, Who 
pꝛomiſed to further him in wi at he could: by this time p ban⸗ 
quet was ended, aud the King departed to the Pallace, with 
great top and exceeing triumph, and ſone take ozder to haue 
Violetta ſent fo2, but her father ſeing the meſſenges come, be⸗ 
gan to take ſuch ſozrow fo2 their departure, that it would haue 
melteda heart of ſtœle into teares, to heare his complaints, that 
the meTengers pittying the ſozrowes olde Audrogio made, 
returned without her: which dꝛaue Pollipus to lach an extaſie 
of deſperate ſoꝛrow, that he ſeemed alfogether impatient to ens 
dure want; but ſeeing on another furtherace to his loue, he ofte 
repaired to old Andrugios houſe, and manifetted his ſute vnto 
her, who vſed him moſt kindly, but till delaped his ſute with 
ſuch ercuſes, that hee was thereby further intrapped in the 
ſnares of loue, and yet nothing the neerer ol obtaining his ſute. 
At laſt, it was concluded betwixt Pariſmus and him, that 
Pariſmus chould accompany him in ſome diſguiſe, and make 
bunlſelfe knowne to none but Violetta, thereby the ſooner to 


I pꝛocure 
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pꝛoture her good liking to Pollipus, which ſhee was the moze 
willing to doe, fozthat he thought vpon maniſeſting himſeife 
vntb her, ſhe would not denie Pollipus requeſt, and therefoze 
finding a conuenient time,they went ts olde Andrugeos houſe 
where they were kindely vſedsf Andrugio and his Daughter 
Violetta, who welcommed theſe mozekindly,. then ener ſhes 
had done Poll pus comming alone, beeing therennto dzawne 
by an inward fozwardneſſe which ſhe felt, contrarp to her (03s 
mer diſpoſition, where they had not long tontinued, but Pariſ< 
mus found oppoztunity to grœt Violetta in this ſoꝛt: Faire das 
moſell, quoth he, Jam come vnto pou an humble petitioner 
in the behalfe of my friend Pollipus, whoſelone is ſuch and ſg 
feruent towards peur ſeife, that vnlefle you pittp him, g peels 
ſome comſoꝛt to his care,yeu will be the death of the wozthiet 
knight lining: therefoze J deſire you that 3 may be the Happy 
D2acle, ts declare vnto hun his happy Foztune, pronounced 
from pour ſacred lips. Violetta all this while ſtod as one ama⸗ 
32d, læling ſuch an exceeding thzobbingat her heart, that ſhee 
could not well tell what to anſwer; at laſt, being touched with 
remembzing ot his lone that had reapt the fruitsof her virgini⸗ 
tie, ſhe replied in this ſozt: Gentle knight, quoth ſhe, J would 
not willingly be any mans death, if J could otherwiſe chooſe, 
but to grant to this ſute J cannot, without doing another 
as great wꝛong as might be: fo2 ſoit is, J haue already pla⸗ 
ted my affections, and haue already vowed neuer to alter them 
whilſt life doth laſt in me. Which ſodaine and relolute reply 
of hers, Pariſmus much commended, yet vſed many perſwaſi- 
ons in the behalfe of Pollipus, and began ts demaund of her to 
whom ſhe had vowed her lone, vſingmany intreaties, that at 
laſt the ſaid, it was but afolly to aſke the queſtion, ſoꝛ that ſhe 
was reſolutely determined not to declare who it was. Said 
Pariſmus, what would vou ſay, if 4 name the man, wherewith 
Violetta bluſhed exteedingly:and Pariſmus puld out of his bo- 
ſome the ſcarfe which ſhe had beloze giuen him. Nnoth he, be⸗ 
hold in this ſcarfe;your (ſelf haue ſet down a veſcription 2 
| ones 
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lones firſf comming vnto von, which was the Pꝛinte of Bohe- 
mia himlelfe, vnto whom you pꝛeſented this, who leaping 
downe the Pallace wall, flew your Fathers dogges, and what 
kindneſſe he receiued at your hands, your ſelfe know beft, and 
ſince it is impoſſible to obtaine any recompence at his hands, 
being wedded to the Pꝛinteſſe Laurana) let Pollipus, who in 
Chiuairy is inſeriour to none, be the man that ſhal poſſeſſe the 
ſecond rome in your good liking. Violetta hearing him make 
ſo true a rehsarſall of her aduenture, æ fo affirme by many rea- 
ſons that it was Pariſmus, was ſtroken with ſuch a ſudden 
feare and ſhame to ſ& her ſecrets diſcloſed, that ſhe was ready 
fo ſwound with grief, and kneeling down, with the teares ſtan⸗ 
ding in her eies, began to intreate him not to reueale the ſame 
fo any, fo2 ſhe was fully reſolued not to loue any but him, al⸗ 
though it were Pariſmus:and although it were impoſſible to at⸗ 
taine any fauouro2recopence at his hands. wil not ( quoth he) 
reneale it fo any, fo2 none but Pariſmus knoweth thereot, ha 
is heere pꝛeſent with thee, where with hee moſt louingly toke 
her in his armes and kiſſed her, ſhee pet beeing in ſome doubt 
that it was not he, vntill at the laſt, Pariſmus made himſelle 
knowne vnto her, and by ſuch pꝛiuate fokens, as ſhe both cer- 
fainely and aſſaredly knew that it was hee, which ſo retopcep 
her heart that ſhe moſt humbly vpon her knees intreated him 
fo pardon her boldneſſe, and vowed neuer to loue any but him⸗ 
felfe : which pꝛoteſtation ſo grieued him, that he began to pers 
(wade her, not to w2ong her ſelle ſo much, ſoz that hee was no 
way fo bꝛeake his Medlocke vowes to pleaſure her. My dere 
Loꝛzd(qusth he) if à had a thouſand liues, and euerp life tenne 
thouſand times dearer then this my life, J would moſt. wil⸗ 
lingly ſpendthem in meditating on the firſt fruits ofyourkind 
neſſe towards me. Mee ſceing her firme reſolue, could not tell 
what other meanes oꝛ perſwaſious to bſe to alter her ſtedlaſt 
reſolution, butpaſſing ſome time with her in that pꝛiuat talk, 
till he ſaw Pollipuserpected with heauie ſighes, his happy 03 
bnhappy newes: therefoze he departed, and came vnto him, 
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telling him, that there was ſome hope of obtaining her loue, 
vpon which comfoztable ſpeech, Pollipus ſtill earneſtly pꝛoſce⸗ 
cuted his ſafe vnto Violetta, Who hearing that Patiſmus was 
departing towards his owne Countfrey determined fo aduens 
ture her life 4 credit fo goe with him, and therekoze fitted her 
felfe in Pages Apparell,which ſo well became her, that the ſ&- 
med to be the moſt excellenteſt wozkmanſhip that euer Nature 
had framed, her ſute being green Datten, her buſkings of the ſi⸗ 
neſt Spaniſh Lether, faſtned to her dainty legge, with Cheiſtal 
buttons, her haire wzeathed with a carnation Ribbin, and all 
things elſe ſo neate and decent vpon her delicate body , that 
ſhe was moſt comely to vie io and behold:and ſo in this change⸗ 
able (ozt apparalled, ſhee ſecretly ſtole awap from her Fathers 
houſe, and ſone gate tothe Pallace, where althongh there were 

a generall ſearch made by Andrugios means (who ſwne miſt 
her, and the repoꝛt of her loſſe tame to Pariſmus hearing) pet ſhe 
was not in that habite any way ſuſpected, where ſhe continued 
manp daies together, in which time ſhe laboured by al meanes 
to be entertained by Pariſmus. 

And ona time eſpping him with Laurana, walking paiuat⸗ 
ly in the Garden, on a ſudden ſhee tame towards them, who 
beholding her comelp ſhape and delicate complexion, they dee- 
med her rather a Diuine, then amoztall Creature, who being 
tome ntere vnto them, Pariſmus demanded whoſe Page ſher 
was ? Mp Koꝛd, ſaid Violetta, as pet J haue no Maſter, but 
A would gladly be entertained: quoth he then, would you gine 
diligent atfendance on the adp Laurana, and my ſelfe, if if 
pleaſe her to like you 2 J am(quoth thee) in all humble dutie 
ready at pour command. 

Many queſtions Laurana aſked the Bop, (as thee ſuppo⸗ 
ſed, demanding e enquu ing of him both his Name, his Coun⸗ 
trey and Parentage. V :oletta anſwered, my name is Adomus, 
my Cornfrey Greece, ( my parents are all dead, and the fame 
of the Pobleneſle of this Conrte, made mee trauell into this 
Countrey with the Emperour, with determination to get my 

elle 
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ſelfe ſome good ſeruice, which you haue vonchſafed mee, and 
herein my dutie and endeauours ſhall bee ſuch, as 5 truſt you 
ſhall hereafter well like of. ZUhich ſpeeches poꝛe Violetta vt⸗ 
tered, with ſo pꝛettie a grace, that they both tooke great de⸗ 


light in her behauiour, whom now we will call by the name of 
Adonius.

How Pariſinus and Laurana, with diuers in company, depar- 
ted from Theſſalie, and how they were diſperſed from the 
King of Bohemia, and ſet ypon by Pirates, whom they 
vanquiſhed. 
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Al this time Pariſmus and Laurana tonti- 
n nued in ſuch bliſfull eſtate of contented 
lone, ſtill daily increaſing in Yonour and 
l affectionate kindeneſſe, as though the one 
could not line without the others pꝛeſente, 
2 bee ffill growing into greater fauour (if 
greater might bee) in the Theſſallians 
hearts, that when the day of his departure 
was come, the Citizens of Thebes with mournfnll hearts and 
watry eies, bewailed the ſame, all being ſad and heaup, no in⸗ 
ſtruments ot muſicke, noꝛ ſight of ioy, noꝛ ſound of reiopcing 
being heard, as though their departure were a ſigne of ſome o⸗ 
minous euent to enſue. ATI 
Laurana with many a ſalt teare, bad her Connfrymen as 
dieu, and poꝛe Violetta, ſeeing her Father ſtand at his doze,as 
it were comfoꝛtleſſe, vttered ſuch paſſionate lamentat ions that 
were beyond compare. 
The two Pꝛinces being conducted by Dioniſius and Oliuis, 
the Ring and Nucene of Hungaria, the Pzince of Sparta and 
the Lady Iſabella, and moſt of the Theſſalian Peres,vnto the 
Pauen Where they ſhould take * this parting veeing 
3 in 
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in ſuch heavy ſoꝛt, and with ſuch aboundante of feares Pariſ- 
mus btteied theſe ſpathes. Het Pobie Painces, theſe ſadde 
teares which you Qed at our departure, ſheweth your vnwil⸗ 
lingneſſe to leaue vs, whoſe company peu ſhall not long want, 
fo2 your Daughter Laurana and my ſelte will verie ſhoztly res 
turne againe, that ſhe may be aComiozt to your aged yeares, 
therekoꝛe humbly beſeech pou to ceaſe your ariefe. Dioniſius 
ſaid : Bo noble pong Yzince, dur grieke mult needs begreat, 
ts loſe the company of ſuch aſſured friends, as pour noble Fas 
ther and your ſelfe,haue ſholone pour ſelues tobe, thereſoze fo2 
our laſt Farewell, we p2ay, that the Gods would pzoſper you 
in this your tourney. 

Laurana haning received their bleſſings, with molt heany 
hearts, they committed theſe two Pzinces to the Seas, who 
hopſing ſaile with ſpæde, launched info the maine, where they 
were ſone cut of fight, and Dioniſius and the Quene, ſadly 
returned to Thebes, 

The Bing of Bohemia had not ſailed above two dates ſpace, 
in great hope ſoone to recouer the Coaſt of Bohemia, but the 
windes began to blow aloft, and the Seas to rage and ſwell, 
and ſuch anerceding Tempeſt arofe, as though the Heauens 
and Earth had conſpired their vffer ouerthzow, ſo that their 
ſhippes were diſſeuered, and their Marriners expected nothing 
but pꝛeſent death: that Pariſmus; Laurana, and Pollipus, were 
diſſeueted from the reſt of the company,andthey all in deſpaire 
euer to ſee them againe. The cruelty of the TempeT continu⸗ 
ed fo2 the ſpace of thz& daies, in ſuch raging and extreame ſozt, 
that the Barriners were compelled to cut their Sailes, and to 
heaue their Maſtes ouerboꝛd, and by the violente ol the winde 
were dꝛiuen paſt their knoboledge, but when the ſtozme teaſed, 
the Marriners kenaed a farre off an Jland, and with ſuch pꝛo⸗ 
uiſion as thep had, ſapled thither. 

Pariſmus being glad that they had ſo. well eſcaped the furie 
of the Seas, with moſt comfoztable ſpeeches, reuiued the feare- 
full Spirit ofthe Pziacſſe Laurana from her ſadneſſe, in this

ſozt, Dere Liurana, ſince the deſtinies haue allotted vs this 
miſchante, to be thus diſaſterlp ſeucred from our company, 
and dꝛiuen into an vaknowne place, comfozt pour ſelfe in theſe 
extremities, with hope ok better ſucteſſe, fo2 J do not doubt but 
we ſhall well recouer the company of my Lo2d and Father, 
who by theſe bitter miſtoztunes is ſeuered from vs, but 3 truſt 
the Dcas will not bee ſo vnmercifull, as to dzench his aged 
 yecres in theſe ſpacious gulſes: mp deere Laurana, were pou 
ſafely on theſe ſpactoas gulfes: my deere Laurana, were you 
ſafely on ſhoꝛe, then would my hart be at reſt. Many other ſp- 
ches bee vſedtocomiozt her in her ſadneſſe, who was the moze 
comfoztable, foꝛ that ſhe was in his companp: they had not 
long continued in this good hope of recouering land, but they 
eſpied a ſhip making towards them with all ſpeed, who being 
come neere to hun, they knew him to be a Pirat, who pꝛeſentlp 
began to board the ſhip wherein Pariſmus Was, but the Marri⸗ 
ners reſiſted them, wherewith began a fearefull battell. Pariſ- 
mus being vnder hatches, ſoone armed himſelfe,2nd made ſuch 
a ſlaughter amongſt the Pirats, (moſt of his owne men being 
flaine) that he with the helpe of Pollipus, had ſoone deſtroied 
the greatell multitude of them, and the reſt peelded vnto their 
mercie. 

Afterward they boꝛded the Pirates (who were belonging 
to Andramart of Tartaria, the Scythian Pirate, that had fil- 
led the whole wo2ld with therepozt of his tyꝛanny ) belæuing 
them vpon ſuch pꝛoteſtations æ oathes, as the villaines made, 
they conueied ſuch riches, Jewels, and pꝛouiſtons as they had, 
a bond the Pirats ſhip,foz that their owne was ſhzewdly wea⸗ 
ther beatten. And likewiſe having ſhifted Laurana, Leda, and 
Adonius, into the ſame, ſunke their owne, and placed ſuch few 
MPartiners as they had lelt aline, foz gouernours ouer the Pts 
rates, they made towards the gland which they ſaw befs2e 
them, and ſoone landed, determining there to refreſh theme 
ſelues, where they found the Country waſte and deſolate, 
without any inhabitant, yet well repleniſhed with wild Derre 
and F9ule, ofwhich they got good ſtoze, Pariſmus 
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Pariſmus demanded of the Py2ates if they knelv that Jland, 
who told him, that they gaue it the name of the Deſolate J- 
land, fo2 that they neuer ſaw any lining creature there: but 
they told him that there was a beautifull Caſtle, that od vp⸗ 
on the top of a mightie Nocke, in the middeſt of the Jland, in⸗ 
habited as they thought by ſome Dinels,fo2 that many of their 
fellowes had offentimes gone thither, but none of them euer 
returned, noꝛ they neuer ſaw any creature in any place of the 
Jland beſides: though there were many goodly Townes not 
inhabited. Which ſtrange newes made them wonder: ſome 
two daies they continued vpon the coaſt of this deſolate Jland, 
And on a time, Pariſmus and Pollipus, only attended by Ado. 
nius, ſtraied from their ſhip to kill Ueniſon, leaning Lourana 
abwzd, little miſtruſting an treacherte, and truſting to much 
to his owne men. But the Pyꝛats hauing awaited ſuch a con⸗ 
uenient time, by pollicy conueted moſt of the Bohemian Mar⸗ 
riners vnder Yatches,ſauing ſome two oz thꝛe whom they ea⸗ 
ſily ouercame, and faſt bolted downe the ſame, and befo2c the 
Knights were returned from killing their Weniſon, they had 
hoiſed ſaile, and were launced quite out of ſight ; they vnder 
bod, not pet knowing that they were ſo betraied.

Howe Pariſinus, Pollipus, and Auonius the page, going a 
{hore in the Deſolate Iland, were betrayed by the pyrates. 
And how Lauerana was conueyed to the Caſtle of Rockes, 
vnder the cuſtodie of the Tyrant Andromart. 


Fe = O ſone as Pariſmus and Pollipus had ſuffi- 
REN cently ſtoꝛed themſelnes with freth victu⸗ 
—\ 4... ] alls, they returned fowardes the ſhippe, 
which they founde launched and gone, 
which Pariſmus ſ&ing, and miſſing his bes 
„s loued Laurana (now to late ſuſpecting the 
Pirates treacherp) fell into ſuch an ex⸗ 
treame rage of ſoꝛrow and veration againſt 
his owne careleſnefſe, that he& tare his haire, ſtamped on the 
earth, curſed the day and holvze of his birth, and was fo farte 
suermaiſtred with the extremity of vexration, that he ſeared like 
a man extreamelp madde 602 franticke, oftentimes being in 
minde to leape into the Sea and dꝛowne himſelfe, and c ſten⸗ 
times attempting to deſtrope himſelle, that all theſe vnſuppoz⸗ 
fable paſſions concurring together, ſo onercame his ſentes, 
that ha fell into a dead traunte. 

Poze Adonius ſ&ing his Lozd in this extfreame caſe ved 
all theſkill that was poſſible fo recouer him to his ſences.that 
ſæing nothing fo auaile, he begaune fo make ſuch woefull 
lamentation, as would haue made the ſtonie Rockes relent 
at his pitifull exclamation, where Violetta continued rub- 
bing his pale cheekes with her ſoft hande, a thouſand times 
kiſſing his colde lippes, and waſhing the ſame with ſalt feaies, 
that Pollipus ſœing his friend in that ſozt raging againſt Ir ez⸗ 
tune, and hearing the grauous lamentation the poꝛe age 
made, ( ful! l rtle ſuſpea ing who it was) by viewing their ins 
frmnicies, most pzudentlie gouerned himſelfe, and be what

he could with poze Adonius, to retouer him, but their labou x. 
was in vaine: then he beganne to meditate on this affliction; 
thinking that if her thould rage ſo exceſſiuely as Pariſmus did, 
he ſhould bee no whit the nearer anp hope of remedie, but 
thould thereby nine encouragement and example to him to 


continue in that ſozrowe, which was beyonde the compaile of 


compare. 

But ſging Pariſmus come to himſeiſe, loking like one ouer⸗ 
maiſtred with care, and ſtaring vpon him like a madde man, 
fearing that this ſodaine ariefe had altered his wittes, vttered 
theſe ſpches; Moſt noble Pꝛince, ſince it is allotted vnto you 
to bee thus croſſed in pour happineſſe, J beſeech you beare the 
ſame patiently, and remit this extreame care, which ſo ouer⸗ 
maiſtreth pour vertues, that their ſplendoz cãnot ſhine in ſuch 
perfect ſoꝛt, as wontedly they haue done: what can helples grief 
auaile you ? what can care herein pleaſure pou? oz what can 
this diſtemperature ſozrowe helpe pou in the recouery of your 
loft friend:then doe not ſhewe your ſelfe ſo inconſiderate,ts des 
ſtrop pour ſences in this ſozt, but let vs conſult which way to 
recouer them foz theſe ſozrowes. x ten thouſand times as ma- 
np, cannot any wap pleaſure pou. It ill beſemes your honour 
in this ſoꝛt to caſt your ſelfe downe, but rather with quietnefſe 
beare pour aftlictions, and with wiſedome deuiſe how fo eaſe 
you of this griefe. Pollipus ſpake theſe woꝛdes with ſuch ler⸗ 
uencp, that it made Pariſmus ſomewhat remember himſclfe, 
that riſing from the earth, beholding his poze Page kneeling 
by him with blubbzed cheekes, ſoꝛrowing to ſ& his ſozrowe) he 
vftered theſe ſpeches. Bow can 4 containe my ſelfe within the 
tompaſſe of reaſon, when mp lolle exceedeth the bounds of rea⸗ 
ſon? how can J with patience beare this affliction, when my 
loſſe is ſuch as all the wozldes wealth cannot connferuaile 2 
Pow ſhould wiſedome beare ſwap in me, when he was my 
onely wiſedome, and with her pꝛecious ſelle, all that was mine 
is departed from me? Why ſhould J not toʒment my ſelf, when 
thzough my ſelle che is periſhed « Why ſhould J not rage, en , 
row,

row, and lament her loſce, pꝛocured by my negligence? Accur⸗ 
ſed Trapt02 that J was, that leftmy dere Laurana, yea the 
moſt vertnous Lady lining vpon the earth, ſo ſlighfip in thecus 
ſtody of barbarous peopie, What wil the ſap of me, but that J 
regarded her not? how may ſhe condemne mee of humanitie, 
that haue ſuffered her thus to be taken from me? Tan there be 
any limites giuen to this my ſoꝛrow: Can J neuer recompence 
this extreame wzong J haue done her - Is there any hope that 
3 Gall euer ſ& her agatne -.No Pollipus,no,. What knowe 3 

how theſe villaines will vſe her? what can J feil whether thep 
will convey her ; Oz what know I the griefe ſhee willendme: 
This, this, fozments my heart, that à am paſt all hope euer to 

ſe het againe. Yow then canJaſſwage my griefe, buf rather 
increaſe the ſame what ſufficient toꝛment can J infa vpon 

my cankred careleſſe heart, that left her in their cuſtodie, and 

by that meanes haue loſt the fruition of her Diuine pꝛeſence, 

whereby my life was maintained - 

Po, no, Pollipus, my ſo2rowes axe ſuch as can no way bee 
ſalued, therefozeit were but in vaine fo perſwade my ſelfe that 
thete is any hape lelt to redeeme this my: vncomparable loſle, 
and loft Friend: Peere you ſee we are left in an vnfrequented 
place, inuironed round with the Sea, and no meanes to eſcape 
a miſerable death byfamiſhment, vppon this accurſed Land, 
that was oꝛdained tobe my graue: then Pollipus, what conn- 
ſaile haue pon left tecoſo2t vs withall 2 D2 how can youthink 
well of him, by whoſe meanes you areb2ought to this hazard 
of your life » My Lo2d anſwered Pollipus: Let vs doe the beſt 
we can to get fo2th of this ſolitarieplace; which once attained, 
there is no doubt but we might in continuance of ttauaile,meet 
with ſome that tau giue vs knowledge of whence thoſe Pirats 
were, the which ( ifby happie chaunce,) we can once finde out, 
then ſhall we ſone heare what is become of Laurana, in the

reuiued Pariſmus, that hee altogether abandoned that effemi-s 
nate kinde oſ griele and lamentation, but with aminde puft 
full ofinward ſozrow, he kindly thanked Pollipus, & with this 
reſolute determination, theſe two wozthy Knightes armed, 
ſauing onely their ſwozds, hauing no comp anie, but onely their 
Page, beganne to trauaile along the Coaſt ſide, to ſe if happily 
they could finde out any Shipping, that might lye vppon thoſe 
Coaſtes, In which trauaile we will leaue them fo2a ſpace, to 
ſpeake ofthe King of Bohemia. 

Afſſoneas the ſtozme Was ended, the King of Bohema, 
miſſing the Ship wherein Pariſmus was, beganne to take the 
ſame molt grienouſly,fully aſſuring himſelſe that they were pe⸗ 
riſhed, but he himſelfe was dꝛiuen into the confines of Frigia, 
whereas he peaceablte ſotourned, vnitili he had Fraughted hig 
ſhippes with all things needfull, and within ſhozt ſpace landen 
in Bohemia: where he gaue him ſelſe to a ſolitarie and auſtere 
life, and ſuch ſozrow and lamentation was generally made foz 


the ſozrowe they made was ſuch as the like was neuer heard

The Tartarians verie iopfull of their Wotie, made all the 
haſte they could home towards their owne Countrep, not any 
v der hatches fo2 a god fpace miſdoubting their Captinitie, Þ 
ÞP2inceſſe her ſelfe, being fallen into a ſwe&te and ſilent ſleepe. 
Leda being with her, maruelled why Pariſmus ſfayed ſo long, 
and ſeeing her Piſtrefle faſt a lleepe, ſtole out of p Cabbin, and 
found the Marriners all cace'eſiie quaffing, and leauing them, 
ſhe would haue gone vp aboue hatches,foz that her heart could 
not beat quiet, but finding them faſt ſhutte, the called alowds 
to the Mariners to come and open the ſame: but they likewiſe 


finding the ſame faſt boulted, ſone pertepued the Sippe was 


vnder (alle, and they all betrayed, that being deſperate, what 
with ſhame and griefe, that there begana very great Mutinie

amongſt them, that molle of them were ſlayne in this rage, not 
knowing almoſt what they did, and the reſt that ſuruiued, del⸗ 
perafely wurthered themſelues: which Leda beholding, 8Nys- 
rediy perſwaded herſelfe they were betraped, and with aboun- 
dance of teares went to her Miſtreſſe againe, who fill was faft 
a lee, but at laſt ſhe awaked,and ſeing Leda weping, her 

heart beganne to faple her, and demanndir.gthe cauſe of Leda, 
fhce could not anſwere a word, wberewith Laurana was d2t- 
uen into ſuch an extreame paſſion of feare, that all her iopntes 
began to fremble and hake, her colour wenfandcame ; but at 
the laſt, which with intreaties, and thꝛestnings, ſhe tauſed Le- 
da to declare the circumſtante of their woe, Laurapa no ſoner 
heard Leda ſap they were betraped fo the Tartarians, and 
that their Marriners had in a mutenie llaine one another, but 
there ſhe fell downe dead, that doe what Leda could, ſhee was 
not able to recauer her to her Sences in a god ſpace; but at 
laſt her bꝛeath began to make paſſage thꝛough the ſweete Ton- 
dute of her thꝛoat, and ſhe lifted vp her eyes, loking with ſuch 
a halle and pittifull countenance vppon Leda, that ſh was 
almoſt afraide to behold her. Then Laurana beganne to teare 
and ſpor y her golden Lreſſes, and diſhiueled her faire and 
2ecious haire, and rent her coſtly Garments from her comely 
and delitate bodie, w2tngingher handes, beating her bꝛeaſts, 
and knocking her pꝛecisus head againſt the boꝛds, that had not 
Leda with al her might hindzed, her ſhe had there —— her 
ſelfe. In this ſozrowfull ſozf, ſhe on the one ſide continued her 
lamentations, and Leda on the other ſide wept her fill, that the 
conduits of their eyes were d2yed vp, and not able to ſhed anos 
ther teare, and her heart was ſoꝛe with thꝛobbing, and ſhe del⸗ 
peratelp and with a conſtant reſoli tion, attended the comming 
of thoſe vilains that had betraled her, who knowing thiſelues 
to be paſt the reach ofthe two knights, began to lift vp the hat⸗ 
ches & called to thoſe that were below, but none made anſwer, 
which cauſed one of them to go downe, and found all the Bohe- 
mi ãs lie murthered, t with that iopfull tidings came vp fo his 
6 fellowe3, 
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fellowes. One that was the chieſe, and Capkaine ouer the reit, 
allotting euer one his ſeuerall office, went downe to ſœ where 
Laurana Was, whom he found (as is ſaid) making ſuch moane, 
that himſelf(notwithſtandinghis barbarous diſpoſition)cauld 
not refraine from pittying her griefe:and in that caſe, without 
ſpeaking a woꝛd hee left her, and returned againe within two 
houres, thinking by that time ſhe would haue ceaſed her com- 
plaints: but ſhe not giuing her thoughts any reſpite of conſis 
derafion,but only fo thinke on Pariſmus, ſtill continued in her 
ſozrowes, altogether refufing to be coinfozted by any perſwa⸗ 
ſions, and foꝛ two dates ſpace, vtterly abſtained fcom all kinde 
ok ſuſtenante, by meanes wherof ſhe was b2ought to extreame 
hazard and perill ot her life, which cauſed Leda fo vtter theſe 
petſwaſions, Deare M iſtreſſe, quoth ſhe, ii you would vouchs 
tafe to heare me ſpeak, (hen 53 would not doubt but to eaſe your 
heart ol ſome of thecare you ſo impatiently endure.You know 
that my Lo2dPariſmus, Pollpus,and Adonius, are pet lining, 
t no doubt in god eſtate, but only foꝛ the loſſe of you,fo2 whoſe 
ſake my lLoꝛd Pariſmus will pꝛeſerue his liſe: why ſhould you 
then deſt roy pour ſelfe, that he lo much tendereth ? i not rather 
vſe all poſſible meanes to pꝛeſerue pour ſelfe, vntill voa can by 
ſome meanes heare of him: fo2 there is no doubt that hee will 
ſearch moſt part of the world, but he wil find pou, e by his valoz 
make the plate where he commeth ſpeake ok his woꝛthineſſe, ſo 
that J doe not doubt, but it will by ſome accident oꝛ othevcoine 
to your hearing: then were it vaine foꝛ you by deſtroping your 
ſelfe, to deffroy him likewiſe, wheras otherwiſe you may hap⸗ 
pily mete,to both your erceedingcomfozts: your vertues haue 
the power to rule frangers affections, let them then reffraine 
vou from doing your ſelfe harme. What will Pariſmus thinke? 
and what thinke you will be his griefe, when he hath trauelled 
many ſtrange Countries, and endured many thouſand perils 
4inſearchofyon,and in the endefindeth that pon haue foulely 


made away pour ſelſe, and were the oncly cauſe of his ſozrow?e -- 


J beleech you deare p iſtreſſe, conſiver of theſe things aright, 
and

and weigh the eſtate that we are in, and then J doe not doubt, 
but your wiſedome will conſider, that it is better foz you to 
pꝛeſerue pour ſelfe 03 his ſake,then by deſtroying pour ſeſfe, be 
guiltie both of your owne death and his tw. With theſe foz⸗ 
cible perſwaſions, Laurana beganne ſomewhat to pacifie her 
ſelfe, and with a ſetled reſolution, determined fo endure what 
miſerie ſo euer ſhould light vpon her:and therfog? began fo cons 
ferre with Leda about their hard hap, c miſerable eſtate, which 
dꝛaue her to her very wits end fo thinke of, But in the midſt of 
their thoughts came to the captatne,who beholding Laurane s 
maieſticall tountenante, and exceeding beautie, was ſo amazed 
ther with, as he condened himſelk of villaup, to haue pꝛocured 
ſo diuine a creatures diſcont tt. Laurana ſeing him ſtand gazing 
vpõ her. began boldly to demand of him what he would haue, de 
hüblp knerling told her that he had pꝛouided her dinner, if the 
picaſed to taf thereof, which the willingly conſented vnto;4 be⸗ 
gan conſideratly to recall her fozmer ſences, but yet fo inwaidly 
fozrolvfull, as it was a rare vertue in her, ſo ſuddenly to ouer⸗ 
mailterher intemperate grief, pet ill remaine ſo ſul of griefe, 
that the very ſubſl Ice of her ſentes was perfect ſc3:0Wi5y'thig 
timethepirats had ſafely landed their ſhips in the Zland, where 
their maiſler Andramatt was, which was intompaſſed with 
ſach mightie rocks of fibe,that it was impoſſible, vut only ones 
wap, in which way a few were of power ſafficent tokepe out 
a whole armie of men, and ſone they cõdueied Laurana, « Leda 
to pᷣ caſtle, where they pꝛe ented her ( with ſurh ielvels as they 
had with her) to Andramart, who being a ma of a moſt pꝛoud 
and hautie diſpoſltion, and maieſticallp ſeated in an imperia ll 
ſeat) was ſo rauiſhed at þ firſt view ot Lauranses bewty, that 
he ſtod adniſedlybehoſding her: at laſt he tame to her, to haue 
imb ꝛaſt her tender bodie in his rough arms, but ſhe abhozring 
bim, thzuſt him frö her, with adiſdainful ſcozne,Wherewlith he 
began to fawn bps her like as a dog wil do on his maſter, whe 
he hath bin newly beat#; and began to make ſtewes to them or 
great welcome, and kindly bzought thẽ to ſtately and 8 
chamber 
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"Chambers molt richly furniſhed, and ſone all thinges nedefull 


were there pꝛeſented vnto her, by ſuch women as were in the 
Caſtle, Laurana ſc&tng her (elfe thus kindelp vſed,and not ent! 
intreated,was therewith ſomewhat. comfozted, and vſed her 
ſelfe accozding to the condition of the time and place, and kind⸗ 
iy accepted all their courteſies : but the lone which Andramart 
made vnto her,ſemed ſo hateſull in her eyes, that it was wezſe 
vnto her then a thauſad deaths, to endurehis ſight. The night 
being come, and after they had Bupped, (being ſerued in moſt 
ſtately maner, and with moſt coſtly and delicate cates) ſhe with 
Leda her maide, ) who lodged with her,) betoke themſelues to 
their reſt, where the could bx no meanes giue one minutes re⸗ 
ſpit to her ſoꝛrowes by llæpe, but vttered moſt heauie plapnts, 
and lamentations b:wayling the loſſe of her deer Lozd, that the 
verie walles ſeemed to groue fo2th the Ecchoes ok her com⸗ 
plaints, in which ſozt ſhe cõtinued molt part or the night. Ear⸗ 
iy the next moꝛning ſhe was ſaluted by Andramart, who could 
giue his minde no reſt noꝛ quiet, but in her company, and his 
lone was ſo exce ding towardes her that hee could not dee any 
thing that was offenſiue vnto her. In this miſerable kinde ok 
happie eſtate, Laurana continued by the ſpace ofa moneth, in 
which time the had knowledge of a number of pꝛiſoners that 
this tyꝛant kept within the caſtle, by the grieuous cryesthey 


made, ſome foꝛ want of fode, fome with paines ol toztures that 
be inflicted vpon them, being himſelfe hated of alt men, and 
thereio2e de hated all mankinde, but ſuch whoſe minds accoz⸗ 
ded to his wickedneſſe. Lauerana in this time vſed her ſelfe ſo, 
that ſhe ſtill deferred his impoꝛtunat ſaute, and had him ſo tied 
in the ſnares of loue, that what ſhe commanunded, he could p2e- 
ſently execute:but ſo odious was his loue vnto her heauie hart, 
that chee was oftentimes ready to ſwound with the remem⸗ 
bꝛance therebut ſtill by the counſell of Leda, ſhe held it the 
beſt caurſe ta 1 7 themſelves in his fauour, vntillrhey could 
by ſome meanes eſcape out ot his cruell hands, where we will 
texte pode Lauarana in this comloztleſſe place, amongelt rude 
and 
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Of Pariſmus; 


and vnciuill people by night, and by day, ber muſtcke being the 
diſmall noiſe of pittiful cries of pooꝛe pꝛiſoners, and clogd with 
lothſome lone of Andramart, without hope how to eſcape from 
that miſerable place of bondage, where pou may iudge the ſoz⸗ 
row ſheendured, was ſuch, as no tongue is able to expzeſſe. 


CHAP, XX, 


The miſerable trauell Pariſimus endured in the deſolate land, 
and how he was ſuccoured by eAntiochus, and afterwards 


how they were impriſoned in the Inchanted Caſtle, by the 
Inchantreſſe Bellona. 


= Ariſmus franelled many daies along the 
{| coats of the deſolate gland, their food be- 
Ning wilde fruite that grewe bpon trers, ana 
their dzinke the cleare ſounta ine water, 
)] their lodging the hard and cold earth: in 
RL 1 which trauen they beheld many goodly 
=) aunctent townes, but altogether vnpeo- 
| pled, the houſes being fo2 the moſt part ſto⸗ 

red with many rich and coſtly oꝛnaments, which cauſed theſe 
two knights greatly to maruell, and deſired toknob the cauſe 
thereof, and remembzing what the Pirates had tolde them, 
that in a ſtately Caſtle, ſcituate in the midſt of the Countrey, 


nert to trauell thither : foz they ſaw no hope how to get from 
that Jland, being growne very weake, by reaſon of their faint 
fode, and hard lodging: which trauell pooze Adonius moſt 
willingly endured,thinking all patne a pleaſure in his maſters 
company, vnto whom hee behaued himſelfe with ſuch tender 


care that Pariſmus would oftentimes extol andcommend him 


to Pollipus. Fo2 when Pariſmus at any time flept,he would co- 
uer his face with his thinneſt garment,q made a pillow of the 
rell ko his head,coftentimes dꝛiue from his mind many heauy 
1 thoughts 


. raittc 
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it was likely there were ſome that inhabited, they determined 
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The firſt part 


tboughfs by his ſweet ſongs, that Pariſmus thought hee conld 
neuer haue endured that tedious tourney with patience, if ado. 
nius hd bin abſent. Theſe wozthy knights,hauing continued 
a long while in this their ſolitary walk, tooke their tourney by 
gelle towards the :widſt of p country, in which trauel they con⸗ 
tinned ſome z. weeks, in which lime they were often in danger 
of dꝛowing, by reaſon of many deceitfull quickſands, and often 
like to be famiſht ſo2 want of ſuſtenäce, and often in danger to 
be deuoured bp wild beaſts, that were abundatly in this coun⸗ 
try, pet neuertheles they were nothing Þ nerer their wilhed 
exp:cation.Atlat Pariſmus æ Pollipus begũ vtterly to diſpaire 
ol euer accompliſhing the means of getting from p vnfrequeted 
plate, and they travelled all a day and a night, ouer a mighep 
plain, wher there was neither water to ſtanche their thirſt, noz 
fruit to aſwage their hunger. Carly in the moꝛning, they eſpi⸗ 
ed a mighty wod, where they thought (although there were no 
other comfozt)pet there they (ould findfruit;but being cone 
thither, their expectation was kruſtrated, foꝛ there was nothing 
but thozns & bꝛiers: and ſo iFick, that they could by. no means 
enter the lame, p there they ſurely expected nought but famiſhs 
ment. And Pariſmus, what with extremity or hunger, and grief 
fo: the loſſe of Laurana, and laſtlp, foꝛ Pollipus c Adonius ſake, 
ſate him down vnder a mighty oake,+ with a heauie hart vfte- 
red theſe plaints. Bow vnfoꝛtunate am J aboue all men, to be 
dꝛiuen to this exigent of miſerable calamity,yby my ill foꝛtune 
haue betraid the moſt chaft, vertuous, a beautiful Lady liuing, 
into the hands oftyꝛants, to her endleſſegriele, i by my means 
haue b2ought theſe my friends in danger ofa lamentable death 
by famiſhment. Had all theſe bin pꝛoper to my ſelt, then would 
J in deſpite of my croked deſtinies haue endured them, then 
ould not theycomplaine,then ſhould my vertnous Laurana 
haue bin in the pleaſant tourt of Dioniſius, whoſe teares at my 
departure, did pꝛognoſticate my vnlucky ſuctelle: in this extre⸗ 
mit what hope is left foz my comfo2tzhow may Laurana turſe 
my vnfoztunat deſtinies: how may Dionifus accuſe me — dil⸗ 
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of Pariſmus. 


honoꝛ fo2 lofing his daughter: how many Frigias condemn me 
foz the loſſe of the wozthy Pollipus? and bow! may J luffientiy 
recopence al the wzongs ? Delpaire (hal attend mp ſteps, and 
ſozrow ſhalbe my fd, afllia ion ſhalbe mycompanton,*care my 
reſt:p day wil q ſpend in teares, and the night in gronesꝛlet the 
heauens poure down the bengeance on my head, and the earth 
wozk my ſo2row;fo2 J p molt vnfoꝛtunate of al men, haus de⸗ 
ſerued the greateſt puniſhment v ener was tnflicted vpon man. 
In that verafion of mind continued Pariſmus, poꝛe Adonius 
lay weeping at his ft, almoſt dead fo2 want of od. Pollipus he 
went vp and down,taging inwardlp in his mind, his heart bes 
ing ſo full fraught with griefe, that his eies were ſwolie with 
ertreame veration. Al the while that theſe woz h Untghts has 
continued in this ſimpathy of ſozcow, there was an aged Ber⸗ 
mit had be held their complaints, and vnderſtanding by their 
kehauiour, that they were ſome diſtreſſed ſtrã gers, pit tied their 
paſſions, and came towards them, being all th2e laid vnder the 
oake together lamenting, and ſaluted them with theſe kinde 
ſpeeches:Wozthy knights (ſaid the Hermit) oz that I ſœ you 
are ſtrangers and diſtreſſed if my poꝛe Cell may anp wap eaſe 
vou, and ſuch imple victuals as the ſaine pelds, refreſh vou, oz 
my ſelfe, oʒ counſell, map any way plea ure you, J deũre pou to 
goe with me thit her, and pou ſhall be welcome. Pariſmus behol⸗ 
ding this aged man vtter ſuch kind ſpæches, as one rautſhed 
with top role from the ground, and kinvly with thankes tolde 
him, that he willingly accepted his p2zoferedcourtef:: fog cours 
teous old man (qd he) pon could neuer haue come in a time of 
moꝛe need, ſoꝛ we are now giuen ouer to deſpaire, therefoze we 
map ſap, happy old man, pou ſhal do vs a friendly ded, which 
we wil thankfully accept, and willingly reqnit, if it lpeth in our 
powers: then q pꝛap pou quoch he, gos with me, fo2 J perceiue 
pour bodies are woarted with trauel, and pour harts tired with 
griefe: ſo they topfully went te his Cel, being glad of this com⸗ 
foꝛt, ę in little ſpace attained thither. which was in a large taue 


under the earth, moſt ſecretlycotrined;wher they were ſon wel 
R 2 refreſhed 
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refreſhed with wine + veniſon, wh ieh this old man had alwaies 
ready, Aſter that they had well ſafiſfied their hunger with this 
god cheeie, the olde man requeſted to know of whence they 
work, and by what diſaſtred miſchance they were arriued on 
that vnhappy Jland, Pariſmus told him how he was ſonne to 
the Ring of Bohemia, and that his Companion was a knight 
of Phrigia, rehearſing vnto him all their whole miſaducnture, 
and the loſe of Laurana, vttering the ſame in ſuch doleful wiſe, 
that the old Hermit could not refraine from grief. By that time 
Pariſmus had ended his Tragical diſcourſe, it waxed dark, and 
therefoꝛe the old Hermit had bꝛought them vato their lodging 
which was the ſame bed whereon he laped himſelfe (there bees 
ing no other) on which Pariſmus was verp vnwilling to lie, 
thereby to diſplace this god old man: but by the mantfolde in⸗ 
treaties of the Hermit, he peelded, and ſoone addzeſſed himſelfe 
therunto, deſiring Pollipus to be his bedfellow, and foz that; A- 
donius was ſomwhat ſicklp, they laide him in p midſt betwixt 
them, ſoꝛ that he had done them many pleaſures in their tranel, 
Pariſmus being ſo far in ioue with him, as he would haue vens 
tured his own life to do him god. Poꝛe Adonius with bluſhing 
cheeks, put off his apparel, and lemed to be abaſhed mhe he wag 
in his ſhirt, and tenderly lept into p bed betwirt theſe two woz⸗ 
thy knights, who little ſuſpeded that it was Violetta, wher ſhe 
poze ſoule lay cloſe at Pariſmus backe, the very ſweet touch of 
whoſe body ſeemed to rauich her with toy: and on the other fide 
not acquainted with ſuch 1Bedfellowes,ſhe ſeemed (as it were) 
metamoꝛphoſed, with a kind of delightfull fears: but had Pol- 
lipus known it had bin his deareViollera,he would haue moze 
kindly regarded his bedfeilow, who ſeemed to ſtart if Pollipus 
did but ſtirre. Thus they all toke their reſt that night, the two 
Ri. ights onely being glar of this quiet repoſe after their long 
trauel: and A donius hau. ng in his hart a thouſand delights of 
iop, by touching Pariſmus ſweet body,earely in the mozning A- 
donius was vp, being afraid to vncouer her delicatebody, but 
W ſperd ſan araid himſell, and had ſo neatly pꝛouided anos 
again

againſt theſe fwo Knights ſhould riſe,that both of them admi⸗ 
red his behauioꝛ, haning pꝛouided moſt wholeſsme bat hes foz 
their feete, which did them much eaſe, that they were ſoze 
bzuſed with trauell. The god old Hermit, ſeing theſe wozthy 
Knight ready to take their leaue (foz that they were vnwilling 
to ſtay to trouble him)requeſted them p they would ſtay with 
him ſome dates to refreſh themſelues. God Father (ſaid Pa- 
riſmus) tf we be not troubleſome vnto you then will we ſtap, 
bzingour ſelues further info your debt. Not ſo wozthy knights 
(quoth hee) fo2y know you will get from out of this coun⸗ 
frey, vnleſle you will tay ſome time with me, fo2 3 aſſure you 
that there is no meanes but one, which muſt be atchined with 
much hazard of pour lines, which many haue attempted, pet 
neuer could effect. J pzay you good Father, ſaid hee, let vs bee 
ſo much beholding vnto you,as to know the meanes,foz were 
it neuer ſo dangerous, molt willingly J ſhall vndertake the 
fame, ſeeing there is no meanes to eſcape, fo2 J greatly deſire 
to know what is become of the vertuous Lady Laurana:wher- 
with the Hermit began in this manner. Moſt wozthy P3ince 

(quoth he) now begin fo rehearſe a hiſfozy of the moſt vile- 
deſt Traitoꝛ lining on the earth, whoſe name is Drubal, ſome⸗ 

time a ſubiect of mine, but now my ſuperiour, foz know woz- 


thy knights, my name is Antiochus, ſometime the vnhappy 


ruler of this Iland, This Druball ſometime ſerued me, vnto 
whom J committed my ſecrets, as the man J mot truſted, 


who in time grew ſo pzoud, that vnder colour of my fauour, he 


could commit many bad actions, that hee was much hated a⸗ 
monglt my Noblemen,and my ſabiects began to accuſe me as 
acteſſarꝑ to his euil fads, and fo2 that was ſo blinded with his 
ſlatteries, they began ſlatlp to rebel, and being rep2oned foz his 
miſde meanour by my eldeſt ſonne; he offered in my pꝛeſente to 
haue llaine him, which made meſo odious, that by the impoz- 
tunities of mpnobles,7 baniſht him my court e country, which 


he toke in ſuch diſdainfull ſoat, that euer after he deuiſed fo dee 


me milch iel, and ioined himſelf to Bellona, m greateſt enemy, 
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which dweit in a neighbouring 2land,the moſt wickedeſk hag 
ling vpon the ſace of the whole earth, viing with craſts, ſoz⸗ 
cerics and inchantments, to further their purpoſe againſt mee: 
and came vato this my Tountrep, hauing many friends, firſt 
Wonne many of my Sublecs hearts, and af(e\ wards made o⸗ 
pen wars againſt me, and by their ſtrength put mee to flight, 
When hauing gotten my Crown,they impziſoned my Nun 
and two ſonnes, and a daughter, which J had lining, but not⸗ 
withſtanding they could neuer quietly entsy the gouernment, 
but were oktentimes diſturbed by my ſubiects, who bfterip re- 
fuſed to liue vnder his ty2anny, fo2 that hee daily grew moze 
odious amonalt them, that by cor.ttnuall warre his Countrep 
was aimoſt waſted, and by the counſell of that wicked Hagge 
Bellona, he with his conſeverates betooke themſelues vnto a 
Pountalne heere hard by, and there Foztified themſelues, and 
by witchcraft framed an inuincible Caſtle, from whence they 
continually iſſued fozth, and vanquiſhed and flew moſt of my 
noble men, the ret remaining now in their cuſtodp, in moſt 
miſerable ſeruitude. But not contented with this craelty, they 
were ſs much ginen to Dinelliſh furte, that they deſtroted all 
this whole countrep, not ſuffering man, woman, oz childe, to 
line, neither can any creature land heere, but by their fozceries 
they will deſtrop them. In which kinde ok cruelty they haue 
continued many peeres: my ſelſe haue beene ſecretly hidden in 
this place, from whoſe hands J hane veene pꝛeſerued all this 
time by diuine operations, and by the vertue ofa Jelvell that 
was gtuen mee by an old Artſman of Tartaria. The Caſtls 
wherein they remaine is diſtant from hence ſome thꝛee miles, 
being the goodlieſt thing to the outward ſhew that euer exe 
behelde, where Druball and Bellona without d2eade, liue 
in great mirth, continually-fozmenting mp Queene and 
pooze Childzen with continuall tozments. Now moſt woz⸗ 
tip knights (quoth he) vnlelle pou can by ſome meanes oners 
tome theſe Furies, there is no other hope to eſcape from 
en loʒ long you cannot nn. but they will knowe of 
your 
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vour being heere, foꝛ all paſſengers do vtterly ſhun this plate 
as a hatefull and ominous toaſt. They hauing heard this Her⸗ 
mits range diſcourſe, wondered at the cruelty of Bellona, 


and were confounded in their thoughes with the danger they _ 


ſhould endure to conquere their inchantments, that ſudden- 
ly they could not tell what to determine off: but craning pars 
don of Antiockus foz their rude behauiour towards him, whs 
befo2e they knew not, moſt louinglie ſaluted him. Pariſmus 
ſaid that hee would the next mo2ning without delay trauell 
thitherwards. My Lo2d (quoth Pollipus) were x ſure to abide 
a thouſand deaths, J woulo beare you company, fo2 J would 
not now loſe your ſight, noz abſtaine any hazard foz pour 
ſake. 

The next mozning they were earely vp, determining fo 
leaue Adonius with anriochus in his Cane, but notwithſtan⸗ 
ding all their perſwaſions, he would not ſtay, but What with 
feares and humble intreaties, he obtained Pariſmus conſent ; 
who was vnwilling to haue him goe, leaſt hee might bee hurt 
in this attempt. Antiochus conducted them vntill they were 
within the ſight of the Caftle, but then left thein, returning to 
his Cell, Inuocating and pꝛaying after his manner, fo2 their 
good ſucceſſe. 

When they had well viewed the Cattle, which was beau⸗ 
fifully ſeafed vpon a ſtrong Kocke,incompaſſed with a mighty 
huge deepe Lake, they ſought round about the ſame, but could 
finde no paſſage thereto: hautng neither bztdge noꝛ other wap 
to goe on foot. At laſt they heard a little Bell ring within the 


Caftle, which was by the Match, by the ſound thereof,niuing 


warning fo thoſe that were appointed fo keepe the ſame ; vpon 


which noiſe,they ſawa boat with ſix armed Knights in it com⸗ 


ming towards them, afſone as they were landed, Pariſmus des 
manded of the who was loꝛd of the caſtle; one of p knights ans 
ſwered,come with vs, quoth he, t thou ſhalt ſon ſœ, wherwith 
ther n to laꝑ hold on them. 22 laid Pariſmus, let 5 

4 aſke 


aſke you one queſtion : ſay on, ſaid one of them. Is the Loꝛd of 
this caſtle amongſt you ſaid he? No, ſaid the other. J would hee 
were (quoth Pariſmus)fo2 J vow were he heere, à would haue 
his traitoꝛs head,befo2e he returned: wherewith Pollipus and 
he dzew their ſwoꝛds (being otherwiſe vnarmed) and ſo vali⸗ 
antly aſſailed thoſe ſixe Knights, that they were al llaine with⸗ 
in a ſhoꝛt ſpace, they themſelues hauing very little dammage 
oz hurt. 

The Ferrie men ſeeing their ſixe Champious lie weltring 
in their purple goze, ranne towards their boate, but Adonius 
ſeeing his Maſter and Pollipus had flaine their enemies, was 
befoze gotten down into the lame, and ſeeing the Ro wers com⸗ 
ming towards him, and Pariſmus and Pollipus purſuing them 
th2uft the ſame paſt their reach, by which meanes they had 
ſcone taken theſe llaues, and put them to death, who by ng 
meanes would manifeſt any thing of the ſecrets of the Cas 
ſtte. 

And Pariſmus comming fo Adonius, moſt kindly embꝛa⸗ 
ted him, and with exceeding pꝛaiſes extolled his wiſdome in 
perfo2mirig this exploit to Pollipus, who admired to ſe ſo great 
wiſdome in fo pong yeeres, but his wit and wiſdome was ſuch, 
that had they knowne the party, they would hauemoze admi⸗ 
red his vertue. 

By meanes ofthis boate, they had paſſage vnfo the other 
ſide of the riuer, where they were no ſoner landed, but they 
heard ſach a hideous noiſe within the Caſtle, ſuch Thund ing 
and ratling in the Skies, that it would haue amazed the ſtou⸗ 
teſt Champion in the wozld: but they wers nothing abaſhed 
thereat, ſauing Adonius ſtood quaking and ſhaking with er⸗ 
treame ſeare, when iſſued out ofthe Caftle two mighty hugs 
pꝛopoztioned Monſters, ſemtng rather fo be Diuells then 
naturall men, who aſſailed theſe two wozthy Knightes 
with ſuch, fary that had they not aimbly auopded their 
blowes , they had at that very inſtant periſhed : who 
pꝛoſecuted 
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pꝛoſecuted their ffrokes with ſuch fierceneſſe, that the very 


earthſ&med to ſhake therewith, and what with labour and 


rage, that they could not offend thoſe Knights, they were ſo 
hotte(the Sunne being then at the higheſt) that their eyes were 
dazeld with ſweate that fell from their bzowes, which aduan⸗ 
tage theſe Champions ſone eſpyed, and with their ſwo2des 
( hauing gotten within compaſſe of their mightie Pates) 
ſone ended their w2etched lines, who gaue ſuch groanes, 
that all the Caſtell wrung with the noyſe thereof; whichcrye, 
ſo amazed Druball and Bellona, (being then at their plea- 
ſure) that they came haſtily running to beholde theſe (wo 
wozthy Knights, who were then entering the Caſtle, 
and no ſoner come info the inner Court, but they behelde 


the molt excellent beauty of the Caſtle, being the moſt go2z- 


gious and ſtatelꝑ buildings that euer they had ſeene: where 
they had not long ſtayed, but they behelde Bellona com- 
ming towards them, whome they thought to baue bene 
ſome Qutene incloſed in that Caſtle, foz that ſhe was crow- 
ned with an Imperiall Diademe: who with her ſozceries 
ſobewitched their ſences, that immediately they fell into a 
dead and ſound flepe: pzeſently ſhee commaunded them to 
be conueped into a ſtrong pꝛiſon, and there fettered them wich 
Irons. 
At ſuch time as they awaled, they were excedtnaly a⸗ 
mazed to ſe themſelues in that manner impziſoned: and Pa- 
riſmus, was ſo enraged with extreame ſozrowe that he& tare 
his haire, ę rẽt his garments, rapled on his miſfoztune, curſed 
bis deſtinies, and vered his owne hart with extreme paſ⸗ 
ſions of ſozrowe, that his ſpech was returned into bitter 
ſighes, aud his ſences fo2got their fozmer vertue, and he was 
ſo deſperately ſad, that no griefe might be compared to that he 
endured. | | 
Pollipus on the other fide, continued his wonfed manner 
efenduringafflegion, which was pzeſently to ſtudie howe to 
vidde himſelfe and his friend from the ſame, which man 
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be accounted the rareſt vertue that euer was in knight, he on⸗ 
lp ſtudied fo2 his releaſe, and neuer raged no2 railed againtt 
himſeife, noz otherwayes diſtempered his ſences, but ouer⸗ 
came his in warde ſoꝛrowes ( which were exceeding ) with ſuch 
patience, that Pariſmus would highly extoll him fo2 the ſame; 
and pwz2e Violetta wondered at his gouernment , as a 
moſt rare vertue, which ſhx neuer befJelde in any but hims 
ſelfe : which made her oftentimes accuſe her ſelfe of vnkinds 
neſſe, that ſhe had ſo vngently refuſed ſo conrtconus a 
Lnightes lone, which very thoughts touched her ſo neare the 
quicke, that hx was oftentimes in minde fo peelde to loue 
him, and beganne afterwardes to affect his vertusus qua- 
lities exceedingly, They continued in that darke Dungeon 
all that night, ſo laden with Chaines and Jrons, that they 
could not one helpe the other, without ſuſtenance, not able 
to take any reſt, with the care they endured, at the pitti⸗ 
full grones and cries ofa number of pwze diſtreſſed people, 
which were impziſoned hard by them, that it ſemed-moze 
terrible to Violletta, then death it ſelfe. But they were ſtill 
comfozted by Pollipus, who hearing the ſozrowe poꝛe Ado- 
nius made, and ſæ ing the heauineſſe of Pariſmus, vtfered theſe 
comfoztableſpxches. My Lo2d, do not diſcomfozf pour ſelfe, 
neyther be diſcouraged, 02 ſo much as diſquieted with their 
croſſes, fo2 J doe not doubt but in ſhozte ſpace wee ſhall free 
dur ſelues of theſe bandes, and therekoze beare the loſſe 
of Laurana, with moze patience then you haue done: what 
though ſhe be in the hands ol Pirats and Uillaines; Aſſure 
your ſelfe that there! is none ſo barbarous, oꝛ inhumane, as wil 
once offer to iniury her. And were it not fo2 the care ſhe hath 
taken fo2 your abſence, J durſk allure my ſelfe ſhe is in 
good health: and fo2 pour owne ſafety o2 ours, you neede not 
argue pour ſelfe fo extreamely, as it ſœmeth fo mee you doe: 
foz that is not ſo greatly fo be feared, as wee neede any. 
way to diſpaire :foz doe but followe my counſaile in this, 
to contemne theſe pittie miſeries foz à while, and y 

em 
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them as they were not, and ysu thall ſone ſ& by that meanes 
we ſhal come by our freedome, much rather then by cur effemi - 
nate lamentation, Which will make our enemies reioyte at our 
affection, and not pittie vs. T eare friende (quoth Pariſmus, ) 
pt ur comfogtable ſpœches were ot foꝛte to rcuiue a dying hart, 
but ſo great griefe attaineth my minde fo2 the loſſe of the fapze 
Lady Laurana, that felt you but the inwarde ariefe of ſuch a 
ſweete Friendes abſente, and feare neuer to ſee her againe, you 
would ſay that J dis not greeue ſufficienly. My Lozd (replxed 
Pollipus) J haue often made triall of pour Wertaes, which mas 


keth me the bolder to trie pour pe tiente: J confeſſe that the loſe 


offuch a Friend as Baurana is, cannot de ſufficiently lamen⸗ 
ted, loʒ my ſelfe dos feele ſuch ſoꝛrowe fo2 the loſſe of mp deere 
Violletta, that my heart endureth that tozment my tongue is 
not able to expꝛeſſe, which maketh me ſilent in my grieſes, fo2 
that J wound not pat you in rememb2ance of yours by mine: 


fo2 my Violetta is as deere to me as ten thouſand lines, if 3 hid 


them, and J doe not doubt but one dap 3 ſhall ſee her ver- 
tuous beantte, foz whoſe ſake my heart will neuer be af reſt: 
the remembzance hereof, reſtraineth mee from many del⸗ 
perafe attemptes, that otherwiſe J Would inflict vppon my 
ſelfe, that haue not deſerued the Loue-of ſo vertuous a Das 
moſell. 

But why dee J ptter theſe ſpeeches, when ſhee is not 
by fo heare them, and little regardeth the tozments J endure 
by her vnkindneſſe ? But J beſeeche you comfozt your ſelfe in 
theſs aſflictions, fo2a comfoztable heart ts now neteſſarie: 
wherewith the water appeared in his epes, and poze Violet- 
ta hearing his ſpceches, ſo much pittied his ſighes and ſad 
nelle, that foz.very kindneſſe ſhe wept fo2 company, and re⸗ 
ſoluted to graunt his ſute, which had well deſerued to be belo⸗ 
ued: but the loue ſhe bare to Pariſmus, ſo altered and changed 
her thoughts, that ſhe could not determine what to do: at laſt 


the began to conſider, that in loning Pariſmus, ſhe did wong 
to 
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to Laurana in ſome degree, and that ſhe might no whitte al⸗ 
ter her true friendſhippe to him, being onely vertuous, and pet 


accept Pollipus offer, and peeld him loue fo2 god will. In theſe 
and a thouſand ſuch like thoughts, ſhe ſpent the night, and the 
Rnights continued buſie, bethinking themſelues how to wozke 
their deliuerp. 

Carly the next mozning (kaſt bounde in Zrons ) they were 
bꝛought by a company of ragged hunger ⸗ſtarued fellowes, ins 
to a godly Yall, molt richly furniſhed with ſtately hangings, 
at the vpper ende whereof,ſat Druball e Belona, befoze whom 
they wefe no ſoner come, but Druball with a tyzannous loke, 
demaunded of whonce they were, and what was the cauſe they 
had ſo euill intreated and ſlaine his ſeruants. 


Pariſmus ſo much diſdained to be examined by ſo baſe a 
Villaine, that hee coulde not fozextreame anguiſh of minde 
ſpeake, noz coulde he (would hee) haue anſwered him: but 
Pollipus ſtepping fozwards, anſwered, we are ſtraungers tha t 
haue ſuffered ſhipwꝛacke: and were bnluckily caſt vppon this 
batefull Aland, made ſo by thy treacheries, where we haue 
bene olten in daunger of Famiſhment, and comming to this 
Cattle, thy ſeruants offered vs violence, and we haue rewar⸗ 
ded them, and thou like a Tyzant haſt vninſtiꝑ impꝛiſoned vs, 
not vſing vs as all Knights ſhould be vſed, and not by valour, 
but by Soꝛceries, haſt bzought vs into thy ſubiection, which il 
not our ſelues, the Beauens will reuenge. Mhich wozds hee 
bttered with ſuch a diſdainkull countenance, that the Tyꝛant 
was amazed at his reſolution, and tolde him, that hee would 


ſone abate his haughtie minde, commaunding them to Pꝛi⸗ 
ſon againe.

How Bellona the Inchauntreſſe, fell in lene with Pollipus, by 
which meanes, hee releaſed himſelſe and Pariſmus out of 
priſon.: and fimſhed the inchaunt ment. And how afterward 
Antjochus was reſtored to his hingdome, And how Adonius the 
page fell ſicke, and was reffored by Pollipus. 


az Ellonaall this while toke ſuch viewe of 


the godlieſt men that euer fhe beheld, and 
at that inſtant, vowed epther to obtaine 
their loues by faire meanes, oz inflict ſuch 
I tozments vppon them, that they ſhould 
ved by fozce to her luſt: wherefoze the ſe⸗ 
| cretly commaunded her ſeruants to loade 
them with moꝛe Jrons, which they perfozmed, where theſe 
two wozthie Knightslaye by the (pace of a weeke in the moſt 
cruelleſt ftozment that might be:their fode being bꝛead and was 
ter, their bedde the harde and cold earth, in a moſt loathſome 
inking pꝛiſou. Which paine they patiently endured, but were 
both ſogreued foz-poze Adonius, that their hearts were al⸗ 
moſt readie to burſt with griefe, who continnallie ( notwith- 
ſtanding his weakneſſe) ſemed tobe of great comfozt. But 
being al his life time fenderly bzonght vp, he began to war very 
ſick with ill ſauour, and hard fare, in this loathſome pꝛiſõ, that 
they thought hes would haue at that inſtant ended his lite but 
Pollipus, what with deuites and ſoztes, wong himſelle fro the 
place where he was faſtened,and made ſuch meanes not with⸗ 
ſtanding his heauy Jrons) that he tame to pwze Adonius, and 
vnloſed many of his Woltes and Jrons) from his weake body, 
and continually made him ſit on his lappe) being all the means 
be had to cdfozt him withall,) that he pwze ſoule being almoſt 
dead with lying on the colde grounde, felt great net by 
Olile 
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Pollipus warme body: which kindneſſepoze Violletta fo kind⸗ 
ly accepted, that euer after ſhee began to loue him moſt entire⸗ 
ly, and remembꝛing an impoſſible of enioping Pariſmus, her 
affections was ſetled on the wozthyPollipus, thinking that 
ſince he was ſo kinde to her, being taken as a Page, hee wauld 
be much io: e kinde ik hee knew her to bes Violetta. Euery 
day they were ſerued by a rude vnciuill flaue, in ſuch ſozt that 
it would haue made daintie fare loathſome to be fo handeled, 
which Bellona did vpon pꝛetence: firſt to vie them hardly, 
and then by better vſage, to dzaw them to a god opinion of 
her gentleneſſe: foz ona time ſheecame fo vifite theſe pꝛiſo⸗ 
ners, being no lvaies dzawne thereto by a vertuoug4nclings 
tion, but of a moſt vachaſte and beaſtlike diſpofition ; and co⸗ 
lourably ſœmed to repꝛoue the Jayloz, that he had vſed them 
ſo hardly, commaunding him to remoue thein into a moze de⸗ 
lightſome place, where they had very ſofte bedding, god aire, 
and farce better diet, which kindnelſe of hers, they both 
commended. Jn which place they remained many daies: du⸗ 
ring which time, Pollipus and Adonius were bed-fellowes, 
he full little knowing who it was he ſo tenderly regarded, foz 
by reaſon that he was ſickly, (Poilipus being d2awne thereto 
by a vertuous inclination pzoceding from milde pittie) would 
oftentimes folde him in his armes, and ſo kinvely cheriſh him, 
that by his meanes poꝛe Violetta had reconered her fozmer 
health: which imbzacements of Pollipus, at the art ſemey 
fkraunge to her, but incontinuance ſhe toke ſuch vertuoas des 
light in his werte company, that his pzeſence was her whole 
delight, and theſe kindneſſes did ſo much reioyce her heart (by 

ä the knowledge ot her owne eſtate, and remembꝛance that ſhee 
| was vaknowne) that ſhe was athonſand times in minde to 
| reueale her ſelfe to him, when te lay loulded in his armes: (he 
| hauing not the leaſt thought that ſh was a woman, ) anda 
| thouſand times that 8etermination was croſſed by contrarie 
| thoghts,that zerioy ſeemed without compare, had it not bin foz 
| remembꝛance of the eſtate they remained in, but her hart wy 
ſo 


of Pariſmus; | 
fo ch&red with theſe delights, that by her pleaſant denfces ſhe 


would dꝛiue many ſadde thoughts from the vnchearfullheartg 


of theſe impaiſoned Champions, Which ſo greatly admyzed 


their Pages vertues, that they were both dziiwne into au ex- | 


terding loue of his qualities. 

Bellona had all this while ( by remembꝛing the comelp p29 - 
poztions of her two new come pꝛiſoners, kindled ſuch ſyarkes 
vf immodeſt loue within herloathſome bꝛeaſt) that the burthe 
thereof was intollerable te her to endute, aud therfozearming 
herſelfe with an vnſhamekaſte countenance, thee reſolued ey⸗ 
ther ſpadilie to wozke her owne content, by enſoping one oz 
both ok their perſons fo ſatiſfie her appetite, o: to wozke their 

endleſſe toꝛment, and her cwne death, which diuellich relolu⸗ 
tion toke ſuch deepe rote in her impure hearte, that tha pꝛe⸗ 
ſently came vato the place Where theſe two Knightes were, 
and with a fawningcountenanceſaluted them: beeing attired 
as ſhe thought moſt gozgioully to delight their eyes, but ſo vn⸗ 
ſemelp ſhe became thoſe rich attires, that it would haue alte- 
red a dæpe grounded affection to extreame diſdaine, to beholde 
rich attire on ſo vnſeemly acarkaſſe. 
Pariſmus nothing regarded her: but Pollipus aduiſedlp 
marked her behauiour, and his fancie iumpt rightly on her diſs 
eaſe, that ai the very firſt, he rightlyconteited this het amozous 


paſſid.Aſſon as ſhe was entred x had ſaluted them, ſhe began 


to enqui te of Pollipus(fo2 that he ſeemed to be the cheerkulleſt) 
ofwhat coantrey they were, 4 how they arriued in that coatt ?2 
Pollipus tolde her, that they wereKnigbfsofPbrygiatthat tra⸗ 
uelled towards Tastaria, but by a mightie tempeſt they were 
dziuen bp on that Jland, where their ſhip and men were all caſt 
away,but themſelues and theirlittle page,beingtherby dztuen 
ko franel, æ by chante lighted on that Caſtle, intending fo trie if 
they could get paſſage into Tartaria, foʒ that the Country was 
no where elſe inhabited. ſince our arrinall wozthy LTadp, pour 
ſelle know what miſery we haue indured, being inflicted vpon 
vs foz no offence that we haue giuen to the Fozd of this ny: 
there 
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therefoze faire Ladie, if there bee any vertuous pittie in pou, 
graunt our releaſement from his bondage, which can no war 
benefit you,: wee are ſuch, as neuer intended your harme ang 
way:but by neceCitie were compelled by this place, which hath 
pꝛouꝛd ſo miſerable, Bellona being tickled with this flattering 
ſpech ofPollipus, (which ſermed to agree with her diſpoſition) 
made him this anſwere. Wozthy knight(quoth che, il it lyein 
my power, to releaſe you, 4 will moſt wiilingly do it, foꝛ luch 
god will J beare pou, and ſuch pitty J fake foꝛ pour hard vſage, 
that I haue cauſed you to be remoued from the miſerable pꝛi⸗ 
ſon wherein you were befoze, and haue both bettered your lod⸗ 
ging and pour dpet, and would doe all that you wiſh, oz venter 
my life in purſute thereof,if you would condiſcend to tay with 
me in thiscsuntrey ;toz wozthy knight, though it ill beſemes 
my lexe to begin the motion of loue, and ſhew their beloned the 
depth of their affectisn,yet(fo2 that paraduenture yourtnclinay 
tion is not ſo bent, J here but offer pou fredome,and what elſe 
vou will require, ſo that you will ptelo to loue me. 
Foz at the firſt view of your perſon, my heart ſo ſurketted 
with delight of beholding your perfection, that ener ſince J 
haue entoyed no quiet, but onely the hope fo enioy my deſired 
with: therefoze gentle Knight, reſoule me of my doubte, and 
graunt this my ſute, and therby eaſe your lelfeof further paine, 
And ſet theſe your krendes at libertie. 

Pollipus hearing her ſpeeches, thought it the beſt courſet? 
gloſe with her, and therefoze anſwered; Poſt wozthy Ladie, 
this requeſt of yours is dangerous fo2 me to perfo2me,foz if the 
Lo2d of this Caſtle, ſhould any way heare thereof,then would 
her fnflict a miſerable death vpon mee, (as he might well do) 
and alfo my heart is oppꝛeſſed with a heauie paſſion of feare, 
leaſt theſe your kinde ſpeches Chonld p2oceede of no god will, 
but one!p to trye me withall, and thereby bzing me in daun- 
ger, being already ſurpꝛiſed with lone of your Uertues, which 
are ſuch as might content a farre better man then my ſelle. 


Bellona bearing his kinde ſpeeches, and hauing pziully retei⸗ 
ued 
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ned a ſweet kiſſe of him, neither Pariſmus noꝛ Adonivs ſeeing 
the ſame, was now indeede fettered in the ſnares of lone, 
whereas beto2e ſhe intended nothing but luſt, and thercfo;e 
reſolued to obaine his lone, and to wozke the downekall cf 
Druball, thereby to poſſeſſe the ſame, without any let oꝛ impe⸗ 
diment, and therefo22 with oathes, pꝛoteſtations, teates, and 
vnkained vowes, ſhee gaue him allurante ok her loue, which 
was ſo kindled in her adulterous bꝛeaſt, tbat ſhe would Fele 
hazarded a thouſand liues to poſſeſſe the ſame, and taking her 
leaue of Pollipus, ſhæ went out of the Pꝛiſon, by a pztuate 
Rey which ſhee had alwaies about her, pꝛomiſng him to re⸗ 
turne thither about midnight, when hee ſheuld haue full al⸗ 
ſurance of her lone, Pariſmus maruelled what communi⸗ 
cation had paiſed befweene Bellona and Pollipus, but ſæ⸗ 
ing him vnwilling to vnkolde the ſame, would demande 
no further of him. Violetta likewiſe wondzed wp hee 
would net reneale the ſame, that her heart was oppzcſſe> 
with ſuch a ſuddaine doubt, that ſhe could not rekraine from 
fearcs, and getting into a co2ner ſecretly by her ſelfe , be- 
ganne to ffuvy what might bee the cauſe of her long talke, 
f:aring leaſt Pollipus heart might bee dzawne by her in- 
chauntments, to ſome inconuenience, oz altered by ſome di⸗ 
uellich deutſe which ſhee might vſe : likewiſe the beganne to 
call his loyalty in queſtion, which ſhe thought was the truth 
indeede, becauſe hee would not reueale it, foz that ſee 
thought ſome amoꝛous conference had paſſed betweene them, 
which thought could by no meanes paſſe from her minde, 
but continued ſtill in her carefall bꝛeaſt, wherewith ſhee was 
much griened, and ſo continued all that night, but when 
ſhee law that Bellona came about the appointed time to 
Pollipus, ſhee pooze Boule, lay in her vnquiet bed, tozmen⸗ 
ted with infinite cares and grieſes, that the all bewette the 
plate where ſhes lap with ſalt teares. Bellona and Pollipus 

departed together out ol the roome, fo2 ſhe had made Druball 
ſlerp with a ſomniferous ann infuſed vpon his bodp, p

a mighty volly ofcanon ſhot could not haneawaked him, and 
the being greedy af the lweet delights of Wenery, haſted to the 
lodging where Pollipus was, Who expected her comming, and 
toke him by the hand, ſaſt locking the doze, and conducted him 
with amoz9us ſpeeches into a moit goodly garden, where Flo- 
ra in her ſummer wedes was comely dec, and from thence vn⸗ 
to a moſt gallat ſummer houſe, ſo richly avo2ned with precious 
oats, that it made Pollipus admire, e had his paramsur ſo 
wel liked him as that delightſome arbour, he would haue wiſht 
no other felicity ; where they were no ſoner come, but kindly 
(thaugh far from any good infent)heembzaced Belona tn hig 
armes, who was therewith ſoareatly pleaſed, that ſhe vſed ings 
ny thouſand pzoteffativs ofthe loue ſhe boꝛe him, and p it was 
ſuch as ſhe had pet neuer p2zofefſed to any, vowing that in re- 
quitalofhis kindnes ſhe wsld do any thing,yea though it were 
to deſtroy Drubal and p Caſtle, which conſiſted in her power. 
Which wozds of hers well pleaſed Pollipus, who hearing her 
ſay, the power of that Caſtle wheliy conſiſted in her, had that 
be woul d haue, and hauing his full iiberty,framed an embzace⸗ 
ment of kindnes, and with all his might caught her by the cur- 
ſed head, and with maine ſozte wꝛong a two her necke, where- 
with the gaue many agrieuous arone, and there aroſe ſuch a 
mighty tempeſt in the Garden, as though legions of infernall 
ſpirits had arrined there, which hideous, noiſe almoſt amazed 
the valiant knight, that with all the haſte he could, gat out of 
the garden, and by that time Phæbus began fo seaufifie the 
earth with his ſplendoz,he was ſafely.come vnte p place where 
Pariſmus was, and by the key Bellona-had(which he had taken 
vp, as being tarefull thereof) he entred in and lockt the dwze as 
gain, but the noble minded Pariſmus marking his gaſtly loks, 
being ſomewhat affrighted, would not queſtion with him, and 
pee Adonius was ſomewhat comfozted with his pꝛeſente, 
but otherwiſe wonderfully perplexed in thought. As ſone 
as he was in, hee walked vp and downe ſadly a good ſpace, 
by which time came the Japloz with their bzeakefaft, ; om 
Pollipus 
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Pollipus pꝛeſentiꝑ caught hold on, and with many thzeats, 
compelled the villaine to bnlooſe all the fetters from Pariſ- 
mus, and Adonius, which when hee had done, hee tooke vp a 
bolt ofgron, and beate out his bzaines, and locking faſt the 
doe, came to Pariſmus, and told him the whole truth that 
had paſſed between him and Bellona, which when hee had de- 
clated, Pariſmus with a thouſand kind imbzacings, extolled 5 
wozthy ade, and pooze Adonius was ſo inwardly vered with 
griefe, to thinke ot the iniarie ſhe had done him by her iealous 
thoughts, that ſhe began to werpe afreſh, and renew her ſoz⸗ 
mer kind of ſozrow, which ſhe vſed againſt him, in accuſation 
ok her ſelfe. Theſe two knights, thonght it not god in this time 
of need to vſe delay, but finding the bunche of keies the-zailoz 
carried about him, and fitting themſelues with ſuch weapons 
as the place reelded(being the longeſt bolt of iron) iſſued out of 
that place into the Court, where they ſaw no creature ftirtr.g, 
at length they eſpied two az thꝛee of Drubals ſeruants , who 
no ſoner ſalo theſe two knights, but with open erclamations 
they ranne towards Drubal, and they with all the haſte 
they could followed them, and at the very entrance in at a 
ooze, flew two of them, and the third peelded himielfe, pꝛo⸗ 
miſing if they would ſane his life, he would diiec them fo the 
place where Druball was, and 3 alſo helpe them fo Armour, 
Upon which condition, he bzought them ints a mighty large 
roome, where thep beheld many bzane and rich Armours, 
being the Armour of ſuch knights as were impꝛiſond andide⸗ 
fkroyed-in that Caſtle, and befitted themſelues with the beſt 
they could chooſe, fo2 they knew they ſhould haue occafion to 
vie the ſame, and by that time they were armed they heard 
a great noiſe and muttering ok people, feꝛ Druballs ſomnife⸗ 
rous ſpell was ended, and hee miſſing Bellona, and hearing 
thecries of his ſernants, fearing ſome treaſon, cauſed his Las 
rumme Bell to be rung, and pꝛeſently they were gathered ts 
him a hund2ed of his ſeruants. With which noiſe, theſes 
knights well armed, cams ont * the Court whom Druball

no ſoner eſpied, but he cauſed his men fooNoult them, thinks 


ing becauſe there were but two, bee thenls eaſily oucrcome 


them, but the firſt that offered to lay hands on Pariſmus, had 


his arme parted from his body, and he ran about the court: an- 


others leg was by Pollipus lopt off, and he compelled to lie and 
tumble on the earth, ſome loſt their heads, ſome had their bo⸗ 
dies pierted quite thꝛough by the vnconquerable hands of theſe 
wozthy nights, and happy was hee that came nͤt within 
to mpaſſe of thetr weapons, that by that time the Sunne was 
mounted to the higheſt Zcdiate, the greateſt part of Drubals 
ſernants lap weltring in their blond, and theſe valiant knights 
ſtill tentinued their Maſtacre among them, that the reſt ſ&- 
ing themſelues allo likelp to periſh by the matchleſſe Chiual⸗ 
rie oi theſe Champions, with a generall conſent caſt awayp 
their Weapons, and peelded to their mercy ; Which when 
Drubell ſaw, being of a traiterous diſpoſition, ranne at Pa- 
riſmus with all the fozce hee Had, thinking either deſperate⸗ 
ly fo kill him, o2 die hiunſeife, but Pollipus with a quicke ere 
marking his intent, ſtrooke him ſo mighty a blow vpon the 
head, thathceranne ſtaggering vp and debone, and by the 
commandement of Pariſmus, his owne men had taken a. 
way his weapan, whom Pariſmus cauſed to bee latd in ths 
moſt vildeſt Pꝛiſon in the Caſtle, which ſo vered Drubel, 
that there he grew ko ſuch a deſperate rage, that hee would 
haue flaine himſelfe, but that hee was in the hope ſtill to bee 
releeued by Bellona. Moſt part of his Seruants they likes 
wie committed to ſafe cuſtodie, and beeing moꝛe at quiet, de⸗ 


manded if Antiochus Quꝛen, and his two Sonnes 4 Daugh⸗ 


ter were liuing, who fold him, that they were liuing in won⸗ 
derfulli pooꝛe and miſerable eſtate. Whereſoze by the direction 
of one of Drubells Seruants, they weie bꝛought vnto the 
Pꝛiſon, where they were no ſooner come, but they bheaid the 
molt greeuouſeſt groanes, cties, and lamentation, that e⸗ 
ue Care heard: and being entred, they beheld a number 
of Pziſouers, in the moſt giæuous and pittiſulle& manner 


lying 
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lying on the earth, that their hearts were wonderdully greued 
to behold the ſame. Amongſt the reſt, they beheld an auncient 
woman Feiteced and chained vnto a poſte, and tight oppoſite 
againſt her, a comely young Maiden, chained in many chaines, 
their appareil beeing all foznefrom their bodies, ſauing ſonic 
little that ſhadowed their middle parts, whom the ſeruant 
tolde him, was the Aucene and her daughter, and two that 
lap chained with their backes together, were Antiochus two 
Sonnes, Pariſmus and Pollipus commanded them to fetch 
ſome Apparell to coner their bodies. In the meane time they 
beganne to commune withthe Queene: who was much a- 
ſhamed at her nakedneſſe, but ſ&ing ſome comfozt in their 
lokes, told them that ſhe was ſametime Nugn ok that Coun⸗ 
trep, but had long continued impꝛiſoned in that ſoꝛt by the treas 

cherie of Druball. | 
Pariſmus told her, that now the time of her delinery from 
that bondage was come, which ſo retoyced the poze Nueene, 
that with a cheerekull countenance, ſhe ſmiled on her daughter, 
the meſſenger being returned, Pariſmus couered the Nunes 
body With rich apparell, and with his owne hands loſed her 
bands, Pollipus did the like to Freneta her daughter, and all 
the reſt ofthe pꝛiſoners were ſet at liberty: Pariſmus and Pol- 
lipus ledde the Nueen and Freneta vnto tonuenient lodgings, 
being ſcarce able ts ſtand, they were growne ſo feeble, where 
they had all things conuenient miniſtred vnto them by Ado- 
nius, who was willing to vadertake that office, and there 
left them whileſt they tooke oꝛder to releaſe the reft of the zi ⸗ 
ſoners from their milery, which were a great number: among 
whom were many knights ok ſtrange countries, that they ads 
mired the cruelty of the Tpꝛant Druball, which exceeded the 
compaſſe of reaſon. Afterwards they viewed the whole Cas 
ffle, where they beheld in ſundzy places, the dead carkaſſes of 
thouſands of Men, Women,and childzen, conſumed to aſhes, 
fo2 aſſone as the fy2ants had ſafiſfied their appetites in ſundzy 
abominable ſozts with them, they burnt their bodies, At laſt 
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they tame vnko the mainecaſtle (wherin the ſeruants ot Dru. 
ball told them, they never ſaw any to enter) which they found 
faſt thut , a aſſayed by all meanes they could to open the ſame, 
but theic lavour was in vaine, which cauſed them fo marueil 
what might ve the cauſe therof. But they were no ſoner depar⸗ 
ted ditermining to go ſ& where Bellona lay dead) but immedi⸗ 
ately the windes began to blow with ſuch vehemecy,that with 
much ado they could ſtand vpꝛight: where with ſuch tchũdzings 


tfpelts began to ariſe, that all the whole Rock ſhoke wheron 


the caſtle ſtod, e the buildings quaked, in ſuch maner, that ſuch 
as were within the compaſſe or the rwfes, ran fozth into the opẽ 
court, ę the lower wherinto Pariſmus and Pollipus would haue 
entred, ſamed to turne into a mighty flame, fro whence came 
ſuch a ſmoke, as darkned the whole place where they ſtod that 
they tou.d not ſe one another. In which ſoꝛt it cotinued a god 
ſpace, when pꝛeſently the ſmoke vaniſhed away, 4 the Tower 
c buildings of the taſtle were neuer after that any moze fene;. 
which to amazed the wozthy Knights, that with the fearfulnes 
thereaf,thep ſtod like men agaſt. Neither was the body of Bel. 
lona any where to be found, fo2 the fearme and date ol her In⸗ 


than ment then foke end. The riuer, ouer which they had paſs 


ſed, was not ts be ſcene, noz any other gwdly thing, that befoze 
ſeemed moſt admirable fo2 beauty. Wherefoze Pariſmus com⸗ 


mandeda Tent to be picht fo2 their habitation, being no other 


there to be had. Druball being (as befoze J ſaid) in pꝛiſon, hea⸗ 
ring this noiſe, and ſering the darkeneſſe that ouerſpꝛed the Cas 
le, ſoone knew, fuz Bellona had repozted the ſecret thereof vn⸗ 
to him befoze, that Bellona was dead: he by that meanes del⸗ 
perately without any hope of aide, beate out his owne bꝛaines 
a gainſt the ſtone walles, and his body being found in that ſozt 
murdered, Pariſmus commanded to bee caſt as a pzay to the 
beaſts of the ficld,fo2 that he was not wo2thy ot buriall. After 
which, the two Knightescame to the Queene, who was in the 
Tent, accompanied by her two ſonnes and daughter, who by 
Adonius god tendance were wel ſtrengthened, they no 2 

aw 
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ſai them come in, but with a thouſand comimendafions, they 
began to applaud their magnanimious vertues, that had 
wꝛought the downfall ofthoſe two wicked Tyzants, that had 
long time kept them in thzaldome, peelding vnto them (a mae 
ny harty thanks, that Pariſmus requeſted them not to vie ſuch 
Ceremonious thanks to them that werealtogether bnwozthp 
thereof,and began to demand ok the Queene, whether the king 
of that Zland were liuing oz no; wherwith ſhe told him that he 
was ſlain in a battelby Drubal, manp peares ſince, the remem- 
bzance of whoſe death, cauſed the teares to trickle downe her 
cherekes in aboundante. Wepe not deere Nucene (quoth Pas 
riſmus)fo2 things paſt reconery are no way to be lamented, but 
(quoth he) this comfoꝛt is yet remaining, that Antiochus is [fs 
uing, and in god health, foz ſince our comming into this conn⸗ 
trep, we haue bin pꝛeſerued from famiſhment by his courteous 
meanes, and to mozrow (fo pleaſe it vou, my deare friend Pol - 
lipus and my ſelfe wil conduct vou vnto the place of his aboad. 
At which woꝛds, the Nueen, her daughter, a two Sons, were 
ſo reuiued with exceeding top(aſſuredly beleeuing his wozds) 
that with many thanks t courteũes they pꝛoſtrated themſelus 
befoze theſe wozthy knights, that hadeuery way brought them 
happy newes: where many ot her ſpeches paſſed betwixt them, 
till by the nights appꝛoach, they all betoke themſelues to their 
reſt within thoſe Tents, where all things were o2terly pꝛoui⸗ 
ded by Drubals ſeruants: and they quietly reſted vntill the 
nert mozning, Adonius ſtil being Pollipus bedleliow, who was 
now grolon into ſuch admiration of the ſplendoz of his ſplen⸗ 
dant Uertues, that ſhe reſolued rather to die a thouſand deaths 
then to loſe one iote ofhis loue, which by many infallible to⸗ 
kens the knew to be ſoloyall, that no thought of chance could 
take rote in his conſtant heart: and indeed ſo it was. 

Foz Pollipus was ſo fernently affectioned fo her lone, 
that although hee knewe not what was become of her 
and at her laſt being in her Fathers houſe, had ſrom her ſelfe 


receined a flatte deniall, yet hee determined (after that 
. Pariſmus 


j 
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Pariſmus had againe reconeced Lavrana) fo ſpend the reſt of 


his daies ſearch of her, who was nioze pꝛiuie to his R104, 
then he was aware eff. 

The next mozning Pariſmus carly came fo. viſit the 
Queene, where after ſome ſalutations, they departcdtowards 
the caue, where olde Antiochus was, who hearing no newes of 
theſe Knights, was fully perſwaded, that they were impziſo- 
ned by Druball, as many had beenebefoze, and therefoze was 
now out of al hope ot hearing any god newes by their returne, 
and gaue himſelke fo his fo2mer auſtere kinde of life: and 
being in the midf ofa ſoꝛrowfull meditation, heſ uddainly bes 
held Pariſmus g Pollipus within his Cane, comming towards 
him, whom at the firſt he knew not. By reaſon whereof, hee 
was attainfed with ſuch a deadly feare, as if had beene atta⸗ 
ched by his enemie Druball, but with a mozeatfentine aſpect, 
beholoing theſe knigvts, be knew them, and with great iop 
reioiced at their pꝛoſperous returne. Py Lo2d ( quoth Pariſ- 
mus) we haus by the Diuine p2outdence,and the vertne of the 
wozthy Pollipus, deſtroied that wicked Drubal, and the In⸗ 
chantreſſe Bellona: whileſt they continued this talke, the 
Queene and het Childzen (being guided by Adonius) entred 
the Caue, who no ſoner ſaw herLo2d Antiochus, but pꝛeſentip 
ſhe knew the fozme of his countenance, though much altered 
by age, and vpon her knee ſaluted him, who kindly tooke her 
bp, requiring to know why ſhee vſed ſuch reuerente to him? 
Pariſmus ſ&ting that be knew her not, tols him that ſhee was 
bis Qutene gchildzen came to viſit him. Mherewith Antio- 
chus with thouſand kiſſes andembzacings welcommed them, 
that it delighted the Knights fo behold their exceeding top: in 
which ſalutation, they continued to their mutuall comfoꝛts a 
god ſpace, and at laſt departed towards their tents, In which 
tourney Pariſmus vnſolded the whole manner of their aduen⸗ 
ture, and how by the wiſdome of Pollipus they attained the cõ⸗ 
gueſt of that Yeiliſh Taſtle, where * continued ſome daies, 
ſpending the time in great iop. Alter their troubles in the 3ns 


chanted 
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chaunted Caſtle were ended, Pariſmus began to renne theres 
n embzance ok his loſt Laurana, (dy ſeeing the toy theſe parted 
friends eniored by t heir happie meæting) that he t uld not be 

quiet, but began to cenferre with Vollip us, hc w eto get ſhipping 

to goe in ſearch of his belcued P2tnceſie, T heiefoze they came 

both vnto old Antiechus, to aſke his deniſe therein, who tolde 

them, that ſince it was their deſire fo depart, he woald vſe all 

the meanes he could to purchaſe their content, and therefo2e 

went toward the ſea ſide, where lod a godlp Towne, bes 

ing ſometimes the chieleſt of that Countrep, and there deter⸗ 
mined to make his abode, and to ſ&ke traffique emongſt other 
Nations, as in times paſt, where the Ring dwelt many daies, 
hauing ſome two hundzed to inhabite the ſame Cite, being 

ſuch as were ſeruants to Druball, and pꝛiſoners in the Taſtle, 
where he cauſed his flagges of truce to be hung out, which Wag 

a token vnto ſuch as paſſed by, that therethey might ſafely ar⸗ 
riue without daunger. In this place Pariſmus ard Pollipus res 
mained in god hope to get paſſage many daies. Where wee 

will foz a ſeaſon leane them, to declare what happened to Lau- 
rana, | | 
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CHAP, XX1T. 


How Andramart finding no hope of Lauranaes fauour, com- 
mitted her to the cuſtodie of Adamaſia his ſiſter. Ho Lau- 
rana was delivered of a goodly Boye, and named him Pariſ- 
menos. The miſerable life Laurana indured, and how Pa- 
riſmenos Nurſe ſaued him from death, which was intended 
by Adamaſia, 


| Aurana all this while remained in the J- 
land of Rocks, kindelp intreated (as is be⸗ 
e kloꝛe rehearſed) by Andramart, Who wag 
lſurpꝛiſed with ſuch deſtre to obtaine her 

© )| fauour, that it was agriefe to him at any 
time to ſ& her ſadde,and on a time he came 
> vnto her (being in her Chamber, accom⸗ 
REF panied by Leda her Maide) and hauing 
obtained her conſent, vttered theſe ſpeches. Moſt beautifull 
Lady (ſaid h 3 beſ@ch you ſhew ſome faucur vpon pœꝛe An- 
dramart, who languiſheth with deſire of your lone, vou ſ& that 
now you are in my power, it were but folly foꝛ you to ſeme ſo 
ſcoꝛnefull, and ſo iightly ts regard my pzoferodloue, wheras J 
might it 3 pleaſed)inflict ſome greeuous puniſhment vpon you 
therebp to compeli yourconſent, but you likewiſe ſ& that my 
minde is not bent fo any craelfy but J baue euer ſince pour 
arriuall, humblꝑ ſued and intreated your friendthip,which J e⸗ 
ſteme moze derre then my life. Here ſhal pou abide in great qui⸗ 
et and pleaſure, not ſubiect vnto any, but ſhall be chieſe Gouer⸗ 
nour ofthis Caſtle, my ſelf,and all that is mine. Diuine Lady, 
ik pou wil graunt me lone, Ile haue pou clad in coffly robes and 
Damaſk veſtures, imboſt with diamonds, and the richeſt bur - 
nicht golde, perkumed with Camfire, Biſſe, and Sy2ian lwete 
perfumes, a hundzeth Uirgins clad in purple, ſhal daily attend 
thy perſon, as many lwerte recoꝛding Inſtruments ſhallbzing 
thy ſencos to their quiet flepe, Thy fode ſhallbe the pens 
delicates 
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delitates of the wo21d,fhey dzinke moze coſtly then Nectar and 
Ambꝛoſia: my ſelſe will be, obedient at thy tall, and all my ſer- 
uants ſhall bow at thy command. fall this will not purchaſe 
thy ſweet content, J will pꝛepare a ſumptuous Chariot made 
of the pureſt gold, wherein thou ſhalt be dzawn by kings, along 
the pleaſant fields of this Countrep, whereas the euening aire 
hall bzeath-a covlencſſe,farre moze ſweeter then Ambergreece, 
bpon thy erimlon cheks,and make thy ſplendant beauty ſhing 
like the purple Paliace of Hyperion, when hee leaves Aurora 
bluſhing in her bedde, whereby all creatures ſhall admire thy 
excellency. All this and ten thouſand times moze, will J per⸗ 
fozme,to delight pour vertuous ſelfe withall, but if all this wil 
not ſuffice,then ſhall à ſpend my dates in endleſſe ſoꝛrow, and 
pour ſelfepurchaſe thereby your owne diſcontent. Therefoze 
ſweet Lady let me reteiue ſome comfoztable anſwer to mitti⸗ 
gate theſe my ſoztoweg, Laurana hauing heard his ſpechcs, 
was ſo ſurpꝛiſed with a vertuons diſdaine to beate his flatte⸗ 
ring, p che was reſolued not to anſwer him at all, but at laſt ſhe 
replies in this (o2t.3t is in vaine Tyzant(quoth ſhe)fo2 thee to 
think to purchaſe any lone at my hands by thy flatteries,there 
foe deſiſt thy ſute, which is as odious fo me as thy ſelfe, which 
thinkeſt becauſe by trechery J am bꝛought inte thy cruel hads 
J will peeld to thy allurements; no Tyzant,no,infita what pus 
niſhment thoncanſt vpon me, J wil neuer yeld to ſhew thee as 
ny fauour, that deſerueſt fo be hated ok all men: beſidcs, thou 
ſeeſt my eſtate vnfit to liſten to y allurements of laue, therfoze 
if thou haff any vertue in thee, (as thou ſhebeſt thy ſelf to haue 
none) ſhew that thou loueſt me, by deſiſting to trouble me any 
moꝛe with the harſh ſound ol thy odious inftcumets;wherwith 
ſhe turned from him, and he in a monſtrous rage departed the 
chamber.Afterward comming vnts a ſiſter which he had with 
him, named Adamaſia, he began to-vnfold vnto her the ſum ol 
his affection to Laurana, how diſdainfully ſhe had vſed him, 
requeſting her counſel to further him therin: who being an euil 


diſpoſed creature, and rather ready to inticehim to euil then to 
diſſwade 
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diſlawaded him fro p ſame, ſhe pꝛomiſed him, that il ſhe might 
haue the cuſtodie of Laurana, ſh& would not doubt but ſwne 
to bzing her to conſent vnto his deſire, which Andramart was 
in ſom doubt to ſuffer, fo2 that he was loth any ſhould haue the 
keeping of her but himſelfe. But atlaſt being intiſed by hope of 
obtaining her god will, gaue his conſent, and the wicked Ada- 
maſia had the charge ofthe moſt vertuous Laurana, vnto who 
ſhe vnſolded the cauſe of her comming, vüng manie perſwa- 
ſions to Laurana, to conſent to love Andramart, telling her 
that ſhe was vnwiſe torcfaſe the god will of bio thai was (0 
mighty a man. Laurana ſœing a wozſe plague then euer ſhe 
befoze endured, to be now befallen her, bp being troubled with 
ſuch an impudent ſolliciter, was ſo onercome with ſozrow and 
griefe, that this laſt vexation ſeemed moze græuous then all 
that euer ſhe endured: 4 would gine no anſwere vnto her im- 
pudent ſollicitings: by which meanes Adamaſia mas fruſtra- 
tedofal hope to obfaine her liking,but many dates ſhe vſed the 
vertuous Laurana very kindly,and (@med ſo loth to offend her 
that ſhe would not long time after motion any thing in the be» 
halfe of her bꝛother, which the wicked hag did,only to feele the 
diſpoſition of the vertuous Laurana : and alſo perceiuing y ſhe 
was great with child, told Andramart that it was to no effect to 
deale any further in their ſuit, vntill che were deliuered Mher⸗ 
foze with all diligence they miniſtred all things neteſſarie, and 
the time of her delinery being come, ſhe was inriched with a 
coodly bop, whom ſhe named Pariſmenos, whom Andramart 
cauſed to be nurſed, and to be moſt delicately bꝛought vp many 
daies in that caſtle, Aftera few daies Andramart grew ſo im⸗ 
patient in his loue, that with many intreaties, he requeſted A- 
damaſia, either ſpeedily to wozk his content(by obtaining Lau- 
ranaes liking) oꝛ elſe he told her ſhe ſhould ſon ſeehts death foz 
without the ſame it was impoſſible foz him to live. Mherwith 
Adamaſia beganne to ſettle her ſelſe to the taſke ſhe had vnder⸗ 
taken, and finding (as ſhe thought) a conuenient time when 
if Laurana was alone,ſhe began to fesle herminde in this ſoꝛt. 
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Uerfuons Lady(quoth ſhe )J haue long diligently marked the 
doleful plaints you ſecretly vtter, which makefh me muſe, that 
you hauing no cauſe at al, ſhuld ſpend pour dates in ſuch heauie 
loꝛt, wheras you might i you pleſed) inioꝝ ſuch happy delights 
as many thouſand ladies wold iviſh foz.You are here in a haps 
pie place in my opinion, where nothing is wanting that might 
pꝛocure pour content, where no iniurie is offered pou, that vis 
leſſe you indure (ome ſecret griefe, J know not what to coniec- 
ture of peur diſcontent:and the loue ot Andramart in my iudge⸗ 
ment faire Kadp, ſhould bzing you that happie tonſent, that yet 
pot nere enioped the like, who in all reſpeas beareth ſuch an 
inti:e affection to pour ſelfe, that w hatſoeuer he hath oꝛ can £5 ⸗ 
mand, reſteth wholly at pour diſpo atis. But if it bs ſo that you 
haue ton friend already, vnto whom you are any wap tyed in 
the bands ofloae,4qfo2 him you indure this penſtuencs that by 
ſome miſchauncets periſhed, then let the lamous Andramart 
polleſſe the ſecond rome in pour gentle heart, and let me be the 
meiſeagcr to carrie theſe happie tidings, to eaſe his tozment, 
Laurana hauing heard this cunning inſinuation ok Adamaſia, 
wel underſtod her meaning, therfo2e told her that her grates 
were beſt knowne to her ſelfe, which ſhe determined not to res 
ueale, and as fo2 Andramars, the told her ſhe eſteemed his laue 
woꝛſe {hen his ha! red and that ſhe had rather indure p greatutt 
fozce of his malice, then the loathſome pꝛokers of his loue, and 
therfoze willed her not to pꝛoſecute any further her vnwelcom- 
med ſute, which ſhould make her leNe welcome vnto her tom⸗ 
panie. Adamaſia hearing Lauranaes reſolute anſwere, was ſo 
kindled into anger with the ſame, and being ofa p2onde diſpo⸗ 
ſition, could not refraine from vitering her inward ranco2,but 
repipcd as followeth, P2oudeLady(quothſhe) know that An- 
dramarts moꝛe fauozing the then thou deſerueft, hath appoin 
ted nie to intreat thy fauoz, but thou diſdaiafully reieceft his 
pꝛofered courteſie, and makeſt ſcozne of my ſpecches, which 3 
cannot indure, 'fc2 thou ſhalt well know that Jam the better, 
and 4 teil tha that thou ſhalt peelde vnto his iuſt ſute, oꝛ * c 
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the time that euer thou wert ſo coy,therfozelef me haue thy an⸗ 
ſwere to mozrow, which is the vttermoſt reſpit y J will gine 
the. Auant foule Bag (quoth Laurana) my anſwere thou ſhalt 
now receine : that fo2 thy deteſted ſake J will neuer peeld vnto 
his ſute. Which woꝛds ſo inraged the rude Adamaſia, that c6s 
ming to Laurana, ſhe ſtroke her ſuch a blow on the face, that 
the blood ran aboundantly frõ her mouth, wherwith the depar⸗ 
ted and left Laurana in 5 ſoꝛt blieding, with her bloud mingling 


her Chaiſfall teares, which in abundante ran from her eyes. 


Lhis hag was ſo inragde with the ſharpe anſwere of Laurana, 
that p:eſently ſhe came to Andramart, and told him that there 
was no dealing with hir in gentle ſozt,rehearſinghow diſdain - 
fully ſhe refuſed all the p2effers and ſutes ſhe could make; vling 
ſuch petſwaſtons,that Andramart conſented to bs Wholly oꝛde⸗ 
red by her, nothing regarding what ſhe intended, lo he might 
haue his defire, Adamaſia therfoze purpoſing to bꝛing her bu⸗ 
ſineſſe to effect, ſtrſt cauſed Leda to be pꝛiſoned and reſtrai⸗ 
ned from her milkrefſes pzeſence, which was an inſuppoztable 
grefe to her. Next the cauſed young Pariſmenos with his 
Nurſe, to be kept from his Mothers knowledge, and ſuch 
things as Laurana had befaze enioped fo; her vie, were now 
quiet kept from her, and her diet ſcanted, being ſerned of ſuch 
as ill agredwith her ſtomacke. Laurana ſeeingiher ſelfe thus vs 
ſed, began to feareſome harder meaſure, which very thoztly fell 
out true: fo Adamaſia longing to execute her crueltie vpon the 
vertuous Kadie, came vnto her, and aſking whether as pet ſhe 
would condiſcend to peeld her loue to Andramart: faz (ſaid ſhe) 
it is now no dallping, foꝛ J will either purchaſe his content by / 
thy conſent, 02 wozk thy ſozrow, Laurana would make her 
no anſwere at all, but with ſilence heard her talkegratte amp, 
and rage, in ſuch ertreame ſoꝛt, that be thought ſhe wold with 
farp at that inſtant haue run mad: fo Lauranas lence iuraged 
her moꝛe then the ſharpeſt anſwere ſhe could haue gine would 
haue done, that in an extreame rage ſhe lockt thechaber doze, 
e depated p zeſently ,veuiſing how to (ozment hex. And 8 
| neg 


bnfs her two olde women, fitfe to execute any euill action, ha⸗ 
ning inſtruced them what they ſhculd doe, ſent them to her, 
where they were no ſoner come, but they behelde her ſitting 
vpon the ground, haning elected the darkeſt place in the cham⸗ 
ber, as fitting to hermournſull diſpoũtion, with her chokes be⸗ 
ſmeared with old dꝛyed feares, and freſh dzops, reſembling the 
pureſt chꝛiſtall pearles, ready to fal, leaning her arme vpon her 
kn, and her head vpon her hand, her haire being careicfly at⸗ 
tired, and al her oznaments ſo diffuſedly hanging but yet ſo des 
lightfull to beholde ) that yp oid hagges could not deuiſe how to 
find any occaſion to execute their intent, but were ſo abaſhed at 
her countenance, that they were offentunes in minde fo re⸗ 
turne, without once offering to trouble her. Laurana ſe ing the 
tand gazing vpon her, roſe frem the place where ſhe late, and 
demanded what they would haue, whom they anſwered not: 
but thee ſuſpecting that they were ſent by Adamaſia, fo2 no god 
intent, beganne to vtter theſe ſpeches, Feare not (quoth ſhie) 
to execute the wil olher that ſent vou, who ſeeketh foz that al my 
hands. ſher ſhal neuer, obtaine, it is not all the to: ment ſhœ can 
deuiſe, ſhall cauſe me alter my vow, fo2 J am reſolutely deter⸗ 
mined to endure them, z death tw, il it be her will to giue it me. 
Cruell foꝛtune hath wzought my ſoꝛrow # trflicted greater pu⸗ 
niſhment vpon me then ſhe can deuiſe, by the loſſe of mp dare 
Lozd, e huſband, whom J know not what foztune keepeth thug 
long from tederming his poꝛe Laurana, noz into what place of 
the booꝛld he is wandzed in ſearch of mee, that in all this timo 
J can heare no tydings ol his happy arriuall. But why dos I 
wich his comming hither, when there is no meanes to eſcape 
death, il he once fall into the hands of theſs tyrants 2 Wozthy 
aͤnd vertudus Lo2d, all happineſſe attend his royal perſon, and 
ſhield him from harme, ꝛ all woe & ſozrow belong to me. Come 
furies, come erecute pour will, oz returne to the cruel Beldam 
that ſent you, and tell her that Laurana ſcozneth to entreat a⸗ 
Ry fauour at her hand. Shee had no ſooner ended her ſpeeches 
but they po fo n her delicate bodp, ⁊ diſrobed her ol all 


her 
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her oznaments ſauing her white ſmocke, which theponkolded 
dobone to her tender waſte, and ſcourged her with wyip i vas 
till the pare purple blod began to trickle dswne her p2 2ecious 
bady,which tozment ſhe indured ſo patiently, as it was a molt 
rare vertue in herſo quietly fo enduce griefe, in de ente of her 
honduc. Aadhaningerecuted their ccueltis in-moT ct eame 
ſo2t,Jeft her alone, who couered her bleeding bodie (Which was 
ſuch a lamentable ſpecacle to beholde, that had Andramart 
ſeene her diſtreſedeſtate, he would haue runne inad with ex⸗ 
£19330 furte) and gaue her ſelfe to continuall ſoꝛtow, expcaing 
11922 hard vſaze: foꝛ ſhe knew, vnleſſe ſhe would peeld her bo⸗ 
die to be imbꝛaced by the hatefall Andramart, ſhœ ſhould cn/ 
dure many other kozments, which the would net in any wise 
perlde vnto, though ſhe endured ten thonſand deaths. The 
next dap comes to her againe Adamaſia, whoſerountenarce 
bewzaped the guiltinelſe of her conſcience, à demaunded whe - 
ther as pet Hee would giue anſwere to her demaunde. Lau- 
rana Was ſo inwardly tozmented, to heare any moze motions 
that tended the bꝛeach ol her lopaltie, that ſhe would not indure 
the thought thereok, and knowing that this wicked fury would 
_— ue along circumſtance of odtous perfwaſions,the inter s 
pte2 her with this anſwers Wicked woman{quot5ſhe)thins 
belt thou by thy cruell vſage to purchaſe my diſhonour ? No, 
were J lo intended, fo2 thy ſake would J reuoke my diſpoſt⸗ 
tion, aud tell the tyzant Andramart, that he ſhall ſoner ſee my 
body to2ne into a thouſand peeces by his deteſted crueltie, then 
1y:cld to his beaſtly deſire. Execute thy rage, and pꝛactiſe all 
the diuellich deuiſes thy hatekull heart can inuent, they chall no 
whit feare me, fo thy damned, ſelfe, thy hearſe vopte and ab⸗ 
hominable ſute, are as deadly popſons to my Bences, and the 
thought of them lo odious, that doe what thou canſt, à will ne⸗ 
uer condiſcend to the leaſt thought of graunting thy requeſt: 
therefoze trouble me no moze with thy ſerpentlike hiſting fozth 
of Helliſh pꝛoteſtations, foz my ſoule hath vowed in deſpiteof 
all the cruelties, and vttermoſt deuiſes ct deteſted tyꝛannie, to 
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giue thee no other anſwer,. Pꝛoud diſdainefull trull (quoth 
Adamafia) J ſe thou art willing to wozkethine owne = 
being ſome ſtragling mate, oz baſe boꝛne hnſwife, that art rot 
wozthy the lone of Andramarc,and thinkeſt fo eſape mphands, 
by thy reſolufe replies, and denials, Ho: know fooliſhcontem⸗ 
ner of thine owne good, that nothing ſhall ſatiſſie me but thy 
conſent, which thou wilt peeld z feare me, when it will bee to 
late. The downekull of thy ſelle, thy ſonne, and al that is thine, 
ſhall not appeaſe my fur. e, but thy conſent to loue Andramart: 
and ſince thou wilt by no intreaties bee perſwaded, all this and 
moe will J inflict vpon thy pꝛoud heart, that ſo wilfully de- 
nyelt his requeſt, and thecefoꝛe either ſpeedily peelde thy vn⸗ 
wozthy fancy to attend his liking, oz reſolue to behold the tra⸗ 
gedy of thy infant. 
Mith which wo2ds ſhe departed, and left Laurana ſo ter⸗ 
rified with her ſpeeches, that her ſenſes were ouercome with 
feare, and ſhee fared like one without ſenſe ;but reuiuing her 
ſeife from that heauy dumpe, with abaundance of teares ſhe be- 
dewed her Crimſon chekes, and in ſilent ſozrow ſpent her 
time, ſfillexpecting the heauy newes of Pariſmenos tragedy, 
which within few dates, the wicked ty2annons Adamaſia ef- 
fected in this ſoꝛt: She cauſed the nurſe that kept Pariſmenos, 
to bzing him fo his mother with this meſſage that vnleCeſhee 
would in all reſpects fulfill the requeſt that Andramart hadde 
made, che mult pꝛeſently deſtroy him befoze her face: who hea⸗ 
ring the nurſe vtter that diſmall dome of her Bonne, thee fell 
into a deadly ſwound, in which ſoꝛt, ſhe continued a god ſpace, 
in which time the nurſe was departed with pong Pariſmenos, 
which when T.aurana perceined, ſhe began fo vtter many hea⸗ 
uy plaints , that the very walles ſeemed to pittie her diſtreſſe, 
but being dinorfly tozmented with feare, fo thinke what was 
become of her pong ſonne, ſhe got to the windowe, and there 
beheld Adamaſia with the nurſe ready to ſtrangle the Jnfanf 
befoꝛe her face: but y nurſe pittying the infant, who lokt with 
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fpared his life)ppon her knees with abonndante of feares in⸗ 
treated the hard hearfed Adamaſia fo ſpare his life, who wag 
no way guiltie of his mothers offence: but all the intreaties 
the could vſe,nothing auailed: but ſhe taking the infant from 
the nurſe adzeſſed her ſelle to execute her cruell intent. Which 
Laurana eſpping, beeing therewith terrified , called aloade 
from the window onto her, and defired her fo heare her 
ſpeake, befo;e ſhee ſpilt the innocent bloud of her vong ſonne, 
which cauſed Adamaſia to ſtap, but ſtill ſhee continued like 
a furious Lioneſſe, ſtanding ready fo denour Ler pꝛap, and 
Laurana from foozth her window vttered theſe ſpeeches, Jf 
thou wert euer bone of a woman, be not {2 inhumane as ſg 
deftroy that harmeleſſe infant which is ofno power to wozke 
fy diſcontent: wherein bath it offended thee, oz how hath 
it any way deſerued (uch an vntimely death? Mhat will if 
pꝛofit thee at all, to ſee his deſtruction 2 It is that haue cf- 
fended thee: it is J that may apyeale thy cruell minde: it is 
my blood that may ſuffice thy deuouring appetite ; then in- 
flict thy wzath on my head, reuenge thy ſelfe on mee, that 
here offer my ſelſe willingly to deſtrudion. Mhat merci⸗ 
leſſe creature would be ſo tyzannons, as to deſtrop an harmes 
leſſe innocent, when they haue in their power a fitter ſubiect 
to appeaſe their ire Cruell Adamaſia, oz let mee call thee 
gentle cruell woman: let my plaints mooue thy heart from 
acting that cruell d&de ; let my humble teares, and remem⸗ 
bꝛance of a mothers loue to her childe, reuoke thy cruell dome: 
let my paines and intreaties ſo much pꝛicke thy flinty bꝛeaſt, 
as to cauſe thy heart relent, and ſfay thy hand from that mer⸗ 
cileſſe deede. Here 7 am that haue offended, why wilt thou 
not then reuenge thy ſelfe on mee, that may ſatiſñe thy will? 
and ſvare that tender babe, whoſe death will make the ſo odi⸗ 
ous, that the very earth will refuſe to beare thy hateſull body, 
the Sun will ſend noyſome vapours to poyſon thy ſoule, the 
Ay2e will infect thy intrailes, and the very foules will wozke 
thy downefall, Remembex- that his life may bee a meanes 
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te alter my minde, but his death wikharden my heart fo much. 
that it will be foꝛ euer impolſible foz thee to attaine the thing 
thou ſeekeſt at my hand. Then bee not ſo cruell as to ſpill the 
blod of that ſilly Lambe, that is not altogethec as pet ready fo; 
the ſlaughter. Adamaſia hearing the concluſion ot Lauranaes 
ſpteches, perceiuing that they ſhewed ſome likelihood that thee 
would change her inclination (whelein ſhe was decetued) dey 
liuered Pariſmenos againe to his Nurſe, with many oathes 
pꝛoteſting, that if Laurana did not the next day grant her re⸗ 
queſt,he ſhould ſurely die, Laurana was ſomewhat comſozted, 
by this ſhozt time of Truce,ſhe had gotten fo2 Pariſmenos liſe, 
but ſtil refed in ſuch cafe and perplerity of griele, that ſhe was 
in the moſt woelulleſt eſtate of miſerie that euer any Lady was 
in, her Senſes beeing ſo ſtuffed with aboundance of ſozrow, 
that ſhee could neither reſolue what to doe, no2 once Eudp 
how io auoide theſe intollerabie miſchieles. The x urſe hauing 
reteiued the young Pariſmenos, with great iop departed to the 
place of her aboab, where ſhe was no {ſooner come, but ſhe then 
began pꝛeſent ip to deniſe hoſw to ſane the ſwete Babe from 
death: foꝛ although ſhe was a ranger fo Laurana, a woman 
of a rude and barbarous ation, and altogether voideof Ciut- 
litie, pet by the Diuine operation, ſhe was (0 karre in loue with 
that moſt ſweet csuntenance of the pong Inkant, and there⸗ 
with, the toke ſuch delight to educate ſo gallant a C hilde, that 
ſhe determined either to ſaue him from Adamaſias crueltp, 02 
thereby wozke her owne deſtruction: therekoze in the middeſt 
of the darke night, when all things were at ſilence, ſhe ſtole a⸗ 
way from the Caſtle with Pariſmenos,andbpthat time it was 
dap, ſhe was trauelled ſome twenty miles from the ſame, wher 
the gate into a woode, and there made ſuch pꝛouiſion, that the 
carefully bzought vp Pariſmenos,asconuenientiy as was poſ- 
ſible fo2 her to doe, in that vnfrequented place, of whom wee 
will ſpeake moze heereaffer, 

The next mo2ning Adamaſiacame again to Lauranas chaber, 
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demanding the accompliſhment of her requeſf, who by that 
time had ſufficiently determined what to doe: aud weghing 
the diſtrefſed eſtate ſhe was in, conſidered that if ſhee ſhould 
condiſcend to loue Andramart, ſhee ſhould both diſrobe her ſelle 
ofchaſtitie, and doe a moſt monſtrous iniurie to the noble Pa- 
riſmus, ſhee reſolued rather to ſ& the deſtruction of her Donne, 
and endure death, And therefoze tolde Adamaſia, if nothing 
but her diſhonour would content her minde,ſhe might doe all 
as pleaſed her, fo2 ſhe was reſolued neuer to peelde to violate 
her chaſfity, but yet moſt humbly intreated the hard hearted 
hagge, to ſpare her Sons life, ſhewing ſuch manifold reaſons, 
that it would haue pierced the heart of the crueileſt Tyzant li⸗ 
ning : but Adamaſia was rather inflamed to furie, then any 
way mollified with her gentle intreaties, that in an extreams 
rage ſhe departed, with fnll intent to excute her vnſatiate re⸗ 
nenge on Pariſmenos : but comming into the nurſes Cham- 
ber, and not finding him, no2 his nurſe, ſhe could not tell what 
to thinke, and making further enquirie (being thereby aſſured 
that they were not to bee found) ſhee was inraged with ſuch 
madde and Diuelliſh frenzie, that ſhee tame vnto the two olde 
hagges, that had executed her commandement befoz2e on Lau- 
rana, ſtamping and ſtaring, and diſcoueted vnts them all that 
had happened, and how that the nurſe was fled with the pong 
Infant: who by her wicked commandement foz many dates 
aſter, continually toꝛmented the vertuous Laurana, with ſuch 
ertreame foztures, that it was impoſſible fo2 her long to en⸗ 
dure that extreame miſery, wherewith ſhee was bꝛought info 
a moſt dangerous eſtate of death, being voide cf ell comfozf, 
and continually ſhe ſpent her time in bemoning the loſſe of her 
Lozd, and the vntimely laughter of Pariſmenos, whom ſhee 
thought aſſuredly to be dead. ens 
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How Aadramart vnderſtanding how Adamaſia had vſed Lau- 


rana, and miſſing young Pariſmenos, would haue ſlaine her, 
but ſhee ha ſting to auoide his ſurie, burſt her necke dowue 
a paire of ſtaires.

5 , R hope of i. aucanas fauour, which hee was in 
. 9 N 2 ſome ſozt aſſured of by Adamaſias pers 
e ſwadon, who continually vſed all the de⸗ 
N lates ſhecsutd fo hinder him from viſitiag 
EC /221543\ K&! Laurana : fo2 ſhe was aſſured, that if he had 
— anp know'edge how ſheo had miſuſed her, 

it would turne to her great diſpleaſure. But 
he hauinga long time endured her abſynce with an afflicted 
minde and ſ&ing that he could not attaine the fellicity hee cr - 
pected,buc was ſtill delayed by the faire pꝛomiſes of his ſiſter, 
which came to no effect determined himſelfe to viſit her, which 
he had not done tn many dates, and therefoze with a pleaiant 
countenance, heentred her Chamber, where at his comming 
in, he found ſuch an alteration, as he was aſtoniſhed to behold 
the ſame: fo2 Laurana ſate by her beds ſide, vpon the floze,ſhevs 
ding aboundance of teares, her oꝛnaments all betozne by the 
two cruell Bagges,that vſed daily to toꝛment her, her golden 
treſles hanging diſhenered about her ſhoulders, her crimſon 
coloured chekes turned to a pale hue, her Face mangled and 
ſcratched with their helliſh nailes, and all things ſo diſo2dered 
contrary to hiserpectation(little ſuſpecting the cruelty that the 
cruel Adamaſia had vſed) that in a maruellous perplerity hee 
- ode coniecturing what might bee the occaſion thereof, One 
while thinking, that her owe impaciency had canſed her bſe 
that crueity againſt her ſelfe, Agaide hee begsnne to fuſpect 
Adamcſia, foz that he miſt Leda, Lauranaes Gentlewomar, 
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The firſt part 
At lat Laurana haningeſpied him, being abaſhed at his ſud⸗ 
daine comming, fo2 that ſhe was ſo diſrobed, aroſe from off the 
place where ſhe ſate, fearing leaſt his comming thither might 
be to offer her ſome violence. But Andramart humbling him⸗ 
ſelfe vpon his knee, vttered theſe ſpeeches. Moſt vertnous Las 
die, vouchſafe to heare your vaſſal ſpeake: whoſe heart is ops 
pꝛeſſed with a thouſand grieſes,to ſe the extreame ſoꝛrow you 
remaine in: 3 haue acco2ding to your command, abſented my 
ſelfe, from manifeſting my deſire, lo be acceptable in your ſight, 
thisloug time, truſling that pour gentle heart would in time 
pitty the extremity of my paſſions, and now beeing oppzeſſed 
and duerburdened by a lenoing deſire fo eniop pour heauenlp 
pꝛeſence, haue pꝛeſumed to ſhew my ſelfe in pour gentle Al⸗ 
ped though contrary to pour command, truſting to haue ſome 
god hope of pour gentleneſſe but contrary to my expectation, 
J ind my ſelfe fruſtrated of all comfozts, and pour ſelfe to bes 
in that cquipage, that à know not how to vtter theſe my ſper- 
ches, no2 coniecture of the cauſe of this pour ſoꝛrow, which dꝛi⸗ 
ueth me into a thouſand doubtkull cogitat ions, leaſt am now 
moꝛe vn welcome to pour company then J haue deſerued, bee- 
ing altogether ignoꝛant of anp cauſe of offence that J haue gi- 
uen you- Moꝛe he would haue ſaid, but that Laurana inter⸗ 
rupted him in this ſozt, It ill beſeemeth a man of thy ſexe to vſe 
diſſimulation, foz that the cruell vſage J haue endured, cannot 
be vnknowne vnto thee, but pꝛocured by thy meanes: and now 
fnrther to toꝛment me (that am altogether reſolued to abide thy 
greateſt furie) thou commeſt with diſlembling and connterfait 
flatter .es to excuſe thy tyꝛannp, thinking by thytounterkait ig⸗ 
noꝛance, to purchaſe that which thy tyꝛannp cannot effect. But 
be aſlured that J am now ſo far from codeſcending to conceing 
any god opinion of thee, as it is but in vain foz thee to vtter a- 
ny moꝛe ſpeeches: but thinke and be perſwaded, that by thy 
cruell deuiſes, thou haſt giuen me ſuch cauſe fo hate thee, that 4 
will foz euer eſtome the the hatefulleſt Tyzant liuing, and the 
cruelleſt homicide that is in the wozld, Theſe ſpeeches dzaus 
| Andramart 
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Andrmart into ſuch an amazement, that with many thouſand 
pathes vowes and pꝛoteſtat ions, he requeſted Laurana to mas 
nifeſt vnto him the occaſio of theſe her ſpeches, which ſhe was 
v2ged to doe, wondzing at the many intreaties he made, foꝛ ſhe 
thought aſſuredly it had been by his pꝛocurement, but at laſt bp 
his pꝛoteſtations, ſhe ſuſpected the contrary, t began to declare 
to him the manner of her vſage:Yow ſhe was daily whipt and 
beaten by two olde mercileſſe women, and helo Adamafia had 
murdered her ſonne Pariſmenos, with remembꝛance of whoſe 
death ſhe dttered ſuch aboundance of teares, that Andramart 
was likewiſe ready fo weepe, to ſ& the ſozrow ſhee endured, 
This hard vſage (quoth Laucans ) haue er dured by pour cru⸗ 
ell meanes, beſides the impꝛiſonment of mp ſeruant Leda, oz 
her death, fo2 that J haue not of long time ſeen her, and now 
in fraudulent manner, J feare me, you come to ſpill my blood, 
which is herre ready to abide your ty2anny-Poſt vertuous Lav 
die(quoth Andramert) if any of theſe euils haus happened by 
my meanes, oꝛ any waies by my conſent, then eſteeme me the 
moſt cruglleſt creature lining, then let mee neuer eniop any ti⸗ 
tle of pour fauour, which will be moze græuous vnto me, then 
a thouſand deaths: then let the heauens poure down their ven⸗ 
geance:/bpon my deteſted carkaſle, and al the furies of hel, eter⸗ 
nallp poſſeſſe my ſaule. Let the earth receiue my bated body in- 
to her bowels, and let we foz euer be deteſted and abhozred of 
all creatures. Which wozds he had no ſooner vtted, but Adz- 
maſia was entres Lauranaas chamber, and ſœing her bzother in 
that rage, would haue departed againe:but he eſpping her, cal⸗ 
led her vnto him. And Laurana now afſuredly pe: ſwading her 
ſelk that he was no way guilty of her cruel vſage, abhoꝛring the 
ſight of the tyꝛannelle, ſaid: Behold the cruel executer of Pariſ- 
menos fragedy,and pour ty2anny:at which woꝛds Andramarc 
dꝛew out his fauchionWwhich he continually ware about him, 
determining to ende her deteſted life, but ſhee fearing his 
cruelty, and beeing terrified with his gaſtly countenance, 
ranne with ſuch ſwiltneſſe from his pzeſence, that m_ 
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her ſteps, ſhe fell downe a high paire of faires, and daſhf ont 
her hateſnll bꝛaines, and in that maner accoꝛding to ber owne 
wicked life, ſhe deſperately ended her daies. Andramart thinks 
ing her death not ſufficient to make amends fo2 the truell to2- 
ments Laurana had indured, in furious ſozf,ranged vpe down 
the caſtle, vntil he had ſound the old hags that had bin Adama. 
Gas inſtruments of furie, one of them he immedtafly flew, and 
the other fled into the court, whom he purſuſed,and in the ſight 
ok his miſtreſſe, who was beholding the dead body of Adama- 
ſia) at one blow he parted her curſeo head from her filthy body, 
Wbich in ſome ſo2t; reiopced Laurana to ſe, but he ſtill ran vp 
and downe,raging in ſuch crucl ſozt, that his ſeruant fled from 
his pꝛeſence, and hid themſelues foz feare ol his furie. At laſt he 
came to the plate where Pariſmenos was nurſed, but finding 
him gone, and withall, remembzing Lauranaes ſpeeches, fog 
very artefe he tare his haire and ſtamped on the earth, at laſt 
by directions of his ſeruants, he came to the place where Leda 
was impꝛiſoned, (being vſed in moſt vile ſoꝛt) and vttered theſe 
fpecher: Faice damſel if you haue concetued any hard opinion 
of me fo2 this your vſage,q beſeech you remit the fame, foz it 
was altogether without my knowlenge, and cMure pour ſelfe 
J haue ſo handled the vnwoꝛt hy pꝛocurer theteof, that ſhe thal 
neuer hereafter purchaſe pour dilcontent, humblpdellring pou 
fo pardon my negligence bp meanes whereof, pou are fallen 
into this miſchance: and alſo 3 pzay you certifie pour noble 
miſtreſſe that andramart is no way to bee blamed, fo2 the re⸗ 
membz2ance of her griefe,hath bꝛought ſuch terroz to his heart, 
that he ſhall neuer reſt in quiet vnt ill he hath w2ought her the 
happy content ſhe deſtreth wich if he knew what it were hee 
would p:eſenfly put it in pꝛactiſe. And taking Leda by the had, 
with all humililitp, he bzought her vnto Lauranaes Chamber, 
who retoy cing at her üght, louingip ant with toy, embzated 
her, and Andramart depatted,p2eſently comanding all things 
to be :1tiimiffted vnto Laurana in ſuch diligent ſozt, that ſhee 
could not chooſe but commene his good nature, whom ſhe 0-44 
tedlp 
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redly bel ued. was no way pꝛiuie to his ſiſters acids: fo2 that 
be ha d ſufficiently ſhowne the tontrarie, and ſtill laboured by 
all the meanes h could to purthaſe her god liking. Leda àa J 
ſaid, being come to her miſtreſſe, ſo reiopced her heart, that ſhe 
began to leaue off her ſad and penſiue thoughts that ſtill oppꝛeſ⸗ 
ſed her minds, and declared vnto her, the cruell vſage of Ada- 
maſia, withall, the repszt of Pariſmenos, which newes made 
her againe begin her fozmer ſozrowe: but by the comfo2table 
perſwaſions of ( Leda, whoſe counſaile ſhe much eſteemed) ſhe 
gaue her minde vnto much quiet. In which quiet fate, let vs 
once agai ne leaue her, 


C HAP. XA III. 


How Pariſimuc and Pollipus departed fro the Deſolate Iland, 
in a ſi ip of Hungaria: And how they were endaungered by 
Pirates belonging to Andramart, by whoſe meanes they 
wonne the narrow paſſage into the Iland of Rocks, 


S KAlriſmus and Pollipus continued mante 
9185 N dates in the Deſolate Jland, expecting the 
Ne bappie arriuall of fome ſhip, wherein they 
, might haue paſſage to go further in ſearch 
e | of Laurana, fe2 whoſe abſece they indured 
much ſoꝛrowe. At length it chanced, that 
Sa amarchants ſhip ol Hungaria, paſſed by 
this deſolate Jland, which they wel knew 
and ſhunned fo2 the danngerous repoꝛt they had heard therof, 
Comming agaiaft the Cittie where the King lap, the mariners 
abuue hatches had ſight of flagges that were ſpꝛead vpon the 
toppe of the Caſtie c ſignified the ſame vnto their chiefetaine, 
whoſe name, was Barzillus, who hearing their repo2t, won⸗ 
dꝛed what might be thecauſe, and being deſirous to knowe 


the certaintie, made thitherwardes, where hee wo not 
ing 
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bing his ip fo'haze, but taking his cockboate himfelte, with 
ſuch as roſved him, landed at the Caſtle : which ſach as atten⸗ 
ded the ſame, eſpping, came and ſaluted Barzillus, certifping 
him, that he neede not now feare the furie of Bellona, foz that 


there were two knights in the cittie that. had deſtroied the Ta⸗ 


ſtle, and kreed their King and Queene ont of thzaldome, who 
would be verp iopfull to heare th at any paſſengers were laded, 
Barzillus hearing their repozt, without feare (beleeuing they: 
ſpæches went with them vnto the court, which was but ſmall, 
pet there he was moſt kinely welcomed by the Ring 1 Nueen, 
but eſpecially by Pariſmus and Pollipus, who enquired ofhim, 
of whence he was. He certified them he belonged vnto the king 
of Hungaria,his name Barzillus, and that ſæing the flagge of 
frace,he came to ſaſ what aduenture had happened in that de⸗ 
ſolate Jland. Friend (quoth Pariſmus;poue comming hither 
may greatly pjeaſure my ſelfe x this wo2thy knight, my ftieno 
Pollipus of Phrigia, by whoſe pꝛoweſſe this Jland was redu⸗ 
ced fo his kozmer happie eſtate. Barzillus hearing him name 
Pollipus, ſuſpedes him pꝛeſently ro be the famous Printe Pa- 
riſmus of Bohemia, of whoſe loſſe at Sea, hee had heard mas 
ny repoꝛts by diuers ſhips he had mette both of Theſſalie, and 
Bohemia, that were gone in ſearch of them and therekoze with 
great reuerence hee vttered theſe ſpeeches, Moſt curteons 
Knight, J-hane in my trauaile often times heard ok that wa2- 
thyknights name, and alſo of the famous P2ince of Bohemia, 
by many knights that are in ſearch .ofthem, whome J ſuppoſe 
your ſelte to bee, and therefoze accounte my ſelfe, the happieſt 
manaline, to bee an occaſion to pleaſure you in ante reſpect ; 
therskoze moſt woꝛthy night, if my ſelle, my men, oz ſhippe, 
may any way doe you ſeruice, 2 hoere moſt humbly offer them 
at your vertuous commaunde. Pariſmus kindely thanked 
him, alluring him that her was the ſame whomehg had na⸗ 
med, and that a long time he had remained in that Jland, foz 
want of ſhipping to go in ſearche of Laurana Daughter to the 


King of Theſſaly whom they had loſt: x that if he would ou 
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them fhaf curteſſe as to leaue his further trauaile fo2 his Mar⸗ 
chandize, and actompanie him in his trauai les he would make 
him ſuch ſuffictent recompence, as he ſhould neuer after neede 
fo trauell to get wealth. arzillusg told him, that notwithſtand⸗ 
ding his Yononrable pꝛoffer, he would haue all that was his 
at tommaundement. So giuing him all the courteous enters 
tainment that might be, thep ſoiourned ſtill with olde Antio⸗ 
chus, vntill they had furniſhed themſelues, with al things con⸗ 
uenient, and finding a fit time, (with all courteſte, taking there 
leaule ok the Binh and Qucene, and Freneta, Who toe their de⸗ 
parture moſt heauilie, loz that theſe Knightes were ſo graſious 
in their eyes, as theꝑ atcounted the one parte of their ſoule de- 
parted with them, hauing obtained a pꝛomiſe ok them, to viſite 
them, (whenthey found their wiſhed friend,) having winde at 
will, they launched into the maine, not knowin g which way to 
take their courſe, but commited themſelues to the direction of 
their god oz ill Fozfune, Thep had not Sailed thꝛe dapes, but 
Barzillus gàue them to"vnderſtand, that they were neere the 
Paouinte of Tartaria, where he tolde them it was daungerous 
trauelling: fo2 thoſe Seas were ſtill frequented with Pyzates, 
and Robbes; whoſe wozds immediately they found true. Foz 
they had not Sayled the ſpace of two houres, but they eſpyed a 
farre off, a ſhip making towards them amaine, whom Brazil- 
lus pzeſftly knew-fo be Pirates,audtherfoze vttered theſe ſpee⸗ 
ches. Moſt wozthy Knights, now pꝛepare your ſelues fo reſiſt 
theenemie appꝛoching vs, whom A knowe to be ſuch as ſeeke 
the deſtrucnion of all paſſengers, (into whoſe handes ik you fall, 
pon may expect nothing but cruell tyzannie and hard vſage. By 
that time he had ended his ſpeeches, the Pirates had lated the 
aboꝛde, and began to enter their ſhip, but Pariſmus and Polli- 
pus, haning Armed themſelues, with thier weapons d2awne, 
temanded of them what they would haue: their Generall hea⸗ 
ring theyꝛ ſpeech, told them he would haue them peelde. Peelde 
(quoth Pariſmus, ) that wee will, wherewith he ſtroke one of 


them fo violently,that he cleſt his head, Pollipus did the like to 
another, 
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another, who ſeeing theſelues ſ6 handled,aſailed theſe champi⸗ 
ons with great furp, being a multitude in reſpect of their mall 
companp. But they reſiſted them with ſuch valour, that y Pi⸗ 


rates were greatly diſcomfited, x a great nũber or them ſlaine: 
in which conflict, Pollipus (not regarding the perill he was in, 
no the treachery the Pirates might vſe) was gotten aboꝛd the 
Pirates ſhip,x there made ſuch hauock, that they diſparing of 
victo2ie,hoyſed their ſaples, 4 beſoze_Pollipus could againe re- 
cover his owne ſhip, were launched from the other a god wap, 
which Pariſmus eſpytng, deäred Barzillus to make out after 
them. Pollipus ſe ing himſelfe in that ſoꝛt befrayed,lated about 
him wit) furte, that none durſt come to neere him: at laſt, the 
Generali noting his valour, came vato him w theſe ſpert hes, 
Rnight( quoth be) peeld thy ſelle, and do not he pa woꝛſe miſ⸗ 
chef vpo thy head, by pꝛocuring mp further diſpleaſure again 
thee, loꝛ it thou wilt aſke mercie at my hands, J wil giue it thee, 
otheriviſe,know that J am of ſufficencie fo abate thy co2rage.s 
bꝛing thee in ſubiection, in deſpite of the beſt refiſace then cat 
make. Pirate ( quoth Pollipus ) J ſco2ne thy p2offered friend- 
A dare thee fo vſe 5 beſt ſkill thou canſt to conquere me, 
fo2 J am reſolued to trie thy valoz2.UWhich words being ended, 
they aſſailed each with ſuch fury, p it had bin a ſight woꝛth ð 
beyolding( if any had bin by, ) to ſee the bzauerieof their fight: 
but Pollipus aſſatled his enemie with ſuch valour, that hee had 
mangled and cut his body in mante places, who being grot5no 
fainte with theeffenſio of his blood, ſell downe at his ſeete dead: 
which p mariners perceiuing, all at once aſſailed Pollipus, who 
ſo valiant withſtod them, that they could little o2 nothing at 
all indamage him: Dne amongſt the reſt, offered him a thzuſt, 
which lighted on his lefte ſide, at the ſky2tes of his Armour, 
which græued him wozſe then all the woundes he& had recey- 
uad, and ſo inraged him, that he chaſed them vppe and downe 
with ſach furious blowes, that manie of them in ſhunning his 
keene! wozde, fumbled ouer-bozde: manie of them were diſ- 
n, and the reſt ſa ing themſelues vnable to withſtand 
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his fozce, got themſelues vader Batches, and Pollipus was left 
alone. Mho ſeeing none to trouble him, and being ſoꝛe wonn - 
ded and wearie, ſatte him downe, as well to reſt himlelfe, as to 
conſider of the eſtate he was in. 

Pariſmus haſted after the Pyzats ſhippe with all ſpeade he 
might, but do what Barzillus could, they had loſt p ſight ther⸗ 
of, Which dzaue Pariſmus into ſuch ſozrewe as was ſtrange, 
and poze Adonius ſeeing theknight ſhe deerelp loued, fallen 
into ſuch miſhap, gate her ſelfe into a ſecret place in the ſhippe, 
and there vttered theſe plaintes. 

Vow vnhappie am J, that haue tauſed the loſſe of ſo wa2 - 
thy a Knight as my deere Pollipus is, who hath giuen himſelfe 
to a careleſſe deſperateneſſe fo2z my loſſe, who am not wort hie 
foz mp bnthankfalneſſe to be eſteemed ofhim. Now i is he fallen 
into the handes of ſuch as wil (one abzidge his dapes, it is im⸗ 
poſſible fo2 him to wit hſtand the fozce of ſuch a multitude, but 
fall into vtter ruine. O that my vnwozthy ſelle had bene in his 
companie, that 3 might haue taken part ofthe afflictions he is 
likely to endure, and haue comſozted him in his diſtreſſe. Accur⸗ 
ſed and vncurteous that J was, in ſo many fifte occaſions as 3 
had, that would neuer manifeſt my ſeife vnto him, who conti⸗ 
nuallp ſozrowed foz my abſence, neuermoꝛe ſhall J eniope his 
ſweete Companie, neuer mo2e ſhall n lie folded in his Manlie 
armes, the touche of whoſe embꝛacings were moze pleaſant 
then all the iopes J ſhall euer heerafterendure. What reſteth 
now fo2 me, but to ſpend the reſt of my accurſed dapes in con⸗ 
tinuall ſoꝛrobo foz his abſence? 

Bauing ended theſe ſpeeches, ſhe ſuddenly ſkarted vp, and 
with abundance of tea res, came to the place wherag Pariſmus 
was who ſeeing the ſozrowe hee made, exceedingly wondered 
whence ſaucy kinde loue and affection, and ſo many Uertues as 
he continually beheld in him ſhould pꝛoceede. By this time the 
night appꝛoched, and they ſtill made fozwards, till by the coun⸗ 
ſell of Pariſmus they caſk ancker,determining to ſtay there vn- 


till the next mozning. Pollipus likewiſe ſeeing the ſhip . 
is 
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he was, ſailed fo faſt from thecompanie ol his friends, with his 
ſw oꝛde cut aſunder all the tackles and cozdes, that the Sailes 
fel ouerbo2de,and he all Night lay hulling vppon the Sea, the 
weather being very calme, determining, thenext mozning fo 
compell ſuch as were remaning under Yatches, to conduct 
him backe to the other ſhip, whom he knew would not ftray far 
from his companie. The mozning being come, the ſhip was 
with the tive bzought backe againe, that the mariners of Dar- 
zillius ſhip,gat a ſight thereof, with which newes they came fo 
the P2ince,who was accompainedby Adonivs his page, which 
newes fo reuined him, pzeſently he came vp, by which time 
they aſſuredly knew it was the pyꝛates ſhip and Pollipus ſ ing 
them, ſkod waning his ſwozd aboue his head in ſigne of victos 
rie, « being both met, Pariſmus with great toy embꝛaced him, 
commeding his valour: e poꝛe Adonius ffod by being affected 

with ſuch inward iop, as Jaltogether want the ſkil to erp2eſſe, 
Mhen Pollipus declared vnto thi the maner of his victozie,and 
called vp ſuch as were in the ſhip, who expecting nothing but 
death, were vnwilling to ſhew themſelues, but at laſt came like 
men agaſt, being many of the ſo greeubuſly wofided,y it pitied 
Pariſmus to ſee p effate they were in: he demaunded ofthem of 
whence they were,who tolde him v they had ſwo2ne not fo res 
tieale the truth therof to anx. But ſince it was ſo that they mull 
needes, they began in this ſoꝛt. Me areſernants vnto Olwald, 

p General ok our copany, whs this wozthy knight hath llaine 

himſelle a ſeruant likewiſe vnto y migghtie Andramart, Go- 

uernoꝛ ofthe Ile of rocks, ſo termed, foꝛ that y ſame is not to be 

entred, but one wap, bpreaſõ ofp mightie Rocks that incopaſſe 

the Jland. My maſter cotinuallyb2ought vnto him ſuch riches 

as he could get vpon p ſea, x had you falne into his hands, thi⸗ 

ther would he haue tonueied you as pꝛiſoners, frõ whence pou 

ſhould neuer haue elcaped, x we being ſabiects were compelled 
to take this kinde oflife, In which we haue contiuued a long 
time, but being kalẽ into your hands, we intreat you to ſaue dur 
liues, whoſe deaths wil nothing at all pzofit you, The Nang ä 
rnig 
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hearing this repozt, was wonderfully froubled i in mind a begã 
to couiecture vᷣ̊ the ſame pirats that had betrayed the in the de⸗ 
folate Aland, c fled with his eſpouſed Laurana, were likewiſe of 
Andramarts ſeruants. MAhich cauſed him to confer with Polli⸗ 

pus,whs waa froubled with the very ſame thought, and groun⸗ 
king their hopes theron, they determined to make trial! therok, 
but firſt they queſtioned with Oſwaldes Seruants, to ſ if 
they could gat her any comfoztable repozt from them, who told 
them, that it was a great while ſince they were in the Jland, 
and therefoze they tould no way infozme them thereof, But 
theienobleknights hearts were ſo reuiued with this repozt of 
Andramart, that they aſſuredip perlwaded thiſelues that they 
ſhould heare ſome newes of Laurana, and with that determi⸗ 
nation they choſe ſach of the Pyꝛates as were fitteſt foz they: 
guides, with all hafte they could, haſted thitherwards,once-a- 
gaine committing their Foꝛtune, to the mercy ofthe Seas, Not 
many dapes after, thep by happy ſncceſſe in teauell, were come 
nere the Jland of Rocks, the withed place of their expectation) 
then Pariſmus & Pollipus began to conſult betwixt themſelnes 
fo2 their beſt landing, fo2 that it was aſſured them, that it was 
impoſſible to enter by fo2ce 3 fo2 the paſſage was continuallie 
Ttonaly guarded,and all things ſo artificially contriaed,fo2 the 
diſaduantage of ſuch as ſhould attempt any thing; that if was 
altogether vaine to thinke that way to enter. Theſe diſcom⸗ 
koꝛts, dꝛaue them to the trial of their vttermoſt wis, foꝛ by the 
verſwaſion they had to finde Laurana there, they determined 
(though the attempt were neuer ſo dangerous) to make fryall 
thereof, oz Pariſmus rather determined fo be detained there as 
a pꝛiſoner, then to leaue any thing vnperlozmed, whereby he 
was put in any tomfoꝛt of his long & wiſhed expectation, Ther⸗ 
foꝛe calling to thẽ ſuch as were the ſeruants of Oſwald, they 
fold them that the conqueſt of that place wholly refed in their 
powers:therfozePariſmus ſaide, if yon Will condiſcend fo fol- 
low my direction herein, J do not doubt but eatily to accopliſh 


the lame, and fo2 your truth reward you ſo kindly, as you ſhall 
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The fitit part 


no way ne&de to feare the furie of Andramart, who maketh no 
other account of yon, but to kepeyou as his vaſſalls q lanes, 
in bondage and cruell ſeruitude, whereas if you will be faithful 
and true vnfo me, J will ſet you at libertie, and rewarde yon, 
to pour hearts content, Fo2 J my ſelfe am Gouernoꝛ of acoun - 
frey karre exceeding this place,whither J will conduct you with 
inc, if J happily atchieue my deſice herein, oz if my determt- 
nation faileth herein,you ſhail ſaſe p retite into our ſhips, and 
be acquitted from all feare of his reuenge. 

The Pirates hearing the curteous ſpeeches of Pariſmus, 
-hauing alſo in the time they had been in his company noted his 
P2incely behauiour, and on the other ſide weighing the eſtate 
they remained in, being his pꝛiſoners, on whom he might in- 
flict a cruell puniſhment, it they ſhould rekuſe to apde him inthe 
requelt he made, and alſo conſidering the little account Andra- 
mart had alwaies made of them, and the crueltie he vſed to 
them: All theſe conſiderations w2ought ſuch a change in the 
hearts of theſe poꝛe llaues, that they frely condiſended to fol- 
low his directions in any thing he ſhould demaund. 

Pariſmus was gladde of their conſent, but fearing to truſt 
them, hee vttered theſe ſpeeches. ©y2s, I thanke you foz your 
willingneſſe fo pleaſure mee, but pardon me, though J make 
ſome queſtion of your lopaltie, ſoꝛ that J haue been already de⸗ 
ceined by men ol pour pꝛoſeſſion: andas J ſuppoſe, of Andra- 
marts ſeruants, by whoſe vnfaithfulneſſe, theſe miſeries that 
we are fallen into haue happened. Whereuppon he& toke oc⸗ 
caſion to repozt vnto them the treachery ofthe Pyꝛates in the 
deſolate Jland, thereby to make vnfaithfulnefſe ſeeme odious 
in their ſights, 

The Pyzates vowed with ſnch confidence to ba true vnfo 
them, that they were fully aſſured of their faith, and being now 
neare the place of their landing, admiring p wonderful ſkrength 
of the ſame, thus they continued their ſtratageme. Pariſmus, 
Pollipus,and Barzillus (who would nades accompanie them 
arined

armed themſelues with the belt armour they had, and putting 
on ſea gownes (wherennder they had conueyed their (wo2ds 
ſo ſecretly, that none could diſcerne the ſame) werecondnged 
as conquered by the Pyꝛats, vnto the paſſage info the Fland, 
and Adonius in their company (who by no means wouldleane 
them.) Which the gardians perceiuing, and knowing Oſwalds 
ſeruants, and thinking the reſt to be pꝛiſoners, careleſly laid a⸗ 
ſide their weapons, nothing ſuſpecting their intent, kindly wel⸗ 
tomed their fellowes, and conducted them with ioy, paſt their 
places of reſtſtance, which the knights perceiuing, ſuddenly 
ſeuered themſelues, and with their weapons dꝛawne, valiant- 
lie laid about them, that they ſone had ſlaine ſuch as reſiſted 
them. The pyꝛats ſeeing this happy ſucceſſe, went on with Pa- 
riſmus and Pollipus, towards Andramarts Caſtle, which when 
they had ſhowne them, they deſired (being terrified with feare 
of Andramarts cruelty)to returne vnto their ſhips, who laugh⸗ 
ing at their timoꝛouſnes, gaue them leaue fo depart with Bar- 
2 illus, who vndertwok to keepe the paſſage,that none might en⸗ 
te: to endamage them. 

CHAP. XX. . 

With what danger Pariſmus entred Andramarts Caſtle and 
hov they were by him brought in danger of their liues: 
and how afterwards they flew him, and his two brethren, 

== Ffer this conqueſt obtained, and all things 
as pet kalling out accozding to their withed 
l deſres. Pariſmus and Pollipus, only atten⸗ 

2 Y ded by pooze Adonius, made towards the 
N/A LCaſtle, whereby reaſon that it was late, 

* NR 2 Ch they couldnotenter, but ſecretly conneied 
ttbdemſelues into a heape of ſhozt chꝛubbes, 
and buſhes that grew by the Caſtle wall, 
ſufficient to hids them in, and there determined to take their 
nights repole. This exploit was ſo ſuddenly perfozmed, that 
thoſe within the Caſtle had no knowledge thereof, which fell 
out well foz the two knights, en reſted in that place, 


The ferft part 
being no way moleſted that night, but wereexcadingly gr ued 
to heare the grones, cries, and gi uous tt mplaints, of ſuch as 
remained in pꝛiſon, which continued in ſuch miſery; as it wers 
to heaup ts repozt.Carly the next moꝛning, iheſe At ble min- 
bed z nights, hauing with wiſe cofideration, weighed the grea⸗ 
teſt perill ofthis their attempt, attented their fitfcff oppoʒiu- 
nitie, which thus fell out. Sitting in their ſetiet ſhꝛolod, they 
eſpred ſome ol the fernants paĩe in and out at the Cale gate, 
whiiher they pzefently went, and came to the pozter With theſe 
ſpeches.Poz2ter (quoth Pariſmus) open the gate, and let vs in, 
The Pozter ſe ing them, was ſo ame zed, that he lad like one 
that were ſenſeles: but calling his better rtmem bꝛantes tege⸗ 
ther: Dir knight (qd he) it is perrilleus to enter here, ſoꝛ be aſ⸗ 
ſured, it you once teme wit hin the gates it is impeſſible ſoʒ ou 
to return. Go t@(qb Pariſmus) open mee the gate. Mith that, 
the Pozter began to ting a Bell, with al his fozce,but was ſon 
bindzed ſrem p2oceeding by Pollipus, who gaue him ſs detpe a 
wound on the arme, that he was infozced to let go:but that litle 
time of tinging, was a ſufficient warning to thoſe within,who 
by multitudes came flocking to the gate, end opened the ſame. 
When pzeſently Pariſmus offered to enter, but they being ſtrõ⸗ 
ger by reaſon oftheir number, ſhuf to the ſame againe, and run 
vnto Andramart,whohearing their repozf,pzeſentiy comated 
20. of his beſt knights to ame themſelues,bimſelflikewiſe ar⸗ 
med himſelf, and went dcwn to the gate, which he com manded 
to be opened, ſeing no moze but only io knights, (himſelſe 
not vouchſafing to ſpeake to them) temmanded his ſeruants to 
carty them to pꝛiſon, ux which meanes they had occaſion to en⸗ 
ter within the gates, when dꝛs wing their words they Nod vp⸗ 
on their defence, which Andramarts men began to laugh af, 
thinking thi lollich to rel ſt them: kut it feĩ aut to their ſoꝛrt w. 
Foꝛ Pariſmus began to lap abeut him, and Pollipus fo deſend 
bzimſelſe, that im mediatelx they had ſlaine 2. f Andramart ſer- 
nants, which the reſt perceining, all at onte began to aſſaile 
theſe thampions: who placed themſeluss in ſuch oꝛder, þ they 


eaſily

eaſily withſfod their fozce, and by erquiſit ſkil, furthered them⸗ 
ſelues that ſtill the aſſailants periſhed, and in ſhozt pace they 
had llaine the one halle of them, and the reſt ſeeing their party 
[fill decreaſe beg in to dꝛaw back, which turned to their deſttu⸗ 


tion: fo2 theſe knights perteiuing them to quaile, ſo ſurioullp 
aſſaulted them, that they all there ended their liues: Which o⸗ 


thers that food by perteiuing, fled into another Court, and 


ſhut a ſtrong gate againſt the knights that purſued them, and 
in the meane time by the commandement of Andramart, they 
were iaclofed within that Court, b ſuch, as while they were in 
this fight, went out at a poſtern gate, ę faſtned p gate at which 


they entreo,ſoſureſy that it was impoſſible foz them to get out 


by which means they were incloſed in that court. Mhich when 
they beheld, they perceiued it to be no other then a trog pꝛiſon 
fo2 it was incompaſſed within a mighty ſtone wall, and no paſs 
ſages, but the two gates, by which meanes they were betraped 
into the hands ol Andramart, vnleſſe by ſome fkrange meanes 
they ſhould be deliuered. This dꝛaue theſe Knights into ſuch 


veration, that they conld not tel what to do, noꝛ how tobehane - 


themſelus. Andramart ſ&tng his men thus flaughteredonly by 
two'knights,greatly admired their valo2,and alſo maruelling 
what the occaſion of theirquarrel mig] tbe,which he defired to 
know,fearing the treachery ol his ſernaats thatkept 5 paſſage 


by meanes wherof,befoze that time, hꝛ euer thought himſelf in 


ſecuritp:he ſpake vnto them{(loking from oner the wal) in this

moted you to offer ſuch outr

this Calle (as J ſuppoſe)then know that we are ſuch as goe in 
ſearch ofa loft friend, whom we aſſuredly thinke thon vniuſtly 
detaineſt, foꝛ none but thy ſelſe wouldſt do ſuch a diſcourteous 
deed:as alſo hearing of the trechery thou vſeſt to trauellers, and 
the continuall outrages thou attempteſt by Sea, whereof wee 
haue had ſufficient triall, we determinatelp tame, aſwel fo find 
our loſt frind, as alſo to requite the diſcourteſie we haue found 
by thy ſeruants, ſince which our comming thou knoweſt what 
we haue begunne, and sur determination is to goe fozwards, 
vnleſſe thou wilt vouchſafe of turteũe to let vs ſee the pꝛiſoners 
thou detaineſt, which if thou denieſt aſſure thy ſelf we are ſul⸗ 
lie bent to purchaſe the thing we came fo2,02 in purſute therok, 
hazard our dearelt bloud: therefo2e reſolue vs what thou wilt 
do, fo; we challenge thee, if thou haſt any ſpake o honourable 
Mnighihood, to ſhew the ſame, in honourable, and not in 
treacherous ſo2t, which will make our reuenge moze ſharpe. 
Ancramart hearing the ſpeeches ofthe valiant Pariſmus, could 
not well tell in what ſozt toanſwerhim, one while purpoſing 
to detaine them in that place: but not confidently truſting the 
ſtrength thereof,that thought was ſone vaniſhed, Then he be⸗ 
gan to coniecture that Laurana was the Lady, in whoſe ſearch 
they came : with all remembꝛing that ſheſhould be taken from 
him, which was moze gcienous then a thouſand deathes, he res 
ſolued fo offor them the ſight ofthe pziſoners,fearing that they 
would otherwiſe doe him ſome miſchiefe. At laſt, a multitude 
of ſundzy togitations ſo oppꝛeſſed his minde, that he delermi⸗ 
ned to fry the vttermoſt of their power, and to put them in the 
moſt ertremitpy that might be: and therefoze returneth them 
this anſwer. Proud Knight(quoth hee) whoſe malice J no- 
thing feare, know that J will not in any reſpect peeld pour re-

molt heante cale, not la ing eble to fake onemir:utes1eft.3n 
which time, Pollipus acco2ding to his ronted manner, ty2ed 
his wittes with deuiſing how to viifaſten the Gates, oz eſt ape 
their imminent daunger. 
Pariſmus on the other ſide, had his minde troubled with 
a thouſand cogttations, of his beloued Lavrana , whome he 
thought aTuredly to be there (wpaiſoned, which dꝛaue him ins 
to ſuch god hope, that notwithſtanding the extremity of An- 
dramart, h ſhewed acountenance of greater'toy then befoze 
be had vſed, which retoyced Pollipus and poꝛe Adonius, whoſe 
heart was much greeued to ſe the perill his dare freends were 
like to endure. | 
Andramart began fo contecture, that if Laurana wete the 
Lady of whom they ſought, then it was his beſt courſe to ke pe 
them as pꝛiſoners ſtill in that plate, and not to deſtroy them by 
fam iſhment, as beſoze he had determined : vut to rid hunſelfe 
of that doubt. he pziuily called Leda vnto him, e bzought ber 
vnto a ſeciet place, where Chee might behold the two Knights 
with theſe ſpeeches, Damſell quoth -he (there are newly atrp⸗ 
ned at my Calle, two Knights, whowe 3 ſnppoſearecome in 
ſearch of thy mill reſſe Laurana: therfoze J defire vou to reſolne 
me. Foz i vou know them, J will not vie (ach rigo? towards 
them, as I am determined: But fo2 her ſake in whoſe ſight J 
Kill veſire to be gratious) 3 will remit the offence J haue taken 
againſt them, fo2 the laughter of my ſeruants, whem you ſee 
lie dead at their fate. — = 
Leda all this while had diligentlie beheld theſe Knights, 
but knew them not, by reaſon of their trannge Armonr:but at 
laſt ſhe eſpyed Adonius, whom ſhe very well kncue, thereby 
aſſuring her ſelfe, that it wes Pariſmus and Pollipus that were 
in Armonr, and fearing that theſp&ches Aneramarts vſed, ras 
ther did pꝛocæade from a pollicie to fitte her minde, then other⸗

mide him this aunſwere. S22, Jknows not wznce theſe 
Knights are: neither dio Jeuer le them befoze: but J would 
that 4 might bee ſo hippie, as to carrie ang ſuch god newes to 
mz Ladie,oz were he ſo happie as to acriue in this place, that 
hes 1nix5t be at youccourteoius aiſpoſtton, wo, Fam ſure, 
foz ing Pit:2e ſake, wuld iarceate him well, but had An- 
dramarc , w2ll marked her conatenance, it wauld haue bes 
w24yed that which ſh22concealeo, 442 hee deſired ; Foz chꝛe 
thought the time vergiong,, vatill ches wire come to her Las 
die, w th theſe iopfull newes: and hee being ſatiſfied with her 
aunſwere, let her depart vnto her B:Trceſſe Chamber, were 
ſhꝛe was no ſoner entred, but ſhꝛe declared vnto her the cauſe 
wo Andcamacr had called her forth, and that ſhee was afar 
red Pariſmus and Pollipus Were àrxiued: rehearſtag how they 
had ll ipne avouetw2ntie of Andramarts @D2raants , ano that 
they were inclozed in a Barde, where they remained in very 
god eltate, 1 
Laurana bois reuiued with ſuch toy fo heare her deere Lozd 
named that her heart le ipt within her, and a thouſand times 
imbzaced Leda, fo2 bꝛinging that happie Rewes. Then hg 
began fo conſtder of thee kate theg remained in, being inclozed 
that they could not get aut, which thought was mot xrieuous 
vnto her: but by the comfoztable ſpeeches of Leda, ſha was in 
great aſſurance of they; happ'eeſcape out of all daungers, in 
w ich ged hope H2ecemained, With à maſt longing deſtre, ta 
heare ſome mie N2wes-of them. Andramarc determining 
not fovſeſuch-care as to famiHthem,(fo2 that hee hao in him 
ſo me ſparkes of Haim mitie) cauſed ſaficeat meate to be mini⸗ 
lkced vato the n,foztifying his Cacell ſa ſtrongl as hee could 
poſſibliedeuiſe. He was likewiſe giuen ta vaderſk ind, that 
the Pia ge tow irds the D24 wis kran up foztiſted, and de- 


kended, th it none could pail; that way, which brought a greit 


terraur to his minde. Ws 
The 4-n2ziſoned knights contianzd in great care, 1 
lie 


of Pariſmus _- 
lie ſtudying fo ridde them ſelues lrem that thꝛalteme. At lat 
thep toncluded in the llent time ok the Fight, io ſei Aconius 
on the Mall, who could get dend age gce to Barzillus, to 
will him lend them ſome Cotes, wert with they could make 
8 Ladder, which was the readyeſt meancs to further they2 ins 
tent: which Violetta viidertwke moft willingly, nothing res 
garding the danger, ſhee che uld put herſelfe into therebp: and 
ſo with much ado tbey got her to the toppe of the wall, whoſe 
Leart began to faile, when (hee ſe w tbe height ſhe ſhouls leape 
downe,being vnaccuſtcmed to ſuch peritls. But remenbzing 
the parties, ſoʒ whoſe lake ec ſhould vndert«ke that hazaide ; 
arming her ſelle with an vn wonted ccurage, not awreable to 
her Sexe and weake nature, ſhee leapt dewne: and(the Carth 
refuſing to haime ſo (wete a Creature )ſately eſcaped the dan⸗ 
ger of the fall, and with a iopfull heart went towards the plece 
where Barz illus remained, which ſhee could ſcarcely finde, by 
reaſon that it woes darke: and temembaing the danger of the 
place, ſhe thought every Buſh that ente untied hei vu we, had 
bene ber encemie. Wut with moze then actuſte med bold neſſe 
in her Sexe, ſhe ſone artiuvedatthe Paſſage, Where Barzillus 
was: not ſlping, but carefully attending his charge. d ho 
eſpying Adonius, requefied to hnowe hoe his da re Loꝛd and 
Pollipus fared ; who declared vnto them etſedually the eſtate 
they remained in, and the canieof his com ming, Which Bar- 
zillus pzeſently perfozmid : hauing god ũoꝛe of ſuch p2outs 
Gon atw2d his Shippe : and leaving the cuſtod ie of the Paſs 
Cage, to ſuch of his Compar.ie,as he knew e to te both Couras 
gious and faithinil : he departed and went with Adonius vn⸗ 
to the Caſtle wall, and with their Ladder mounted the toppe 
of the ſame: ſo that both of them went ouer vnto the knights, 
who moſt iopfullp welcommed Barzillus. Who hauing ſalu⸗ 
ted them, and conferred about they? Exploptes, at theyz 
intreatie hee departed againe vnto his charge: whereon de⸗ 
ended the chieieſt aye of all they ſafeties , foz that they 
newe diuerſe of Andramarts @eruants wereabzoade, whoſe 
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arriuall might much endamaze them. To pꝛeuent which it 
behoued them to haue an eſpeciall regard: being gladde that 
they had g atten this deute, they pzeſently pat the ſame in ex⸗ 
ecution, and gotte ouer into the next Court the ſtatelineſſe of 
which place, in their opinion, excelled fo2 ſumptuouſneſſe, all 
the buildings that euer they beheld, In the midit of the Conrt 
ſtod a molt ſtatelꝑ erecced Fountaine, whereon werr placed 
many beautifull Images, ot maſt curious ingrauen wozke,the 
pleaſantneſſe of which place, much delighted theyz troubled 
cences to behold: vnder which fountainet hey ſtaped, to behold 
the gallant buildings, ſtately Turrets, and ſumptuous walles, 
that outwardly adozned the place, expecting the chætefull light 
ofthe Sunne tocomfo2t them in their diſtreſſe,which pzeſently 
began fo ſhew his ſplendantbeames, which gliſtered vppou 
the glaſſe windowe, that the place ſeemed another Paradice, 
and there they attended the concluſion of their attempt, either 
to their comfozt, oꝛ confuſions, | 
The firftthat entred the Court they layed hands on, and 
by tompultion v2ged-him to declare what fozce was in the Ca⸗ 
Nle. Mho ( vppon pꝛomiſe that they would not offer him vio⸗ 
lence) tolde them, that lately there ariued at the Caſtie two of 
Andramarts Biethzen, being eſtæmed men ok great courage, 
which inhabited the further parts ol that land, who were de⸗ 
termined to make tryall ot their ſtrength that dap: the eldeſt, 
named Guilmor, the other Bramon. And that Andramart dgs 
termined, if that his Bꝛothers fatled, himſelfe would make tri⸗ 
all ok his fortune, but if all of them failed, he had a hundꝛed ſer⸗ 
wants readie in Armour to apde him.

Pariſmus hearing. his. ſpeeches, began greatly to diſpaire 
of victozie; conſidering that ſued a number were in readineſſe 
dnelp again them two, but ſuch was the conftant reſolution 
of theſe two knightes, that chofing thefitteE&place, fo2 their 
fartherancein- Fight, they detemined to trye the vttermott of 
their Foztune Andramare being early vppe, and diſcourſing 
with his Bzethzen about their affaires, by chance lokt out at 4 
window,

window, and eſpied where the knights (that he thought had 
beene ſure enough) were walking at libertie, which ſtrok ſuch 
a ferroz to his minde, that at the very ſight thereof, his heart 
failed him, which ſo altered his fozmer purpoſes ofcrueltie,that 
he thought it his belt courſe to vſe himſelfe towards them, ag 
agreed with an honourable minde. Foz notwithſtanding that 
oftentimes in tyꝛannicall manner, be perſecuted ſuch ss ne- 
nec offended him, pet hee often ſhewed many tokens ofa cours 
teous and vertuous minde, though altogether darkened by his 
crueltie t which together with the feare he had of theſe Knights 
valour, and ſceing their reſolution, canſed him to come to his 
Bzethzen with theſe ſperches. Behold (quoth her) vonder 
are the Knights that haue eſcaped out of the place J had in⸗ 
cloſed them in, andare come to wozke my further dannger, 
bauing alreadie by their valour ſlaine twentie of my beſt ſer⸗ 
nants: wo moze godlier knights did J neuer behold, which 
maketh mee pittie the eſtate they are in, being likely now 
to ſuffer death by your Jnuincible ſtrength, and were it 
not that J had ſent fo2 you to aide me herein, and that it 
might in ſome meaſure touch mx with the name ofa Cos 
warde, J would vfe them in the kindeſt ſo2t J could deuiſe, 
and remitts all further cauſe of Frife, Foz J ſuppoſe they 
are come in ſearche of aLadie that remaineth in this Caſtle,

7Uho ſeeing no greater oddes, but ene to one, . 
the Combat ſo theare fullp, as it had beene a ſpo2t oz paſtime, 
which continued a god while betwirt them, without any 
great diſaduantage , on epther parite : the nople of whoſe 
weapons ( claſhing on they2 Armour, came to Lauranacs 
heating, who coulde by no meanes take any reſt that night, 
foz feare and thought taking, leaſt Andramart ſhould wozke 
the death of her deere Kozd and friende, that on a ſuddaine 
farting to a windowe that lokt into the Conrte, ſhe 
eſpped the foure Knightes Combatting aſſuring her 
ſelfe, that her kriendes were two of them: whome ſhee 
knewe not, but as ſhee was infozmed by Leda to bee 
thoſe in the blewe Armour. Whoſe ſight reuiued the 
afflited heart of Laurana: but on the contvary - parte the 
— chee ſawe them in, as much tozmented her with 
care. | 
Andramart ffanding by, to bebolde the iſue of this 
Combate ( haning an eye to the windowe where Laurana 
was) vnfo2tunately eſpies her loking ont :'Whetebppon 
immed.ately hee ſent foure ot his Sernar.ts to remoug her 
into a ſtrong and cloſe Pꝛiſon, farre from their fight, which 
ſo fozmented the minde of Laurana ( togither with the feare 
ſhee conteined foz Pariſmus , hauing no friend but Polli- - 
pus, inuironed with a number of enemies) that had not 
Leda laboured the contrarie, ſhee hadde there ouercome 
her vital! ſences with extreamitie ofſozrowe, Still continu⸗ 
ed the Combate betwirt the Champions, but Pollpus 
feeling himſelfe ſoze Wounded by Bramon, was ſo inraged 
with furie, that with all his fozce and ſkill, hee laboured with 


ſuch puiſaunce againſt his aſſapling enemie, that hee had 
done laide him at his fte deab. Which Andramart pers 
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teiuing, came fo Pollipus with theſe ſperches. 
Knight ( quoth be thy taſte is not yet ended; foz heream 
J to renenge the deathof him thon haſt now conquered, 
wherewith hee beganne to aſſaile Pollipus with all his fozce 5 
who aunſwered his blowes with the like courage, by 
which time Pariſmus hadde left his enemie b:eathleſſe, who 
— wallowing at his feef , (frangled with his owne 
oud. = | | 
Andramart ſeeing the ſame , woulde haue fledde, 
(fearing his owne downfall ) hut Pollipus ſeeing his in⸗ 
tent, thought now oz neuer to ſhewe p:afe of his valeur: 
therefoze to ridde themſelues from further daunger, with 
both his handes ſtroke with ſach violence vpon his creſt that 


the weakeneſſe of his Armour, yeelding to the ſharpeneſſe ok 


his ſwozde, and fozce of his blowe, ſo aſfoniſht him, that be 
ſtaggered: Wherewith Pollipus cloſing with him, cuerthzew 
him on the ground, and thzuſt his (wozde thzough his bod in 
diuers places. IN 

By which time Andramarts ſeruants ſeeing the diſfreſſe 
their £Þ 4iſfer was in, all at once aſſailed Pariſmus and Polli- 
pus, who could not well tell how to indure and further aſs 
fault, but dꝛawing backe to the co2ner of the Court, placed 
themſelues in ſuch ſozt, that their enemies could not greatly 
indammage them, but fill recetued the Wazſfe, moſt 
of them bceing in ſmall contina3nce of ſight, ſoze wouns 
'ded, and many of them were flaine, ſo that they ſeemed 
therewith like men that were deſperate 2 One among 
the reſt, that Andramart hadde befoze taken Pziſoner, 
but fot his god qualifies hadde againe releaſed, as one 
of his chieleſt ſeruants, whoſe name was Tellamor, ſeeing 


rage of theſe two knights, vſed all the perſwaſtovs he tould 
to withdzawe his fellowes ſrom their madnelle: who fill 
followed their reuenge eagerly, without any confidera tion 


of 
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of the little god they could reape therebp, at laſt ſome of them 

beganne to liſten to them, by which meanes Pollipus had be 

reipit to bzcath himſelfe, and Pariſmus petteiuing them to 

ſtand doubtfully, debating matters betwa ne themſelues, be 
ganne to ſpeake to them in this ſozt. Maiſters quoth he, me 
thinks men that are indued with reaſon (as pon ſhould bee, ) 
ſhould not ſhew themſelues in incſideratie,as io ſ&ke reuenge 
gegainſt thoſe that neuer harmed pcu: what canſeth yeu thus 
wilfully to endanger pour ſelues by offering vs violence: pou 
will ſay, the death ofyour maiſter : why what was hee but a 
Tyꝛant, what account did he make ofanyof you? but to kœpe 
vou as his vaſſalles and ſlaues, in bondage and extreame ſer⸗ 


uitude:how was he eſtemed of any? but as a cruell homicide, 
a robber and ſpoyler of poꝛe perſonages, whereby him ſelfe and 
ſuch as were his ſeruants were hated and deſpiſed of all god 
people. Did he not continually tyzanniſeoner vou in moſt cru⸗ 
ell ſozt, t:at many of you were put to ſhamefull offices, 4 f02 
euery diſpleaſure in danger of death and impꝛiſonment, by his 
furte? what doe you thinke was the cauſeot our arriuall here? 
not (as vou ſuppoſe} to make you captaines, no2to get wealth, 
oz the ſpoyle that thenes and robbers ſeeke aſter, noꝛ pet to offer 
violenc to Andramart, 02 any ot peu, but to redæme a loſſe 
friend that your maiſter hath wꝛongſully vetained, Then let 
that wiſedome rule your minds, that ſhould be in wen, g thewse 
what you require at our hands, and we will in anyreafonable 
reſpect ſatiſſie pou. Me are not determined to ſtap among pau 
to beare rule ouer you, thereby to ſpople you ot pour wealth, 
but will leaue this Caſtle and the riches. thereof, as yours 
to diſpoſe-of, which you may quietly eniop, now pour cruell 
maifer is dead, whoſe life would haue beene cauſe 8. „our fnr⸗ 
ther ſeruitude, but by his death -you are freede from thecrue} 
bondage and llauerie wherein pou lined, and haue by the ſame 
occaſion, the chopſe of eleu ing, oʒ refuſingof quiet content, and 
peaceable wealth, Pariſmus had no ſoner, ended theſe ſpeeches 
but, by a generall conſent (being perſwaded thereto by Tella- 

| | mor, 
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mor, whoſe counſell they highly eff@med ) they caſt downe 
their weapons, and y&lded themſelues: which greatly chered 
the hearts of both the knights, being beloze that, in great perill 
and hazard of their liues, hauing taken the faithful oath of their 
lopaltie. Pollipus pulling off his Helmet, began greatly to ex⸗ 
toll and tommend their wiſdome, in that they had that god 
conſiderat ion, to tonteiue aright of Pariſmus ſpeches: pꝛomi⸗ 
ſing them, that by his conſent, Pa: iſmus ſhould ſo highly con⸗ 
tent them befoze their departure, that they would fo2 euer ac⸗ 
count themſelues happie by their arriuall. And hauing taken 
2der fo2 their ſecurit ie, (not truſting them, notwithſtanding 
their oathes, becauſe they knewe them to be vnaccuſtomed to 
verfuous humanitie) they were conducted to very faire and 
ſumptuous chambers , by Tellamor, and there had their 
wounds carefpilly dzeſtby Adonius, whoſe tender heart bled. 
dꝛoppes of warmeblad, to ſe the purple goꝛe that iſſued from 
their mangled bodies, whoſe care and diligent tendance, was 
a great comfoꝛt vnto them at all times: by meanes Whereof, 
they made ſuch account of him, that they would not haue par⸗ 
ted from him foꝛ any god in the wozld, Tellamor haning bene 
verfuoufly bzought vp(being alſo a knight ol god account, and 
honourable parts) careſullꝑ pꝛouided all things neceſſary, and 
with ſuch affection tendered their ſafetie, that there could no 
miſchiefe ber attempted by Andramarts ſeruants, ( whoſe 
heades ſtul ruminated on treacherie) but he would ſeill ſeke to 
appeaſe and pꝛeuent the ſame, whoſe diligente was well mar - 
ked ofthe two knights, whereby they grew into god liking of 
um am much commended his curteſie. . j

Aͤrifmus all this while could by no meanes 
VII be quiet foz thinking on Laurana, the re⸗ 
J membzance of whoſe abſence was con⸗ 
AN tinuallp in his minde, moꝛe the was won⸗ 
i ted, Wheroby his perſwaſſon of ſome hap⸗ 
| pie newes of her abade in that place, (il! 
AQZ) increaſed: which cauſed him the next day 
| fo refolue Himſelfe by ſearching, foz other - 
 lviſe he could not learne, faz that Andramire would not ſut⸗ 
fer any of his ſeruants but onelie foure to ſm oz haue any 
knowledge ot Laurana, who were all Cline with their maiſter, 
that comming to Pollipus they went ko ſearch the Caffle, -- 
And ficft of all beeing virected: by Telamor, they came to the 
pꝛiſons, where were manie ſtrangers of ſundzte Nations, 
lying in the maſt wokull and lamentable miſerie that euer eye 
beheld ; their toynts and teh being wa2ns with the weight 
of the Jrons wherewith. they were fetftered; who then be- 
ganne to feare there viter deſfraction, which they had long 
expected: but contrary to their thought and expectation, they 
—— let at lisertie, which greatly comfozted their dying 
tarts. 3 
Ffrom khente they went vnto the Dungeons of theCalfle, 
wherein were many dilkceſſed wighis remaining, that of 
long tim? had not (zene the pure light, noz felt the comfozable 
heate of the Hanne, and now to their toy were ſet at libertie, 
who highlye applanded the labour and bountie of ho 
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two welt noble and courtcecus knightes. Pariſmus having 
not pet ſcunde tte icxe hee expected, cc uld not hatbeur in his 
minteanpicft, toitill that bee bade (carched all crer the 
Ct nie, ſauing tle place. wtercin Laurana es, Which 
was ſo ſerretly tonuered emongſt the other kaildings, that 
the way thereto ccanld hardelp tee feund, whereby Pariſn vs 
was deceiued. And thinking verily that tlere was no place 
but ke hadte alicadie ſearcted, entied into mt ſt heauit and 
ſoꝛri w ſull tegitatiens: and being wendetkullp diſte urs ged ot 
all temſozt, wandered rem Pollipus, who was earne lily 
in talke with Tellamor ) and by chaunte happened on a datke 
entrie, which plate ſamed to agr& with his heauie diſpoũti⸗ 
on: into Which hauing cnfied, ard e while walked vp ard 
dowre, hee ſound a toe at the ſurther ende ttertot, faũ ut, 
which canſed him to creaſe his weurning, end udp how to 
epen the ſeme, which he had ſwue tiſcded: and entring furs 
ther, he found a me ſt ſtatelp chan ter, herein were diners 
ſignes that it was not vnfrequented, but being vnarmed, bee 
would not to raſhlp gee ſurthtr, leaſt he might vnaweres run 
into daunger.Therctoze ſoltip he tiftcd vppe the hangings, te⸗ 
binde which was a Toze into another Chamber, where he bes 
held a Kady (adly ſitting vpon the earth, with her Lale te⸗ 
aides him, leaning ker head vpon the bers ſide. Al which 
fight his heart began to th ꝛcb and pant txtit bu glp, tut leaking 
moꝛe nat it lp, b eſpicd a daniofell with blulbered thakes, 
werpir g to pcate thereftleNeplaints her miũl teſſe had made: 
Who hauing with extres me ſozrt we bie wailing her unſoztuns te 
tſtate, bee ing likt wiſe terrificd with rtmembzing tte deun⸗ 
ger Pariſmus was in, and griefe to kce abzirged his ſight, 
was fallen into a ſilent fumber: therein ce tad rot 
long tentinurd, but at ite very inſtent ulen Periſmus ens 
tied the ihenker) le d2vi med od behind her, when with 
lle weed, and earneſllp looking abent ber Cee eſtyed him, 
urerwith the was cxfreemely emezed, fearing leaft itt bad 
A ill herne in a dzesme, that Cie lod frarefully trembling 
bet weene 
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betw&ne an earneff hope, and acomfoztlelle diſpaire. Wut Pa- 
riſmus alſone as he beheld her face knew her, and toke her in 
his armes, with ſuch exceeding toy to them both, as that the 
teares, pꝛocæding from kind affection, ranne downe both their 
ch&kes in abundance, And Leda ſging her Lozd, kneled; at 
his fert, with ſuch erceeding iop, as is not to be expꝛeſt, who had 
no lepſure to ſpeake to her, his heart was ſo repleniſhed with 
crceeding content,by the ſweete and delectable pzeſence of his 
vertuons and louing Laurana: whom a thouſand times he fol- 
ved in his armes, r as many times greeted her ruddie lippes 
with ſweet kiſles, in Which louing imbꝛacings, they continued 
a god ſpace, being vnable to thinke of anything elſe, But at 
the laſt, hauing ſomwhat recreated themſelues boith that kind 
neſſe, Pariſmus vttered theſe ſpeeches: Molt kinde and louing 
Painceſſe , ſince we are thus happily met, and that we haue 
now no further cauſe of ſozrow, it would be grieuous to make 
rehearſall ot our ſaid miſhaps ſince our parting, therefoze let 
your hcart be at quiet, and now fozget all fozmer grieſes, which 
were vnkoztunatelp occaſioned by my negligence, and accept 
my acknowledgement ok offences, foꝛ a ſufficient atiſtaction, 
and let pour vertuous bountie, ſtill bzing me farther in admi⸗ 
ration of pour vertue, vnto whom ammolt infinitly bound 
in all the bonds of true and lopalfriendſhip. To recount m no⸗ 
ble friend Pollipus kindneſſe (by whoſe valour J haue eſcaped 
many imminent dangers) and the kind tendance 3 haue had 
of poꝛe Adonius, craueth à longer circnmſtance, and therefoze 
at this time J will omit the ſame, onely deſiring you to make 
ſuch eſtimation ok them, as of my moll deereſt friends, but by 
whole meanes I had neuer enioped the fruition of pour hea⸗ 
nenly company. J now account all paine pleaſure, and the re⸗ 
ward ol my trauailes ſo bountifull, as all the wozlds dignitie 
tannot counteruaile: Hauing at laſt attained the hight of my 
defire, and fulneſſe of all felicitie, by enioping your verfuous 
pꝛeſente, whoſe abſencewas moze bitter vnto me, then a thous 
ſand ben other moſt louing aud kinde ſpeeches uu 
their 
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they; Lippes;deing often intertupted with ſwerte kiſſes, and 
hartp enibzacings;that in this velight, rhep wo uld haue tonti⸗ 
nued a long time: but that the teſtis Pariſchus had vo acquainte 
Pollipus with his happy nemes, and Laurana fo ſet hox friend, 
_ catiſed them to bꝛeak off and waltze dut to hun, who bad qatck- 
lie miũ Pariſmus, ànd beganne earneſtly to enquire foꝛ him: in 
which time ol his abſence, hee had ſought in mot places of the 
Caſtle, but till miſt the darke paſſage wherein her was entred, 
which dau hum into a carefull wonder , what ſhould dir be- 
come ot him. Mhertoich he began greatly to feate, that he was 
by ſom treachery endangered, but fuddeiily in the midſt ef this 
perplerity,be eſpied him with Laurana, coming towards him: 
Which light exceedingly reloyced his heart, with an vnexplita⸗ 
ble toy. Mden comming ts Laurana; hes teuerenced her with 
all humilitie, and ſhee moſt kindely ſaluted him, peelding him 
many hearty thankes fo2 bis hondurable Loat anò kindenelle 
ſhowne,in the manifold paines hee had taken fas her behwfe. 
Likewiſe ſpeaking to Adonius, chee greatlycommended,and 
kindelpthankthim log his diligent ſeruice to Pariſmus, pꝛomi⸗ 
ang to reward him with all kindeneſſe. Do withercading top 
on al ſides, the ſpent the teſt of thatday,in pieaſant communi⸗ 
cations, hauing ali things neceſſarie, reatily pzonived by Tel- 
lamor, and diligentip miniſtred by ſuch pꝛiſoners as hadreceys 
ned they2 libertie: who had now ſo weil refreſht themſelues 
with wholeſome meates, that they were of ſufficient ſtrength, 
both-foz theyz owne defence, and the ſafety of tholetyat had let 
them at libertie, whom thep extedingip tondzed. ; 
Pariſmus p2eſenfly ſent a meſſenger to Barz illus „to certiſſe 
him ot they? happy ſuccefſe , who leauing theituſtodie of the 
Paſageto his trullieſ Souldioncs,cameto be partaker with 
them in they2 reiopcings. 
But not withſtanding , when all thought there was ne 
moꝛe cauſe ofſadnefſe,thep2 quiet and pleaſures were darkner 
by the heame countenance of Laurana, who could not loꝛget 
the death of her yong ſonne Ay Wow ſtill was purpoſed 
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fo conceale the ſame from Pariſmus, which made them greats 
ly to maruell. And vppon a day when Pollipus by the intrea⸗ 
tie of Pariſm.s hadde rehearſed the whale diſcourſe of all they: 
Aduentures in the Deſgtate gland, and the occaſion of thepz 
arriu ill in that place, Laurana with theſe ſad remembꝛances, 
was put in miade, dæpelp to compare her owne miſeries with 
theirs, and ound them to be greater, foz that they were all in 
ſafety, but ſhee miſſed her young Sonne, who was vatimely 
loſt, which &roke ſuch a ſadneſſe inta allher-Donces,thatſud- 
dainelp ſh2s burſt info aboundante of teareg. Mhich dꝛaue 
them all into an admiration, that Adonius and Leda ſeeing 
her teares, could not rekraine from partaking with her tn that 
ſadneſſe, bu: (as the cuſtome of Women is) wept fozcompany, 
Pariſinus maruelling what was the cauſe! of her ſozrowe, and 
deſirous to knowe the ſame, foz that his heart therewith was 
exceedingly tozmented, moſt earneſtlp intreated her to vafoldg 
the cauſe of her griefe, that he mighteit it were A 
her therein. 

Laurana heeing vnwilling in theleaſt degrer to ewe her 
ſelfe vndutikull to his will, began to declare the manner of her 
bꝛinging to that place by the Py2ates, after they had betrayed 
him on the coaſt of the Deſolate Jland, as alſo the kindneſſe che 
had found at Andramarts handes, and how thay framtlne 10 
time, he had vſed her in moſtchonourable ſot. 1x 
But my Lo2de (quoth he) Andramart had a Silterna- 
med Adamaſia, who many times v2ged mee to palde to Loue 
her Brother: "Which when ſhee could effect by no perſwaſi- 
ons: Firlt ſheeimpzifo ned my Seruant Leda, next ſhe wilh⸗ 
helde from mee (the cauſe of this my ſadneſſe,) my young 
Sonne, that was boꝛne in this vnluckie place, whome J cau⸗ 
ſed to be named Pariſmenos; and with craell tozment afflicted 
my bodte, ans daylie ca uſed two Dide-Women to whippe me 

moſt truell ſozt, which J was contented to endure, But 
when thee ſawe that all this would not pꝛeuaile, ſhe cauſed the 
Nurſe that kept Pariſmenos, to come vnto me with a 0 
ages 


of Pariſmus. 
ſage, t in this ſoꝛt; That vnleſſe J would in enery reſpect fal- 
fill her demaunde, the would bofoze my. lace W that tens 
der Babe. 5 f 

And being about that cruell deve, J intreated her to telerte 
his puniſhment and vnnaturall Dome, vntill the nexte dap, 
fince which time J neuer (ſaw my tender Babe; no2 is her, o2 
his Nurſe any where to be kounde: and akterwardes againe, 
ſhee continued her foꝛmer manner of crueltie. 

Howe Andramart all this while by perſwaſions cf his Si⸗ 
ſter, abſented himſelfefrom m&(fo2 that hee had pꝛomiſed him 
to obtaine my conſent to his requeſt)nothing mildoubting the 
erueltie ſhe daylie vſed to mee. But at length ſeeing his ſute 
fill fruſtrated, - and finding (as well by mine ownerepozt, as 
by other manile ſt pꝛoſes) her treacherie, and mp miſerie, hee 
would with his Swozde haue llaine her: but ſhe running a⸗ 
way, to auopde his rigour, burſt her necke downe a payzeof 
ſtapzes. 

The two Olde. omen her likewiſe Aue with his owne 
hands; my Seruants he ſent vnto me, and euer after againe, 
vſed me in moſt kinde and god ſozte. And the very day when 
you entered in fight in this Court, he tauſt d me to be lodged 
in the plate where you found mee. The greatell cauſeof this 
my ſadneſſe is, the loſſe of my young Sonne, whoſe death was 
vntimelp, and whoſe pzeſence would haue expelled ſuch ſadde 
thoughts as haue poſſeſſed my minde: and dilquieted the haps 
pie content 3 ſhould recetue by your honourable pꝛeſence. 

Parifmus hauing heard theſumme of her Tragicall repozf, 
could nof chuſe but grieue, eſpecially fo think of the miſerte the 
hat indured, and the death of his poung Sonne, whom he had 
neuer ſœne, that what with his, and Lauranaes ſadnes, all the 
whole company weregrowne into heauineſſe. But with the 
comfozfableperſwaſions of pollipus,theremembzance of theſe 
criefs were ſomwhat mitttgated. Manp dapes aſter they ſta b 
tn this Caffle.in god and quiet eſtate, vntill the longing defire 
Pariſmus had to teturne into TR , Lauſed him to make 
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p2oniſion foz his Departure. Tellamor hauing knowledge 
thereof, deſited that he would vo uchſafe her might attend on 
him in his Trauells,fo2 that himſelfe was of Salmatia, who 
travelling in the ſearche of a Þifter that hee had loſt, was ta⸗ 
ken by thoſe Pyzates , rehearſing the whole trueth thereof; 

whereby Pariſmus knewe him to bee bꝛother vnto the Damo⸗ 
ſell, in whoſe reſcue Oſiris was wounded, as hath beene befoze 
declared: which cauſed him make greater account of him, then 
befoze he had done, and entet into a dæpe inſight of hig fozmer 
courteous behauiour, and with all the beſt kindeneſſe he could, 
peælded him thankes foz the great Friendſhip hee had ſhowen 
him, and his friend Pallipus ſince they2arciugll; telling him, 
that hee needed not make anp further ſearch jo2 his Hiſter, foz 
that ſhe was in the Caurt of Theſſalie, in god haalth, repea- 
ting the whole circumſtante ol the Fauours hee had found ah 
her handes, and the manner how ſhee was taken by the Out⸗ 
lawes. Which newes much gladded Tellamors heart, as alſo 
that h& had liued to be ſo happie, as to be eſteemed ot ſo woz⸗ 
thie a knight us Pariſmus was: that haning aſſurante of his 
Silters ſafety,and his ans happy Foꝛtune, ta haue ſo fit an 
accaſion to rid himſelfe from bondage, hoe euer alter indeuun⸗ 
red by all dutifull means (d grow further into his god fagonr. 

Pariſmus and Laurana, remaining in happie and peaceable 
contenfedneſſe,by meanes ot thepꝛ god ſucceſle, hauling reſpite 
to viewe others ariefes „began to note the ſadde countenance 
of Pollipus , which befaze they did not marke: which cauſed 
Pariſmus ſuſpec that his olde Soꝛe was noc cured, which was, 
his Loue to Violetta, wherein hee apmed aright⸗: foz Polli- 
pus ſeœing his trauells fo2 Laurana, were at an ende, beganne 
to deũre to heare ſome newes of Violetta. 

And though there was no likelp had foze him to attaine her 
Laue, pet the extreamitie of his affeg ions were ſuch, that hee 
thouaht he could no way content himſelfe better, then to ſpend 
toe reit of his liſe in her ſeruice, ſtill purpoſing (atccoꝛding to 
a moſt noble and conſtant Reſolution, ) neuer to deſiſt from 
ſhewing 
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ſhewing the true zeale he bare to purchaſe her fanonr. Offen- 
times hee could ſpend many houres in ſecrete complaintes and 
Pꝛoteſtations of his true and loyall Loue: whertn(accozding 
to the humours of Loue fieke people) he thought hee did in 
ſome meaſureeaſe his heart, Which behauiour of his, Vio- 
letta well noting, (as bee ing infected with the ſelfe. ſame diſ- 
eaſe) would oftentimes interrept him in his ſadte Lamenta⸗ 
tions with ſuch conceytes, that Pollipus wondered to ſ& ſuch 
wiſdome in a Bop: but by reaſon that ſhee was taken to be no 
other then a Bop, he entred into no d&per conſideration of her 
att ions. In the ſilent Night time Violetta did with ſuch kind⸗ 
neſſe affect his tomplaintes, that when her ſighed, ſher likewiſe 
ſighed: and if hee chanced at any time to complaine of his hard 
Foztunej, Violetta would as often bleſſe the happie time, and 
boure when ſhee firſt ſaw him, and that ſhee was ſo happie to 
be beloued of ſo honourable a Knight. The variable difference 
of whofe zoyes were contratrie: Foz Pollipus{(little thinking 
his Violetta had bene ſo nere him) continually ſpent his time 
in heauinefſs,not being any way able to comfozt himſelfe with 
any hope of attayning bis wiched deſire, being eftſones ferrifts 
ed with the remembzance of her laſt dome, and deniall to his 
ſute, as alſo the manifolde miſchauntes that might befall her, 
oz that ſhee hadde ſo wilfully thzuſt herſelfe into, with a thon- 
ſand other diſpleaſant thoughtes, (uffictent enough to diſcou⸗ 
rage ante from pꝛefuming vpon any god ſucceſſe. By meanes 
whereof, hee continnally remained in moſt heaute and ſadde 
Eſtate , ſtill deniſing how to eaſe his heart of that care it en- 
dured , wherein hee greatly excelled in confancie , the fickle 
and wandzing thoughfesof dinerſe , which are diſcouraged 
from perſiſting in they2 firſt Reſoluttons , foz euery ſmall diſ- 
Violettaes Jopes were as crceeding, as his ſozrowes were 
exfreame ; Joꝛ ſhee behelde tontinuallp behelde the conſtancie 
that raigned in his heart to her wards, the noble gifts where⸗ 
with his minde was indued, the comlines of his godlp pꝛopoz⸗ 
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tion; which might well pleaſe a curious Ladpes eye, his vn⸗ 
conquered Ualour and pꝛoweſſe, whereby hee atchieued incre⸗ 
dible victozies with great Fame: the friendſhip and courteous 
behauiour that abundantly flo wed from his gentle hart, Wher⸗ 
by it was apparant, that hee did not diſdaine the meaneſt per⸗ 
ſons. Beſides, hearing the continuall complaints h& made of 
her hard ſentence, and the conſtancie of his Reſolutton,fo2 that 
he determined to ſpend. his life in her ſeruice: and all the plea⸗ 
ſure ſhi toke in his company, being neuer from him in the day 
time, and his Bedlellow in the night, that the was p2tny to all 
his actions, vſing manꝑ kindneſſes, which he full little thought 
pꝛocœded from ſuch affection. 
And nothing deeming Violetta had bene ſo pꝛiuie to all his 
Cogitations, though ſhe poꝛe ſoule, neuer touched his bodie, 
but with a trembling leare, remembꝛing her owne Nakednes, 
ſtill vſing ſuch a Hodeſt kinde of baſhkulneſle in her actions, 
as if many Eyes had beene pꝛiuie to her Dilguiſe, and watch⸗ 
fully noted her behauiour, wherewith her iopes continued in 
ſuch a ſecrete content, as is not to be expꝛeſſed. And one night 
when the hadde ſhzowded her ſelfe within the Bed, as Pollipus 
lap toſling and fumbling , by reaſon of the reſtleſſe thonghtes 
hee endured: In the midſt of his heauineſſe, Violetta pittping 
his ſoꝛrowes, and to dꝛawe him from remembzing them, vtte⸗ 
red theſe ſpeeches. | | 
Spa knight (qd.ſhe) 3 maruell what paſſion that is, which 
ſo diſtempereth your quiet Sleepes, and if my talke be not ol⸗ 
kenſiue vnts pon, J beſeeche pou make mee acquainted with 
the lame: fo2 in all my life time 3 neuer beheld the like in anie 
man. Poꝛe Boy(qd. Pollippus)it were but follie foz mee to 
erp2efſe that to the whereof thou tanſt not iudge: fo2 that thy 
peares are not of ſufficiencie to entertaine luch diuine cogita- 
tions; Diuine(qd. ſhes) Can diuine cogitations ſo diſtemper 
mens wits? Pes (quoth Pollipus)fo2 Loue is a diuine and heas 
uenlę gift, and Loue it is, that ſo toꝛmenteth mee: Not that 4 
Loue, but that Jam not beloned againe. Foz in 1 J 
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loned a Damſell named Violetta ‚Whoſeextellent Beautie, and 
vertuous gifts, haue ſc inthꝛalled my Senſes, that 3 ſeate me 
Bop, it will be to mg àtauſe of perpetuall heauineſſe. UWheſe 
abſence is tauſe of my grieſe: and not onelp that the is abſent, 
but that J knowe not where to beholde her Attractiue beautie, 
fo2 euen at my comming from Theſlalie,ſhe was (3 knew not 
by what miſaduenture)miſſing to my great ſoꝛrowe, in whole 
continuall ſearch J am determined to ſpende the ele of theſe 
my wearyſome dapes. 

It is very much, mee thinkes (quoth He) that pou will ſo 
much regarde her god, that hath ſhowne her ſelfe ſo diſcourte⸗ 
ous towards pon, and ſurely you are not of my minde, in that 
you will take ſuch paines to finde her out, and in the ende pers 
aduenture reape nothing but diſdaine fo: your god will: Foz 
it is likely ſhee hath made choyce of ſome other Knight,not ſo 
wozthy to be beloued as your ſelfe,with whom ſhe is departed: 
Then why will you hazarde your perſon in the danngers inct- 
dent to trauell, and ſpend pour time, in purchaſing nothing but 
pour olvne diſcontent 2 

Well (replyed Pollipus)howſoener J am rewarded,a tho u⸗ 
ſand moze perills then J can imagine ſhall not diſcourage me. 
Foz were J but ſo happie as once to finde her, then would Z 
tominit the reſt to my god Foztune, which ſhalbe ſufficient, if 
A can but once againe make my Loue knowne to her, that ſhe 
may haue ſome further triall of my ſeruice. If ſhould not 
regard you ( ad. ſhe) accoꝛding to pour hearts content, 3 ſhould 
account her the moſt diſcourteous Lady lining: and were JF in 
her caſe , 3 would indure a thouſand deaths, rather then ſhewe 
my ſelfe ingratefull to ſo honourable and kind a friend: and bes 
caufe 7 would ſoe the iſſue of pour loue,I defire you that 3 map 
be partaker with you in your Trauells: Foz though J am al⸗ 
together vnwozthie to be eſteemed of you , pet ik you would 
vouchſafe mee that kindeneſſe, J would botl, chewe my ſelle 

dutifull and diligent,and alſo reft continually bound vnto you 


fo2 the ſame. And thus farre J pꝛeſume (though my woꝛdes 
O may 
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map ſme ridiculous) that ił euer you mæte Violetta, ſhe will 
yelde vnto pour iuſt ſute,fo2 J know Violetta well, and haue 
bene better acquainted with her thoughts, then J was woztby 
ot, though chee now hath fo2ſaken her Fathers houſe, and hath 
abſented her ſelfe J know not foz what occaſion. 

Pollipus hearing the Pages wo2des, ſmiled to thinke how 
farreit was from his power, and pet how kinde he was to put 
him inſuchcomfozt, Gramercies (qv, hee) fo2 thy gos will, 
and if euer J mate Violetta, I (hall be willing fo yeld the re - 
compence foꝛ thy kindneſſe. Then(quv.ſhe)ſet your hart at reſt 
and trouble not pour ſelfe with thoſe cares, but liue in hope of 
ſome better ſucceſſe: foʒ m minde perſwadeth mee, that von 
ſhall find Violetta ſafely returned at pour arriuall in I heſſaly, 
and if you find it not lo, then neuer hereafter credit my wozds, 
fo; J hane alzeady hadde triall of the euent of my pzeſaging 
thoughts, that J haue oftentimes found things fall out enen 
accoꝛding as J haue befoze deemed. Pollipus hearing the bopes 
ſpeeches, at the firſt tone them as 5 of courſe, but being 
dzawneinto a deeper conſideration of all his fozmer qualities, 
beganne to make a doubt whether he ſhould repoſe any credite 
inthem o2no, that his heart even with thoſe ſpeeches (pet in 
his fancie,bearing no ſhewe of likelx hood) was ſomewhat reui⸗ 
ued, und thereloze determined to make tryall of the bopes d iui⸗ 
nation: ſuch vertue had Violettas ſpeeches, that they wzought 
an expected euent of perſwaſion, in the heart of the Lone-ſicke 
Pollipus, who was eaſily dzawne to peelde cancelt of anꝑ com⸗ 

fot, becanſe hee thought Violetta might be ſtiil in Theſſalie, 
and ſo the Pages wo2des p2oned true. The reſt of that night 
they paſt in flumbaing Sleepe. The next mozning Pollipus 
caine to Pariſmus Chamber with a far mogscheerefull counte⸗ 
nance then hee was wont, which cauſed them marnell at his 
ſudden alteration: and afterwards they ſpent ſome few dapes 
ingreat pleaſure, and in the meane time made p2ouiſion fog. 
they? departure towardes Theſſalie, committing the gouern⸗ 
ment ofthe Caſtle vnto two of Andramarts Deruants, taking 
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their oath to y&lde the ſame to Pariſnus againe vpon his de - 
maunde, leautngalltheref likewiſe ſo highly contented, as 
that they account His arriuall the beſt god foztune that euer 
befell them. The reſt that had bene P3iſonercs there, departed 
enery one that way that liked them beſt, Pariſmus finding the 
wind lpe convenient foz their paſſage, hopſed ſaile: himſelfe be - 
ing in Barzillus ſhip with Pollipus and Laurana, hauing in his 

companie,, th2e& other ſhips laden with exceeding riches and 

freaſure, ſuch as Andramarrs Ppzates had taken at ſea, and 

made towardes the deſolate Jland, acco2ding to the pꝛomiſe 
paſt to Antiochus: where within fewe dayes (the winde and 

weather, fanonring them, they ſafely arriued) where they 
were molt honourable and louingly welcommed, by theking 

and Nucene, t eſpecially by the kings two ſonnes and daugh⸗ 

fer, who admired the wonderfull beautie of Laurana, accouns 

ting the trauailes thoſe knights indured, wozthily ſpent,to re⸗ 

d&me ſuch and ſo vertuoas a Lady, 
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How Freneta was excecdingly in loue with Pofipus, who 
remembring his loue to Violletta, ſhunned her companie, 


and how Freneta after his departure, deſperately ended 
her life,

EZ) greeu:d Freneta to heare of, fo2 that ſhe 

was farre in lone with Pollipus, v1to 
whome hee vled many kinde kindneſs, thereby to giue bi 
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knofnledge of her allec:one, but ſo karre was his heart kram 
thinking of anp other lone iben Violetta, that hœ neuer noted 
tis extraozbinatie kindnelſe ie view to him which on the other 
ſibe, cauſed Fre neta to entreaſe the heats of her affecttons moꝛe 
and moze. But in the end ſeeing him fo little to regarde her, noz 
ſcarce at all to entertaine her courteſie with god lokes, the 
determined (though it might be ſome blemiſh to her modeltie) 
to manileſt her affection to him, which ſhe pzeſently effected: 
fo2 finding him walking alone, attended onely - by Adonius, 
cher came into the Gallerie where hee was, kindely ſaluting 
him as though ſhe would palſe by, But Pollipus finding 
himſelfe idle, thought to entertaine the time awhile in ſome 
conference with her, and as kindely ſaluting her, ſaid. Faire 
Lap, map z be ſo bolde as to ffay pour tourney, oz it pour 
buſtneſſe be not great, vouchſafe me pour companie, that am 
alone. 
Dir ( replied ſhe) my buſineſſe is not ouer great, therefoze 
A am the willingler to ſtap, eſpecially to beare you companie, 
vnto whom Jam much bound, and a greater fauour then mp 
companie would 3 graunt, ſo that it (fab with my honour to 
falfill : therefoze this itberall pꝛoſfer J make vnto pou(whome 
J knowe will request nothing but that which is vertacus) 
that ik in any conuenient ſoꝛt, J map doe the thing which may 
pleaſure pou, it ſhall bee pour fauit if pou haue not the ſame, 
J thanke you hartily (quoth Pollipus) and if J chould be 
vbagratetall vnto pou foz this your kindencfle, J ſhould do 
much amiſſe. And foꝛ ſuch deſert in me as you ſpeake ok, 3 
knowe none at all, but it is your aboundant Courteſie, that 
vouchlafeth me ſuch fanour, which 3 knowe not how to re⸗ 
quite, neither can J be ſo boldo, as to bzing my ſelſe further 
into pour debt, vntill I haue by my indeuours laboured to ſhew 
my ſelfe thanke full fo2 that which vou haue alreadie graunted. 
Manie other ſpœches palt betwirt them, which if Pollipus 
had diligentip marked, he might eaſile haue ſæne the loue Fre. 
netta bare him, but he hauing his deuotions vowed to mb 
aint,

ſaint, perteiued it not, which none elſe but himſelk would eaſily 
haue diſcerned.Which ſtil increaſad her burning affection,that 
at laſt, fearing to miſſe the fif meanes was offered by ſo ſwærte 
opoztunitie, taking him by the hand, z withdꝛawing to a win⸗ 
dow that iokt into a pleaſant garden, with a bluſhing counte⸗ 
nance lhe vttered theſe ſpecies, Bir knight, contrarie to the 
maner of modeſt maides, Jam compelled te hazard the reuea⸗ 
ling of p which may turn fo my diſhono2 vnles it pleaſe pour 
vertuous wiſdom,to giue a fauozable cenſure of my god meas 
ning, which J am conſtrained to do, as pzocured thereto,by the 
ſhoztabode you determine to make in my fathers Court, as al⸗ 
ſo foʒ that 3 ſ& pour mind canof conceiue thereof, without i my 
ſelfe make demonſtration ofthe ſame. Wherefs2e moſt noble 
knight,relying vps your vnderitading that love hath ſeized my 
heart with a deſire to beloned of you againe, which maketh 
me manifeſt the thing that modeſtie wils me to conceale.

thankes that J would, ſo J truſt hereaſter my vngratekulneſſe 
ſhal not cauſe you repent your kindnes. At which inſtant Lau⸗ 
rana bycrtaſiau entred the gallerie, by means Whereof they leſt 
off heit lpaches to ſalute her, of whoſe commang Pollipus was 
+140, and awhile companied them, in ſuch communication as 
ott aon offered, Violetta all this while, had well noted Frene=« 
tas behauio2 towards Pollipus, and liſtned to their talke which 
ftroke a ſodaine feate into her minde, leaſt her ſpeches might 
moue Pollipus to y&lde to her deſire, fo2 that ſhee was very 
beautifvil,g betides that the daughter of a king, that ener after 
ſtegrewe infoancytreame ielouſie of her, that Pollipus could 
neuer in all the time of his abode there, be in any place, but ſhe 
would ſtill attend him, that he wondzed at the pages diligent 
attendance,which pzoceded not from the lawfull dutie ofa ſer⸗ 
nant(as he ſuppoſed)but from the faithful loue of a friend. Yol- 
lipus hauing left Freneta with Laurana in the gallerie, got to 
his lodging, to meditate of Frenetas raſh motions, and diſtem⸗ 
perate loue, and the manifolde inconueniences that might 
ariſe thereby, as well to call his honour in queſtions, foz that 
it would bee thought it was pꝛocured by his perſwaſions, as 
alſo fo2 that it ſæmed ſhoe was grewne to that deſperatenes 
in loue, that vnlefſe ſhe might iniop the thing the deüred, 
it would much indanger her ſelfe, and rather then her would 
thinke a thought to violate his bowed lopaltie to Violet- 
ta, himſelfe would indure death. Foz Violetta, (though ſhe 
were no Rings daughter) pet by reaſon of her excæding beau⸗ 
tie ſhe was much ſpoken of in Thebes, and nothing inferiour 
to Freneta in gifts of minde, the remembꝛante of whoſe 
perfections, together with his loue, hadde ſo much bounde 
him in the inuiolable bonds of true friendſhip to his firſt belo⸗ 
ned, that foz euer aſter he eſchned all occaſtons fo come 
in Frent taes fight, but ſtill kept company with Pariſmus. 
vnto whom he vnfolde? the whole circumſtance of that which 
had baſſed betwane him and Freneta, which when Pariſmus 
vnderſtod, he told him that ſhe was an honourable Ladp, and

, that in his opinion; he ſhould do her wꝛong to reiea her lone, 
which ſhould p2oceede from a vertuous :nclination, vſing ma s 
nie perſwaſtons to that effect. Wihich when Pollipus heard, 
hee ſaide. My Lo2d, I cannot ſo much w2oagmy deere Vio- 
letta,as ſo ſone to peelde ouer my fancy to loue another, and 
fo2get her perfections ; in whoſe ſeruice q haue vowed to ſpend 
the reſt ofmy life. Then god mp Lo2d do not ſo much iniurie 
that vertuous maiden, who in Theſſalie hath ſo much ho⸗ 
nozed vou, foz J will neuer peeld to lone anp but her moſt woꝛ⸗ 
thie ſelle, ſo long as my life both laſt, Pariſmus then anſwered 
krend Pol lipus, I would not any map w2ong Violetta, noꝛ pour 
ſelfe, if 3 ſaw any likelihod that vou ſhould euer ſc Her agæne: 
and pet ſo much J commende your reſolution, as that 3 ſha!l 
enerertoll thoſe honourable parts that rule pour heart, where 
by I my ſelfe haue beene pꝛeſerued, andobfaine the height of 
all felicitie, neither do q vtter any woꝛde to alle pour affection 
from Violetta, but to make triall of your vertues, which fill 
continue perfect. And ſince dur abode in this place, map againe 
turne to our diſparagement and hinderance,' J will by all 
meanss poſſible, hoſten our departure towardes Theſſalie, 


holdeth pour happie iopes, onto whom J will viſe all the pers 
ſwaſions x can to purchaſe pour content. 4nd alſo during our 
taping here, 41 will labour all thatIcan, to ſtap the raſh ins 
creaſe of Frenetaes lone, Adonius ſtanding and hearing 
their ſpeches, and much a do fo refaine from teares, which 
melted in his tender heart, fo ſee the kindneſſe of theſe two 
friends, and the care they toks to finde her in Theſſalie, 
who was continually in their pzeſence. Pollipus euer al⸗ 
fer ſhunned all occaſions, that Frenetta moſt earnectly ſoug':f

Ip ſaw that he nothing regarded her lone, bnt ſtill eſchewed 
her companie, ſhe fell into ſuch heauineſle, and ſet the greefe 
therof ſo neere her heart, y in ſhozt time ſhe grew ſo weake, 
tþat the kept her Chamber, not once vtrering to any by

whereby, by god happe, you map finde the partic that with⸗ͤ

eauſe of her ladneſſe, though her parents earneffly laboured 
to know the ſame, which turned their top into care, and their 
fozmer pleaſure into h:anineſſe. Pollipus hauing knowledge 
thereo!, would neuer come at her, vntul the verie dap ok their 
departure, and chaſing a conuente: time when ſhe was alone, 
onelp attended by a damoſell, hx entred her Chamber: ſhe ng 
ſoner eſpied him but her poꝛe heart began foleape fo2 top, ers 
peuing ſomos kindneſſe, but Pollipus taking her by the 
hands, (aide; Courteons Lady, Jamat length come to your 
p2cicace,to ſatiſfie your mind foz that which J would haue pou 
to know. Your loue fo me(that am vnwozthy thereof) and the 
little account q ſceme to make of the ſame,hath bzought you to 
that weakeneſſe you remaine in, which if ſo it be, J am moſt 
heartily ſo2rie;but ſoz that Jam nab departing this countrey, 
A would now ſatiſie you in any thing J could: therefoze I in⸗ 
treate you to mitigate the extremity of pour paſſions, which J 
cannot ſalue, fo2 that long ſince, 3 vowed my ſeruice vnto a 
Lady in Theſſalie, vnto whom am bound by manp inuio⸗ 
lable bonds of paſſed pꝛomiſes: neither can Jbe diſlopal to her 
without impeachment or mine hononr,which is the only Jews 
ell J moſt eſtæme: then let me perſwade you to abſtaine from 
louing him, that cannot thew himſelfe ſo kind as he would, and 
pon deſerue, but baniſh from pour minde, all god conceit 62 o⸗ 
pinion of me, that muſt againſt my will be ingratekul: and il in 
any other ſozt, 4 may do the thing with hazard of mp life that 
map content you, J am here ſreadie to accompliſhe pour wil, 
And in my abſence do not accuſe me of inhumanitp, fo2 Imap 
not noꝛ will not, do any Lady wong: vpon whoſe kauour, mp 
like, ik it were ten thouſand times dearer, dependeth. Freneta 
hearing his reſolute and vncomfoztable woꝛds, fell in a dead⸗ 
lp ſwound, which her maide perceining, laboured to renine 
her againe: in the meane time, he departed to Pariſmus, and 
hauing ſolemnly taken their leaue of the Ring and Qugne, 
who eadured their departure with great heauineſſe, thep ha⸗ 
ſted to their ſhips, and ſone launced into the maine, and with 
à pꝛo⸗ 
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a pzoſperons gale ſailed fowardes Theſſalie. Freneta being re 
uined from her trance, x miſſing Pollipus (whom ſhæ though 
had bene (fil! bFher)fel info an extreame exclamation of his diſ- 
courteſie, with that vehemencie, that herbzethzen bearing her 
ragings,demaunded the cauſe of her ſo2rolve, which the vttes 
red in all reſpeds, as hath bin befoze deckacev. TU hich raſhneſſe 
in her, they rep2zoaed with ſuch bitter tearmes, that her care 
fo Pollipus diſdaine, did not now ſo much græue her, as their 
vnkindneſſe. That a multitude of griefes and vexatton,ſo ouer⸗ 
whelmed heccarefull and tender heart, that fo2 euer after, ſhe 
continued in perpetuall exclamations, againſt her cruell deſte⸗ 
nes, that with the extremitie of griefe, ſh became lunaticke 
and quiet bereft of ſenſe, and ſo ended) her life. Mhich ſkroke 


ſuch aſozrow to old Antiochusx his Nurenes hart, that within 


ſhoꝛt ſpate( as by the fir coming of the knights) they had recei- 
ned their iopfull libertie, ſo by their laſt departure, thep reteiued 
the cauſe of their death:leauing their two ſonnes to rule the Jo 
land, who gouernrd the ſame in ſuch peacefull quietneſſe, that 


within ſhozt ſpace, it grew to be as famous as euer it had bene 


in the ſirſt beginning of their fathers raigne.

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>] Jth p2oſperous ſutceſſe, Pariſmus in fewe 
{/ fr] dapes landed on the ſhozes of Theſlaly, 
which ha (fo: top hee was ſafely returned 
with his veloued Laurana) a thouſand 

O times ſaluted, with glad lokes. Laurar a 
# '£4| likewiſe felt her heart poſſeſt with an exe 
SJ” ceding delight to behold her naftve ſoile, 
| where her carefull Parents lived, vnto 
whom ſhe woldbzing vameaſurable comfogt. Pollipus he was 
| anima⸗

animated to co;niozt by an inward perſwaſton fo heare ſome 
newes okhis Violetta, and Violetta was affuced with no leſſe 
gladneſſe then anp ofthe reſt, in that ſhe was ſo happily retur⸗ 
ned with the vertuous knight Pollipus, and the tremeuibzanre 
of her parents fight, which ſhe much defired to eniop, that their 
topes on all ſides were ſoexcecding, that there was no perſon 
whatſoeuer, but had his heart fullp repleniſthed with gladneſſe 
euerp way, UWhen they were landed, Pariſmus determined 
to ſende a mellenger ts the Cittie of Thebes, with repozt of 
their health and happie arriuall, which Pollipus defited to 
execute: and Arming himſelle in an Azure armour, beſet with 
ftaries ofgolde, and gallantly mounted with his ſpeare in his 
reſt, hee haſted towardes the Cittie, and hee rode along the 
ſkreetes, multitudes of people foꝛſoke their honſes, and buſi⸗ 
neſſe, to beholde him, and noting his gallant pzopoztton, ther⸗ 
by remembzed the want of the valtant Pariſmus, that their 
hearts were affected with a wonderfull perſwaſion, that either 
it was himſelfe, oꝛ ſome happie BefCenger that bꝛought god 
tydings of his ſafetie, that by infinite multitudes they followed 
after him to the Court, being deſirovs to know from whence 
he was, 

Pollipus comming to the Pallace, beheld a wonderfullalte- 
ratts there fince his departure, foz al were attired in mourning 
werdes, and euerie thing ſemed to ſhewe a ſigne of ſadneſſe, 
When Dioniſius had knowledge that there was a knight that 
had brought a meſſage vnto him, he coulde not indge 
whence ha might be, foz that he was in Armour, and rather 
foke him to bea Herault at Armes, then a Peſſenger that 
bought newes of peate. 

But dinner being then newly ended he was bꝛought in⸗ 
to the great Yall, where was Oliuia, the Quene, the 
Bing and Quene of Hungaria, the P2ince of Sparta, with 

his yong maryed Quene Clariana, Daughter to the Ring of 


Hungaria, the LozdRemus, who had lately married Iſabella: 
and many other.

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Mhen Pollipus was entred, humbling himſelfe vpon his knee 
befoze the King, he vttered theſe ſpeeches. 

Moſt Yigh and Mighty King, J bzingyou newes of the 
ſafety of vout highneſſe Daughter Laurana : who ac this in⸗ 
ſtant, with hereſpouſedLo2d,remaineth in good health, hum⸗ 
bly ſaluting your Maieſtie, in all duty by me. They are by this 
time on the plaines of Pharſalia, addzeſſing themſelues to- 
— this noble Citie, where within ſhozt ſpace, they will 
arrine. 3 | 
Dioniſius hearing his meſſage, foke him by the hand, and 
imbꝛaced him. Anight (quoth he) thou haft bzought mee ſuch 
_ pleaſant newes that J can hardly bel&ue, I may. bee ſo happy 

as to line to ſee them: neither be thou offended at my incredu; 

litp, foz my milfo2tune hath bien ſuch, as J cannot any wap re⸗ 

lie vpon the certainty ofany thing. With which wozds the 
teares ſteod in his eies. 

Pollipus lifting vp his Beuer, ſaid: Þy Lo2d,vpon mine 
honour, that which J repozt, is moſt true. Dioniſius knowing 
him, with great toy embzaced him:the Qucene,and all the reft, 
could not ſufficientlp on the ſudden exrpzcſſe their top, but 
peelded all kind and honourable welcomes that they could de⸗ 
niſe to welcome him withall. Which newes was ſoone bznted 
thzough the Court and City, and the Ring, and almoſt all in 
generall, went out pzeſently to met them. The Courtiers they 
retopced, the Citizens they cauſed Bonfires to bee made, the 
Belles rung, the Dꝛummes and Trumpets ſounded : yea,ſuch 
' mirth and retoyrings, began on all ſides, as if the people had 

bene newly riſen from death,in reſpect of the ſadnefſe that poſ- 
ſeſt their hearts, beſoze theſe happy newes came. Dioniſius 
with great ioy, rode to miæte his childꝛen, being accompani . 
ed by the King of Hungaria, the Pꝛinte ol Sparta, and many 9- 
ther knights and gentlemen, belonging to the king of Hunga- 
ria, that attended Clariana,and they had not rode far out of the 
citie but they met them. Mhere Diomſius loningly embzaced 
Pariſmus and Laurana (Who renerentfly kntæled at his ftet) and 
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with teares,p2oceding from theercefſe of extæding ioꝝ welcd⸗ 
med their returne:when Dionifius vttered theſe ſpeeches. Mel⸗ 
come my deare Bon, pour happie arriuall hathbanicht my foz⸗ 
mer hearts ſozrow, and as bp pour departure, æ newes of pour 
milloꝛtunes, our heauineſſe increaſed, ſo bp pour pꝛolperous ar⸗ 
riuall our hearts are retreſhed, with toy, J ſe pour vertues ſtill 
duermaiſter aduerſe miſerp, x whatſoener is in pour cuſtodie, is 
ſafely pzoteced ftõ calamitie: ny gladneſſe (02 pour returne, 
canot exp:eſſe,fo2 p 3 fœle my ſelle ſurpꝛiſed with exceeding de⸗ 
light, Mhen he had ended his ſpaches, he toke Laurana by the 
hand z embꝛaced her with erceding reiopcing. Each noble per- 
ſonage hauing ſaluted Pariſmus, and welcommed their returne 
in curteous ſoꝛt, they entred the citie, whether thep Were wel⸗ 
tomed with ſuch exceeding gladnedle on all ſides, as could poſ- 
ſibly be deuiſed athe true harts of louing ſubiects expꝛeſſe. The 
ſtreets, windowes, houſe tops, * every place were fo bekraught 
with a bundance ol people, as there wasalmoit no paſſage left 
fo2 them to get the Pallace, Violetta, among all the reſt bes 
held her carefull kather, ſtanding in his doꝛe, weeping to ſee the 
myꝛth, al elſe inioped but himſelfe, who continued in great hea⸗ 
uinelle ſo2 the loſſe of his daughter: which fight attainted her 
heart, with ſuch griefe, that the paſſage of her Chꝛiſtall teares, 
iſſued with ſuch abundance, v al the companie wond zed there⸗ 
at, when all elſe indured great pleaſure being come to the Pal⸗ 
lacethe2 were on all ſides welcomed: with vnſpeakeable kinds 
neſſe. Dioniſius cauſed molt coſtly meate to bee pꝛouided, fo2 
their repaſt, and in the meane time cauſed Pariſmus fo ſette 
downe by him, and Laurana by her mother, accompanied by 
Clariana ⁊ ! ſabella, thꝛee of the faireſt creatures that euer ebe 
beheld. When Pariſmus at the requeſt of the Ring repeate 
the whcl: manner of their miſaduenture, from the beginnig 
oft heir Cipwzacke, vntill their returne, with ſuch exceeding 
commendation ofthenoble valgur, and perfect kindneſſe bee 
had foũd in Pollipus that all admired4 applauded his victozies, 
that he vttered theſ ſpeeches. Moſt noble father, o the mo

of my friend Pollipus, haue we efcaped the great dangers wee 
fell into: therefoze 3 beſech your highneſſe, eſteeme of him, as 
the onely pꝛeſeruer of yorr chiidzens lines whoſe noble wiſ⸗ 
dome hath fill pꝛeſorued vs, and his pꝛowes mightily defended 
vs, without whom, wee had neuer enisped this happy houre 
to ſe your honourable pzeſence, Dionifius hearing his ſpeeches 
roſe from his ſeat,andembzaced Pollipus with great kindneſſe, 
peelding him many thankes. Thus repleat with exceeding 
toy on all ſides, they ſpent the reſt of the dap, in kinde ſalutati⸗ 
ons, and pleaſant communication, each fried with other.Ex- 
cept Pollipus, whoſe heart longed till he had viſitedold Andru- 
gia, he found him ſifting in a chaire,bewailing his owne mil⸗ 
fo2tune, which ſtrooke ſuch exceeding ſadnefſe to Pollipus hart, 
that he could indure no company,no2 inioy ne quiet. Telamor 
there found his ſiſter, in whoſe ſearch, he had endured ſo many 
miſeries. Barzillus, was honourgbly welcommed by Dioniſi- 
us, and richly re warded by Pariſmus, beſides all the Treaſure 
that he had taken at the Fland of Rocks, Ledawasg kindiy wel- 
commed by her fellowes, Pariſmus ſpent his time in pleaſant 
diſcourſes with the king his Father in law, the Ring of Hun- 
garia, and Pꝛinte of Sparta. Lauranaincompany of Clariana, 
and Iſabella, and many other gailant Ladies, related her hap- 
py eſcape from miſfoꝛtune. Pollipus oncly gane his minde te 
all ſozrow and per ſiueneſſe, induring the abſence of Violleta, 
with wonderfall griefe : And ſeeing that hee could heare no 
newes ok her abode, determined the next dap without faile to 


depart in ſearch of her.

= SA were in his Court, humbled himſelfe vp- 
on his knee, and ſaid: 

Moſt mighty Ring, Icannot render you thanks ſufficient, 
fo2 the leaſt fauour J haue receiued at your hands. Neuerthe- 
leſſe, J am now bold to pꝛeſume intoyour pꝛeſente, to requelk 
conſent to a matter, that much concerneth me: which perad⸗ 
ueuture, pou will rather indge to pꝛoceed from folly, then 
wiſdome. Foz ſo it is, moſt Noble Ring, that J haue made a 
voh to trauell in ſearch of a friend. In which trauell Jam des 
termined to ſpend the reſt of my weariſsme life, without whoſg 
pꝛeſente, my life will be hatefull vnto me. Then J beſeech pour 
ighnes to ſhew me that fauour, as I may obtaine pour free 
tonſent to depart at this inftant,fo2 my heart hath vowed ne⸗ 
uer to reſt in any place, vntill 3 be fully aſfured of my friends 
pꝛoſperity. Dioniſius hearing his requeſt, was ſoꝛie ſo ſoone 
to leaue him, and therefoze taking him vp moſt kindly by the 

Moſt wozthy Knight, to whem both my ſelfe and all mine 
are much bound, it were a hard matter J would deny vou: buf 
in this let me infreat pon to ſtap ſome few dates with vs, that 
we map make you ſome ſmall recompenee foz your paines, and 
not 
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not fo ſoone leaue vs, who are much delighted with pour com” 
pany : and rather let me perſwad you to leaue off this reſolutt- 
on, foz the dangers incident to tranell are many, and pour ſeife 
haue lately ſuffictently tried, and if that in ſhozt ſpace pon doe 
not heare tydings, accozding to your content, you ſhall haue 
all the furtherance can gine you, to doe what ſeemeth beſt to 
pour ſelſe. | | 

My oꝛd (replyed Pollipus) my ſtaping in this place can- 
not pleaſure yon, but rather be offenſtue, foz that my ſoꝛrowes 
without ſome good hope of comfo2t, will exceed the limits of 
reaſon: neither will it (J hope) delight your Maieſtie to ſee 
my griefe, which J can by no meanes auoide. Thereloꝛe J be- 
ſeech your Yighneſſe, not to intend me any further honour, but 
let me haue your licence to depart that hane already ſufficient- 
ly taſted of your bounty, 

Pariſmus ſ&tng his intention, vſed all manner of frindlp 
and kinde perſwaſions to diſſawde him from his purpoſe, but 
he asearneftly intreated his conſent, fo his heart was opp2e- 
ſed with that care, that no other thought could take place in 
his ances, but very ſhoztly hee determined to beginne his 
trauels. 

Violetta ſæing that nowe oꝛ neuer was the time fo wozke 
his and her owne content, reſolued to manikeſt her ſelle, and 
with her beft diligence attended him all that dap, fearing leaſt 
he ſhould depart ſecretly, and at night when he went to his 
bed, (not with intent to ſleepe, but to poure fo2th his vſuall la- 
mentations ) Violetta likewiſe was with him, ſhewing a ſad 
countenance to ſee his ſoʒrow. 

But when ſhe had tenderly coucht her ſelfe by his manly 

fide, thee could not deniſe how to growe into conference with 
phim, being ſtroken with ſuch a delightfull feare,fo diſcouer her 
ſelf,as ſhe had neuer felt the like. At laſt ſhe ſaid,moft miſerable 
knight, J am ſurenow you gine no credit to my woꝛds, becauſe 
you find not Violetta here,acco2ding as I pzomiſed you ſhold ; 
neither haue A any comfozt to attain the fauoꝛ at yourhands 5 


B 3 expected 
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expected, becauſe your penſiuneſſe will not permit me. But 
might J bee ſo bold as to craue one requeſt at your hands, 
which il you pleaſe to vouchſate me, J p2omiſe you, that. you 
ſhall find my woꝛds befoze ſpoken true(foz that I knew where 
Violetta is) and pꝛomiſe pon againe fo doe moze fo2 you 
with her, then any liuing, but her ſelfe. Tuſh boy (quoth Pol⸗ 
lipus) doe not goe about to delude me with fond ſpeeches, foz 
thou canſt not perfozme any thing that can further mee heeres 
in. My Loꝛd laid thee, doe but trie me once moe, and if! faile, 
then let mee endure the moſt heauy dome of your euetlaſting 
diſpleaſure, Adonius (quoth hee) if it bee to pleaſure thee any 
Wap, J will galdly do it,fo2 the friendlhip J bane found tn tha: 
then I p2ay thee as thou loueſt me, and tendꝛeſt the ſoꝛrowes J 
indure, do not delay me with thy ſpeches,fo2 J know they pꝛo⸗ 
coed from kindneſſe, to make me fo2get my ſadnes, and not to 
do me any benefit in the thingthou ſpeakeſt of, foꝛ 3 ſhall neuer 
be ſo happie as to be beloued of her, who Z feare me left her fas 
thers houſe ko ſhun my company. But notwithſtanding the 
little hope ofcomfozt conceiue by thy meanes to pleaſure thee 
befo2e J depart, tell me what it is thou demandeſt, and if it bee 
in my power thon ſhalt obtaine it. Violetta was aſhamed to 
vtter her minde in that place, but being ſure he could not be- 
hold her bluſhing Cherkes, ſaid : the requeſt that J make is 
this, that you will gine mee your faithfull pꝛomiſe, that at 
ſuch time as it is vou hap to meete Violetta, and obtaine her 
good will, that the firſt night you will not offer to doe any 
thing that map tend to her diſhonour. Upon mine hoyour 
ſatd Pollipus, J will not doe any thing whatſoeuer diſagree- 
able to her will, fo2 ſo deare doe 3 eſteeme her, that J would 
rather dellroy my ſelfe then ſhee ſhould be any way diſpleaſed 
with me. Then know, wozthy knight (quoth ſhe) Jam that 
Violetta you fo earneffly enquire after, J am the party that 
haue ſo long time pꝛocured pour diſcontent, and J am ſhee 
whoſe ab ence peu haue fs off bewailed, and now am cons 
ſtrained to manifeſt my ſelfe vnto you deliring you to pardon

of Pariſmus, 


my hard harfedneſſe, that haue ſo long concealed my ſelfe, and 
thereby pꝛocured your diſquief. Pollipus hearing her ſpeeches, 
could not tell what to ſay,beinghalfe perſwaded if was che, by 
remembꝛing her countenance, and che behanioz ſhe had vſed in 
al, their trauels: as alſo calling to minde her kindnes, z now at 
length her owne ſpeeches, could not reſolne what to do, oz that 
his fancy ſtill perſwaded him it was not Violetta. And on the 
other ſtde, he had a mighty perſwaſton it might be ſhe:at laſt he 
ſaid. Iknow not what to coniedure, noꝛ how to behane mp 
ſelfe, no2 whether 7 ſhould call you Adonius, oz Violetta, con- 
ſidering how vnlitzelp it is ſhe ſhould be ſo kind to me, and how 
tertaine q am that Adonius hath done me manifold pleaſures, 
Then ſweet Violetta (if vou are ſhe) reſolue mee of this my 
doubt, being thereby dztuen to that hopefn!l deſpaire, that 3 
know not whether my foꝛtune be better 02 Wozle then it was. 
Violettaſhztnkingalittle back, ſaid. Pardon me dere Polipus, 
fo2 q am pour bnwozthy friend Violetta, that haue in this diſs 
guiſe, made triall of ny foztune, and pour friendſhip. Pollipus 
then fooke her moflouingly in his armes, not offering other 
then his foziner pꝛomiſe did permit. Pet he was in a doubt ſtill, 
and could not be quiet, vntili he had vſed ſuch kind meanes (pet 
karre from diſhonour) as thereby he found ſhee was a virgin, 
and no Page and therefoze aſſared himſelfe it was Violetta: 
and folding her delicate and tender body in his manlike armes 
which he had oftentimes befoꝛe tinbzaced, but not with ſueh 
kindneſſe, baniſhingall ſadneſſe from his ſo2rowfull heart) 
with ſweet and delightfull tontent, he embꝛaced her with that 
kindneſſe that long parted Louers eniop, when they ſo plea⸗ 
ſantly meete, ſpending the reſt of the night in pleaſing and 
delightkull communication, and remembzances of their foz- 
mer kindneſſes, which augmented their iopes to an excee- 
ding height. Dftentimes Pollipus would haue exceeded the 
limits okhis foꝛmer pꝛomiſe: but ſhee reſerned that kauour, 
fo: the moze hdnourable delight of their Puptiall Bedde, but 


with many pleaſares, ſuch as true and loyall kindnes mo 
us 
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Thus theſe two kind friends ſpent the time, Violetta accouns 
ting her ſeife moſt happy lo eniop ſo conſtaut a friende, as 
ſhee had found him by certaineties in their trauell, and hee 
eſteemed himſeife as happie , that bee was beloved of Vio- 
letta, that had not refuſed to hazarde her ſelfs in many dan- 
gers fo his ſake. At laſt, their minds being both at quiet, and 
ſatified with bliſiul! content, theſe two fait hfull louers ſell 
faſt a ſleepe, Pariſmus enduring much heauinelle foz his 
friends departure, could ſcartelp entertaine a minutes reſt 
to his treubled head, therefoze he was earelp vp, with ins 
tent to perſwade Pollipus (if he could) from vndertaking that 
iournep: and pzeſently after theſe louers were a fleepe, hee 
enfred his Chamber, where contrarie to his pꝛemeditated er- 
pedation, he found him faſt a ſleepe: and Adonius in moſt 
loning ſazt, laying one hand vnder Pollipus head, and the 
other embzacing his manly bzealt : * in his conceit, 
the delightkulleſt ſight that euer he beheld: the ſuppoſed page 
being ſo beautifull, that had hee not knowne him, hee would 
haue iudged Venus her ſelfe had been there, to comfozt Polli- 
pus with her ſweet embzacings. But ſeeing his deare friend 
in ſuch quiet and ſweet reff , he withdzew himſelfe, to medi⸗ 
tate how to wozke his friends comfozt, and ſtap his tournep, 
By which time, the Sun had lightned all the Chamber with 
his golden bꝛightnelle, the clearenes of whoſe plendo2,ſhining 
fult vpon theſe louers, awaked Pollipus,but Violetta fill — 
ſweetly lumbzing, and Pollipus ſhadowing her with the cur⸗ 
taines, aroſe, and ſoone Ages Pariſmus walking at his cham⸗ 
ber doze, who ſeeing him, ſaid. My deare friend Pollipus, J 
had thought to haue found you ready armed to depart, accoz⸗ 
ding to your refolution yeſterday, but J hope you are rather 
determined to alter that purpoſe, and ſtay with vs, who deſire 
nothing moze then pour compante 3 and were not Adonius 
wellknown to me J ſhould thinke yon had embzaced ſome di- 
tins Goddeſſe in that kinde ſozt: but notwithſtanding, let me 
intreate you ſtay ſome langer time with vs, which was 10 
onelp 
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onely cauſe of my comming vnto you af this inſtant. And J de⸗ 
ire vou fo2 all the friendſhip that hath paſſed bet wixt vs,bzing 

mee ſo much moze in pour debt, by obtaining this fanour af 
your handes. My Lo2d (quoth, Pollipus) J muſt confeſſe 
J am fo lluggiſh to bee found fleping at this inſtant, while 
my minde ſhoald bee buſied with moze weightie matters, 
Anderde, acco2ding to your ſaying (my Lozd ) Jthinke J 
haue either imbzaced ſome god nelle, oꝛ a moꝛe diuine creature: 
foʒ my fo2mer reſolution to trauell is quite diſſolued, and my 
heart at moꝛe quiet then it hath bin:foz my deare Violetta hath 
bene ſo kind as to viſite me this night, ſhewing my heart that 
cauſe ofioy, as fo2 ener while J line, J ſhall account my ſelfe 
bound fo her: and becauſe your honoz hath both bin acquaintd 

with my laue, aud al my intents, e haue vonchſafed me that fa 
uour that J ſhall neuer requite, J wel ſhew pon the cauſe ok my 
gladneſſe. Violetta hath diſgniſed her ſelfe, and bin with vs in 
all the time ot our trauels, and Adonius is now chaged fo Vio- 

letta, and hath diſcouered her ſelfe vnto me, which was moze 
ſtrange to me then it may ſeeme to you, Pariſmus hearing his 
ſperches, called her fauoz to remembꝛante, perfectly knew that 
it was Violetta, wondering that in ſo long time as ſho was in 

the dilguiſe of Adonius, he conld neuer perceive the ſame, noꝛ 
onte ſuſpect it, which affected his heart with exceeding toy: and 

taking Pollipus by the hand, they walked together fo Laura- 

na, who greatly reioyced at his happy newes, e p2eſently com - 
manded Leda fo carrie apparell vnto her, and all things that 
were neceſſarie, which ſhe pzeſently executed, and at her 
comming founde Violetta newly awaked , and tolde her 
that Laurana had ſent her that apparell, which Violetta was 
welicontented with, Pariſmus, Pollipus, and Laurana, by this 
time were come whereſhe was, who ſtod with a bulſhing coũ⸗ 
tenante like Venus intrapt in Vnlcans net, but Pariſmus toke 
her by the hand, e laid: Bluſh net vertuous damoſel,fo2 it reiop⸗ 
ceth my hart to ſ& you here, could yon be ſo vnkind as in all the 


time ol pour trauell, neuer to make your ſelfe knowne 0 
no 
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now: Well, J ſ& pon haue wildome in making your choice, 
and well haue you deſerusd to be belo ued of Pollipus, who 1 
am ſure will perfozme na leſſe, neither neede you any moze trial 
ofhis lone, fo2 that you haue bene p2iute'to many infallible 
pꝛofes thereof, Violetta kngeling vitered theſe ſpeeches, J 
thanke pour honour, that vouchſale mee this extraozdinarie 
fauour, as to viſite mee, that haue ſhewed my lelfe vnworthie 
thereof; but J truſt J ned not now and vpon nice tearmes 
fo this wozthie knight, fo2 that 3 may bee ſully aſſnred of his 
fidelitie: neither tan J ſæme ſtraunge, haning bene ſo long 
time acquainted with his loue. But ik my boldnes hathnot ctu⸗ 
ſed his miſconcepte ot me, J here offer my ſelfe foz euer to bee 
at his diſpoſition:deſiting pou( moſt wozthie knight) to pardon 
whatſoeuor you haue found amiſſe in me, 02 diſagreeing ok a 
maidens chaſt behauiour, and with a fauourable opinion, cons 
ſure of my raſhnes, both to trp your vertues, as alſo to diſguiſe 
my ſelfe, wherein J haue done ( ſo neere as J could) nothing that 
might any wap tiſarace my chaſtitie, 02 diſhonour my name, 
Pollipus taking her in his armes, (aide :* Sweete and kinde 
lone, ſhould J bee ſo barbarous, às fo miſdeeme pour vertues, 
oz beare any other then the moſt courfeons conceit of your 
kindneſe, then J might bee accounted the moſt inhumane 
creature lining, but contrarie to my deſert, J account my lelfe 
{a inriched and honouced by your lone, that foz euer J (hail en- 
detour tobe thankkull vnto you fo2 theſame : and beſeech you 
thus to eſteeme of mee, that it will bee moze grienous bnto me 
then death, to bee out of pour faudur. Then I defire yon let

Laurana all this while, Mligently beholding Violettaes mo⸗ 
deft countenance and baſhfulneſſe, came vnfo her, and embꝛa⸗ 
ced her in moſt familiar ſozt, ſaping?Moſt vertuous damolel, 
be not viſcomfozted noz abathed at your diſguiſe, foz it me 
| e 
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be taken otherwiſe then vertuous: fo by the ſame, vou haue 
ſhewen a great token of wiſdome, to make ſo infallible a triall 
of the conſtancie ol pour friend, nepther trouble your felfe with 
any miſconceifed opinion of your Chaſtitie, fo2 none can be ſo 
diſcourteous, as to diſallow the ſame. And as fo2iny leife, 3 
am ſo fully aſſured of your Uerfnes, that J ſhall foz euer hate 
them, that ſhal once thinke otherwiſe then honourablie of pon, 
and hereafter make account to finde me as your mott faithiull 
Friende, foz at all times J will eſteeme pou as my Siſler, and 
what ſoeuer lpeth in my po wer to doe you god, ſhall be readie 
at your commaunde. Violetta kneeling downe, moſt hum⸗ 
bliethanked her, foz her Yonourable kindneſſe. Laurana ta- 
king her by the hand, led her downe into the great Mall, where 
ſhe was entirelp welcommed by the Bing and Queene, and by 
all the rect ofthe States, with maruailous louing kindeneſſe: 
who hauing knowledge of her, exceedingip commended her 
Uertues, and beeing inkozmed of the truth ok all that had paſs 
ſed betweene her and Pollipus, (by his olone repoꝛte) grew into 
ſuch a god liking of her, and ſo much eſteemed her wifedome, 
that they atcountes him the moſt Foztnate Knight lining, to 
make chopſe of ſo vertuous a Mike. 

Ano pꝛeſently her Father was ſent foz. who with great 
iopfulneſte welcommed his Daughter. Mithin fewe dayes, 
by the appointment of Dioniſius, ſhee was moſt Solemnelp 
married to Pol lipus, with great Ropalfte, fo both their excee⸗ 
ding contentments, and to the reiopcing of all them that were 
there pꝛeſent. | : 

Afterwardes all Theſſalie remapned in great tranquilli⸗ 
tie, and theſe kinde Friendes continued ffil in Dioniſius Court 
many dapes, vntill Pariſmus once agatne deſires to ſee his na⸗ 
tiue CTounttep of Bohemia, Where within ſhoꝛte time after his 
departure from Theſſaly, he ſafely arriued, as ſhall be declared 
in the ſecond part of this Pyſſo2te, which ſhall be called by the 
Name of Pari/menos, wherein ſhall be ſte une at large, the

went fozth to mœte him, Royallicaccompanyed with gallant 
troupes of Eſtates.Paciſmus ſœing his aged parents, with all 
reuerence humbled himſelf to them: who conlo haue ſpent ma⸗ 


ny houres onely embzacing him, but ſceing Laurana, thep both 


came vnto her, moſt louingly welcommtag her, erpꝛeſſing the 
ſame with teares, pꝛoceding from the depth of kindnes : with⸗ 
all vttering theſe wozds, Moſt vertuous, kinde, and honozable 


eedes ſhew our god will, our iope fo2 pour pꝛeſente is not to 
be deſcribed,# our entertainemnt to ſimple toentertaine you,

thing but care and griefeconld take place in her vnguiet bꝛeſt. After 
ſupper,they bꝛought her to a molt pleaſant chamber, where all things 
were malt neatly p2outided ,comfozting her with many perſwaſions, 
that archas was at the Bohemian Cort to expect hercomming;and 
by reaſon of the nights appꝛoach, could not cam? back that night, but 
ſhould early in the moꝛning bꝛing her newes intreating her to betake 
her ſelfe to her reſt: which ſhe did, the rather to be rid from their com- 
panꝑ, that being alone,ſhe might enter into coſiderationof her eſtate: 
and being by her ſelfe,ſhe began to reuolue in her minde her miferable 
condition, Pollipus perill, and Archas intent: foz her ſelfe ſhee cared

One amangſt the teſt named Ty- 
reſus, bſed him moſt kindely,apparetled him detentlp, and inſtruced 
him in all paints belonging fo chludltix: teaching him to manage a 
wer, to vſe Armanr,wherunto he was ſo apt, and toke therein 
ſach ſachdelight.that in ſhozt ſpace he grew to ſuch perfection,that he er⸗ 
celedhiginffrucozinall warlike behaniours, And was ſo generally - 
: beloged that nothing they had o2 could deuiſe, was to deare foꝛ him. 
Manx dapes remained Pariſmenos amongſt the Tartarians, inctea⸗- 
ſing inmanyerellet qualities, not finding occaſions inough amongſt 
them to make triall of his manhov. Uponia time certaine Ppzates' 
returning fcom Sea, in his hearing, made repoꝛt of theirbattells and 
ſkirmiſhes, and the huge &laughters they : chow

Tyreſus effected all things 
withkach ſpeed, and ſo wellozdere his aaitesto further dis intent, 
that within tel vayes they departed into a Ship,wellmannod e vice 
tualled, hopſing Eee a mery gale,committing them 
ſelues to the mercies of the Seas. Chep ſapled many dayes without 
any aduenture, which inwarbly fretted p-riſmenos;fo2 hin mind lon⸗ 
ged to perloʒme ſomeerployt.

But Pariſmenos being tte nimbler of tety, warded man ok 
Corus bloweg, and inthe end wounded him ſo ſeze, that he beganne 
to ſtagger to and froe, to ſave hunleife from his ſurie, who fil purſues 
him with ſaucy violence, that Corus with kaintneſſe lell o nhis hozſe 
netke;which he eſpying, was lifling his wood to fetch a freſh blow 
ts ende his liſe, but that he heard one calling him to ſtap, and loking- 
backe, ſaw that it was Amaſenus: who miCuig him, being told that 
hs departed from the Cattle in Armour, followed him to þ place and 
had all that while ſtaped couertly and beheld the combat, and ſceing 
the daunger Corus was in, tefited Pariſmenos fu ſpare his lif6, who. 
ateo ding to his regueſt deſiſted, Amaſenus then canfed the Anights 
ti take vp Corus fallen ſrom his hoꝛſe in a trance;Who reteiuing frech 
apꝛe, came to himſelſe agains:but when he ſaw the Duke pzoſent,and- 
his enemie fill mounted and in god eſtate, his heart was readie to 
burſt with in ward grerſe, which malicious rantkout filled vp all his 
ſentes, that curling himſelte and his ill foztane,he yeldedvp his fains: 
ting gh6lt. FareWell( quoth Amaſenus) the mot pꝛoud and biſtour⸗ 
teous B night that euer lined in Thrace, thy inſdtente and malicious 

vilcontented cnup, hath wzought thine owne downe-fall. And mot 
noble Knight (quoth he) te Pariſmenos, J bothhononryourvaloar, 
and applaude your widozie, wherein you hanebohjitied your ſelfe ſo- 
valiantly, as I thall fo euer ioue you;and fince yqu eemaine vicoz, 
A pzay returne with me to haue your wounds cured; Pariſmenos 
humbly thanking dimdeparted: and the ret ol Amaſenus Anightes 
' twke vp Corus bodie, Which afterwards they burted with great ſo⸗ 
lemnitie. After Corus death. Knights that enuied Pariſmenos, nolo 
beganne to imagine aſſuredip, that the Knight would darken all their 
glozies, and the moze account they ſaw they made of him, the moze 
their malicious enup entreaſed, that they deuiſed al the meanes they 
wuld to contriue his death, Whatſoenerenſuedthereon,waitinga! ops 
pPoztunites. But her hauing his wounds fully cured, fozſoke his 
dF hamber a betok himſelf again to his wonted excerciſes, which was 
ſometimes to maunage the ſturdie ſterde, and ſomtimes to ſpoꝛt him⸗ 
feifs $i companie of his vnknowne enemies) amongf the Ladies 

und Gentlewomen, whs liked his behaniour and courteſſe ſo well, 
befides his comely pzop92tid,the ſweet youth ſo greatly pleaſed thair

fancies, that they accounted the Thzacian Rnigbts rude in reſpect of 
him, al both liking, louing, and commending him and that ſo opente, 
that hie enemies might heare their ſpæches, which wꝛonght ſuch a 
violent effect of rantoꝛ, that no thought could harbour i theic bzeſtss 
but tragicall deuiſes to wozke his downefall.

ny with ſach carteſſe, that he hauing na inſight into their diſembu- 
lation)begannetomake account oftheir frienchip, and to tate delight - 
in their company, oftentimes imparting his ſecrets vato them, and 
withoutiſufpitton making them pꝛiuie to moſt of his actions. a 
Argalus vpon a time came to Pariſmenos, telling him that a ſquirs

Archas ſfili pꝛoſetuted his ſute with great eatneſtneſſe miking mas 
ny kriuolous excuſes to withhold her from the Bohemian Court, grows 
ing into ſuch bold. es, that oftentimas when ſhe refuſed his offereo em⸗ 
bzacings and impudent behauioꝛs, be would by fozce kiſſe her, and fold 
her in his armes, bohich rudeneſſe, he ſo often vſed that ſhe began ſs ex⸗ 
treainlp to abhozre him, that his ſight was odious vnto her. 

Oſtentimes Vloletta dit. walke into « pleaſant £T xhardadigyning 
fo the Cable, as well to recteate her dulled Deaces in thoſe pleaſaunt 
Shades as in ſolitarineſſe to recount her mneries, and ease * caͤrokull 
heart, by inuenting meanes hole to ridde her leite from that Labp⸗ 
rintꝭ of ſozrew,and alſo ta auoꝝd Archas odious ſight, who tawardly 
tufted to ſat [fie his inoꝛdinate appetit, by obtaining the fruition of her 
delicate bodie, and though he knew poliipus were liuing, and heatd the 
mones and ſozrowfull complaints Violetta made, able to extenuate as 
ny ttrannous diſpoſition, vet he perfiſted in his diueliſh reſolutian, with 
buch eee regarding har complaints, nos the *

being thereto compelled by the extremities ot Lones euerlaſting ame, 
which boyleth in my troubled Bꝛeſt, but hitherto zou haue odduraten 
pour heart againſt me, and not vouchſafed to yeld any pittie to my di⸗ 
ſtreſſe, but contrary to the kinde nature t hat ſhuld abound in you,ſeme 
not at all to regard my Paſſions, which hath added ſozrowe to my tozs 
ment.

Violetta hearing his ſpœches, made this replie. pz, baue long Ante 
told you my teſolution, which might be a ſafficient anſwer to anyrea⸗ 
ſonable crdature: beũdes, my vows paſſed to my deer night pollipus, 
baue bound mee from ptelding my ſpotleſſe Honour to be tained with 
the blot of infamy. Then J pꝛap leaue off to pꝛoſecute your ſute which 
vou ground vpon loues foundation, being indeed, nothing but che inſa⸗ 
tiable deſite of filthy contupiſcente: the remembꝛante whereof,addeth - 
new care to my carefull heart, and euerp way affrighteth mee with dif⸗ 
content: and if pon ſo much regard my content, as vou pꝛoteſt, deũũt ta 
trouble mee with your Loue, and giue mes leaue to departfrom hence, 
that 3 may ſpend the telt ol m dayes taſo;row,fuz his loffe, that was 
moze dearer vnto me, then all the wozlds treaſure.

manner vntommitted: and in requitall of your kindenclle, J wiii pero

Violetta hearing the cirtumſtante of her Talke, pꝛomiſed to dog 
all things accoꝛding tol hex counſell, if ſhee herſelfe meant faithfullie, 
Mhich Sorana affured her of, by many Paoteſtations, and ſo left her 
in ſome comfoꝛt, hoping by this meanes to bee ridde from her Impus 
dent Louer. 

Afſone as Sorana was departed, ſhe pzeſently goeth fo Archas, (pꝛic⸗ 
ked ſozward with as great a ſting of foule Luſt, as raigned in him) and 


told him, that ſhee had talked with Violetta about his ſute, which chee 


was yerſwaded the wonld veeld vnto, but that ſhee was baſhfull : and 
by his ſpeeches, rather hardned, then any way molliſied: but (qd. ſhee) 
Trie her euen now, and whatloeuer ſhee bindeth you-vnto by conditi⸗ 
on, that pꝛomiſe you to perfo2me : and when you know her minde, tell 
mee what thee ſayes , and J may peraduenture counſell pou what to

did in the D2chard; Foz fozcedkindeneſſe is not wozth eſtimation, but

Archas pꝛeſently put her counſell in pzactiſe,and came fo Violettaes 
chamber(who was then ſtudying how to rid her ſelſe from his cuſtody). 
and very kindly ſaluted her, crauing pardon foꝛ his laſt offence, excuüng 
himſelf by many reaſons, and alledging as many perſwaſtons, that the 
could not in reaſon denie his requelt : his Lone being grounded vppon 
the trueſt ſoundation ot perfect conffancie,of Uowes, Paths, and P20- 
teſtations, to dedicafe himlelfe, bis lile, and all that hee had to be at her 
command.

Archas pꝛeſentiy with a loyfull heart went to Sorana, and folde

Ve had not bene longſh2owned there, but her fare a damzell and a

After their lamentations ended, they hated fo fake: vp the dead

Pollipus ſ&ing her ſo vawilling, left her, and rode towardes the 
Caſtle, which he found falt ſhut, whereto was one paſſage by a bꝛidge, 
ouer a mightie huge deepelake, the Caſtle it ſelfe being ſcituated vpon 
a loftie rocke, ſo well fenced bx nature, aud firengthned by the art of

pꝛide, and coʒied thy tyaann e, and make the repent the out rages thou 
haſt committed. 

Argalt hearing his ſpæches, was ſo enraged, that ſuddainly ho 
dz w fwo2th his inightie Fawcyion, and as ſudtainely ſtroke a violent 
blow therewith at Pollipus, which by the v-1expected ap noach, being 
vnteũſted, glaunced on his thigh, and pierced the Arinoar, that the 
blod appeared. 

Pollipus ſœing ho freacherouſlę h had ſmitten hin, dꝛew his 
ſwoꝛd and teuenges that blow, beginning a bꝛaue and faire combate, 
which continued oz a god ſpace, vatill they has giuen each ot her mas 
ny væpe wounds. Arga:t matueling at his enemies valour, being 
neuer befoze ſo roughly handled, laid on hisblows with mightie foꝛce, 
but Po lipus ſamecime ntmbly avoiding one, and cunatagly warding 
another, kept hi nſelte from any great harme, and in the end tpꝛed Ar- 
galt, who ſæing th it all his ſtrength li: tle auayled to his enemies diſs 
aduantage, and wit hall li ghimſelfe al moſt wearied, beg anne to a⸗ 
bate his bloms, wörch Pollipus perteiuing, gan? him ſs mꝛup blows, 
and withall ſuch dege vonn dg, that he was in great daunger of his 
life: and tarainahiabacze, led towards the Caſtle, whome Pollipus 
perſuing gaue i9 meme waunds, tyat ze beganne to ro2e and crie ex⸗ 
cxdingiy, pell ag ſozth fut) a hideouc nopſe, that all the Caſtie rung 
therewith. 

Branda nor hearing the fame, preſently haſked to his reſcue, and 
lifting vo his Mig ace, 94403308 Þcon; (0 fogcibly therewith vp⸗ 
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on Pol!ipus Creff, that it made him to ſtagger, withall, ſaying : Why 
offcieſt thou this cutrage tomy bꝛother? Pollipus ſ@ing his mightie 
pꝛopoztion, being ſomewhat dazeled with the blowe, refired alittle 
backe, and being receuered, made this anſwere. J nee not tell 
ther wherefoꝛ „koz that thy guiltie conſcience repleat with vice, can 
bear wilneſſe of thy degenerate crueltie, offered to all that come within 
thy power, but eſpecially to the faireLady Venola, whome thou (oz 
thy brother) haſte brought to this Callie, whome J am come to 
redeeme. 

Brandamor hearing his ſpeeches, moſt cowardly aſlailed him, being 
beioze almoit wearied, and greuoufly wounded: who notwithſtan⸗ 
ding refitted him ſo valiant!y, that Brandamor in ſhozt time had recei⸗ 
ued many grenous wounds, yet ſtaying himſelfe, ſaid. J pittie thy e⸗ 
ſtate, and therefeze J wiſh the to yeld thy ſelſe, befoze 3 chaſtiſe th 
boldneſſe any further, fo2 3 ſee thou art already wounded, and vnabſe 
to withſtand my Frength : beſides, J ſcozne to cope with one oy 
vanquiſhed: then take my offer of mercte, oz elſe J will ſone giue that 
weake body of thine to be deuoured of wilde beaſtes. Maine boaſting 
monſter ( quoth Pollipus) know that J diſdaine thy friendſhip, and 
diſclame thy pꝛoffer, deũring rather to die by thy accurſed band, then 
pcetd to thy curteſte, fherefoze do thy woꝛſt. 3 

Brandamor hearing this reſolute reply,” being inraged with coller, 
Groke at him moſt violently, but Pollipus àuoiding his blowe, thruſt 
at him, and wounded him ſo deepe, that the blod ranne. down vpon 
bis white ſteve. Argalt ſwing this Knight ſo valiantly withſtand his 
b:other. called \o2th a great ſozt of ſeruants in Armour, who ruſhing 
all at once vpon him, with their throng beate him from his hozſe, and 
carried him into the Caſtle, where he was vnarmed, and foz that 
night put into a cloſe pꝛiſen, hauing an olde woman to dꝛeſſe his 
wounds. 

Carly the next mozning, hee was brought into the Wall tefo2e 
Brandamor, who had Mateffically ſeated himſelfe in a chaire, with 
ficrie reddeepes ſwolne with rage, vttering thele ſpeches. P2eſumps 
tuous and ouerdaring Knight, what ſrezizie bath cauſed thee tocemmit 
this vnaduiſed folly, whereby thou haſt ineenſt mp wꝛath againſt the, 
and bzought thy ſelfe in daunger? Wheretn haue J wzonged thee that 
thou ſhou deſt offer to moleſt me: 

Pollipus diſdaining to beſo petempteꝛilie examined, made this re⸗ 


ply. 
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ly, J liſt not tell my name, becauſe thou knobeſt me nok, the can 
of my comming hither, is in ſearch of a Lady that 7 ſuppoſe thou Vi 
laſtly detaineſt, making thy infamous name ſo ignominious by thy 
outrages, that both heauen andearth will hoztly hate the. Doeſt 
thou ſœke a Ladie, ( quoth he) come with me, and thou (halt ſceallthe 
Ladies J haue. 

Then he bꝛought him into a godlp Hall, hung with auncient 
cloathes of Tapiſtcie, out of which he went into a moſt pleaſant Galle⸗ 
rie, furniſhed with al ſozts of moſt beauticnll pictures ol excellent wozk 
manſhip: from thence he came into a chamber of great largeneſſe, ſo 
rarely furniſhes, as Pollipus maruelled at the richneſſe thereof: at the 
ende whereof, (ate the moſt beautifull and faire Lady Venola, with 
her golden hap2e hanging about her chouldecs, her rich and coſtly 92s 
naments all betoꝛne, her crimzen cheekes ſpꝛinckled with olde dyed 
feares, and freſh dꝛoppes flowing from her pars eyes; heauilp leaning 
hercatefull head vpon a cuſhion, with her hands hanging downe fol-

maintaine, that J am wozthier ok her lous then anp Knight liuing:and 
face 3 haue my deſite in attaining her cuſtodie, ) will likewiſe enioꝝ 
her loue vefoze the part hence. 

Venola hearing his pzoude bo aEing, ſ 0 muth dildained the that che 
could not refraine from anſwering him, but rifiag from the ground 
where the late, * vitered theſe ſ perches.

A Fame, vnder which name, he did pale till he came to the know- 
ledge ol his parents) being as is betope ſaid in another Chap de 
| ne —- 
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of Pariſmus. 
ueied by Amaſenus to his taſtle, ſoze wounded in the battel he had with 
Argalus and. Thenudes, was fo carefully tended by the Dukes Phiſis 
fians, that in a ſew dates they had-bzought him to his perfect remem 
bzances.; and within ſhoꝛt timeaffer that, to his perfect health, which 
greatly reiopted the god old Duke, who toke great felicit ie in his com- 
pany,fo2 the many honourable parts he ſaw to aboundin him. And vp⸗ 
on a time, in the pꝛeſente ol all his Court, demaunded the cauſe of the 
combate between him e Argalus, which he requeſted as well to knowe 
the truth thereof himſelſe, as to ſatiſſie the ſuſpittons mindes of many 
that inwardly maligned the diſcontented Knight,vnto whom he declas 
red the truth in manner as isbefaze (et downe,ſaying:This my loꝛd is 
the truth of his miſaduenture, whom z neuer iniured, but alwaies eſtg- 
mod as my friends. Amaſenus was glad that no cauſe ok diſcontent 
conld be contceiued againſt him, by any ot her of his nights, who en- 
wed him, becauſe his noble gifts darkned their glozies ; but pet his cur⸗ 
teous and kind behauiour in ſhoꝛt time expelled that roncoz, and they 
that befoze were his enemies, began to make god eſtimation of him, & 
his fame began to ſpꝛead it ſelle in moſt parts of Thrace, and all that e⸗ 
uer behelde him, grew into admiration of his ſtrength, accõpanted with 
ſuch bewtie, as his pouth pelded;that had they not knowgne the contras 
rie by his pꝛobwelle, they would haue taken him fo2 ſome diſguiſed La⸗ 
uv. Mhileſt the knight ol Fame, remained in Amaſenus tourt, the King 
of Thrace àppo inted a generall triumph, to be beldfoz certaine daies, 
the occaſion whereskis this. 

Be had one onelꝑ daughter, named Phylena, whoſe beautie was in⸗ 
keriour to none: and her gifts ef nature were luch, as mads her much 
ſpoken of in many countries: inſomuch that many knightes came as 
ſato2s to obtaine her loue, but ſhe had fecretly befrothed her ſelle fo Re- 
mulus, one of the knights of her fathers court, without her parents cons 
ſent; by meanes of whoſe beautie, the Court of Thrace was full of gals 
lant knights that ſought her lone, that the King was much troubled 
in minde how to beſtow her: and ſeeing that ſhe did not fancieone mo2e 
than another,he appointed a general triumph to be held foz ſeuen daies, 
and whoſeener bare away the pꝛize the laſt dap, ſhuld mairy his daugh⸗ 
ter. Jntending thereby to ende his doubt and care that wap: thinking, 
that though his daughter had not a rich and Paincely huſband, yet 
cha ſhould haue a valiant Champion to defend the pꝛice of her beau 


tie.

Among the reft of the knights, there was Guido, who had long time 
ſued to obtayne her Loue, who aow reiopced at this Decree , hoping by 
bis valoz to beate away the Bꝛide. There was Trucamor of Candie, 
who thought none equall to him in ſtrength and therefoze none moꝛe 
foꝛ ward againſt the time of the appointed triumph. There was Drio- 
of Scicil, who had ſayled from his owne Countrey thither: who likes 
wiſe by his ſtrength at ſenerall times liue thꝛce l vons, who came with 
reſolution ko winne Phylena fo bis Mike. And many other Knightes: 
of high account. 

The repozt of this great Triumph tame to to the knowledge of the 
Knightof Fame, whoſe minde was kindled with an earneſt defire ts 
goe thither,that he requeſted Amaſenus conſent, who being deſtrous as 
ny way to pleaſure him , gaue him ſufficient Coyne to furniſh him of 
all things, fit foꝛ ſuch an attempt. Mho cauſed amoſt rich Armour 
of greene to be made, ſhadowed with Tres of golds, pꝛeſenting a Fozs 
ref. In his chielde he bare this deuiſe; A naked man leading a Lyon, 
with this Motto vnderneath, Ouergone with Diſcontent ; Wheretn the 
expert Artſman had ſo cunningly imitated his Fancie, that a man b 
his Armour and ſhielde, might eaſily vnderſtand his meaning. The 
appointed time of Triumphe dꝛawing nigh, Amaſenus with a gallant 
troupe of knightes, amongtt whome the knight of Fame was chiefe, 
came to theThracian Court, wheme the Ring honourably receiued. 
Amaſenus hauing don homage to che Ring, pitched his Tent with⸗ 
out the Tourt- Gates, vpon alittle hill, hard by the appointed place fag: 
Triumph: where likewiſe hard by him were the Tents of Guido, Tru- 
damor, Drio, and the thꝛæ valiant knightes of Candie : Triſtramus, 
Tennulus, and Babulus, in whoſe compante were a number of valiant 
Enighta, that tame thither: Some to make tryall of theyʒ valour, and 
ſome of purpoſe to winne the faire Phylena. Likewiſe there were the 
Tents ok the poung King of Arragon: who came accompanied with a 
number okvaliantknightsheping Ito beare away the P2i3e,thatallthe 
Plains were filled with Tents, There might pan ſeknights bꝛeaking 
ſtaues, pꝛactiſing them ſelues againft the dapok Triumph. Here might 
vou fer 8thers recreating themſelnes in Martial exertiſes: there might 
pon heare the Netghing of Bozſes, clattering of Armour, cracking of 

kaues, and ſuch companies of knights allen bled, as a the richeſt paize 
had bene appointed fo2 reward. 
WW pile theſe things were 6aging p Phylena was in great car ko 
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Of Pariſmus. 


Remulus,whome ſhe loued ſo dearely,that rather then ſhee would park 
with him, ſhe would endure any miſery whatſocuer; who likewiſe ads 
dzefſed himſelffofrie his Foztune among the reit. And the day befoze 
the Triumpbe , Phylena ſecretly gettingoppoztanitie to ſpeake with 
him,gaue him this aſſurance of herconſtancie. 

Py deareLone(qd.fh2e) ſince my Father hath decreed this publicke 
Triumph, ſoꝛ the beſtowing of mee in Marriage, becauſe amongſt ſo 
many Knightes as haue ſought my Loue, 3 haue Affianced my ſelle to 
none of them, but haue choſen you as the chiefeſt Load-ſtarre of my life 
and Loue: be you pet aſſured, that though Foztune may allot me to be 
anothers by Conqueſt, pet none but pour ſelſe challenioy my Loue: and 
though another map challenge mee bp right of my Fathers decree, pet 
none but your ſelfe ſhall haue true intereſt in mee. And rat her then J 
wilt peelde to like of anp Knights lone but yours, J will endure either 
death, oz any other toꝛment ſhallbe inflicted vponjmee: fo2 you are the 
Kntght that ſhallconquer my Loue ; you haue by courteſie wonne my 
Lone, and pou ſhall weare it. No2 King no2 Knight ſhall robbe me of 
that which J haue giuen to pou: Then be not you diſcomfozted,o2 a⸗ 
ny way diſquieted, but frye your Foꝛtune amongſt the reſt, and Fate 
may happily allot you the Conqueſt as well as any other. 

Remulus hearing his Ladyes conſtant Reſolution, was ouercome 
with exceeding toy, reſoluing to aduenture as much as any to attayne 
the deſired Conqueſt: and Solacing himſelfe ſo long as they? ſfolne 
time would permitts, in her companie, befing by neceſſitie compelled, 
they parted. 

The next Moꝛning, the King of Thrace accompanyed by a num- 
ber ol Perſonages of Eſtate, bought fozth the beautifull and faire Las 
die Phylena , moſt richly adozned with coftly Oznamentes, wearing 
vpon her head a Crowne ok golde, attended by an hundzeth Damzells 
clad in white, and ſeated her on a Scaffelde, in the open view of all the 
Knights there aſſembled, whoſe harts were enamoured with the ſweet 
attainte of her chining · Beautie, and they; tonrages reniued with the 
hope of ſo rich and pzecious a Pʒize. Among the reit, there was the 
Loꝛde Remulus, whoſe heart was oppzeſt with diſtruſttull care, to ſet 
the Ladie hee moſt eſtemed, and his ſecret pꝛoteſted lone, ſet as a Prize, 

to wzing him krom his poſſeſſion : yet comfozted by her faithfull pzs- 


miſe, he toke great rlciti fo ſee that Beauties made famous, Which he 
mad account to enioꝑ. —

The Knight of Thrace beganne the Triumph, and the firlf that 
entred the Liſtes was Andreas, who was at two Courſes vnhozfed by 
Clcanthea, Wyo tontinued Conguerdur by the duerthzowe of — . 
Knightes, vatill Bubulus, one of the the Bet hzen of Candie, with 
violence dꝛaue him fcom his hozſe, and burſt one of his ribbes. Bubu. 
lus vnhozſed many Knightes aſterwardes, both of Thrace and other 
ſtraunge Tountreys, and in the ende, was vnhozſed himſelle by Remus 
tus, Who behaued himſelfe ſo valiantlp in the ſight of the Princes, that 
by the koyle of many knights, he ended that dayes Triumph, to his ex- 
ceeding honour, reſting Conquerour vntill the next Pozning. When 
the Night was ouerpaſt, the Ring conducting Phylenai in the like man. 
ner he had done the day beloꝛe, and ſeated her againe vpon the ſcatfold. 
WhenRemulus came into the Liſts, bꝛauely managing his pꝛauncing 
ſterd, whom Phylena beheld with a crefull exe, bꝛeathing fozth many. a 
deuouted pꝛaper foz his god ſucceſſe, who hauing conquerd ſome twen⸗ 
tie Anightes, in the ende was fopled by Temulus, and ſo with a heauie 
heart left the Fielde, Temulus continued Conquerour by the viſgrace 
of many Knights almoſt all that dap, but in the end, was bnhozſed by 
the Ring of Arragon. * 

The King of Arragon ended that dayes Tryumph, and continu⸗ 
ed chiefeConquerour the nert dap, and on the fourth day hee was vn⸗ 
bosſed by Triſtramus, and ſo hee loſt the Conquelt which he ſo much 

Alterkwardes; Triſtramus continued that dapes Triumphe with 
great bꝛauerie, and the fifte day was vnhozſed by Annulus, a knight 
of Lybia , who vnhozled that day. fourtie knightes to his exceeding 


honour, 


The night of Fame all this while, kept himſelſe out of fight, and 
was Lodged at aUillage, ſome two miles diſtant from the Thracian 


Court, and accozding to Amaſenus appointment, came taward the liſts 


gallanfly mounted al! alone,anaby the vnerpected manner of his ſud⸗ 
daine appzoach,and by the ſtraunge falhion of his Armour, as Foztune 
wou uld, was not generally noted 2 and in that ſozt hee entred the Lifts 
reuerencing himſelfe towardes the Statfolde whereon the King was 
ſeated, and ſetting ſpuꝛres ta his Hozſe, incountred Annulus, (and Foz, 


tune intending at the firſt to doe him ſome. diſgrace) miſt his courſe, 


and Annulus bzakehisftaffe moſt bꝛauelp, whereluith the whole — ä 
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of Pariſmus. 


ſemblis gane anerceding ſhoute, and the knight of Fame being inra- 
ged with his ouerſight, charged anotherconrſeat Annulus icy greats 
violente, and ouerthzewe him, with his hales vpwards: Wireccatths 
whole companie gaue an excezding ſhonte againe, euerp one tituking 
hee had purpoſelp loſt his fir courſe; Wp wh JICy meanes all were deſt⸗ 
rous to ſeœ him Kunne againe. Which the dicowentedknight per ⸗ 
kozmed ſogallantly, that hee vnhozſed another knight of Lybia, that 
thought to reuenge Annulus duerthzowe. 

Guido diſdaining thereat, and ſæing how the beholders were af- 
fected, noted him moze ſpeciallp: thinking by his [popie to winne ſome 
ſpeciall honour, and with the moze bꝛauerie to continue the reſt of the 
Triumph, and attaine the P2tze, taking a ſtreng Staffe, pꝛepaied to 
miete the knight of Fame, who by that time had diſmounted the oz 
loure other knightes. 

Che people ſeeing the valiant Guido come to the Liſtes, who was 
well kncwne to all, thought then ſurely to ſæ the diſcontented knights 
Honour at an ende, foz on him and Drio, the chiefeſt ſuppoſe of Con- 
queſt depended. 

Guido entountred the knight of Fame the firſt time, without of- 
fering oz ſuſtaining diſaduantage, which inwardly vered him to the 
heart, that charging him againe the ſeconde time, notwithftanding 
all his fozce, hes could not once moue him in bis ſaddle. The diſcon⸗ 
tended knight, likewiſe feeling the puiſſance of his Enemie, was exce⸗ 
dingly inraged, that taking another courſe, they met with ſuch furte, 
that the Earth Hoke with the fozce of their encounter, and their Launs 
ces ſhinered into a thouſand pieces, paſſing by, without any ſhewe oz 
fiane of oddes. 

The king of Thrace ſ&ing the day ſofarre ſpent, ſent a meſſenger to 
intreat them to leaue the further triall of their doubtfull Conqueſt vns 
fill the next day, which they both conſented vnto. 

The next Moꝛning theſe two Champions came againe, with deſt⸗ 
rous mindes to be reuenged eache of other, and met two courſes with 
ſach bꝛauerie, that the people with great ſhoutes applauded theyꝛ Chi⸗ 
nalrie, the knight ol Fame chaſing the ſtrongeſt Staffe that hee could 
finde, meant now oz neuer to giue oz fake the fople, and ruſhing lozciblp 
to encounter Guido, he met him ſo violently, that Guidos Poꝛſe peels 
ded to the fo2ce of they Encounter, and falling downe, burſt bis legge, 
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The ſecond part 


the people ſceing Guido dobone, were dzawne into a wonderfull amazes 


ment, what this Knght ſhould be. 

Phylena likewiſe, as much tozmented in minde, in her Fantie al- 
lotting him the chiefeſt Honour: and ſeeing he was ſomeRnight of a 
ſtcaunge Countrep, fearing leaſt he obtaining her by Conqueſt, ſhould 
carry her farre from her Fathers Court, and ſo quite from the ſight and 
company of her deare friend Remulus that ſhee was d2aivne into ſuch a 
ſadde conceif,that her heart ſeemed to melt thereat. Trudamor ſ&ing 
Guido ſa foyled, with great bzaueris entred the Liſtes, and encoun⸗ 
tred theRnight of Fame, who likewiſe charged him with many bꝛaue 
conrſes,that in the end, the Conquelt remained in great doubt betwixt 
them, ſtill continuing their Encounters with exceding courage, that 
Trudamor with all his ſtregth could not any whit diſaduantage the 
Rnight of Fame, no2 he by his fozce get any oddes of Trudamor : that᷑ 
in the ende, Trudamor thpaſting foz the honour of the title, and longing 
to eniop Phylena foʒ his Bꝛide, tracing ſoftly to his Rates ende, went 
towards the knight et Fame, who wirh the like behauiour met him, to 


whome Trudamor ſaide as followeth; 


Rnight, 3 ſ& we haue no aduantage againfteach other by this er⸗ 
erciſ e Let vs then finiſh the doubtfulnesof this ſfrife with our (wo20ds, 
which is the readieſt meanes to make one of vs Conquerour, With all 
my heart (anſwered hee againe ) your p2offer fo well agreeth with my 
Fancie,as J neither can, noꝛ will denie the ſame: wherewith they dzve 
their Swoꝛdes, and charged eache other with furious blowes, whoſo 
Courage each beholder greattycommended, 

The Ring of Thrace beholding the Noble balour of the night ot 
Fame, was excædingly well affected towards him: inlomuch, that hee 
deſired none might eniop his Daughter but hee; betw@ne whome and 
Trudamor continued a inoft bꝛaue Combat: till in the end, the knight 
of Fame had fo grieuouſiꝑp Mounded him, and in lo many places, that 
ail the beholders accounted Trudamor as halfe vanquiſhed ; and what 
with effuſion of bid, and anermailtered by the Knight of Fames 
ſtrength, his Armour gin ing Day to euerp hlolve , was readie to fall 
from his Boꝛſe: WINCH the knight of Fame perteiuing, ſtaped: vt- 
tering thele 109335. Moſt novte Knight (qv, hee) Nee the danger you 


_ arein,theceſo2e 4 wich you to yelde your ſelfe, foz it is uot your death 


that J ſerke: and rather then J will be guiltie thereof, J will veelde vp 
by Piep A (hall Wigan 2p paur tonqueſt. 
| Trudamor 


of Pariſmus; 
Trudamor hearing his ſpæches, erc&dingly admired his carſlefe 


and being ready to ſpeake, his ſences by weakneſſe beganne to faple, 


and he was taken from his hozſe to haue his gaping wounds ſtenched. 
The Whole multitude of beholders noting the ſingular valour of ths 
night of Fame, and how courteonfly he had abſtained from killing 
Trudamor, whoſe life was in his power, were ſa well affected towards 
him, that they thouted and reiopced exceedingly at his victozie. 

The king ſing the day growne to an end came from the ſcaffolde, 
and with great intreaties got the knight of Fame to go with him to the 
Court, where her was malt honourably entertained, and had his 
wounds carefully ſearcht by the Phiſitians, who found none of them 
daungerous. Amaſenus ſging the knight of Fame had won the chie⸗ 
fell honour of the triumph foz that dap, came to the Ring, and repozfed 
to him hob long he had bene with him, and the manner of his firlt ar⸗ 
riuall in that countrie, ſ@king fo increaſe the kings affection towardes 
him,by entring infomany exceding commendations of his valoz,vers 
tue, and tourteſie: that theking did him all the honour that might be 
foz that night, wtending after the triumph ended, to expꝛeſſe his loue 
toward him by all meanes he could deuiſe. 

Earlie the next mozning, being the laſt dap of the kriumph, 
the king was ſommoned to the ſtelde, by the (hzill ſound of the 
knight of Fames frumpet, who was gallantly mounted, attended 


by an infiatf number of people, that came to glut their eyes with bes 
bolding him: there was now no talks but of the Knight of Fame, his 


ſame had fedde the eares ot all, in ſo much, that ſuch a number of peg 
pie thꝛonged to ſe the laſt daies triumph, that the place could not con 
taine their multitude. The knight of Thrace marnelled what hee 
ſhould be, and fo2 that he was vaknowne, the ſtraunge knights ſome⸗ 
what reiopced, that the pꝛize ſhouid ve carried from Thrace, Among 
the ref, Keinulus noting his erceding courteſie, and p27ing moꝛe nar⸗ 
rowlp the anyof the reſt, into his behanidur, reiopced in his mind that 
ſo honourable, valiant, and cartzons a knight ould poſleſſe his deare 
Phylena, andaboue all the knights ofthe Court, he was mot readie 
to enfectain the knight of Fame, with ail courteſie, and wicht that none 
but he might beare away the chiefeſt hononr ofthe triumph. 

The king hauing again in moſt ſumptuous and royall ſozt ſeated 
his daughter vpon the ſcaffold, attended the firit encounter that ſhould 
be ginen to the knight of Fane, which was porkozmed hy purrus, a 
Knight 
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knight of Cicill, with great bꝛauerie, but the ſecond courſe her mea⸗ 
ſured his length on the earth, as others had de ne befoze him. Pert him 
came a knight of Libia, who had like ſoztune to Purrus, Guido being 
not ſatiſficd with deſire of vico2te, but in putting the cauſe ok his laſt o⸗ 
uert how to his hozſe, not himſelfe, changed his armour and came in⸗ 
to the uſtes againe, intẽding to reuenge his ſpoyle: but befoze he came, 
Drio of Cicill had bꝛoken two ſtaues with the knight of Fame, and 
beſoze he cauld take the third courſe, Guido inſtigated by rage, ranne 
againſt the knight of Fame, and intercepted him. Drio diſdatning 
thereat,ftroke Guido ſuch a fozcible biowwe on the head, with the trun⸗ 
thion of a ſteffe, that he made him ſtagger. UWherewith Guido dzewe 
bis ſwozd, and aſſapled Drio with great furie, betwe@ene whom began 
a moſt bzaue combat, vntill the knight of Fame ſtept befwirt them, 
and parted them, vttering theſe ſpeches. Knight quoth he) what 
meaneth this outrage? whycontend you betwixt your ſelues, and leaue 
me, with whom pou ſhould p2incipally deale, vnaTayed ? thinke you 
A am not of ſafficiencie to deale with you both? but that you muſt thus 
diſhonourably, ſæke with pꝛiuate quarrells fo diſturbe our triall: But 
notwitſtanding his ſpeeches, they began to aſſaple each other agatne, 
who ſo inraged him, that dzawing his \wo2d, he firſt ſtroke at Gui- 
do, and then at Drio, offering to combat with them both, that the ine 
of this combate ſ&med to be moſt intricate. Sometimes the knight of 
Fame aſſapled Guido, and he reſiſting, when Drio lent his blowes fo 
both: and the knight of Fame intending to revenge him on Drio, was 
againe aſſapled bp Guido, | 
Che king perteiuing what danger this tripartie fight might bꝛed, 
commanded the Champions to be parted, which being done, the Jud- 
ges gane oꝛder, that the Knight of Fame ſhould continue his courſe 
with Drio, This tõcluſion being made, the knight of Fame ſheathing 
his ſwoꝛd, went to the rates end ſo fully inceſt with rage, that his 
eres ſmarted with veratid. Drio likewiſe was ſo fully puft with fury, 


that he vowed at that courſe to ende the triall ofthe combat: that both 


of them taking ſcope inough, to mete with the greater ſwiftneſſe, ſet 
ſpurs to their ſtæds ſides, and with excerding violence, and ſhiuering 
their Lantes into a thouſand ſpelles, which ſung in the ayꝛe:beloꝛe the 
ta ds met,Drio winding his raines, intending to suerthꝛow his ene⸗ 
mie vnawares, the ff&d vnacquainted to ſuch cuſtome, bare his head 
aloft, and the knight of Fames ſta de keping on his continued tourſe, 
With great Length ouerturaed both hozle and man, fhatDriolaic als 
mott 
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mot bꝛuſed fo death with the waight of his hoꝛzſe. Guido attending the 
next triall, had readilp couched his ſtaffe, but the knight of Fame be ng 
ertreamely inraged, not well knowing, oz caring what he did hau ing 
ſecret intelligence befoze giuen him, that it was Guido; the knight that 
he had already vaniſhed) ſet ſpurs fs his hozſe, and ran at hſm with 
his ſwoꝛd point, that had he not auoped him, he had pierced the ſame 
quite though his bodp: who turning himſelfe with his [word dzawne, 
alatled the knight of Fame, betwene bohome continued a moſt bzaue 
combat a long ſpace, vntill Guido by his vareſtitabie blowe, was 
greuouſly wounded:who intending to reuenge himſelfe, ſtroke a moſt 
violent blow, which lighting croſſe his helmet, bꝛake his word: which 
the knightofFame ſæing, caſt downe his owne, diſdaining to haue any 
oddes of weapon, and iopning himlelfe cloſe to Guido, with long ſtri⸗ 
uing and maine foꝛce, in the end flung him down from his end 


with the people gaue ſuch a ſhout, that the earth ſeemed to ſhake with 
the Tccho of their voices: by which time, the nights blacke mantle bes 
gan to ouerſpꝛead the whole earth, and there appeated no moze Com⸗ 
vatlants againſt the knight of Fame, but to his vnſpeakeable honoz he 
remained victoz. Then pꝛeſently he was in tryumphant mannerſ ac⸗ 
coꝛding to their cuſtome) with the noyſe of Trumpets conduged fo the 
kings Pallace: where the king and all the vanquiſhed knights recei⸗ 
ued him with great honour. Amongf the reit, was the king of Ara- 
gon, à moſt gallant and bꝛaue knight at armes, who greatly deſired 
to be acquainted with his bꝛaue Champion, vüng him, with the reſt 
ofthe knights, with all courtefte and kindnelſe. After many ſolemns - 
welcomes were paſt on euery ſide, and he vaarmed, the king ſpea- 
king to him, vitered theſe ſpæches. Moſt noble Knight, whoſe pꝛoweſſe 
hath deſerued euerlaſting tommendakions, accoꝛding to my foꝛmer des 
cre, and the pꝛomiſed reward to the conquerour, J ye&ld to pour hands 
my daughter, theonely heire of my kingdome. Then faking Phylena 
by the hand, he delineted her fo him. The knight of Fame with great 
reuerence kiſſing her hand, vttered theſe ſpecyes, Moſt ſaccred Pains 
teſſe, how can J ſufficiently reiopte, that am thts dap exkolled to the 
higheſt tppe of heauenlp felicitie, by being vnwoꝛthilp pzeferred fo 
haue pour cuTody, Yet J beſxech you vouchſafe me(ttoub; a ſtranger) 
that bountie, as to eſtœm of me, os one that ts altogether vowed to pour 
leruice, and though by right of conqueſt I map tuffly callenge pon foz 
my obone, pet be vou aſſured, J will requeſt nothing at your hands but 
what ſhall be granted with your fræ conſent: but 3 reſt yours to com⸗ 
mand and dilpoſe of, in all humble duty. Mhich 
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Which weꝛds being ended, (her that neuer befoze kill Ladies lippe s) 
with a great reuerence toke ot her a ſweet kiſſe: and ſhe with a heany 
heart and milde behauiour, pcelding her ſelle as his to viſpoſe of, which 
ſhe was conſtrained to do by her fat bers pꝛomiſe, and the knights woz⸗ 
thie deſerts: though inwardlp in her heart ſhce denoted all kinde loue 
and affection to Remulus: on whom being by, ſhe caſt many amilde 
and modeſt loke, inwardly wiſhing her were the man might claime 
* by right of conqueſt, as well as by the true affection {(& bare 

im. 

That night the knight of Fame was hononrably fe aſted by the 
Jing, and afterwards conducted to a moſt Pzincely lodging. And be⸗ 
ing now alone, he began to meditate of his eſtate, and to ponder how 
happily he had eſcaped ſhipwzacke, and was pꝛelerred to ſuch high 
dignitie, as to marry the daughter and onely heaire of a king: withall he 
beganne to call to minde cuery particular thing hee could remember 
ok his birth and bzinging vp in the Jland of Rockes, his fancy perſwa⸗ 
ding him, that he was ſonne vnto ſome greater perſonage then he pet 
knewe of: withall, well viewing a ie well which hee had kept euer ſince 
bis nurſe was flaine, which ſhe gaue him in charge to kepecharilte, 
which thoughts, and wit hall, a ſecret inſtinct of nature, which hee fell 
in himſelfayming at higher matters, ſetled a perſwaſis in his thoughts 
that hee was bozne of ropall race, and therefoze mete to match with a 
kings daughtee, And calling to mindefheerceedingbeautie of Phyle- 
na, impzinting in his fancy a perfect remembzance ofher graces, (wet 
countenance, and milde behautour, he felt a ſecret ſtirring and th;ob- 
bing at hisheart, which diſturbed all his ſences, that he was as it were 
tranſfv2med into a kinde of pleaſant delight, wherewith hee fell into a 
dead lumber, 

In the middeſt or his flepe,the Goddeſſe Venus, pittying the troubled 
thoughts of her denoted ſubtect Phylena, willing to extoll the fame ot 
this knight, appeared vnts him a vifion, landing by his beds ſide, 
with a cleare burning taper in her one hand, and holding a moſt beans 
tifull Ladie in the other, ok ſuch diuine perpfections, that heauen noz 


earth could not in his fancie frame a moꝛe dining eſſence ofpuritie; the 
Lady Venus vttering theſewozds, 


of Pariſmus. 


Thou Knight of Fame, 
Regard the words I ſpeak: 
Seeke not by force, 
Loues conſtant bandes to breake. 
Pu)hylena fai, 
The beautifull heyre ef Thrace: 
Her conſtant loue, 
On Remulus doth place.

Mhileſt the Goddeſſe vttered theſe wozds, the Knight of Fame dis 
ligently beheld theerceving beautie of the Lady ſh&held in her hand, 
and thinking to haue demaunded her nan? (hy pzeſently vanicht: 
wherewith he awaked, VVV 

The rememvzance of this Uiſion, dꝛaue h m inte a confuſion 
multitude of thoughts: one white perſwading himſelſe, it was but e 
d2eame and not to b@ regarded, and then againe aſſuring himſelfe 
it was a Milion, like to that whith appeared to him in the 2 
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di Rocks, but chiefly ſuch a ſecret imp2eſſion of the Ladies beanfie 
was fixed in his cemembzance, that he quite foz\wke and fozgot the 
leaſt thought of Phylena, whoſe beautie in his fancte, was nothing 
comparable to her diuine perfections, that calling fo minde enery pars 
ticular note hie had ſæne, the perfect Idea of the Ladies countenance, 
fauour and beautie, was ſo deeply impꝛinted in his heart, that no other 
thought could ſinke in his bꝛaine, but that (he was the Lad he ſhould 
honour,that he vowed to ſearch the wozld th2oughout to finds het, and 
tome to the knowledge of his parents. In theſe cogitations har (ent 
the reſt ol that night. 


Carely in the mozning, hee was housured with all dinerſities of 


curtefies, and moſt royally feaſted of the the ing, and by his appoints 
ment, ſhould be affianced to Phylena, within ire dayes. The Knight 


of Fameremembzing the Uiſion,,being moſt commonly in company of 


Phylena, diligently noted, which might be the knight Phylena loued, 
and ſone percetned that it was Re mulus, who amongſt the knights of 
Thrace, had ſought molt meanes to honour him. Who little thought 
the knight of Fame hadde noted the kindneſſe betwixt him and Phy- 
lena: but henoting all circumffances, perteiued that Phylena wag 
deeply inthzalled in the bands of conſtant love: fo2 though ſhar were 
in tale with him, yet her spe was continually on Remulus, glauns 
fing ſo many ſwerte lokes (intermingled with ſighes ) towards him, 
thathe thought it a molt diſcourteſie and inhumaine derde to part 
them. And once takingoccafion when Phylena was in a depe ſtubie, 
he ſaid, Deere Lady, map 1 be ſo bolde as bꝛeake off pour ſad ſludie, 
wherewith pou adde heauineſſe to your minde: and expell this care⸗ 
full diſpoſition, and rather ſpend pour time in mirth and pleaſure: J 


haue often noted pour heauineſſe, which maketh ine ſuppoſe my vn⸗ 


woꝛthineſſe to be the cauſe thereof: but ſæing m intreſt is ſuch, as 
that J map claime you foz my owne, J beſæch yon doe not ſo much 
diſgrace my trauailes, as not to vouchſafe me that kindneſſe belon⸗ 
geth to the condition of my conqueſt, and your fathers decre ; and if 
pou eſteeme me, becauſe vnknowne, as pet not to haue deſerued 
pour loue, impoſe me any taſke, and J will vndertake if foz your 
fake; and not onely labour to winne pour lone by deſert, as by the 
trypumphe J haue attained the infereff of pour perſon. Put J pers 
ceiue yourcares ate ſuch, foz ſome other great occafion , that q am 


an vnwelcome gueſt to your company, and an other hath alreadie 


aktained 
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aftained your ſwa&te lone ; which if it be ſo, werte Ladie hide not the 
ſame from me, but make me p2inte thereto, foz Jam not of that 
rude dilpoſition, to challenge any thing at your handes, oz 4afozce 
you to any thing, but what ſhail ſtand with pour lik:ng; and though 
your vertues fozce pou ts pelde conſeiit to pour fathers decree, yet 
conſidering that loue is not wonne with the ſwozde, bnt with a 
mutuall conſent of the heart, 3 rald my ſelfe to bee cenſured by 
you, and giue my right of triall into py: ur handes, and the intereft 5 
rio by conqueſt, I ſurrender to pour t Bf ire, to berenoked oz ſtay 
iſhed. 

Ppylena hearing his wo2des, with teares ſtanding in her eyes, 
made this replie: Moſt curteous Knight, bowſoeuer 3 haue ſetled 
my fancie heretofoze ,. that is nowe countermaunded by my fas 
thers pꝛomiſe, and pour intereſt, that J am not mine owne to 
diſpoſe of, but muſt in all humbleneſſe teſt at your d iſpoſition. 
And if anp other had my pꝛomiſe of tone, yet nowe J muſt teuoke 
that pꝛomiſe, and labour to attend pour liking: therefoze 3 wholely 
— +a ſelfe accoꝛding fo pour right ofconqueſt, into pour curteous 
Hands. | 

DereLady (quoth he) knowe this, thai J arcount- my ſelꝰe vn- 
wo2thy of that honour, and am vawilling any way to contratict your 
Will oꝛ diſturbe yon quiet: but knowing that which you: vnuertuouſly 
Lonceale, will ſurrender my eſtate to the knight you moſt ſancle : fo: 
the honour 3 haue wonne, ſhall be my ſaficient reward: therefo2e 3 
beſ&ch yon, conceale no part ef your mindeſrom me, fo2 J will not de⸗ 
ny fo perfozme any thing von ſhall command, but will hazaed both life 
And honour to ſatiſfieyour fancie, and any way pzocure pour content. 

Phylena with a bluſhing countenance, made this ſhozt replie ; 
Molt noble knight, Remulus is the knight J haue long eſta med: but 
mult now fozlake bim, oꝛ purchaſe my paxents diſcontent, and denie 
You the right of-your conqueſt. The knight of Fame ſmiling at the 
inward conteit of his Aiſion, made this-anſwere, And derte Lady, 2 
will yelve my intereſt to Remulus, onely to wozke your tconitt: fo2 he 
hath wozthly deſerued to be beloued of you : beſides the honour he hath 
done me ( notwithſtanding 3 might be the onely man fo hinder his con- 
ent) ſheweth the abũdant vertues that rule his heart.

my Aged bodie. And ſo againe, 3 wiſh you all happie ieitcitie, witha 
bleſſed and iopfull ende of pour Cates + UU hich wozos being endes, hee 
gãue vp the gholt. 

Violetta ſeing the god Dide-man dead, was ouertome with ſuch 
infinite multitudes of Caies, thai (he had much ade to ka pe her ſelke 
from following him, that the ſate there ſheadding abundance of teares, 
and what with the rememb2ance of the Deſolateneſſe of the plate, and 
the dead bodie of the Olde-man, which was a fearefull Coarſe to loks 
vpon, her Sences were d2awne into ſuch an amazed terro2 , that ſhes 
was halle befives ber ſelfe therewity : and being agaſt with the ſight of 
the Olde. man, haſted with all ſpe ſhe could, onward on her iourney, 
but darke Night appꝛoching her minde was then rackt with ſuch con⸗ 
faſed Feares , that ſometimes thee thought the Olde-mans Ghoall 
haunted her, which much apalled her ences, with a deadly ghaſtfull 
terroz: Then ſhe thought thee beard ſome wilde Feaſt behinde her, 
readie to ſcaze vpon her, which made her ozſake the choſen place where 
ſhe meant to haue th2zowded her ſel'e, and to ſeke out an other in her 

Fancie moe ſafe : So that in a multitude of ſuch like cares, the Suers 
paſt that tedious Night, vttering many a ſigh fo2 the Þo2nings chats 
full appꝛoach: Which being come, ſhe againe betwke herſelſe to her os 
litarp trauell,inwarvly ſozrowfull foz her late miſfo2fune :but moſt of 
All ferrified with feare to meete Archas, thinking to bende her Reppes 
towards Bohemia. 41 

But Foztune entending to augment her tares, and lengthen her 
reſtleſſe Trauelis, cauſed her to wander a quite contrarte wap, and 
ſhee nothing miſdoubting, but ſuppoſinglhe was in the readieſt way, 
ſtept on her Seppes ſome th2e& dzyes without intermiſſion , and at the 


laſt ſheeſpyedaa ancient Caſtle, whole craggy UUailes were mole 
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fall doſune in ruine fo the ground, where ſhee was conffrained by rea- 
ſoa ofextrea ne hanger, to ſwke fo2 ſuctour: and comming to the gate, 
ſhe ſaw an Aged old man with a ſad counten inte, fkæping the entrance; 
Wo whom Violetta ſpake in this ſozte. God aged Spa, bouchſafe a 
poꝛe biſtteſſed Wl3man ſome reliefs, beeing wandzed (arte out of my 
wap, and fo2 want of fcode,am like to perich. 

Ha lifting vp his head, made this Anſwere: This place affozdeth 
ſnail. comfort, becauſe cuery part thereof, is repleate with ſoꝛrobb: but 
tome in, and what entertainment it yeldsth,you ſhall be welcome vn⸗ 
to: That ſaide, hee hut the Gate, and bꝛought her into the Taſtle, 
Where were a few Ssruants in mourning attire: ſæming by their has 
bit and lad countenances, to be quite ouergrowne with diſcontent; and 
in a ro:ne ſeuerall by it ſelle, fate a Beautifull Damzell, with her epes 

wollen with griefe: to whom the Pozter bꝛought Violetta, and ſaid, 
Madame Clarina, this diſtreſſed Maman craueth ſom? Succour, bes 
ing wandzedfarre from her wap, whom 3 will leaue with pou, becauſe 
J muſt returne to my charge, Clarina riſing bp, toke Violetta by the 
hand, and deſired her to ſit dobone by her: to whom the ſaid. 

This place by reaſon of our miſſoztunes, map rather adde care fa 
aungmenk your ſozrowes , then covafozt pour diſtreſſe: Fo? the miſe- 
ry that hath lately befallen vs, is luci y,as hath expelld all top from o : 
hearts. And becauſe you ſhalbe acquainted with the truth ofall,J will 
relate the cirtumſtance of our Tragedie. 

There remaineth a Gpant, not farrefrom this plate, called Branda- 
mor, in acatle of ſuch inuincible ſxrength, as it is umpoſlible to be van⸗ 
quiches by legions of ſouldiers, who takeeh delight t in nothing but cru- 
eltie and vnlawfall attempts, Mh9o vpon a time, chanced to arriue at 
this Caſtle, and by euill koꝛtune, eſpied me walking abzoad, in compa⸗ 
nie of my Parents,my bꝛother Panuamus, and two of inp Fathers ſer⸗ 
uants. And( 4 know not by what deſire thereto dꝛawne, his minde bee- 
ing apt to any miſchief)he viewing me, liked my beauty, and ſuch a diſs. 
oꝛdinate deſire ſtirred in his bꝛeſt to obtain the ſame, that heſhz2wded 
himſelfe in ſecret, vntill he eſpies his ſitteſt oppoztunitie: and ſuddenlp 
ſet vpon my Father,offering to fakemeaway by violence: my Father 
denyiaghim,vntill the Gpant being inraged, dzue bis Swozdand aſs 
ſailed hin, whom in ſhozt time he flue ; Which my Mother and J per⸗ 
teiuing, fled towards this Caſtle, my the meane time my . — 
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Panuamus tontinned Fight againſt him a god ſpate, but being baile 
to cope with ſo ir ighty an Enemr, was by reaſon of fo many grieucus 
Wounds, in the ende left by him foz dead: Wbich done, Brandamox 
ſceing our flight, haſted after vs: But befoze heecould come at vs, we 
attained the Calle, and reſcued our ſelues from his poſſeſlien. Eut 
when he ſaw himſelfe diſappointed, he made as thongh he had departed 
from hence, and contrary to our thoughts, hee hidde himſelfe lecietly as 
mongſt the Bulhes. 

My Fother being ouercome with exfreame ſozrow fo2 my Fathers 
death, neit her regarding doubt noz daunger, went backe, with hope to 
recouer him, whom Brandamor ſurpaized, ans carried away with him, 
hoping by her Impziſonmenk, (o winne her conſent to peelde mee into 
his hands. My bꝛother Panuamus, within a while, recouered his far le, 
not knowing of mp Pothers miſoztune, with great danger of his like, 
crawled home: whom Ihad mach ada to pꝛeſerue from death, and now 


hee is departed towards the Fozreft of Ar de, where the Giants Caſtle 


ſtandeth, to inuent means to ſet my Mother at libertie, and this night 
is the pꝛemiſed time of his return. And thus haue you heard the whole 
tircumſtante of out ſoꝛrow: Mhich when ſhe had laide, abundance ot 
feares iſſued from her eyes, which made Violetta (whoſe tender heart 
wes ready to relent at every ſadde diſcourſe)actompanp het lamentati⸗ 
tus with watry epes: Mithall, remembeing how vufoztunately ſhes 
was Lil! croſt in her deſires, which was to attain to Bohemia;and how 
contrary te her expecation, ſhee was wandzed quite an other way, and 
bꝛought both in danger of her life, and to that poze and diſtreſledeſtate, 
her beart was pꝛeſt with ſuch in ward ſozrowe, that ſhee could not ſfay 
the paſſage ot her teares already begun: but ſuch a violent Loud diſtil⸗ 
led from her pꝛetious epe-balls, that Clariana tould not chuſe but note 
them: and Wall, grew into an earneſt deũre to knob the cauſe of that 
extraozdinarie Paſſion: Alſo, well viewing her Beautie and walls 
countenance, collecting into her Fancie enerp cirtumſtante, he began 
to ſuppoſe that Violetta was no ſuch as her Apparell ſheived , but of 
better Wy2zth and bzinging vp, then that by her Atty2ze was ſhewen, 
that deũring to be teſolued ol thoſevonbts which aroſe in her Fancie, 
thee vttered theſe ſperthes. | 
I know not(quoth ſhe)what title to aſcribe bnfs pou, foꝛ that J am 
ignoꝛant of whence and what pou are, but if you will commit the res 
pos error to me, pꝛomiſe you both to concexlethe ſame (il any ” 
neede 
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ner de be) and alſo to do my vitermoſt to plealure! von any wap. 

Therc koꝛs 3 deſire pou fo impart the recitall thereof to my ſecrecie, 
that knowing your eſtate, 3 may know how to vſe you accozding ts 
pour wo2thincle, 

Violetta beeing deſirons fo ſeeke any meanes fo2 fo coinfozt ber 
ſelf, made this reply: J moſt hartily thank you fo2 cffering me ſo large a 
pꝛoffer of pour aſiſtante, which J {tad in ſteed of now, ſoꝛ that my end - 
lege trauel crane ſome caſe;foz my luckleſſe ſtars haue gllolted me ſuch- 
aduerſities,as would ſone cut ofthe wꝛetched liues of man: but nei⸗ 
ther death, no2 ought elſe will be ſo faudurable as to ridde me from 
further :alamities,but J am ti! plunged into their intricate labyzinth; 
foz know moſt curteons Ladie, that my ſelfe of late was pꝛomoted to all 
felicitie, but now am contrarilp plunged in all diſtreſſe, and that this 
habit 3 haue onelp put on, to ſhꝛoud my ſelſe irom many perils, that 4 
was fozmerlp ſubicct vnto. Fo2 J am an vnfoztunate Lady as you are, 
byertreame miſfoztune d2awne frem my dignitie, ſriendes and ac⸗ 
qualatance, and fozted both by Want and wearineſſe to ſ&ke refuge in 
this place, whereby ycur kintneffe F am Well rekreſht: neither will F 
conceale any of my milfo2funes from pour knowledge. Then Violet- 
ta repeated the whole trueth, as (te had done keſoze tothe olde man 
in his Cell, which When Clarins beard, With feares ſhee did partake 
her fozrow: : and faking her by the hand, deſtred her fo hold her excuſed, 
fo2 not vſing that behautour towards her, which her eſtate deſerued, 
piomiſing with willingreffe, to lurther her ſafe coduct into Bohemia, 
which Qefnew ber bother Panvamus at her intreatie would vnder⸗ 
take. In this and ſuch like communication they ſpent their ſad time, 
vntill Panuamus refurn, who ſhoztly came without hope of rrdaming 
the Ladie Madera his mother, 

Clarina as fore as he ras teme, delared to him all that ſte could 
of Violettas eſtate, and what ſie was: among the teſt, ſhe tolde him 
that ſhe was eſpoſed ta a Anight nemed Pofl'pus. Par vamus heas 
ring her name Pollipus, called to remembꝛante the ſpecies bee had 
With a knight bat he met that dap, and aſſuredly tbaugbt this was the 
Ladie be went in ſearch of. Pow the knight he had met was Tella- 
mor, ine enftring inte communication with him, enquired it he could 
telle: v ices of a Lady {har was vnfozturately ic ft Bohemia, (re⸗ 
latiug ine xery ſame cireumfſiace thet Clariana fold him, Violetta had 
veſcze duclaigd unte "hw ) withall, Tellamor- demaummed ił he ub, not 
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met aknight, bearing this deniſe in his ſhield: A Knight purſuing 
a Beare. Now it fell ſo ont, that Panuamus beheld the nokable combat 
that Pollipus fougyt with Braadamor, and remembzing his deniſe, 
knew him to be the ſums int Teliamor inquired after, to whom he 
declared all that hy kazwe, coacerning the battell with Brandamor, 
and how treacheconflo he wis ſarpziſed and impziſoned. 

Tellamor hearing that Pollipus Wis impꝛiſoned in the Foꝛreſt of 
Arde, departed thither-wardes, and Panuamus came fo his Caſtle, 
where at his comming, he fouad Violetta, in ümpie arrap, and hearing 
his ſiſters ſpeches, waping each circumſtance, found that ſhe was the 
very Ladis that the Knight inquired after, and that the knight that 
konght (s valiantty with Brandamor, and was by him impziſoned, was 
her huſband. 

Pazuamus hauing gathered this intelligence of Violettaes miſfoz⸗ 
tunes, and rememb2ting the noble valour of Pollipus, was touched 
with an affectionate pittie of her diſtreſſe, and what furthered by h.g 
pwne inclination and Clatinas intreatie, reſolued to vſehis vitermoſt 
indeuouts to woꝛke her comfozt: and comming to Violetta, declared 
the whole circamTance ok all that he had heard of Tellamor, and of 
Pollipus, in the Caſtle ofBrandamor, 

Violetta hearing ot a certaintie that Pollipus was pet lining, and 
not dead, as ſhe beſoꝛe that luſpected, (fo2 though ſhe perceiued the con⸗ 
trarp betoze in Archas Caſtle; pet a ſcruple remaining in her minde 
thereok) was ſomewhat comkozteb, and in ſome better hope to come to 
him againe ; but calling to minde the daunger he was now in, was 
er:@dingly againe ea2rwhelmed with care of his welfare: and hearing 
of his impziſonment, determined to endanger her owne libertie to ens 
iop his company,ifother meanes coald not be w2ought fo2 his releaſe, 
Panuamus ſæing her ouerwhelmed with ſach a chaos of confuſed cares, 
ſaid as followeth. Moſt vertuous Lavie, ſince Foztune hath bzought 
vou into this place, r that you hane thus happily heard of pour knight 
Pollipus, releaſe your ſeife from the bonds of thoſe cares, which dis 
ſcurbe your quiet :fo2 here yan ſhall want nothing that accozdeth to 
pour will: and my ſelie will do the beſt x can to ſet Pollipus at libertie, 

which Whilſk J goe about, ſo pleaſeth you,my ſiſter Clariana ſhall ktepe 
vou company,whoſe griefes are as great as may be. 
Sir (quoth Violetta) might à obtains this fauour at your handes, 


that you would geus the knight you met, knowledge of my y 
ers, 
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here, then J am ſure her will ſwnecome to me, with whom J would 
gladly ſpeake, fo2 J knowe he is oneoftheknights of Bohemia, 

That will J do (quoth Vanuamus ) oz any thing elſe you ſhallcoms 
maund me: and becauſe J will not be dilappointed of mæting him, J 
will earls in the mozntng follow him, loz that he is gone to the Fozreſt 
ot Arde, where J (hall be ſure to finde him. E rl the next Poꝛning, 
atcoꝛding to his woꝛd, hee mounted himſel e, and departed after Tel!a. 
mor, leauing Clarina and Violetta together, viing the belt perſwaſi⸗ 
ons they could to comiozt one another.

& How Panuanu met with Tellamor, and how hee and Tellamor met 
Barxillus at the Golden Tower and returning altogether to Panua- 
mus Caltle, Te Amor Was outet of Carina. 
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D J tringinto the Fozteſt, vato whowe be ſaide, Dp2 
9 night, let me be ſo bold as to aſke pou one queſti⸗ 
on:? Tellamor hearing his woꝛdes, and knowing 
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him to be the ſame night he had met withall bes 
fo2e, courteouſly bad him aſke what he pleaſed Are por not a Knight 
of Bomemia (qd, he?) Tellamor maruelling why healk? him that ques 
ſtion,toid him that he was inderd belonging to Pariſmus,Pzince of Bo- 


hemia. Then ſaid Panuamus, a Ladte that remaineth not farre hence, 
named Violetta, hath ſent mee backe vnto you , and vcſireth to ſpeake 
with pou, Tellamor hearing his woꝛdes, was affected with excæding 
iop tbereat, making this replie. Spꝛ knight, in a happy bonre did 3 
mefe with you ; by your meanes to come fo knowledge of they2 abode 
J mot deſire to finde: indede Violetta is the Lady J goe in ſearch ok, 
and allo wife fo the Unight pou fold me of peſcerday, who by your res 
po2t remaineth B2iſoner in the Fozrelf therefoze J will cerurne with 
pou to viſite that Ladie, vnio whoſe ſeruce my life is who!'y Dedica⸗ 
ted. This ſaide they returned backe together, bur the Night beeing 
appꝛot hed, and they without any place to lad e in, theught it as god to 
trauell all Night,as fake vytheir lodging vpon the coſd ground: heres 
foze Panuamus vndertoke to guide them, e King ts his diwgek gin 
lerge, and contrary to his expectation, wanozed a quite contratie way

and when Phoebus beginne to illuminate the Earth with his golden 
bꝛighneſſe, they were come into a pleaſant valley, where they bepelde 
tmo Knights continuing a moſt fecce combat, and dꝛawing neare vn⸗ 
to them, Tellamor p22ienily knew the ons ok them to be Barzillus, the 
occafon of ynyich combat was thus, 


After Barzillus had parted from Pariſmus and Telamor, fas 
king the wvble wap, ge wandz2d many dayes without any aduenture, 
and at lac artiued at a: nude godly Hallate, moſt excsdingly beautifts 
£d with inumerehle Turtets of exceediag height, that their toppe⸗ 
ſeemed to equail the tloudes, of ſuch curious Mozkmanſhippe as the 
lie hath not ben (cen, Whoſe gliſkring reflection pꝛocured by the ſunnes 
bright beames,dazeled the eyes of the beholders: with an admirable 
glittering. Ja the midſt of this Tately Pallace, ſtod a gailant Building 
in fozme ofa Temple. feeming to the view of ſuch as beheld the ſame, 
tobe made ofthe molt pureſt and burniſhed gold, on the toppe whecs 
of ſtod the fozine ofa most gadly Lady, with zcrowtie of gold vpon 
her head, whoſe liuele pꝛopoꝛtion x fo2me of exceeding beautie, would 
bane detained a moſt conſtant minde, in a wand2ing delight to behold 
the ſame. Barzillus beholding the rrceeding beautie of the Pallace, and 
the ſtately foʒme ofthe pictarcd Lady, was deſirous to know who ins 
habited there, and to that intent dzawing nigh therets, at the entrance 
thereol he beheld a Tent, with thoſe verſes wzitten thereon,

Barzillus reading the @uperſcripfion, (mote the Tent with his 
Hunte, when pꝛeſently 1Naed out a Knight, in euerp poynt readie ar⸗ 
med, to whome Barzillus ſald, as followeth. Knight, J reading 
the ſuperſcription oner the entrance into the Tent, accozding to the 
direction thereof, haue called thee fozth, demannded thy meaning theres 
by, and what godly Pallace this is, the like whereof 3 neuer behelde 
fo; beantie? knight (aunſwered hee againe) this Pall ace is * the 

olden

Golden Tower, belonging to Maximus, the moff mighty andfamons 
Ring of Natolia, wherein is his onely daughter Angelica, foz beauties 
without compare: fo2 wit, fozme,and dertuous Dznament, excelling 
all the Ladpes in the wozld, whoſe equa'l was neuer heard of, noz can 
be found within the ſpatious continent ofthe earth, The King hath 
placed ber in his moſt rich and goꝛgedus Pallace, whoſe walles are of 
Bꝛaſſe, ant framed of ſuch inuincible ſtrength, that no power of man 
is able ſo ſubdue the ſame: ſhe hath to attend her a hund zeth Ladies of 
great dignitie, and a thouſand of the moſt valiant nights in all the 
woꝛ d. The o'caſion why he guardeth her perſon is this: At her byzth 
an olde Inchauntreſſe pꝛophecied, that her beautie ſhould ſet Ain gs a 
diſcozd, and be the cauſe ot her fathers death. 


A childe is borne, whoſe beautie bright .

All this Hall happen by degree,

And becauſe he will match her acco2ding to her dignitie, hee hath like- 
wiſe made a vow ,, that none but the greateſt Potentate in the wozld 
ſhould be her huſband, Which ſaid, the Knight went into his Tent and 
bzought out a moſt gallat Pit,; this (quoth he)is the Ladies fozme, 
wherin the Artſman hat h ſhewed ſome p2etty \ kili ; but ſo latte is this 
picture vnconfozmable to the perfect deſcription of her celeſtiall perfes 
tions, and as farre different in deiicacie, as is blacke from white. oz 


beautie.from defozmitie, whoſe view hr uld change the ate y ions of 
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the trueſt Knight lining from his fo2mer conffant reſolue, to adoze her 
beautie, and fozſaks his fozmer vowes, onely toattend her perſon, foz 
ſo dtuine are her liniaments, and ſo rare her perfections , that her lame 
is euen ſpꝛed thꝛough all the regions of the wozld. Barzillus hearing 
himenter into a new diſcourſe of her beantie, and that i in ſuch affectto- 
nate ſozt, hauing befoze in his fancy ſaid enough, beganne to laugh at 
him ſaping: 

Haight, me thinks thon doteſt, oz elſe art madve, fo enter into ſuch 
commendation of this Ladies beautie, hauing peraduenfure neuer 
ſeeng other fapze Lady, oz elſe fo that thy ſelfe art affectionately deuo⸗ 
fed to lone none but her: fo2 haue ſcene a Lady that as farieexcebeth 
this picture, as thou repozteft thee doth all other: (which words Bar- 
zillus ſpake, oneip to ſe whether his valour and boaſtings Were agre- 
able) wherewith tte night that kept the Tent Was ſo vexed, chat he 
btitered theſe ſpeeches: 

What ill nurtured creature art thon (quoth hee) that doriteT the 
beautie that is rather to be admired 2 haſt thou no moze manners the: 
fo make (9 little eſtimation of that which all the world adozes ? thou 
ſhalt dearely abide this diſcourteſie 2: with that bee mounted himſeice, 

and charged a Speare at Barz illus, who anſwered him with ſuch a con- 
rage, that at two cgurſes he onerthzew him from his hozſe. By Which 
time a number of Knights were vpon the Battlements viewing their 
combat, and ſeeing the Knight that kept the Tent (opted, burſt into an 
exceeding laughter, and ſo Beparfed, | 

# Barzillus hauing fopled the Knight, foz that the night dow nigh, 
withdzew himſelf fcom the Golden Tower into a pleaſant valley, and 
there ſtaved that night. The Knight that kept the Tent was belong⸗ 
ing to the Bing ok Candie , Who came with perſwaſion fo winne Ange- 
licas laue with his pꝛowells, and with much ado had obtapned leaue of 
the Gardiants fo keepe the paſſage, but hee not contenfed with his 
fovle, intending to reuenge his diſgrace, followed him into the valley, 
where Tellamor found them combatting, as is afozeſatd : who know⸗ 
ing Barzillus, fepping betwirt them, parted the fray. Barzlilus likes 
wiſe knowing Tellamor, with great kindneſſe embzaced him, and 
vpon his requeſt declared the cauſe of their combat. Tellamor then 
ſpeaking to the knight of the Tent, gaue him this farewell. Knight, re⸗ 


furne to your charge, foz your combat here is at an end, ko: n

of moze tmpoztance withdꝛaweth this knight, which may turn e to thy 
god, foz likely thou wouldeſt haue periſhed by his pꝛoweſſe. Yoy ſhall 
haue occaſion enough to exerciſe pour Armes, againlt ſuch as would 
ſteale your Lady, which this knight intendeth not; thereloꝛe returne 
to pour Tent, 4 delend her beautie there, which none here gainſaieth. 
Tellamor hauing ended his ſpeech, intreated Barzillus to depart with 
him, which the Knight of Candie ſœing, he returned towards the Gol⸗ 
den Tower. | 

By the way as they were returning towards Panuamus Caſtle, 
Tellamor delared fo Barzillus how foztunatelp he came to knowledge 
of Violetta, whichercedingly retoyced Barzillus heart: but when hee 
vnderſtod Pollipus miffoztune, hee was contrarily affected with as 
great deſire to ſet him at libertie: Which communication ſhoztned their 
iourney, and in the end arriued at the Caſtle, 

Tho newes of their appꝛoach ſane came to Violettas hearing, who

Pour pzeſence wozthy friends bzingeth great comfoꝛt to mp heart, 
after my tedious tople of miſery , What thanks my vndeſeruing heart 
can peeld, J render you foꝛ the paines you haue taken fo2 my ſake ; foz 
A know you bndertwke this trauell to finde me out, that am not wo2- 
thy to bee ſo well eſteemed of peu , much leſſe vnable to make yon the 
leaſt part of amends, Pou may l& to what poꝛe eſtate J am b2ought 
by the treachery of a diſlopal Knight, who hath cauſed my miſerp, pour 
trauell, and Pollipus impꝛiſonment, infill J was ſqcconred by this 
conrteous Lady, whoſe friendſhippe hath ſuccoured mee from kamiſh⸗ 
ment. | 

This hoinely affy2e J vnderfoke fo2 my quiet paſſage ; buf miſfoꝛ⸗ 
tunes ſill awayte my miſerable (ſteps, which no diſguiſecan pꝛeuent: 
wh that her teares burſt into a floud againe, 

Barzillus being moned with her teares, was ready fo partiti⸗ 
pate her griefe in the manner ſhe did; but at laſt he ſapd. J beſcech-yon 
tomfoꝛt pour ſelfe in theſe extremities, and let not ſuch paſſions of ſo2- 
row oppzelle your heart, ſince the wozſt of your dangers are paſt: 
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— 


we haue all the reward we eppect ſoz our trauels, now we haue found 
vou, fo2 ſo much are wee bound to that wozthy Knight Pollipus, and 
the moſt noble and gracions Paince Pariſmus, (who is likewiſe tra⸗ 


nelled inyoyr ſearch) that we account our lines well imploped to plea⸗ 


ſnare them and you. 


Violetta hearing that Pariſmus was trauelled in her ſearch, was 
almoſt ouercome with paſſionate affection of his kindnes,and remem⸗ 
bzing what ſoꝛrow Laurana wouldendure foz his abſence, with fighs 
ſhe ſaid: J ofall moſt vafoztunate,to be the cauſe of that noble knights 
trauell, which many wapes hazard his ſafefie, and bꝛæde much dil⸗ 
quiet in the Bohemian Court, but eſpecially to that moſt vertueus, 
courteons, and honourable Pztnceſſe Laurana; whoſe ſozrow J know 
will be moſt exceding, and all pzocured by my vnlucky deſtinie, that 
am altogether vnwozthy to be effemedof them, nozin any degre to 
be ſo highly regarded. | 
Tellamor likewiſe griening fo ſe her {ozrcw, comfozted her with 
theſe wozds; Dears Lady, call off theſe ſad cares, and let no diſquiet 
thought trouble you;fo2 What is paſt cannot be recalled, but all is now 
amended by pour recouery, whoſe death we all greatly feared. By this 
time Panuamus had pzepared their dinner, which was ſerued in after 
the beſt ſozt: to which, hee and Clarina welcomed them with great 
kindneſſe. Clarinas heart being ſomewhac comfoꝛ ted by their company, 
hoping by their meanes to ſœ the downefall of Brandamor , and her 
Mothers releaſe. 

When they had well refreſhf themſelues, and heard Violletta re⸗ 
late the whole circumſtance of her miſfo2tunes, they beganne to deniſe 
what courſe to fake to ſet Pollipus at libertie, which they found im⸗ 
poſſible to doe by fozce, becauſe the ſirength of the place was inuincible: 
at laſt, they determined the next mozning to trauell, fo try if Foztuns 
would any way fauour their attempts. After they had ſpent ſome time 

in theſe ſp&cheg,andenery onefullyreſolued what to doe, Bazillus ſaw 

a payzeof Cheſſe ſtanding on a ſide Table, which hee went vnto, and 
began to place the men in oꝛder, which Panuamus eſpytng , came to 
him, and ſaide; That if heepieaſed, he wouls play a game with him, 
wherewith Barzillus was contented. 

Clarina ſ&ing them buſte at Cheſſe, toke Violetta by the hand, and 
"requeſted her fo walke into the Garden: Lady (quoth Violetta) (6 
pleaſeth vou, this knight may beare vs company» Then faking Tella-

mor with them, they th2& walked into the Garden together, and a 
while recreated themſelixs with ſenerall diſtoucſes of the vertue of the 
Perbs and faire Flowers they encountred, And at laſt, being w-ary 
with Malking, and pꝛocuted thereto by the heate of the Sunne, thep 
ſeated themſelnes together vnder the ſhadow of a Mpꝛtle- træ, vpon a 
riſing banke,bedeckt with many (wete (melting flowers. Tellamor ſœ⸗ 
ingttetr ſadnelle, entred into many pleaſaunt Diſcourſes toerpelitte 
ſame(if he could) out ofthey2 mindes ; but no ſpeeches he did vſe, could 
ente reuiue their caſt downe countenances. But Violetta, leaning her 
ſelfe vpoa her elbol, fell faſt a ſlpe, and left Tellamor onely to comfozt 
Clarina,fo2 ſha heard not what he ſaid: Which hee percetging, lelt off 
his Talke a while, and in ſhozt ſpace after, feli into a dœpe ſtudie, from 


which hee ſuddainely reuiued himſelfe (thinking Clarina has noted the 


ſame)and caſting his eye vpon her, he ſaw how buſie ſhe was cropping 
the werte Flowers, and collecting diners of them together,begarine to 
frame a Nolegay, 
Tellamor ſcting her ſo buſie, was vnwilling to interrupt her quiet 
confent 2 Mithall, viewing herſwete beantie and pzetticgetine, his 
minde was Aﬀected with great pleaſure to beholde her, and ber cares 
full nipping the Flowers, with her white hand, ex edingly graced her 
perfections, that his heart inwardly panted with a ſudden motion of 
delight: and his Fancie beganne ſo much tocommende her ſwerte be- 
hauiour, that euen then his affections entertained a ſecrefe motion of 
loue. Mhileſt he viewed her thus pzeciſely, ſhe ſuddainelp caſt her zye 
vpon him, thinking he had bene ſtill in his dumps, but perceining how 
ſtedfaſtly he behelo her, a ſuddaine bluſh atteinted her, that therewith 
the ſwæte Noſtate colour glowed in her chekes : Which hee likewiſe 
perceiuing,came towardes her, and with great Reuerence , folding her 
pzectous hand in his, ſaide. | 

Fayze Ladie, J am ſozry my pzeſence hath interrupted pour quiet 
Meditation, and hindzed your delightfull exerciſe. @y2(qd.ſhee)your 
pꝛeſente hath done no harme,my ſtudy being bat idleneſe, neither was 
my labour well beſtowed, thereſoꝛe you might the better hinder it. 

It (q%. hee) vou make ſo little account thereof, beſtew thoſe Flows 
ers on mer, and J will become pour debtog fo2 them: and your ſtudie 3 
thinke was not as you pleaſe to tearme the ſame, 3dleneNe: Foz now

SwaetelLady (qv, hee:) Wonld pon follows my aduiſe, pon ſhouls 
mittigate your Paſſions,aad bannich that Care which oppꝛeſſeth vour 
heart: Foz things paſt cemedie, are nat to bs lamented, and impoſſibla 
to be reconered: but 3 beſeech you parvon my boldneſſe, that pꝛeſums 
to enter into (pech of pour tdoghts, which may (contrary to my knows 
ledge)be pꝛotured by many other occaũons: moꝛe he would haue ſaid, 
but Violetta awaking, bꝛoks off his talk, that letting go Clarinas ſwert 
hand, which be had held in Fric impꝛiſonment, he raſe vp from the ro⸗ 
ſtate banke whereon he ſafe, fœling a ſudden Paſſion ouerwhelme his

What 
is thy Quarrell (quoth Argalt,) J come (qd. hee) to re?@mea Knight, 
whore contrary to equitie thou defayneſt : and a Ladie, whoſc Lo2ve 
thou lately ſlueſt, that dwelt in a Caſtle hareby. Argalt; hearing his 
ſpeeches, burſt out into a laughter, ſaying, 

Thinkeſt thoa poze knight, to do moze then many thy betters conld 
accompliſh: Nv, Knowe thou art ſo farrre from attaintng the leaſt of 
thy deũtes, that thy ſelfe art like to beare them companie; Wherewith 
Tellamor ranne at him, and in the incounter burſt his ſpeare: Mhor 
the Gpant valiant p reſiſted. Panuamus and Barzillus, regerding to 
porloʒ me no aces oł n nightly Chiualrie, to him that was without res 
gard of Humanitie, pꝛeſently both at once with Tellamor aſſailed him, 
and within little ſpace hadde bzonght him confozmable to the mercie ar 
their ſwoꝛds. M hen Argalt ſaw himſel e ſo ſhzewdly handleo,and his 
life in that danger, he vt:ered theſe ſperches. 

Ualtaat Knightes, ſpare my life, that neuer pet offended von: and 
let me vnderſtand wherein J haue done you wong, and J will doe my 
beſt to make vou reſtitution, Tyꝛant(qd. Panuamus) haddeſt thou a 
thouſand liues, all of them could not make vs reſtitution fo2 any of the 
leaſt iniutiꝛs thou haſt done vnto va, but now thon (eff thy ſelf in dan⸗ 
ger, thou treateſt foꝛ pittie; Mhen otherwiſe thon entendeſt nothing

Argalt feating his reſolution, cried vnto him, te heare him ſpeake, 
and ſaid as followeth.

Pollipus at libertis: therefoze he thus ſaid. Argalt, Me know not how 
to truſt a man of thy nature and diſpoſition, which thinkeſt enery diſs 
lopall action lawfuli to farther thy digelliſh d2iftes, and regardeſt ney⸗ 
ther vertue noz Knighthod,but onely thy will: therefoze if we ſhould 
enioyne the to any thing, thon wouldft dilloyally bzeak thy Dath, and 
ſane fozget what thou voweolt to vs fo perfozme ; and contrary to ho⸗ 
neſtie , rather befray vs to thy Treacherie: but if thou wilt ſaue thy 
life, aſſure vs to ſet at liberty the Lady Madera, and the wozthy Knight 
Pollipus, and on that condition we will let tha goe free. Argalt being 
glad of bis ſpeeches, vowed and pꝛoteſted with infinite Pꝛoteſta tions, 
to fulfill they2 requeſt within th2& dayes,vpon which condition, they 
let him depart. | 
Algalt being gone,beganne fo conſiter what pꝛomiſe hee had made 
chem, and by what meanes he hadeſcaped death, and how courteouflp 
vpon his Dathes they had ſaued his life, and gaue credence to his ſpg- 
ches : Which with intended reſolution he purpoſed to accompliſh, and 
beingentred the Caſtle, comming to Brandamor(UWounded and faint 
with bleꝛding, he declared to him all that had happened)requeſting bis 
conſet to accompliſh they2 demannd, which hee had bound him elfe by 
Dath to perfozms. Brandamor hearing his Moꝛdes, ſell into a bitter 
rage againſt him, and vttered theſe ſpeches. Why Bꝛot her (ad. hee) 
confid:r vou not what daungers might enſue , if J ſhould accompliſh 
pour requeſt ? and withall,ds you not remember the Nalour that is in 
this knight Pollipus, which might by his Libertie bzing vs all in dans 
ger? As foz the Ladie Madera, regarde not, if J ſend her hence: Foz 
now J eſteeme her Daughters beautie, which was the cauſe J haue ſa 
long time detained her: Chen il vou pleaſe, ſend her vnto them and let 
them ſeke the perfozmance of the reſt how they tan: Foz what n&vs 
vou regarde pour Pꝛomiſe, being out ol thep2 danger? Argalr bearing 
bis ſpeeches, percepuing hee could perſwade him no way, was content 
with that. And withall,being eafily dzawne fleightly to fo2get his ſo⸗ 
lemne Paths to them made, thought that Maderas releaſement would 
ſatiſſte them, and be moze then he needed to perfo2me ; There foꝛe he res 
ſolued to ſend her to them pꝛeſentlp, with a Peſſage, and that Pollipus 
by no meanes could be ſet at libertie. 

And coming to Madera, (who ſtill continued in her her heauy dumps) 
be told her that her time of l ibertie was come, and that thee ſhould h 
no longer detained in that place. Madera at the firſt gaue little credence 
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to his ſpee:hea, perteiuing hee meant as he ſpoke, thought that newes 
very AHelcome, and ſo let her goe out at the Gate, only attended by her 
two Damzels, defiring her to tell the Knightes that ſought her Liber⸗ 
de, that Pollipus could by no meanes bee releaſed, but that they might 
ſpeake with him if thep would, whome they ſhould ſ& at a Windowe, 
right ouer the Taſtle-bꝛidge. Madera was (one eſpyed of Panuamus, 
who knowing her, with dutikull reuerence laluted her with his kne on 
the ground, whileſt the with Motherip teares reioyced to ſo him. And 
being mette with Tellamor and Barzillus , ſhes declared to them what 
Argalt had ſaid concerning Pollipus ; Which when they hearde, they 
were exceedingly toꝛmented with veration of the Gyants dillopaltie: 
ret notwithſtanding, ſetting all doyvts apart, they determined ko frye 
if the Giant ment true, that they might come to his ſpeech, which was 
ſome comfozt to them: and thongh they knewe he would omit no ops 
por tunitie to betrap them, pet they went to the Bꝛidge, (hauing a cares 
full reſpect to theyꝛ danger:) Mhere accoading to Argalts meſſage they 
found Pollipus, who knowing them, with great toy Us icommed them 
with theſe ſpeches, l 

Dere Friendes (qd. hee) you ſ& how J am incloſed by treacherous 
meanes, comming to reſcue the faire Ladie Venola, Daughter to the 
Ring of Lybia : Here am 3 well vſed,therefoze J pꝛaꝝ tell me the oc⸗ 
caiton ol pour arriuall in this place? ly i 

Moſt Noble Knight(qd, Tellamor) we reiopte at your health: Me 
haue alſo found the vertuous Ladie Violetta, Who remaineth in god 
health, af ponder Ladies Caſtle, hauing indured many miſeries beſoze 
ſhe came thither. Me had not ſcarce ended theſe wozds, but Barzillus 
eſpyed Brandamor, with ſix Knights in his companie, croſſing the cha⸗ 
neil that encompaſſed the Caftie with a Boate, whome they were ſure 
meant them no god: Thererfoze they withdꝛue themlelues from ofthe 
Byꝛidge, the better to withſtand him: Which Pollipus perceyning , a 
thouſand times wiſht himſelſe amongſt them: being ready to teare the 
haire from his head with extreame beration, Brandamor being Lan⸗ 
ded, pzeſently with his mightie Pace, ſet bpon them with great vio⸗ 
lence, who fo their vttermoſt endeusurs reſiſted him moſt valiantlp: 
but by reaſon ofthe great odds (foz all the knights that were with him 
Aſlailing them) they were in ſhozt ſpace ſoze Wounded, and bzought 
to great Ziſtrefſe; Which Panuamus perceiuing, leſts his Mother, and 
cams 
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came to they: refcue, who likeiwite tn ſhozt time by their truell Kighe, 
was grieuoufly iUounded,ſo that hee beganne twath the reſt :o faffite, 
and ciſvelie o, vicogy ; notwithitanding ther had uuns th of brau- 
damors knights, 

lhlleſt they continued in this Combat, Pariſmus by god Fozfung 
(bearing by a night of Venolas impaiſon:nent,) arriaed there at the 
very inſtant, andeſp ving they craeil Combate, percepuing the Grant 
by his huge pꝛopoꝛt ion to bee one of them, and knowing Tellamor bp 
bis Armour, he ſuddenly ruſht in among them, reaching ſo violent a 
blowe at Brandamor, that his Armour on his lefte Arme burſt, and the 
bloud ifſued out at the entrance his Sword had made and redoubting 
another blowe befoze Frandamor could lifte vp bis mighlie ace, hee 
hit him ſo right vpon the Creſt, that with the blowe, he made the t re 
to flaſh out of his epes. 

Tellamor and Barzillus pzeſently knewe rhe Peinte by the faſhion 
ofhis Armour, which againe ſo reuiued they2 diſmayed Sences , that 
with great valour andreſolutton they renued the Fight againſt Bran- 
damors other thꝛœ Rnightes, whileit Pariſmus dealt moſt valiantly 
with the Gpant himſelfe ; Mho felte his P20 weſſe fo be ſuch, as that 
it was euery way able to counteruaple and Cope with his great and 
mighty ſtrength. | 

Pollipus ſtill fanding af the Window , ſaw and beheld when Pa- 
riſmus cams, who (bp all likelphod) he thought he knew to the woꝛzthp 
ÞP2ince of Bohemia, which ſtirred ſuch a reſolued courage in his heart, 
that with maine foꝛte he ſtue the Jaylozs man his keeper, and ſo raun⸗ 
ged from Chamber to Chamber, vntill he came to the plate where Ve- 
nola was, being continually attended and Guarded by ten Knightes: 
home Pollipus (nothing regarding his Nakedneſfſe, deſperately Aſs 
ſapled with bis Barre of pꝛon, continuing ſo long Fight, and with ſuch 
Courage, that hee had ſone llaine the one halfe orf them: and the other 
beeing terriſied with his feare , fledde from him, and faſt boulted and 
barred the Daze, with ſuch ſtrong deniſes, that it was impoſſi ible fo2 
him to get out that way, 

Jn which time, the cowardly G atdyants made ſuch an ho2rtble 
outcrye,that both Argalt, and all that remained in the Caſtle, pzeſent- 
ly Armed themſelues: And ſome of them iſſued out to Brandamor, 
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and immediafely let vppen Pariſmus, and the reſt, thinking by fo2ce te 
make them Pꝛiſoners: but contrary to thepzthoughts, thep withftod 
them with greater courage, eſpectally Pariſmus layde about him with 
ſuch violence, that manie of them loſt their lines by his ſtroßes: But 
Brandamor (fill continued ſuch egar purſuite againſt him, that be was 
molt grieuouſly Wounded: Which lo inraged hin, that hee dꝛaue his 
Enemy to his vttermoſt ſhicts. Argalt being likewiſe illued out, with 
other in his tompanie, with theyz multitude, had ſlaine Barzillus, and 
bꝛought Pariſmus to moſt extreame danger of his life z UWho notwith⸗ 
ſtanding ſæing Tellamor fallen downe, and under his enemies mercie, 
gathering courage a freſh, beſty2red him, and with his vndaunted and 
zaue Ualt ur, ſaued his life from a great number thvt aſſailed him. 

. Jn the meane time, Bran damor had reſpite to take new bꝛeath, but 
ſ&ing now one of his Knights, and then another dzopdowne dead, by 
Pariſmus blowes, comming behinde the P2tnce,moſt like a cowardly 
CTraptoꝛ. he aduanced his Mate to haue ſtroken him: but ere theGys 
ants blow was deſcended, there came a Knight ruſhing his Speare as 
gainſt him, and molt violently ouerthꝛewe him backlwardes: Which | 
done, dzawing his Swozd, and diſmounting himſelfe with great nim⸗ 

bleneſſe and 02'e, ſet his fate in Brandamors necke, and had not Ar- 
galt pꝛeuented him, hee had parted his head from his ſhoulders : and 
likewiſe turning to Argalt, f llowed him with ſuch v'olent purſuite, 

nd d2aue at him, with ſuch (wifte and egar dann be made him. 
ſcagger and rele backwards. 

Nowe beganne the Fight afreſh, continving with ſach furie, that 
my valſzilfuil penne wanteth abilitie to deſcribe, Pariſmus beholving 
ſo valtant a Champion come in his reſcue, reuiued his conrage, andal- 
though he were moſt grieuouſly Mounded, and neuevbefoze in his life 
time bzought to that extreame danger, yet his noble courage gathered 
ſuch a new ſpirit, that bzandiching his ſwoꝛd, and ſtepping from Tella- 
mor (who by his ſuctour was well refreſht) pꝛeſentlꝑ ſent the Ghoſt of 
one of Brandamors Seruants to Hell, and after him another, In the 
meane time, moſt cruell fight continued betwene Brandamor and Ar- 
galt, againſt the new-come Knight, who both at once aſlapled him, till 
in the ende Argalt vnable to endure any longer, by reaſan cf the grie⸗ 
uous wounds he had receiued, with hideo us grones gaue vp the ghoſt: 
the itraunge night likewiſe, perteiuing the danger Pariſmus and the 
other two Knights were in, and how grieusullę they were Wounded, 
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of Pariſmus. 
with all his fo2ce, and adding courage to his ſtrength, ranne with ſach 


violence at Brandamor with the popnt of his keene ſwozd, that ligh⸗ 


ting on a bzoken place in his Armour, it pierced him into the ſhoulder⸗ 
bone, where it ſtucke ſo hard, that he was compelled with a ſnatch fo 
d2aw out the ſame, wherewith Brandamor let fall his mace, and this 
valiant Knight, with a carefull epe loking backe on Pariſmus,ſaw him 
fallen downe in a traunce, pꝛocured by the exceving abundance of 
blod that iſſued from his wounds, and Brandamors ſeruants ready to 
make a finallend of his »9zecious life : amongſt whom hee ruſhed with 
ſuch violence, that hee ſone made them lle from their intent to ſang 
themſelues, inſomuch that none of them durſt come within compaſſe 
or his word, but betoke themſelues to flight, ſome one wap, ſome an 
other: in which time Brandamor was gotten vnto the bꝛidge, thinking 
to haue attained the Caſtle, which this Knight perceiuing, haſted al⸗ 
ter him, and onertoke him on the middeſt thereof, and with his ſwozy 
gaue him foure o2 ſtue moztall wounds. The Gyant perceiuing him⸗ 
ſelfe ſo hard beſted, and now fearing his euerlaſting downfall, ran vp⸗ 
pon this Knight, and with great ſozce grapled him in his huge and 


boyſttrous armes, who being of an vndoubted courage, and fearing no 


fozce, got vnder the Gpant, and with long ſtriuing and ſtrugling, at 
laſt ouerthzew him againſt t he raples of the bꝛidge, which being rotten, 
and not able to vpholde his weightie carkaſſe, falling with ſuch fozce, 


burſt, and he fell de wne into the chanell.

hiunfelie vp, he went with Tellamor towards the Caſtle gate, where 
be lound that molt valiant Bnight bzeathiig hinietf, whom Pariſmus 
emb2aces in his aries, ſaping: Moſt noble and couragioue night, 
whoſe pꝛawelle hath redgmend our "lines, and deſtroped gur enemies, 
What pꝛapſes may 3 giue to pour victozy 2 with what thanks may I 
gratulate pour courteſie towards vs, that onely by pour happy arriuall 
and high Thiualrie, hauc ven? Hielzed from the tyzanny ofthat cruell 
homiciee, and cut him off fromerecuting any moze of his kreacherte? 
Ikeuer it map ige in me poder, pon {ail both command me to reguite 
FOUL Eindneſſe z AND binde me (9 YOU in all the bndilſoins able bonds o 
true kriendſhip. 

This night thus replped: Jcount my ondeſeruing valour vn 
Worthy the leaſceſtimatian, much lelle to delerue ſuch thanks at your 
hands, who beſoze my comming had ſo weakned my enemies, that it 
Was an ealie taſ ke fo2 me to accomplith his ouerthꝛow : but ik it were 
in my power to perfo2ine any ſach deede as you aſcribe to me, J would 
moſt willingly doe iny beit to pleaſure pou, who attribute that com⸗ 
mendation to me, that by all right belongeth to pour ſelfe. J thanke 
You molt heartily (quoth Pariſmus) hereafter truſting to be both better 
acquainted with pou, and of better abilitie to requite your kindneſſe: 
by this time Madera had bzought Panuamus to his ſences, Who was 
entred the Caſtle, being ſuppoꝛted by his mothers two Damzels; foz 
pf himſelfc he was not able to ſfand, 

Pariſmus-benaunded of Tellamor if hee knew him? Dy Lo2d (re- 
plred Tellamor) this Knight is ſonne to this auncient Lady, whome 
came hither with mee and the valiant Barzillus, to redæme her that 
this day was Wꝛiſoner in this Taſtle,andby vs releaſed, as 3 will de- 
_ Clare to pour Yonsur hereakter. In whoſe Caſtle (ſcituate not karre 
hence) remaines Violetta in god eſtate, and kindly vſed. And may 
it be(quoth Pariſmus)that Violetta is pet liuing, and in ſaſetie? what 
iop will that bee to Pollipus if hee might come to knowledge thereof, 
who no doubt is trauelled farce hente in her ſearch? Not lo my Lo2b - 
(replyed Tellamor) Pollipus hath knowledge of her being there, who 
is P ꝛiſoner within this Caſtle, and fo day was in god health. Then 
(quoth Pariſmus) what further cauſe haue we of ſadneſſe, but onelp 


_ fozthe death of Barzillus,, whom J was enery wap beholding "which 
_ wyic 
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which we mult ouerpaſſe with fo2ced patience, and let vs ſceke out 
Pollipus,, who J know will reioyte to mete vs here: then turning to 
Panuamus, he moiſt louingiy einbꝛaced him, the like he did ta Madera: 
and taking the night (whom vnk none) vp the hand, he deſired his 
company to ſearch koꝛ Pollipus,and the Lade Venola(Whole impziſon⸗ 
ment was the cauſe of both their arriuals thers) who willingly went 
with him: befoze their IC making fait the gate, that none could 
enter oa goe out, . 

As they entred into the Wall, there Were diuers ok the Gyanfs rs 
nanta, who willingly ſubmitted themſelues fo their mercies, Pariſ- 
mus told them, ifthey meant faithfully he would no way offend them; 
which they aſlured him by manyp2oteffattions. Then (quoth he) one 
of-you direct vs fo the place where the Lady Venola remapneth: but 
they made anſwere, We dare not tome thither, foz there is with her a 
Knight that hath llapne ſtue ok our fellowes, who likewiſe will vſe vs 
no better, if we come within his reach.

= HER Brandamors feruants conducted them fo the 

Chamber doze, which was faſtned with ſo many 
77 4 | barres, that it was long befoze they could vnd the 
S lame. Hollipus (as Aſoꝛeſsid) hauing ſlaine Veno- 
I L7 las Gardiants, x ſ#ingthat he tould by no meanes 
© FA £9) get ont, came to Venola, deſiring her not to be diſ- 
is S<: mared to ſ& his rudenelle: fo2 (quofy he) there are 
divers nights s in fight with the Gyant, amongſt whom is the malt 
valiant Prince of Bohemia, vnta whom J would williagly haue got⸗ 
ten downe; foꝛ greatly feare his death, being beſet with the Gpant 
and a number of his ſeruants. Sir (quoth Venola) doe not thinke me 
one whit diſmayed with your pꝛeſence, but wiſh you all happy ſucceſſe, 
and the ouerthꝛow of vour enemies: and foztunate had that wozthy 
Pzinee beeneif hee had not arrined here, foz Brandamor by his trea- 
chery no doubt will betray his life and libertie. 
Then 
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Then both together Cepping to the window, ſaw the combatfants,aud 
beheld the danger Pariſmus was in, and the comming ol the ffrangs

Pollipus had no ſoner ended his wozds, and Venola readie fo 
make anſwere, but they heard ſome vnboulting the dwꝛe, which made 
him againe betakehimſelfe to his barre ; but when he beheld Pariſmus 
and the reſt entring, he ranne to him, embzzcing him with ſuch kinds 
ne lie as true and loyall friends might pꝛoffer: hee did the like tothe 
ſtrange knight and the reſt.

was ſtirred in his heart, that he defired nothing moze, then to be gras 
tious in his ſight: and although he had not the leaſt thought that Pa- 
riſmus was his father, noz he one perſwaſion that the other might be 
his ſonne, pet both of their hearts were ſtirred with an earneſt and dg- 
noted expectation of friendſhip and neerenefſe of acquaintance.

Pariſmus beholding his youth,beganne (withall the reſt) to admirg 
his valour, accompanied with ſuch young peeres, that embꝛaced him 
tn his armes, he could not by that courteſie expzeſſe his good will to⸗ 
wards him. The knight of Fame [tketwiſe reuerentip kiſſing Venolas 
hand, ſaid, Moſt noble Lady, my comming to this plate, wis fo ſet 
yon at liberty, and alſo to reuenge the death of the courteons Knight 
Tyrides, ſonne to the good Duke Amaſenus of Thrace, vato whom J 
am-infinitly bound: that had I thouſand lines, J would venture them 
all in his behalfe that nom is dead. And ſeeing by the danger and 
valour sk theſe lantahts, you are ſet at liberty. and releaſedfrom bo4- 
dage, be of g90dcomfo2t, foꝛ the King pour Father will ſaone be heere, 
with thouſands dfknights to conduct pou ſafely into Lybia, who at inp 
lat being in thie Court, was made great pꝛeparation to2 this erpeda⸗ 
tion.

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Noble Peinte, all hum ble thankes fo2 your kindenefſe,, beeing all the 
re natd ity Hapden eſtate can affo2d ; and ſe2 the newes von Ting of 
ing Fathers appzoache , that can yelbde no ſuch quiet to my healt, as 
von happy bias zie hath done: Which hatherpeid thoſe infinite tron⸗ 
bles, Wherttwith 4 was on euer fide. tomps led: and in Leavef care, 
repleniſht my heart with comfozt, TUhen theſe tetimonious ſalnti- 
ons weie palt, they went to Dinner. Pollipus diligently noted the 
Knight of Fame, his countenante, pꝛopoꝛtion, and geſture, thinking it 
his Fantie, he neuer ſav a Knight moꝛe like Pariſmus: that his minds 
was inwardly ſtyꝛted with a great defire to knowe his Name and his 
byath.

And entring into a further con Toes 
ration thereof, he began to coniecture that he was ſpꝛung ol ſome great 
perſonage which might be the cauſe thereof, and fo2 that hee was vn- 
knowne, hethought that to be the very truth.

I baue offered you my Danghter in marriage, and wit hall intended te 
baue adopted ysu my Bonne and heire, both which pou have refuied, 
ycelding pour intereſt in my daughter to Re mulus, and therewith leſt 
the inheritage I adioyne d to her marriage, which were both wozthy of 
regard,foz that ſuch gifts are ſeldeme giuen: which maketh me ſend 
fo2 vou, deſiring to be ſatiſſted fo i our comming in the one, and alſo to 
knowe of whence,and what you are, if 3 can without offence to you, 
obtaine the ſame. 
The Knight of Fame made this rep!y.Moſt high and mighty Ring, 
4 will vnfold the truth of all ts (atiſfie your demand: J confeſſe pour 
Maieſt ie did ſo much honour me, as my life ſhall bee alwaies ready at 
peut command in quitall of the ſame; and your P2:ncely gifts are of 
ſuch eſtimation, as x tonfeſſe my ſelfe farre vnwozthy to poſſefſe them: 
but that they might haue beene beſtowed of the greateſt Potentate in 
the wozld, which 3 neither refuſed,no2 lightly effeemed, but alwaies 
regarded, as of pzecions and ineſtimable valew : not dzawne therets 
by any want ofconfideratlon of their wozthineſſe, but fo2 the honoura⸗ 
ble reſpect I beare fo loyalty, Foz ſhould J haue pzeſumed to haue 
wed pour Pzinccly danghcer, I ould haue done her great iniurie, and 
thereby parted the vnited hearts ot true and lotal friends. Foz pleaſeth

Mhome tbe Noble knight Tyrides purſued, but the Gpant (to migh⸗ 
tie a Foe ſoꝛ him to cope withall) ſlue him, and ſo conueped the Pꝛin⸗ 
cefſe info his Caltle : Whoſe cozps wee haue (accoꝛding to our Rings 
commaund)b2ought hether, | 
Amaſenus hearing this ſadde repozf,ranne vnts the dead bodie of 
his Sonne, bzeathing fozth ſuch Lamentations, that it would haue 
made the very Rockes to haue rent at his ſozrowes ; Whom the king 
comfozted by all peſſible meanes hee could, but griefe foz his Sonnes 
vntimelp deafh,ouer-whelimed and oppꝛeſt his heart with ſuch Paſſi⸗ 
ons of deſperate care, that hee fell into an extreame Sicknefle , which 
his olde-Age not being able to out- weare) within fewe dayes afteren⸗ 
ded his life. 

Ama ſenus death (who was generally beloued) turned their myzth 
info ioz:owe, and thep2 Joy into ſadde pꝛeparation fo: mournſull Fr 
neralls, fo; the two deadKnightes: Which was afterwartes perloz⸗ 
med in molt ſtately manner. The Knight of Fame ſging his dæreſt 
Friende Amaſcuus dead, hearing of Venolaes Impꝛiſonment, reſol⸗ 
ned in requitall ot ſo me parle of Amaſcn 7 his Friendſhip, io reuenge

Tyrides death on the Gyant: beſides his minde was affected with ſuch 
a deſire to ſe the Ladie Venola, that giuing no reſpite to delap, hee pꝛe⸗ 
ſently after the right ol Amaſenus Faneralls was perfozmed, made his 
intent knowwneto the King, and with all Reuerente foe his le aue of 
him. Likewiſe, diuers that came to the triumph, and fill remained in

hondurahle; Mhich might haue dzawne a reſolute determinztion fo 
haue taken delight therein: But her thought all time, though entertai⸗ 
nod with all varizttes of pleaſure, tedicus : All delicate fare and colfly 
banqu2tting,ſuperfluons : and all company weariſom: hauing his co⸗ 
citations oppꝛeſt with care, his minde filled, meditating on his Ladies 
ſwete Beautie: and his heart thy2Eing ſoz reuenge of Tyrides death, 
reſped no pleaſure,no2 aff:cting no delight, but to find ſome knowledge 
of his vnkinde MPiltciſſe, making pꝛeparation to beſtege Brandamor, 
and thirſting foz hano2, ſecretly departed towards the Fozreft of Arde, 
Where he arriued molt foztunately ,to pꝛeſerue his Daincely Fathers 
like, (though to him vnknowne)as is declared in the fozmer Chapter. +

Tellamor, ſhould depart towards panuamus Caftie, who taking Kinde 
Fare - wells of Pariſmus and the Knight of Fame, bettet theutelurs 
to they Jonrney,fowardes the piace that hatbouted they2 chieleſt de⸗ 
lights. Pollipus being dꝛawne with an ercæding vefire to le his coa⸗ 
ſtant Ladie Violetta, from whence hee had bene long time ſevered, end 
ts recreate his Dences, oner-ruide with care, in the (wete ſolace of her 
pleaſant tompanie: The remenibzance of which delight, älled his hart 
with exc&@ding affectionafe content. Tellamor likewiſe had taken ſuch 
a ſurfet with beholding Clarinas ſwetfe Beautie, that no P hyũcke but 
her beautp could cure the ſame, neither could a thouſand perills detaine 
him from thence: Which hopekull conceptes, fedde his heart with ins 
ward delight, that in theſe Meditations, enlermingled with pleaſaunt 
communications,they ſpent they; time vatiil they were come neare to 
the TCaſtle: Where within ſhozt time they: arriued; And diſinouns 
ting themſelues, ther came to the Poster: Who knowing Tellamor, 
admiited theirentrance; Being conducted in by ſome of the Sernants 
into the Hall, and alking fo2 the Ladie Clarina, the Mapting-mapde 
tolde them that the was in the n e N by Violetta, offe⸗ 
ring to conduct them to the place. a 
Nay (quoth Tellamor, ) fate Damzells, J pꝛap let vs goe alone: 
With that Pollipus and hee enfred the Garden, and eſpping where 
they were ſeated vponagreneWancke' in communication; And pas 
Ling ſoſtly towards ths place, they ſheltted themſeluesfrom their ſight, 
by a Roſe-buſh that was cloſe by them, and hearde they2 conferences, 
which was this: Violetta leaning ſadly-vpon her Cibcwe,hercountes 
nance bearing ſhew that a multitude of cares poſſeſt her hart, and Cla- 
tina was ſeated a little diſfance off, tearing and diſmembzing the (wet 
Flowers that ſhe had careleſly cropt from they; ſtalkes. Violetta ans 
ſwering to ſcme ſpach that Clarina had befoze vttered, ſaide. Bea my 
miſfoztunes haue bene to extieame, and ſuch as 3 thinke no creature e⸗ 
uer bid the like, but my moſt vn happy ſelf; Mhich now being onerpaſt, 
would fon be baniſht fro my remebzance, might 3 6nce enioy the fight.

Pea, (qd. Violetta)that would be a happie day to me, but J great- 
lie miſdoubt, that will not ſuddainly come to paſſe, and J haus bene ſq 
often croſt in iny dere, that my doubtkull heart will not ſuffer mee to 
entertaine the leaſt conceit of ſuch felicitie: Which ſaide, the Teares 
in aboundance fell from her epes : Which canſed Clarina to dw the 
like, and wept foz con. zanie, Pollipus hearing Violettaes ſpæches, 
and ſeing her Teares, could no longer withholde himſelle, but ins 
treated Tellamor to diſcouer himſelfe, and comming towardes them, 
both of themeſpying them, at the firſt maruelled what they ſhuld be, 
but Violetta knowing Tellamor, thought the other had beene Barzil- 
lus.

Violetta well noting the other knightes Shielde, had a mightis 
perſwaſion,thac by his Deniſe Zee ſhould be Pollipus ; Mithall, mar⸗ 
king his Pꝛopoztion, her Heart ſometimes fainted, and ſometimes a 
palecolograppeared ; WHicd straight was onerſpzedde with a Roſtate 
bluſh, and ſuch perplerities; Ons while of Joy,and other while of ſoz⸗ 
rowe, ouer-whelmed her heart, that the #2iniſh ſalfe teares over-flow- 
ed her Ces, and he turned backe to {lips them off, thinking to haue 
concealed the ſame, In which tims Pollipus had vnbuckled his Helme, 
and diſcouered himielie. | OY WT” 
Violetta hauing Wiped off the deaw of her Salte teares, lifting vp 
ber hea eſpted him; Which ſudden toy filled vp her ſences, that ſhe ſell 
into his arms, not being able lo beter a wozd: wolleT he louingig em⸗ 


bꝛatced her, re riuius der ences, ith many ſwete kiſſes. Which done, 


he ald; Melcome my ſwite delight: After ſo many cares, let vs now 
bid aue to grie , and foꝛget (ad miſchances. 
$55 deare Knight quoth Violetta, ) my Trauells are now conner ; 
ted t9 careful quiet Ra, and the concluſion of mp miſeries ſo ſweefe, 
as ail the Moꝛldes iopes cannot be compared therewith. Since that 3 
haue mv dere Loue folded within the circuiteof my Embzace, unce J 
£10944; Compant:, Which J haue long time wanted: ſince after my 
aſurs

grizſes, J am pellet with ſuch delightſall kelicitie; Whoſe Ple 
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may be compared fo mine: UWhat delight map equall my confean(? By 
care is baniſht to comſozt; Moe with Weale is controld: Maine con- 
quered by pleaſure; Joy vnited with top ; and Picaſuce with delight 
poſſeſſe my heart. 

Which UW122ds being ended he entertsined him with ſuch a ſwxfe 
L, abpainth ofkinde Melcomes, that it would haue rauicht a diſc ay 
ted heart, with ſurketting content to beholbe the ſame: UWHich en 
Pollipus with great kindeneſſe ſaluted Clarina, and bauing not pet fa y 
tiſfied his Fancie with toy of Violettaes Weicome,Sicght, and {rgefe 
pꝛeſence, he ied heraſide,delighting in each ethers companp, with iner⸗ 
plicable content. 

Which ſozted fo Tellamors defire ; Mhoſe heart was inflamed 
with Louesburning fire, that comming to Clarina with a ſubmiſſe ge- 
cure, toke her by the pꝛecious bande, ſaying: Polt bertucus Ladpe, 
How happie are thoſe that eniop ſuch content, as theſe two leuers ems 
bꝛate; Mhich maketh me eſte me my ſelfe vnfoꝛtunate, that haue not 
pet taſted thoſe delights, but haue bene tozmented with Loners reſtles 
deſtre; neither could J ener ſettle my Fancie to entertaine that diuine 
Deitie,vntill J behelde pour Beauty, which hath tped my heart in the 
ſtrickt bands ofLones obſeruance, which bath ſetzed my bart with vn⸗ 
wented Paſtious, pꝛocured by the entire affections of my earneſt deuo⸗ 
tion to your perfections, that x humblie ſue to pour courteſte fo2 pittie 
to my cares, beſeeching vou to conceius aright of my meaning, and to 
moderate my grifes with the \weet ſalue of your clemency, J pzeſums 
thus boldly to commit my paſſions toyour remembꝛance, p2ocuredby 
 myreltleſſe deſire, to be acceptable in your fight, J cannot boaſt of loy⸗ 

alty,becauſe hitherto you haue had no triallofmy truth, noꝛ any cauſe 
to cs1nmend my deſert,becauſe the want ofmeanes to be imploied hath 
kept me from perfozming any ſuch duties: but J pꝛoteſt and pꝛomiſe 
as much as any true heart dare affirms, o2 the conſtanteſt friend may 
perfo2me; therefoꝛe ] beſeech you ſweet Miſtreſſe, grant your ſeruant 


ted it ſelte euerlaſtingly to pour obedience. 


Clarina hearing his ſpeeches, haning befoze growne info ſome 
good liking of them, and hauing ſome ſparkes of infant lone kindled 


in her bꝛeaſt, and beeing ſomewhat willing to peeld to loues aſſault,

ſome fanour, wherewith to comfozt his pooze heart, which bath denos |

pet doubting hisconfkancy, made this anſwer. Good ſeruant, what 
facther faudur dos you require, thei that which J haue already grans 
ted Foꝛ ſuch paſſions as you ſpeake of, J know not what they are: 
and Withall, J thinke ſuch ſudden louetannot pꝛoceed from any firme 
foundation: neither could J with you to make any ſuch pꝛoteſtations 
02 pꝛomiſes to mee, that am neither wozthy thereof, noz expect 
any ſuch, bzeing the o2dinary ſpeeches of light Loners ; with which 
7 pz3y trouble not my quiet ſences, foz it cannot pleaſure you, to di⸗ 
ſcurbe my coxitation with lenes vanities, when you your ſelfe are 
fartheſt off from the leaſt reſpect of lopalty : therefo2e as J haue voach⸗ 
ſafed you the fanour which with mode ſky J can affo2d,y p2zay roſt cons 
tented therewith. 
J but deare Miſtreſſe (quoth hee) loue which you terme vanity, 
is of ſuch power, that it bzingeth the free mindes ſubiects to her obe⸗

to be one ofthem that entertaine lone ofcuſtome, vut let your clemen⸗ 
cle conceiue a better opinion ofmy ſaute, which is grounded vpon the 
ficmelt foundation of perfed loialty: and though x confeſſe the fauour 
which you haue alrearie granted me, is moze then J haue deſerued,

both ſh2w2 pour pittie, and binde e to yau in all bondes of perfect 
Conſtancie.

Clarina thus Anſivered him zgaine. Mell Herumt, pour requoſts 
pierce ſa dæpꝛ into no bꝛeaſt, that J pꝛomiſe you this farther fauoar, 


that accoꝛding as J ff:32 pour deſerts, F will giu2 credite to your ſpa⸗ 


ches: and in the meane time, ak? this cam ort, that none {hall remgue 


mp god liking krom pu, vatill my ſelke finde pon kalſe. 


Tellamor hearing the ſwzete content of thoſe Neckar-bzeathing 
Moꝛdes, ended the reſt of his ſgch vppen her Lippes: Mhich Pol- 
lipus na Violetta had na time to take notice of, being themſelues euery

wap delighted with as ſweefe content: And altertwardes comming all 
tsgeiher, they went into the Calle, (delighting eache in others [werte 
tom panie, elpecially Clarina, tegen to tonteiue ſuch god liking of her 
ſetuant Tellamor, that ſhe twüe no other felicitie, but onely in hie ght; 

Where Pollipus declated fo Clarina,their happy vico2y,and bw that 
it was Maderaes will the ſhould depart with them to Brandawors Cas 


ſtle: Which Lee willingly 3@ltcb vnto, the rather thereby to eniep 


Tellamors covipante;: and ſo ite Night appꝛoching, Pollipus,and his 
ſweat Violetta betoßke themſelues to then teſt: and Tellamor and Cla- 
rina to they ſenerall lodgings: Whoſe heartes wicht themſelues the 
like happy content, they kne we the otter two Gculd eniop, then Bos 
nour would haue permitted them. 

Early the next Moꝛning, the departed tc wards the Fozreff of Arde, 
being accompanyed by twenty truttie Seruants belonging to Clarir a, 
paſſing away the time in many delightfull ſpeeches, T woot Clarinas 
Seruantsby occaſion ſtapd behinde the reſt of their tempanie, ard as 
they were newly entred the Fozreft,they eſpyed the Gpant Brandamor 
crofing the wap; M hich dꝛaue them into ſuch feare, that like men bes 
Rranght of their Mits, they fle dde from him. Brandamor ſœing that, 
purſued them, vntill hee ouertoke one of them, and ſine him, the ot her 
making the moꝛe haffe , ouertoke his Tompanie , being lo affrighted, 
that foz a god ſpace he could not vtter his minde: Mhich dzaue them 
all into an admiration; Afterwards bzeathing, te ſaid that the Gpant 
Brandamor was aliue, and had ſlaine one of his fellowes. Pollipus hea⸗ 
ring his ſperches; Wondzed whence ther ſhould pꝛoccede: loꝛ that be 
and all the reſt thought the Grant had beene dzowned, wherein they 
were deceyued,ſo2 bee han ing receiued the Fall by the Ringht of Fame, 


with much ado ſcrambled out ofthe water, which was not depenough - 


to dzench his huge bodie, but giuing ſome credite fo the Fellowes ſpe⸗ 
ches, Pollipus and fine oz ſixe ofthe ſeruants went backe with him, and 
pꝛeſentlp eſpied Brandamor, bearing in his hand a ſtrong young plant 
which he had pluckt vp by the rot, fo2 his Weapon; Who ſaing Pol- 
lipus and his company, knowing him, would haue fledde: but Pollipus 
ouerkaking him, beſet him Wtth ſuch ſtrickt beſiege, that notwithſtan⸗ 
ding he lapd about him with his mighty llaffe, he ſone bꝛeught him to 
his ſubiection,cauſing his Armes to be faſt bound with cozdes. And in 
that ſozt they dꝛaue him beloꝛe them, vntii thep arriued at big Caſtle; 
Whither they were kindelp welcommed by Pariſmus, Who re idiced to 
ſe Pollipus and Violetta, ſo happtiy 8* againe.

And ſing Brandamor,they all both maruelled how her had eſcaped 
death, and were glad they had him againe, to be renenged in moze (e- 
neremaner,foz the outrages ho had done them, 

The Knight of Fame noting theerceding toy of Pariſmus and Pol- 
lipus fo2 Violettaes ſafetie,and of Panuamus with his Mother and St- 
ſter Clarina, And noting Tellamors merrie tonntenante (p29curedby 


à great hope to attaine Clarinaes loue) was dꝛawne to a ſadde remem⸗ 


b2ance of his owne miſfoztune,that was eniopned to a Taſte, to finds 
his Parents, and the Ladie fo whoſe ſeruice he was Dedicated: vnto 

whoſe beauty he was become lo enthzalted, that his hart could harboum 
no concept of toy, but onely in meditating of her perfections ; Which 
by abſence, bꝛed thouſands of cares in his troubled head, And withall, 
hee noted the Pzincefſe Venolaes penſiueneſle: Whole affections hee 
thought ſhould beft agree with his ſadneſſe, that hs accompanied her in 
many communications. 

Mozd was bꝛought them the Caffle was round begpzt with Souls 
diers : Mhich the Knight of Fame hearing, defired that he might goe 
ont to Parley with them, to know whether they were Friends oz foes? 
Which they all gaue conſent vnto: Who arming himſelle, went fozth 
gallantly mounted, and found that it was the king of Lybia, who be⸗ 
foze hauing ſome knowledge ok the night of Fame, knew him againe 
by his Armour, maruelling to ſe him (contrarie to his expectation) to 
iſſue out of his Caſtle. 

The Rnight of Fame comming towards him, ſatds ; Moſt mightie 
Bing, J as one of the Gardiants of this Caſſie, ( haning by the oner- 
thꝛob of theGpant Brand amor)Conquered the ſame,yelve the ſame 
into pour handes. 

The Ring hearing his lpæches, moſt louinglyembzaced him: ſap⸗ 
ing, Noble knight, the repozt J haue heard of your Rnightly Pꝛow⸗ 
elle, are verified in this noble Attempte, that haue ſubdued that hate⸗ 
fall contemnerofhoncur ; Which none but pour ſelke could haue ſo va 
liantly perfozmed. 

Noble Ring (qd. hee) heere is within this Caſtle the moſt famous 
Meinte of Bohemia; Whoſe hardineſſe and valour beloze mp appꝛoch, 


had ſo much weaknened the Tyꝛants power, that my Taſke was caſte 


to ſubdue him. The Ring hearing that, Mondzed what occaſion had 


dꝛawne Pariſmus into thoſe parts: Df whom hee had had knowledge 
in Theſſalie.

The Ring of Lybia, accompanied by Archillachus, with diners of his 
knights was conducting by the Knight of Fame into the Cale, to the 
exceeding toy of Venola, wha with humble reuerence fell pꝛoſtrate at 
bis feet:he comming to Pariſmus, ſaluted him with great courteſie, who 
likewiſe refurned htm the ſalutation, and to the yong Archilachus,and 
after that euery one in moſt kind and courteous manner ſaluted each o⸗ 
ther, ſpending the reit of the day in ſuch content as the place peelded.

Tellamor ſeeing all things fall ont confrary to his liking , cenld 
not tcuiſe what mranes fo vie to ſlay behinde, fo enicp Clarinas 
company, Witfeut the which, it was impoſlible fo2 to cniop a⸗ 
nie quiet: and caflirg in tis minte all tcuiſes he thought fitelf, 
at lait he fainedhimſelfcertreamely ſicke, which he perſo2med ſo cun⸗ 
ningly, that altheugh they had ſaſpected bis daifte, yet they cou id 
harbly haue eſpied his pollicie: by which meanes Pariſmus left him 
behinde, vpen his faichfull pzcmiſe to come to him at ſuch time as 
he was to kepatt item Lybia. The King of Lybia with great iope, 
(hauing ſuch noble and valtant knights in his company) where hee 
was moſt toyſully entertained by his Nobles, who hearing that 
Venola was releaſed by the valour of onely two Knights, (which 
was Pariſmus and the Knight of Fame) applauded their vidozie 
with great pꝛaiſes, and deuiſed all the meanes they could to incteaſe 
their honcurable entertainement. Likewiſe the Queene vſed manx 
courteſics towards them, in requitall of their kindeneſſe: where 
were Feaſtings, Banquetings, Maſkes, and Triumphes, perſozmed 
by the knights there allembled, with exceeding pompe and pleaſure; 
the chiefeft honour whereof, redowned to the knight of Fame, where. 
by his Fame is ſpꝛead into moſt plates of the wozld. Venola noting 
his exceeding valour and beautie, and withall, how much his ſplen- 
dant Fame was extold in every mans meuth, in recompence of 
the trauelles hee hadde endured fo ſet her at liberty, vſed ſuch ex- 
traozdinarp kindeneſſe towards him, as hee might well haue per⸗ 
tceiued to pꝛoteede from an bniuerſall liking: and beholding the gifts 
of nature that abounded in him, ſhee beganne to bee intangled in 
Loues bands, offering excecding kindeneſſe to demonſtrate the al- 
fecttons to him, fo the intent hee ſhould perceiue the ſame : which 
when (ee ſaw tooke no ſuch effect as the dellre d, it rather increaſed | 
he: deſire, then any way mittigated the ſame $ that ſhee that hadde | 
befoze refuſed many Kings ſufes, was now enthzalled by her owne 

choice: and fo fuch a one as made no ſhelve oz ſigne of ſuch de⸗ 
uoted kindneſſe as ſhee expected in him. Foz not many dates after, 
Chee vſed that exraozdinarp behauiour, which many beganne fo 
note, thinking the lame had bene pꝛocured by his ſute, but hs "

frarilie was nothing ſo affected, but his ſenſes wete fo benummed 


with contemplating the perfectiong of his unknawne Miſtreſſe, 
that Venolas kindeneſſe (which manp would haue taken as high ka- 
nours) were bedeived in vaine, which in time 1h:e well percet- 
tied, maruelling that he could not underſtand her meaning: which 
agrrauated her deſtres, that they grew as a burning flame which ſo 
melted her peelding heart, that not hing could ſtacks in her fancis, but 
how to giue him knowledge of her good will: that by the occurrence of 
theſe paſſions, ſhe beganne altogether fo delight in ſolitarineſſe, vn⸗ 
leſſe it were in his compa. ip. The time of Pariſmus departure beeing 
come, (which was appointed the next mozning) Venola was dzawne 
into an exceeding feare, leaſt that the knigyt of Fame wouls goe with 
him, that thee began to deuiſe what meanes fo vie to Fay him, which 
the could by no meanes of her ſelfe inuent, which dꝛaue her to her wits 
ende, and in great heauinolſſe complaining in her Chamber, caſting her 
ſelfe vpon her bedde, ſhe vttered theſe complaints. What miſery map 
be compared to the tozments J endure, pꝛocured by loue which hath 
onfangled me in her ſnares, and ſetled my liking on a ranger, that as 
careleſly rsgardeth my good will, as J earneftly affect his prrfections 7 
Uhat extromitp is this, that my valucky deſtintes haue allotted me, 
to refuſe the offer of many Rings, that haue huinbly-ſuzd foz mp 
loue, and ta make choiſe of one that maketh leaſt account of my kinds 
nefſe ? F02 it cannot be, but he perceiueth my lone, which being ſa, how 
diſcourteous is he that in all this time will not pelde mee any recom⸗ 
pence fo2 the ſame 2 Beraduenture he ſeth nothing in me worth the [ts 
king,o2 elſe my beauty is not ſuch,as many fiatteringly haue perſwa⸗ 
ded me it is. Am not za Rings daughter, and he peradaenture bozne 
of meane parentage - and what dignity might he come to by my loue: 
bat all this he regardeth not, bat being rudelp brought vs, acco2ding 
to that rudeneſſe, cannot concetue ofmpliking. Bat What meane 3 
to diſgraſe the Knight, whoſe courte le miketh him beloued of all, 
whoſe comelineſſe maketh him liked of all, and whoſe viiour miketh 
him honoured of all: wha hath no doubt, alreadꝑ placey his afkections 
en ſome beautifull Lady, and that is the cane of 9153 Trangeneſſe, 
yea that is the thing that hindzeth my toyes ; fo: without his lone ! 
can attaine no quiet, which naw J amltkewtiec like fo loſe by his des 
parture, which 1 feare me will be to ſoone ; which w3zds being my

fuch paſſions overwhelmed ber heart, that her eies burff inte fearco, 
and there ſte lay vron her bedbe, tun bling WH tozment or thoſe reft- 
leſle paſſions. | | 
VU)! thee continued her ſozrowes, in comes Flavia her nutſe, 
who by eſpping her cheekee beſmerred with teares, and her ſad coun⸗ 
tenance, mernelling what ſhould pꝛocure the lame, ſaid, Pp ſwete 
Hiltreſie, bow hapneth it that yeu weepe rhvs ? UWho hath done pou 
wrong: £2 why doe you tezment pour ſweet lelfe with this ſadnefſe? 
Deate Lady tellme? O Nurſe (quoth Venola ) mp owne foliy hath 
pꝛetured me this diſquict : and my lelle being the cauſe, whom ſhould 
J blame but my felfe 2 Why Lady (quoth ſhee) what haue you done 2 
Mhat is the matter: Yaue you done your ſelfe any harme 2 UWhy 
ſhould yon conceale any thing frem ine, that haue all your life long lo⸗ 
ned you as dearelp as my owne heart 2 Mp (weete daughter 
hide nothing from me: but teilmewhy you marte thoſe pour pꝛettie 
cies with ſuch ſozrow + Why (quoth Venola ) what ſhould it auaile 
wy to tell pon, when F know you cannot helpe me: if J ſhould declare

Venola beeing ſomewhat reuined with Flauias pꝛomiſe, with a 
merrie heart fozſooke her Chamber, Flauia went about her buſts

neſſe going into the Citie with all haſte, where dwelt an ancient A- 
pothecarp, a very friend of hets fo whom ſhe darft commit any ſecret, 
whom ſhee defired to compound certaine ofhis dzugges together, and 
to makea ſomnikerous Potion, which would cauſs him Keope fo2 foure 

and twenty boures, in ſnch ſozt, that the party might by no meanes be 
_ awakened, pꝛomiſing if he could make a confection, to rew ard him rich⸗ 
lie. The Apothecary hearing her wo2ds, tolde her that if fh:e would 
ſtap,. he would compouud ſuch a dzinke as ſhould euery way wozke the 
ſatneeffect the deſiced.. Flauia hauing aftained her deſire that way, 
came to a Goldſmith and bought a moft curious w2ought bottell of 
golde, whereon fhee canſed him to ingraue theſe Wetters.

Che night of Fame all that day kept company With Pariſmus, vis 
to whom his heart bare an inward loue, determining to bꝛing him tar 
wards Bohemia, and after to trauell in ſearch of his Patents. Pariſmus 
likewiſe was growne ints ſuch lone of his qualities, and ch a hidds;; 
deũre to pleaſure him, was ſtirred in his he art towards him, that bee 
vſed him with ſuch an erfraozdinary kindeneſss,as the lriendchip that 
paſt bet wirt them, ſeemed vnſeparab le. 

Chns the day being ſpent, eaery one betoak them fo their lodgings 3 
the Knight of Fame comming to his lodging, walking vy ani downs 
lighted on the bottle, and noting the ſame, tookeit vp andeſpeing by

verſes, read the confents, which dꝛaue him into many togitations hoty 
the ſame ſheuld come there: at lair, among inany other thoughts, he 
deemed by the contents of the verics, he was the man that ſhould taſte 
thereof. Then he beganne to leare leſt it might be ſome poiſon laid on 


purpoſe to betray his life, but that ſuſpition was ſoone extinguiſhed, 
the de ſue he had to finde eaſe to his doubts, which the contents ef the 
ſupcricription pꝛomiſed: that taſtiug a little of the liquoz, and fin⸗ 
ding the lame pleaſant, being perl waded that it was conueied by ſome 
diuine operation to pꝛocure content, he dꝛanke it quite off, and pꝛeſent⸗ 
ly went to his bedde: which when Flavia ſaw, with atoyfull heart 
ſhe went to Venola, and declared vnto her what ſhe had done, and after- 
wards leauing Venola to her ſelſe, he came to an old acquaintance of 
bers, who at her requeſt wzote a letter to Pariſmus in the name of 
the knight of Fame : which the next mozning ſheedelinered fo him,

Moſt noble Prince of Bohemia, my full intent was, for the vn- 
deſerued kindneſſe I haue found in you, to haue attended you toward 
Bohemia, but a contrary occaſion hath withdrawne me: therefore I 
deſire your honour, both to parden mee and make no enquirie after 
me; for I will aſſoone as I haue ended my bufineſle, repaire to ſhew 
my duty to you in the Bohemian Court: fo in all reverence, I commit 
your worthineſſe to all good fortune. | 

| A poore Knight unknewne, 


Pariſmus reading the Ketter, maruelled what occaſion had with- 
d2awne him, but being therewith contented, and truſting accozdingly 
fo ſee him in Bohemia, he made no other ſpeech ol him, but taking his 
leaueof the king and Queene, hauing in his campany Pollipus, and 
Violetta, with ſome 40. Knights of Lybia, he departed towards Bo- 
hemia; Tellamor all this white remained in the Fozreſt of Arde, in 
company of his deare M. Clarina, fo tunningip handling his buftneiſe, 
that none could perteiue but that he was very ſicke indeed: in which 
time Clarina was his Phyſitian, carefully tending him, and vſing a 
moſt extraozdinary diligence, whoſe company was moꝛe pleaſant to 
him then any thingelſe: that therewith and other ſweet fauours he re⸗ 
r2iued fcom her kindenes, he lozgot his ſicknes,and pꝛoſecuted his loue 
Which in time ol his ſickneſſehad that good iNae, that Clarina was

no leſſe fyed in the bandes ofLone, then hee was. And bpon a time, 


when Clarina was in her chamber vnaccompanied by anp, he amongſt 


other kindneſſes, vftered theſe ſpeeches. Py ſweete . (quoth hee) 
bow much is your pooze ſeruant beholding vnfo pau, that haue ſo tens 
derly regarded me, and taken ſuch infinite paines about me, which mas 
kech ins ſo much bound vnto you, that my life is, and {hall be fozeuer 
dedicated lo delerue this kindnelle: beſides the affection which J beare 
fo pour diuine exteilencies, maketh mee pꝛeſume to p2oſecute mp ſute 
vnto pon, therebp to bing my lelie further into pour devt:deſiring you 
ti peelde pitty to mp diſtceſſe, and eaſe to my reſtleſſe paſſio::s, pꝛocu⸗ 
red by pour beautie, which if you withhold, ſoone will care tonſume my 
wearie liſe: neither tan my heart attaine to any quiet oꝛ content, with⸗ 
out pour loue, vhith 4 moe eckeeme then either life 02 other thing that 
Jeniop: thercio!e meet M. deferre my (ute no longer, but now extend 
pour fauour to my diArelle, and grant me lone fo2 imp love, whoreon 
my chickelt felicity dependeth. God ſernant,(quoth Clariana) were 3 
aſſured of thy conſtancie, ſone ſhould thou know my mind, but ſome 
croſſe oz miſfaztue will ſsone alter they affedion, and ſo thou wilt leaue 
me in diTrefle; then what miſerie may J incurre by granting to thy 
ſufe? Sweet M. (quoth Tellamor) if euer Knight were true, then 
will your poze ſeruant pꝛooue truſtie: ifeuer heart harboured conſtan⸗ 
tie, then be pon aſſure), th it conſtant loue poſſeTeth my heart: fog ſſo 
intire are mꝑ deuotions to remaine immosueable, that no miſfo2tune, 
calamitie, gc. Mall cauſe me falſifiemy faith, but rather let all plagues 
and vafoztunate miſertes light vpon my head. Clarina hearing his 
ſpxches, made this reply. Mell deare ſernant, ſinte q ſee thy fait hfull⸗ 
nelle and how diligent thou haf beene to winne my fanour, J peelde 
both my loue and my ſelke into thy poſſeſſion, which heereafter account 
as thine own to diſpoſe of : and bee thou aſſured notwithſtanding my 
ſtrangeneſſe, my loue hath euer way equalled thy affections,and with 
fo free a heart J giue my life and loueinto thy hands, as willingly as 
thou deſireſt to haue the fame. Tellamor hauing reteiued this aſſarance 
or her loialtp, to reuiue his ſences withall, entertained that comfozf, 
and her ſwret pzcſence with great delight, lsauing off his ſute, and 
ſpending the time in impꝛacings. Manp daies continued theſe true 
louers in great pleaſare, being growne to that kimiliaritie, that often 
times ſuch kind fanours paſt betwixt them, that Clarina ouertome bp 
his intreaties, xeelded vp her foztres of virginity vato ney

frequenting each others compenie, in that kinde ſo2t taſling their 
deine pleaſure with great delight, vntill the newes of Pariſmus te⸗ 
turne came fo tteir knowledge, (and Tellamor bound thereto by oath, 
muſt needes depart) Which firocke an extreame (addenctſe to both 
their hearts. Wnt cfpectally Clarina feoke the ſeine ſo heauilp, that 
no perſwaſion could adde com:ozt to her heart. The remem bꝛante 
of whoſe departure, ouerteme her with ſuch palliens ofgriefe, t hat be- 
ing in her Chamber slore, ſhee vttered many meurneſull plaints, 
and withall ſuch aboundancect festes, that a heart of the har- 
deſt Adamant, would haue reſolved at her lamentations: fo eaſe

peoze Lady, being faft ſettered in the ſnares of lone, hauing contris 
ned cuery thing los her ſecurity : when hee was in his dead fleeps, 
appꝛoached to his bed fide, with acleare burning Taper in her hand 
where gee ftood a great while, beeiug vnwiling to interrupt - 
quiet fleepe, reuoluing many thonghts in her troubled wr 
lat ſhee tould not chooſe but touch his manly hand, which hung s- 
ver the beddes ſive, wherewith ſhee awaked him, who being fcarcos 
lie ont cf his dzowfie flcepe, eſpping his beloued ſtanding by his 
beddes fide, could not of a ſudden concett her beeing there, but at 
length hantng reuined his ſenſes by rnbbing his eies, hee tooke her 
by the band, and wanne her conſent to come into the bedde, where 
bre enfertained her with many ſweete exmbzactugs and pleaſant 
centerence 4; who tocke ne ſmall delight in his ompanp, after much 


time (which thry thonght too Gr2t) ſpent u. ndr eſſe. Clarina de⸗ 


manned when he wonto return ne, ſoz (gtreth Gee) my ſelſe is no⸗ 


thing without eur peeſenc- ; neither (6:1! 3 #{ra:ne the leaſt quiet 


in yenr abſence ; thecefuze F b:feocy 17% baut regard of my ho⸗ 
nour 
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Mhich J haue veelded into your handes, and when you are amongſt 
your Friends in Bohemia, be not vninindefull of poꝛe Clarinaes loue ; 


Who hath committed her Life, Honour, and ChatTitte, into your gen⸗ 
tls cuſtodie. 


Moſt deare Clarina(quoth Tellamor, ) my refurne ſhall be as ſpœdy 
as may b: Fo like as vou, my ſeife ſhall neuer eniop one minui'cs 
reſpite of Content, without your heauenly companie : Mhereon my 
chiefeſt Felicitie depenbeth: And as you haue pelder all that 4 can 
deſire, oꝛ vou graunt, into mp vnwozthy keeping will as carefully la⸗ 
bour to pꝛeſerue the ſame from all ſpot of diſhonsur, hoping at my re⸗ 
tucue, te enivy the paſleſſion of pour Loue, as well by generall conſent 
of pour Friends, as by pour courteſie haue attained their diuine krui⸗ 
tion in pꝛiuate. Then J beſ&che pou, Tet no dilquiet diſturbe pour 
peace , let no doubt trouble pour Fancte,noz any ſuſpence of Lopaltie, 
fake rate to pour heart: Foz ſoner ſhall the Sea become dꝛie Land, the 
Sunne and one loſe their cleare light, and all things turne to thepꝛ 
contrary, beioze Tellamor will any way falſifie his faith. In theſe and 
ſuch like ſpeches (entermingled with many delights) they ſpent that 
Night, taking they2 leaue eache of other: With many a ceremonious 
Farewell, and parting with many a heany ſigh and (ad feare, thinking 
that with each others ſight, each others life had parted, Tellamor, acs 
co2ding to his pꝛomiſe, arriued in Lybia, euen at the time of Pariſmus 
2 ; Mhome we will leaue onwardes of his tourney, towards 

Onemla. 

The Knight of Fame hauing ſlept his fill, and longer a great 
deale then hee determined, awaked within two dayes after Pariſmus 
departure: little thinking the P2ince had bene gone, but beginning to 
Arme himlelfe, Flauia comming to him, ſaid as followeth, Moꝛzthie 
Knight (quoth ſhee) J am glad to ſe that you are well; Which until 
now J doubted. The Knight of Fame wondzingat her ſpæ ches, ſaid: 
Gentlewoman, as yet haue not bene ſicke: then, Uhy do you make 
any queſtion of my health? 3nde&de Sy2(qd. ſhe) 3 ſ& now, pon hatie 
not bene ſicke,but you haue flept very long: fo2 J haue bene your k&s 
per heere this two vayes , euer ſince the Painte of Bohemia departed ; 

Who thought to haue had your company ſome part of the way, but ſs 
ing you a ſlæpe, (from which you could not be awakened) her imparted 


his minde to the Ladie Venola, Who hath giuen ma ſpeciall charge ta 
attend you diligently, |

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Mer hearing her ſpeeches: Mas amazed in his thoughts to thinke of 
them, entring into many cogitations what ſhould bee the cauſe of his 
llæpineſſe; Whtch he perceiued, was the pottion which he had fated, 
that hee was ercedingly inraged with himſelle, that he thereby was 
diſappointed of Pariſmus company : M home he eſtæmed aboue all the 
Iinighfs that euer he had met withall, and making a vertue of neceſſts 
tie, blaming himſelfe, foꝛ his ſlæpineſſe, he went dowae into the compa⸗ 
nie of other KRnightes, making the beſt excuſe he could thereof, Flauia 
in the meane time went to Venola, and told her ali that had happened: 
and what ſhe had tolde him of Pariſmus departure: Wiſhing ber to de⸗ 
gif what ſhethaught beit to ſatiſfie his minde. The Knight of Fame 
being deſirous to know what mellage Pariſmus had left with Venola, 

meting with Flauia, defiring her fo certiſie her M iſtreſſe, that he atten- 
ded her pleal ure, to knokvg what the Pzince of Bohemia had tolde her 
as concerning him. 

Flauia heating his ſpæches, bzought him into a Gallerie, where 
ſhe deſired him to ſtap, and the would goe b2ing bim anſwere pꝛeſentlp: 
Do comming to Venola, the tolde her thereof, Venola then hauing rid 
her chamber of all companp, willed her to bꝛing him in; Mhome ſhee 
WMelcommed with vnwonted kindueſls: and taking him by the hand, 
deſired him to ſit downe by her vppon the Bed des ſide, to whome ſhee 
ſaide, as followeth, 

Moſtcourteous knight, the Hꝛince of Bohemia willed mee to cer⸗ 
fifie ou, that hee would within foure dayes returns :o this place, to de⸗ 
ſire pour company in executing a ſecret of imsoztante: Deſiring mee, 
that 3 would intieate pou to ſtap here ſome ſewe dapes, and at his res 
turne he well requite that Kindeneſſe: ZTherefoza Y pꝛaꝑ (quoth ſhe) be 
my Gueſt foꝛ ſo long time; Foꝛ 7 haue reteiued ſuch beneſites by your 
caurteſte, as rocutd wiliingly( it it lap in my power)requite the ſame. 
J thanke pour epce! lencie( quoth hee) fo pzoffering me ſuch kindneſſe, 
acknowiedgeng my ſelfe both bawo2thie thereof, and bnable to requite 
the ſame: Being ſo much the moe willing to Fay Pariſmus teturne, 
thereby to ſhe une my dutie is vour requeſt: and ſeeing pon bouchſata 
ms *9 ve roar Gueſt, hauing yet deſerued no ſuch kindnede, pleaſeth 
pou to command oz implop mee any wap, and JF wil moſt willing⸗ 
Ip bndrrtake auptrauell oz induſtrie whatſoeuer to pꝛecure pour cons 


tent: Uh "mo Wozds he lpaie , * little knowing what Palli- 
ons 
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us had polleſt her fender her heart: Whome ſhe bſed ſo kindely , end 
entertained with ſuch louing glaunces, that bee began greatly to com- 
mend her courteſie. 

And againe he maruelled much why ſhe vſed him with ſuch kinde⸗ 
nelle, as that it Would haue pierced the heart of any other Knight but 
onelphimſelfe: Mhoſe affections were ſettled on his inward denoted 
Ladie: that Venolacs Lone was but beſtowed in vaine, and the ſpent 
her ſighes and her god Mill ina barren-ſoyle, where ſhe wept in hoe 
ofrecompencs : Mhich dzane her to ſuchertremity ofgriece, that ſhe 
was often in inde, (hauing by god chaunce, gotten him ſo fitly into 
her companie, and feartng to loſe ſo ſwxte an oppo2tunitie,) to reueale 
her Loue to him of kerſelſe. 

But yet that purpoſe was ſuddenly altered againe by quite contarie 
thoughts, that ſhe ſate rackte with lo manie and ſo extreame cogitati⸗ 
ons, that the griele on the one ſide, that hee could not concepue of her 
god liking, by ſo many euident tokens as the hadde ſhewen thereok, and 
ber owne Paſſions o uer-whelmed her heart with ſuch care, that ſhee

The Knight of Fame hearing her ſpeeches, was ſo ſuddenly af: ⸗ 
niſht, and therewith dꝛawne into ſuch cogitations, that he foova go: b 
While like one in a traute, at last he ſaid, the harder is her happe , and 
the wozle my millozfue, fo2 J am vawozthp of ſuch kindnelſe, and 
vnable to peeld her retompence: which wozds being ſpoken, he turned 
himſelfe from her, being dꝛabdne into ſuch a deepe meditation, that hee 
regarded not, no2 ſcarte heard {ſome woꝛds Flauia ſpake to him afters 
wards, who thinking that he had of purpoſe contemned her, departed 
in a monſtrous rage: and being alone by himſelfe, cogitating vpon

lica abone all the reſt,noted enery cirtumſtance thereof, with ſuch re-

gard, that the ſeemes to take great delight therein. The Knight of Fame 


hearing thereof, entertainning his miſtreſſe perfections with ſuch pleas 
ſure, and admixing her beauty with ſuch ſarfeting delight that he rode 
like one in a trance, hauing all his ſences bent vpon her. 

By this time they were commen to the Golden Tower, where 
was exceeding pꝛeparation made foz the Ring, who ſpeaking to Ca- 
millus and the Knight of Fame, tolde they were moſt heartily 
welcome thither ; likewiſe the Queene welcommed them with 
great kindeneſſe, eſpecially Marcellus care fo2 the knight of Fames 
enterts inement was very great, who cauſed him to bee lodged in a 
molt Fately lodging, where euery thing was readily pzepared fo2 him 
in the beſt manner. Cuery one being departed to their ſeuerall lodge - 
ings, the Knight of Fame meditating on his good foztune, and the

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de: and how kindly Marcellus vſed him, whoſe acquaintance and 


friendſhip might be a meanes, both of his ftap in that place, and alſo of 
obtaining Angelicaes loue. When againe conüdering how ſtrange it 
was that hee would ſtap in the very place where bis Lady ſhould ſez 


him: and how luckily he had left the Court of the king of Lybia, and 


therobp he was ridde krom Venolas rath loue, which might haue both 
endangered his honour and perſon: that with the remembzante of all 
theſe happy concurtences, his minde was exceedingiy contented, and 
be ſeemed to haueattatned moze Happy ſucceſſe then hee would haue 
wicht: that in that Dunne-path of (weete delight, accompanied with 
quiet ſleepe, he ſpent that night. Angelica was iikewile no whitte ins 


feriour to him incontfrariefy of paſſions,but hauing lie wiſe ſpent the 


dap in company of her mother, when the time of reit dꝛew nigh, ſhce 
{one gat from out of all company which ſhe thonght tronbleſome, bes 
ing much diſquie ted in her thoug5ts, {ling a kinde alteration to her 
fozmer liberty o' ok minde, being deſirous to be alone, ſhee gatte to her 
Chamber, where was none but her Damzell Annas, that was her bed⸗ 
fellow, fo w5om ſhe ſaid: J pꝛap thee good Anna leaue me alone fo a 
While, fog up thoughts are poſſeſt with ſuch diſquiet, that Idefire by 
ſolitarineſſe fo eaſe my paſſonate heart. 

Anna hearing her ſpeeches, marnelling what might bee the cauſe 
thereof, and being in all reſpect dutikull, departed. She was no ſooner 
gone, but Angelica ſifting vowne bon the ruſhes, leaning her head 
vpon the beddes ude, beganne foſtuby whence the occaſion of that (yds 
daine alteration ſhe if in her ſelte ſhould pꝛeceede: ſometimes dee⸗ 
ming this, and then tat, bnt ill ſhes could not tertainely what fo 
indge thereof: that ner minde wos dzawne to an extreame kozment, 
ich lo oppzeft her fences, hat gꝛelemip ſhe calieb Anna againe; who 
tnaͤruelling at her ifrance aua aud greeuing at her ſavaee,kngs 
liag dobone by her, bttered tyele ſpecches. p degre Miſttelle, J bes 
ſeech pou conceale ut from we the occaſion c! your diſquiet, to whole 
ſeccecy pou neede ng! ſear fo tommit he lame: loz 3 hope you are ſuf. 
ficiently perſwaded vfmy truth, iht Bee elleeme my duty to pou moze 
deare then my lit, which J 125472 moſt wühnzip ſpend foz your 
fake: 4 if pen will gouchſale fo cuwlop me any wap, oz in what ſozt 
ſo cure, ſo it vicale pou tocommand, ; will bee mot willing to vſe mp 
berermoſt envengcurs, a3 lit kallie as curc bid ſeiuant, to purchaſe 
Four cohtent, Are mes welcheb crealure (cguolh Angelica) it is wr 
mil⸗ 
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aifiroft of thy ſecrefie, noꝛ doubt of thy aide, noꝛ oughtelſe that 7 mil⸗ 
toubt in tace, that maketh me withhoid any part of my counſell from 
Lice: fo2 if 3 wonlo ſhew it thee, 3 cannot, fo2 this paſſion is ſo newly 
begunne, that 3 cannot rightly conjecture what the cauſe thereof (honild - 
be, 62 why my thoughts ſhould be thus ſgbvenly diſquieted ; and ſuch 
aſſured confidence doe J tetaine in thy fidelity, that 5 would conceale 
no part of mp thoughts kromthee. | 

Anna hearing her M iſtreſſe ſpeeches, began p2eſently fo ſuſpect that 
ſhe had entertained ſome good conceit ofſome of the knights that were 
arrined that day, whom ſhe {y0naht to be the pong Peince Camillus : 
which cauſed her maße this anſwer. Deare Bittreſſe (quoth ſhe) 3 be- 
leeue the avp2oach cf ſoine of the gallant Knights that came with the 
Bing, is thecauſe of pour alteration. UWby (quoth Angelica) doeit 
thou thinke their appꝛoach ſhould diſquiet me? Marr (quoth Anna) 
becauſe many Ladies haue been ſuddenly ouertaken with leue ; where 
with Angelica blutht, ſaping.

Pardon me deare Madame (quoth thee) I doe not thinke fg, Mell 
(quoth Angelica) ſuppoſe thou haſt iumpt vpon the right, which of 
thoſe knights doeſt thou ſuppoſe it is? Mill yeu pardon me (ſaid An- 
na) if J giue my opinion: I will (ſaidſhee) J thinkecausth Anna) it is 
the bꝛaue Pꝛince Camillus Camillus (quoth ive) it is rather the ſtran- 
ger. Indeed (queth Anna) that Trange Knight farre ſurmounteth ail 
the knights that euer I beheld, fo2 tomlineſſe, courfefle and pꝛoweſſe. 
J am alu red ſaid Angelica (bzeathing fozth a ſadtc ſigh ) thou ſyak⸗ 
keſt this rather to flatter me, then accozding ts that thou thinkeſt: fo2 
otherwiſe why didft thou ſpeake of Camillus ? Faith Miſtreſſe (quoth 
thee) 3 named Camillus, not fo2 any thing J ſœ in him comparable 
with theffrange kinght, but fo2 that 3 world therby know pour mind: 
which now that J vnderſtand, ik you wolud follow my conſell, pon 
{59491 not onelp like him, but alſo lone him: fo2 ther: is no doubt but 
the caule of his comming hither, was onely fo2 your ſake, who in mp 
raſh opinion, will pꝛeue both conſtant and lops!! ; fo2 his very couns 
tenante bemzateth the vnited eſſente ol true Nobilitie and vertue to be 
Best :n hint, | | 
O Anna (quoth ſhee) thou woundelk wo ta the heart: beſoꝛe J had 
butt a ſuſpiton ot laue, but by thy ſpceches beginn to be inthzalled 
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therein, Do not J pzay thee ſceke to augment that, which is impoſfible 
to come to perfenion ; which if J (ould entertaiue (as 3 (ll 7x; fears 
me againſt my will) thou knowelk how many impollibities doe thꝛea- 
teu mp euerlaſting tozment thereby ; therefoze 3 pꝛap thee doe not once 
name him to me againe, foz if thou doeſt, J chall bee moze intralled to 
that very name, then ts all the humble ſutes of the moſt nobleſt knight 
in the world. 

Diddeſt thou not heare my bꝛother Marcellus repozt, how pꝛodi⸗ 
gally hee gaue away the Kings daughter of Thrace ? and what paines 
he tooke to redeeme Venola, that beautifull Lanp, from Andramarts 
Callle. 

I know thou didſt: but likewiſe J know thou didſt not heare what 
he ſaid to me ta refell theſe doubts, that he was long ſince eniopned to 
my ſeruice, and Was the thing hee had long cime ſought to at⸗ 
taine. 

Didſt thou not ſ& holv J found him a ſleepe, and pet notwithftan- 
ding all the Knights that guarded me, how reſolutely (pet with hnmt- 
litie) he appꝛoched my pꝛeſence? where he fold me, that no want of 
regard had bꝛedde that rudenelle, but feare of miffing that fit occaſion, 
.confdering how ſtraightip J am kept and pied into by mp Fathers 
decree ? | | 

Didft thou not ſee How bꝛauelp and valtantly he -onerfh22ive thee 
ſkout Knighfs together, that would haue taken my gloue from him? 
Dock thou not ſee how dearely my bꝛother Mircellus loued him, and 
all in generall are weil affecked towards him? Theſe J thinke are 
occaſions ſufficient to refeli ail ſuſpect cf his good intent and meas 
ning. 

Naoth Anna, Truelp moſf gracious Madame, x thinke verily 
(all things conſidered ) hee hath not his equall, neither fo2 valour 
no2 fo2 Uertue. pou map doe as pon pleaſe, whome J will not fo 
much as once ſpeake of heereafter , ünce I thall offende peu theres

Ves, J pꝛap thee ſpeake of him (quoth Avgelica) foz nothing 
tan pleaſe me better, though J feare mee nothing will doe mee mo2g 
harme. And well maieſt thou think? me ouerlond, ſo ſang to be intau⸗ 
gled in the bondes of lone, with a ſtranger, that J neither knews 
ol whence, noz what he is; of whom we haue laid inough at this 
: | tine,

time, therkoꝛe J pꝛap let vs deſerte any further commendation of him, 
vntill we haue made better pꝛoote ok his wozthinefle ; which ſaide, they 
betooke themſelues to their reſt. 

Earely the nert moꝛning the knight of Fame was vp, to whom Mer- 
cellus was ſoone gotten, who tooke no other delight but onelp in his 
company, vſing him ſo kindeiy, and ſq henourably, t that the knight of 
Fame maruelled thereat, wondzing whence ſuch kindeneſſe ſhould 
grow: that he likwiſe beganne greatly to affect his company, and be⸗ 
ing both tome into t he kings pꝛeſence, who wes accompanied by Ca- 
millus, they ſpent the fozencone in ſeuerall diſcourſes: likewiſe Ange- 
lica ſpent her lime againſt the ladies of great account, in ſuch ſozt as 
agreed in their fancy. 


Dinner time beeing come, a moſt coffly and ſumptuous feaſt was 
pꝛepared: whereunto Maximus inuited all his Nobles, and Camillus 
and the. Knight of Fame among( the reſt as his chie feſt, where they 
were moſt honourably entertained, ſumptuouſly ſeaſted, and kindely 
welcommed. 

Camillus ſeeing that the Qnene and Angelica were wanting, was

The Feaſt beeing ended with great Kopaltie, euerp one after ſome 
Courtly paſtime paff, betooke themſelues to what exerciſe liked = 
elt, 
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belt Camillus fill accompanyed the kin, A, ſhewing(foꝛ grieſe of Ange. 
licaes ablence,ſuch a kinde of behauiour, as though his ſences were be- 
witcyed with careleTe paſſions) which he noted-diligently,fhereby b2&e 
ding in his minde, an aſſurance ol his ſuſpition, The Knight of Fame 
hadde withdzawne himſelfe into 8 Garden, and ſ&king the ſolitarpeſt 
plate hes could unde, beganne fo recall the ſwete remembꝛante of An- 
! Beautie into his minde, whereunto he was moze firinely in⸗ 

hꝛalled then he was beſoze he had ſæene her, though enen then his Lone 
22 firme, hauing but ſeene her in a Uiſion: That hee wag now not 
onely contented with that fanour hee had already ſhewen him, but al? 
ſo deuiſed and ſtudped how to become moꝛe gratious in her ſight, and 
attaine ſome better hope of her Loue: Which as yet hee had no likelys 
hod to attayne, UWhileſt hee was in the depth of theie cogitations, 
Marcellus miſſing him, and ſ&ing him befoze enter into the Garden, 
neuer left vntill he had found him out, to whom he ſaid; Spe knight, 
J am ſomewhat bold to interrupt your quie t Peditations by my aps 

20ach,betng deſtrous of pour companie: Therefo2e if J map without 
intruſton attompanp pou, Z will dev, Otherveike, J would be loath to 
b:@de pour diſquiet. 

Moſt Noble Marcellus, (qd. the Knight of Fame, ) am nat trou- 
bled with your pꝛeſence, but euen thinke my ſelſe moſt happie to enioꝝ 
the ſame, as farre vnwoꝛt hie ſueh kindnelſe: being a ſtraunger heere, 
thinke my ſelfe ſo highly honoured by pour kauour, that J (Hall account 
my lelfe fo2 euer bound vnto you fo2 the ſame: thinking my lelfe moze 
happie thereby then J could haue wiſht, being befoze ſublet to all euill 
Fozfune,account my (rife exceedingly foꝛtunate by your kindneſſe ond 
friendſhip. 

2 could with it were in my poder (quoth Marcellus, ) to deſerue ſo 
well of pou: Being mo2e willinger then able to pleaſure pou, foꝛ the 
repozt of your honourable guifts,hath wade mee long fince deſirous os 
pour Acquatnfance, that if pvu pieaſe fo ſtap with me in my Fathers 
Courf,y will endenour to ſhelo my god-Ulill towardes vou: And if 
you will accept of my plaine meaning, without further trpall, 3 wit! 
hereaſter pꝛoue your faithfull Friend. CofE courteous Knightiquocy 
hee) A can pelbe no other retompence but moſt hearty thankes fo2 pour 
great kindneſle, which hath extended it felfe farce beyond my deſert, 
with ſo willing a heart accepting pour kinde pꝛoſters, that befoꝛe 3 
pꝛoue diſlopani z will teare my heart om out my bꝛeſt. Then(quoth 
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Marcellus) let vs tonclude this ſudden conſent of god. Mul, which fo 
mp part, ſhall neuer while life doth laſt be diſlolued. 

Deſiring vou rom hence fozwards to make ſuch acconntofme,that 
wherein ſoeuer J may in any degree pleaſure you, I will as aſſaredly 
bo my belt, as in my power tonſiſteth. Mith that they emb2aced each 
other: Wetwixt whome, ſuch god Mill began to grow, as was both 
conſtant and indiſſoluable.

and hauing done his Reuerence, chee moſt kindelp. 


Melcommed the Knight of Fame, telling Marcellus, that his com- 
ming was to ſæ the young Ladyes ;. Mhereat Marcellus ſmiling, de- 
parted into a Gallerie, where were a multitude of ſweets Beauties, ex⸗ 
erciſing thẽſelues at ſeuerall paſtimes: Dome af Cheſle, ſome at cards, 
and ſome in pleaſant communication: Whom Marcellus kindelpem⸗ 
bꝛated: but the Knight of Fame by reaſon he was a ſtranger, was not 
ſo bolde; but hauing his minde dedicated to ſerne no other Saint buf 
Angelica, !wked fo2 her, whome hee eſpyed at the further ende of the 
Gallerp, in a heaup dumpe, leaning on her elbow : Who hearing Mar- 
cellus voyte, loked back, and caft her Eye firſt on the Knight of Fame, 
on tt home ſhe faſtned a ſtedkaſt eye a god ſpace: Wut remem⸗ 
bꝛing her ſelie, with an exteeding bluch, che withdzew the ſame,becauſe 
ſhe ſaw his eye ſetled on her. 

Marcellus by this time came towards Angelica; and pertepuing 
her Eluſhing countenaunte, cauſed him to note how Melancholly ſhe& 
was alone, ſaping to her: How now Siſter? What ſollitarie ſtudie 
is that, Which hath ſo withdzatune you from ponder pleaccunt com: 
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nanie 2 Py minde(quoth ſha) is better exerciſed, by being ſometimes 
alone, then in they2 companie; But ſince your Pzeſence hath bzoken 
my meditation, Jwilbe content to fozſake the ſame to entoy your god 
companie; Which me thinkes is very rare. 

I thanke you god Siſter (quoth hee) aſſuring you , that J take it 
wond2ous kindelp, that you will thinke ſs well of mee; UUW hich heres 
alter you ſhall at your commannd eniop: Mithall, deſire pou fo2z my 
ſake to bid this Knight Melcome, whome J eſteme as dearely as mp 
ſelfe. With that Angelica turned towards him, and he with humble 
reuererente, kiſſed her hand, to whom Augelica ſaid: Spa, by my bꝛo⸗ 
thers command F bid you Wolcom : The Knight of Fame moſt hum- 
bly thankedher,being ſoercg@viugly rauiſht in his minde with io, that 
no ioꝝ might be compared to that he endured. 

Angelica on the other ſide, was ener way affected with as ſwirte 
content,by that oppoztunitie to take a moze pꝛeciſe view ol his comeli⸗ 
neſſe, entertaining the ſame with ſuch ſarfetting delight, that Chee not 
onely augmented the heate of her fozmer Aﬀecttons, but alfo was now 
fettered in the indiſſoluable bonds of Loue. | 

Marcellus ànd ſhee continued ſometime inconference together, in

ſuch baldneſſe in pꝛeſente ofthe Queene, hauing beſoze heard of Maxi- 
mus dcr. Mhileſt the was in this cogitation, Anna ſeeing her i- 
ſcreſſe alone ⁊ the knight ſhe ſo dearely loued hard by her, came and vſed 
ſome ſpeehes vnto her on him, which he well noted, at lad the Queene 
dr paxted againe, e Marcellus went to ſpoꝛt amongſt the reſt of the La- 
dies, hauingbefozenofed his Siſters paſſions, which he was in ſome 
ſuſpition, was by reaſon of the knight of Fames being there. -

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, The Knight of Fame ſcing che N 11332 departed, and Marcellus 
amongſtthe Kadpes, not rathly aitempting (uch; bo{dnefſe, but with a 
moſt ſubmiſſe and comely behauiour, dzue towardes An gelica (being 
ſurpꝛized with luch a keare to offend) and care what to ſap, that his hart 
he ther ewith,and humbly tiling her hand, with a frembling ſeare, 
ſtill hel de the ſame in his palinezand ſaid: Hy dtuine Lady, pardon my 
pseſumption, that ouer-boldiy and contrary to my deſart, pꝛeſume to 
trouble your ſacred eares with my ſpeeches: Which ik J did ſuppoſe 

would besfkenſiue, would bur Kill in the cloſet of my froubled heart, 
from whence they pꝛoccded: but if à map be ſo gratious in pour ght, 
as to gaine the ſweet oppoztunity by pour fauoꝛzable licence, asto declare 
the depth of my deuotion, and how and in what legt, and how long ſince 
J was enigpned to become peur denoted ſeruant , J ſhall reſt ſo much 
moꝛe tith2alled to pour vertues, as my poꝛe hart ſhall foʒ euer be vna- 
ble fo yeeld ſufficient thanks fog, which z dare not pzeſume to do wouf 
pou r fauozable conſent, which 7 defiie you to graunt. Angelica all this 
while ſtode as one franfozmed into balhfulnnes, being polleſt with de- 
light, yet vnwilling fo make any ſhew thereof , which canſed an exces 
ding bluſh beautfſffte her cheek es, Which added ſome (ſplendour fo perſect 
beauty it ſelf, which at all times appeared moſt liuelp in her (wet coũ⸗ 
tenan ce: At laſt withdꝛawing her hand, which now began to ſlweate, 
with hi © ſkrickt em nate, which he was vnwilling ks let go, pet fearfull 
to hold without her conſent, to who ſhe made this anſwer. Sy2, where 
no harme is meant, there needes no ſuch enkreatance loꝛ pardon, foꝛz tho 
actual offence I ſe none, but if any be tnfenved,itismoze then 5 know, 
and thereloꝛe without my power to ſoꝛgiue: noyther doth your ſpect 
mich pleats 102 offend me, but ik ſpoken | with god meaning, Jcannst 
lame, no: will deny to heare another time, withall, wiſhing vou not ko 
thinke me iracable to euerp perlwalion, but haue peelded you that fa- 
dur, neuer pet had anp at mp hands which peraduenture imboldneth 
pou fo vie pour accuſkomed mance of klatteries, herunto moſt ms are 
addicted, Wherein pou hall do greatlpamiſte: fo2 though J candiſcend 
to heare vo on, pet do not thinks mp mindeeaſiiy d2awne to beleeue cues 
ry pzoteſtation. Mock vertuens Lady quoth he) neither doe my words 
p20ceed francuTone,but my lpeaches pꝛoteed frs the debth of my true 
ind humdie heart, hat hath bobsedt euer to fart from the conſtant ve⸗ 
rity, which hath lon Inurced many bitter tozments,v2oceeded by deſire 
to nd pour vertudus fries which bath bin the cauſe ormy long trauel.

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Oben J moThum"bls beſæch vou, eſteeme of me ag one that can bꝛeath 
no longer then he is in pour fanour, Foz ſoner Gall all things be diſ⸗

ſolued, then Jfailein dutie to pour ſeruice, and conſkancie, to continue 


gudted to pour command zeKhich ik J map be in any hope to attaine, 


though it bee with the extreameſt hazard that ener night indured, 3 
hall account my ſelfe the moſt havvieſt man lining. Therefo2e J be- 
ſeꝛch yon, let no ſuſpected concept of my truth, withdzaw pour verfnes 
from pittying mg ; #02 without the fruition of yourſwete kauour, it 
is impoſſivleſo2 me to line. Beſceching your Excellencie like wiſe, not 
to ſuppoſe my wo2ds to pzoceede from fained affection, but from a heart 
that hath vowed to be perpetuallp Conſtant, and will neuer ſtart from 
truth, whatſoeuer miſeries oꝛ croſſes may happen to trie my conſtancy. 

Angelica hearing his ſpæches, Mithall, noting with what motions 
and alterations his heart was oppꝛeſſed, by the ofte change ok his coun⸗ 
tenance: and withall, beeing herſelfe euerp way as much enthzalled to 
Loue as himſelfe, hoping that his heart, ik it harboured true Lopaltie, 
would not deeme amille ok her courteſie, (foꝛ the Nobleſtmindes are (ws 
neſt dzawne to pittie)gane him this kinde replie.

Why (quoth 
the Zucn) what maketh thee Marcellus thus tnrconſiderate,by taking 
a ſtrangers part, ts indanger thy olune like, which knoweſt the Kings 
humoz: Lone (quoch he) to that ranger, maketh mee bewaile his 
vntimelp death, whom would that J had excuſed, 

The AQucene ſeeing Angelica ſomewhat well reconered, deparfed 
vnto Maximus, who by that time had knowledgs of Collimus death, 
and was meditating how to chaſtiſe Marcellus foz that pꝛeſumption:

But the QAueene vpon herknees infceated hit to pardon him, allea- 
ging that Collimus had greatly abuſed him, that with much adoe the 
Ring was pacified, 

Marcellus hauing ſomewhat comfo2fed Angelica, in a heauie and 
ſadde eſtate, departed to his chamber, and left ber with her Damzell 
Anna, rather read to peelde vp the GhoaT, then otherwiſe likelp to 
ſuruiue: and night being come, ſhe refuſing meat, went to her bed, not 
to lleepe, but to bewaile the knight of Fames vntime!y death. 

The knight of Fame all this time remained in the Lions denne, 
carefully deuiſing which way to get out of that place ty2ing his ſenſes, 
but finding no meanes of releaſe. One while accuſing his hard koztune, 
and then Maximus fo2 his cruelty, Sometimes fearing to be famiſhed 
in that place: and then comfozting himſelfe with perlwaſtons of im⸗ 
poſſible zeliueries. Now diſpairing to be btterly exempt from the ſwes 
ſight of Angelica, whoſe abſenſe aud reſtraint of liberty (pzocured as 
he thought by his boldnefe) pinched his heart with extreame feare. 

In this ſoꝛt he continued ſolong, vntill he was ready to be ſtarued, 
and conſtraiued to eate ſuch önſauozp fode as was daily caſt to the 
Lions. Angelicalikwiſe no whit mittigated her griefe,vut rather aug⸗ 
mented the ſame: being much comkozted by Marcellus, whoſe minde 
was not pet ſatiſfied with ſufficient conſideration of theſe milchances, 
both hee and Anegclicacontinned as it were in a further hope in their 
fancies of the Knight of Fames ſafty : though when thep beganne to 
cotafo2t themſelues with any perſwaſtons, they were quite paſt hope, 
Maximus likewiſe hauingconſidered with what ſeueritie hee had v'ev 
the night, and that he had condemned him without any triall of the 
accuſation that had been vſed by his Knights, ener ſiute his death, / be⸗ 
aanne to tell a remozſe in his conſcience of vniuſtice) but by the ſet⸗ 
led opinion that was ſtirred in his heart by thoſe falſe Dꝛopheſies, hee 
done ſhooke the ſame off. 

Camillus all this time, likemiſe noted what iealous ſuſpition the 
Ring heard ofhim, and hauing heard the repo2f why he kept his banghs 
fer ſo ffrongly guarded, and of ſet purpoſe withheld her from his ſighe, 
and noting how ſuddenly the Anight of Fame was made awap, wie 1 
aut any canſe of offence giuen, he began fs keare pimſelſe, and b. 
meanes, durſk not ſhew any ſigne ol degree to fre Angelica, afl b; 1 


meanes hee ſhould ſeeke ſome occaum of quarrel! wit ih tm, and 5 2 
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The ſecond pait 
vim like the ſtanger: within a while departed fromthe Golden Tower,

Me next day after Camillus departure, which Maxi- 
2d] ROY mus perceined was with a diſcontented minde, 
5 15 an | the keeper ofthe Lyons denne,came fo make cleane 
| E the ſame, and vſed his wontedmanner, which was 
eto ſet open thoſe places that were cleane,ints which 
5&5 the Lions would ſooneenter, and hauing faſt bol⸗ 
ted the dozes, and beeing owner ofthe Lyons, ers 
tred into the denne, where the knight of Fame 
was, who ſuddenly caught hold on him, hauing befoze ſecertly ſhzotws 
ded himſelfe from his ſight, and beeing carefull to pꝛouide foz his 
owne ſafty , ſnatcht from his ſide a hanging Swozd : the Keeper 
knowing him,maruelling to ſee him aliue, and exceedingly aſfoniſhed 
at his ſight, held vp his hands foz mercy, to whom the Knight of Fame 
ſaide. My freinde, J ſ@ke not thy life, but mine owne ſafety,beeing as 
thou ſeeſt, pꝛeſerued by Dinine pzonidence by the Kings cruelty, by 
him vntnſtly caſt into this plate, without any cauſe of offence ; but 
w2ongfully, as thou maieſt perceine by my pꝛeſeruation: fo2 if my 
facte had deſerued puniſhment, no doubt J could not haueeſcaped the 
crueltie ot theſeerecutioners, hauing endured great danger of famiſh- 
ment. Now my requeſt vnto thee is, that thou wouldeſt but ſuffer me 
to depart from hence, without deſcrying me, foz J haue no reaſon to 
fruff to Maximus conrfefie, and haning already endured. this miſerte 
by his crueltie: which thou maieſt well doe, without endangering thy 
ſelfe any kinde of way, foz there is none but doth aſſuredly thinke 3 
am dead, : | 
The Keeper bearing his ſpeches, and withall, ſeeing how admi⸗ 
raviy hee was pzeſerued, and alſo fearing his owne death, allured him 
by many volves and pꝛofeſtations, nut onely doe that which hee had 
deſires, but alſo would moſt faithfully cxecute lohat other thing 2 
ce 


= 
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he ſhould command, ko his vttermoſt power. Uile thou then (quoch 


he)doe this fo2 me? Giue me the keyes, and make faſt the doe, ſo that 
thou canſt not goe from mee, and thencalldswne thy bop, and ſend 


him to Marcellus, to requeſt him to come to thee, but in ſuch ſozt, that 
the bop may not ſee me, and alſo to doe his meſſage ſecretly; which the 
Keeper told him, he would moſt willinglie perfozme. Then directing 
the night ol Fame how to locke the doꝛe, that he could not eſcape, ha 


called downe the bop, who pzeſently came to him, whom he comman- 


ded to ſeeke dut Marcellus ſecretly, and to deſire him, that he would 
vonchſafe to come and ſpeake with him, about a matter of great im- 
poztance. The boy hauing receined his meſſage, immediatly haſted 
to execute the ſame : and moſt foztunatly met him in the outer Court, 


to whom he declared the cauſe of his comming. Marcellus maruelling. 


why the Keeper had ſent fo2 him, pꝛeſently began to remeber the knight 


of Fame, with whtch his heart began to th2ob : but haſting down to the 
den, the keeper commanded his boy fo depart: and humbling himſelſe 
to Marcellus, told him that the knight of Fame was ſtil liuing. Uhich 


ſaid, he ran in vnfo him (who had ſhꝛowded himſelfe from bis ſight) 
and fold him Marcellus was come: then pꝛeſentlp hee came foozth, 
whom Marcellus eſpying, with great reioicing, caught him in his 


armes, and moſt louingly embꝛaced him, ſeeming to be reuiued with 


toy, in reſped ofthe care oppꝛeſt his mindebefoze hee had knowledge of 
his ſafetie. Manie courtegus greetings paſt on either fide, Marcellus de⸗ 
fired the Keeper not to reueale this ſecret to any : fo2 it it Gould come te 
my Fathers hearing, it were impoſſible then to pꝛeuent his rigour; 


and withall pꝛomiſed him, that if he would let him lodge in his houſe 


but that night, he would reward him moſt bountifallie : and withall 
p2omiled him to higher dignity, and fo ſuch place of account, as that 


clination, andalſo by the hope ofreivacs and pꝛeferrement, beeing but 
pooze, pꝛomiſed his vttermoſt aide and aſſiffancs ta pleaſure him, and 
withall, to perfozme his full deſire, with ſuch ſecurity that none ſhould. 
concetue any ſuſpition thereof; with that they altagetþer departed vp 
info his Lodge, where the knight of Fame refreſhed himſelfe with 
tomfoꝛtable meates, heeing erceeding glad (as hee Hadgaa) cauſe) cf 


this lutceſſe:and rendꝛing many thanks to Marcellus (whs well deſer⸗ 
ned the ſame.) : 
Marcellus 


bee would haue good cauſe to reioice, that euer the knight of Fame 
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Marcellus being yet ſomeſwhat fronbled in his minde about the Lefier 
the King of Lybia had ſent, and deſirous ts be ſati{fied of the truth 
therein, taking the night of Fame aſide, from the hearing of the kee⸗ 
per, ſaid as followeth. 


Dir night, although I have ſchewen you this faucur and kriend⸗ 


ip, which my fancie often perſwaded mee fo refnſe, yet v2ged by the 
good will J beare you, and fo2 other conſiderations which 1 will pet 
tonceale from vou, J could not choſe but retoice at pour ſafety, and 
wozke What meanes Ican fo2 your pꝛeſeruation: pet there remaineth 
a grudging in my conſcience againſt yon, vntill pou aſſure me by pour 
faithfull oath, to ſaiiſfie me of the truth of my doubt without fraud:foz 
if that be true which is alleaged againſt you by the affirmation of a 


king, pou defetue the puniſhment my Father inflicted vpon you , and 
rather to be generally hated , then beloued at all. Moſt honourable 


night (quoth be) J know my ſelfe ſo cleare from all ſuch villany, as 


that 3 ſweare and pꝛoteſt by my life, by Yeanen, and by all the good 
that euer J exped, which J delire to turne to my deſtruction, if J tell 


vou not the very truth. 


Then (quoth Marcellus) the fame day that the King my Father 
cauſed you to be thzowne ints the Lyons den, the king of Lybia ſent hi⸗ 
ther certaine of his nights, with a Letter, wherein he accuſed you to 
haue moſt ſhamefully diſhonoured his Daughter Venola, deſiring my 
Father ts diſpatch vou out ofthe way: fo2 your life and nothing elſe 
might appeaſe his ire: which was the cauſe of his cruelty. 

Dy Lo2d(quoth theknight of Fame)bpon mine honour,my fo2mer 
oath, and by all other truth and fidelity, this accuſation is moſt vniuſt, 
falſe, and vntrue: which if J may by your fauour in whoſe hands my 
life now reſteth) haue liberty to appꝛoue, q will maintaine the contrarp, 
even in the gates ol the king ol Lybia, and cauſe my accuſers to cons 
feſſe the contrary: neither did J euer ſeeke lone at that Ladies hands, 
by whoſe diſhovenrable meanes this falſeaccuſation is raiſed againſt 
mee. 

Deare friend/qd,Marce!lus)pon haue ſaid inough, and reſt aſſured- 
b ſatiſffed dk pour loialtp. The knight of Fame was ſo inwardly vered 
with this accuſation that he was halle mad with griele, but chicfly, fo2 
that heethought it was come fo An gelicas hearing, and might bee a 
meanes to cauſe her btterly to foꝛſake him: which appalled his ſences, 


with extreame ver ation, that he ſtod like one tranſfozmed. 
: Marcellus 
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Marcellus petceyning his Diſcontent , deſired him not fo bee grieued 
but to onerpaſſe the ſame, vntill hee hadde meanes to pꝛoue the con 
trarie. 5 . 
My Lo2d(replyed he;) How can 3 chuſe but be ſozrie, when theres 
by J am diſhonoared inenery mans opinion; Which'J account moze 
dearer then my life? Beſides, with what impatiencie may J ſhew me 
ſelfe befozeany Knight liuing, but rather rid wy hated ſelfe out of this 
miſerable life, which is the next way to ſalue this blemiſh - But if yon 
will vou»hſafe coheare the true repozte of the miſertes à haue endured 
euer ſince my byzth, you would ſay that J am theonely Mappe of ſoz- 
row,andbozne'to perpetuall calamitie. J defire nothing moze(quoth 
Marcellus ;) With that he rehearſed to him all that hee could, of his 
bzinging vppe in the Jland of Rockes, his departure rum thence, and 
Shipwzackeaf Dea; How hee was entertained by Duke Amaſcnus 
in Thrace, and the treacherie that was intended againſt him there, by 
Corus and Argalus; then ot his ſucteſſe in the Rings Court ofThrace, 
and the occaſion why he departed from thence to the Fozrclt of Arde :- 
and how there hes mette the Pꝛinte of Bohemia, and releaſed Venola: 
Chen how Venola fonght his Loue: and how ſhe gane him (by ſubtil⸗ 
tie) a ſomniferous-Potion;'to withhold his departure with Pariſmus, 
which he had purpoſed: and how afterwards perceiuino her intent, de⸗ 
parted from thenne. 3 een eee 
Withall, hee declared the manner of the Uiſlon that appeared vnto 
im in Thrace, and howhe was thereby eniopned to ſerke out the faire 
Ladie that had appeared vnto him, and ſue foz her Loue, which was the 
cauſe that he both refuſed Phylenas marriage, and Venolaes p2offer of 
kindnefle: and alſo he declared how he firſt arriued in that Conntrey : 
and met Angelica, which was the very ſame Lady that appeared vn⸗ 
to him in the viſion; and alſo told him, that he was likewiſe eniopned 
to ſeeke out his Parẽts, which the viſion told him were of great birth. 
This (quoth he) is the true diſcourſe of my fo2epaſſed life, which q nes 
uer yet manifefed to any but your ſeife, whole fauour bath karre ſur⸗ 
mounted mp deſert, into whoſe hands J commit my ſelle to bee diſpa⸗ 


ſed ol: deſiring vou not to conceiue amiſſe of mee, foz that falſe accu⸗ 
ſation being moſt vnttue. 


| Marcellus againe embzacing him in his armes, deſired him likes 
wiſe, not to thinke that hee dio any way conceiue the leaſt euill opinion 


of him, but that he did elteeme or him, as the deareſt ſriend he had in 
1 . A- B the 
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the Moꝛld and that he did both lone and honour him as himſelfe , and 
would neuer ſozſake him whilelt hee lined, but continue his faithfnll 
friend foz euer. Mauing in this ſozt made a new league of amitie, Mar- 


cellus left the Knight of Fame to his pꝛiuate meditations, pꝛomiſing 
to returne to him very ſhoztlp, going directly fo Angelica, whome hee 
found continuing her wonted ſadnes: Foz ſhee could by no meanes be 
comfo2ted,but fill augmented her Loue, by remembzing the Knight of 
Fames perſon, to whom ſhe bare ſuch intire affections, that ſhe cefolued 
neuer to K oue any other Knight, but determined to ſpende the whole 
date ok her life in ſingle eſtate. 

Marcellus ſudden Appꝛoach b2ake off her ſilent penfinenelle, by his 
countenance ſhewing a heart repleniſht with toy, which hee vftered in 
this ſoꝛt. Angelica(qd.hee) caſt off this ſaddecountenance,foz J bꝛing 
vou newes of moze comfozt:foz the Knight of Fame is lining, and pꝛe⸗ 
ſerued by admirable meanes. Oh Bꝛother(quoth ſhe)this newes can- 
not be true, which will nip my heart with grieke to heare of, and be diſs 
appointed therein. Siſter (gd. he) it is ſo, neither maruell thereat, foz 
his innocencis in the fact laide fo his charge, bath J thinke cauſed the 
Gods to pitty him: beſides,thereby you maybe aſſured, hee is boaneof 
ropall bled oho is now in thek@pers houſe in ſafety, with whome J 
haue bene theſe two hours: Now call off theſediſcontents and clowdg 
oeſcare,foz there is no further cauſe of diſquiet fo2 his ſuppoſed death. 

Angelica then verily belieuing his woꝛdes, ſaide: God bzother tell 
me bow he doeth, fo whoſe ſaſetie J retoyce? Foz of all the Unights 
that ener J behelde, J neuec liked no2 loued any ſo well: deſiring por 
withall, to keep my counſell, (hauing bewoꝛaped my ſecrets to none elſe) 
and not let him know ſo much as 7 haue tolde pou. Then ſhould both 
vou and 3 do him w2ong(qd. he) ĩoʒ he hath well deſerued loue, and eſ- 
peciallp at pour hands: to whom by his owne repoꝛt, he hath long ago 
dedicated himſelſe, and not onely of his owne inelination, but of a high 
command: foꝛ the truth of which,he bath vpon trait of my ſecretie, xe⸗ 
uealed vnto me, which pon ſhall likewiſe heare: then he diſcourſed! the 
whole truth, euen as the Knight of Fame had befoꝛe done: which when 
ſhe heard, ſhe ſaid : What a diſcourteous Lady is that Venola, fo ſ&ke 
the ouerthꝛow of fo Wlwo2zthy a Knight .- and how map eſteme him, 
that befoze be knew mee, was ſo conſtant in his Lone, without hope of 
my fauour, and refuſed the pzoffced lou? af two ſuch Ladies (02 my ſake; 
beſides the perill he bath endured in my {earch ; and peraduenture is 


— 


ſpꝛung | 
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ſpꝛung of greater by2th then my ſelfe. And now alſo by[ſmy Parents 
dome was put in that hazard of his life. God Bꝛother / be pon cateful 
of his god, and whatſoever you ſhall counſell me (@, 3 will do: If my 
Father ſhould know of his ſafetp, then were there no means foz him to 
eſcape death ; Fo2 ſuch a hard conceit of ſuſpect doth pofſefſe his minde, 
that he hateth all thoſe that beare me any ewe of god Mill. 

Meli (quot Marcellus) reſt yen tontented, and ſtill continue your 
louetowards him, to increaſe and not dim iniſh the ſame, who is by de⸗ 
fliny alloted to be your huſband ; the care of whoſe welfare let be my 
charge: fo J ſo much lone and eſteeme him, both foz his own and your 
ſake, that J will leaue no meanes vnaſſayed, whereby to do you god: 
which ſaid, hee againe departed fo the Knight of Fame. By this time 
the darke night appzoazhed, and Marcellus andthe knight of Fame 
were denifing what meanes fo vſe foz his ſafetie, and to pꝛocure the 
deſired content Angelica expected, who befoze had giuen herconſent to 
be ruled by her 3Bzother: that by the aſſurante he had of her, hee put the 
knight of Fame in afſuredcomtozt of her lone, by relating in ſome ſoꝛt 
(the contents of Angelicas conference befoze had with him, which al⸗ 
fected his heart with greater top,theener befoze he had endured grtefe: 3 
that his eſcape from death did not comfozt his hear t ſo much as this 
haxpy news. At laſt Marcellus ſaid: Noble knight you ſee how ftrialy 
my father gardeth Angelica, that there is no meanes left to eaſe your 
greefe oꝛ her care by tarrying here: neither can you without great ha- 
zard of pour life, remaine within the circuit ofthis Mywer :fo2 that 
my Father ſuſpecteth enery one,yea his owne childꝛen, whereby we are 
tired with thoſe troubles, and would willingly wozke any mea nes fo 
eaſe our ſelnes,1 eſpecially Angelica hath ben mewed vp ſo cloſely, that 
chee J am ſure would vnderfake any thing to enioy her libertie, were 
it in neuer ſo poꝛe eſtate, whereini n my opinion is many thouſand of 
ſweete contents to bee found, rather then in this troubleſome Pompe, 
which is repleat with infinit cares. * 
 Therefoze this is my tenſure, that you ſhall this night (as J will 
direct you ) depart from hence, and go to Saint Auſtins Chappell,nof 
farre hence, and there ſtay fo: mee, vntill to mozrow mozning, 
where remaineth an olde religious Pꝛieſt, named labine, who il ron 
{ay you come from mee, wil aſſuredly giue you entertainement : which 
when you haue done, 3 will ſo wozke with wy @ifter An pn, 
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that hee ſhall condeſcend by ſach meanes as x will woke foz her ſecret 
eſcape, to come to vou: by which 4 hope 3 ſhallend the doubts that poſ- 
ſeſſe my Fath.crs minde, xidde their Countrey of the ſcandall it is likely 
to runne into: and woꝛke both mine owne,yonrs,and Angelicaes cons 
tent: foꝛ ſo dearelp dw loue her, t hat had Jmany lines to laſe, J would 
hazard them all to wozke her releaſement: Fo2 were ſhe once marrped, 
then ſheuld the date of the ſoliſh Pꝛophecie haue an ende. The Knight 
of Fame hearing his ſpteches, which only tended to wozke the content, 
her aboue all things in the Wozld ſought, could not well containe him⸗ 
ſelfe from expꝛelſing immeaſurable toy, but yeldingmany humble and 
harty thanks t3 Marcellus, bothcommendevhis deuiſe, and alſo intrea⸗ 
led him to goe koꝛward with the ſame. nn 

Then Marcellus called the keeper, aſking his connſell,if he knew any 
way whereby the Knight of Fame might getont of the Calle pꝛomi⸗ 
fing him a god reward: and withall, pulling from his necke a Chaine 
of gold, gaue him the ſame, The k&perbeing inticed with this reward, 
(Gold hauing that fozce, to make thimgs impoſlible come to etfed) pꝛe⸗ 
ſently tolde them he hadde a Deuiſe that might goe fo: Currant, it the 
Knight would bndertake the ſame. J haue my Lo2d(quoth he) aUeſ- 
ſe!lof great largenefſe,which ſometimes ſozted foz other vſes, which il 
we could deuiſe to let downe into theLake,he might eaſily in that get 
euer bnto the other ſide ; Which deniſe Marcellus and the Knight of 
Fame both liked. And about Midnight, when all things were at reſt, 
they put the ſame in pꝛaaiſe, and by a Rope lette the Ueſſell downe: 
Which ſwamme moſt currantip. 

Then faſtening a Rope about the Knight of Fames middle, and 
after that ( Mith many fayzepzomiles and pꝛoteſtations of perpetuall 
Friendſhip) they had taken thepz leaues, the Roper and Marcellus lette 
him downe : Mho was ſo heauie, by reaſon of the waight of his owne 
bodie,and his Armour, that they had much ado from letting him kall, 
and being in the Ueſſell, was like to linke in the ſame. But with much 
ads (and great daunger of Dꝛowning) by reaſon of the totteriag and 
vnſtedfaſtnes ofthe Ueſſell, which with euery little Meyght moꝛe on 
one ſide then on the other, was ready to ouerturne, hee got on to the 
Bancke. which was ſo ſtepe vpwards, that her had much ado to clime 
bo the ſaine, but was oftentimes readie to fall downs backwardes into 
the Lake vnder him, which was of an excerding great and huge *

but hauing happily efcapedboth thoſe danngers , her departed towards 
Saint Auguſtins chappell, accozding to ſuch dyzeaions Marcellus had 
giuen him to finde the ſame. Marcellus and the Keeper dzewe vp the 
UVeſſell, and betoke themſelnes fo they2 reſt, 

The Knight of Fame had not well remembzed Marcellus ſpxches, 
and therfoze hauing gone ſome halfe mile from the Golden Tower, ſea⸗ 
ring ta wander out of the way, he toke vp his lodging vnder a Cipꝛeſſe 
Tree, ſpending the whole Right in inanifolde meditations, ok the ſuc⸗ 
celle of his buſineſſe ; Being oftentimes in great doubt, and diſpairing 
ol neuer ſeing Angelica agatn,dzawne to that feareby reaſon of Maxi- 
mus Jealouſie, and the diligent Matche hee had ſet ineuery coꝛner of 
the ſaid Tower, but eſpecially at the entrance: Where none went out 
and in, but the Gardiants ſearched them, that his minde was ſomtimes 
wꝛackt with diſpaire. and ſometimes animated te comfoztby the aſſu⸗ 
red trut he had in Marcellus. The Night betng by him in this ſozt 
ſpent, in the Moꝛning hee betone himſeife againe to his Journey, and 
with eaſe found out Saint Auſtins chappell: and knocking at the chaps 
pell doꝛe, it was long befoze any came, but at laſt he beheld olde Iabin 
ſtand ing dehinde him; Who had bene abzoade verp early, and then res 
turned, whome the Knight of Fame moſt kindelp ſaluted. labin mat⸗ 
uelling to {& one in Armour, demanded what he would haue 

Right reuerend Father (quoth her,) J am ſent hither vnto you by 
Marcellus; Mhoſe requeſt is that you would foʒ his ſake vouehſafe my 
ſecrete abode with you vntill his coming, which wilbe this day,ifother 
contrary occaſion hinder him not. Iabin noting his comely pꝛopoꝛti⸗ 
on,4 willing to do any thing foꝛ Marcellus ſake,bzought him into his 
Cell, adioening to hischappel, and welcomed him ſo kindly as he could. 


CHAP. XX. 


& How Marcellus entending to carrie Angelica to Saint Anitimes 
Chappell, was preuented by Camila. And how the Knight 
of Fame departed to ſeeke his Parents. | 


{ Arcellus early in the Pozning,came to Angelica, who fill con-

When he ſpled his fits 
telt oppo2tunitie which was, when Angelica was walking alone in 
a pꝛinate Garden, being all the libertie (he hadde, and the Eunuches 
wert gone ko diſpozte themſelues, and had put him alone in truſt with 
the Key that conducted fo her Chamber, he vnlocked the deoze, and chut⸗ 
ting the ſame agatus,he cams to her Chamber; Where hee durſt not be 
Fo holde as enter befoze he had knockt. Anna being alone in the Chaen⸗ 
ber, hearing one knocke, came to the doe ;and eſpping Pariſmenos in 
Armoz with his ſwoꝛd gyzt to his ſide( which he neuer left off, being in 
euer point armed but his head) maruelled what he ſhuld be: to whom 
be ſaide. Fairt Dan: zell, maruell not to ſeæ mee in Armsz, which ſhall | 
neuer offenv pon, but (fill be imploped in your defence. 3 haue knockt, 
pꝛeſuming no farther without licente: the tauſe of my comming is, to 
deliuer a meſſage vnto the Ladie Angelica from Marcellus. All this 
time Anna had diligently behelve him; perſwading her ſelfe, thee had 
ſeene him beloze, that ſhe made dim this anſwere. pz Knight,ifyon 
come from Marcellus, you hall be welcome tomy Lavie, therefoze J 
P2ay youcome in, and J will conduct you to the place where the is. 
Then the b2onght him downe a paire of ſtaires, into a Garden where 
Angelica was: Who ſate at the further ende thereof, in a moſt heauie 
and diſcomfoztabie ſozt,ſeming to be quite giuen auer to ſozrowe,lea- 
ning herelbowe vpon her Nnen, and her head vpon her hand, with her 
backe towards them, and hearing them comming behinde her, with a 
ſudden ſtart raiſed her ſelle from her ſeate: Wiherewith her heart pans 
ted within her: and Pariſmenos humbling Himſelfe-vron hisknet: ſaid, 
Muſe not dinine Ladis to beholde the mappe of ſoꝛrowe, created to en- 
dure euerlaſting miſerie: the moſt wozthy Knight Marcellus hath ſent 
me hither: Mhoſe fanour hath cauſed me to be thas bolde, who hartily. 
ſalateth himſelfto you by me. Angelica all this while diligently behcid 
him, oĩte changing her countenance, being pꝛocured by tb diuerſitic ol 
thoughts : fo; the ſuppoſed it ſhuld be the Kn: of Fame, ſaꝛ that he came 
from Marcellus: but he was ſo mightily aftered,tbat ſhe was in doubt 
1 . * 2 Cone 
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Alone as hee had ended thoſe fewe Mods, he ſaide: Are not you the 
Knight of Fame? J aàm the ſame moſt deere Ladie(quoth he:) With 
that her hart leapt foz toy, and ſhe toke him moſt louingiy by the hand, 
deſiring him to ariſe, ſaping: J am glad to ſa yon againe; Which 3 fea⸗ 
red 1 cheuld neuer haue done. Then pꝛeſently pzocured by toy foz his 
ſight, and griefe to thinke of her owne vondage, a flwd of Criſtall teares 
illued from her eyes: Which attainted her heart with extreame griefe, 
that heſtod like a man ſencel elle, and confounded in bis thoughts: and 
ſuch Paũtions oppꝛeſt his heart, that ſhe was ſcarce able to vpholde her 
ſel'efrom failing, which cauſed the Mater with violence dzawne from 
his manly heart, ſland in his exes: Wihich neuer bekoꝛe by any accident 
were abſent: and ſeing her in that wofull eſtate, could not chuſe but 
folde his arme with a fear full fouch about her ſlender- WMaſte, to vphold 
her, woileit Anna ran fo2 ſametomfoꝛztable. Mater to reuiue her withs 


all: but comming to her ſelfe againe, ſhee leant her head in his boſome: 


ho put his hand betwirt her pꝛetious Temples, fo keepe it from tons 
ching his colde and hard Armour, vitering theſe ſpeeches. 
Dh bow vnkoztunate am J, that by mp diſquiet haue pꝛocured pou 
this diſquiet; bu! heloꝛe he could ſay moꝛe, ſhe anſwered; But were pon 
hente, m griele would be far greater. It is not peu pꝛeſente hath done 
this, but mpowne hearts cares, that are {fill allotted to be my greatelt 
comiozt: but thinke pour ſe fe moſt {Uelconie to me, and pour pꝛeſence 


moze delighlkull then any others whatſoeucr. Moſt verfuous Ladig 


(gd. hee) your kindnefle is fo farie bevond ny deſert, that J knewe my 
ſelſe altogether vnable to render ſufficien: thankes, foz Which 3 haue 


beeneolten made acquainted withall, by the ZUo2thie Marcellus, and 


now finde kindelp ratified by your owne heanenly vopte: Wihich peld 


ms that vndeſerued fauour as ſhall binde me in all datifull bonds of 


ſeraite to command. Af (ad. he) J ſhould do otberwiſe then loue you, 
pau might account me diſcourteous: D ity ſhould denie my Mozds 
paſt to Marcellus, (who loueth pou {a well that hee will (J know) cons 
c23ic nothing kcom pou, ) vou wight account me bntrue: but ſæing vou 
haue well deſerued the one, and are by his meanes made pꝛiuie to the 
other, cannot now ſkand vpen new terwes of denpall, but pa lde my 
ſelſe in ail hanourab'e ſozt into veur enſtodie, Mot fwete Ladte (ad. 
he) tt J p20; not thankfull, Heauene graunt wy god derds may be res 


wmarded with ill: If gremaine not enertaſt ingiy true, let comfo2t hate 


my ſonle, the earth denounte uy body e tert aſtlick my conſcience: if 


euer

euer I refuſe perill, hazard oflife, tozmenf, oz other miſerie koz pour 
ſake, let al peril, hazard of life, toꝛment and milerte, be my chiefelt com⸗ 
foꝛt:if my loue continue not conſtant, my faith firme, and wy thoughts 
cleare of diſlopaltie, let thoſe x lone hate me: let all men abvozre me: 
and euery creature ſ@ke my deſtruction. Gentle knight (quoth ſhe) 
pour wo2ds I do conſtantlp belæue: therefoze be you allured likewiſe: 
ol mp reſolution, which is to reſt inp ſelfe wholely vpon pour vertues, 
with that they parted ſo pare a maiden kiſſe betwirt them, being the 
firſt that euer ſhe had giuen oz recctued, that both their heartes ſ&@- 
med fo tenterchange the others place, and to part from their louing 
bzeſt with a ſoft bzeathing ſigh, moze ſwerte then if all the vnited pers 
fumes in the woꝛld had bene met betwirt their roſtate lips. By this 
time Anna was returned, hauing ſpent her labour in vꝛine, fo2 that 
Angelica was ſaſe. Then Pariſmenos taking her by the arme, led her 
vp ints her lodging, which when he had done, Angelica deſired him 
to declare by what meanes he had attained that liberty to come to her. 
And he ſaid, Jam amongit the reſt, one of your kæœpers: foz behold 3 
haue the key that alone cõduaeth to pour lodging: the Gunuches haue 
put me in truſt withall, who are now gone about ſome recreation thep 
haue in hand: then he declared vnto her the truth of all, and of Maxi- 
mus policte, and how he had cauſed Dulcia to ſupply her rome at the 
Court, who was of enery degree taken foz her ſelle. Angelica hea⸗ 
ring his repozt,fo2ced a ſmile from hercheareful hart, which the had not 
done many a day befoze, Defiringhim likewiſe to declare his trauells 
— he had eſcaped ont of the Lyons den, which b& did inenery re⸗ 
pect. 
When Angelicia heard that her was ſonne fo Pariſmus and Lau- 
rana, Whole fame reſounded in enery place, and that he was ſpꝛung 
of two ſuch kingly houſes, herr heat was filled with exceeding top: 
which the erp2elt by giuing him many kind welcomes ; vttering theſe 
ſpeches. Py deareknight(quoth ſhe) J reioice to heare that you haue 
found your pzincely parents. But pet J would pon had kept the ſame 
from my knowledge as pet, becauſe that pou might haue had trxall of 
my god will in your vnknowne eſtate, in which you were as deare fo 
me, as you ſhall be if you were the higheſt Monarch in the wozld, But 
how happie ſhould 4 be, if 3 might ta quiet eniay yoar-p:eſence, which 
A know not how you will effect. Deare Lady(quorh he) there reffeth 
nothing but your conſent ; which if you vouchſafe to grant, then 1 os 
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not doubt but ſone to bzing you onf of this place without any hazard 
ol out perſon, Dh ſwerte Variſmenos, the thzaldome J haue long en 
dured, maketh me deſtrous of libertie, that am almoſt tired withron- 
ceit of my fathers credulitie, fo much addicted to vaine repezt: eſpect- 
ally replying vpon pour vertuous diſpoſition, and deſirous to be ruled 
and gouerned by pour wiſedome, whome J haue choſen fo2 my onely 
delight: J am moſt willing to do whatſoeuer you ſhall counſellme to, 
reſting in aared confidence, that you will no way impapze my honoz, 
which J reſpect mozethen my life : but reſt at my diſpoſition in ſeeking 
any other aſſurance then my pꝛomiſe. 3 beſeech you(quothhe)let noe- 
uil conceit of mie take place in ꝑour hart, but be aſſured, that ſo long as 
J breath, J will not erre from your commaund, in the leaft vndutiſull 
roſpect, but reſi ſo fully and-wholely obedtent fo your beheffes, that ſo⸗ 
ner then 3 will do oz thinkea thought that ſhall diſagree to your deſire, 
this bzeath ſhall leaue my bꝛeſt, and my vital ſpirits gine vp their lateſt 
gaſpe. After theſe ſpeeches ended, and Angelicas minde fully ſatiſfied, 
they ſpent ſome time in familiar conference, intermingled with many 
unde behaviours, the further confirmation-of both their loues: till 
at laſt, Pariſmenos enfo2ced, in regard of their ſaſettes,. departed to his 
charge, whither he was come befo2s they were returned: and at their 
returne findinghim there, they made no doubt of him, but toke the 
thargsvpon them againe, entring into Angelicas chamber, to pꝛouide 
her ſuch things as are neceſſario, who becauſethey ſhould not finds 
any alteration, put on her ſoꝛmer manner ofſadacſſs, which befoze pꝛo⸗ 
iet des from the depth ofcare, but now ſhe aſſumed to aueid fuſpition. 
pariſmenos he went down amonglt the reſt ofthe knights that kept 
the Caſtle, ko ping company ſometimes with them, and ſometimes 
vith the Eanuches, that neither of them knew of his familtaritte with 
the other, but both accepted him as one of their company, that be had 
the guard ing oftheentrance into the Caſtle, and alls the ſecret keeping 
3 with the Eunuches: neither ol them both ſuſpecting his 
ntent. 

Thus continued he amongſt them ſome thzee dates, in which time 
be came often to Angelica, and had conference with her: at laff his 
turne came, that he muſt both watch with one ol the Eunuches, and 
alſo at the Caſtle entrance, where likewiſe, neuer but two kept ths 
watch, which fell out actoꝛding to Pariſmenos deſite: whole hart was 


much troubled to.effec this bulinelle, deuiſing how he ſhould bee = 
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this twofkellowes,the Eunuch, and the other, that kept the entrance, 
being dnwflling to be eſteemed a murderer, his handes being ret neuer 
guiltie of bloud: At laſt his defire to get Angelica from thence ouer- 
came that care, and hee reſolued rather to be their Cxectuioner, then be 
diſappointedof his intent: When the time that hee ſhould take bis 
place to Watch was come, and ha and the Eunuch alone, tbe reũ be- 
ing gone to they; Lodging, Pariſmenos being in talke with the Cu⸗ 
nach, ſuddenly muffiled him in his Gowne, ſo tloſe, that none could 
heare him trie, and thʒuſt his Swozd quite thꝛough him, which he did 
with ſuch erpedition, that his fellawes neuer heard they2 noy'e : And 
taking the Key from him, toke him vnder his arme, and flong him in ⸗ 
to a darke coʒner of the Tower. M hen be& had done this, he halled ta 
his other place ot charge: M here when he came, he found his fellow 
Malchman ſtaping foz him, tut faſt aſlæpe, with the Reyes of the Ca⸗ 
ele gate lying by him: Mhom Pariſmenos taught in his armes, and 
beloze he could recouer his lences,thzew him from the Battlements in⸗ 
to the Lake, where he was dzowned : Mhich done, hee went backe fo 
Angelicaes Chamber, and opening the doze,entred in, and found An- 
gelica in het bed ſaſt aſl@pe , Whom was in minde at the firſt to haue 
awaked her, but be holding her in ſs ſwerte a ſlumber, the awfull regard 
be bare to her would not ſuffer him to be ſo bolde, but ſtill hee ode by 
Her a god ſpate, being deſirous to awake her, vel fearfull to diſturbe her 
Auiet reſt: at laſt Anna awaked, who continually was her Bedfellow. 
Who ſteing Pariſmenos in the Chamber, at that vnſeaſonable houre, 
Uy2ring her ſelte to ſpeake to him, awaked Angelica, wholikewiſe cas 
fling her eye ſuddenly on him, was ſomewhat agatt at his being there, 
but he kneling downe at her Beds de, ſaide: Pardon me Z beſache 
pou this voldneſſe: now is the time that you may depart, and without 
anꝑ let s moleſtation, Foz that my ſeife haue alone the keeping of the 
entrance info this Tower. 

Angelica hearing his ſpeeches, tolde him ſhee would pzeſently be 
readie: Then Anna ſuddenly ſtarted out ofthe Wedde, and apparciled 
her ſelfe. And Pariſmenos arifing withdzew himſelfe, Angelica like⸗ 
wile made ſach expedition, that ſhee was readie befoze Pariſmenos 
wicht, hauing aftyzedher ſelfe with moſt exceeding rich Dznements. 


Chen the came fo2th vnto him, and ſayde :- Now my deareſt Friend, 
Let vs goe when pou pleaſe : Then bee 


foke her by the one qime, and 
DD 4 Anna 
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Anna by the other, ſaping: Be of god comfozt, and feare not, fo2 J 
dare aſſure yen to paſſe with quiet. After they were out of the thamber. 
he lockt the doze agatne, and toke the key with him: and from thence, 
let her downe to the Tower gate: and being withont, faſt lockt the 
ſame againe after them. And 1 quite without the compaſſe of the 
Tower, Angelicaes heart ſæmed to leape within her foz ioy, deman⸗ 
ding in moſt kinde ſozt, whither her would conuey her, foz (quoth che) 
if 3 thould be taken againe, and come to Maximus pꝛeſente, mp toz⸗ 
ment and gciefe would be moze then J am able to expzeſſe. J haue 
(quoth he, afrtende not farre hence, in whoſe truſty dare repoſe any 
ſecrete, whitherq will conduct you with ſafetie: therefoze J beſæche 
you be of god comfozt, Manie a wearie ſteppe Angelica had, befoze 
ſhz came to her iourneps ende: which at laſt they attained. Mhen 
they were come to Saint Auſtines Chappell, Pariſmenos neuer left 
knocking vntill her had awaked Iabin, who maruelling to heare ons 
knocke at that time of the night, ſo vnloked fo2, and comming to the 
doe, demaunded beioze he would open the ſame, who was there. Pa- 
riſmenos made aniwere, god friendes Jabin open the deze, here is 
none but friendes. With that Iabin knowing his poyce, opened the 
doze. and let them in, with all haſte lighting a Taper, then be came ta 
Pariſmenos and embzaced him, yet not knowing Angelica, but ſuppo⸗ 
ing it was che, admpeing her exceeding bewtp, and with humble reue⸗ 
rence he deſired her to accept of his poze Cell; where Angelica being 
wearie, ſeated her ſelfe vppon his bedde, being moſt glad that ſhe was 
eſcaped out of the mapden Tower, where they ſpent ſome time in 
conkerence about their eſcape: when Pariſmenos at her requeſt, des 
clared the manner how he tid himſelfe from thoſe that were appointed 
to watche with them. Whoſe wiſedome Angelica greatly admpzev, 
After manieof theſe (wete remembzances paſt betweene them, An- 
gelica and Anna ſell both faſt aſlepe, being wearie of theyz trauell: 
which Pariſmenos And Iabin ſœing, they departed into the Chappell 
to conferre about theyꝛ ſecuritie: where we will leage them, to ſpeake

Marcellus in Portellus armor came to Saint Auſtins Chappell, 
And how Pariſmus ſeat Portellus into Bohemia.

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> Nthemozning the Eunuches accozding to their 
2 > weonfed manner, came to the place where they 
thought to haue found their fellowes, but miſſing 
them both, firkf maruelling thereaf, 4 afterwards 
concepuing the wozſt, being apt to ſuſpition, 
2 = knockt at Angelicas chamber doze, but none made 
5 ZAC (22 anſwere; which dꝛaue them into an ercerding per⸗ 

ple xitp of feare, then they began altogether to ſtu⸗ 

die what this might meane, x noing downe they eſpped theic fellow lie 
dead befoze them, whom Pariſmenos had caſt there, y Angelica might 
not (& him:which ghaſtly fight affrighted them with deadly feare:that 
with anexc&ding outcrte they ran downe to the knights that kept the 
entrance: who — at their ſoꝛrob, enquired the cauſe thereof; 
they declared how they found one of their ſellowes flaine and the knight 
that Maxamus had lately ſent was miſſing, Pex ( quoth the knights) 
hath the keeping of the entrance: but notwithſtanding, ſome of them 
fearing the wozſt, ranne thither, where they found neither him, noꝛ the 
other knight that was appointed to watch with him, noz the keyes of 
the Tower gate. Mith which newes, they returned backe fo the reſt 
of the fellowes, who by this time came altogether. At which newes, 
oneof them ſaid : 3 ſee no ſuch cauſe of ſozrow, TUith that one of the 
Eunuches ſaid; pou know not what wee haue loſt, we are all vndone; 
we ſhall be hanged,#if Maximus heare heereof, we haue loſt Angelica, 
with that the knights burſt into a laughter. Oh (quoth the Eunuch) 
laugh not at that which will bzing vs all to ſozrowe, we haue loft An- 
gelica, whoſe cuſtodie we hadde, though vaknowne to pou: which the 
King commaunded vs to keep ſrom your knowledge, fo2 that he hadde 
giuen out repoꝛzt, that ſhe was departed with him, whome J feare me, 
the ſtrange knight that lately arriued here, hath carryed away from 
bs all. The knight hearing his wozdes, were srccdinglp amazed 
thereat, which they were aſſured was true, by the reſt of there fel- 
lowes. Then they went altogether vppe to Angelicas Chamber, and 
bꝛeaking open the dozes, they found her not, wy9 well perceiued that 
ſhe was gone awap. Then beganne the Eunuches to coare and crie 
out like mad men, and the knights ran vpe downe like men tranſfo2- 
med into amazement: at laſt, with much ado, they opened the gate, 
finding the dzaw- bzidge letton downe: and ſome ol them u. ew

within the Tower, poſtedeuery way about tho counfrie, making dili- 
gent ſearche and enquire after them, and manis of them met with olde 
Iabin, who anſwered them that he ſaw none ſuch, whomethey allcre- - 
dited, foz that her was a man of religion, which were of moſt high eſt{- 
mation with euerp one cf thoſe Countreys that they eſf@med enery 
wozd that paſt their lips, as true Oꝛacles: by which meanes Pariſme - 
nos and Angelica were as ſafein his cuſtodie as could be deniſed, Ia- 
bin ſeting ſuch a number ol knights abzoad, returned with that newes 
to his Cell, which dꝛaue Angelica into ſome feare and diſquiet, but Ia- 
bin by his comloꝛtable aſſursnces, expelled the ſame from her heart, by 
telling her, that it all the woꝛld were in ſea rche ol them, yet they would 
nener ſuſpett that plate. The Tunuches ſone got out ofthe Mower, 
and fled fo2 feare of Maximus farie, euer man which way her thought 
beſt ſoz his owne ſaſetie. One of the knights poſted with all ſped to the 
Court, andcomming into Maximus pzeſence, declared the whole cir- 
cumftance of this tragicall euent. Which when Maximus heard, her 
toꝛe his haire, ſtamped an the earth, raged and railed moſt exc@dingly, 
calling all the Nobles and nights of his Court togither, commaun⸗ 
ding them in all hate to arme themſelues p2eftntly, and be in readines 
to goe with him, and to ſtay fo2 him in the Court gate: then might you 
ſe Roblemen making haſt, ſome one way, ſome another wap, ſome 
calling foz2 the reſt of their Armour, haning the one halfe on, and the o⸗ 
ther out of readineſſe: ſome in Parneſſe, ready mounted, buckling on 
their Pelmets, others at euerp popnt armed, calling foz their Stœdes, 
ſomos ready mounting, halſe armed, halſe vnarmed: Knights running 
this wap, ſeruants that way, all ſtyzing and making vnwonted haſte, 
and enery one ina hurly burly. By this time came Maximus reavio 
mounted, gyꝛding his ſpurres into his St&ds ſide fo haſte: who was 
ready to make ſpade without ſpurring, tommaunding his Knights fo 
follow him: who haffened after him, not knowing why they made ſuch 
ſpoede, the Ladies wondzed at this newes, ſome fo2 feare of their huſ⸗ 
bands harme, foz thep thought ſome enemis were app2oached which 
mightendanger their perſons, admyzing this ſtrange accident: ſome 
bemoning the abſence of their louers: all in a wonderfull extaſie, the 
Queene ſhe ſat weeping fo2 the loſſs of her Daughter, which the King 
had folde her of. | 
Marcellus ht one!y reiopced, o 9p he ſuppoſed Pariſmenos had caried 
from thence Angel. Maximus W all haſt arrined at the maiven — 
here 
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where he heard the truth of all, andſaw the @unuch that was flaine, 
and withall was certified in whar manner the ſtraunge knight came, 
and how that h2bzought with him a Letter ſigned with bis pzinie ſig ⸗ 
net. When Maximus heard this, he grew pꝛeſentl into a perſwaſion 
that it was the vnknolone knight had done that exployt, and carried 
away Angelica, then he called foz the letter which one of thoſe knights. 
(by ill foztune moꝛs carefull then the reſt, had demaunded of Pariſme.- 
nos, aſter he had ſhewen the ſame to the Eunuches as afozeſaid ) deli⸗ 
nered vnto him, which when Maximus ſawe, be pzeſently knowg 
that it was Marcellus hand, which canſed his epes to ſwell with tage, 
that fo2 that the night was nowe come, he reſted in the Tower, come 
maunding and deſiring his Robles and Knights to poſte thzoughout 
all the Countrie to finde Angelica, commannding two of the chiefeſt 
of his Noblemen earely the next mozning to poſt to the Court and aps 
pꝛehend Marcellus as a T2aytoz; foz conſpiring with a ſtraunger to 
betray his liſe. Thus on a ſuddaine was all the Countrey ſpꝛead ouer 
with knights, who left no place oflikelihod to harbour them. Dnelp 
Iabins Cell they ſuſpected not, which was ſs neare the maiden Tos 
wer, and withall a plate of holineſſe and religion dedicated to. Daint 
Auſtine, whom they wozthiped : that of all places none of the thought 
of likelihod, that they ſhould be there: in which queſt they continued 
very earneſt all that night, and the next day. 

Aſone as Marcellus ſawe all the Anights and Nobles depar⸗ 
fed, and all the Court in an vpꝛoze, now fearing. that if Maximus 
ſhould ſ& the Letter hee had ginen: Pariſmenos, he would know his 
hand: when all were in an exc&ding vpꝛoꝛe, he came to Dulcia in great 
hatt, and fold her all that had befallen, telling her, that he muſt now foz 
a time leaue her: fo that he knew his father would vppon ſight of the 
Ketter bs ſo much incenſt againſt him, that it were mere londneſſe in 
him to Eay and abide his furie: with that Dulcias heart panted with 
griefe, and her epes melted into teares, defiring him moſt bumblie 
vpon her knees, that he would not leaue her behinde, whoſe life wonld 
be wozſe then death without his pꝛeſente: foz my Lo2d ( quoth ſhe) if 
you will vouchſafe me this fsuour, 3 will neuer fozſaks you. fo2 feare 
ofany miſerte, perill, oz tozment. 

Marcellus toke her vp with a kinde kiſſe, felling her that her was 
molt erceedingle glad that che would gos with him, being the onely 
thing he moſt deſired in the wozld.. 
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Then ( quoth Dulcia) tell me what J wall do, and 3 will do it pꝛeſent⸗ 
ly- (Quoth he) whiteſt 3 hold the Ladies in a talke, whoſe wits are 
now troubled, dilguiſe your ſelfe,and ſlip out amongſt them, and goe to 

Madam Panoras houſe, and there ſtay ſoʒ me. Dulcia then pzeſently 
caſt off her vppermoſt garment, and put en ſome of the Ladies, ſuch 
as ſhe next found, and locking faſt her Chamber doze,went thzongh as 
mongſt the thickeft of them: who ſ&inghetr locke the bwze, toke her foz 
one oftheir fellowes that had bzought Angelica to bed: and ſo let her 

paſſe without ſuſpition. 

Dulcia was ns ſoner downe ſtapzes, but ſhe haſted with all ſp&ede 
vntill Ge was without the court gate, and from thence came fo Pano- 
ras houſe, where ſhe waslet in by Panora, who ſhe told, that Marcel- 
lus had ſent herthither, and would himſeile be there pꝛeſentlp. Panora 
fo2 his ſake gaue her kind entertainment. Marcellus ſœing all things 
fall out thus pꝛolperouſip, and Dulcia paſt by, which her noted, he lefs 
the Ladies, and pzeſently went to his chamber, and armed himlelſe in 
one of the Getulian knights armoz, hauing none ol his own, e went to 
Panoras houſe, Where he found Dulcia, and caught her in his armes 
with a louing embꝛace: and being all the togither, he declared to Pa- 
nora all that had hapned, both of himſelfe, Angelica and Dulcia, and 
that the kaight that lodged in her houſe, was the Knight ot Fame. 

Pariſmenos withall, requeſting her ſecrecie and aide, to conceale 
Dulcia from all knowledge of her beeing there, where him- 
ſelfe ſtaped all that night: And the next day ſpending his time 
in much pleaſure and kinde lozt with Dulcia, whome hee loued 
moſt excedinglp, dut without any blemith oz thought of intempe⸗ 
rancie, - 
Earely the next mozning came the two Nobles from Maximus 
to arreſt Marcellus, thinking to haue founde him there, but comming 
to his chamber, he was not there, noꝛ in all the Court to bee found. 

Which cauſed an other tumult foz his abſence, Þ all had their minds ſo 
buſied with coceit ofmeditatid why he ſhuld be fled, p they were all in a 
lecond amazement therewith, thogh none at all knowing why he was 
fled, noꝛ knowing what offence hee had committed : the Qutene likes 
wiſe, made heart ſs2row foꝛ his mi ſhap. This. newes being come to 
the Ladies that attended Dulcia, inſtead of Angelica, who thought to 
carrie the repozt of this newes to Angelica, but enquiring koꝛ the key 
of her chamber, could not heare of it: foz enery one made anſwere

enquiring who it was that came out laſt, but the truth thereof they 
could not learne, that they began to ſuſpect each other, and that ſhe that 
had the kep had loſt the ſame, and would not be knowne thereof; that 
at laſt they began to knocke firſt ſoftly, and then hard, but none made 
anſwere, which dꝛaue them all into an extreame perplexitie, and with 
much ado, to rid themſelues of that fear, thep got vpon the doe, where 
at there comming they could not finde Angelica, but found ſome of her 


oznaments caſt in the middeſt of the floze: that then with weinging 


their hands, fearing their haire, and renting their oznaments, they 
made ſuch an ontcrie and exclamation, that all theconrtrung thoreo!: 
which canſed the Nncgne, the Nables and almoſt all the whole court 
gather to that place, where the NQnene betngcome, and-knewing the 


cauſe of their {ozrow ſat down anionglt them, oppꝛeſt with care, and 


bftered theſe ſpeeches; Peace;peace, giue ouer this vaine lamentation, 
fo2 you know not foz whom you mourne, it was nat Angelica you had 
the cuſtodie of, therefoze ceaſe your laments, and giue me leaue to 
mourne, that haue iuſt cauſe: who am a partie of all theſe woes, that 
at once haue loft the company ofvoth my deare childꝛen, and all pzocus 
red by Maximus miſdonbt, who left Angelica in the maiden Tower, 
who is ſtolen from thence, and now mp fonne Marcellus with Dulcia 
is 'tkewitefl:d. Aye me, what ſoꝛrow is this; whoſe grief may be 


compared to mine? was euer any ſo miſerable as Jam made, that at 


ons inſtant haus loſt ip comfozt, my childzen, mp iopes and: delight? 
with that ſuch a paſiion of griefe querwhelmed her hart, that her ſpeech 
ab2aptly bꝛacke off, and mo2e ſha would haue ſaid buf could ust, that 
the ladies toke her vo, being fallen into à deadly trance, and conueied 
her ko her bed. 

Thus was the whole Caurt and Citie repleate with care, euerp 
one vitering their fancies ;the pounger foz accuſting Maximus of cru-⸗ 
eltie, alleaging that he was £1'e ofthoſe cares: the elder condemning 
thetwo goung Poinces 07tev4:relſe and lightnelle, that would enter 
into theie ackions without their parents conſent, And two Noblemen 
returned againe ta Maximus with theſe ne ves, which added newe 
cares tohis troubled head, that Angelica« eſcape did not ſo mich 
gredue him, as that Marcellus, chuld both be Actoz in her eicaze, 2 alſo 
Would make lo baſe a chocls of Dulcia, ivith whom, all were aſſured 


bs 


they hadde it not, then beganne a torontuerſie amangſt them, 
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ho was fled, neither did all theſe ſo much vere him, as that he was dil⸗ 
appointed of all meanes to revenge theſe wzongs. _ 
Maximus continued many daſes in the maiden Tolrer, calling 
togither all the knights oftheland,commannding them to make ail di, 
ligent ſearch, and to appoint ſome that ſhould ſtay in eneryplace of 
the tountrie, and cramine every paſſenger, foz that his minde gaue 
him, Angelica and Marcellus were within Getulia: This buſtneſſe 
was ſo ſpeedily and exactly perfozmed, that it was impoſſible ſoʒ them 
to eſcape vnknowne 82 vndeſcried. 
Marcellus the next nigbt after all the fumults, hating by many per- 
ſwaſiorns and intreaties wonne Dulcia to ſtay with Panora, and 
with pꝛomiſe ol his ſpedie returne, armed himſelfe in the Armour her 
had gotten, and departed from thence, with intent to goe to Saint Au- 
ſtines Chappell, where hee was ſure hee ſhould heare of Pariſmenos, 
and by the wap met with many ofthe Getulian Knights, who knewe 
him not but bphis armour, toke him to bea Getulian knight named 
Dor tellus, whoſe armour Marcellus had put on: this Portellus wag a 
knight of the kings Court, who not long ſince was departed into Li- 
bia, without the knowledge ok any but Marcellus, whe had ſent him 
to view Venolas beantte, and to learne it he could the oziginall of that 
accuſation was laide againſt the knight of Fame, in whoſs armour 
Marcellus pall without ſuſpition, being taken of ail fo2 Portellus. 
Carely the next moꝛning he arriued at . Auſtens Thappell, where 
he would neither knocke nez enter, vntill he was ſure there was none 
to deſerie him. UWhen labin firſt ſawe him, his heart was tozmentes 
with feare, demaunding what he would haue. Fears not Iabin (quoth 
he) J am pour friend Mxrcellus, with that he entred into the Chappell, 
whom labin would not ſuffer to goe further, vatill h& had ſcene his 
face, which when he beheld, be emb2aced him moſt louingly, and with⸗ 
out ſpeaking a woꝛd bꝛought him into his Cell, where was Pariſme- 
nos, Angelica and Anna, Who all at onc ebeholding him, and her 
them, embzaced each other with erceeding iop, being ſo glad they had 
met, that Angelica wept foꝛ iop, Pariſmenos ſurfefted with delight, 
and Marcellus heart was filled with exceding content: when theſe 
ſtoꝛmes of top were paſt and ſomewhat calmed, Marcellus declared. to 
themall what had happened, andhow that Maximus had ſet moſt di⸗ 
ligent ſpies incucry cozner ofthe countrie, and withall, declared the 
cault Why he was fled, the manner, and With whom, his loue to Dul- 
| cla, 
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ciahow Hi had left her with Panora, and how happily h& had pa?? 
vnſuſpected in Portellus Armour, which when ther heard, they all aps 
plauded, and reiopced at his foztunate ſucceſſe: to whom Angelica ſaid 
with a merry countenance ; Dulcia hath loſt nothing by aCuming my 
name and habit, but therby hath woane a conſtant knights loue, and 
may hereafter by that meanes came to bea Anne. Jaded Mar- 
cellus whatſoeuer others may ſap, J perſwade and aſſuare my ſelfe, pou 
haue gotten a vertuous, beautiſull, chaſte, kinde, e louing Ladies lone, 
Whoſe god partes J haue often commended in mp ſecret thoughts, but 
now am glad that J haue ſo god oppoztunitie to ſpeak at them in pour 
hearing: what though ſhe be not of kingly race, her vertues are ſach 
as may beſæme the beſt Lady in the world. 

Marcellus was glad to heare Angelica ſo much commend his belo⸗ 
ned Dulcia, that ha ſaid: Inderd Siſter 3 haue choſen Dulcia, 3 loue 
her, and will harealter be true to her, fo2 her beautie, vertue, and god 
parts, do pleaſe me ſo much, Þ if 7 line to eniop ths Gerulian crowne, 
the ſhall be my Nacene: withall, J am glad you haue met your knight, 
of whoſe company J am ſure you are not alittle glad. With that An 
gelica blu Ht, and he ſaide: Nay Siſter bluſh not, fog he hath better de⸗ 
ſerued your loue, then Dulcia hath mine. 

In theſe and ſach like communications; . they ſpont the reit of that 
dap, ffutying anddentfing what might be their beſt courſe to take in 
theſe troubleſome affaires. 

Aſter that Marcellus had ſtaped ſome time with W and 
Angelica in Saint Auſtins Cappell, he agains departed in Portellus 
armour towards Dulcia, wyere hc arriued to her exceeding. comlozt, 
without ſuſpition, Wiching that he had hene with Angelica that her 
might haue enioped both her and their companie togither. 

After Marcellus was departed, Pariſmenos and Angelica beganne 
to ſtudie which way they might eicaps Maximus crueltie, beetng both 
defirons:to goe into Bohemia; but they knew not how to paſſe without 
being diſco ered, fo2 that the King fill continued his diltgent learche: 
and beüdes, ifthatiet 3 05 not bene, yet tze iournep was lo long and 
daungerdus, that Pariimenos was vawilling-to endaunger her pers 
ſon and health thereby, thal ha Wis d2awae ta-ancrceeding attoniſhs 
ment what were belt to bee done: that beeing vaſkilſull of themſciues 
What to determine off, they aſked olve Iabines counſell, who pꝛeſent⸗ 
lie tolde them, that ik ther liked is lümple fare, and that homelp Cell, 
where 
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ww here thounh they were not daintilie ſerued, yet they were quiet, fiat 
bu thought it their beff courſe to Cape there Uli vntili Maximus lettre. 
dur of hope to ffiude them, and had ginen ouer his ſearch, 02 at ihe le alt 
vntul Marcellus were returned, Whoſe count ell they bot allewed and 
lolloweo. 

Mex mus is fill remained in the Maiden Tower, fretting bis heart 

wi vexation and griefe, being put out ofall comfozt by y1s Briights 
that dailp returned witheut any newes, that in the ende bee was pe 
with griele, and {ated like one ina deſperate eſtate: but bpitecountell 
of his Pobles, after much trouble and long ſearch, he teturned to the 
Cont where the Mucne was, to comloꝛt her: who at his comming ke 
found very ficke, and in very Weake eſtate, being pꝛocured by the 
greefe ſhe had conceiued foꝛ her childzenslofſle, Maximus ſæing her in 
that dangerous eſtate, began focomio2t her with many. peiſwaſions: 
but ſgher was ſo impatient and fo full of griefe, that fbee vttered theſe 
keeches, Comfozt, my L o2d,. commeth now out of ſeaſon, when our 
grefes8re palt remedie, which you might haue ſalued when time ſer⸗ 
ned: it is your curioſitie and to fonde ſuſpect; that hath bzed theſe miſs 
chaunces, yon giue to much credit to that foule enchantreſſe ſpeeches, 
which pour ſelfe defire to pzone true, oꝛ elſe you wold neuer take thoſe 
truellcourſes you haue dene with your chiidzen. Might you not often 
haue martien Angelica accozding to pour delire, lo many Bonourable 
and great perlonages; what if he be now married, can that indaun⸗ 
ger pour like, vnleie pon will be the wilfull acto2 thereof peur ſelfe?but 
by your ſeuetitie vou haue done this, Which is now impollible to be 
teucuted. ee 

Maximus heart af theſe ſpeches began fo melt with lenitie, and 

his owne tonſcience began to condemne himſelſe, that now hee repens 
teth the ſeueritie he had vſed, and accuſed himſelfe ok kollie, to giue luch 
tredit to the enchauntteſſe ſpeeches, that he pzoteftedif he had his chil⸗ 
dꝛen agatne, he wenld not reſtraine them ſo much of their libertie, but 
(hat he would let then make chopte accoꝛding to their owne fancies : 
and in this heauy eſtate we wil leave him: euiſing What meanesto 
wozke by gentineſle to calltlem home againe, 

Marcellus all this while continued with Dulcia tn Lady Pa- 
noras houſe, and nowe bearing that Maximus was returned from the 
maiden . and had giuen ouer ſearch, as hopeles to finde "we 

Angelica, 
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Angelica da him: he determined toconuey Dulcia fo S git Anſtines 

Chappell, foz that Panoras-Houſe was to neate the Ceutt, and there 
they might by ill Fo2trie ſone be deſcrped, that with this reſolution he 
came to Dulcia, and made her atquainted with his purpole, wherne he 
kne we beſoꝛe would be Whollie ruled by him: hee did the like to Pa- 
nora: ànd the next night hee cauſed Dulcia ſomewhat to dilguiſe her 
ſelfe, and mete him at Saint-Martines Gate, where be would ley loz 
her: Foz that if hee ſhevid carry a Ladie behinde him thozough the 
Cittie, he thought he ſhould haue bene ſuſpected, Dulcia moſt warilie 
and carefully executed his buſinefle, which fell ont ſo happity and F 039 
tunately, that accoꝛding to both theY2 deſires,and Marcellus appoints 
ment, they metie at the Gate. And Marcellus hauing niounted ber be⸗ 
hinde him, with a toyfulll heart roade towardes the Chappell , where 
Ukewile accozding to his defirehoearrined; WMhich brought nolittle 
toy vnto Pariſmenos heart, that at the firſt with many courteous cms 
bzacings, and aftcrwardes with pleaſant conference, thep entertaputd 
that delightfullcontent, of enioping eache others pꝛeſente. labines 
Cell was now ſo full of Gueſts, that it could ſcarce contame them, that 
if they had ſtayed there longer, it would haue bene moze like a Pꝛiſen, 
then a plate of content. 

It happened the next mo2ning, that Iabine went to make pꝛoui⸗ 
fion foz his Gueſts, and by the wap met with Portellus, who was latc- 
ly returned from Ly bia: and comming to the Court, and not finding 
Marcellus, whome he loued moſt dærelp, he had wandered in a ſollita⸗ 
rie, ſadde, and heauy diſpoſition, vp and downe all the laſt dap, and that 
night: and now eſpying olde labin, he came to him, and knowing him, 
he ſaide: labine, the time hath bene, when Getulia excæded in Rotalty, 
but now all things is turned vpſide downe. Marcellus was wont ts 
vſe pour compante, but now no man knoweth where he is: Mould 2 
were but with him, then my cares would be paſt, Why(quoth labin). 
Mhat might J call your name, that know me, and are deſirous to fatit e 
Marcellus? $Þy Name (quoth hee / is Portellus. Iabine heating his 
Name, v ell remeinbzed that hee had often heard Marcellus vefire that 
bee were with him, ſaide: Portellus, Come along with ma, and 4 will 
bzing you to one that can tell pou where Marcellus is: Vith that they 
departro backe to the Chappell, where Iabin entted, and told Marcellus 
that Portellus was without : UWhs hearing his ſpeches.rar nc vnto 
him, and einbꝛated, and bꝛerght hin: — Mh me Angelica likewiſe 
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The ſecond part 
knew and Melcammed. Then Pariſmenos, Marcellus, and Portellus, 
giuing ns delay to the neteſtitie of time and buſineſſe they had in hand, 
began ts conſult What to do; Mhere euery one gaue their ſeneral opts 
nions, but could agree vpon nothing: At laſt thep called Iabine to their 
tounſell, whoſe Miſedome had much auailed them: Who pzeſently has 
ning ſuch a determination in his minde befoze,counſelled them to ſend 
Portellus into Bohemia, with Letters from Pariſmenos vnto his Fas 
ther, fo requeſt his Apde, and to ſenda Bande of Souldiers, to defend 
him from Maximus crueltie. | | 

This counſell was exc&dingly well liked of all: eſpectally Portellus 
was exceedingly willing to goe about that buſineſſe: that peſently fur⸗ 
niſhing himſelke with Hoꝛzſe and Armour, hauing a Letter fo that eKect 
from Pariſmenos,and the Jewell which Laurana knewe him by, which 
hee defired Portellus ts deliuer vnto his Mother, as an alſured token 
that he tame from bim. Mee haſted with all (pede. about his buſineſſe, 
and ſoy artiues in Bokemia, and deliuered the Letter and the Jewgll 
Into Laurana. The nebees of Portellus comming was ſone knotone 
in the Court, and the cauſe why hee came: Which when the Robles 
and Commons heard, Pariſmus need not Muſter vp men: Foz enery 
one were deſirous to be empleyed, and cams voluntarp, and offred their 
ſernice,accounting it a dichonoꝛ ts be reluſed: and within a ſhoꝛt ſpace, 
there were gathsred together of Nvbles, Kaightes, and Gentlemen, a 
great number, and to them Pariſmus added ſo manie, that there were 
twentie thouſand Hezſemen in a readineſſe, vnder the Tenduct of Pol- 
lipus, who was moſt defirons of that honozr,and pad goffen V jolertas. 
conſent : Mho with all haſte marched towardes Getulia. Pariſmus. 
then gathered together an Armie of fiktie thouſand expert @oulvyers,. 
vnder his Condact and Tellamors, Who was but lately arriued at the. 

BobemianTourt with Clarina.

Where they walked bp and down, and at laſt, Pariſmenos faking An- 
gelica aſtde, vnto a pleaſant Banke, bedeckt with many ſwert ſummer 
Flowers, and Marcellus likewiſe Dulc ia, reſted themſelues not farre 
krom them, recreating them ſelues with l wetc embzacings. 

Pariſmenos had ns ſoner ſeated hiinſelfe, but Angelica ſafe downe 
«dis left knd&, claſping her right arme abnut his necke, with a kinde 
and ſwerte geſture, hiding her other in his manly Boſome, Which was 
vnbuttoned, by reaſon of the heate: Firſt, making many kiſſes a Pꝛo⸗ 
logue to her ſpach, ſhe ſaide; Py loning Knight, how happy ſhould we 
be, ik waz were in Bohemia, from the ſuſpition ol my Father? and how 
great ſhould our pleaſure be, if wee might enioy this happincs without 
feare: but ſince weecanaot attaine that bleſſedneſſe, and ate hindered 
from it by many daungers, let bs yet reiopte each in others company, 
which J account a ivy without compare: and a felicitie excteding all ſe⸗ 
lieities. Moſt vertuous, kinde, and deere Lady(ad. be) hole much foꝛtu⸗ 
nate am J ts eniop ſuch exceeding fauour as you vonchſafe me? withont 
the leaſt merit, that haue refuſed no danger fo2my ſake, that haue fozſa⸗ 
ken your Parents laue: ta peld me coinfoꝛt: and moſtot all, that are 
contented, na rat her pleaſed with the fearfuli and ſolitary eſtale of mp 
vnwoꝛthie ſake, that haue neuer bene meritoꝛious, and that can neuer 
recompente ſuch ercteding kindneſſe. Pariſmenos (ꝗd. e) miſerie with 
pour company is my pleaſure: ſolitarineſſe when J eniop you, is moze 
pleaſant tben all the velightful pleaſure in Kings Courts: and without 
IJ account all pleaſure pain, all copany tedious, and all pompe erceding 

penurie. an theſe and manp other ſuch like ſpeches, [wt embzacings, 
and ſuperabũüdant oucrtiowing of ſwert contẽt, they recreated thẽſelues 
vnt ill old Tabin came ts them, and they departes togither to their Cell. 
Now it happened (accozding to the vntoꝛtunate reſolulion of harde 
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The ſecond part 
Deſtinie, that one of the E anuches that befozo was Angelicaes keper, 
being fl2d from the Mayden- [ower, after Angelica was miffing , le: 
. fe are of Maximus diſpleaſure , which hee knewe well could bee no leſſe 
i then death, was hidden in that Madde, where he euer fince his flight 
ſhꝛoboded him, liuing vppon ſucy ode as the plate peelded: which was 
Wild fruite, and ( by moſt euill foztune) lap cloſe in s heape of thicke bus 
ſhes, and heard Pariſmenos and Angelicaes ſpæches, and knewe them, 
and at the ez departure ſecretly followed them vnto D. Auſtines Chaps 
pell: M here after he had ſæne them enter, with all ſpeed that might be 
he haſted towards the Cittie, and ta the mo ꝛning got thit her, where at 
the ſirſt hee was admitted to Maximus pzeſence, to whame hee declared 
how that Angelica was at Saint Auſtines Chappell, where Iabin was 
Paieſt,relating the wh le truth of all that he had ſane and heard. 
Maximus by his ſpæches percetuedthat it was the vnknown Knight 
that was with her, which very thought kindled new ſparks of ire in his 
bꝛeſt, which befoze he had calmed: that in a monſtrous rage hee m wed 
ik euer hee taught that voknowne Knight, to be reuenged on him with 
ſeueritie. Then pzeſently he aſſembled all the Roble P@ces+ Knights 
together againe, tommaunding them with all (pede to be ready to goe 
with him, not making the cauſe knowne ts any: Who with all ſpade: 
buckled on their Armoz, and at his comming down departed with him: 
Tho hafted with all ſpeed towards S. Auſt : Chappell, where he arri⸗ 
ued with moꝛe then ozdinary ſpad, Angelica af the very inſtant of their 
arriuall, was fallen into a ſlumber, and dꝛeamed that her Father Maxi- 
mus had'compaſſed the Chappell with Armed men, wherewith her ſens - 
ces were ſo affcightev,that ſhe ſudbenly ſtarted vp from the place where 
ſhee lap, and with a ſudden ſh2ike leapt fo Pariſmenos, andcaught him 
in hec armes. Pariſmenos maruelling, and beeing amazed at her ſuds 
don crie, demaunded what ſhee apled ! UWhicy foz fea te hee could not 
vtter: that he halfe aſtoniſht, ranne to his Armoz, and armed himſelfe 
therewith, claſping his bꝛight Swoꝛde in his hand: Which hee had ns 
ſoner done, but he heard one knock at the Chappeil- doe, which made 
him knows? that it was not labine, and loking out at the Mindowe, he 
ſato thouſands of Getulians in Armoz, which ſo appalled his Sences, 
that he was ready to fall docun dead. Angelica ſæing his ſudden ſads 
ede, like wiſe ſtepping vp to the Window, be held the Souldiers with⸗ 
ont, that ſhe feli downe w griefe: Which Dulcia ſeing, ſhe with Anna 
tone her vp, and conueped her into the Cell. Then Pariſmenos yo 
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Of Pariſmus. 
the doꝛe, and the Getulian knighfes offered fo enter, but Pariſmenos 
ſetting hunſelfe in the dwꝛe, with his Swozd point bent againſt thems 
told them, that lohsſoener entred firſt Gould die, WMith that Maximus 
aſked hem What hee was? J am(qv. hee) inſeriour to none, and there- 
ſoꝛs às god a3 any, Art thou Marcellus? (ꝗd. he) à am not Marcellus, 
but his friend. Tell me what thou art (qd. Maximus) oz J vowe thou 
half die. Maximus (ꝗd. hee) J am Sonne to Pariſmus of Bohemia, my 
name Pariſmenos, ſometimes called the vnknowne Kn ght. Maximus 
hearing his ſpeeches, mondꝛed at them, and ſaid: Is not Angelica with 
pou? Pes (qd. be) both Angelica and Marcellus ave within. Deliuer 
them (qd. Maximus) to we, 3 will (qd. hee) vppon condition you will 
take them into kauour, and remit all fszmer diſpleaſure pou haue taken 
againt them, and graunt mee Angelica in marriage. Diberwile, J 
ſtand here to defend them krem all the foꝛce of Getulia. | 
Maximus was ſo enraged With his ſpeches, that hee aunſwered ; 
What madnes doth poſſe: thy minde, that ſtandeſt vpon ſuch termes 
ot reliſtance, when thou ſ&ſf thouſands of Armed Souldiers to incom- 
paſſe thy life? thinkeſt thou withboaſting ſpeeches to auoid my diſplea⸗ 
ſure,and diſappoint my reuenge - no,wert thou the greateſt Potentate 
in the Moꝛld, thou couldeſt not eſcape my hands: Mith that he com- 
manded his knights to appꝛehend him by fozce , Mho pzeſently began 
to enter vpon him, but hee (by reaſon of the narrowneſſe of the Way) 
ſtode in his owne Deſence,and flewe the firſt that tame; and afterhim 
another, and behaued himſelfe ſo couragioufly, that which of them firlf 
entred, firit dyed: and had they all aſſayed to enter that way, he would 
haue flatne them all. = 
Marcellus ſe&ing what a miſchiefe this laughter might bꝛeede, and 
withall, knowing that it was impoſſible fo2 them any way to efcape, 
but rat her to increaſe Maximus fo moze deſire of reuenge,ſtept betwen 
Pariſmenos and the Gerulians: Who knowing him, weuld not offer a 
blow at him, whileſt hee ſpake to Pariſmenos , deſtring him to be ruled 
by him: M ho likewiſe conſidered that in this extremitie it was beſt to 
yelde,fo2 there was no hope of eſcape, ther foze he agtæ d to do accozding 
to his direction. Marcellus then vpon his knet, ſubmitted himſelf to his 
Father. By this time the Gerulians had beaten downe a great part of 
the Chappell, and ruſhed violently vpon Pariſmenos : Mhe diſdained 
to be fozced to yeeld,befoze they could overcome him, ſent many cf their 
gholts to hell, but in the ende by their multitude, hee was ſo thꝛonged, 
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that he tould not lift his armes to firike another blow, and ſo was con⸗ 


trained to pelde, whome Maximus commaunded to be firſt bound. 
Angelica ſæing this, with wæping eyes bumbled her ſelfe vpon her 
kng to her father, and ſaide; J beſæch your Maieſtie vie that Knight 
honourablie, on whoſe ſafetie mp life dependeth: Poze ſhe would haue 
ſaid, but Maximus cut her off with theſe ſpeches; Poꝛe, ſh imeleſſe, and 
diſobedient creature, Pleadeſt thou fo2 him, and net rather fo2 pardon 
fo: thy owne ſhameleſſe deedes? Yoldethy tongue: fo J will not heare 
the ſpeake a Wozd moꝛe. With that hee commanunded them all ta be 
appꝛehended, and ſo he departed with them to the Court: firſt impꝛiſo⸗ 
ning Pariſmenos, and Gyninghim withboltes andfetters.of 3ron!, cas 


_ FGing him into a moſt leathſome, tinking, and darke Dungeon. An- 


gelica he cauſed likewiſe to be dilrobed of her Oꝛnaments, and caſtun⸗ 
to a Pꝛiſon, with Anna and Dulcia, vntill they had mo2e lepſure to de⸗ 
termine of them. Marcellus at the inſtant intreaties of the Nugne 
and Mobles, he did not zmpꝛiſon, but with many rebukss and repꝛoa⸗ 
ches baniſht him his pzeſence; bowing if that euer he came in his ſight, 
be ſhould loſe his head. 

To rehearſe the ſeueralltomplaintes Angelica and Dulcia made, 
Would bes tedious to rsccount, and fe grienous to recite, fog they were 
ſuch as would fo2ce ſalte teares from Tyꝛants eyes , pierce the Fonte 
Rockes,and mollifie the hardened-Yearts of the moſt rude, cruell, bars 
barous, and inhumane monſters in the whale Wozlde,boing hardly v - 
ſed, ſcantly Dieted, and badly Lodged: That Maximus often hearing 
thepꝛ plaints, pittied their Laments, vet therewith was rather dzabone 
to moꝛe ſeueritie, then anp wap molliſied. 

Pariſmenos miſery likewiſe, was nothing inferiour to they29,02ra- 
ther ten times woꝛſe, being alone (they hauing the benefit ofeach others 
companp: which is a great comfoꝛt in miſerie) without light, fvz the 
Uault o Dungion whereinto he was thꝛuſt, had not ſo much as a cre- 
uice, where thzoagh anp light appeared, being large and wide, lar from 
any company, that he could not heare any creatures vopte, having but 
once a day fod, which was Bꝛead and Mater, anb of that ſo little, that 
it would ſcarce pꝛeſerue life: Clogd and ouerloden with the burdenong 
eight ofChaines and bolts: in which ſo2t he continued many dayes, 
without hope euer ta eſcape from that place: Where you may ſuppoſe, 
his cares were great, and hiscomfozts (mall, 
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Many dapes being paſt, Maximus aſſembled all his Noble Peres, 

and Eſtates of the Countrey togither, to befermine what to do with 
Pariſmenos, againſt whome many Accuſations were lapde, which tens 
ded to the bzeache of their Lawes,elpecialiy that of Angelicaes Rape: 
Mhich was amonaft them puniſhed with death, and tyat ſo ſeuerelp, 
as that none eſcaped; whom the King in open Audience conde n ned to 
dpe the ſame death that theyzLawes pelted, which was to burnt, 

Dulcialikewiſethey condemned to perpetuall impziſonment: but fo2 
the Rings cvildzen,by the Lawes, they were to and at their Parents 
diſpoſition. 

This Newes was ſone conueped to Marcellus knowledge, which 
ſtroke an exceding tozment to his heart: Which rather then he would 
endure fo ſæ, her would execute his owne death deſperately, to ſane his 
Friend, that bee fared like a Madde · man, and whereſoeuer he became, 
hee made thoſe that beheld him wonder, to ſc him ſo altered in geſture, 
and ſof uddenly that hee quite fozſmke the Court, and continuallp res 
mained in Lady Panoraes houſe,(s ſecretly, that none knew what was 
become of him. 

Pariſmenos hauing continzed many daies in the loathleme dungeon, 
maruelling that he could heare no newes from Angelica,and allo that 
Marcellus had fo2gotten fs peld himcomfozt in his greateſt extremitp, 
thought that eyther they were impꝛiſoned, oz elle that the King in his 
Furie, had executed ſome cruell reuenge vpan them. Theſe cares on 
the one ſide were ſufficient toꝛments, and his harde impꝛiſonment and 
cruell vſageon the other ſide, enough to kill the ſtouteſt heart, that had 
he not bene pꝛeſerued by admyzable and range operation, he could ne- 
wer haue endured thoſe calamities. At laſt hes beganne to diſpaire ot 
all hopes, and ſuddenly to recall his Sences,and with moze comfozt to 
Audi howe ts releaſe himſelfe: And amongſe many thenſands of de⸗ 
niſes which came into his Fancis,he deuiſed how to entice the Ræper 
to coms into the Dungeon, which hee thus confrined. The next time 
the Jayloz came tobzing him his vſua!ii Dpet, he fained himſeife to be 
ercedingly ſicke, and groaned as though bee had gaſped foz his lateſt 
bzeath. The zayloz hearing him me ke ſuch moane,aſked him what 
hee apled. To whome Pariſmenos ſaide: God Jax ioz, the date of mex 
lile is now at an ende, ſo that I neuer loke to ſ& the dap light againe, 
bearing of all men moſt vnkoztunate, to ende my wꝛetched like in this 
place, that might haue lined in great dignit ie in mine sen Countrep: 
N 4 but 
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but now paſt hope of all comfozt*: onely to the am 3 able to do god be» 
foze J die, J haue god ſtoze of Golde and Jewells about me, which 1 
will giue vnto thee, ik thou wilt but do thy endeuour to ſaue my life foʒ 
that 3 am vet in hope of his mercie: and withall, 3 will declare vnto 
the, where thou ſhalt haue moze Riches then thou wilt euer be able to 
ſpend. All this will J do foz the, if thou wilt helpe me out of this mi⸗ 
ſerable lie, to yeelde me ſome of thy helpe,fo2 that J am fallen, and am 
not able to riſe. Manie other perſwaſions Pariſmenos vſed, which 
wꝛought loeffectually with the Japloz, that inticed with hope of fins 
ding Wraith, and paſt feare of him that was ſo weake,bee opened the 
Dungion without any feare 02 doubt, (being thereto guided by the Di⸗ 
uiue pꝛouidente) and came to Pariſmenos'; Who no ſoner ſawe him 
within reach ol his armes, (retaining a moſt manly courage notwith⸗ 
ſtanding his Weakenefle) gathering all his ſtrength together, caught 
holde on him andonerthzewe him, and getting vppon him with (wifte 
trawling, foz that he was not able to ſtand by reaſon ot his Boltes, and 
hauing him vnder him, neuer left ſtrugling and ſtriuing with him, 
vntill he had ſtrangled him. Then taking the Bunch ol Repes vp, hee 
lwſened and vnlockt all the Bolts that were faſtened to his legs, necke, 
and other parts of his bodie : Which when hee had done, pꝛoſtrating 
himſelſe vpon his Kngs, he pꝛaiſed God foꝛ that happie ſucceſſe: Then 
pꝛeſently without delay, hee ſtript ock all the Jaylozs Apparell, and aps 
parelled himſelfe therbolth, caſting his body into the further ende of the 
Dungion, and ſo went out, and locked the Dungion doe after him. 

By this time it began to be darke: M Ach was a meanes to farther 
him in his ſcape, that in the Japlo2s apparell he went into the Court, 
with the keyes at his gy2dle,and the Japlo2s Fauchion, which he cons 
tinnalle ware about him, and met with diners, paſſing by them with- 
ont ſuſpition, and from thence hee got out at the Court-gates,beeing of 
eaery one taken fo2theqaylo!, 

And being without the Ccurt, hee neue: {fared vntill he was out of 
the Cittie, llunging the Keyes into a pole of Mater harde without the 
Cittiz-Gafes feoke his Journey directly fo Saint Auſtines Chappell, 
thinking there fo finde labia, wham theking had miſt, foz that he wag 
not in the Cell when Maximus had appꝛchended Pariſmenos. Garly 
on the next mozning hee arriued there, where at his comming he kound 
an Army of Yozſemen,that ſpꝛed all the flelos with theyz Troups, ans 
pzeſeatly he knewe them to be Bohemians; ſome ot them eſpying him, 
fas 
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k — * ko be a Spie, carryed him befoze Pollipus, who was their 
Generall. 

Pariſmenos being come befoze pollipus, was by him ſtricktly exa⸗ 
Ar- to wo home hee ſaid, Wherefoze haue pon bꝛought this armte ins 
o Getulia ?(UWhy quoth Pollipus) haſte thou not heard how Pariſme- 
nos is impꝛiſoned by Maximus wzongfully 2 and mozeouer, bath iud⸗ 
ged him to a vile and ſhamefall death, which hee is to ſuffer fixe dayes 
hence: Pariſmenos hearing his ſpeeches, maruelled how hee ſhould 
come fo the knowledge of that newes, Which olde lab in had told them. 
Mlith that hee ſaid ; Pariſmenos is not in pꝛiſon, but now is at liberty, 
which came to giue you knowledge of,fs2 whome you neede not take 
mozecare Uillaine (nqoth Pollipus) what ſapeſt thou, is Pariſmenos 
dead? With that his colour began to goe and tome, and his heart was 
ercedingly tozmented. Pariſmenos then diſconered himſelfe, whom 
Pollipus eſpying, caught him in his armes with a feruent embzace, the 
reſt of the knights ihzonging abont him with exceeding toy, This 
newes was (one ſpꝛedde thzough the whole campe, who flung vppe, 
ſome their ſtaues, ſome their helmets, andeuery one ſomething, pel⸗ 
ding fozth many a ſhout foꝛ iope, then pꝛeſently commanndement (en - 
termingled with kinde intreatie( was ginen,that none ſhould vpon no 
occaſion whatſoener, diſconer Pariſmenos being among them: being 
aſſured ofthetruth of his eſcape by bis owne report. 


CH AP. xx VIII. 

How Pollipus beſieged the Cittie of Epheſus, and of the battell 
fought with the Natolians, How Maximus recalled Marcel- 
lus from baniſhment, baniffit Dulcia , relcaſeth Angelica out. 
of priſon, ſent ſo ayde into Barbarie and Lydia, 


SE Ariſmenos bœing thus foztunately eſcaped from 
out ofp2iſon, and mette with Pollipus, gate him 
| Armour whereby he might eaſilp be knownefrom 
the reſt of the Bohemians, and pet not be knowen 
7 MS | whom he was, and pzeſently without any delay, 
bee and Pollipus marched with thir Troupes ts 
2) theCittie of Epheſus, and begzpt the ſame round. 
Maximus leeing his Citte begy2t with Donldiers, 
ſent out 4 Peraive to knowe what they were, Who vzought him the 
hey 
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they were Bohemians, that were come ta redeme Variſmenos, and fg 
reuenge the inincies he had done him, vpon ſalle repo2ts of the king oi 


Libia, Maximus hearing that, pzeſently commaunded an Armie of 


{wiſe ag manie Natolians, as there were Bohemians, to bee gathered 


togither, vnder the conduct of Duke Pridamor, a valiant and reſolute 
Nohleman, who accozding to his valour at the firt appꝛoache, entred 
battell with the Bohemians, and by great oddes, thought (one to diſ⸗ 


comfozt thom: but the Bohemians, being men of gad erperience, and 


expert Souldiers, as little eſteemed y Natolians, as if they themſelues 
had hadde the oddes. Pariſmenos now thought it time to beſtirre him⸗ 
ſelle, to woꝛke reuenge, and to make pzwfe of his valour, that being 
gallantly mounted, he couched his ſpeare, and ran at a Natolian knight 
and pearced the ſame quite thzough his body: which done, he dꝛew his 
\wozd, and met another with ſs full a blowe, that hæ tumbled from his 
hozſe, and was troden to death: an other with violence he ruſht quite 
though the guts, the fozth loſt his arme. And in this ſozt hee entred 
into the thickeſt of them, ſpending neuer ablowe in waſte: but eyther 
a Natolian loft his life, oz ſomt part of his body thereby : that on a 
ſuddaine, by his valour, the Bohemians had diſcanckt the Natolians, 
and the Hoꝛſemen made an exceeding flaughter amengſt them. By 
this time Pariſmenos was come to the maine battell, where be mette 
with Pridamor, mounted vpõ a white ſteede, his capariſons of beater 
Solde, beſet with pearke and pꝛecious ffonos, his armoz of the richeſt 
Woꝛkmanſhip, with a plume of ſpangsled feathers in his creft, who had 
vowed to ſatiſfie his pꝛoud mind with Bohemians blood: at whom Pa- 
riſmenos ran haning gotten a ſpeare, & contrarie to his pꝛoud expec⸗ 


tation, Pariſmenos foztęable entounter, turned his heels vpward, and 


fell back ward gaouer his hozſe rump, almoſt ſtiſied with his furniture: 
at which 5 Bohemians gaue an exteeding great ſhout to ſ& Pariſmenos 
valoar. All this time Pollipus was not idle, but ſgewed ſuch exceeding 
tekens of his valour, that all that beheld him and Pariſmenos, thought 
there could not be two moꝛe veliant knights in the Wold, 
After Tridamor had recenered his hozſe, he kept his band of ſouldiers 
fogither moꝛs Warilp, e ſæing what ſlaughter p Bohemians had made, 
ſounded retrait, whiteſt the Bohemians purſued them euen onto their 
Camp, and flew a great number of them, that all the earth was ſtrew⸗ 
ed with their dead bodies. The Bohemians likewiſe with iopfull harts 
returned te their tents, growing inte ſuch admired ellimation of Pa- 
riime gos 
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riſmenos, that they determined not foleane the leaſt part ofhis befir® 
vnperfo2me?d, though they atchiened the ſame with extreame perill and 
haz ard of thettlines, | 

Maximus and the Queene all this while ffed and beheld the bat⸗ 
kell, maruelling what two Knights they were that made ſuch havocke 
amonql his Dublects, that he was exc&@dingly enraged to ſ& ſo much 
ol his conntrie blod ed : that departing downe, be aſſembled all his 
touncell fogither,aſking their adnice and aide in thisextremitis.TWWhs 
at the laſt, won him to condiſcend ts theſe conditions, that Marcellus 
baniſhment ſhould be repeated, whoſe abſence appalled the Natolians 
barts, that they were rather like men confounded then otherwiſe ther⸗ 
by. And that Dulcia ſhould be baniched, and ſent out of the Citte in 
baſe attire, with commanndement,that vpo paine of death none honlo 
ſucco2 her. That Angelica ſhould bereleaſed from pꝛiſon, and reſtoꝛed 
ts bis fauoz, That he chsuld ſend into Lidia, fo2 the kings aide againlt 
the Bohemians, the quarrsll being partly his. That be ſhould ſend his 
Embaſſa2o2s to the R. of Barbaries to crane his aſiftance againſt the 
Bohemians. Which Articles Maximus agreed vato, rather then be 
wold miftigafe his ire, and ſend back Pariſmenos in ſaſetie, which his 
Nobles earneſtly required. Then was Marc. baniſhment tepraied, 
Ange, was taken out of pꝛiſon: meſſengers ſent into I. ibis: Embaſſad. 
into Barbary. And Dulcia was pzeſently take out ofpziſon, diſrobed of 
her aftires, and clad in baſe and vnſemely werds, ad ſo in an cuctang 
caſt out of the Citie gates, in moſt poꝛe and miſerable eſtate. 
When the law her ſelfe thus vſed, and knew that commaundement 
was giuon, that none vpon paine of death ſhould ſuccour her, the then 
thought her eſtate moſt miſerable, and moze wzetched then when ſ<& 
was in pꝛiſon, where pet Marcellus knew'of ber being: but now in 
this poꝛe eſtate ſhe ſhuld be hated of all, deſpiſed, reiected, and ſoꝛ want 
of foe lamiched: rea and fo2ſaken of Marcellus. Then ſhe began 
to ſtudie which way fo remedie theſe euils, wherein the ſaws nothing 
but impoſibilities: ſoz ſhe thought. it ſhe ſhould be taken by the Natoliã 
ſouldiers, they would vſeher as a calf away, e not pittie her; but rather 
ſecke her diſhono2, when the was without meanes of revenge: 5 to ſeek 
comfozt there, he thoughtit vaine, 4 daungerous, q ſo many cares ops 
pꝛeſt her hart, y ſhe was almoſt ouertome with griefe. At laſt de(ermis

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And being b2oughtbefoze the Generall, ſhe kne/ed dolvne and ſaide :

eſtate witheut any deſert, cp name is Dulcia, ſoaictimes vi £033 
reputation in the Natolian Teurt, till Marcellus the Rings ſonne at⸗ 
tained my tonſent to lone him, and withall to auoide his fathers crus!s 
tie, at ſuch time as Pariſmenos had carried Angelica from the Golte 
Tober, to S. Aultins Chappell; Mp deare Lo2d Marcellus, likewiſe 
tonueped me into Angelicas company, where J was taken with ber, 
and ſo carried to pziſon. And now Maximus J know not vpon what 


"occaſion hath baniſhed me the Citie, and giuen commaundeinent that 


none vpon patne of death ſhould ſucco2 me: that in this diſtreſſed eſtate 
J dare not be found of any ofthe Natolians, leſt they ſhould (although 
not of their owne wil, yet by the Kings commannd) wozke my ſhame, 
that Marcellus might ſoʒſake me: but am come to you fo2 morcie, bes 
ſceching you of pittie, to ſhelter me with your fauoꝛ from theſe wzongs, 
Pariſmenos knowing ber, came vnto her, and toke her by the hand, 
ſaying that the Ring ol Natolia ſhould not w2ong her in that place, 
Dulcia beholding his countenance, pzeſently knew him, and with re⸗ 
uerence fell at his feet with exceding oy. But he taking her vp againe, 
led her with Pollipus to his Tent, demaunding how Angelica did, 
whom ſhe acquainted with the ſozrow that the daily made fag his im⸗ 
pꝛiſonment, and feare of his death, 4 how that when ſhe was baniſhed, 
Angelica was taken into fauour againe: and. how that none knewe 
what was become of Marcellus, wherewith (hee wept ercedingly; 
whom Pariſmenos comtozted by all meanes hee could, himſelfe gathes 
ring much comtfozt from her ſpœches, of afſurance of Angelicas lone. 
The meſſenger that went into Libia, made great haſt till he had delis 
uered his meſſage, which when the king of Libia heard, thirſting foz 
reuenge ofthe knight of Fame, ag he ſuppoſed he had done ſoz him, and 
alſo to revenge ſome part of the grudge he bare Pariſmus, ener ſince 
his being in Theſſaly t the onerthzow he had receiued at his hands: 
which he was in mindets haue done, when he had him in the Court, 
but that it would haue bin to great a blemich to his honour: therefoze 
; = muſtred all his fozces fogether, and by ſea conneyed them into 
atOlla, 
Likewiſe the Embaſladours that went into Barbary, exetuted their 
Emballage with * . that Moroco the King, collected an

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Armie ofa hundzed thanſand M »2es, and ſent them by ſhipping info 
Natolia, under the conduct of his eldeſt ſonne Sancodelordoro, a 
molt valiant, ſcout andconragious Pꝛince: which fozces ſone landed 
in Natolia, t pitched their Z2atsbefoze the Citie of Epheſus, Pariſ< 
menos ſæing theſe new come fo2ces, maruailed of whence they ſhould 


be, but ſons learned the truth thereof, Maximus likewiſe had knows. 


ledge bzought himofthe king of Libias appzoach, and of Sancodelor- 
doro his landing, whom he welcommed with excediag reiopcings, 
and entertained with great courteſtes, leaſtings and hanqnettings.

> Wt ' cluding within ther bayes after, to put the ſame 
in execution without remozſe, Andali the Natoli- 
ans remained in great tranquilitie, by reaſon of 
the apde was b2ought them, and the multitude or their Armie which 
was like the ſands in number. Pariſmus was now come info Natolia 
with his Armie, which was th2eſcoze thouſand Bohemians, and Thel⸗ 
ſalians, whoſe appꝛoach extœdingly reiopced Pariſmenos and Pollipus. 
And hauing pitcht his Tents neare vnto the reſt of his hozſemen, hee 
was met and welcommed by Pollipus, to whom he ſaid with a heauie 
countenance: O Pollipus, all the labour we haue taken is in vaine to 
ſane Pariſmenos, onely we may reuenge his death. Nhat iniuſtice 
and erueltie is this the heauens impoſe vpon his head, that euer ſince 
his birth hath bene euerlaſtingly miſerable? would God he had remai⸗ 
ned ſtill in Bohemia, and neuer haue ſought Angelicas loue, and 
that my ſelfe with theſe ſouldiers had guarded him, that we might ei⸗ 
their haue died with him, o2 elſe haus pzeſerued him from that inla⸗ 
mous death he is like to ſuffer, : 
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v Noꝛd (quoth Pollipus) Pariſmenos is in ſaſetie. Yow can that be 
. ) when the repozts in 6uery mans mouth, that he muſt dye 
n moſt hamekull death, and they haue him in pꝛiſon. Pariſmenos then 
pumbled himlelte vpon his kig, whom Pariſmus ſone knewe, t moſt 
lauinglpembzated him, who cectified him ok all that had happened, 

and that the Ring of Natolia did thinke h& was ſtill in pꝛiſon. This 
nclves extœdingtp reiopced Pariſmus heart, and that whereas bofoze 
by reaſon of his ſavnefſe, the whole campe had laid aſide mirth, now 
hearing ok his ſafetic, theꝑ reaſſumed new comkoꝛt. 

Now the day was come nigh which Pariſmenos ſhould be burnt, 


to which intent Maximus canſed a ſtake to bee pitched in the chieſeſt 


plate of the Citie, and that the whole multitude of the Citizens were 
befoze the time of execution, gathered togither ts ſe the ſame, that the 
honſe foppcs, windowes, ſtreꝛtes, turrets, and euer place were ps- 
fired with their abundance. | 

Angelica hearing thereof, beganne to exclaime and crie ent moſt 
bitterly, making ſuch lamentations, that the heauens and euerp deitie 
ſe@med to pił tie her. When the time oferecution was come, Marcellus, 
the king of Libia, Santodelordoro, te Muene, and manp thouſand 
Bnights of Natolia, Libia, and Barbary, were aſſembled; and ſeated 
ta ſ& the ſame. And the Judges gone tothe dungeon to bzing fezth 
the pꝛiſoner. The Japloꝛs wife befoze miſſing her haſband, had bꝛo⸗ 
ken bp the dungeon doze, where ſhee fonnd him dead, and Pariſme. 
nos fledde, bat fearing the kings fury, durſt not bew2ay the ſame ; but 
apparrelled herch uſband in Pariſmenos garments, and fold the Juvs 
ges that her was dead, who faking it to be the right body, canſedcers 
{atne ſlaues fo fake vp the ſame, and in mourning wiſe bꝛouht it to 
ihe place of eretution. Angelica now ſœ ing the time was come, and 
hauing woꝛd bꝛonght her that Pariſmenos was already gone with the 
Judges: tate her golden haire: caſt off al her 62naments from her head, 
and raged ſo ertreamelg, that her damzels tould not holde her, but gets 
ting a knife in her hand, ſhe deſperatelie vowed, that whatſoeuer offe⸗ 
red but to touch her, ſhe would with the ſame end her life, Mith that 
ſhe tanne downe her chamber into the Court, from thence info the 
Citie, and is fo the place of execution, When the King was giuing his 
iudgement acco2digg to the lawes. 
Wer Ladies ſecing her deſperatenelle, durſt not Nay her, but ran after 
her, 6 when te cams to the place, che ürdk ran to the fire, intending 5 if 
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th& found him there, the would die with him: but ſuddenly eſpping 
the Yearſe, and the Judges ſtanding by theſame, ſhe ranne thereto, 
with her Golden halte hanging downe her ſhoalders, her epes wolne 
with griele, her D2naments all betozne and toztured, her hands all be⸗ 
ſmeared with blod, which the had cut with holding laſt the knife, and 
her face with the ſame blod allbeſmeared, when with her blwdy hands 
ſhe wiped away the teares that hindzed her ſight, by their abonndant 
paſſage. Maximus and the Qutene knowing her, ranne to her with 
exceeding haſte, the Ring of Libia and Santodoloro were amazed 
hereat, and the Citizens in an vpꝛoare, the Judges allo offering to tay 
hands on her, but ee ſtart ing backe, bent her kniues pointe to her 
bꝛeſt, pꝛoteſting to goze it in her heart bled, if they offered to touch her. 
Maximus likewiſe and the QAutene, by this time were come buto Her, 
whome lhe would not ſuffer to come neare her, but vowed to bee her 
owne death: with which they were all amazed, the Ladies they lod 
weeping and wꝛinging their hands, At laſt one of the Judges thus 
ſpake: God Angelica be quiet, this Knight is alreadie dead in pꝛi⸗ 
ſon. With that Angelica with her hand caſting aſide the haire which 
caueres ſome part of her face, holding the fatall knife delperatelp, and 
with an amazed countenance, firing her epes vpon her Father, ſaid ; 
Mercileſſe and moſt cruell Ring, what TLy2annie is this pou haue ſha⸗ 
wen, to be the vniuſt eretutisuer of that moſt vertuors Bntght, wha 
neuer deſerued ſuch rygoz, but onelꝑ came into this Countrey fo mp 
ſake, whoſe death ſhallbe the vttermoſt date of my w2etched lile? Hea⸗ 
nens grauut this wzongfull ſheadding of innocent bled, may not goe 
varenenged. All plagues of Yeauen and Earth light vpon their cur - 
ſed heads, that did this cruell desde. Mere lyes true lopaltie and cons 
ſtant vertue llaine. Gere Ives valour and knightlp honour meſſacred. 
Meere lyes the knight whoſe ſplendoꝛ did beautifie the glozies of all the 
knights in the wozld, Yere lyes inuocent pity falfly accuſed, by the 
difloyail king af Lidia, whom were hc lining, Would with his coun⸗ 
tenante abatc thy conrage. In him Hinds all pꝛoweſſe, and by his 
death what haue you gainde, but ignominious infamie, perpetuall 
ſhame and diſhonour. As ſhe Was continuing the length of Ber f pech, 
the peoples voptes ſounded fo2th the Eccho of another Ddiimnall erte, 
fo2 Marcellus hauing knolpicdge of the execution, beeing in Panoras 
houſe, beeing halte Apparelled, caught bp his word, and came running 
towards the place, murthering ſuch as hindzed his ſpezde: and — his 
wozy 
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fir eꝛt mote way ſeꝛ his hate Ccxpes, and lept to Angelica, folding 
tcrinkis ene eime, endholding his lh ozd luke wermt with blade 
in the other, faytirg. @h Eficr. what top do I cenceive at your lopal⸗ 
tie: nc do JF ſ& cu lcue Pariſmenos: be tonſtant deare ſiſter, and let 
vs both die with him, foz he weuld not haue 1efuſed a theulend deaths 
fo cur ſakes. 
Then began the people fo crie out: Saue the kings childzen: and 
fuch an vpꝛeꝛe and tum ult aroſe, that heat en end earth ſa med to ſhatke 
with the nere. The Japlozs wife Landing bp, and le ing the two 
roung P2tnces readie to ſacrifice themſelucs, being aſſuied that none 
but her ſelfe knewe the frneth, and that it reſted rely in her to ſaue 
their liues, eſpecially being touched with remozſe, hee ſuddenly ſtept 
to the two young P2inces, and ſaid, Stay, tap, gentle young Pains 
ces, and heare the (tuthofall, This dead bodie whom pon ſuppoſe to 
be Pariſmenos, is the Japloz, theugh cladde in his apparell, fo2 that 
woꝛthie knight eſcaped ont of the dungeon: ifpou beholde the co2pes, 
you ſhall perceiue it to be the body of my buſband, With that Marcel- 
lus. Karied fo the hearſe,ard caſting off thecloath that conered the ſame, 
knew that it was net Pariſmenos, then caſting away bis [wozd, hee 
embzaced Angelicas in his atmes:; Who ſaing the truth of all, and 
that Pariſmenos waseſcaped, (with whome ſhee came of purpoſe to 
haue dred) let fall the knife from fozth her hand, and caſt ing downe 
her eres to theearth, was cloathed by the Ladies that attended her, 
The king was fo amazed with this newes, that ha Pod like one ſente⸗ 
lelle: the Ring of Lybia, loꝛ ſhame of Angelicaes ſpeches, but his eyes 
vpon the earth with ſadde countenance, and all the whole aſſemblp 
of the beholbers were confounded in their ſences, and ſtod 8s men 
tranſfozmed into admy2ation, | 
P2eſently in the middeſt of this amazement, came a knight po- 
ffing with lpxde, his countenance bewzaping ſome tragicall repozt, 
who vttered theſe ſpeeches, Poſt noble Ring, whileſt you ſtand here, 
debating matters of ſmall impoztance, the Bohemians haue deſtroped 
thouſands of your louldiers, who now runne vp and downe like men 
agalt,fc2 want of thetrCaptaines, that all the fields are:(trewed with 
their dead bodies, the valleps ſtaind withblod, and the dzie ground 
is dꝛunke therewith, our enemies armes are tired with laughter, and 
wee compelled to flie foz feare, with ſpetd receine this enill, oz elſe the 
PzytccfNatola is loſt. | 
| Then 
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Then begen a newe terroz, Maximus, the King of Lybia, Santodclo= 
doro, Pridamor, ànd all the Nobies of Natolia, haſted io the Campe, 
Marcellus ranne lo get him Armour: the Nugne, Angelica, and all 
the Ladies, went to a Tower to behold this Watfel!, niclt to ſe tte Bo- 
hemjans death, but Angelica to behold the valouc of Pariſmus ,whe ſhe 
heard was come to redeme his Sonne Pariſmenos, and in ſeme hope to 
ſe him amongſt them, her heart inwardly vttering manr deuoted Jn- 
nocations foꝛ the Bohemians Mictoꝛie. Maximus and the reſt, by this 
time were come to the Gates, where they met with thouſandgof Souls 
diers, flying to ſaue they liues, whome they cauſed to turne backe, and 
beeing without the Gates, ther could hardly paſſe ,'fo2 the ſlaughtered 
carkaſſes of Moores, Natolians, and Lybians, that lap dead, and in the 
Campe they ſawe ſuch confuſed ſlaughters, and beord ſuch grienous 
cries, that it amazed thep2 fences to ſæ the ſame ; Mere lap thouſands 
flaine,there lay multitudes gaſping fo: life, and bathing in their Luke- 
warme blood: heere others lay mangled, with wide gaping-Woundes, 
there Me zſe and Men lay both dead togither: the Natolians flying, the 
Bohemians putſuing, and glutting theix ſwoꝛds in blod. Then Maxi- 
mus tchered vp his ſubieds to nei courage, then the Ring of Lybia, bs- 
ganne ſo2 to gather togither his ſcattred fozces,and Santodelodoro, a- 
mongſt his Moores, and thoſe that were befozealmoſt vanquiched, ga⸗ 
thering a new head. | Pariſmenos hauingknowledge of Maximus aps 
p2oach,neuer left vntill he had wet him. Mhich when he hadobtained, 
he ſeemed to ſtretch his armes,purpoſing reuenge, and bzandiſhing his 
 Swo3zd , ſmofe at him with fozcible blowes, till hee beate him from his 
Poꝛſe, and being fallen to to the ground, he would haue troden him to 
death with his Yoz\-houes, but that Pridamor, ſeing the Ring in that 
diftreſſe, with thonſands of Natolian Rnightes reſcued him, which be- 
foze they could attaine,they loſt many of their lines by Pariſmenos vas 
liant Chinaltie, Pariſmus in the meane time met the Ning of Lybia, 
and vnhozſed becomp after him many hundꝛed nights, ſo that none 


came within the compeſſe of his Swozd, but dyed. Pollipus likewiſe 
maintained cruell fight againſt Santodelodoro, that thouſands of the 
vanquiſhed Moores lei they2 liues by his valoz. And ſuch llaughters 
were perfozmed by Pariſmenos, beeing the firſt Battell that euer hee 
Fought , that both Pariſmus, and all that ſawe him, admire d to ſe the 
lame, whe had taken Pridamor Pꝛiſoner, and ſent him to his Tent. 
The Nugneand Angelica all this * behelde the Battell, the one 
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with feare,the other with ioy,the Nucene leatning of Maximus death, 
and Angelica in hope that the valiant Knight in azurcd Armour beſet - 
with Eagles of gold, that made ſuch langhter,was Pariſmenos, which 
hope was bzedde in her by remembzing his comely pzopoztion which 
this did not much differ. By this time the night beganne to appzoach, 
that the Bohemians W2arie of ſheadding their enemies biwd,, with- 
dꝛe them to their Tents, appopnting moſt diligent watch to be kept 
thꝛoug heut the whole Campe. The Natolians ę the reſt of that partie 
glad of ſome reſpite, retired to their Tents, and numbꝛing their Souls 

iers, found the one halfe ofthemflatne, and manie greenouſly woun⸗ 
Ded, that they ceuld ſcarce burie their dead. Maximus was gone into 
the Citie græuouſiy wounded, The king of Lybia and Santodelodo- 
ro ſtayed in they2 Tents in the Field. Angelica was returned to her 
chamber very fickly, by reaſon of the ouermuch deſperature, beration 
and ariefe ſhe had endured that day, being yet moze comfozted in her 
heart with hope of Pariſmenos ſafetie, then ſhe had bene many dayes 
befo2e, Marcelluz was returned to Panoraes houſe, fozmenting hime 
ſelfe with exceeding gricfe foz Dulcias abſence, fearing that ſhe was pe⸗ 
riſhed, that her entred into that kinde oflamentation, that Panora wag 
oftentimes in feare he would deſtrop himſelfe. Dulcia was ſikewiſe 
all this while in the Campe with Pariſmenos, in very ſozrob ful eſtate, 
foz Marcellus want. Thus each of theſe friends were in ſaletie, pet 
none of them in hope to ſe the other againe. 


C HAP. XXX. 


Of two Battells fought with the Natelian Forces: the manner of 
Maximus cruell death: and of the friendly league betwixt Pa- 
riſmus and Marcellus. | 


N He nerf moꝛning, Maximus, the King of Lybia, 
U *. N and Santodelodoro, with the States of Natolia, 
allembledtegether lo determine the doubtkull iſſue 
ok this wirre, and at laſt by a general conſent, con⸗ 
1 2 cluded to parley with their enemies, and to that 

intent ſent ont a Perald fo Pariſmus, who pꝛeſent⸗ 
iy returned anſwere, that if the Ring ol Natolia 
. © would parler with bim in the Fielde e 
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the Campes, he Would thete merte him, and conclude a peace fozone 
dap, which the king of Natolia actepted. When they were met, Maxi- 
mus began as followeth:Pꝛince of Bohemia, what is it thou craueſt at 
my hands: 02 wherefo2e haſt thou bought, contrary to the lawes of 
Rings, a band of ſouldiers into this countrep, where thon art not to ſet 
kote without my licenſe 7Natolian Ty2ant (gusth he) 3 come to re⸗ 
der me my ſonne, Whom? thou hat murthered contrary to lawe, Jus 
fkiceandequitte, whoſe blod J require at thy vainff and cruell hands, 
alſo to reuenge the manifolde wꝛongs theu haſt done him, by the dil⸗ 
lopall and falſe accuſation of thek ing ok Libia here pꝛeſenk. Pariſmus 
(quoth he) 3 haue done nothing to thy ſon, but accozding to tha lawes 
of this land, which puniſheth rape eſpecially ofa kings daughter, with 
death. My ſonne (quoth he) neuer cõmitted any ſuch ag, but carried a⸗ 
way Angelica, with her willing conſent, whercby he is vniuſtlp ind- 
ged ; Withall, 3 demaund her other, as of right belonging vnto him, 
foz that ſhe is his betrothed wife, whome J will haue beloze J leaue 
Natolia, oz ſæ the ruine of the and of thy kingdome: therekoze yelbe 
her into my cuſtodie. With that Santodeloboro ſtept fozth and ſaide: 
Thinkeft thou Bohemian to commaund vs tn this place, thou act to 
weake,therefoze be gon quickly, oz tho» ſhalt ſone ſæ ſo many £Pwzes 
here, as ſhall confound thy ſences with amazement, Knows (quo:h 
Pariſmus) that what J haue ſaid 3 will periszme, and ſo little do J e- 
ſtame your Fo2ces,that J will yelde thoſe piſoners J haue without 
ranſome: the he gaue them Pridamor againe.Manꝑ other ſceches paſt 
betwirt them, wherewith in the ende Maximus was lo enraged, that 
he ſware by heauen and earth, that he would rather ſx his own death, 
his countries wꝛacke, and Aagelicaes deſtrud ion, befoze the ſhould be 
giuen to his cuſtodie, and ſo departed. 
Pariſmenos Was ercedingiy troubled when he heard Maximus 
ſpeethes, whem he knew fo be of ſacruel a diſpoſition, that he would ra- 
ther indeeds ſer her death, then be croſt of his will, that hecontinned in 
great care and continuall tozment of minde. Acne as they were pars 
ted, Pariſmus, Pollipus, and Pariſmenos, beganne to conſult what to 
do, euerp one being deſireus of victozp, at laft Pariſmenos ſaide. (oF 
noble Father, il 3 may pꝛeſume to giue counſell to vou that are of farts 
greater wiedom, and better erperienced i in theſe nmartial affairs than x 
am, this is my opinion: Maximus is of 5ᷣ cruell diſpoſition, that rather 
I ba will be contradicted , hee Lo ſ& the delfruction pf * 
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and his polleritie, that it is not valoz,but wilfulneſſe, that maketh him 
reſolute; tbeyz foes likewiſe,are ſo much weakened by the laſt ſlaugh⸗ 
ter we made amongſt them, that if wee can giue them another ſudden 
Onſet, they will be vtterly diſmayed; Beſides, the Rings eldeſt ſonne 
Marc, is my deare Friend, on whoſe faith and fidelitie, durſt repoſe 
my life: M ho if he could attaine the Cittie, would be ready to aide vs; 
Chereloze ſo pleaſath voa, let vs gine the Onſet, when they are in their 
dead ſleepe, which will bzing ſuch terro2 and amazement to their harts, 
that they will be like men amazed. Pariſmus hearing his Mozds , li⸗ 
ked his counſell very well: And thus hes contriued this buſineſſe, the 
Band ſhould be diuided into tha parts: the ono to bs under the Cons 
duct of himſelſe, the other vnder Pariſmenos, and the third vnder Polli 
pus : Which was ſo ſectetly done, that the Getulians had not the leaſl 
knowledge thereof. 

About midnight, when all things were at ſilence, and the Getulians 
voyde of ſuſpition, the Bohemians left they2 Tants,and Pollipus with 
bis fozces gauethe Onſet, violently ruſhing into the Getulians Camp, 
on that fide was next them. Pariſmenos went betwixt them and the 
Citie. And the Pzince of Bohemia marched about with his fozces and 
inuaded them on the backs ſide. The Getulians being then in their 
deeps lle pe, and without the leaſt thought of any ſuch inuaſlon, wert ſo 
amazed with this aſſaulf, that they ranne vp and downe , ſome wea- 
ponleſſe, and ſome halfe armed, and ſome with their ſwoꝛdes onely: 
and the Bohemians in the midſt ofthem, making anexc&@dingfſangh- 
ter. 


The King ok Libia and Santodelodoro wers fo eager ,. that 
they ran vp and downe calling ſoꝛ their Armour, and crying out, cou⸗ 
rage, tamage. And being armed, they began to courage their amazed 
fouidiers, with many comfo2table ſperches, but the Bohemians were 
le thicke amongſt then, and had ſa much diſezdered them, that ſome of 
the in loft theit liues as they were putting on their armour: others wore 
flaugh:ered, euon whileſt the liepe were in their eyes: others ſtroken 
dead, as they were lifting their armes fo ſtrike the firſt blowe: and 
ſome llaine befo2e they could recall their ſences from amazement; there 
might one years the diſmall grones of murdzed ſoules: there might 
one perceiue ll aughter in her royaltie , and reuenge filleth his thirſis 
heart with blood: feare ſfod trembling in his right hew, terre appea⸗ 
red in the Poꝛes gallly lokes, and vidozy on the Bohemians _ 
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The Paince bebinde them, flanghtering ſeme befo2e they could loke 
backs. Pollipus befozo them with his furie, parting the ſoules from the 
bodies. And Pariſmenos with his blody Swo2de, cutting off they2 
paſſage to the Citie. The Pzince met with Santodelodoro, and made 
him fler to ſaue himſelle from death. Pollipus met with Pridamor, and 
gaue him ſo many Woundes, that hee durſt no longer abide his ſight : 
Pariſmenos, turned backe the Ring of Lybiacs ſteppes, haſting to the 
Cittie, and purſued him with ſuch eager chaſe, and gaue him ſo manie 
grieuous Moundes, that had hee not wit hoꝛewe, and held himſelſe as 
mongſt a thꝛong of Lybians, he had died by his hands. All the Natolias 
were amazed, terriſied, diſcouraged andconfounded in their thonghtes, 
being ſo cruelly and valiantly aſſaulted bę the Bohemians, that thep be⸗ 
ganne to flie and fozſake the Campe, euerꝑ one ſhiſting to ſaue his life: 
ther was ſuch a cry, that the noiſe therof was heard into the Cittp. The 
Cittizens, ſuppoling there had bin ſome mutiny in the Tamp, amongſt 
Souldiers, ranne out at the Sates: Which aduantage Pariſmenos 
ſoneeſpyed,and got their poſſeſſion, Then began the Cittizens ts crie 
out, and ran with amazed ferro2 : the Beacons were ſet on fire the bels 
rung ont with aconfuſed noiſe, g euerꝝ ſigne ofamazement was made. 
This noiſe ſone came to Maximus hearing, who vered with a chaos of 
confuſed thoughts, caught vp a ſwoꝛd, and in a deſperate furie ran into 
the Citie, the Rnights betoke them to their Armoz,the Ladies fozſwke 
their Beddes,wzinging their hands, and making great lamentations. 
Angelica affcighted with their cryes,apparelled her ſelſe, not knowing 
what this great tumult ſhoald pꝛetend. Marcellus likewiſe was with 
the noyſe awakened from his l@pe, and leauing Panoraes houſe, with 
his S woꝛd in the one hand, and his Doublet in the other, ran out info 
the open ffreetes,to ſe what might be the tauſe of this vpꝛoꝛe. By this 
time the ſtretes were filled with Souldiers, and Pariſmenos was gots 
ten to the Court-gates: Where he met with Maximus the Ring, but 
would not offer to touch him: Mho like a furious, mad, and deſperate 
man, ranne amongſt the Bohemian Souldiers, bꝛandiching his [wozd, 
and llaughtering ſach as ſtod next him, where he met with Marcellus 
ranging about, ſtarke mad with griele; Who deüred him to withdzaw 
himſelfe, leaſt he were deſtroped by the tommon-Souldpers: but he re⸗ 
fuſing his counſell, and ouertame with mad Frenzie, ruched inamongſe 
the khickeſt ofthem, Wout conſideration, 74 dunding ſome, and 1310 5s 
tering thoſe that offerednot to touch him (being befoze commannded 
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by Pariſmenos not fo lay biolent handes on him) but his carleſſe ſurie 
wought his olvnedownefall; and his owne kollie confirmed the P20- 
pheſi? that he hid long time feared; Foz moſt lamentablie in thꝛong ol 
the Bohemian Fozſemen, he was kroden to death. By this time Mar- 
cellus was come tothe Court, ſearing leaſt the Douldicrs ſhould enter, 
and afereighe the Mucne and Angelica, IM here hee found Pariſmenos, 
tbough vnknowne, keping the Entrance, running at him malt furis 
pally ; ; To whom Parilmenos ſaide: Marcellus holde thy hands, here 
is none but Friendes. Tlith that wo2d he ſaide; M ho art thou that 
knoweft me? J am (ꝗd. he) a friend to Marcellus ,and with pou with⸗ 
d2aW pour ſclis into the Conrt,ieaft pou be hurt amongſt my ſouldiers. 
Marcellus hearing his ſpœches, ſtept within the Tourt-Gates. By this 
time the Pꝛince of Bohemia and Pollipus had put the Natolian fozces 
to fletght,and taken Santodelodoro — Pay ped pꝛiloners, the King 
of Lybia was fled, thecommon-Souldyers had ranſackt the Campe, 
and begatine to {acke the Cifty, vatill the dap began fo appeare:and the 
Pzince ol Bohemia and Pollipus hauing attained victozie, gaue coms 
maundement that none vpon paine of death ſhould offer ts enter ang 
ok the Citizens houſes. 
The Nobles ſe ing what laughter the Bohemians had made, hoo 
the Moores and Lybians were fledde, and the Cittie ready to be ſackt, 
came ta the Nugne, and certified her the trueth of all. UWho mifſing. 
Maximus,carelefiy ranne into the Cittie to ſeeke him, renting ber gar⸗ 
ments, and making exceding mone: and at laſt found him troden to 
death, and not ſlaughtered by mans foꝛte, but by the bzute Beaſts : cas 
ting her ſelfe careleflp and deſperately vpon his deab C92pes, vttering 
manp lamentable ſpeches,vitill the Robles withheld her, from doing 
her ſalfe violente, which ſhee often intended, and taking vp the dead 
kings coꝛps, carried him to the Court with great lamentation. 
Marcellus comming to Pariſmus, with a kinde behauiour, aid Molt 
Noble Printe of Bohemia, J beſœch you (tay your intenſed w2ath,and 
ſerke not the Ruine and iDeftructisn of this Cittie and vs: Foz Maxi- 
mus being bead, there is none that will make reſiſtante, but rather en- 
tertaine you with willing harts, being alwaies vnwillingt to haue mo⸗ 
ned 'pou to ſcke this Reuenge: but that it was not in vs to contradict 
Maximus will: Who was rather ledde and ouerruled by rags then ad- 
uiſe: Therefoze we perde our ſelues to your mercie. Pariſmus beeing 
certified that it was Marcellus whame loued Pariſmenos, and was al⸗

wares his deare Fricnde, ſaide. 
| Novle Paince,thinke that J ſonght no way (o tninte pen, but to 
redme my Sonne, and revenge his wꝛong: UWhich now the inſt Begs 
uens haus executed in my behalfe: bat what reffifution can be made 
me fo2 his loſſe: M hoſe vntimely death was noted by Maximus cruel⸗ 
tie? 3 ſeke not pour harme, but his recouerie: Therefoze be pou aſſu⸗ 
red of Peace, and that 3 will at your requeſtceaſe ail further rife, vp⸗ 
on your Pzincely pꝛomiſe of ſeturitie. Marcellusthen ſaid, 3 haue al- 
wares honozed your Name; much moꝛe do J affect your pꝛeſence, de- 
firing nothing moze, then to be well eſtermed of pon: that now Maxi- 
mus is dead, and my ſelfe next to ſute d in the Kingdome ; UWhoſoener 
ſhall offer ininrie to thewozſt Bohemian Souldierl, 3 will hate him 
While J liue: Therfc2e J beſœch you reſt in aclurantce, vpon mp pꝛo⸗ 
miſe, and vonchſafe ſuch Entertainment as this Court tan pelde, to 
vnbvoꝛthy to giue you Welcome. Which woꝛdes Marcellus ſpake in 
the hearing and pꝛeſence of all the Nobles and Pars of his Land: who 
likewiſe (notwithſkanding the ſlaughter the Bohemians hadde made) 
willingly ratified his ſpeches, with their vnconſtrained conſent, 

Pariſmus then alighted and embꝛated Marcellus, and Pollipus did 
the like: Firſt, appointed what the Souldiers ſhould do; And then 
went into the Court with Marcellus. 

The Souldiers that were diſpearſed to every co2ncr of the Cittie, 
returned to the Campe, ſauing onelp a ſafficient Guarde of Bohemian 
Knightes, that ſtaped to Guarde the Pꝛince. Marcellus ſent out meſ⸗ 
ſengers, to gather fogither all the ſcattered Troupes of the Gerulian 
Campo, and gaue them great Rewards : thoſe that were maimed and 
Wounded, hee alſo cauſed to bee bzought to a place, where they were 
very diligently lwked vnto by ſkilfull Phyſitions, And eacry one not⸗ 
withſtanding they? fozmer diſcontentes, were by Marcellus highly ſas 
tified, 
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CHAD, X XXI. 


Ho Sicheus, ſonne to the Emperour of Conflantingple, Remulus king 
of Thrace, and others, landed in Natolia. Of Pariſmenos diſcouery: 
How hee was elected Angelicaes husband, by theconſent of the 
Peeres. And how Angelica performing Hymens rytes, was ſtolne 

away by the King of Tunis, from whom ſhe was againe taken by 
certaine Out- lawes. 

A Alrcellus haning oꝛdered theſe affaires, then beeing 

/ with Pariſmus & Pollipus, the newes was bzonght, 
that Remulus the Ring of Thrace, was landed with 

p) a mightie Bande of Thracians : and that Camillus 

A was likewiſe Landed with a Band of well armed 

A Sonldiers. With whome Sycheus Bonne fo the 

Cmperour of Conſtantinople had mette, hauing 

with him a mightie Band of Grecians. + 
Marcellus hearing this newes, ſent out Heralds to know the cauſe of 
they2 comming: Who returned and certified him, that Camillus came 
to aide the R: of Natolia,and that Sycheus ànd Remulus had bzought 
thoſe fo2ces in the aide of Pariſmenos, but being certified of the vis zy 
the Bohemians had attained, and beeing aſſured of the Peace was ton⸗ 
cluded,and of Maximus death, had ſent backe their Bandes, but them 
ſelues with Troups ok gallant Rnightes were comming to the Court: 

Marcellus then ſent out his Nobles, to giue them gad entertainment. 

Angelica being now at libertie, came downe, attended by a gallant 
traine of beautifull Ladies, her ſad countenante belwzaping her hearts 
ſozrow,and with a moſt comely, and kinde ſubmiſſe geſture, Welcanzs 
med Pariſmus, vttering theſe fewe wezds, Yonourable Pzince, regar⸗ 
ding the denoted duety wherein Jam bounde fo your Wozthineſſe, in 

that you are Paziſmenos Father, J retoyce to ſg your ſafetie, though 1 

haue cauſe inough fo ſozrow, my ſelfe being the chieleſt meane of your 

diſquiet, and by my vnlucky Deſtinies haue bene the greateſt pꝛocurer 

ef theſe grieles. And ſinte pour noble Sonne Pariſmenos fo2 my ſake, 

and my Fathers crueltie, hath endured manie miſeries, and death to 

by all likelphods, I humbly deſire pou both, to remit all eauſe ot diſcon-- 

tent tonteiued againſe vs: and alſo to vouchſafe ms that fauonr, as if 

you knowe of his abode oz ſaletis , you would comfozʒte my heart = 
| that

that kyowledge: fo; an excending ſeare of his death doth till trouble 
wy Dences, which if J were aſſured of, then would J ſone reſolue ts 
followe him, foz that without him, Jam not, foꝛ in him 3 line, and in 
his death my lite confiſteth. With that an exceeding ouer- flowing of 
teares ſtopt the paſſage of her ſpeeche, that foz inward hearts ſozrowe, 
ſhe could not vttera wo2d moze. 

Pariſmenos being befoze minded not to diſcouer himſelfe, ſee⸗ 
ing her teares, vis wing the ofte chaunge of her countenance, where- 
by hee ſawe her heart was er eedingly oppzeſt with care, now put off 
bis diſguiſe, beeing dzawne wtth ioy foz her pzeſence, hoping foz euer 
to onloye her without confradiction, and fo2ced by areſiffles defiro 
focomfozther, and hiimſelfe with her. When her eyes were fall of 
feares, her heart ofgriefe, and all ſadde fo ſ& her ſozrow, he& imbzaced 
her in his armes. Uith that Marcellus ran vnto him fo; top, the La s 
dies were gladde,and the Nobles were contented with that pleaſiing 
fight; and within fewe dayes caſt aſide all ſoꝛzrow foz Maximus death, 
becauſe they had liued in diſquiet during the time of his raigne: onely 
the Queene reſted till in heauineſſe. 

Angelica hauing found her deare night, thought to ſfaye ng 
longer in that publicke aſſembly, buf departed with Marcellus and Pa- 
riſmenos bntfo her chamber, Pariſmenos and Pollipus accompatned the 
Nucene, vüng many perſwaſions to comfozt her. Marcellus then 
being with Angelica and Pariſmenos, amangt many other ſpeches, 
could not fo2gette Dulcia, on whom his thoughtes were confinnallie 
bent, enduring greaf care foz her: fo2 that he could by no meanes fell 
what was become of her, bat feared that Maximus crueltte hadde 
fought her vntimelp death, ta whom Pariſmenos declared both where 
thee was, and how ſhee came thither. Then Marcellus heart was 
reuiued with toye, and both her and Angelica reſted in exceding great 
content. 

By this time Sycheus, Camillus, and Remulus, Were come fo the 
Court, and Marcellus and ens hearing thereok, went downe 
to welcome them. Amonalt the reit, Pariſmenos peelded Sycheus mas. 
ny thankes lo his kindneſſe. Marcellus gratulated Camillus friends 
ſhip. And Pariſmenos with Remulus renued their fo2mer familiaritie. 
That by the appꝛoach of the effates, and a number ok nnights that abs 
fended them; the Gerulian Court exceded in Ropaltie, and all in of" 
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rall after Maximus Funcraties were perfozme?', remained in great 
top. 


The ning of Lybia after his diſcomficurs, hearing the repoat of theſe 
newes, departed towardes Lybia, Santodelodoro llkwiſe (ent home 
the remnant of his viſmayred Moorcs into Barbary, but himſelle 
ſtaped in the Getulian Court. | | | 

Manie vapes togither this roxali aflemblie Nayed in the Getulian 
Court in great iope, ſpending the time in much mirth and honourable 
exerciſes. Pariſmenos {ikewite attained the conſentofy whole eſtates, 
to marrie Asgelica: and Marcellus hadcauſad Dulcia tn molt States 
lie ſozte to bœ fetcht from the Bohemian Campe, and to be yonoured 
as his betroathed Qugne, and by that meanes all of them entoxed 
their hearts confent, and delighted themſelues with eache others 
ſwete pꝛeſente. The time fo2 the Solemnization of the wedding bee- 
ing appoyinted, and much ſumptuous p2eparation made againſt the 
day ;the knights making ready their coſtly Armours and rich kurni⸗ 
tures fo2 the triumph: the Ladies elec ing chopte of riche attires, and 
D2nainents to adoze their beauties; Skaffolds making to behold the 
Tylt: and every ones minde repleat with ioy. And in this ſozt was e⸗ 
uerp one buſie to honoz theſe Napttails, 

The Gerulians haue à tuſtome, which ts generally obſerued as 
mont them, that the Bꝛides the dap befoge their marriage, offer as 
criũte in Hymens Temple, whom the married folkes adoꝛe as a God, 
Ahich ſuperſtitions cuſtome, is in ſuch vie, and of ſuch high regard as 
mongt them, that they account it not lawfull fo: any to marrie, befoze 
thoy haue perfo2med theſe rights, repufing them fo2 accurft, that neg⸗ 
led the ſame and eſteeming them inricht with many bleſſings, that exe⸗ 
cute thole ſuperititions, with mod deustions. The manner whereof 
ts this ; the Bꝛides are ado2ned with rich Dznaments, and Crowned 
wilh Garlands of Flowers, and in that ſozt they go to the Temple, at, 
tendes by one Damo zel, which carrieth their incenſe, which is balles of 
Frcankenſence, and Koſewater which themſelues calt into the fire, that 
burneth vpon the Alter: Which done, Hymens Pzieſt ſapeth certaine 
piapers, and vſeth to bletſe them with manp innocations, which like⸗ 
wiſe done, the Bride continueth alter that ſaying many p2aters to Hy- 
men, fach as y Uotarics haue framed. ob the lime of Angelicas and 
Dulcias Wedding being come,foz thatbut one tonld at once do ſacrifice, 
Duicia was appointed to Hymens Temple the ürſt dap, and Angelica 
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the nert: which lelemnitie Dulcia perfozmed with great pompe. And 
the next dap Angelica attiring her ſelſe in the vſuall ſo2t, was attended 
to the Temple dogze by Sicheus, Pariſmus, Camillus, Sontodelodoro 
Remulus, Pollipus, Pridamor, and may others gollant ſanights, and 
bya gallant traine efcentt, Damzels. And entered tho Temple onelp 
with Anna, whom ſhe met rear. ly loued, The doze being kallned by 
the Pꝛieſt, the knights returned backe fo the Court, and the Ladies 
departed vntill the timeof herrcturae, Which would be Within thx 
honres. Tye Pꝛieſt waiting ſomething that belonged to the ſa- 
crifice, went into the houſe to fetch the ſame, where he was ns ſoner 
entred, but he (aw certaine knights, who ſuddainlp laid hands on him. 
The Pꝛieſtmaruelling at this outrage, demaunded what they were, 
and thereſoze they came, to whom one of them ſaid: Me come fog An- 
gelica, and ger We will haue: and therefoze ſpeake bat a wozd moze and 
thou diet, Mith that one of the chiefeſt of them, demmaunded 2, of his 
ſeruants to kœpe him fait, ULhich done, he alone with one moe, ens 
fred the Temple, where he found her Caying ſoz the Peleſt . angelica 
ſcing two nights in Armourenter the Temple, was with that fight 
ſuddenly agaſt, fearing ſome trechetie, as inded it fell cut, Foz one of 
thoſe knights came fo Angelica, and told her, that (he muſt goe with 
him. Which ſaid: he toke her by the hand ko lead her out of the Tem⸗ 
ple; with that Anna began to ſhzike and cry out, but the other knights 
dꝛawing fozth a dagger, ſwoꝛe that if ſhe dis offer fo cry he would ſplit 
his heart. Ang. well vnderſtanding, y this vilanous ac was cöplotted 
by treacherie, thus ſaid. Uillain, what outrage is this thou oſtereſt, whi⸗ 
ther will thou conuey me, what treaſon doÞ (hou inlend? Peace Lady 
(quoth he) fo: J mult and will carrie you with me: neither make any 
reſitance,ſo2 that which J came ſoz, J Will perkozm. Then he toke her 
by the arme, and led her with foꝛce out of the Temple, into the Pztefts 
houſe, where ſhe ſaw the Pꝛieſt bound. And krom out of his houſe they 
tonueped her into a Litter, which was cloſe, that though ſhe mada 
great lamentation, pet ſhe could no! be heard, and cauſing Anna fa 
mount bp behinde a knight, they carried them away with the PP zielt: 
which they did ſo clolelp and with ſuch expedition, that they eſcaped 
away vndſectied, by reaſon the Temple ld on the cutfive of the 
Citie. 
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New this Knight that tarried awap Angelica, woas thebarbarous 
King of Tunis, named Irus, wholong time beſoze Pariſmenos arrinall 
in Getulia, had bina ſufo? to Angelica, but was denied her by Maxi- 
mus, and departed from thence in a difcontented vaine, who hauing 
foiourned many dates in Getulia, was well aquainted with their cu⸗ 
ſtomes, and hearing ailthat bekallen in the Court, and ok Maxi- 
mus death, had manie daies awaited this oppoztunitie, wel knowing 
befoze that ſhe would tome to Hymens Temple, to offer the acuſto- 
med ſacrifice : came at the very inſtant and ſurpzized them, and hauing 
paſt without ſuſpition out of the ſuburbs ofthe Citie, haſted with all 
ſp&de her could towards his countrie. And by the way as he went, 
they entered at hicke wd, where Irus purpoſed to reſt himſelſe, ts de⸗ 
termine which way to take, fearing to be ſurpziſed, fo2 that he knew 
the ſhould be ſone mift : he had not ſtayed there long, buf he was de⸗ 
ſcried by certaine Knights that Itued in thoſe wods: the cauſe of 
whoſe abode in that place ſhall be declared in the next Thapter : who 
beatingmanylamentatons that Anna made, ſet vpon Irus whome 
they thought to beaperſonage of great eſtate, and by the richneſſe of his 
Armour, Which was on the ſkirts and fides enamelled and beſette 
with rich ſtones, all ouer beſette with bleeding hearts oi Azure. 

Irus ſeing himſelfe thus beſet, dzew his ſwo2din his defence, with 
that one of d companie blew a hoz1e, wherewith there ſuddenly came 
out fennein Armour, with the reſt of their fellowes, equalling the 
number that was with Irus, betweene whom began a moſt ſincerecom- 
bat, which continued ſo long, that there were fome flaine of both par⸗ 
ties, Hymens Pꝛielt, in this time ſecretly ole away, And Angelica 
being in the Litter, loked out thereat, beholding thut cruel! fight,mars 
nelling wat thoſe ſhould be, that had ſtolen her from the Temple, and 
what thoſe ſtheuld be that ſonght to reſcue her from them, but ſhe was 
ſo excedingly oppꝛeſt with terroz, that her vitall ſences were readie to 
peeld vp her late bꝛeath. 

Wy this time Irus Knights were moſt of them flaine, and ſeme 
_ grenouſl; waunded, lauing Ins, ho being a Rnight of reſolued cou⸗ 
rage, contiuued the combat with great valour againſt his aſlailliant, 
who ſeemed to be ahnight oferccevin g ts urage, as he was indeed, and 
by his strength lone b2onght lis within Gig mercie: who ſearing his 
death, defied theüömght to holde his hand. Tell me then what thou 
art 
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art (quoth he?) J will not (quoth he) tell the my name, but J am of 
Tunis, Angelica hearing that wozd, gane a ſudden ſhzike, wheretolth 
the knight loking backe, beheld her ma erceding beautie, which 
was beautifled with her Garland ol flowers, that he (ode as one a⸗ 
mazed thereat, taking ber rather to be a diuine, then a moꝛtall crea- 
ture: that he ſaid. Mhat Lady is this, that is fearefull to heare thy 
name? At is (quoth he) Angelica: with that he fell downe foz faint- 
neſſe, by effuſion of blod. The Knight then ſtepping to Angelica, 
laid: Lade, you now are mine by conqueſt: therrfoze feare not his 
name, and goe with me, where you ſhall not want any thing that you 
will deſtre: with that he toke her out of the Litter, and carried her and 
Anna away with him, and left Irus amongſt his knights almoſt 
— to death, but thz of them hauing eſcaped that cruell 
maſſacre. 
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How Marcellus finding Irus knew him, Of Pariſmenos ſorrowe. 
How hee departed ina diſguiſe from Epheſus, How Pariſmus 
departed towards Theſſalie. How Irus. and Pariſmenos met in 
the deſart, and what afterwards befell. 


VLaens Pzieſb hauing eſcaped, haſfted with all 
2) ſpede vntill be came te the Citie: he Citizens 
ſeing him there, running as though hee were a» 
I gaſte, whom they thought had bene at the Temes 
; ble, fo2 that Angelica was ſuppoſed to be there 
e by] cuenthey, wondzed thereat: and many of them 
— lweanatter him, who being come towards the court, 
— 8 mel the Bzidegrome, and all the reſt of ths 
ſtates going foward the Temple, who ſeeing him in that caſe, were 
dziuen into admiration; but hecaſting himſeſfe befoze them, bzeath 
not ſufferinghim to vtter any longer ſpech, cried out, Angelica An- 
gelica, and after that her recouered alittle moze bꝛeath, hee cried &- 
Saine: Angelica is befrayed, ffolen away by treaſon. 
With that Pariſmenos was ſoconfound in his ſences, that hx was 
like one ſendefſe, and all the elt were diſmaid with feare of this moo 
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tin the Wꝛieſt fo ſafiſfie them, declared the truth of all that happened, 
and how that ha had left Angelica in the wad called the deſart, Pa- 


riſmenos hearing his ſpxches , (aide, Mhat knight wiil bzing me to 
that place 2 with that euerp one ranne fo2 their ſleds, and Periſme- 
nos àmongſt the frit, was firk mounted, and with Marcellus poſi ing 


toward the delart. Pariſmus, Sicheus, aud all the reſt, with enraged fu⸗ 
ty betoke themſelues fo their ſteeds, that on & ſudden the whole Coun⸗ 


trey was heſpꝛed euerp way with Knights, 

This neives likewiſe came to the Bohemian Came, that the 
hoꝛſemen poſted euerp wap, the Ladies ranne fo the Temple, where 
miſſing Angelica, they filied the hollow Uaultes thereof with their 
cryes, the Couttiers were amazed, the Citie in an vpꝛoze, and the 
Quene in great feare. 

Pariſmenos and Marcellus firſt gate info the deſarf, where ar⸗ 
cozding to the Pꝛieſtes ſpeches, with little ſearche they ſound Irus as 
mongũ his fewe wounded knights almo dead, whoſe head they had 
vncouered to giue him bꝛeath. Marcellus ſone knew him, and by his 
Armour which Hymens Pꝛieſt had deciphered ſo well as he could, her 
Knelve that it wal he that carried away Angelica, Pariſmenos coms 
ming to him, beiagercevdingly enraged,offered.to th zuſt his ſwoꝛd tho⸗ 
row him. But Marcellus ſtaping his hand, ſaid. This is Irus theking 
of Tunis. With that likewiſe he ſaid fo Irus (who knew Marcellus) 
Ming of Tunis. Wihatdiſhsnour is this thou haſt dons (o Angelica? 
1 which 3 haue do ne(ſaid be) repent not, but fo; that I haue lat 

er. 

With that Pariſmenos ſaid: Where is the, which way went 
ſhe: then one of the wounded Knights ſaid, ſhe was reſcued from vs 
in this place, and theknighis that haue her, departed out of the wov 
that way. By this time Pariſmus and Sicheus was come, and Pariſ- 
menos & Marcellus, againe hatted that way the knight directed them. 
By this time all deſart was beſet g ſearched thꝛoghout with knights, 
and Marcellus and Pariſmenos were ſtaped from þ haſt they made, foz 
that they met with thouſads of knights that had bin in euery place of 
thoſe parts ef p countrp, but could not once hear of her, oꝛ ot anp knight 
but oftheir owne company, that Pariſmenos at Marcellus intreatie 
returned backe ts Pariſmus q the reſt, to know their aduice befoze her 

went from them, which Marcellus had agreat care of him fozt hat he 
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knew his gricfe was ſuch, that hee would neuer returne vntill he had 
found, fe: wheme likewiſe they ſhould take as much care koz him 
being abſent. Pariſaus hearing the repozt of the knights that had bin 
 euerp way in her ſearche, could not tell what to ſay, oz what to thinkt: 
but firſt, he deſired thoſe that toned Angelica, to poſte every man in 


her ſearche, and ſpeaking to thouſands of his knights, h& commanded 
them to depart pꝛeſentlp, both in the furtkermoft pat te 6f Natolia, and 
alſo into the neighbouring Countrers in her ſearche, which he theughe 
was the beſt meanes to finds her, fo2 hee was ſure they could not by 
trauelled farre in that ſhozt ſpace. Pꝛomiling to rewarde him moſt rich⸗ 
ly that could find her, oʒ could heare ol her abode: with that the knights 
departed euerp wap. 

Pariſmenos was ercedingly tozmented with grieke, and thought 
himſelfe negligent to ftay there, and not to be in her ſearche: but not 
knowing which wap te take, his ſences were dulled with that gres⸗ 
uous conceit. To whom Pariſmus ſaid: Be of god cd fozt Pariſmenos, 
foz.we ſhall heare of Angelica àgaine: therefozeyp2ay to not you 
leaue vs to, leaſt our care be as great fo2your abſence: fo: there are ſo 
tnany knights in her ſearch, that ſhecannot by anp means be ls ſecrets 
ly conueped hence, noꝛ ſo ſpedilp, but we ſhall heate thereof. 

My Lo2d and Father (quoth he) beſeœch you let me make ſome di⸗ 
tigent ſearche fo2 her, otherwiſe my minde will not be ſatiſfied: and 3 
beſcech pou to returne to the Court with theſe Robles,andleaueme as 
lone in her ſearch, that amongſt the reſt, I that haue moſt cauſe, map 
accoꝛding like a friend, do my belt to finde her. As fo2 my ſalctie, take 
you no care, fo2 be you aured, J will pꝛeſerue my ſelfe from danger, 
onely foz her ſake, which liberty, if pou graunt me by leaning me here 
alone, it ſhalt bee a great deale moꝛe pleaſing to my minde, then to be 
pend in the Cpurt in idleneſſe. 

If vou pꝛomiſe mee (quoth hee) faithfully to returne againe, J will 
giue m conſent, but pet got with vs to p court this night, and to moꝛz⸗ 
row depart. J will, me Kozd ( quoth he) returne to mozrow : foz this 
night 3 may ſoner finde her, then hereafter, fo2 that notwithſtanding 
bur ſearche, Ge may be in this Deſart, which ik it be ſo, they will cons 

uey her hence this night. Pariſmus andthe reſt ſeeing his reſolution, | 
and fruſting to his pꝛomiſe to returne, lefte him, and departed backe to 
the Court with Irus, foz that the night dzewe nig y. 


Marcellus 
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Marcellus woult haue fared with Pariſmenos, but that ha ſawe ha 
nather deſtre d to be lore, that hetikewiſe hauing as heauy heart as as 
ny of the reſt, departu d. 
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Pariſmenos being alone by himſelſe, began fs Fudie what fo doe, 
ſometimes thinking wa was within the Deſart, where ſhoe might be, 
fo2 that it was of an exca ding compaſſe, then heremembzed, that one 
ok Irus Knights tt lde him that they left the wa d, which bzeda tontra⸗ 
rr perſwafion in him, that they were Teparted, and gone ſome Whither 
elſe, that in a multitude of thoughts not knowing what fo do, and ha- 
ning in thi ſe cogitations ſpent moſt part ofthe night, without the leaſt 
hope, at laſt tyꝛed with griele, and filled with care, he alighted from his 
St&d, whom te faftened to a buſh, e ſat himſelfe downe vnder a Tree, 
as one that had bene quite ginen ouer to careleſſe diſpaire ; wherg we 
will leanebim to ſpeake of Angelica. 

The Knight that had reſcued Angelica from Irus, pzeſently con⸗ 
nexed her to the thickeſt ot the Delart: in the middeſt whereof he had 
a Caue, oz rather Labyzinth, moſt artificially framed, wherein were di⸗ 
uers romea, vaultes, and turnings, not made by nature, but by the Art 
and znduſtry of ſkillull wozkemen, and with great coſte. Jn which 
place in times paſt, the Giant Malachus kept his ſecret abode. Into 
this place they bzonght Angelica, and comfogting her with many faire 
ſ-&ches, which weremolt ſharpe fo her hearing, refahng all comfozt, 
den ping to taſte any fode which they offered her, and ſhanning their 
company, till at laſt, the chiefeſt ol them ſaide. Ladie, be not thus im⸗ 
patient, noꝛ vſe me not ſodiſcurteoufly,as to ſhunne my company,that 

haus deſerued no ſuch hatred, valefſe it wers in dwing pan god, foz A 
haue teleaſed von fcom the bondage pon were in, by meanes of thoſe 
that had pou in their cuſtodie, that had as it ſemed by Damozels com⸗ 
plaints, with vislence bzought you to that place. Foz mp ſelfe, J will 
vſe you ſo honcurably as your heart can with : neythec ſhall you haue 
any violence offered you, but reſt in as gos ſeturitie as you can deſire 2 
fo2 this place harbszetb no tyꝛants, noꝛ diſcurteous treatures, but ſach 
as are of verfuous inclination, although by the croſſe miſchances of 
harde Deſtenie, we are d2inen to liue in this plate. And not ſo much by 
deſtenie, as by the crueltie of Maximus, king ofthis countrep, ts whom 
neuer any offence was giuen by an of ds: foz knoweLadie, that my 
name is Iconius, ſometimes Duke ol Sextos: but nowe banniſhed be 
| f you 
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pour Father Maximus from my Dukedome, by the falſe accuſation of 
Pridamor, and the Kings malice: Mho accuſed mee of Treaſon and 
Conſpiracte with the Ring of Tunis: Mho long ſince attempted by 
Treaſon fo betray his life, and to attaine pour Poſſeſſion: Mherein 
the Heauens knowe how Innocent J was. And not contented with 
my baniſhment, and confiſcation of my Gods, hee alſo ſought my life, 
with great crueltie, pꝛomiſing great Rewards to thoſe that couid finde 
mee out, 02 bꝛing him my head, This is thecauſe of my deſolate Lite, 
Mherein J finde greater quiet then in Courtlp- pompe. Therekoze J 
pꝛap you bee contented with (ach homely entertainment as my poꝛe 
habitstion ye@ldeth, whither you are as Welcome as you ſhould be to 
the place you would defire to be in. 

Angelica hearing his ſpeches, was moze griened then befoze, ſoz 
that thee leared, hee would in Renengeof her Fathers crueltie, ſtill de⸗ 
taine her there, that with the leare ſhee had taken by theſe outrages, 
ſuch a paſſion oppꝛeſt her heart, that thee fell do wne deade: and Anna 
ſesingt he ſame, cryed out moſt lamentably,and did her indeno2 the belt 
thee could to recouer her: Which when they had dene, Iconius helped 
foconuey her to one ot thoſe Romes very ſicke, and in great danger cf 
her lile, being diligently tended by Anna: Uho hadde all things netei⸗ 
ſarie to comfozt her in that extreamitie, where there was no went of 
any thing. 5 

Iconius haning left Angelica with Anna, came amonglt the reſt 
of his companie, hauing bene ſometimes Rnightes of estimation, like- 
wiſe by miſerie dꝛiuen to that Docietie , hauing liued in that place mas 
nie yeares : Where they were as ſecure as fn the ſafeſt place in the 
Moꝛld, where they kept themſelues cloſe, Not once ſtpꝛring ab2oade, 
fo2 that they knew, he whole Court would bee in an vpꝛoꝛe ſoꝛ Ange- 
licaes abſence ; By which meanes, the diligent ſearch that was made, 
was all in vaine; Fo2 digersKnightes had paſſed ouer the Cane, yet 
could not difcerne the ſame, the Entrances thereto were ſo ſecret!y cons 
triued: neither was chere any dyꝛect path to be ſene ; Foꝛ Iconius li- 
uing in continuall ſeare of his life, was carefull thereof. 

Pariſmenos continued all that Night , Sometimes reſting him⸗ 
elle, and againe ſometimes trating vppe and downe the ſolitarie De⸗ 
fart ; Mhere he met with many furions Beaſts,and heard the notes of 
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mary Bredes, that file abꝛoade onely in the Night , vifering manie a 
adde groaning ſigh , and many a monrnefull ſpeche: Sometimes 
lamenting his owne hard happe, and then her miſfoꝛtune: not knows 
ing whether himſelle oz Angelica were moze miſerable, accounting 
himlelfe maſt vnfoztunate to be parted from her, but her in much moze 
miſerie, to be under thegouernment of trangeis, 

Againe, matuelling what they chould be that ſo had reſcued her from 
Irus, but moſt ot all, could not imagine to what ſetret place they had ſa 
\:1>: e:3ly conveyed her, finding ſo many cauſes ok care, and ſo little hope 
of comfozt, epther by hope te finde her, oz conſideration of theſe ſadde ey 
uents, that his heart was repleate with ſeare: His head wag full of 
froubled thoughts: his ſences dulled with ſozrow, and his Fancie ouer⸗ 
burdened with conceit: his bodie Mearped, and his Cyes ſwolne with 
artefe ; that all the night noꝛ the day finding no hope of comſozf, hee 
wandzed towards the Tourt, like one not caring what he did, noz whe⸗ 
ther ho went: Letting his © ied carry his head in careleſſe lozt, that he 
ſeemed to meurne with his Maiſter: And boing rome to the Court, he 
was kindelp vſed and comfozied by his Father, and his Friends, Mar- 
cellus and Remulus, dy all the belt perſwaſions they could bie, gaue no 
eaſe to his reſtleſſe cares: Thete was now ſuch an alteration, as if all 
things had changed thepz hue: the Knightes that had p2epared furni⸗ 
niture, attired to adozne the Wedding, had put on Poarning aktire: 
the Ladies that befoze reiopced, turned thepz toy te Weping,and their 
pleaſure info mourning: fozſaking companie , and chuſing darke cozs 
ners fo Weps in. TheCittizens whoſe hearts were on the height of 
delight, were now growne penũue: and thepz countenances bewzaped 
thepz griate, 

Thegreat Bzeparation fwd at a carelette aps zneither going foz⸗ 
Wards no2 backwards, and all things in ſuch a confuſed alteration; as 
though all things had bene quite giuen ouer to alteration: that euen 
the vainer ſozte of people that had delight to ſe Hewes, were grieued 
to be kruſtrated of they2 deſtre. 

Fn this ſoꝛt continued thep all many dapes, being vopveof/all hope, 
but onely fo heare ſome! Welcome-newes by ſuch Anightes as were 
gone in ſearche of Angelica: Whoſe diligence they may bee 
great in that behalle. 
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Many dapes after, continued Angelica in that Deſart place, very 
3 ſicke, ſo that Anna thought ths could not by any meanes 
ricape. 

Pariſmenos likeſwiſe tontinued in the Natolians-Court, vntill all 
the knights that went in ſearch of Angelica were returned, without 
returing any Newes at all of her: Which dꝛaue Pariſmenos into, 

. neive conceits aud thoughts what to do: Jo2 his careſs2 her abſence, 
and feare neuer fo ſe heragatne, made him Weary of his life, Mearp 
of all tompanie, and Weary of the Courte, which ſeemed ts him no o⸗ 

ther then a plate of diſcontent, and the fight of ſome of theyꝛ myꝛth in- 

creaſedhis Woe, that hs determined to leaue the Court, and ſpend his 
lcathedLife in ſome ſolitarie plate: And at laſt, hee thought, in the 

Deſart where his Loue was loft, to loſe himſelle: that very ſhoztly at- 

fer, Arming himſelſe in a murrep Armour, hee ſecretly in an Euening 

gote from the Court, and haſted with (ach ſpeede as his Steve coulde 
make towards the Deſart. 

Ba was no ſoner gone, but he was as ſone miſt at the Tourt, fo? 

whoſe abſence great ſozrow was made. And the next day many of his 

Knights went in ſearch of him: From lohome hee ſecretly ſhzowped 

himſelfe, and ſawe ſome of them: Mhome had they ſeene him, they 

could nat haue knowne him in that diſguiſed Armour. | 

Thus mantle dapes paſt in his ſearch, but being ſtill fcuſfrated, they 

were all cut of comfozt, eſpecially Pariſmus, Pollipus, and Mar cellus, 

were very ſadde: but pet in hope of his ſafetie, although thep knee 
not where he were, ſoz they were aſſared hee abſented himſelke of pur⸗ 
poſe. 

F Within ſhoꝛt time after, there arriueo certaine knights that bzoughtf 

Letters ont of Bohemia, vnto Pariſmus : Which cerliũed that his Fa- 

ther the king was very ſicke, and not fs liue long, and therefoze befired 

him to returne, Which cauſed Pariſmus to leuue the Getulian Courte, 
and gane oꝛder to Pollipus, to march away with the Bobemian Souls 
diers, beeing moſt vnwilling to leaue his Sonne Pariſmenos behinde 
him : but becauſe hee ſawe there was no remedie ka recure the leaſt of 
theſe euils, oʒ reconer him, foʒ that he abſented himſelſ voluntarilp, and 


he was peraduenture trauelled farre from that place, Pariſmus faking 
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Farewell of the reſt of theaccompanyed , by Sycheus, firſk hauing let 
Irus depart, and fozgtuing his offence fo2 his part, hee departed, leaving 
Marcellus very ſaddgfoz his abſence. After his departure, Marcellus 
ſentaway the King of Tunis, vpon certaine conditions betwene them 
concluded, Remulus ſozte fo2 Pariſmenos and Angelicas miſfoztune, 
departed towards Thrace, And Camillus, and Santodelodoro, to they; 
owne Tountrepes. 

And within fewe dayes after, Marcellus was with great ſolem⸗ 
nitie Medded to Dulcia : the Pꝛeparations beeing excæding, but pet 
ſo darkened by the abſence of Pariſmenos and Angelica, and the reft of 
the States that had beeneaſſembled, that it ſemed like ioy and mour⸗ 
ning intermingled. ts 

Irus beeing departed from the Getulian-Courte, glad of his owne 
ſafetie, foz that befoze he feared his life: but much moze ſadde,foz that 
he was diſappointed. of Angelica: By the way as he returned to his 
Countrey,being (vnaccompanyed)he entred:the Deſart, his minde be⸗ 
ing dꝛawne yet with defice to ſ& the plate where he loſt her: neare vn⸗ 
to which Pariſmenos remained: ho elpping Irus, pzefently knewe 
him, and ſuppoſing that hee had eſcaped from the Getulian-Courte by 
ſtealth, thought now to be fully reuenged of him, foz that he alone had 
by his cunning treachery, onely croſt his contented happinefſe, rowſed 
himſelfe from his Coaert ; and pacing towardes Irus, who was like⸗ 
wiſs on Fate, loꝛ that he could not eater the Wiodde on Hoꝛzſe-backe, 
aud dꝛawing his Swo2d, without ſpeaking a Moꝛd, let dꝛiue a foztea⸗ 
ble blow at him: Which lighted vpon the Well-tempered-it&le, yet 
bꝛuſed the fleſh vppon his Arme: Irus being therewith enraged, dzue 
put his Swo2d,betwene whome beganne a moſt fierce and cruell bat⸗ 
tell, which continued a god ſpace, vntill Irus had receiued ſome grie⸗ 
uous Moundes, and maruelling at his Enemies valour, thus ſpake 
to him. | 
Knight (quoth hee,) Mhat art thou that otfereſt me this outrage? 
J knowe the not, nepther haue J offenved th. J am (quoth he) Pa- 
riſmenos, the greateſt enemie thou haſt; and do ſs moztally hate the, 
that 5 will haue thy life befoze J part: Mith that he aſſapled him moſt. 
furiouſſp, and gaue him ſo many moztall Mounds, that with much ef- 
fuſion of blend, hee fell do one dead. Pariſmenos hauing bzought him 


to 
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to this eſtate, eſpied another knight com ming out ofthe wd, which 
made him leaue Irus, and follow him, and overtoke him at the wods 
fide, to whome he ſalde night, Who art thou? The Knight loking 
backe,ſeeing his \wozd bfcoTie, and his Armour battered, ſeeming to 
haue come ſrom ſome cruel] (kirmifh , and diſdaining at him to be ſo 
peremptozily examined,anſwered, What art then thatexamineft me 
in this place? 

Pariſmenos beingerceedingly enragedbefoze by the ſmart of ſome 
Mound he had befoze reteiued, ſaide. J am one that will knowe what 
thou art befoze J leaue the: and with that word, ſtroke at him. The 
Knight likewiſe dꝛawing his fwd to reuenge that ble we, but he was 
farre + bnable to withſtand Pariſmenos, that he was ſone by his vncons 
quered Chiualrie moſt grienouſly wounded , and in ſome parte diſar⸗ 
med: Pariſmenos ſtriking another fozcible blowe at him, hit him right 
where the Armour was b2oken, and with violence the s woꝛde pierced 
his heart, and hc felldowne dead, wilhout ſpeaking a wozd. Mhich 
done, Pariſmenos pulled off his Helmet, to ſa il he knewe him, but he 
knew him not. 

rz Iconius hearing the nsyſeof the claſhing of theyꝛ Armcur, be⸗ 
ing then ab2oave , dzewe towards the place where Irus lap, gaſping feꝛ 
bzeath ; Mhome hee pzeſently knewe fo bee the ſame night ſrom 
whom be had befoze reſcued Angelica, and putting off his Yeimet,pze- 
ſently knew him to be his deere friende Irus, fo2 whoſe ſake he was ba- 
niſhed. Do that faking him vppe, he tonneped him to the Caue, with 


great diligence,labouring fo reutue him, which by his 3 nduffric be at 
laſt attained. 


Anna comming to haue a ſight of this Knights comming in, p2e- 
ſentl knee him by his Armour to be the ſame that had with violence 
taken both Angelica and her out of Hymens Temple, and enqui⸗ 
ring of the Knights his name; they anſwered, none of them knew him, 
foz none but Iconius knee him. Angelica being now ſomewhat bets 
ter reconered, Anna mads knowne to her what ſhee had ſene,but could 
not learne the knights name. Anna(qd. ſhe) nenerenquire his name, 
but viewe him well, and thou ſhalt ſone finde him to bee Jrus , Ring of 
Tunis: Foz diddeſt thou not beare him ſay, how that he was of Tu- 
nis, when Iconius reſcued mee from him? Being much moze miſera- 
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ble by his appzoach : Foz Iconius and hee awe of ſuch familiaritie , that 
whereas befoze J had almoſt wonne his conſent toconnuey mee to the 
Getulian Court, J am now out of all comfozt of that,foz Irus will ras 
ther ſerke toconuey me into Tunis: Do that now I fearemee, I chall 
nener ſee my beloued Knight Pariſmenos , but muſt bee ſubied to his 
power; Who z know will accoꝛding to his barbarous dilpoſition, vſe 
me badly; that x know not Anna, what to de in this extreamitie, but 
rather then J will ſabiect my ſelle to his Mill, 3 will ſoner bee the 
crecuttonerof mine owne death, and firft tippe my accurſed heart out 
of my troubled bzeſt. 111 

Anna then comfozted her by many verſwaſſons, putting her in ſome 
hope, pet in the ende to attaine a happie iſſue, to all theſe vnfoztunate 
Euents. Pariſmenos hauing ſlaine the night, returned to the place 
where he lelt Irus, but found him not: Mhich made him marnell what 
was become of him, thinking that he was eſcaped and fled, 

And againe. be ing weary and ſomewhat Mounded, he got himſelfe 
to his ſeeret couert, to reſt, where he determined to ſpend the remnant ol 
bis life: M here he continued many dayes after; In which time Irus 
being in the Cane with Iconius, had recouered his health, and knewe 
Iconius his olde Friende, to bee the man that hay befoze endanngered 
bis life , by taking Angelica from him, and leauing him to Pariſme- 
nos, fo; whith hee had now made him amends , bybzinging him tohis 
Caue that was likelp to periſh, ſo that when he caine flirt to the knows 
edge of theſe things he vttered theſe ſpæt hes. 

Bow foztunate, am 3 gov Iconius, to fall into pour kiade bandes, 
that otherwiſe could not haue ſuruiued? 3 haue long fince heard ol your 
Baniſhment fromthe Gerulian-Courte, and onely foz my ſake: And 
withall, hearde how ſtrialy Maximus ſought your life: Mh beeing 
come to my knowledge, x ſought dilizently to fund pon out, wich intent 
to haue carryed you with me info Tunis: but fince I haue now ſo hap⸗ 
pilp found, and haue much mo2e cauſe ts lone vou: let me intreate pon 
to leaue this zDelart,and depart with mee to Tunis, where 3 meane ta 
pit ferre cu to greater Diguitie andhonourthen euer you haue had in 
Getulia. 

F thanke pou(qd. Iconius) but J maruell what miſaduenture hath 
nowe vzought you into this Countcey , and eſpecially into this place, 
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vnacquainted, with ſuch hazard of your life? 

God Friende Iconius (quoth he) J will declare vnfo pou the fruth 
of all. Then he declared the truthe,how hee had ſtolne Angelica ont 
of Hymens Temple, and how ſhe was reſcued from him in that plate. 
And withall, declared all that he knewe of the eſtate of 8 and 
of his lateſt comming from thence : and how he met with a Knight in 
that Wlodde, that had bzoughthim by his vallant vehantour niere his 
death. 

Iconius hearing the repozt of the varietie of his Aduentures,made 
him this anſwere. Pardon mee Noble [rus , foz it was my ſelfe thac 
foke the Lady Angelica from you,not knowing who you were,who is 
within this Caue. 

Irns hearing his ſpeches, canght him in his armes fo2 iop, ſaping. 
My deare Friende Iconius, Mas it von that toke Angelica from me ? 
Bow was it, that J knewe vou not, no you me? And how foztunate, 
and tenne thouſand times bleſt may I bee by pour meanes, if you will 
but continue my truffy friende,as heretofoze you haue bene, by letting 
me onely haue a ſight of Angelica Pp Lozd(quoth he againe, J haue 
not koꝛgotten, noz vet once diminiſhed my foꝛmer friendſhip, but will 
- commit the cuſtodieof Angelica ts none but your ſelfe: Foz none but 
vour ſelſe are Wwoztby of her, oz none ſo Moꝛthie: only if pou pleaſe 
to follow my counſell, do not at the firſt motion your fozmec ſute vn⸗ 
to her, but vie her kindely,and rather fo2 a time diſemble theertremis 
tie of your paſſion : foz 3 perte iue ſhee is moſt deepely inthzalled to the 
Bohemian Knight Pariſmenos , that to make any other Loue to her at 
the fürſt, will rather increaſe her Aﬀections: : buf when ſhee is without 
hope of finding him againe, then time will ſone alter her minde, fc2 
Momens affections are ſubieq fo varietie. Irus then talde him, that 
he did like his counſzll exceedingly well: and withall, pelded him mas 
nie thankes, foz that hee padde ſo found his moſt true and loyall friends 
ſbißz. 
Iconius beeing parted from Irus , came pꝛeſentlp vnto Angelica: 
home he vſed molt kindely. And taking occaſion fo2 that he found 
her los ping, he ſaide: Faire Angelica, J much maruell why you to2- 
ment vour ſelfe with theſe ariefes1, when rou ſe pour ſelfe in ſabetie, 
and out of daunger: Paue J vet veſerned no belter opinion at pour 
banvs,that! haue bene ſo carefall ſoz your health and ſaſety 2 
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J beſ&c7e you abandon this your ladneſſe, and enkertapne ſome reſt 
{9 pour. vaquiet bꝛeadt: Which 3 ſe is ready to be ouer-whelwed with. 
geleke. 8 | | IS 4 . 
lconius (qa2th ſhee,) M hat heart oppꝛeſt with ſo manp cares and 
verations as J haue endured, could refcaine from griefe? Mhat eyes 
that haue beheld ſuch Craeltie, can abſtaine from ſheadding infünite 
floods of bzjniſh ſalt teares ? D; what creature ſubied to miſerie, could 
caatayne her Sences Within the boundes of reaſon ? And when all 
theſe are happened, and ſo any occaſions of diſcontent concurred togi⸗ 
ther, pet in the middeſt, one miſchiefe greater then all the reſt is belal⸗ 
len to mee. | | 
Js not Irus that cruell King of Tunis within this Caue, my great 
enemie, my liuing Foe, that hath bzonght mee to this miſerie: Who 
is your pꝛofeſſed Friende? To whole councell vou will rather yelde, 
then any way conrfims your pꝛomiſe vnto mee paſt, to tonuep mg to 
the Getulian Court, But if you remaine conſtant, then J haue the 
leſſe cauſe to feare Irus : but if ou condiſcend to bee ruled by his wic⸗ 
ked perlwaſions, then 1 know my ſoꝛrowes will be euerlaſtinglp leng⸗ 
thened. Iconius hearing her ſpeches, thought it belt to gloſe with her, 
and therefoze made her this anſwere. | 
'- GodLavie caſt aſide all ſuch feare, fozIrus ſhallnot ſo much aner- 
rule mee, as once to make me falfifie my Wozd: Neyther de I thinke: 
bee is of any ſuch diſpoſition ; but ik hee ber J care not: Foz what 1 
bane pzomiſed J will vndoubtedly perfozme : and would haue done it 
beloze this time, but that your health would not permit the ſame. 
Mann other ſpaches paſt betweene them, till at laſt Iconius left her, 
and going to Irus , tolde him all the ſpeches that had paſſed betwene 
him and Angelica: Who by Iconins counſelldiſſembled his affection ;. 
and though he were often-in Angelicacs company, he made no ſhew of 
ſuch earneſt Loue, pet careleſly made recifall of his fozmer deuotions: 
Which he fo cunningly diſſembled, that Angelica begau to reſt in aſſu⸗ 
rance of lconius fidelitie: and in a perſwafton that Irus had alſo ginen 
onerhis hote Lone, and by that meanes the began to gather mozecom-- 
foze to her abated ſpirits; Which by reaſon of thoſe great troubles the 
had paſt, and her late Dickneſſe, werebzought into a weake operation. 
And manis dapes aſter it was, beſoze thee hadde reconered her 2 be 
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departure. | | 
Pariſnenos likewiſe all this time, wandzed vp and downe the 


Deſart, liuing pozely vpon hard and wilde kruite, and lying vpon the 


earth in his armoꝛ, that the haire which then begun to bud, had with 
à carelelle graweth ſhadowed ſame parte of his face, which was 
groivng to great length, and his complexion ſo much altered by 
care, that he could hardly be knowne of thoſe that were familiarlie 
acquainted with him befoze, In which time of his continuance in 
that place, he had at ſeuerall times met with Iconius conſozts, and 
llaine them becauſe they refuſed to yelve to him, and denied to de⸗ 


clare what they were, hauing taken an oath, and made a firme vom 


with Iconius befoze, not to reueale, which they Religtouſlte kept, 
though in other matters they obſerned no ciuilitie. At laff, Pariſ« 
menos met with another of their fellowes, which he (et vpon, and 
{one b20ught in hazard of his liſe: but her being of a moze cowardly 
diſpoſition then the ref, fled, and with much ado eſcaped from Pa- 
riſmenos. Andeomming to, Iconius, told him what he had ſene, and 
how hee was handled by a ſtrange knight, o2 rather a Dauage man 
that hunted the Deſart : then Iconius willed him to declare what 
Armour he had on, That can 1 not do ( quoth he) fo2 the ſaine is 
fo ouerwo2ne, olde, andbatfered, that neyther the colour noz other 
deuice therein can bediſcerned. Aſſuredly (quoth Iconius) it is this 
knight that hath ſlaine ſs many of ou compante as wee haue found 
dead, which maketh mes thinke, that bee is ſome dilkreTed knight, 
oz baniſhed as my ſelfe is, which maketh mee pittie his caſe, and 
could wich hee were with vs: which paraduenture might giue him 
ſome comſozt. 


Manx other ſpœches they had of him: beeing yet of no minde fo 
ſakehimout,which Icoaius determined to dw alterwards. And thus 
continued Iconius conſulting with Irus howe to winne Angelicas 
fanour. Angelica likewiſe reffed in hope, that Iconius would conuep 
her to the Court: and Pariſmenos continuing his ſallifary and auſtere 
life in the Deſart.

= Fterwardes when Angelica had fullie recone- 
red her health, Irus thought the time now moff 
(2 fitlyeſt ſerned to inſinuate himſelte into her fa- 
"S| nour, fez the fierce flames of his refrained af- 
NY fections did furionfly vople in his bzeſt: by Ico- 
IF nius counſell, would he oftentimes frequent her 
Y company, but in ſuch ſozt, as that bee ſœmed to 
pittie her Paſſions , and would offentimes enter 
ints diſconrſes of great penitencie, fo2 his ontrage commited againſt 
her: but in ſuch ſozte, that her craned her god opinion of his god in⸗ 
tent towards ker, 

This behauiour hee vſed ſos long, that Angelica beganne fo 
contepue well of him, and to remitte ſome parte of her con-cetned 
diſpleaſure, and alſo her feare of his further crueltie? And many 
times Iconius and all the reſt of their company, beeing out of the 
Caue, left Trus alone with Angelica, who behaued himſelfe in 
ſuch decent ſozt, and with ſuch kinde behauiour towards her, that 
Angelica thought hee bad vtterly abandoned his fozmer rude and 
vbnciulllbehantour, ; erp ng + F 

Iconius afterwarbes, one dap being in talke with Irus, e⸗ 
eſpyed one of his alſsciate come in greneuſlie wounded ;- who de⸗ 
clared that her had mette with a ſtraunge Knight, from whome be 
had hardly eſcaped with his life. Iconius heariag this bis-ſpeches, 
was mich troubled in his minde to know what be ſhould be; that 
within ſome ther dayes after, making Irus pꝛiuie to bis intent, 
went out of the Caue, atcompanied by all the reſt of his fellowes to 
bln, and left Irus alone in the Cane. Who after Iconius departure, 
ſeated himfelſe downe in a melancholie ſtudie, thinking himſelſe tw 
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ſolich, to liue fo long in the fight ol his beloued Angelica, without 
any hops of her fauour, and alſo began to perſwade bimſelfe: that I- 
conius had ſome other intent then he made ſhewe ok, which might 
diſappoint him of obtaining her cuſtodie, and then beganne to recall 
to his ſecret viewe her dinine perkecckions, Which thought inflas 
med his heart with ſuch dellte, that the loue and earneſt affenien 
Which bee had by Iconius god counſell reſfratred, burſt out inte 
an exceeding inflamed luſt: that hee pzeſently went into the place. 
where Angelica was, Who expected no other p2cffor of behanicur, 
but that which he hadbefoze vſed, ſuffered him to gt downe by her, 

andentered intocommunicaſion with him as fozmecly the had done, 
but he hauing his minde meditating how fo ſatifie his deſatt, beheld 
hererceding beautie, with a gredie eve, and deaoured the piercing 
power of her congaering beagtie, with ſuch defire, that it augmen⸗ 
fed his affections, and ſet one fire his newe intended purpoſe, to at⸗ 
taine the conqueſt ok her lone, and the poſſefion of her perſon, that 
bs ſeized his hand vpon hers, graſping the ſame ſometimes firicly, 
and then againe playing with her dainfy fingers, ſelling bis eres 
vppon hers, making a ſad figha Pꝛologue to his ſperch, he ſaid. 

Moſt diuine Ladie, pardon me if J pꝛeſume bepond the bonnds of 
pour fauourable licenſe, to touch pour pzecious hand: oz if 3 enter 
into ſpeeches that may diſagre with your fancie, oz ſhewe the inte⸗ 
grit ie of my deuotion: but foz that J rolys vppon your beatgnitie, 
and haue long time by feare to be offenſiue , rather indured inward 
and ſecret fo2ment, then vpon pzeſumption to pꝛocure von any dil⸗ 
quiet, haue concealed my loue, duty, and affection, to your perlecti⸗ 
ons. Now finding vou at leaſure, and feeling my owne tozments in⸗ 
creaſe: humblie beſœch you pittie mo long continued griefes, and 
graunt mee ſome fatiour to reuiue my heart with comfozt : foz you 
knowe that J haue bene long time inthzalled to your beautie, and 
bound te applyemy kancie to merit your fauour, which loue hath 
euer ſince continued conffant and immoueable, and will ili ſo con- 
tinue whileſt mylife doth laſf. Which loue, compelled mee to that 
boldneſſe, to bzing von from the Natolian Court, with intent ta 
carrie you into my Countrie, and there to make you the Gonernelſe 
and ruler ofme and mine. 


And 
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And now that you haue had this fryallof wy cexſisr cy, what ntede 
cu deny me rcur faudur, confſitering thrie is no knight lining hath 
attended pour liking with moze fernencie, 

Angelica heating his ſpeeches, would haue taken her hand from 
him, but he Cill held the ſame, Whileft the anlwered: J had thought 
reu had toꝛgotten your fozmer deſire, would not haue troubled mee 
with the lame: but eſpecially new when you ſceeJ am not to make 
any change of the choiſe 3 haue already made. Therefoze J ſhould 

account it great wiſedome in peu, ts abſtaine from deſiring that 
which you haue bene ſo often denied, and ſee ſo much vnlikelihod to 
obtaine ; fo: would J new xcelde my ſelfe to pleaſe your fancie, 1 
ſhould diſhononr my name, my ſtocke, and reape perpetuall ignomi⸗ 
nie and ſcandale to my ſelfe and pou: and beſides by my diflopaltie, 
bꝛeed euerlaſting diſcozd and war betwixt vou and the noble P2ince 
of Bohemia, who is of ſuch fozce and invincible ſtrength, that bee 
would waſt your tountrep, and neuer gine over vntill hee had wae⸗ 
Ked me cut of your poſſeſſion : therefoze J pzay you gine oner pour 
ſute, which may (it obteined) bzing ſo many adherent miſeries and 
Inconueniences, as you will ſone repent you. J beſeech you ( quoth 
he) let not vaine ſuppoſe of Pariſmus ſtrength, 82 Pariſmus re- 
ucnge, pzocreaſtinate my deſires: fo2 J eſtæeme them as nothing in 
my Countrey, beeing of ſufficient ſtrength to beate a mightier fee 
backe. Therefoze ſwete Lady grant me pour loue, without the which 
IJ cannot liue: and armed therewith, J ſhall be of ſufficient trength 
torefell any ſoe: therefoze deny me not. Which ſaid, hauing her hand 
fiillin his, he pulled her to him ſuddenly, & claſping her in his armes, 
he by his ſtrength, toke from her a werte kiſſe: with which he was 
ſo much vexed, that with a ſuddaine Cart, ſhe ſpꝛong from fozth his 
armes, and fearing tobe againe ſo ſurpziſed, would haue departed 
But of the rome, which he perceiuing, hauing armed himſelfe with 
impudent ie, ran after and caught her in his armes, t by fozcebzought 
her backe, whileſt ſhe ſtruglod to get from him, but he being to ſtrong 
fo2 her, held her ſo faſt Þ ſhe could not ſtir, but with cheekes as red as 
ſcariet, ſaid. If euer you expect fauour at my hands, leaus off and do 
not ſe ke to attaine my lone by violence, fog if you do, J ſweare by hea- 
uen, J will rather ſuffer you to teare my heart in pieces; then yaids

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you any fandur:therefoze if there be anp verkue, humanitſe, god nas 
ture, oꝛ courtiſte in you, let me goe. 

Irus was nothing diſſwaded with ber ſpeches, buf now that har 
had begunne, luſt and Im moderate defire viged him on, that he held 
her the mo2e Urigly : and bpconſtraint berekt her of manie kiſſes: 
with that ſhee gaue inch ſhꝛizes, that the holloſw vaults ofthe Taue 
rung therewith: and Anna came running in, befoz2 whole com- 
ming, hee vſed her ſo vndecently, that ſhe crped out vnto Anna fog 
helpe, who vſsd her vitecmoſt engeuonr to reſcue her miff reſſe from 
fo2th his power, and ſhꝛouded her from diſhonour, which with moſt 
violent and vndecent behauioz he p2offered, and ta ialk ſhe gat from 
fozthh; inds, wearied with reſiance, and falling downe vpon her 
knees, (aid. img be not ſo inhumaine as to diſpople ine of my hons2, 
but deſire from this ſhainefieſſe impudencie, which will make you 
odious in the light of heauen. What will my life do pou god, which 
with that is loſt ? what pleaſure can you reaps by this violence? D2 
what benifit can it be toyou to ſpill my blod? Sgke not my loue in 
this ſozt, which will turne that: god opinion J had of pou to hatred, 
and if pou will needs haue the fruition of my lone, let it be in honou⸗ 
rable ſoꝛt, and not with ſuch vnreadineſſe: with that a flod of bꝛiniſh 
teares ranne downe her cheekts: whileſt hee ſtode ouer her like a 
furious Lyon ouer aſiiliy harmeleſſe Lambe, readie to devour the 
ſame. Euen ſs [rus (ad readie to ſeize vpon her againe, his heart 
painting with ſtriuing, and his vaines (wolne with delite, no moze 
mollified with her lamentations, then the hardeſt Adamint with 
the fall of ſoft (nowe. And calking a molt bitter countenance on An- 
na, wha tod not far off, and only hiadzed his luft, he ſudenly caught 
his dagger in his hand, and ranne after her to haue ſtabd her, which 
cauled her with an erceeding outcrie to runne out of the rome, and 
ho aiter her. And Angelica calling after him, ſtay god Irus, ſtap: 
and when he was returned, ſhe as kalk flying fcom him: And ſesing 
Anna cut of the rome, he caught holde of her, and pulled her to him, 
holding his dagger in his hand whileſt thee lap trembling at his fete 
faid, Angelica, my reſolution is to obtaine thy loue, either by fozce 
02 faire meanes: therefaze giue conſent, oz J vowe J will neuer des 
fi though itcoſt thylite. Angelica hearing his ſpeches, ſaid. . 

g 
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ged Irus, let me als ne, and vſe mee not thus chamkullp and vnde⸗ 
cently, and 3 will tell the nip minde, foz were it not fo2 thy bſage, 
and the vnctuill rudeneſſe, besing neuer in my liſe befoze ſo vſed, 
thou mighteſt peraduenture haue hadde a greater fauour with mp 
conſent: there foꝛe 3 pꝛap be not ſo inhumaine, and theu ſhalt ſee J 
will do moze with gentleneſſe, then ail thy rudeneſſe can compell me 
tw. Mith that be turned himſelſe from her, whileſt ſhe reſe from the 
ground, ſhe was no ſwner vpon her fete but her ſences failed her, 
and the liuelp redde, faded out of her crimſon chakes: cuen whileft 
Anna ctied, helpe, helpe, ſhce ſell downe in her armes dead: then Trus 
with Anna, did the beſt he could to reconer her, beginning to wars 
madde with giriefe, fo2 within ſhozt ſpace ſhe began fo dzawe in her 
ſwete bzeath againe, and lifting vp her eyes, With a greuons ſigh, 
ſhe ſaid, Dh Irus, eruelllrus. Then Anna ſeafed her vpon the bed, 
and ſha ſaid, Irus, 3 had not thought you would haue vled me thus 
ctucllp, but haue ſbowne ſome figne of vertue in pon: And rather 
then pou Czall offer me any moze ſuch violence, Jpꝛomiſe you that 
A will 5:part with you fo Tunis, &nb will palde my ſclfe to be 
in honourable fozt at popr ditection. 

Angelica( quoth he) giue me poſſeſſion of your loue, Which is 
that I defire , aud without that Fcannot be ſatified. Mh Irus 
(qusih ſhe) will nothing ſatiſfie pou but my diſhonour 2 what rage 
ruleth pour minde, what luſt is that pofſeſſeth your heart? Js this 
the honourable minde ſhould be in aKing ? God Irus be not ſo cru- 
ell. J am not cruell, and it is but folly fo ſtand vpon fermes of dents 
all. Irus (quoth che) then let me requeſt this one fauour, leaue me 
alone ſome fpace to conſerte with my minde, and I wiil ſend her (02 
you eare it be long. Irus being in ſome hope to attaine his defire, fin⸗ 
ding her ſperches ſoigentle, theught that her maide would perſwade 
her rather to pœld, then to hazard his furie, tolde her he would do 
that at her requeſt, and ſo departed. 

Br was no ſoner gone, but Angelica with werping eyes, 
wzinging ber hands and making exceeding famentation, intreated 
Anna fe teunſell her what to do. Mitlreſſe ( quoth the ) if pou could 
with faire pꝛomiſes cauſe him to deſiſt vntiil mozeconuentent time, 
92 that you could delape him off vntill Tconius rettzrne, then there 
were 
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were ſome hops fo eſcape. Dh Anna ( quoth che) if he come in againe, 
it will be impoſſibls, fo2 His fierce and deſperate bealllp rage is ſuch, 
therefoze if thou loueſt titre, do one thing at my requeſt, and J chall 
thinke my lelfe ſat1iftes., 

Miſtieſſe ( quoth thee ) whatſoener it bee 1 will do if, Nay but 
Anna, thei ſhalt ſweare, og elſe J will not trult the, neither will J 
rencale it vnto thee, Deare Piſtreſte (quoth ches) x lweare by Hea⸗ 
nens and all happineſſe, J will perfozme the vitermoſt of pour will, 
Then Angelica faking vp Irus Dagger, which hee had carelefly lelt 
on thefloze, gaue it her, and ſaid, Jöccount my honour dearer then 
mp life, and had rather die in this place, then liue in conflanall ſhame 
and repꝛoach hereakter: Therefoze Anna, Icharge the the by all the 
dutie and loue thou beareſt mee, by the honour thou oiveft to Chalfts 
tie, and by the oath thou haſt made, to ſheathe that Ponoardin my 
bꝛeaſt, to ridde mee from his ktpꝛannie: Which ik thou rekuſeu to do, 
my ſelſe will without intermillion execute. Uith that Anna ilsſped 
* the Dagger in her hand, with her eyes ouer flowing with teares, 

aͤld. 

Mitrefe, J bowe by Heauen J will neuer execute that derde, 
ne ither ſhall your ſelfe dw it: but fürſt gine me leaue to trie ff y can 
perſiwads Irus from his purpoſe : with that taking the Dagger in her 
hand, ſhce {vet to ſeke him, bat ha beeing gone from Angelica, 
ſwolne with lyk, and panting with ſtriuing, lapde himſelſe downe 
bppon his bedde, meditafing ou tbat he had done, and whit farther 
pleaſure he ſhould , reape, if ſhee gaue her tonſent, his defire beeing 
ſomewmhat aflwaged by his late ſtriuing with her, and his Sences 
ouercome with theſe medifattons, hee was fallen a lleepe, lying vo⸗ 
on his backe, his daublet babuttoned and he yeiſweating, in which 
ſozt Anna found him, and comming to his beds Tde, ſeeing him falt a 
lleeue, hauing his dagger in her hand, thonght to Tick the ſame to bis 
heart: with that anexceeding ktrembling atkrighted her heart, and all 
her bodie and tora's fore fo2 featre: but remembꝛing how cruelly 
he had vſed her Piſtreſſe, and What a deſperate caſe hee had left her 
in, à what outrage he might intend, haging ginen them buf litle time 
of conſideration, and withall, that Angelicaes life and her owne were 
likely to ſatiſie him, and nothing elſe, but moſt of all, finding ſo fit an 

oppeztunitie, 
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ppozfunitie to be foz euer ridde of him, ſhee liftedvpihcr hands thin⸗ 
ing the Yeauens fandured her, and alotted thet as a meanes to pzes 
ſerve Angelicas honour, pꝛaping the Yeauens to ſtrengthen her: ays 
ming right in the middeſt of his breit, which was vnbuttcned, with 
both her hands, ſhe ſmote the dagger ſo farre into his belt, that the 
poynt appeared at his backe, with which he gaue an erceding grone, 
and ſtarting vp Whileſt ſher fled, he purſued her, {&tng hiniſelfe moz⸗ 
tallypwovnded, and followed her even info the rome where Ange- 
lica was, by which time his vitall ſences decaped, and he fell dotone 
dead, tumbled at his geare; with that Angelica gaue an exceeding 
zike, not knowing what Anna had done: But viewing him, ſhe 
perceined the dagger gozing his bzeft, and Anne tolde her what ſhe 
had done. With that Angelica was exceedingly affrighted, and ſaid, 
Anna, how ſhall wenow be rid of his hatefullcarkaſſe? 

Sbbeete Miſtreſſe (quoth Anna) be you of godcomfozt, and 
leffe mee alone: and with that arming her ſelfe with vnwonted 
boldeneſſe, whileſt her bnnds ſhoke , and frembled with feare, 
ſhee toke him by the heeles, end dꝛagged him fe2th of the Canes 
month, and tumbled him into a pitte harde by, caſting a great many 
of Leanesiand Molle vppon him, that his body was quite couered 


from ſight ; which done ſhee returned and told Angelica what thee 
kad done. 


Angelica ſeeing her ſelfe thus foztunatelp rid of True, Whoſe 
furiehadb2onght her ſelle in daunger, ſaid, O Anna what power 
was it, that animated and ſtrengthened thee to that boldeneſſe 2 
tow chall weſatiſfie Iconius at his returne, who loneth Irus ſo well, 
that hee will ſone miſſe him 2 and ik hee knewe what wee haue dons, 
we ule in om danger ol his furie. Thus do my miſfoztunes daplie 
increaſe, and one miſerie followeth in an an others necke, to augment 
mp cares. 

What lhinzeſt thou is become of Patiſmenos? doeſt thou not 
thinke hee taketh my abſence greeuoullp? pes J feare me Anna, het 
is to ready to ſurſet with grieſe, and thereby may much indaunger 
his health: and beſides, J perſwade my ſelle, bee is wandzed from 
the Natalian Court, into farre Countries in my ſearch. Ik Iconius 
finde how we haue v(ed Irus, then will hee ſoz euer detaine vs here. 
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Eow often haue J bene croft in ny Loue? being now in wozſe caſe 
then euer J was, and mozevnlikely fo come to enioꝝ my Pariſme- 
nos, then when my Father impziſoned mee ſo cloſely in the Mayden 
Tower ? No time yelds me any reſt from trouble: No place gineth 
me ſecuritie ; nothing but ſozrow is allotted to my poꝛtion: and no⸗ 
thing but endleſſe and perpetuall miſerie awaiteth my ſteppes. 
Deare Miſtreſſe (quoth Anna, ) J beſæche pou addecomſozt te 
your heart, fo J will vndertake to ſatiſſie Iconius, and make a cur⸗ 
tant excuſe fo2 Irus abſence: and howſoeuer it falleth out, you ſhall 
be no way troubled therewifſh. Jn diners ſuch ſpeeches they conti⸗ 
nued vntill the Night dꝛue nigh,and they expected Iconius returne: 
There we will leaue her. 
Iconius being gone out of the Caue, with intent lo finde out the 
fraunge Knight, tracing vp and downe melt part of the dap, befoze 
he could finde him: But at laſt, paſſing by the place where he had reſ⸗ 
cued Angelica from Irus, Pariſmenos eſpyed him, hauing but two 
unights at that time with him, and came out vnto him. Iconius eſpp⸗ 
ing him, comming to him, ſaid: Knight, 3 haue wandzed all this dap 
to ſ&ke pou, but was kruſtrated till now: the cauſe was, fo2 that my 
Knights were ſometimes llaine, and often Wounded by pour valoz, | 
that maketh me defirous to know the cauſe of your difcontent,being 
Uulling to doe you what pleaſurs J can, and alſo to bee acquainted 
with you ; therefoze J pzay pon let me know what you are 
J am(quoth he) a miſerable Wretch, oꝛdained fo euerlaſting toz⸗ 
ment, baniſhed from iop, exiled from Content,UWzeftched, and vafoz- 
tunate: J ſeœke no companie, noꝛ deſire acquaintance; J care not (oz 
eaſe, but diſcontent pleaſeth mee beſt ; This life 3 lea de, not by con- 
ſtrainte, but that none ſo well agreeth with my fancie: Care keeps me 
company,and this Deſart is fitteſt foz mee to dwell in. Sy2 (quoth 
Iconius )it ſemeth ſome great miſchaunce hath dzinen pou volunta⸗ 
rily to take this courſe, ozelſe the crueltie of Friends hath exiled you 
theircompanie, Both (ad. he.) But what are you that ſ&ke ſo much 
my acquatntance and knowledge? 
J am (quoth he) a man as miſerable as your ſclfe,ſubiect to as mas 
nie miſfoꝛtunes as your ſelle, and euerp way filled with diſcontent: 
if A ſhould Name my ſelle, you knowe m4 not; hauing liued many 
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peares in this Defart,a dilconſolate and diſquiet life, my habitation 
being but ſimple ; Whither 3 catne of purpoſe to bꝛing pou, foꝛ that 
pour Noble Chiualrie maketh mee honour you ; Ahere if pon loue 
to liue in Diſcontent, that place yelteth nothing but ſadneſle, pet 
with ſecuvitie. 

Pariſmenos hating well noted his ſpecies, beganne to maruell 
what hee ould bee, hearing him ſay, hee had liued manie peares in 
that Deſart, thought it god to ſ& his habitation, and therefoze ſaide: 
pe Kniggdt, although I know not whether J may with ſecurity ging 
credite to your ſpeeches oꝛ no, pet if you will vouchſafe me ſuch kinde⸗ 
nefſe , J will accept thereof, and foz a time, contrarie to my purpoſe, 
take ſome eaſe. 

Sy2 (quoth Iconius) you ſhall vppon my faithfull pꝛomiſe, ref 
voyde of treacherie, and be as ſecure as my ſelfe ; Theſe ſpeches patt, 
they departed towardes the Tue, continuing as they went in ſome 
conference; Were they arriued enen a? ſuch time as Angelica hat 
ended her ſpeches: And being entred, Iconius told Pariſmenos that 
was his habitation, whether he was Melcome: Then ſtepping in⸗ 
to Angelicaes rmme, he thought to haue found Irus there: but wing 
her heauineſſe, and in what ſozt both ſhee and Anna by her fate Nte⸗ 
ping, he came vato her with kinde behauiour, demaunding her canſe 
of ſozrowe? Wut the caſting downe her eyes to the Earth, made no 
ankwere. With that hee beganne ts luſpeck Irus had done her ſome 
Wong, and marnelling that hee tould not ſ& him with her, noz in the 
other rome, he returned to Anna, and aſked her if ſhe could tell where 
he was ? Who made him anſwere, that che knew not where he was 
now: but that he had bene there not long ſtnce. With that, caſting 
his eyes downe to the earth in a Kudie, heꝛ eſpped the Floꝛe Tapned 
and beſpzinckled with geꝛe-blod, that therewithall, his heart began 
to (ſwell. And loking with a fearkall countenante, hee aſked what 
blod that was? Mith that Angelica caſt downe her eyes, and Anna 
blucht, but hee being earneſt fo know, demanded againe, What blog 
it bas? Anna then anſwered, It is ſome of Irus biod ſpilt by him⸗ 
ſelfe. WIhy(quoth he) did hee that dade? Wecauſe(quoth ſhe) An- 
gelica would not giae conſent to his wicked Luſt, Mhere is he now 
(ſaide hee?) | 
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J know nof,anſwered Anna,neyther doe J care. Mith that Tcos 
nius perteiuing the tract of blod that went cut of the Chamber, fol⸗ 
lo wed the ſame to his bed: Which he found all beſtained therewith: ! 
and againe, ſollowed theblod to the Canes mouth, that hee was afitrs 
red that Irus was llaine, that in a monſtrous rage, he ranne in agatne 
to Anna, ſaping: Irvs is murthered, end you have done [he dade. 

Anna then, knowing her ſelfe gulltie, ode as one confounded 
with feare: but af laſt reuiuing her felfe from her dumps, thee ſaid: 
Ik 3 didmurtherhim, J did it but to ſaue my owne like, and Ange- 
licaes honour. Mith that hee was ſo enraged, that hee dzue his 
Swoꝛd, and in a futie would haue ſlaine her, but that ſhe with ſp&ve 
ranne out of t he rome, and hee after her, ready to ſtriks her dead. Pa- 
riſmenos heating that nopſe, and ſe ing Iconius purſuing the Dam⸗ 
zell, being of a quicke conceit, euen as the blow was deſcending,ffept 
vnder the Sword, and caught the blow: Which otherwiſe had pars 
ted her life, 

Iconius being inraged, froke another at him, vntill Pariſmenos 
dꝛawing his Sworde, ſaide: Polde your hands, and knowe whome 
thou ſtrikeſt, oz J will goꝛe my Swoꝛde in thy heart bid. Pardon 
me god Knight (quoth hee) Rage made me fo2cet my ſelle. hat 
Damo zell is that (quoth Pariſmenos) you would haue ſlaine? t is 
(quoth hee) one that hath murthered my deare friend. By this time 
ſome of them had taught Anna, and bꝛought her backe; Whom Ico- 
nius offered againe to haue naine, but that Pariſmenos haͤuing ſcene 
her countenance, knewe her: and taping Iconius againe, ſaide. Be 
not ſo raſh without aduiſement, to lap ſuch violent handes on a ſillie 
Damozell, and befoze pou execute reuenge, be better aduiſed, and fürſt 
Knowe the truth of the fact ſhe hath committed, and vpon what occas 
ſion ſh& was v2ged thereto, 

J will nor (quot) Iconius) followe pour counſell, but now ſee 
hauing conkeſt the d&>e, J will be ſenercly reuenged by her lile, and 
nothing elſe ſhall make me latiſſaction fo2 his blod, Which ſhee hath 
ſhead. 

Diſcourteous Rnight (ad. he) art thou vopde of humanitie, oz da 
J wilh ther to do any thing that diſagreth to reaſon - J ſweareby 
Veauen; let but a haire of her head wh by thy atcurſed hand, wm 
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thy death ch ul be the ranlzme: Here doe J ſtand in her defence, and 
therefoze tye pzow3ell of yoa all touch her, and if you dare. Mith 
that Iconius fals: Dꝛeſt thou requ.te ny friendſhip in this ſozte, to 
take part with my enimies ? oz teil me, Dot thou know that Dams 
zell, that thou Fandelt ſo peremptoꝛily in her defence? 3 do nothing 
but that which euer Knight is bound vnto: Uhich is, to defend Las 
dies wꝛong: Neither do 4 know this Damozell, but will defend her, 
fo2 that ſhee is a Lady: vatill I may know, Whether you offer this 
outrage againſt her wzongfully, oz by tuft deſert: Which once tryed, 
do then what thou wilt with her. Then [conius ſaid, Damo zel, tell 
me why thou llueſt him? Anna made this anſwere: Yee offered vio⸗ 
lence to Angelica, and with his ponyard attempted to lay her: Who 
will tell you the truth of all. With that, they altogether went into 
the rome where Angelica was, 
Pariſmenos beholding her, hadds much ado fo withholde him⸗ 
ſelfe from bew2aying what hee was: but pet with conſtrained fo2s 
bearance, be fov (fill, and heard her declare Irus Wicked beyaniour, 
and in what manner ſhe hadde wꝛought revenge againſt him. 

With that Iconius ſaide: Wicked Woman, czuldeſt thou not 
haue w2ought ſome other meanes to diſappoint his intent, which x 
can hirdly belieue, but that thou muſt murther him? Heauen noz 
Earth ſhall not chꝛo bade tha from my farie; Foz being the vntimelp 
death o! that louing, kinde, and coutagions Ring; neither ſhall any 

thing bat thy deſtruction appeaſe mp wzath,fez the loſſe ol my deare 
friende Irus, 

Pariſ.nenos hearing him name Irus, ſaide: Nas if that treache⸗ 
rous and diſlopall villaine, Irus,thatflaue? Damozell thou haſt well 
reuenged the wꝛongs he hath done me, vpon his own accurſed head; 
and therefoze will J be thy defence, and ſhielde ther from harme. Foz 
had à met him my ſelfe, 3 would haue done no leſſe then thou hafte : 
foz he was the moſk diſhonourable Knight that euer dzewe bzeath. 

But tell mee (quoth hee) to Iconius, What art thou that offereſt᷑ 
fach cowardly violence to reſiftletſe Ladies, and impꝛiſoneſt them 
in ſuch ſozt, and allo beareſt ſo difloyall a minde, as to vpholde him 
in his villanie 2 | 

Iconius was {0 enraged with his Moꝛzds, that hee ſaide: Pal 
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Uillaine ; Did J butlafely take the vp as a Renalwvay,and bieught 
tha to my Cell,ofpitty to ſuccour thy diſtrefled effate,and deeſt thou 
thus requite my kindenelle, to become my examiner ? 

Pariſmenos heating his ſpœches, ſo much diſdained them, that he 
let dꝛiue at him with irekull violent blowes, and with ſuch furie, that 
he dꝛaue Iconius backwards out of the rome: and withall, gaue him 
ſo mang Moundes, that had not ſome of his Aſſociates ſtept to him, 
he had bene llaine: When thꝛer of them at once aſſailed Pariſmenos, 
but by his inuincible valour, ſirſt one of them, and then another loſt 
their liues: Which Iconius ſæing, he would very faine haue ſtayed 
to haue ſpoken to him, but his hart being ſet on reuenge, and deſirous 
to haue the Poſſeſſion of Angelica agatne, followed his fight with 
ſuch rigour, that he had well neere ſlaine Iconius. 

By this time ſame of the other came in; Mho ſ&ing Iconius in 
ſuch danger, by the valour of that one Rnight, admired his Chinal- 
rie, and ſtept to reſcue him from his violence: Which when they had 
done, Iconius ſaide, Knight, tell mee what thou art, that knowing 
tby Name, J may know whome it is J reſiſt? My name (quoth he) 
is Pariſmenos. With that Iconius flung a way his (wozd;and laid; 
Moſt honourable Knight, 3 yeld my ſecife to pour mercte,fo2 that ve⸗ 


ry Name do J hondur, vowing that it is again my Mill, that e- 
ner J offended you, 


% * 


Pariſmenos hearing his woꝛds, ſaide. And ik thou bæſt my friende 
(quoth he) J am ſozie, not that J met the, but that 3 haue hurt the: 
Which ſaide, hee entred into the Rome where Angelica was , and 
comming to her, not being able ts vſe any delay, but fo2ced by deſire 
to comfo2t her haart, by giuing her knowledge of his ſafetie, pulling 
offhis Helmet, that ſhe might behold his face, he (aide, y deareLa- 
die Angelica, behold pour poze Friende Pariſmenos, Angelica then 
knowing him with a modeſt behaniour, claſping. her Arms about his 
necke, and ſealed a number of ſwete kiſſes vpon his Lippes: TWhth 
done, and withdzawing her armes againe, her Eyes melted into a ri⸗ 
ner ok teares, and afte: wards ſaide; Melcome my deare Koꝛde Pe- 
riſmenos, ozdepned pet to be my bliſſe. Mell haue J now pꝛeuai⸗ 
led againſt calamitie, foꝛ your fight hath baniſht him my bzeft ; how 
miſerable and daungerous was ny Cate once this day: and how 
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happie, and kenne thouſand times bleſt am J by our prcſente? 3 
pon SL Eero: ink treu © ſelſe! gappie bp may nefence(quoth hee) fog euer 
tall p23 bre 93ppie,fo2 neuer will J dopart from your ſight. But ten 
ton and times moe then happie doe J account iny ſelke to bee lo c- 
tamedskpsuf that haue neuer deſerued ſuch kauour, but by mp emit 
Koꝛtun: 3 9498 bzaught pon into theſe calamitiess. ay, god Pariſ- 
menos ſay not ſo: fog not you, vic emp vnluckte Deſtinies haue oz⸗ 
dained me to ſome fo2row, but in the ende haue repaide mee doubles 
kolde With ſwarte content. 

In theſe and ſuch like ſpeches, did they expꝛeſſe theit iopes, fo 
eacye others pzelence and pꝛeſerustion, fill Pariſmenos buckling on 
vis Helmet againe, went out to ſ& whether Iconius did p2etend any 
treacherie againf him, but him he found vnarmed, and his knightes 
dꝛelling his Mounds: and (ging Pariſmenos ſtill armed (as fea⸗ 
ring to diſarme himfelfe) he gaue him ſacy aſſurance of quiet, both by 
his one cine bawe, and the pꝛoteſtations of all the rec, that Pariſ. 
menos reed in ſome aſſurante sf peace, and Iconius after that hee 
had his Moundes dꝛeſſed, came with him into the place Where An- 
gelica Was, and ſaide: 

Molt dinine Ladie, J beſzche pou yardon my effence, J confeſſe 
IJloued Irus well, becauſe hee was my deare kriende, and finding no 
ſuch milbehauiour in him, ſince à ficlt knew him, I could not belieue 
her repoꝛt, vntill q ſaw pou iuſtiſfe the ſame, and fo2 amends, J offer 
my ſelfe to be at pour diſyofition; deſiring you to remitte my pꝛoffe⸗ 
red offence foꝛ Irus death: And withall, J beſcech you make no doubt 
of my god meaning; Ko that 3 haue bent my whole indeaozs, with 
truth to be at pour commaund: Neyther harbour any farther conceit 
of violence to be offered vou in this place. 

Mauingended thoſe ſpeches , hee paeſently cauſed god meate to 
bes pꝛepared foꝛ them, and they wers ſeraed in as decent and cleanly 


ſoꝛte, as could poſliblie be aff@zded in that place,

How Pariſinenot gote ſhipping for Germmanie, How they 
were betrayed by Theoretiu. And howe after a ſtormis 
Tempeſt, and hard eſcape from drowning, they were pre-

Ariſmenos RoW hauing againe atffained Ange- 
I licaes poſſeſſions, the want whereof hadde befoze 
long time oppꝛeſt and vered his troubled heart 
with care, and haning refreſhed themſelues with 
55 the repaſt Iconius had pꝛouided; whileſt Iconi- 

—2| us and his Seruants went ( by Annas direction) 
to the place where the deade bodie of Irus lap, to 
burie the ſame, he loke Angelica in his armes, 
ſolacing himſelle in the viewe of her atkractiue Beautie, amongſt the 
relt vttering theſe ſperches. 

Py deareſt Loue, J kruſt you will pardon mp ſpeches, il hop 
pꝛotede from aà bolder Familiaritie then heretofoꝛe: Fo2 that nowe 
hauing obtained pour gentle tonſent to perpepuall Loue, and hauing 
dedicated your ſeiſe as mine to diſpoſe of, 4 (hull not feare in bolde⸗ 
nolle to call you mine owne: and aſſume ſuch intereſt as you have 
kindely graunted. Now theie miſfo2tunes are thus cver-blowen, 
though with pour miſerie, which hath beene my tozment, J beſeche 
pou, baniſh from pour minde the remembzance of fozmer ſozrowe, 
and repoſe pour confidence in mp fidelitie: Foz ſince J haue enioped 
pour pꝛeſente, nothing Hall make me parte from you, no not ſo much 
as oat of your fight; either will J (vutill 3 haue conducted pon to 
the place J moſt dere, ) hy no miſaduenture be g2awn from pou, nets 


ther is my minde now in quiet, ſoz that nofwithTanting my ſhew o7 


credente,z giue no truck io Icon: truth, but Will trun hem fo for a3 J 
MN 4 hape trial 
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triall of his Lopaltie, and not otherwiſe ; but to moꝛrow-mozning, 

fo pleaſeth pon: M: will leaue this place, and betake our ſelues foz 
ſome courſe of ſecurity ; fo ſe that being in this Countrey,q ſhall 
neuer bee in ſecuritie, but manie will eke to croſſe my content, al⸗ 
though J may repoſe aſſured confidence in your vertuous kindnefſe, 
which hath bene extended karre beyond the voundsol my veſert; and 
Marcellus fetendſhip J knowe is firme, and that J might Jam ſure, 
repoſe my Life, with aſuredconfidencoon theſs firme foundations, 

pet 3 feare mee, that ſome miſfoztuns oz others will fill croſſe our 
content: and againe, when wee thinke our ſelues in moſt ſecurity, 

turne our happinefſs into Aduerſitie: that J knowe not well what 
courſe to bndertake that may agre with your liking, and giue me as 
ny aſſuranceof quiet. 

Angelica perceiuing that many cares oppꝛeſt his heart, in re⸗ 
gard of her Welfare,and ſeeing with what affection he tendered her 
quiet, chee made this anlwere. My beloued Loꝛzde, how infozfunate 
may Z account my lelfe in this, that my miſfoztuns pzocareth you ſo 
much diſquiet? J beſ&ehs you reft in aſured confidence of my con- 
{fancis,that ſhall continue inuiolable foz euer, being ſubiec to ſo ma⸗ 
nie miſaduentures, that J haue both pzocured mine owne, and your 
moſt miſerable tozments: being of the minds that pou are, that this 
Countrey will neuer veelde vs ſecuritie: Thereſoꝛe if yon can aduiſe 
me ta take an other courſe with you, which may giue vs any aſſu⸗ 
rance ok reſt, bee aflured, that notwithTanding fo attempt the ſame, 
might incurre thouſands of inconueniences, J will moſt willingly 
vndertake the ſame, and with moze conſtancie then you can impoſe 
vpon mee; Thorefoze J belech vou, counſell me of any.courſe that 
thal agre with your kancie, and that, and nothing elſe ſhal pleaſe me, 
fkoꝛ 3 commit my ſelfe wholly fo your diſpoſition ; And therefoze as 

you determine of your ſelſe, ſo determine of me, fo2 7 account my ſelſe 
no other then your ſelfe, Pariſmenos made her this anſwere: Then 
Ladie, J thinke it bet we fozſake this Countrey quite, and beginne 
to take our tourney towards Bohemia, where 4 dare aſſure both you 
and my ſelfe ot quiet and reſt. | 
Jam (quoth Angelica) Whollie fo bee directed by you, and my 
deſire is no leſſe thenyours, fo attaine that heauenly place: Foz 3

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account both parents friends and countrie, as nothing, in refpec of 
the loue and dutie 3 beare to pou. 3 | 

After theſe ſpeeches paſt, Iconius was returned from burying 
Irus, whoſe minde Pariſmenos felt in theſe fpeeches, Now is the 
time, that the Painceſſe Angelica and my ſelle muſt make trpall of 
your friead{hip-; which is, your conſent and company to a matter of 
impoztance, fo2 our departure out of this place. 

Dy Lo2d ( ſaid Iconius, whatſoeuer it be fo pleaſure you and 
the P2incelſe, if it lie in my power to further the ſame, J vowe and 
pꝛoteſt to vie my vitermot indeuour therein. Then this it is 
(quoth he) Angelica and my ſelfe are agreed fo leaue this countrep, 


and not to returne to Epheſus, foz diuers sccaſtons that J will heres 


after make yau acquainted withall: but fo trauell tomards Bo- 
hemia, and afterwards giue Marcellus knowledge of our ſaketie: 
therefoze J aſke pour counſell of the beX courſe to be taken koz our 
furtherance herein. 

Mo Lo2d ( replęed Iconius ) to vadertaks the trauell by land, 
would be ouer tedious and daungerous, by reaſon of the long ſpace 
betwixt this and Germanie, and the many rude and Sauage UWils 
derneſſes we mult paſſe by: therefoze, 1 thinke the beſt coarſe is, fo 
get ſhipping, which may land vs ſomewhatnearer the countrey, and 
then 9triourney by land ſhall be the leſſe. And to that effect, J haue 
this to further vs: Certaine Marchants of Itallie haue continua!l 
traffique in this countrey, with whome were may get paſſage thither, 
and being there, eur deſire is moze eaſie to bee obtained: and the 
plate where thoſe Italian Sippes doe lap at Roade, is not farre 
hence, but that with a little labour wa may bzing the Painceſſe 
thither. J like your counſell moſt ertædingly well (quoth Pariſ. 
— but howe ſhall wee come to haue tonſertente with t hol

r Loꝛd (ſaid hæ) let that be my charge, and ſs pleaſe you, Þ 
will depart to put the ſame in execution p2eſently, and you in the 
meanetime may remaine with the Pꝛinceſſe, and begſſured of my 
fidelitte, foz heanens graunt my ouerthꝛow, if J deale not faithfallie ; 
with that he departed, and Pariſmenos returned to Angelica, ſpen- 
ding the time with her in great content, vntill Iconius returne. *

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Eareip the next wozning, Iconius returned ko the Deſarf , and 
eertifiev Pariſmenos of that which her had done, which wag this: 
A ere was then in the harboz, a ſhip of Italie, that was readie to de⸗ 
patt towards that Countrey, vnder the gouernment of Theoretus, 
an Italian Marchant, with whom Iconius had aged fo2 their pal⸗ 
ſage, not telling him what they were that (zouid goe With him, — 
withail, pꝛomiſed him to returne that lozencne, oz not at all. Pariſ- 
menos heating his ſpreches, was exc&dingir gleb thereof, and pꝛeſent⸗ 
le made Angelica acquainted therewith , who molt willingly gaue 
herconfent : and p2eſenily they departed lowardg the Bauen, being 
in all but eight perſons, and comming to th? ſhip, they were kindly 
receinedof Theoretus the Maiſter. Who hauing ſped his voltage, 
and hauing no other thing to tay foz, the winde ſeruing, hoyſed 
ſaple, and with a merrp gale, they launched into the B&pe. Pariſ- 
menos comming to Theoretus, demaunded which was the neareſt 
cou: te foz Gere nanie, (83 that he was bound thither 2 Sir (quoth ho) 
ik it fo pleaſe you, after J haue landed iu Italie, and Diſpatched ſome 
bu nelle I hat 1e there impoztance, J will be then readp to conuep 
ven to the neareſt Hauen that lieth towards thoſe parts, fo that you 
Will content ine koz my votage, 

9p friend (gusth Pariſmenos) if thou wilt do me this kriendchip, 
J will content £7 oY tte bifermof} of thy demaund. Then Hee re⸗ 


turned te the place Where Angelica was; comlozling her with aſus 
red kruſt ofa goes and ſocedis voiage. e 


Manp dates thep continued on their courſe with pꝛoſpercus 
ſurteſſe, fill Teoretus afured them be was within two dales Sai⸗ 
ling 0 Italie, Where actozdingly he arriued, where Pariſmenos and 
Angelica refteſhed themlelues, until Theorerus had ended all his 
bun elle, and was growing to a composition with Pariſmenos. 
Il fontunen that there was then in the plate where they arrined, a 
night of Slauonia, named Arenus, who had fecretiy beheld An- 
gelicas beawtie, and was ſo ſurpꝛiſed therewith, that he beganne to 
otuiſe what meanes to vſe fo poſſeſſe her, and benting that they. 
were bound ſo2 Germanie, and ſuppoſing Pariſmenos had bene 
ber huſband, b& ved the moze expedition, his dfire being grolone 
folyatertremitie, in the (mail time of their abode, that be thonght if 

im⸗

nhpSible fog him to liue Without the fruition thersof, And olton⸗ 
times growing into conference with Theorerus , her vnderüchd 
the frucih of all by bis repozt. And Arenus finding ſome hape to 
bzinz him to tondiſcend to his pꝛäactiſe, boon atime yi beganne lo 
cammune with him, and in the end coucluded with him koza ſumme 
ok monep, taconuspthem fo2 him into what place be weuld. Nlith 
Whom Arenus dealt lo couninglp and ſo lkrickle, that he Lond bim 
by many oathe3 {9 perlozme the lame: which he ſo2 grœdineſſe of 
the ſumme cf monep, was moſtreſolutelp determined to dw. 

Now the time of departure being come, Theoretus (with a 
diſſembling countenantce colouring his in ended villanie) came to Pa- 
riſmenos, and folde him that his buſinelle was now ended, and the 
winde fitip ſerued fo2 their departure. 

Pariſmenos being glad thereof, and hauing bekoeze agreed with 
him fo2 tze pꝛice of his paiſage, bzought the Bzincefe ated with 
Iconius and the ret, where they found Arenus, Wham Theorctus 
told, he was one y Was likewiſe travelling vnts ſome part of Scr- 
manie. Pariſmenos littls ſuſpecting their dzift, accepted of bis com⸗ 
PAny, and vicd him kindly, Arenus put on ſach an ovutivard ſhe lo cf 
vertue, and fratned himſelſe to ſuch a kinde of behaniour, that Pa- 
riſmenos gtew into great god liking of him, and info ſuch familis⸗ 
ritie that he tolde him what he was. 

Arenus hearing that be was ſonne fo Pariſmus, then grcſve 
into p;oteffations of renerence and dutp that b& bare fo bim, and 
info many ſuch other like vowes of dutifull regats, that Pariſme. 
nos related to him the whole ſumme of his efato, and what the Las 
dy Angelica was. 

And {ome two Bates they vaſt in this ſozt: Pariſmenos and 
Angelica with atoyfall heart going towards their miſerie, and 30s 
thing miſdsvbting Thcorctuz treacherie, thought themſelues ſap⸗ 
ling toward Germany, When indede they were a quite confrary 
way. Then ſuddenlp an erceding tempeſt aroſe, and the windes 
began to blow and rageerceadingly, the raine began to fali in lach a⸗ 
bundante, that the ſhippe was readie fo be dzenched With the lame. 
Which cruell Tempeſt continued foz the ſpace of two dayes and 
two nights, in thatmoit raging andextieanc ſo2t, that there war nere 

bit 
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but expected pꝛeſent destruction: then began Pariſmenos fo curſe 
himſelle, foz leauing the conntry of Natolia: and committing him⸗ 
ſelſe to thewetcy of the ſeas, of whoſefury he had befeze taifed, An- 
gelica was in great feare of her life: Theoretus conſctence began to 
accuſe him of villanie: and Arenus to repent his treacherie : q whileit 
they were in this extremitie offeare, the ſhip wherein they were, was 
by violence dziuen vpon a Rock, and there ſplit in lunder, that they 
were all dziuen to ſhift foz their liues. Pariſmenos being amazed 
with this miſfoztune, yet had an eſpectall regard to the Pzinceſſe, 
whom he caught in his armes, nd with her gate on fo a piete of the 
ſhip, v with the violence of the ſea, was parted from the rest, which 
was not likelp long to ſuppozt them. And the reſt, ſome dzownen, 
and ſome by other admirable meanes pꝛeſerned. When pzeſently 
theſtozme began to ceaſe, and the ſea ſuddenly grew calme, zt chan⸗ 
ced, that a Fiſherman was not farre off in harboz, who beheld this 
chipwzacke: and with allſped, ſeing the ſtozme ceaſed, haſted with 
his boat thitherwards {and firft came fo Pariſmenos and Ange- 
lica, whoeuen then were readie to periſh ; foz Angelica affrighted 
with the terroz of death, being with feare and weakeneſſe not able 
to ſuppo2t her ſelfe on the pete of the bzoken ſhippe, was fallen off, 
whom Pariſmenos had held bp by her garments, veing with enerp little 
motion hiniſeife readie fo duerturne, and ſo to periſh togither: to 
whom the Fiſherman app2oached, and by the dinine pꝛouidencs tame 
at that inſtant to pꝛeſerue their harmeleſſe liues, and toke them both 
into his Boate, and at Pariſmenos requeſt, baſted fo ſaue as mas 
ny as he could poſſible of the reff. When pzeſently Pariſmenos g- 
ſpied Anna tumbling vp from vnder the water, whom by god foz⸗ 
tune he caught hold of, and dzew vp to him: who by that the had 
auvived abundance of water out of her mouth, beganne to reuiue: 
by this time, the FihHerman had gotten in Iconius and Theore- 
tus, both of them being in great daunger of death, oz in a manner 
dead, but all the rest were quite dzenched , and neither they noz 
any part of the ſhippe, to be ſene 4 p2eſently the Fiſherman con- 

uered them to the ſhoze, not karre from which place, was his houſe, 


whither likewiſe, after they had all reconered their (ences, he bzought 
them.

Pariſmenos glad of the fozfunate eſcape, and ſaing in what weake 
eſtate the P2inceſſe was, deſired the olde Fiſherman and his wiſe, 
to do their vttermoſt to ſuccour them in that diftreſſe ; and hauing a 
ſpecial! regard of Angelica, hee with the olde woman named Do. 
rella, diſrobed her of her wet oznaments, and the olde woman put 
her ondzie Linnen, the belt ſhe had, and got her into a warme bed, 
which greatlie reulued her abated ſences. Dorella likewiſe had the 
like care ol Anna, being of ſach a god and verfuons diſpoſifion, chat 
of her owne pittifall inclination, ſhee would haue hazarded her life to 
ſuccoz them. Iconius by this time was perfectly come to his ſences,but 
Thepretus hill remained in great hazard of death. 


CHAP. XXX V. 


How Oſirus hearing of Pariſmenos landing in Theſſalie, carried him 
to his Caſtle. By what vnexpected meanes Dioniſius, Pariſmus, 
Oliuia, and Laurana, met them at a banquet. How they were 
with pompe conueyed to Thœbe, and afterwards married with 
great royaltie.

Oo Father, what recompence hall J ener 
bee able to make you fez this kindneſſe, by whoſe 
meanes our liues are pzeſerued ? but aſſure pour ſelfe, that hence fozth 
A will pzouc ſo gratefull, that you ſhall not ſay , buf your Gueſts 
were fciendly in rewarding, as you ware kind and liberall in ſacs 
couring vs, And becauſe you ſhall not bee ignozank fo whom you 
haue done this friendſhip, know you, that you haue ſaned the linc ; 
of two young Pzinces, Theolde man hearing bis ſpeeches, told him, 
khat all that he had ſhould bee at his command, Jn theſe and many 
other lpxcyes they ſpent the euening, till Dorella had ee their 
upper, 
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ſapper, and dzeft the beſt meate ſhe had, fo comfozt Angelica, who 
was well reainedand chearefyll, in wzoſe company, Pariſmenos, 
and the Fiſherman and his wife ſkaped all that night: bebauſe inded 
there was no other bedding; in which time Pariſmenos comfozted 
8 with many ſperches, who was oneip glad to (& him in 
aletie. | 

Carely the next mozning, Theoretus haning with much adw gots 
ten into the rome where Pariſmenos and Angelica were, and fres 
ling himſeife paſt hope of life, vitered theſe ſpeeches. Moſt noble 
knight, Zhumbly beſ&ch yon, to pardon and fozgiue that grenons + 
and banious offence 3 haue committed againſt vou, and that moſt 
vertaeus Lady, by the infligation 2 and inticement of Arenus, who 
was a knight ofSlauoaia, with whom J had agreed fo a ſumme of 
monp, to centzey you to his country, Whoſe intent was to betraie 
that Lavyiato his keeping ; but both his wicked intent, and my 
{treaſon is new by the diuine pꝛouidence pꝛeuented, and my lelte left 
to your mercy , belaching veu to patdon my monſtrous milderde: 
which when he had ſaid, and they but a [mall time confideced of his 
treacherte and there admpꝛable pꝛeleruation, enen when Pariſme- 
nos was readie to ſpeake to him, he gaue vp the gbett and died: 
which when they beheld, the olde Fiſherman pzeiently conueped 
him out ofthe rome, and afterwards buried him. 
Pariſmenos then growing ints a depe confideration of his 
eſtale, and withall, what he had ouerpaſt, entered into theſe 
tpeeches, Mas euer any man fo vnkoztunate as J anm, to 
be toſte with ſs many mileries, T2iuen from plate fo place, and 
ret can attaine no harbour of quiet? Mere it my deilente fo 
indure theſe tozments alone, then could J with moze patience 
duerpaſſe them, but all that euer tame in my cempany , are 
with mee ſubiea to the like miſfoztune 2 Moulde wee were 
nowe, agatne tn Natolia, foz2 J am further ſcom the hops of 
attaining fo Bohemia now, then J was Hten : wee are now 
diiuen paſt eur knowledge, into a ſtraunge Countrie, and 
:atte from all meanes of redzeſle. Coulve J but finde meanes 
is lend to Pohemia, to giue my Noble Father knowledge of 
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my aboade,then might I be in ſome better hope of ſafetie, 

Angelica ſwing his ſadneſſe, accompanied his complainfs 
with her weeping teares, which augmented his heauineſſe and ſoz⸗ 
rowes to a greater and higher degree, that he was readie with 
her yy Gedde ſoms teares, but that his manly heart would not fufs 
ker him. 

Dorella being by, and hearing his complaints, whererin he 
named Pariſmus (whom ſhee hadde heard married the Pzinceſſe 
Laurana) to be his Father, could not be in quiet, vntill her huſband 
was come in, to whome ſhee declared what che had heard. The 
elde man hearing that, pzeſently came into the place where Parii- 
menos Was, and ſaids vnfo him. Mp Lo2d,my wile telleth mee, 
how that you named your ſeife Sonne to Pariſmus, which maketh 
mee bolde to aſke you whether ſhes (aid true o: not, whereof 3 molt 
- earneftiy deſire to be reſolved, 

God Father (queth Pariſmenos) Jam Donne fo Pariſmus: 
but what maketh the thus deſirous to know that? Becauſe (quoth 
be, J knowe that Noble Pzince, and would not doubt ere long, 
but ſocne to being you bohere he is: and to vſe my beſt indeuours 
to further vou in that behalfe. Fea knowe moſt Nable Pzince, that 
now you are come into the land of Theſſalie, where great Dionifi« 
us is Bing. And mozeduer Imap boldely aſfure you , that both the 
lamous t wo2thy Pariſmus, with the Pzinceſſe Laurana, are new 
tn this Countrep, &f the Courf, in the Cittie off Thebes, The ot⸗ 
cafion of whofe arrinali here, wus by reaſon that Dionifius became 
ertreamelp ficke, and ſent fo2 them: who came thither not many 
Dares Biice, 

Pariſmenos heart was ſo reuiued with his wozdes , that her 
embzsced the olde man with exceeding toy and gladnelle, beeing 
ſcarce able to cantaine himſelfe within the compaſſe of moderate 
reiopttitg, then pꝛeſentlp comming to An gelica, and taking her 
by the hand, hee maTTearneftly dedted her to be of god comtoꝛt, fo; 
that their eſt ite was karre Setter, then they beio2s thought it has 
beene: whoſe Heart was likelviſe reutued in a ſudden diſpaſition, 
to & coinko2 fable atfcdatlon: foz whereas vefoze thee Was ar" 
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with the fare of dzowning, poſſeſſed with a weariſome tonteit of fur⸗ 
ther trauell, dzinen into a ſtrange and vnknowne place, farre from 
her defite, and contraxie to her expectation ; and withall, ſaw Pariſ- 
menos ſaid and earefull heatt oppzet with much ar&fe, which gnies 
tied her moze then all the ref, But now being in ſafetie, and in 
Theſſalie, where ſhe ſhould fone mate Pariſmus and the Pzincefſe 
Laurana, the thing ſhe moſt deſired, and alſo ſœing all her ſadnefſe 
turned to iop, and enery thing fallen out moſt pꝛoſpersuſlie, euen 
actozding to her hearts content, ſhee ſ@med like one newly rent- 
ued from death to life. And With Pariſmenos. and the reft of that 
ſmall compante, reiopted erceedingly, caſting aſide all further ſhewe 
ofdiſcontent, and ſpending the time they had to ſtay there, in great 
| pleaſure, the rather ſoz that Angelica, Anna, and Iconius, were 
now in perfect health. 
And ona time Pariſmenos ſ&ing nothing to hinder his determi⸗ 
nation, demaunded ofthe Fiſherman, how farre it was to the Citie 


of Thebes. My Lo2d (quoth he) it is ſome tewentie miles. UW hich 
is dur beſt way fo trauell thither (quoth Pariſmenos ?) myLo2d, it 


were much ſoz that faire Ladie to franell thither on fwte, but if you 
would bee ruled by me, you should go foa Noblemans hauſe within 
two miles, whoſe name is aſirus, the onelp man that the Ring lo- 
veth, who J know will bid you welcome, and furniſh you with all 
things netellarie and agreeable to your eſtate, being indeed the moſt 
kindeſt Nobleman in the world. Angelica (quoth Pariſmenos) of 
this Noble perſonage haue J heard my Father Pariſmus and the 
noble Pollipus gine many commendations, therefsze ſo ple aſeth you 
wee will goe to his houſe. Jam exceedingly well contented (quoth 
Angelica .) PyLoad (quoth the Fiſherman) ſo pleaſeth you, J will 
giue him knowledge of your beeing here. Do (9 (ſaid Pariſmenos, ) 
The Fiſherman then pzeſently haſted folvards Oſirus Caſtle, and 
ſone arrived there, and baeing b2ought befoze him, declared all that 
had happened. 
Oſirus at the firſt gaue no credence to his ſpeeches, therefo2e hee 
ſaid, My friend, thou bzingeſt me newes that Ican hardly belceve ; 
thereſoꝛe tell me how thou knowelk if is Pariſmenos? Ye hath fold 
me that he is ſoone to Pariſmus, and the Ladie that is with, him, is 


daughter 
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Daughter fo the King of Natolia. Oſirus then pzefently cemmans 
ded his Gentlemen to mount themſelues, his Ladle likewiſs named 
Vdalla, and her Ladyes and Gentle- women were ſaddenly in a rea⸗ 
dineſſe, and all things neceſlarie in decent manner, o conduct them 
onwards of they way, with the moſt Cate that might bee, was pꝛe⸗ 
pared, and in that ſoꝛt, with exceding iope they rode to the poꝛe Cot⸗ 
tage that ſhꝛowded ſuch Noble perſanages: Which the Fiſher⸗ man 
ſaone gane Pariſmenos knowledge of: Mho pzeſently went out to 
meele Oſirus, and at the entrance of the doze he met him, and with a 

courteous behautour they ſaluted each other. Oſirus ſaping: Pe 
Loꝛd, becauſe I know you not, I beſ&ch pou pardon me, if J demand 
Whether you be the P2ince 82 no: 

J am(quoth hee) the moſt vnfo2funate Pariſmenos, neuer made 
happie, till this houre. Then ſaid Oſirus : In all dutie 3 bidde vou 
moſt heartilp Melcome into Theſſalie: Mhich will account it ſelſe 
thzice happie by your Arriuall. Vdalla then came, and Embzaced 
him, ſhewing by her courteous behauiour manifeſt tokens of io, fo; 
his pꝛeſente. 

Then they the together, went in vnto the Pꝛinceſſe Angelica, 
Mhome both Oſirus and his Ladie, ſaluted with moſt reuerend be⸗ 
hauiour, deſiring her to leane that place, and ſoiourne in their Caſtle: 
whither ſhe ſhould be as Melcome as hart could wiſh; Whoſe kinds 
neſſe both (hee and Pariſmenos accepted with many thankes, and in 

molt ſtately manner departed thitherwards. The Ladies attending 
on Vdalla , ſaluted the P2inceſſe with great reuerence , growing into 
ſuch admiration of her Beautie, the like wheres, they neuer beheld 
inany,but the Pꝛinceſſe Laurana, 

Pariſmenos Would by no meanes leaue the olde Fiſherman, and 
Dorella behinde him, but toke them along with him, hauing a ſpo⸗ 
ciall regard to reward them kindely,that had pzeſerued his and An- 
gelicaes life. Angelica and Pariſmenos ſwnearrinedat Oſirus Cas 
{le : Where they Were ſo ſumptuoullp and ſuddenly entertained, as 
that theyexcedingly admyꝛed the Noblemans bountie: and beeing 
entred the Hall, they beheld many ſtatelp deſcriptions of the famous 
acts of the ]Bzinces of Greece: andamongit the reſt, the whole hiſto⸗ 
rie of Pariſmus Warres, with the Perſians,folinely poztraited,that it 
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would haue helde them with great delight fo beholde the ſame, and 
comming into the inner romes, beheld them ſo richly kurniſhed, that 
they grew into admpꝛatien therof, whither Oſitus and Vdalla Mel⸗ 
commed them with luch heartie kindenelle, that they could not chuſe 
but grow into an ad:mira ble concept of they? honozable,liberall, and 
ve:tuous inclination to true Honour, 

There was u moſt coſtlp Banquet, kurniſhed with all ſoztes of 
pꝛecious Delicates made ready : Uhither they were within Gozts 
fpace inuited; There they heard the ſound of much ſwete Muſicke, 
and behelde the arts of the whole companie belonging tc Oſirus, as 
it were reuined with top foz their pꝛeſence: TWWhich filled their ſences 
with an bnwonted conſent of delight, which by reaſoi of the fo2- 
mer miſetie thewhad endured, ſemed a Peauen of happineſle, and a 
Paradice of pleaſure. 

And in thts ſozte they ſpent the Day, and at Night were tonduc⸗ 
ted to ſeuerall lodgings, Pariſmenos by Oſirus, and diuers Knights, 
that ſoiourned in his Caſtle, and lome that attended him. An gelica 
by Vdalla, and many other gallant Ladies and beautiful! Damozels, 
with exceeding ſtatelineile, and cotirtetie, 

And being alone by theinſclnes, ſauing that Anna was Angeii- 
caes bedlelle w, which rame ſha Was not to refigne, till pariſmenos 
ſhould fake poſſeffion vt the ſame : Me on the one ſide meditated on 
his happy Faztune to arrius in that place, and admired O ſirus cours 
teſte, and was moſt of all affeded with iope, that Angelica was ſa 
kindly Welcommed fo that ſtrange place, being farre from her owne 
Friends and Countrep, that he did not onely reiopte at their kinde⸗ 
neſſe fo2 his own? parte, but eſpecially foz hers : Whoſe content hes 
witht,and defired mo2e then his owne , And withall , being now in 
Theſſalie, his heart was fo fully poſſeſt with deſired content, that hes 
ſzmednot ta lacke any thing hee deſired, but onely to eniop Angeli- 
caes ſwæte, diuine, and pure Loues poſſeſſion: Mhith he was likes 
Wiſe in aſſurance foeniop within ozt ſpace. 

Angelica on the other fide, ſpent > parte of the Night in 
communicsfion with Anna: Which added a delight to her Sences, 
relating her miſfoztunas paſt, her happie pzeſeruation, the Courteſts 
and gentle god nature ſhee kounde in the Kicherman ane his We :

of Pariſmus. 

22bich tauſed her fo tonteyue a perſwaſion by the kinde and boenitis 
full entertainment ie hadde found in Oſirus, that the Theſlaliens 
were people of an exceeding courteous diſpoſition; Whereas many 
other People, both ps? and Noble; were rude and barbarous, that 
che might thinke her ſeife a thou and times bleſt, that ſhes had made 
chopſe of ſo Yonourable a Knight as Pariſmenos was, and one that 
was ſpꝛung fromthe Race of ſuch noble Parents, and ſuch naturall, 
kinde, and louing ſubiects, that her heart with theſecogitations (eo 
med to be abſolntely happie, and her Sences were niiẽb With lack de⸗ 
lightfull content, that in theſe heauenle Meditatioas, ſhe fell into a 
quiet and eaſefull reſt. 

The nextnozning Ofirus and Vdalla were vp, readie to vſe they: 
beſt and vitermoſt indenonurs, to expꝛeſſe they2 liberall god Ui * 
bus the P2inces kept they2 Beddes longer then vſuall: Foz that on 
the one ſide, they had ſpent much ofthe] Night in the editations a⸗ 
foꝛeſaide: and on the other ſide, hauing bene lo long time oppꝛeſt with 
care full cogital ions, they Sences being now at reſt, they ſlept with 
great quiet. And at ſuch time as they were awaked, had all things in 
ſuch Cerimonious kinde, and ſtately manner miniſtred vnto thein, 
thaf;they could not choſe but admpꝛe the wy nm gr loath to mottory 
theyz departure to the Court, les ſt Oſirus ſhould thinke they did not 
accept of his kinde entertainment. | 

Ubileſt all remained in this great delight in Oſirus Caſtle, tes 
poꝛt had blazed into the hearing of diners of the Novles and knights 
of the Kings Court, the Jop and great Feaſting was kept by Oſi- 
rus : Mhich was made knowne in ſuch ſozt,that they were aſſured 
ſome great Perſonages were arrined there, buf none knewe who 
they were, that this newes was ſy open in the Court, that it came to 
Dyoniſius hearing: Wlho moſt of all maruelling thereat, and has 
ning now fally recauered his health, determined fo2 his Recreation 
alter his long Sickneſſe, jonelp with Pariſmus, and ſome fewe of his 
Knights,to pꝛogreſſe ſecretly to Oſirus Caſtle, both to recreate him⸗ 
ſelfe, to know what thoſe ſhould be heenterfained,and eſpeci alp, fox 
thats hee loued Oſirus exceedingly well: Mhich determination hes 
made Pariſmus acquainted with, and the next day acco2dingly pers 
fozmed the ſame. ( Which was the thirde day that Pariſ ane 
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bins with Olirns.) And being arriued at the caſtle en.. „ont nolle. 
hee and Pariſmus entered, whom the Pezter well knewe, and pae⸗ 
ſently Doniſius (not ſuffering any of his ſeruantz hee met, to giue 


Oſirus knowledge of his appzdach ) meguted the ſtapzes into the 


great chamber, where euen ther, Fariſmenos, Angelica, and all the 
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reſt, were ſeated at a moſt coſtlp dinner. 


Pariſmus ſtill ſtaped with the ret of the knights without the dwꝛe, 
Oſirus ſwne eſe? Oioniſius, and ſuddainelie ſtarting ſrom his 
cafe, bppon his knee did his reverence : Vdalla and the reſt that 
knewe him did tho like. UWhileſt Dioniſius ſaid: Oſirus, pon ſee a 
bolde gueſt comes without bidding, but if you had beene kinde, you 
would haue made mee pertaker of your mirth, Pariſmenos Was ſg 
amazed, that a god while he could not tell how to behaue bimſelfe, 
but perteiuing that it was the king, her with Angelica dzetve tos 
wards him, and humblie pꝛoſtrated themſelnes befoze him vppon 
their knees, being vnable by the ſuddainneſle of their ioye to ſpeake, 
Dieniſius not knowing them, and maruelling' to ſ& them knele, 
was halfe atToniſht, vntill Oſirus to rfdde him from that doubt, 
ſaide. Pr Lo2d this night is ſonne to the Noble Pzince Pa- 
riſmus. Beloze hee could ſay any moze, o2 Dioniſius once ſalute 
them, Pariſmus Was entered, who at the firſt knewe Angelica, and 
by her his ſonne, whom otherwiſe her cheuld not haue knowne, 
has was ſo much altered, whoſe ſuddaine ſight , ſo vnerpected, and. 
ſo karre from his thought, and ſo confrarie to his expectation, ant 
ſo impoſſible to his perſwaſton, made him tanſfozmed into a kinde 
of admication , whether it might be poſſible that it was they, oz 
that it was ſome elufion: but Pariſmenos likewiſe eſpying him in 
ſuch a ſtudie, immediately roſe from the ground, and vpon his kne& 
did him reverence, and Pariſmus embzaced him With a moſt kinde, 
louing and iopfull behauiour. _ 1 4 

Angelica likewiſe knowing him, bent her denotions with 
all humble reuerence to ſhewe her lone and dutie, while hee 
raiſed her from the ground, and embzaced her in his ten⸗ 
her armes, beeing vnavle to erpzelle his iope to ſee them 
there. 
1932 likewiſe embzaced them with great kindeneſſe, and 
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Melcommed them with teares of joy. Oktentimes folding Pariſ⸗ 
menos in his armes with a louing behaulour, and holding Angelica 
by the hand, beeing loath to let the ſame goe, and vnable to expꝛelle 
his in ward iop, that he, Pariſmus and all the reſt, were polſeſt with 
ſuch content, as would aſke a ſkillfall penne to deſcribe. 
Their welcomes, kinde embꝛacings, gentle ſpeeches, and other 
ſignes or contented ioy , were ſuch as paſſeth my vttermolt ſkill to 
relate,02 decipher, | 
Dioniſius then defired them to ſeate themſelues againe at 
theirbanquet, and hee and Pariſmus would beare them tompanie: 
then they againe ſeated themſelnes and himſelfe by Angelicas ſide, 
vſing her ſo kindly, ſs louingly, and ſo familtarly, and with ſuch ex- 
ceeding mirth, pleaſantneſſe, and merry countenance, that An- 
gelicas heart was poſſeſt with ioy thereat : Pariſmus admired the 
ſame, Pariſmenes reioyced thereat ; And Oſirus and Vdallz foke 
exceeding toy thereat, hauing not a long time ſeene him ſo pleaſant. 
 Mhey would haue wapted, but he commaunded them fo ſit downe 
and be merie. The Noble men that came with him, which was Loꝛzd 
Remus, and diners others, hee commaunded to fit downe, vttering 
theſe ſpæches. y Noble Childzen, the great loy J concepue foz 
your pꝛeſence is ſuch, that it: ſilies my ſences with erceding content. 
and were Oliuia and Laurana here, J would make account this were 
the bet, moſt pleaſing, moſt contented, moſt ropall, and delightful 
day that euer befell: but ſince they are abſent, let vs be merrie: Oli- 
rus bidde vs Melcome, fo; we are all your Gueſts. Pariſmenos and 
Angelica, Melcome into Theſſalie: Meltome to your Grand. fas 
ther, and ſo ercædingly Meltom, as vour hearts can wiſh. Pariſmus 
who would haue thought that theſe had bene with Ofirus, what koz⸗ 
tunate Deſtinie hath brought them hither? Dz how are they ſo hap- 
pily' met, to mæte vs here? 0 
Mell, did but Oliuia and Laurana knobe of thep2 being heere, 
they would not be abſent. He had no ſeoner ended that wozd, but O- 
liuia the Auæne, and Laurana entred the Chamber (the news of his 
ſecret departure from the Court, and his intent being tolde to them, 
they followed him to Ofirus Caſtle.) To whom Oſuus ſaide. 
My Leꝛd, it reiopceth me to fe your Vighnes ſo merrie. Dioniſius 
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hearing her ſpeeches, ſuddenly ſtarted, and ſering her and Laura na, 
ſaid. 

No maruell though J be merrie , haning the faire Lady of 
the Golden Tower by the hand. Mith that the whole company roſe 
from the Table, and Pariſmenos knowing his mother, reuerented 
himſelfe befoze yer vpan his knee, whilſt the(knolving him) imbzaced 
him moſt louinglp, not knowing hob ſuddelp to reiopce ſuffictftly, 
Angelica not knowing, but ſuppoſing that was Laurana, her heart 
being onely voweyu to Pariſmenos, thought it her duty to reuerencs 
his parents ſs much as himſelfe: therefoze with him ſha did reus⸗ 
rence to the Qutene and Laurana, And after many greetings (as 
lutations and welcomes paſt , Dioniſius againe vttered theſe ſpw- 
ches. 

J knobve that all here pꝛeſent are exc«dingly glad foz the ſafe- 
tie of theſe two young Painces, then laying apart all ſalutations, 
which cannot iuddenly be erpꝛeſt, let vs once againe and this third 
time, ſeate our ſelues to this banquet, and leaue all other ceremo⸗ 
nies whtle afterwards, foz w* are determined to bid them welcome: 
and they ſhall know that we loue them. But firſt let vs refreſhour 
ſtomackes with Oſirus coftly cheare, and afterwards we will defire 
to know the occafon and manner of their arriuall into the Country, 
which was neuer abſolutely happe befoze this time. Then they all 
ſeated themſelues againe tingreatconfent, Dioniſius not ſuffering 
Angelica to ſit from him, but cloſe by his ſide, betwixt them and the 
Nuneene, every one erp2eſſing exceeding toy foz their vnerpected - 
ſafefte and arriuall in the Tonnfry. After dinner was welnie ended, 
ltzich was ouerpaſt with pleaſurable content on all ſides, and was 
perfozmed by Oſirus in great pompe, Pariſmus defired Pariſme- 
nos ts declare what miſaduenture had befallen him, ſinte his pꝛiuate 
departure trom the Court at Epheſus: and by what sccaſion they 
aͤrriued in the atplace. 

Then Pariſmenos deilared tte truth of all, how he met wit b 
ngelica, ef Irus death, Arenus and Theoretus treaſon , and of 
ett pꝛeſeruation by the Fiſherman, which greatly delighted them 
4 to heare, Dioniſius then ſaid, which is Iconius? Then Pariſmus 
called fo; Iconius, and he pzeſently tame: whom Dioniſius, Pariſ- 
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mus and the reſt, vſed mo kindly, And the Kicherman and his 
wife, were by Dioniſius Highly rewarded, and afterwards pzomoe 
ted to great dignitie. 

Some two dapes they alfogether Taped in Oſirus Caſtle, ſpen⸗ 
ding the time in exceeding mirth. Andat lac, with great Ropaliis 
departed towards the Court at the Citie of Thœbes. Whete there 
were infinite numbers of people with iopfull hearts gathered togt- 
ther to welcome them: expꝛeſſing ſuch toy as is not to be deſcribed, 
And afterwards Pariſmenos and Angelica, tn the pzeſence and aſs 
ſemblie df Marceillus, Remulus, the Bing ol Hungarie, the Ring of 
Sparta, and diuers other Noble perſonages, were with moſt excee- 
ding Ropaltte affianced together. And after Dioniſius was dead, 
Pairſmenos was Crowned Ring of Tkeflalie, and lined all his like 
time in great quiet and bliſful content, with the faire Angelica: 

Fncreaſing the honourable fame and dignite of the ings 
of Theſlalie: hautng one onely Wonne and a daugh- 
ter. Whoſe foztunes and adventures, fil 
led the whole wozld with their 
Fame.
